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ANNOUNCEMENT  FOR  THE   ACADEMIC   YEAR   J898-99. 


''The  College  of  Physicians  and  Suk- 
liEONS  OF  Ontario  "  is  the  name  adopted  by 
the  Medical  Profession  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario  in  its  corporate  capacity.  As  every 
legally  qualified  medical  practitioner  in  the 
Province  is  a  member  of  this  College,  it  is 
not  an  institution  for  the  teaching  of  medi- 
cine. 

The  Medical  Profession  of  Ontario  was 
Hrst  incorporated  under  this  name  by  an 
Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  passed  in 
1866.  This  Act  was  subsequently  repealed 
by  the  Legislature  of  Ontario  in  1869,  and 
now  the  afiairs  of  the  Profession  in  this  Pro- 
vince are  regulated  by  an  Act  passed  in  1874 
137  Vic,  Cap.  30),  commonly  known  as  the 
"Ontario  Medical  Act,"  and  further  amended 
in  1887,  1891,  1893  and  1895. 

By  this  Act,  the  "Council  of  the  College 
OF  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  " 
is  empowered  and  directed  to  enact  by-laws 
for  the  regulation  of  all  matters  connected 
with  medical  education  ;  for  the  admission 
and  enrolment  of  students  of  medicine  ;    for 


determining  from  time  to  time  the  curricu- 
lum of  the  studies  to  be  pursued  by  them, 
and  to  appoint  a  Board  of  Examiners  before 
whom  all  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion before  they  can  be  enrolled  as  members 
of  the  College,  and  thus  be  legally  qualified 
to  practise  their  'profession  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario. 

The  Council,  moreover,  has  power  and 
authority  conferred  upon  it  by  this  Act  to 
fix  the  terms  upon  which  practitioners  of 
medicine,  duly  qualified  in  other  countries, 
may  be  admitted  as  members  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  this 
being  the  only  mode  in  which  they  can 
become  legally  entitled  to  practise  their 
profession  in  this  Province. 

For  the  information  and  guidance  of 
students  of  medicine,  the  Profession,  and 
the  public  generally,  the  Council,  in  con- 
formity with  the  Ontario  Medical  Act, 
hereby  promulgates  for  the  year  1898-99 
the  Regulations  which  herein  follow,  re- 
pealing all  others  heretofore  in  force. 


MEMORANDUM  RESPECTING  MATRICULATION  IN  MEDI- 
CINE, CONTAINIISG  THE  CONCLUSIONS  ARRIVED  AT 
WITH  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  AND  LEGIS- 
LATIVE COMMITTEES  OF  THE  MEDICAL  COUNCIL  AT 
THE  PARLIAMENT  BUILDINGS,  ON  THE  27TH  DAY  OF 
MARCH,  1896. 

1.  Any  person  who  presents  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Medical  Council 
a  certificate  that  he  has  passed  the  examination  conducted  by  the  Educa- 
tion Department  on  the  course  prescribed  for  matriculation  in  Arts, 
including  chemistry  and  physics,  and  approved  by  the  Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor in  Council,  shall  be  entitled,  on  payment  of  the  lawful  fees  in  that 
behalf,  to  registration  as  a  medical  student  within  the  meaning  of  section 
11  of  The  Ontario  Medical  Act,  being  chapter  148  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes of  Ontario,  1887. 

2.  Any  person  who  before  the  passing  of  this  Act  has  not  passed  the 
examination  in  all  the  subjects  prescribed  for  matriculation  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  entitled  to  registration  as  a  medical  student  on  submitting  to  the 
Registrar  of  the  Medical  Council  a  certificate  that  he  has  completed  such 
examination  by  passing  in  the  remaining  subjects  of  such  matriculation, 
including  chemistry  and  physics. 

3.  Any  student  in  medicine  who  submits  to  the  Registrar  of  the 
Medical  Council  certified  tickets  that  he  has  attended  not  less  than  two 
courses  of  lectures  at  any  chartered  Medical  School  or  College  in  Canada, 
shall  be  entitled  on  payment  of  the  lawful  fees  in  that  behalf,  to  take  the 
primary  examination  or  the  examination  of  said  Council  taken  by  stud- 
ents at  the  end  of  the  second  year,  provided  that  the  standing  obtained 
at  such  examination  may  not  be  allowed  until  such  student  presents  to 
the  Registrar  of  the  Council  the  matriculation  certificate  prescribed  by  this 
Act. 

4.  A  certificate  from  the  Registrar  of  any  chartered  University  con- 
ducting a  full  Arts  course  in  Canada,  that  the  holder  thereof  matriculated 
prior  to  his  enrolment  in  such  University,  and  passed  the  examination  in 
Arts  prescribed  for  students  at  the  end  of  the  first  year,  shall  entitle  such 
student  to  registration  as  medical  student  under  The  Ontario  Medical  Act, 

5.  Any  person  who  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November,  1895,  had 
passed  the  examination  of  any  University  in  Canada  for  matriculation  in 
Arts,  or  the  matriculation  examination  conducted  by  the  Education 
Department  entitling  to  registration  in  Arts  with  any  University  in 
Canada — or  an  examination  entitling:  to  reo^istration  with  the  Medical 
Council  when  the  said  examination  was  passed — shall  be  entitled  to  regis- 
tration as  a  medical  student  on  submitting  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Medical 
Council  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  signed  by  the  proper  officer  in  that 
behalf. 

Note. — The  following  requirements  will  entitle  to  registration  with 
the  Medical  Council : —  ^ 

From  1882  to  1st  January,  1884,  the  High  School  Intermediate  c^!^^ 
titicate,  with  Latin. 


From  1st  January,  1884,  to  1st  July,  1888,  the  High  School  Inter- 
mediate or  Third-Class  Non-Prot'essional  certiticate,  with  Latin, 

,  From  1st  July,  188cS,  to  1st  November,  1892,  Second-Class  Non-Pro- 
fessional certificate,  with  Latin.

SECTION   I.— MATRICULATION. 

Everyone  desirous  of  being  registered  as  a 
matriculated  medical  student  in  the  Register 
of  this  College,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, shall  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of 
twenty  dollars  and  to  conform  to  the  follow- 
ing regulations  : 

1.  Any  person  who  presents  to  the  Regis- 
trar of  the  Medical  Council  a  certificate  that 
he  has  passed  the  examination  conducted  by^ 
the  Education  Department  on  the  course 
prescribed  for  matriculation  in  arts,  including 
chemistry  and  physics,  and  approved  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  shall 
be  entitled,  on  payment  of  the  lawful  fees 
in  that  behalf,  to  registration  as  a  medical 
student  within  the  meaning  of  Section  XI.  of 
the  Ontario  Medical  Act. 

2.  Any  person  who  before  the  15th  day  of 
June,  1896,  had  not  passed  the  examination 
in  all  the  subjects  prescribed  for  matricula- 
tion as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  regis- 
tration as  a  medical  student  on  submitting 
to  the  Registrar  a  certificate  that  he  has 
completed  such  examination  by  passing  in 
the  remaining  subjects  of  such  matriculation, 
including  chemistry  and  physics  ;  but  this 
privilege  shall  not  be  available  on  or  after 
November  1st,  1899.

in  their  university  course  shall  be  held  to 
have  completed  the  first  year  of  the  five 
years  of  medical  study  ;  after  three  years  of 
attendance  upon  medical  studies  shall  l^e 
eligible  for  Tthef  ^itei^iB;e|li^tf©.-.' ekamilift^toi^ 
and  must  ther^rter  comply  with  the  re^utt*^- 
ments  for  the  fifth  <jr  final  year  which  is  to 
be  devoted  to  clinical  work. 

Homoeopathic  students  who  attend  four 
sessions  at  any  medical  college  where  nine- 
month  sessions  are  taught,  to  be  held  equal 
to  four  winter  sessions  of  this. College.  This 
^shall  not  in  any  way  interfere  with  the 
practical  and  clinical  work  as  prescribed  by 
the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario  for  the  fifth 
year. 

No  ticket  for  lectures  will  henceforward 
be  accepted  by  the  Council  unless  it  is  en- 
dorsed thereon  that,  as  shown  by  teachers' 
roll,"  the  pupil  has  at  least  attended  seventy- 
five  per  cent,  of  the  set  nuniber  of  lectures 
of  each  course  ;  and  it  is  enacted  that  said 
certificate  shall  specifically  state  that  su0h 
attendance  extended  oyer  a  period  of -at  least 
7.5:  ptir  cent,  of  the  eight-nionth, course.

Candidates  for  Intermediate  who 
fail  in  all  subjects  save  three,  will  be  allowed 
those  three  if  they  pass  60  per  cent,  in  each. 

10.  Candidates  who  intend  to  be  examined 
by  the  Homoeopathic  Examiner  in  special 
subjects,  shall  signify  their  intention  to  the 
Registrar  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  the 
commencement  of  the  examination,  so  that 
the  examinations  may  be  conducted  by  the 
parties  appointed  for  that  purpose.  Prior 
to  the  acceptance  of  such  notice  from  the 
candidate,  the  usual  fees  must  be  paid. 

In  the  event  of  any  candidate  presenting 
himself  for  such  examination  due  notice 
must  be  given  by  the  Registrar  to  the 
Special  Examiner. 

11.  Until  a  homoeopathic  medical  college 
for  teaching  purposes  is  established  in  On- 
tario, candidates  wishing  to  be  registered  as 
Homoeopathists  shall,  pass  the  matriculation 
examination  established  by  this  Act  as  the 
preliminary  examination  for  all  students  in 
medicine,  and  shall  present  evidence  of 
having  spent  the  full  period  of  study  re- 
quired by  the  curriculum  of  the  Council, 
under  the  supervision  of  a  duly  registered 
homceopathic  practitioner. 

Such  candidates  must  also  have  coni})lied 
with  the  full  curriculum  of  studies,  pre- 
scribed from  time  to  time  by  the  Council  for 
all  medical  students,  but  the  full  time  of 
attendance  uj)on  lectures  and  hospitals  re- 
quired by  the  curriculum  of  the  Council, 
may  be  spent  in  such  homoeopathic  medical 
colleges  in  the  United  States  or  Europe  as 
may  be  recognized  by  a  majority  of  the 
homoeopathic  members  of  the  Council  ;  but 
in  all  homceopathic  colleges  where  the  winter 
course  of  lectures  is  only  of  four  months' 
duration,  certified  tickets  of  attendance  on 
one  such  course  shall  be  held  to  be  equivalent 
to  two-thirds  of  one  six  months'  course,  as 
required  by  the  Council  ;  and  when  sucli 
teacliing  V)ody  has  been  established  in  On- 
tario, it  shall  be  optional  for  such  candidates 
to  pursue  in  j)art  or  in  full  the  required 
curriculum  in  Ontario.

colored  chalk  what  they  regard  as  the 
numerical  value  of  the  answer  given.

other  time.

-jind  neatly  upon  one  side  only  of  each  page

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  MEDICAL  COUNCIL 


OF   THE    COLLEGE    OF

By-Law  No.  39. 


Hule^  and  Regulations  for  conducting  the  proceedings  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

Meetings. 

1.  The  annual  session  of  tlie  Council  shall  take  place  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  July  in 
*;ach  year,  at  Toronto  ;  but  special  sessions  may  be  called  by  the  President  whenever  he  may 
consider  it  advisable.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  call  special  sessions  on  a 
re({uisition  signed  by  two-thirds  of  the  members.  No  business  shall  be  taken  up  at  a 
s])ecial  session  except  that  for  which  the  session  has  been  called,  and  of  which  every  member 
has  been  notified. 

2.  At  the  annual  session  of  the  Council  the  President  (or,  in  his  absence  the  Vice- 
President)  shall  take  the  chair  and  declare  the  Council  organized,  when  the  Council  shall 
proceed  to  elect  officers.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice-President  the  Council 
shall  ajjjjoint  a  Chairman,  provided  that  at  the  first  meeting  of  a  new  Council  the  Registrar 
shall  call  the  Council  to  order,  read  over  the  names  of  the  members,  and  shall  call  on  the 
Council  to  elect  a  President. 

3.  The  President  and  Vice-President  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  members  of  the 
Council,  after  nomination  by  open  vote  and  not  by  ballot ;  that  after  nomination,  when  only 
one  candidate  is  nominated,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer  to  declare  such 
candidate  duly  elected,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary 
to  an  election  ;  provided,  that  in  case  of  a  tie,  the  election  shall  be  decided  by  the  member 
representing  the  greatest  number  of  registered  practitioners. 

4.  The  first  business  after  the  organization  of  the  Council  and  the  election  of  officers, 
shall  be  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to  Nominate  the  Standing  Conmiittees. 

Officers. 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Council  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President,  Registrar,  Treasurer 
and  Solicitor,  and  such  others  as  the  Council  may  deem  necessary. 

2.  The  salaried  officers  shall  be  elected  after  nomination,  and  shall  hold  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Council. 

Rules  of  Order. 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  call  the  Council  to  order  at  the  hour 
ap])ointed  and  cause  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  to  be  read,  confirmed  and  signed. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall  call  the  meeting  to  order, 
or  a  Chairman  pro  tern,  may,  in  the  absence  of  the  latter,  be  chosen  by  the  Council. 

3.  When  the  President  or  other  presiding  officer  is  called  on  to  decide  a  point  of  order 
or  practice,  he  shall  state  the  rule  applicable  to  tlie  case  without  argument  or  comment, 
.subject  to  an  apj)eal  t()  the  Council. 

4.  The  President  shall  declare  all  votes  ;  but  if  any  member  demands  it,  the  President, 
in  case  of  open  vote,  without  further  debate  on  the  question,  shall  re({uire  the  members 
voting  in  the  affirmative  and  negative  respectively  to  stand  until  they  are  counted,  and  he 
shall  then  declare  the  result.  At  the  request  of  any  member  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be 
taken  and  recorded. 

5.  The  President  or  other  presiding  officer  may  express  his  0})inion  on  any  subject  under 
debate  ;  but  in  such  case  he  sliall  leave  the  chair  until  the  question  is  decided,  appointing 
some  other  member  to  take  it.  But  he  shall  decide  points  of  order  or  practice  without 
leaving  his  place. 
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6.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  h€  shall  rise  in  his  place  and  address 
the  presiding  officer,  confining  himself  to  the  question  under  deliate  and  avoiding  personality. 

7.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  President  or  presiding  officer 
shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

8.  No  member  while  speaking  shall  be  interrupted  by  another,  except  upon  a  point  of 
order,  or  for  the  purpose  of  explanation.  The  member  so  rising  shall  confine  himself  strictly 
to  the  point  of  order,  or  the  explanation. 

9.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgresses  the  rules,  the  President  shall, 
or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order  ;  in  which  case  the  member  so-called  shall  immediat^ely 
sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain  ;  and  the  Council,  if  appealed  to,  shall  decide  on  the 
case,  but  without  debate. 

10.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  upon  any  resolution  or  motion,  except  the 
proposer,  who  shall  be  permitted  to  reply  ;  nor  shall  any  member  speak  longer  than  a  quarter 
of  an  hour  on  the  same  question  without  the  leave  of  the  Council,  except  in  explanation,  and 
then  he  must  not  introduce  new  matter. 

11.  Any  member  of  the  Council  may  require  the  question  under  discussion  to  be  read 
at  any  time  of  the  debate,  but  not  so  as  to  interrupt  the  speaker. 

12.  No  member  shall  speak  to  any  question  after  the  same  has  been  put  by  the  President. 

13.  Notice  shall  be  given  of  all  motions  for  introducing  new  matter,  other  than  matters 
of  privilege  and  petitions,  at  a  meeting  previous  to  that  at  which  it  comes  up  for  discussion, 
unless  dispensed  with  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  members  present.  Any  matter  wheu 
once  decided  by  the  Council  shall  not  be  reintroduced  during  the  continuance  of  that  session, 
unless  by  a  two-tliirds  vote  of  the  Council  then  present. 

14.  A  motion  must  be  put  in  writing  and  seconded  before  it  is  stated  by  the  President, 
and  then  shall  be  disposed  of  only  by  a  vote  of  the  Council,  unless  the  mover  by  permission 
of  the  Council,  withdraws  it.     Every  member  present  shall  vote  unless  excused  by  the  Council. 

15.  At  the  close  of  the  annual  session  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read  over, 
adopted  and  signed  by  the  President  or  other  j^residing  officer. 

16.  The  Registrar  shall  make  a  list  of  all  resolutions  and  reports  on  the  table,  which 
shall  be  considered  "The  General  Orders  of  the  Day,"  the  order  of  the  same  to  be  as  follows  : 

(1)  Calling  names  of  members  and  marking  them  as  present  or  absent. 

(2)  Reading  of  the  minutes. 

(3)  Notices  of  motion. 

(4)  Reading  of  communications,  petitions,  etc.,  to  the  Council. 

(5)  Motions  of  which  notice  has  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting. 

(6)  Inquiries. 

(7)  Reports  of  standing  and  special  committees. 

(9)  Unfinished  business  from  previous  meetings. 

(10)  Miscellaneous  business. 

No  variation  in  the  foregoing  order  of  business  shall  be  permitted,  except  by  the  consent 
of  the  Council. 

17.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  l)e  received  unless — 

(1)  To  adjourn. 

(2)  The  previous  question. 

(3)  To  postpone. 

(4)  To  lay  on  the  table. 
.     (5)  To  refer. 

(6)  To  amend. 

The  Chairman  shall  put  the  previous  question  in  this  form  :  "Shall  the  main  cjuestion 
be  now  put  ?"  and  its  adoption  shall  end  all  debate  and  bring  the  Council  to  vote  upon  the 
main  question. 

18.  The  Chairman  shall  consider  a  motion  to  adjourn  as  always  in  order,  and  that  motion 
and  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  witliout  debate. 

19.  Any  member  who  has  made  a  motion  may  Avithdraw  the  same  by  leave  of  tlie 
Council,  or  it  may  be  allowed  to  stand,  such  leave  being  granted  without  a  negative  voice. 

Committees. 

1.   The  Standing  Connnittees  shall  l)e  the  following  : 

(a)  Registration,   consisting  of  seven  members. 

{}>)  Education,   consisting  of  nine  memliers. 

((')  Finance,   consisting  of  five  members. 

{(I)  Rules  and  Regulations,   consisting  of  five  members. 

(*')  Printing,  consisting  of  five  meuibers. 
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(J)  On  Complaints,  consisting  of  five  m-embers. 

((/)  Executire,  consisting  of  three  members. 

(/<)  On  Property,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(i)  On  Discipline,  consisting  of  three  or  five  members. 

2.  A  majority  of  a  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

3.  When  a  committee  presents  its  reports,  such  report  shall  be  received  without  motion 
or  debate.  On  reading  the  Order  of  Business  for  the  "Consideration  of  Reports,"  the 
rej>orts  previously  received  shall  be  taken  \i]i  in  the  order  of  their  reception,  and  may  be 
acted  on  directly  by  the  Council  or  referred  to  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

4.  When  the  Council  shall  determine  to  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  Cliainnan 
shall  name  the  member  who  will  take  the  chair. 

5.  The  rules  of  tlie  Council  shall  he  observed  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  except  the 
rules  respecting  the  yeas  and  nays  and  limitmg  the  number  of  times  of  speaking  ;  and  no 
motion  for  the  previous  question  t)r  for  an  adjournment  can  be  received,  but  a  member  may 
at  any  time  move  that  the  chairman  leave  the  cliair  or  report  progress,  or  ask  leave  to  sit 
again  ;  and  all  original  motions  shall  be  jjut  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  proposed,  and 
shall  not  retpiire  to  be  seconded. 

6.  On  motion  in  committee  to  rise  and  report,  the  question  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

7.  Every  member  who  shall  introduce  a  petition  or  motion  upon  any  subject  which  may 
be  referred  to  a  select  connnittee  appointed  to  consider  such  motion  or  petition,  shall,  during 
the  sittings  of  the  Council,  be  one  of  the  committee  without  being  named  by  the  Council. 
Any  member  of  the  Council  may  be  placed  upon  a  committee,  notwithstanding  the  absence  of 
such  member  at  the  time  of  his  being  named  to  such  committee. 

8.  Conmiittees  appointed  to  report  on  any  subject  referred  to  them  by  the  Council  shall 
report  a  statement  of  facts  and  also  their  opinion  thereon  in  writing,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  tlie  chairman,  or  acting  chairman,  to  sign  and  present  the  report. 

9.  All  petitions  or  communications  on  any  suliject  within  the  cognizance  of  a  standing 
committee  shall,  on  presentation,  be  referred  by  the  chairman,  or  presiding  offieer,  to  the 
proper  committee  without  any  motion  ;  but  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Council,  by  a  three- 
fourths  vote,  to  enter  on  immediate  eonsideration  thereof. 

10.  The  President  and  Vice-President  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  all  eommittees  of 
the  Council,  standing  and  special,  excepting  "Committee  on  Discipline." 

Duties  of  the  Committees — ^Committee  on  Finance. 

1.  The  Committee  on  Finance  shall  have  the  supervision  of  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the 
Council,  and  report  the  condition  of  the  various  funds. 

2.  They  shall  prepare  a  detailed  statement  of  the  necessary  estimates  of  money  required 
by  the  Council  for  the  year,  and  report  the  same  for  the  consideration  and  action  of  the 
Council. 

3.  Tliey  shall  consider  and  report  on  all  matters  referred  to  theui  by  the  Council. 

Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  take  cognizance  of  and  action  ujjon  all  such  matters  as 
may  be  delegated  to  it  by  the  Council,  or  such  as  may  require  immediate  interference  or 
attention  between  the  adjournment  of  the  Council  and  its  next  meeting. 

Duties  of  the  Registrar. 

1.  The  Registrar  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Council,  and  record  minutes  of  the 
proceedings  of  such  meetings. 

2.  He  shall  give  notice  to  each  member  of  all  meetings  of  the  Council  or  its  committees 
twenty  days  before  each  meeting. 

3.  He  shall  conduct  all  correspondence. 

4.  He  shall  receive  and  s.ubmit  all  documents  for  the  Council  or  standing  committees, 
take  charge  of  all  reports,    correspondence,  accounts  and  other  documents  and  fyle  the  same. 

5.  He  shall  make  returns  of  all  salaries,  make  out  all  orders  for  payment  and  keej)  fall 
accounts  of  all  expenditure. 

f>.  He  shall  examine  the  credentials  of  candidates  for  examination  and  make  the  neces- 
sary preparation  for  examinations,  and  every  candidate  shall  fyle  with  his  application  a 
statutory  declaration  that  the  schedule  he  has  signed  and  ])resented  is  correct. 

7.  He  shall  number  all  by-laws  and  afiix  the  Seal  of  the  College  thereto. 

8.  He  shall,  on  the  31st  day  of  October  in  each  and  every  year,  send  to  each  member  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  who  lias  up  to  that  date  failed  to  jwiy  his 
dues  and  take  out  his  annual  certificate,  a  registei'ed  letter  addressed  to  the  registered  address

of  such  member,  informing  him  that  unless  the  said  dues  are  paid  by  the  31st  December  of 
that  year  his  name  shall  be  erased  from  the  register  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario,  and  the  Registrar  shall  erase  the  names  from  the  register  of  all  persons  who  have 
not  paid  their  dues  for  one  year,  counting  such  year  from  the  31st  December  in  one  year  to 
the  same  date  in  the  next. 

DUTIES    OF   THE   TREASURER. 

1.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditure  and  submit 
annually  a  balance  sheet,  setting  those  forth  fully,  as  well  as  a  statement  of  .sundries,  and  the 
particular  accounts  to  which  these  belong,  and  pay  out  moneys  in  settlement  of  all  accounts 
that  have  been  certified  correct  and  signed  by  the  President,  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Conmiittee  and  Registrar. 

Solicitor. 

1.  The  Solicitor  sh?Jl  give  to  the  Council,  or  its  President,  his  advice  or  opinion  upon 
any  question  of  the  law  (properly)  submitted  to  him  for  ihat  purpose. 

2.  He  shall  also  give,  on  requisition  signed  by  the  President,  his  opinion  in  the  same  way 
to  any  officer  now  appointed  or  who  may  be  hereafter  appointed  by  the  Council. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of  the  Council  to  furnish  the  Solicitor,  upon  request, 
with  any  docurtients,  books  or  papers  in  the  custody  or  possession  of  such  officers,  and  to 
give  to  the  said  Solicitor  such  other  aid  and  assistance  as  he  may  require  in  the  performance 
of  the  duties  of  said  office. 

Auditor. 

The  Auditor  shall  a'-idit  all  the  accounts  of  the  Council  and  present  his  annual  report  on 
the  same  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year. 


By-Laws. 

1.  After  notice  of  motion  given  at  a  previous  meeting,  a  proposed  by-law  may  be  intro- 
duced, read  a  first  time,  and  referred  to  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

2.  The  second  reading  shall  take  place  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  shall  be  clause 
by  clause. 

3.  When  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  report  the  proposed  by-law,  it  shall  be  read  a  third 
time  in  Council,  and  if  adopted  on  such  third  reading,  the  President  shall  declare  the  by-law 
passed,  and  shall  sign  the  same. 

Amendments. 

No  amendment  or  addition  to  any  of  the  foregoing  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  made 
unless  the  notice,  setting  forth  the  proposed  amendment  or  addition,  shall  have  been  given 
at  a  meeting  previous  to  that  at  which  the  same  comes  up  for  discussion,  and  all  resolutions 
of  the  Council  inconsistent  with  the  above  rules  and  regulations  are  hereby  repealed.

3  That  the  Registrar  of  the  College  shall  send  to  every  registered  member  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  (excepting  only  those  who  are  registered  as  the 
homoeopathic  members  thereof),  a  voting  paper  (in  accordance  with  the  residence  given  on 
the  Register)  in  form  of  schedule  "A,"  attached  to  this  by-law,  and  a  circular  directing  the 
voter  to  write  his  or  her  name  as  the  voter,  and  his  or  her  place  of  residence,  and  the  county 
in  which  his  or  her  place  of  residence  is  situated,  and  to  fill  up  said  voting  paper  on  form  of 
schedule  "A,"  attached  to  this  by-law,  as  directed  in  circular  to  be  enclosed.  The  Registrar 
shall,  50  (fifty)  days  before  the  time  for  receiving  nominations  for  the  elections,  which 
time  is  the  8tli  of  November,  1898,  send  a  post-card  to  every  registered  medical  practi- 
tioner, excepting  the  homoeopathic  members  in  the  Province,  in  accordance  with  address  in 
hands  of  Registrar,  giving  the  dates  up  to  which  nominations  for  representatives  to  the 
Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  will  be  received.  The  Registrar 
shall  advertise  in  the  medical  journals  published  in  Toronto  during  October,  1898,  the  fact 
that  elections  for  the  Medical  Council  are  to  be  held,  stating  the  time  that  nominations  will 
be  received  up  till,  and  the  time  of  holding  the  election.

To  provide  for  the  election  of  the  homaiopathic  members  of  the  Medical  Coioicil  of  the  ColU(je  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

Whereas  power  has  been  given  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  to 
regulate  the  time  and  manner  of  holding  the  election  under  the  provision  of  the  Ontari 
Medical  Act,  R.S.O.  1897,  c.

PROCEEDINGS  AT  THE  MEETING

Medical  Council  Building, 

Toronto,  July  5th,  1898. 

The  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  met  this  day, 
Tuesday,  July  5th,  1898,  at  two  o'clock  p.m.,  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  the  Council. 

The  President,  Dr.  Thorburn,  in  the  chair,  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  of  the  Council  answered  to 
their  names  : 

Armour,  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Douglas,  Emory,  Fowler, 
Geikie,  Griffin,  Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McCrimmon, 
McLaughlin,  Rogers,  Roome,  Sangster,  Spence,  Taylor,  Thorburn,  Thornton,  Williams. 

Dr.  Thorburn,  the  retiring  President,  then  addressed  the  Council  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  :  As  this  is  the  first  opportunity  I  have  had  of  addressing  you 
in  my  capacity  as  President,  allow  me  to  express  my  tlianks  for  the  high  honor  conferred 
on  me.  The  Council  is  the  legislature  of  the  profession,  and  is  entitled  to  be  held  in  high 
esteem,  and  so  long  as  we  conduct  ourself  worthily  we  shall  be  sustained  by  the  profession 
— and  I  have  every  reason  to  know  that  such  is  our  present  position. 

As  has  been  customary  before  proceeding  with  the  business  of  the  annual  session  of  the 
Ontario  Medical  Council,  I  beg  leave  to  offer  a  few  remarks  and  suggestions,  which  I  think 
should  receive  the  consideration  of  the  Council  upon  this,  the  occasion  of  its  thirty-third 
annual  session. 

During  my  term  of  office  nothing  of  an  eventful  character  in  the  way  of  legislation  has 
occurred  in  the  profession.  I  regret,  however,  to  have  to  call  your  attention  to  the  many 
changes  which  have  taken  place  in  the  Council  membership  since  our  last  meeting  one  year 
ago,  owing  to  deaths  and  resignations.  Two  vacancies  occurred  because  of  the  retiring  from 
the  Council  of  Drs.  Graham  and  Machell ;  the  first  named  because  of  his  having  moved  from 
the  division  which  he  represented,  and  in  which  he  lived,  and  the  latter  because  of  his  having 
become  a  member  of  one  of  our  teaching  faculties  already  represented  in  the  Council.  This 
has  necessitated  the  holding  of  elections  in  these  divisions.  Death  has  claimed  two  of  the 
mc.r.bers,  Drs.  Burns  and  Shaw  ;  the  former  gentleman  dying  on  the  very  day  he  was 
declared  elected  to  the  Council  ;  the  other  after  a  brief  illness.  It  is  superfluous  for  me  to 
say  anything  eulogistic  of  these  gentlemen  they  were  so  well  known  to  you  all,  but  in 
welcoming  to  this  Council  the  members  who  shall  take  their  places,  I  can  only  hope  that 
they  will  prove  themselves  to  be  as  painstaking  and  careful  in  the  interests  of  the  profession 
and  the  public  as  were  their  predecessors. 

During  my  term  of  office  I  have  often  learned  that  it  is  necessary  to  deal  liberally  with 
exceptional  apj)lications  that  arise  for  membershij)  by  geritlemen  who  have  complied  with 
the  spirit  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  if  not  with  the  letter,  and  to  this  short  address  attaclied 
some  correspondence  which  I  have  received,  with  a  view  to  bring  this  matter  before  your 
honorable  body.  As  a  result  of  this  correspondence,  I  have  instructed  your  Registrar  to 
admit  certain  gentlemen  to  examination,  conditionally — the  con<litions  being  that  they  sliould 
agree  to  take  tlie  examination,  have  tlieir  cases  submitted  to  the  Council,  and  tlien  abide  by 
the  result  of  delil)erations  of  said  body  as  to  whether  they  will  be  allowed  the  examination 
they  liave  passed  or  not.  The  names  of  the  candidates  referred  to  are  in  the  hands  of 
the  Registrar,  and  will  ])e  duly  submitted  to  you  for  consideration. 
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Regarding  the  examinations  (and  on  this  subject  I  am  in  a  position  to  speak),  I  am 
pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  they  have  been  thoroughly  and  efficiently  conducted.  I 
would  here  suggest,  however,  that  a  more  suitable  allotment  of  work  for  each  examiner  be 
made,  so  that  the  labor  of  the  Board  may  be  more  equally  distributed  amongst  the  ex- 
aminers. 

I  am  much  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  annual  assessment  has  been  largely 
responded  to — over  1,600  members  of  the  College  having  paid  up  all  arrears — the  best  show- 
ing on  record  in  the  history  of  the  College. 

The  rentals  for  the  Council  building  show  a  fair  return,  when  the  existing  enormous 
competition  of  other  office  buildings  is  considered  ;  and  in  addition  to  the  rentals,  it  must  be 
remembered  that  an  allowance  should  be  made  for  the  accommodation  enjoyed  by  the 
College  itself. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  go  into  the  details  of  any  of  these  matters  concerning  tlie 
institution,  as  your  different  committees  will  take  these  up  more  fully  when  making  their 
reports. 

The  matter  of  prosecuting  illegal  practitioners  has  been  carried  on  as  vigorously  as 
possible.  I  have  noticed  that  numerous  complaints  have  come  from  members  of  the  College 
regarding  fifth -year  students  who  have  gone  to  country  places  to  practise  with  a  view  of 
putting  in  this  year  of  practical  work  demanded  by  our  regulations  ;  and,  as  I  fear  this  is 
likely  to  become  a  serious  question,  I  would  direct  your  attention  to  the  subject  of  the  fifth 
year,  as  it  now  appears  in  the  curriculum.  There  are  in  the  Registrar's  hands  some  letters 
received  by  the  Prosecutor,  the  Registrar  and  myself,  upon  this  matter. 

Notwithstanding  my  statement  in  commencing  this  address,  that  nothing  of  great 
importance  had  occurred  as  touching  the  law  of  the  College  curriculum,  the  subject  of  inter- 
provincial  registration  has  been  prominently  brought  forward  and  discussed  in  the  different 
Medical  Councils  and  Associations  of  the  provinces,  and  also  at  the  meeting  of  the  Dominion 
Medical  Association,  where  two  years  ago  I  had  the  honor  of  expressing  my  views  un  the 
subject.  In  connection  with  this,  I  beg  to  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  committee,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  consider  such  means  as  will  tend  to  create  a  uniform  standard  in  the 
various  provinces  of  the  Dominion. 

Again  thanking  you,  gentlemen,  for  the  uniform  kindness  and  assistance  which  I  have 
received  from  each  and  every  member  of  the  Council,  and  hoping  that  we  shall  ever  main- 
tain the  dignity  and  honor  of  the  profession,  and  merit  the  respect  of  the  general  pulilic,  I 
now  retire  from  the  Presidency  with  the  happiest  recollections,  and  with  the  memory  of 
many  kindnesses  shown  me  by  the  members  and  officers  of  this  Council. 

The  President  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  President. 

Dr.  Williams — I  have  the  pleasure  of  nominating  for  President  a  man  who  was  a  fellow- 
student  with  myself  for  a  short  time,  and  whom  I  have  learned  during  a  hmg  series  of  years 
in  this  Council,  sitting  by  me  as  my  next-door  neighbor,  or  very  nearly  so,  to  respect  ;  I 
therefore  have  very  great  pleasure  in  nominating  Dr.  Henry,  who  is  at  present  our  Vice- 
President,  for  the  position  of  President  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  had  the  honor  of  seconding  the  nomination  of  Dr.  Henry  last 
year  ;  I  take  it  as  a  privilege  to  be  allowed  that  honor  again,  and  now  second  his  nomination 
to  fill  the  chair  as  President.  Dr.  Henry  is  a  gentleman  whom  I  am  sure  will  add  dignity  to 
the  Council,  who  will  deal  fairly  in  the  chair,  and  who  will,  by  his  long  experience  in  the 
Council,  be  a  very  valuable  man  to  occupy  the  chief  position  in  the  Council. 

Dr.  Moore — I  have  much  pleasure  in  nominating  a  gentleman  who  has  been  for  many 
years  a  valued  member  of  this  body,  who  has  taken  a  keen  interest  in  the  Council,  and  who 
has  discharged  the  duties  that  have  been  assigned  to  him  faithfully  and  impartially  ;  he  has 
been  a  strong  advocate  for  all  improvements  made  in  our  curriculum,  and  has  shown  a  spirit 
of  ])rogress  in  his  work  here  ;  and  I  feel  if  he  is  elected  he  will  discharge  the  duties  of  Presi- 
dent with  dignity  to  himself  and  honor  to  the  College.  I  have  much  pleasure  in  nominating, 
seconded  by  Dr.  Brock,  that  Dr.  Luton,  of  St.  Thomas,  be  President  of  this  Council  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Dr.  Brock — I  have  much  pleasure  in  seconding  the  nomination  of  Dr.  Luton  as  Presi- 
dent of  this  Council  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  called  for  further  nominations  ;  there  being  no  other  nominations  made, 
the  President  declared  the  nominations  closed. 

The  President — This  election  is  to  be  by  open  vote,  I  am  very  glad  to  say  ;  and  I  will 
now  call  uy)on  those  in  favor  of  the  election  of  Dr.  Henry  to  signify  their  desire  that  he 
should  be  President  by  a  standing  vote. 

After  the  vote  had  been  taken,  the  President  declared  that  Dr.  Henry  had  not  secured 
the  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  called  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  President  instructed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays  ;  and  the  Registrar 
took  the  yeas  and  nays,  as  follows  : 
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Teas — Drs.  Armour,  Barrick,  Geikie,  Henry,  McLaughlin,  Sangster,  Thornton  and 
Williams— 9. 

Nays — Drs.  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Douglas,  Emory,  Fowler,  Griffin,  Hender- 
son, Logan,  Luton,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McCrinnnon,  Rogers,  Roome,  Spence,  Taylor  and 
Thorburn— 19. 

The  President  then  put  the  motion  that  Dr.  Luton  be  elected  President  of  the  Council 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  Dr.  Luton  elected  President 
of  the  College  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Drs.  Moore  and  Brock  then  escorted  Dr.  Luton  to  the  chair,  where  he  was  welcomed  by 
the  President,  who  said:  "Dr.  Luton,  I  have  great  pleasure  in  giving  you  the  hand  of 
fellowship.  I  have  every  confidence  you  will  maintain  the  dignity  and  honor  of  the  Council 
and  the  profession. " 

Amid  hearty  applause,  the  President-elect,  Dr.  Luton,  took  the  chair,  and  addressed  the 
Council  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen, — I  most  sincerely  thank  you  for  the  honor  you  have  conferred  upon  me  in 
electing  me  to  the  position  of  President  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 
I  hope  with  your  sympathy  and  aid  that  I  shall  be  able  to  discharge  the  functions  and  duties 
that  belong  to  this  high  position  in  such  a  way  as  to  meet  with  your  approval. 

The  President,  Dr.  Luton,  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Vice-President. 

Dr.  Bray — I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  rising  to  nominate  a  gentleman  whom  you  all 
know  and  all  respect,  and  who,  I  am  sure,  will  till  the  position  of  Vice-President  with 
ability,  because  of  his  parliamentary  knowledge,  and  his  familiarity  with  the  procedure  of 
organized  bodies  such  as  this.  I  move,  therefore,  that  Dr.  Roome  be  Vice-President  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Dr.  Britton — I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  seconding  that  nomination. 

The  President  called  for  further  nominations,  and,  there  being  none,  declared  Dr. 
Roome  duly  elected  to  the  office  of  Vice-President  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  Roome — Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  :  I  most  sincerely  thank  you  for  the  honor 
you  have  conferred  on  me.  It  is  an  honor  which  I  was  not  expecting  at  the  present  meeting 
of  the  Council,  a  position  I  was  not  looking  for,  although  any  member  of  the  Council  should 
be  proud  of  being  placed  in  the  position  of  either  President  or  Vice-President  of  this  Asso- 
ciation. I  thank  my  mover  and  seconder  for  bringing  my  name  forward  ;  and  I  thank  you 
all  for  having  elected  me  to  the  honorable  position  of  your  Vice-President,  and  I  trust  my 
conduct  will  show  me  to  have  been  worthy  of  your  confidence,  while  discharging  the  duties 
of  the  office  to  which  I  have  been  elected. 

The  President  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Registrar. 

Dr.  Bray — I  beg  leave  to  nominate  Dr.  Pyne  to  be  Registrar  for  the  ensuing  year.  It 
is  not  necessary  for  me  to  make  any  remarks  on  his  ability,  because  you  all  know  him. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  have  great  pleasure  in  seconding  the  nomination  of  Dr.  Pyne. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  the  motion 
carried,  and  Dr.  Pyne  elected  Registrar  of  the  College  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  then  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Treasurer. 

Dr.  Britton — I  beg  leave  to  move  that  Dr.  Aikins  be  appointed  Treasurer  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Dr.  Henderson — I  have  great  pleasure  in  seconding  the  motion  that  Dr.  Aikins  be 
appointed  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  called  for  further  nominations,  and,  there  being  none,  he  put  the 
motion,  which,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  he  declared  carried,  and  D/.  Aikins  duly 
elected  as  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Solicitor. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  that  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier,  Q.C.,  be  elected 
Solicitor  for  the  College  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  called  for  further  nominations,  and,  there  being  none,  put  the  motion, 
and,  cm  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  the  motion  carried,  and  Mr.  Osier  duly  elected 
as  Solicitor  of  the  College  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President — The  next  officer  to  be  appointed  is  our  Stenographer, 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  that  was  d<me  last  year.  There  vvas  a  discussion  last  year  on  that 
point  ;  and  it  was  found  necessary  tliat  our  Stenogra})]ier  should  be  apixunted  a  year  ahead, 
because  he  comes  here  and  does  the  work  of  the  Council  l)efore  the  Council  is  really  in  a 
position  to  elect  a  stenograplier  ;  and  I  think  conse(|uently  there  vvas  a  resolution  passed 
last  year  ap|)ointing  Mr.  Downey  our  Stenographer  for  tliis  year.  1  do  not  know  whetlicr  it 
is  necessary  to  reaj)j)oint  him  now  or  not. 

Dr.  MooRiiousK — I  take  very  great  pleasure  in  moving  that  Mr.  Downey  be  aj)pointed 
our  Stenogiaplier  for  the  ensuing  year.  I  tliink,  liowever,  that  Dr.  Bray's  argmnent  is  a 
correct  one,  and  fhat  Mr.  Downey  was  appointed  from  last  year  over  to  tliis  ;  and,  as  Dr. 
Bray  says,  he  had  really  assumed   his  duties   l)efore  the   Council  was  in  a  position  to  till  the 
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office  ;  and  consequently  we  are  committed  to  him.  However,  to  remove  any  possible 
difficulty  that  might  arise  on  that  point,  I  will  move  that  Mr.  Downey  be  now  appointed  our 
official  Stenographer. 

Dr.  Bray — 1  have  much  pleasure  in  seconding  that  motion. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  might  just  state  that  last  year's  tenders  were  received  for  the  steno- 
graphic work  of  this  year  by  the  Printing  Committee,  of  which  I  was  chairman  ;  and  that 
committee  recommended  that  the  work  be  done  by  Mr.  Downey,  and  that  report  was  passed 
by  the  Council  last  year  and  settled  so  far  as  this  year  is  concerned. 

The  President  put  Dr.  Moorhouse's  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken, 
declared  the  motion  carried,  and  Mr.  Downey  duly  appointed  official  Stenographer  for  the 
current  year. 

The  President  called  for  nominations  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  strike 
standing  committees. 

Dr.  Henry  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  Drs.  Sangster,  Geikie,  Fowler, 
and  the  mover  and  seconder,  be  a  committee  to  strike  standing  committees. 

Dr.  Bray  moved  in  amendment,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  that  the  following  be  a 
committee  to  strike  standing  committees  :  Drs.  Logaii,  Williams,  Moore,  Brock,  Sangster, 
Henry,  Rogers,  Roome,  and  the  mover  and  seconder. 

Dr.  Henry — I  see  that  Dr.  Bray's  motion  embraces  all  the  names  contained  in  my 
motion,  and,  with  the  consent  of  my  seconder  and  the  permission  of  the  Council,  I  will  with- 
draw my  motion. 

The  Council  granted  leave  to  withdraw  Dr.  Henry's  motion. 

The  President  put  Dr.  Bray's  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it 
carried. 

Dr.  Geikie — As  this  is  the  first  session  of  the  Council,  I  desire,  as  a  matter  of  respect 
to  one  of  our  deceased  members,  to  move,  seconded  by  any  one  who  pleases,  a  vote  of  sym- 
pathy with  the  family  of  the  late  Dr.  Shaw,  of  Hamilton,  lately  the  territorial  representative 
of  Division  No.  7.  1  therefore  move  that  this  Council  desires  to  record  its  deep  regret  at 
the  death  of  Dr.  Geo,  Shaw,  one  of  its  most  valued  members,  since  its  last  meeting  in  1897  ; 
and  takes  this  the  first  opportunity  offered  for  expressing  its  sincere  sympathy  with  Mrs.  Shaw 
and  her  family  in  their  sore  bereavement  ;  and  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the 
family  of  the  late  Dr.  Shaw  by  the  Registrar. 

Dr.  Griffin — I  have  much  pleasure  in  seconding  the  resolution. 

The  President  put  the  motion.  The  members  responded  by  a  standing  vote,  and  the 
President  declared  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.  Bray — I  move  that  the  regret  of  this  Council  be  tendered  to  Mrs.  Burns,  the 
widow  of  our  late  member.  Dr.  J.  H.  Burns,  on  the  death  of  her  husband.  Dr.  Burns  was 
an  old  member  of  the  Council  for  five  or  six  years,  and,  after  having  voluntarily  retired 
from  the  Council,  he  had  just  been  again  elected  Avhen  death  cut  him  oft".  He  was  well 
known  to  most  of  us  ;  he  was  an  active,  influential,  upright  and  straightforward  gentleman, 
and  it  aff"ords  me  much  pleasure  to  move  that  a  vote  of  condolence  be  passed  by  this  Council, 
and  a  copy  thereof  sent  to  Mrs.  Burns  on  behalf  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  have  pleasure  in  seconding  that  .motion,  the  more  so  because  I 
had  known  the  late  Dr.  Burns  from  his  boyhood  ;  he  was  born  and  brought  up  very  close 
to  where  I  practised  my  profession.  He  was  a  gentleman  whom  I  had  always  esteemed,  and 
I  join  in  the  sincere  regrets  that  are  expressed  here  to-day  at  the  bereavement  of  his 
family,  and  at  the  great  loss  to  this  Council  by  his  death. 

The  President  put  the  motion.  Tlie  members  responded  by  a  standing  vote,  and  the 
President  declared  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Henderson,  that  the  Council  do  now  take  a. 
recess,  and  reassemble  at  the  call  of  the  President. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

The  Council  adjourned. 

The  President  called  the  Council  to  order. 

Dr.  Logan,  as  chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  to  strike  the  standing  committees,, 
reported  as  follows  :

Dr.  Rogers  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Logan,  that  the  report  of  the  committee  to  strike, 
standing  committees  be  adopted. 
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The  President  put  the  motion,  and,    on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 
Dr.  Bray  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Britton,  that  Drs.  Brock,    McLaughlin  and  Griffin 
be  a  Committee  on  Credentials. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Armour — That  he  will  move  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Council  that  this 
Council  hereby  places  on  record  its  willingness  to  co-operate  with  the  medical  organizations 
of  the  several  provinces  to  establish  an  office  of  Dominion  Medical  Registration  whereby 
provincial  practitioners  may  secure  the  right  to  pursue  their  calling  in  all  parts  of  Canada, 
on  the  following  basis  :  The  several  provinces  shall  require  a  course  of  professional  study 
of  not  less  than  four  years,  with  sessions  of  eight  months  each  ;  and  shall  have  a  central 
Examining  Board  before  whom  all  students  and  applicants  must  pass  before  receiving  Pro- 
vincial registration.  Licentiates  of  five  years'  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  Dominion 
registration. 

Dr.  Britton — That  he  will  move  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  : 

1.  That  the  time  has  fully  arrived  for  a  united  effort  on  the  part  of  the  branches  of  the 
medical  profession  in  the  various  provinces  and  territories  of  Canada  in  order  to  secure 
equality  of  standard  as  regards  preliminary  education,  as  well  as  the  course  of  professional 
study  and  system  of  examination.  This  once  accomplished,  interprovincial  registration  will 
naturally  follow. 

2.  That  this  Council  fully  appreciates  the  fact  that  it  is  not  in  the  interests  of  the 
public  at  large,  nor  is  it  conducive  to  the  well-being  of  the  profession,  that  an  Ontario  licen- 
tiate should  be  debarred  from  pursuing  his  calling  in  other  sections  of  the  country,  provided 
that  his  scholastic  qualifications  are  commensurate  with  reasonable  requirements. 

It  is  therefore  further  resolved  that  a  committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  be  appointed' 
to  take  into  cognizance  all  the  facts  bearing  on  the  case,  and  to  formulate  a  basis  on  which 
the  other  governing  bodies  may  be  invited  to  confer  with  this  Council,  or  such  representa- 
tives as  it  might  choose  to  appoint  ;  such  committee  to  have  power  to  add  to  its  numbers 
and  to  report  during  the  present  session. 

Dr.  Bray — That  he  will  move  that  the  consideration  of  the  reports  of  the  Discipline 
Oommittee  be  the  first  order  of  the  day  at  the  morning  session  of  Thursdaj^,  July  7th. 

Communications,  Petitions,  Etc. 

The  Registrar  read  an  invitation  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Arrange- 
ments of  the  International  Association  of  Railroad  Surgeons. 

Dr.  Logan  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  that  the  communication  be  received,  and  the 
thanks  of  the  Council  be  conveyed  to  the  International  Association  of  Railroad  Surgeons. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Bray,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  that  a  communication  be  sent  by 
the  Registrar  to  the  International  Association  of  Railroad  Surgeons,  inviting  the  members 
of  that  association  to  visit  the  Council  Chamber  at  any  time  while  the  Council  is  in  session. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried.

Dr.  McCrimmon,  in  place  of  the  late  Dr.  Shaw,  No.  7. 

(Signed),  L.   Brock,   Chairman. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Locjan,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  tliat  the  report  of  tlie  Committee 
on  Credentials  be  received  and  ado])ted. 
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The  President  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 
Dr   Thorburn  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners. 
Dr.  Emory  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Prosecutions. 

Unfinished  Business  from  Previous  Meetings. 

None. 

Miscellaneous  Business. 

Dr,  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Roome,  that  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Exam- 
iners be  now  taken  up  under  the  head  of  Miscellaneous  Business. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  liaving  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  Thorburn  read  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  that  the  report  be  referred  to  the  Edu- 
cation Committee. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried 
and  the  report  referred  to  the  Education  Committee. 

Dr.  Emory  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Prosecutions. 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  that  the  Council  do  now  go  into 
Committee  of  the  Whole  on  consideration  of  this  report. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Armour  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Williams  moved  that  the  report  be  read  clause  by  clause. 

The  Chairman  read  Clauses  1  and  2,  which,  on  motion,  were  severally  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  3, 

Dr.  Williams — That  is  a  clause  that  brings  before  the  Council  a  matter  of  some  consid- 
erable import.  There  is  a  difficulty  with  those  fifth-year  men,  how  they  shall  put  in  that 
time.  I  have  happened  to  meet  several  of  those  during  the  past  year,  and  there  has  been  a 
good  deal  of  complaint  that  they  were  not  treated  at  the  hospitals  in  the  same  way  as  if  they 
were  still  undergoing  their  fourth  year  of  study ;  that  they  were  placed  upon  a  different  basis 
and  not  admitted  upon  the  same  terms.  It  would  be  somewhat  hard  on  a  student,  if  he 
is  not  properly  treated  at  the  hospital,  if  you  were  to  say  he  shall  not  practise  for  himself. 
I  think  there  should  be  some  steps  taken  to  look  into  the  matter,  on  condition  that  the  five 
years'  course  remains,  and  thac  we  see  that  provision  is  made,  either  at  tne  hospitals  or  some 
place  else,  where  these  men  can  put  in  their  fifth  year  to  proper  advantage.  I  do  not  find 
there  is  any  suggestion  made  in  this  report,  and  I  certainly  think  that  matter  should  be 
taken  up  by  the  Council,  and  some  provision  made  by  which  the  fifth-year  men  can  get  in 
their  fifth  year  to  advantage  and  profit.  I  would  like  if  that  matter  can  be  put  in  the  hands 
of  some  committee  to  look  into.  I  certainly  think  it  is  better  to  allow  a  fifth-year  man  to  go 
out  and  do  a  little  practice,  than  to  compel  him  to  stay  at  home  and  do  nothing.  I  have  a 
great  deal  of  sympathy  myself  with  a  young  man  who  is  in  that  position,  and  if  he  should 
now  and  then  call  and  see  a  case,  I  would  not  have  much  objection.  He  is  a  man  who  had 
got  through  his  legitimate  course  of  study  and  is  endeavoring  to  arrive  at  the  position  of 
getting  his  registration  honorably  ;  and  if  he  should,  from  necessity  or  otherwise,  feel  dis- 
posed to  take  a  case  now  and  again,  I  do  not  think  we  should  object  too  strongly.  Of  course, 
in  doing  that  he  comes  under  the  law,  and  can  be  dealt  with  under  the  law,  and  he  has  to 
take  the  risk  himself.  But  we  should  see  that  provision  is  made  at  the  hospitals  so  that 
these  men  could  pursue  their  studies  in  the  hospital. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  agree  with  a  good  deal  of  what  Dr.  Williams  says.  I  ]<now  of,  and 
have  come  in  contact  with,  a  number  of  students  who  jjrofess  their  willingness  to  extend 
their  studies  over  the  fifth  year,  but  who  bitterly  complain  of  the  want  of  facility  in  availing 
themselves  of  clinical  advantages  ;  they  claim  that  the  Council  should  see  that  sufficient 
clinical  advantages  are  supplied  to  them.  I  do  not  think,  however,  that  Dr.  Williams'  sug- 
gestion that  they  should  be  allowed  to  practise  could  be  entertained  by  this  Council.  That 
would  bring  us  into  direct  conflict  with  practitioners  in  the  neighborhood  where  these  men 
may  be  located  ;  and  it  would  practically  do  away  with  our  fifth  year  by  saying,  in  effect,  to 
the  student,  you  cannot  be  properly  registered  before  the  end  of  the  fifth  year,  but  you  can 
do  a  certain  amount  of  practice,  and  we  are  prepared  to  wink  at  the  infraction  of  the  law.  I 
think  Dr.  Williams'  suggestion,  that  the  Council  should  look  towards  the  improvement  of  the 
clinical  facilities  supplied  by  the  hospitals,  or  towards  the  certainty  that  students  in  the  fifth 
year  shall  not  be  in  any  sense  debarred  from  the  privilege  of  attending  the  hospitals,  is 
decidedly  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

Dr.  Rogers — What  evidence  or  proof  has  Dr.  Williams  got  that  the  hospitals  will  not 
allow  these  students  to  attend  ? 
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Dr.  Williams — I  simply  say,  some  of  the  students  told  me  so,  is  all  I  know  about  it.  I 
would  like  to  have  an  enquiry  made  to  see  whether  it  is  a  fact  ;  and  if  it  is  a  fact,  some  steps 
should  be  taken  to  put  it  right.  That  is  exactly  the  reason  why  I  am  bringing  it  up,  because 
I  was  informed  by  two  or  more  students  that  that  was  the  fact.  Dr.  Sangster  misunder- 
stands me  in  thinking  that  I  said  students  should  be  allowed  to  practise.  I  intimated  at  the 
same  time  that  they  were  subject  to  the  law  and  open  to  prosecution,  and  that  they  took  the 
risk  upon  their  own  shoulders.  While  I  personally  would  not  object  to  them  seeing  some 
cases,  yet  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  when  they  went  into  the  locality  of  some  medical 
man  who  needed  the  practice  that  he  would  not  put  the  law  in  force  ;  and  if  he  did  the 
students  themselves  would  have  to  take  the  risk. 

Dr.  Fowler — This  matter  was  taken  up  at  the  College  of  which  I  am  a  representative  ; 
and  it  was  understood  that  the  students  should  spend  their  fifth  year  not  all  in  the  same 
way.  Some  were  recommended,  for  instance,  to  spend  six  months  with  a  medical  practi- 
tioner, aiding  him  in  his  practice,  not,  however,  acting  independently  of  the  medical  practi- 
tioner ;  and  others  were  recommended  to  spend  a  like  period,  or  more,  in  some  laboratory  ; 
and  some  were  recommended  to  go  to  some  great  centre  where  clinical  work  was  taken  up, 
such  as  Baltimore  ;  and  many  of  our  students  have  gone  there  with  a  view  of  getting  some 
practical  work,  or  seeing  practical  work  done,  which  would  be  a  benefit  to  them  when  they 
went  into  practice  for  themselves. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — I  think  the  spirit  of  this  by-law  by  which  the  course  of  study  was 
raised  from  four  to  five  years,  the  last  year  being  made  a  clinical  year,  was  to  equip  the 
student  for  the  practical  work  of  his  profession.  Now,  if  we  allow  the  young  man  to  stay  at 
home  with  a  private  practitioner,  or  go  out  and  sit  down  on  some  cross-roads  on  his  own 
account  as  a  practitioner,  the  benefit  of  this  last  year  is  entirely  lost  ;  in  fact,  the  thing  is 
made  a  dead  letter  of.  I  would  be  very  loth  to  say,  as  Dr.  Williams  has  said — and  I  am 
very  sorry  to  hear  him  say  it,  because  this  would  go  in  our  Announcement — that  he  would 
sympathize  with  these  men  ;  that  means  that  he  does  not  half  believe  in  that  fifth  year.  He 
thinks  it  partly  superfluous.  I  do  not  see  how  these  young  men  could  give  such  information 
to  Dr.  Williams  as  they  have  given  him,  because  I  have  been  connected  with  hospitals  for 
years,  and  I  have  not  known  that  these  men  were  not  given  the  privileges  after  they  had 
taken  an  M  D.  from  a  university  that  they  had  before.  I  do  not  think  any  hospital  board 
would  make  such  a  distinction  ;  a  man  is  a  student  as  long  as  he  wishes  to  be.  M.D.  and 
degrees  do  not  make  a  man  cease  to  be  a  student,  and  therefore  hospitals  should  be  open  for 
a  student.  A  man  is  quite  as  able  to  be  a  clinical  clerk,  or  surgical  dresser,  after  as  before 
taking  M.  D.,  and  I  do  not  think  any  hospital  board  would  debar  any  man  who  has  taken  a 
certain  degree  from  enjoying  the  privileges  of  the  hospital  so  long  as  he  complied  with  the 
regulations  ;  they  might  charge  him  a  small  fee  perhaps  for  the  laboratory  work  ;  but  none 
of  us  get  anything  without  paying  for  it.  I  know  I  had  to  pay  for  everything  I  got.  During 
the  last  month,  while  visiting  some  of  the  great  hospitals  in  Baltimore  and  New  York,  I 
found  dozens  of  Canadian  students  taking  their  last  year  in  these  great  hospitals,  where 
clinical  teaching  was  abundant  and  up  to  date  ;  but  I  found  no  man,  whetlier  a  graduate  or 
an  under-graduate,  got  anything  without  he  had  to  pay  for  it.  The  schools  wouldn't  give 
them  that  advantage  that  they  might  without  paying  well  to  these  teachers  for  the  special 
instructions.  It  is  different  in  this  country  to  what  it  is  in  the  older  countries  ;  for  instance, 
in  the  great  cities  of  Great  Britain  you  enjoy  more  privileges  without  having  to  pay  such  an 
excessive  rate  as  you  do  in  the  American  cities.  This  fifth  year  was  put  on  before  I  became 
a  member  of  the  Council  ;  and  I  always  thought  this  fifth  year  was  intended  expressly  as  a 
time  in  which  the  student  should  go  and  reside  in  or  near  a  great  hospital  of  some  kind,  and 
be  there  to  see  the  clinical  teaching,  and  to  take  advantage  of  the  abundance  of  clinical 
material,  and  to  obtain  the  practical  part  of  his  profession  ;  and  if  we  allow  them  to  start 
practice  and  go  in  with  private  practitioners,  we  close  that.  This  was  under  debate  last 
year,  and  it  was  said  that  they  must  put  in  a  certain  specified  time  in  an  hospital  that  had  a 
hundred  beds  or  over  ;  that  was  discussed  (juite  a  good  deal,  and  it  was  dropped.  Probably 
something  of  that  kind  might  be  beneficial  to  take  uj)  this  year. 

Dr.  Rogers — With  regard  to  this  (question  of  allowing  fifth-year  students  to  })ractise  in 
hospitals,  I  think  the  matter  is  one  which  is  capable  of  very  easy  solution.  The  objections 
that  fifth-year  students  have  raised  are  that  they  cannot  get  ajjpointments  in  the  hospitals  as 
assist^mts  ;  that  is,  they  cannot  ))e  aj)p()iiited  assistant  house-surgeons  or  house-surgeons. 
That  is  a  matter  which  depends  entii-ely  on  the  liosj)itals.  In  Ott^iwa  we  have  a  new  li()sj)ital 
erected,  and  we  have  lately  appointed  a  fiftli-year  student  as  an  assistant  house-surgeon  to 
this  hos{)ital.  I  cite  this  fact  as  showing  that  some  h<)sj)itals  will  give  these  appointments 
to  fifth-year  students  ;  and  there  is  nothing  in  tlie  Medical  Act,  or  in  our  regulatit)ns  to  ])re- 
vent  a  student  taking  a  position  of  that  kind,  if  any  hospital  will  give  it  to  him.  Then,  as 
regards  the  student  attending  the  hosjtitals  as  a  student,  surely  no  student  will  attemj)t  to 
state  that  the  hospitiils  will  not  allow  him  to  visit  patients  there  as  a  student,  because 
undoubtedly  they  will  permit  him  to  do  so.     But  the  objection  of  the  students  is  that  they 
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are  not  given  the  appointments  of  house-surgeons,  which  is  a  matter  resting  entirely  with 
the  hospital  directors.  In  regard  to  allowing  students  to  practise,  I  personally  would  object 
very  strongly  to  allowing  a  fifth -year,  or  any  student,  to  practise  medicine  ;  and  I  think  we 
ought  to  frown  that  down  very  severely  ;  and  my  opinion  is  it  was  the  duty  of  the  prosecutor 
to  prosecute,  or  p|Ossibly  that  the  Committee  on  Prosecutions  should  have  ordered  prosecu- 
tion, the  very  moment  a  student  was  known  to  have  practised  medicine  or  midwifery.  That 
is  the  only  way  we  can  protect  our  members.  I  think  this  matter  ought  to  be  referred  back 
to  the  committee  to  enquire  into  the  complaints  of  the  students  in  regard  to  their  not  being 
allowed  to  attend  hospitals  ;  or  else  we  should  refer  that  clause  to  the  Education  Committee. 

Dr.  Logan — It  should  be  sent  to  the  Education  Committee. 

Dr.  Rogers — ^I  beg  to  move  that  the  clause  bearing  on  fifth-year  students  be  referred  to 
the  Education  Committee. 

Dr.  Britton — Before  that  is  put,  I  would  like  to  make  a  partial  correction  of  Dr. 
Rogers'  statement.  I  understand  from  Dr.  Rogers  that  in  Ottawa  students  in  their  fifth 
year,  their  clinical  year,  are  eligible  for  appointment  as  internes  in  the  hospital.  That  may 
be  correct  in  Ottawa,  but  I  can  give  a  reason  why  they  are  debarred  in  Toronto  in  one 
hospital  at  any  rate,  and,  I  think,  as  far  as  they  are  all  concerned  ;  we  all  know  the  assistant 
house-surgeons  have  onerous  duties  to  perform,  even  from  a  medico-legal  standpoint,  for 
instance,  the  anaisthetist  of  the  Toronto  General  Hospital  is  an  interne,  and  it  is  his  duty  to 
administer  the  chloroform  or  anaesthetic.  He  is  well  qualified  ;  he  may  have  to  do  it  ten  or 
twelve  or  fifteen  times  a  week  ;  but  should  any  casualty  occur,  as  might  occur  to  the  best 
administrator  in  the  world,  it  would  place  the  hospital  trust  in  a  very  serious  position, 
looking  at  it  from  a  legal  standpoint,  inasmuch  as  the  chloroform  or  other  ana3sthetic  has 
been  administered  by  one  who,  although  he  may  be  well  qualified  to  do  the  work,  is  not 
recognized  by  the  law  of  the  land  as  well  qualified.  So  far  as  the  opportunities  for  securing 
clinical  work  in  the  hospitals  are  concerned,  I  do  not  know  anything  in  the  world  that 
interferes  with  students  securing  it  in  their  fifth  year,  any  more  than  the  fourth  year  ;  all 
they  have  to  do  is  to  pay  their  way.  It  may  cost  them  money  ;  but  I  cannot  understand 
how  any  complaint  can  come  from  a  student  to  the  effect  that  his  course  is  interefered  with 
in  the  fifth  year  by  the  hospital  authorities  ;  I  do  not  believe  it  occurs  in  Toronto,  or  in  any 
one  of  the  forty  odd  hospitals  in  Ontario  ;  and  i  think  these  complaints  made  by  the  student 
were  trumped  up,  and  he  had  not  the  proper  foundation  for  them.  There  was  a  reference 
made  by  another  of  the  speakers  to  the  action  of  this  special  committee  in  relation  to 
])rosecuting  fifth-year  men  for  practising  before  they  had  passed  their  final  examination  ; 
perhaps  it  was  not  intended  as  a  slur  to  be  cast  on  the  committee,  but  still  an  over-sensitive 
member  of  the  committee  might  look  upon  it  as  such.  There  were  not  many  cases  of  the 
kind  that  came  before  us  in  that  committee — there  were  a  certain  number,  to  be  sure  ;  and 
in  those  cases  we  used  our  very  best  judgment,  we  acted  as  we  thought  you,  sir,  would  act, 
or  any  member  of  the  Council  would  under  the  circumstances  ;  and  while  the  policy  of 
prosecution  is  one  that  we  might  follow,  at  the  same  time  it  is  exceedingly  important  that 
we  should  see  to  it  that  no  young  man,  no  matter  how.  advanced  he  may  be  in  the  science  of 
medicine,  shall  practise  medicine  until  he  has  fulfilled  the  requirements,  and  until  he  has 
satisfied  us  by  examinations,  as  well  as  by  presentation  of  the  proper  credentials,  that  he  is 
well  qualified  to  go  out  into  the  world  and  practise.  But  there  is  all  the  difference  in  the 
world  between  the  man  who  puts  up  a  shingle  on  the  street  corner  and  deludes  the  people 
into  the  belief  that  he  knows  everything  and  the  student  in  the  fifth  year  who  occasionally 
sees  a  case.  I  myself  would  advocate  the  prosecution  of  the  student  who  started  out,  no 
matter  what  his  financial  needs  might  be,  to  establish  a  practice  for  himself,  when  he  knew 
he  was  not  legally  qualified  to  do  so,  and  when  he  knew  also  that  he  had  not  yet  given  any 
evidence  that  he  was  mentally  qualified  to  do  so,  further  than  having  simply  passed  the 
theoretical  examination,  but  had  never  passed  a  practical  examination  as  a  fifth-year  student. 
I  am  persuaded  that  the  fifth-year  student  who  starts  out,  no  matter  what  his  motive  may  be, 
to  establish  a  practice  for  himself  should  be  prosecuted.  (Hear,  hear.)  And  on  the  other 
hand,  we  make  provision  for  it  that  a  fifth-year  student  may  spend  six  months  in  his  year  in 
the  office  of  a  qualified  practitioner.  He  is  able  to  spend  at  least  six  months  in  a  laboratory 
devoted  to  the  investigation  of  medical  subjects,  or  in  a  hospital.  He  may  spend  six 
months  in  a  doctor's  office,  where  he  is  not  to  sit  idly  on  a  chair  in  the  office  and  read  a  book 
from  mornin<'  until  night — that  is  not  what  we  retjuire  him  to  do,  but  we  allow  him  to  })e  in 
a  doctor's  office  for  that  period  of  time  for  the  very  purpose  of  advancing  himself  in  the 
knowledge  of  medicine  practically  ;  and  he  cannot  do  that  unless  he  sees  patients.  But  I 
would  say  that  whatever  he  does  must  be  done  as  a  student  of  that  doctor — (hear,  hear) — 
and  that  he  must  not  shield  himself  by  some  member  of  the  profession  ostensibly  acting  as 
his  teacher,  who  is,  perhaps,  living  miles  away  from  him,  for  the  purpose  of  saving  him 
from  prosecution.  It  was  only  to-day  that  I  came  across  a  report  of  a  case  of  that  kind  tried 
by  the  General  Council  in  Greai  Britain,  where  the  practitioner  who  shielded  the  student 
was  established  ten  or  twelve  miles  away  from  him.     The  doctor  in  that  case  who  protected 
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liim  from  the  law  under  the  pretence  that  he  was  his  student  had  his  name  erased  from  the 
register.  Repeating  in  short  what  I  have  already  stated,  I  say  the  student  who  starts  out  to 
practise  for  himself  should  be  prosecuted  ;  but  the  student  who  is  anxious  to  see  patients, 
and  who  does  it  while  working  in  a  doctor's  office  should  be  encouraged  in  doing  that  sort 
of  work. 

Dr.  Geikie — That  difficulty  arises  largely  from  the  six  months'  regulation  alluded  to  by 
Dr.  Britton.  That  six  months  may  be  well  spent  or  ill  spent  ;  a  man  may  learn  very  little  or 
a  great  deal ;  but  so  long  as  the  fifth  year  is  required,  I  quite  agree  with  many  of  those  who 
have  spoken,  that  medical  students  should  not  be  allowed  to  practise  as  though  they  were 
licensed  medical  men.  To  my  mind,  there  can  be  no  doubt  about  that.  There  is  another 
point  ;  that  is,  the  hospitals  are  open  to  all  students,  there  is  no  question  about  that  ;  but  a 
student,  whether  he  is  in  the  third,  fourth  or  fifth  year,  must  pay  the  hospitai 
ticket,  and  I  think  that  is  the  real  objection.  Some  of  our  students  are  poor  men, 
to  whom  a  very  few  dollars  may  perhaps  mean  a  great  deal.  I  do  not  think  the 
great  majority  of  students  attempt  to  j^ractice  to  any  extent  ;  but  some  who  are 
very  necessitous  may  do  so.  I  have  personally  a  good  deal  to  do  with  students  ;  and  I 
have  recommended,  as  Dr.  Fowler  speaks  of  doing,  for  the  fifth-year  men  to  spend  the  year 
as  largely  as  possible  in  the  great  clinical  centres.  Some  go  to  Great  Britain,  some  to  New 
York,  and  a  few — not  so  many,  perhaps — to  Baltimore,  where  they  Can  get  great  facilities. 
But  I  say  that  so  long  as  this  fifth  year  is  retained  it  should  be  observed  faithfully.  There 
was  a  feeling  that  by  lengthening  the  session,  and  making  four  long  sessions,  a  condition 
might  perhajjs  be  brought  about  that  might  do  away  with  a  stronger  objection  than  has  yet 
been  mentioned — at  least  to  my  mind — in  connection  with  that  year.  I  am  not  wishing  to 
discuss  that  question  now,  but  I  will  mention  the  objection  I  speak  of,  which  is,  that  a  good 
deal  of  idling  is  incident  to  only  six  months  being  absolutely  required  to  be  spent  in  hospital 
practice  or  investigation  ;  that  being  the  case,  those  who  are  disposed  to  idle  find  there 
is  a  lot  of  time  given  for  idle-set,  or  that  may  be  used  in  that  way  ;  and  I  know  that 
numbers  of  men  who,  if  they  could  have  engaged  themselves  in  any  way  where  they  had 
not  the  time  to  spend  in  idling,  would  have  turned  out  far  better  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  year 
than  they  do  now.  In  other  words,  that  the  six  months'  semi-holiday  that  they  take  is 
often  destroyed  by,  and  made  a  great  injury  of,  because  they  have  acquired  habits,  owing 
to  the  idle-set  of  those  six  months,  that  cling  to  them  through  life  ;  and  it  has  ruined  a 
great  many.  That,  to  my  mind,  is  the  greatest  objection  ;  and  it  is  one  reason  why,  while 
I  would  not  say  a  word  against  the  fifth  year  if  I  felt  sure  that  the  man  could  be  twelve 
months  better,  I  say  that  it  is  an  important  consideration  for  this  Council,  for  the  Education 
Committee,  and  for  every  member  to  have  the  matter  carefully  looked  into. 

On  motion,  Clause  3  and  the  correspondence  referred  to  therein  were  referred  to  the 
Education  Committee. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  4  of  report. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved  that  Clause  4  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  words  : 
*'  and  that  Drs.  Emory,  Spence,  Britton,  Geikie,  Thorburn  and  Barrick  be  so  appointed." 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

On  motion,  Clause  4,  as  amended,  was  adopted. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  5  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  that  a  copy  of  all  the  reports  of  the 
Prosecutor  be  placed  on  the  desk  of  each  member. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved  that  the  committee  rise  and  report  the  report  as  amended. 
Carried. 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole  rose. 

The  President,  Dr.  Luton,  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Armour  presented  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Prosecutions  as  amended 
and  adopted  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Britton  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  that  the  report  as  amended  be  adopted. 

The  President  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Report  of  Special  Committee  on  Prosecutions. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Phifsicians  and  Snrgeoyis 
of  Ontario. 

Gentlemen, — Your  Special  Committteea])pointed  to  deal  witli  infringements  of  the  Medi- 
ccal  Act  and  to  instruct  the  Prosecutor,  ))eg  leave  to  rcjjort  as  follows  : 

1.  Some  four  meetings  were  held,  and  seventy  cases  brought  before  tlie  connuittee, 
which  were  duly  considered,  and  the  Prosecutor  directed  in  each  case  by  the  committee. 
The  Prosecutor's  report  concerning  the  work  done  is  appended  liereto. 

2.  Your  committee  received  anonymous  letters  concerning  infringement  in  certain 
localities.     Such  letters,  of  course,  could   n<)t    be  considered.      Your  connuittee   now  would 
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urgently  call  the  attention  of  the  Council,  and  that  of  the  profession  generally,  to  the  fact 
that  all  communications  from  medical  men  throughout  the  Province  regarding  infringen\ent 
of  the  Medical  Act  received  by  the  Registrar,  Prosecutor,  or  by  any  members  of  the  com- 
mittee, have  been,  and  always  will  be  treated  perfectly  confidentially. 

3.  A  number  of  communications  were  received  from  members  of  the  profession  calling 
attention  to  unregistered  practitioners  in  their  vicinity.  Many  of  these  cases  upon  being 
investigated  by  the  Prosecutor  proved  to  be  students  under  the  five-year  curriculum  putting 
in  their  last  year,  and  in  some  instances  regularly  practising.  We  have  thought  it  wise  to 
call  your  attention  to  this  fact,  as  we  fear  it  may  be  a  source  of  great  irritation  to  members 
of  the  College  practising  throughout  the  country,  and  some  legal  question  concerning  it 
might  arise  which  would  put  the  Council  in  a  very  awkAvard  position.  In  some  cases  these 
students  have  claimed  to  be  practising  under  an  arrangement  with  some  local  physician, 
though  perhaps  some  miles  away  from  him.  Some  of  the  corespondence  upon  this  matter 
is  attached  to  this  report. 

4.  Your  committee,  feeling  the  importance  of  the  work  brought  before  them,  would 
suggest  the  reappointment  of  a  committee  for  the  ensuing  year,  considering  this  to  be  in  the 
interests  of  both  the  profession  and  the  public  at  large  ;  and  that  Drs.  Emory,  Spence, 
Britton,  Geikie,  Thorburn  and  Barrick  be  a  committee  appointed  to  do  the  work  as 
previously. 

5.  Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Machell  from  the  Ontario  Medical  Council,  your 
committee  met  and  unanimously  elected  Dr.  Emory  chairman.

Prosecutions  Report. 

Dr.    W.   J.    H.    Emory,    Chairman   of  Infraction   ComwAttee. 

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  leave  to  submit  to  you  the  list  of  prosecutions  and  investigations  ot 
unlicensed  practitioners  for  violation  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  in  which  all  cases  wert; 
considered  by  your  committee  with  instructions  to  me  as  to  their  disposal. 

I  may  state  that  in  a  number  of  cases  the  defendants  were  committed  to  jail,  which 
becomes  very  expensive,  as  all  court,  constable  and  transit  costs  have  to  be  paid  by  me. 

In  other  cases  where  students  are  reported  as  practising,  I  find  they  are  mostly  five- 
year  men,  and  claim  the  right  of  practising  in  their  last  year. 

I  also  beg  leave  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  changes  in  the  Ontario  Medical  Act, 
Section  45  of  the  Act  in  our  Register,  R.  S.  O.,  1887,  Chapter  148. 

Now  the  Statutes  are  revised,  and  Chapter  148,  Section  45,  is  now  Chapter  176,  Section 
49,  R.  S.  O.,  1897.  All  the  other  sections  in  our  Register  of  1892  are  changed  in  1897, 
so  that  any  charge  laid  according  to  our  Register  would  be  wrong,  and  the  cases  would  be 
dismissed  as  faulty  information  being  sworn  to.

The  Council  met  at  ten  o'clock  a.m.,  according  to  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President,  Dr.  Luton  in  the  chair. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  : —

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  by  the  Registrar,  and  confirmed  and 
signed  by  the  President. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Sangster — That  he  will  move  the  following  resolution  :  "That  in  the  opinion  of 
this  Council  all  institutions  which  have  ceased  to  exist  or  which  merely  hold  their  charters  in 
abeyance,  no  longer  either  teaching  medicine  or  granting  degrees  therein,  are  not  entitled  to 
continued  representation  in  this  body." 

Reading  of  Communications,  Petitions,  Etc.,  to  the  Council. 

Dr.  Pyne  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  C.  W.  Walker,  which  was  referred  to  the  Complaints 
Conmiittee. 

Motions  of  which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Dr.  Armour  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  this  Council  hereby  places  on 
record  its  willingness  to  co-operate  with  medical  organizations  of  the  several  Provinces  and 
Territories  to  establish  an  oftice  of  Dominion  Medical  Registration  whereby  Provincial  prac- 
titioners may  secure  the  right  to  pursue  their  calling  in  all  parts  of  Canada  on  the  following 
basis  :  the  several  Provinces  shall  require  a  course  of  professional  study  of  not  less  than  four 
years  with  sessions  of  eight  months  each,  and  shall  have  a  Central  Examining  Board  before 
whom  all  students  and  applicants  must  pass  before  receiving  Provincial  registration  ;  Licen- 
tiates of  five  years'  standing  shall  be  entitled  to  Dominion  Registration. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Armour — Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen :  In  the  fifteen  minutes  at  my  disposal  I 
will  only  be  able  to  very  briefly  refer  to  some  of  the  important  features  of  this  resolu- 
tion. It  is  a  question  that  not  only  the  members  of  this  Council  and  medical  men  of  Ontario, 
but  the  profession  of  the  Dominion  are  mutually  interested  in  and  desirous  of  solving. 
Wherever  and  whenever  this  (question  has  been  discussed,  before  medical  societies  or  in 
medical  journals,  there  has  been,  so  far  as  I  know,  a  unanimity  of  opinion  in  favor  of  Inter- 
provincial  or  Dominion  Medical  Registration.  Any  difticulties  that  existed  have  been  as  to 
the  best  method  of  adjusting  the  conflicting  interests  that  lie  in  the  way  of  this  desirable 
object.  Had  the  Fathers  of  the  Confederation  made  provision  for  Dominion  Medical  Regis- 
tration, we  would  not  have  the  present  difticulty  to  contend  with  ;  but  unfortunately,  in 
this  respect,  educational  matters  were  left  solely  with  the  provinces,  and  interests  have  grown 
up  that  make  it  difficult  to  arrive  at  a  national  uniformity  and  when  arrived  at  to  apply  the 
means  to  utilize  it.  That  a  medical  practitioner  competent  to  practise  his  profession  in  one 
province  of  our  fair  Dominion  should  be  ineligible  to  exercise  his  calling  in  all  is  a  reflection 
on  the  co-operative  unity  tliat  shcmld  characterize  a  progressive  and  liberal  profession.  It  is 
not  likely  that  many  practitioners  would  care  to  change  from  one  province  to  another,  but 
should  they  desire  to  remove  to  any  part  of  the  Dominion  on  account  of  their  health  or  other 
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reasons,  as  citizens  of  this  free  country  they  should  have  the  privilege  of  doing  so.     To  those 
practising  near  the  boundaries  of  the  several  provinces,  interprovincial  prohibition  is  very 
vexatious.     That  a  medical  man  passing  a  provincial  boundary  in  the  pursuit  of  his  calling 
should  become  liable  to  a  fine  or  imprisonment  is  a  disability  calling  loudly  for  redress. 
Perhaps  in  no    other  country  are  these  restrictions  so  exacting  as  they  are  between  our 
provinces.     In  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  all  her  autonomous  colonies  they  have  arrange- 
ments for  reciprocal  medical  registration.     Such  hostile  countries  as  France  and  Germany 
have  an  international  arrangement  for  reciprocal  privileges  of  this  kind  for  fifteen  miles  each 
side  of  the  boundary  lines  of  these  countries.     These  are  examples  by  which  the  medical 
profession  of  Canada  might  profit.     When  international  interests  can  be  made  to  yield  to 
this  necessity,  surely  it  is  possible  that  interprovincial  interests  might  be  adjusted  to  the 
same  purpose.     The  ideal  form  of  Dominion  Medical  Registration  would  be  to  establish  a 
common  atandard  of  preliminary  and  professional  education  and  have  all  pass  a  uniform 
examination  ;  but  while  the  several  provinces  have  different  systems  of  education  it  would 
be  with  great  difficulty  that  even  a  uniform  standard  of  matriculation  could  be  adjusted.     If 
an  absolute  Dominion  Medical  Registration  was  granted  on  a  basis  of  different  provincial 
standards,  it  would  be  putting  at  a  premium  the  lower  standards,  and  the  provinces  that  had 
the  lower  standards  would  have  the  bulk  of  the  students  to  educate.     A  five  years'  provincial 
probation,  as  provided  for  in  the  resolution,  would  in  great  measure  obviate  this.     It  would 
also   give  time    for  compensating  from    practical  experience  for  some  of   the  disabilities 
connected  with  the  inequalities  of  the  preliminary  and  professional  educational  standards. 
The  five  years'  stipulation  would  only  temporarily  deprive  about  ten  per  cent,  of  the  profes- 
sion from  Dominion  Medical  Registration  while  the  remaining  90  per  cent,  would  have  all  the 
privileges  connected  therewith.     All  the  provinces  have  central  examining  boards,  but  it  is 
not  obligatory  that  all  students  or  outside  graduates  pass  the  examinations  of  the  boards, 
except  in  Ontario  and  Manitoba  and  British  Columbia  with  some  insignificant  exceptions. 
The  advantages  to  be  gained  from  Dominion  Medical  Registration  should   make  it  easy  to 
have  the  several  provinces  make  it  obligatory  that  all  desiring  registration  should  pass  the 
Central  Examining  Board.     All  the  provinces,  except  British  Columbia,  require  a  four  years' 
course  of  medical  study  before  being  admitted  to  examination  for  license  to  practise  ;  and 
there  should  not  be  any  difficulty  in  getting  British  Columbia  to  raise  her  standard  to  a  four 
years'  course.   Ontario  alone  requires  a  five  years'  course.  In  my  opinion  the  public  and  profes- 
sional interests  require  that  this  be  maintained,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  the 
other  provinces  will  raise  their  standards  to  a  five  years'  course.     The  five  years  of  provincial 
probation  would  in  some  measure  protect  the  medical  interests  of  Ontario  from  being  seriously 
affected  by  this  inequality  of  curriculum.     There  would  probably  be  little  difficulty  in  securing 
a  uniform  standard  of  four  sessions  of  eight  months  each.     There  are  none  of  the  provinces  in 
which  this  requirement  at  present  exists,  except  in  Ontario.     McGill  University  requires,  I 
believe,  four  sessions  of  nine^months  each,  but  the  Province  of  Quebec  only  requires  four 
sessions  of  six  months  each  ;  and  the  remaining  provinces  three  sessions  of  six  months  each. 
The  Medical  Councils  of  Quebec,  Prince  Edward  Island,  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick  and 
Manitoba  have  already  signified  by  resolution  their  approval  of  an  eight  months'  session  with 
a  view  to  reciprocity.     British  Columbia  and  the  Territories  would  have  to  comply.     If  any- 
thing is  to  be  accomplished  in  this  line,  Ontario  that  has  the  highest  standard  must  be 
prepared  to  meet  the  other  provinces  in  a  liberal  and  generous  spirit.      While  I  do  not 
approve  of  lowering  our  standard,  the  conditions  of  the  resolution,  if  they  would  be  carried 
out,  would  have  the  effbct  of  considerably  increasing  the  standard  of  the  other  provinces, 
leaving  Ontario  free  to  maintain  hers  at  present.     The  establishment  of  Dominion  Medical 
Registration  would  entitle  us  to  the  privilege  of  reciprocal  registration  with  Great  Britain, 
giving  Canadian  practitioners  all  the  advantages  connected  therewith.     I  trust  the  resolution 
will  receive  the  careful  consideration  of  the  members,  some  of  whom,  notably  Drs.  Logan, 
Thorburn,  Bray,  Moore  and  Thornton,  have  heretofore  shown  a  deep  interest  in  this  question  ; 
and  that  it  may,  after  careful  consideration ,  receive  the  approval  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  Britton — Mr.  President,  I  am  very  much  pleased  at  Dr.  Armour  introducing  this 
subject  ;  but  in  order  to  have  as  little  discussion  as  possible  on  it,  with  Dr.  Armour's 
permission,  I  would  suggest  that  he  allow  his  resolution  to  go  to  the  Education  Connnittee 
and  let  it  be  threshed  out  there,  in  order  that  perhaps  they  may  liave  some  definite  opinion 
or  advice  to  give  the  Council  ;  and  then  when  the  report  of  the  Education  Committee  comes 
in  a  general  discussion  can  take  place  upon  it. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  was  just  going  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  the  course  suggested  by  Dr. 
Logan,  })ecause,  if  I  remember  rightly,  Dr.  Britton  has  a  motion  to  tliesame  efi'oct,  and  he  is 
not  n<jw  here;  Ijut  no  doubt  Dr.  Britton  would  like  to  take  part  in  the  debate,  and  while  I  do 
not  remember  whether  the  terms  of  his  motion  exactly  correspond  witli  Dr.  Armour's,  I 
know  we  should  like  to  discuss  them  botli. 

Dr.  Williams — My  remarks  are  on  the  same  line  as  those  made  by  Dr.  Campbell,  and 
I  think,  as  Dr.  Britton  has  a  motion  on  the  same  line,  it  would  be  as  well  if  both  motions  were 
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referred.  I  think  it  would  well  if  the  Council  would  deal  with  them,  and  go  into  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  when  every  member  of  the  Council  would  have  an  opportunity  of  expressing 
an  opinion  on  it.  Meanwhile,  perhaps,  it  would  be  as  well  to  let  them  both  go  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Education,  and  let  them  both  be  discussed. 

Dr.  Fowler — ^I  think  it  would  be  better  that  a  special  committee  should  be  appointed 
to  pass  upon  this  question,  for  it  is  a  question  of  very  great  importance,  and  I  think  it  affects 
the  medical  representatives  from  the  schools  probably  more  than  many  of  the  others  ;  and, 
inasmuch  as  there  is  only  one  teacher  upon  the  Education  Committee,  I  think  it  would  be 
well  to  have  it  referred  to  a  special  committee,  and  have  all  the  teachers  on  the  committee 
along  with  some  others.  Undoubtedly  the  teachers  should  be  consulted  ;  they  have  studied 
the  subject  well,  and  I  think  their  opinion  should  have  considerable  weight  with  any  committee 
before  which  this  goes.  A  question  of  this  kind  is  a  matter  of  very  great  difficulty  to  decide. 
I  do  not  see  myself  at  present  any  practicable  way  out  of  it,  except  that  the  examinations 
should  be  confined  to  written  examinations,  and  the  same  questions  should  be  given  to  every 
student  throughout  the  Provinces. 

Dr.  Bray — I  do  not  want  to  take  up  the  time  of  the  Council ;  and  I  think  it  is  a  great 
deal  better  to  adopt  the  suggestion  made  by  Dr.  Logan.  But  I  would  not  refer  the 
consideration  of  these  motions  to  the  Education  Committee  because  that  committee  has  a 
great  dei\l  of  work  to  do.  I  think  we  could  pick  out  a  committee,  not  too  large  for  going  into 
the  matter,  and  then  fix  a  time  to  take  it  up  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  Council  and  have  it 
discussed  thoroughly.  I  would  like  Dr.  Britton's  motion  to  go  to  the  same  committee  as  that 
of  Dr.  Armour's. 

Dr.  Brock  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Logan,  that  the  question  of  Interprovincial  Regis- 
tration be  referred  to  the  Education  Committee  ;  and  that  that  committee  be  requested  to 
bring  in  a  report  during  the  present  session  of  the  Council  upon  this  subject,  with  such 
recommendations  as  the  committee  thinks  fit  to  make. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  would  just  take  the  same  objection,  Mr.  President,  to  referring  it  to  the 
Education  Committee  that  Dr.  Fowler  did,  I  do  not  reflect  upon  any  member  of  the 
Committee  upon  Education  or  upon  the  committe  as  a  whole — far  from  it.  Individually  I 
esteem  the  members  of  that  committee  ;  but  constituted  as  that  committee  is,  the  teachers 
being  excluded,  the  most  experienced  teachers  from  the  various  bodies — with  one  exception — 
the  Education  Committee  is  not  the  proper  committee.  It  is  impossible  in  that  committee  to 
.settle  this  question  satisfactorily,  inasmuch  as  it  is  a  matter  in  which  the  teachers  are  deeply 
interested  and  the  institutions  are  deeply  interested.  I  am  personally  in  favor  of  the 
motion  ;  and  I  have  been  for  some  time  in  favor  of  something  of  that  kind,  provided  it  can 
be  carried  out  so  as  to  make  everything  absolutely  fair  and  so  as  to  prevent  any  possibility  of 
any  one  body,  by  hook  or  by  crook,  by  wire-pulling  or  want  of  wire-pulling,  getting  in  a 
predominant  senate  so  as  to  "  run  it,"  to  use  a. slang  phrase,  which  1  do  not  like  to  use.  I 
would  suggest  that  I  respectfully  object  to  this  going  to  the  Education  Committee  ;  and  I 
would  suggest  that  a  special  committee  be  appointed. 

Dr.  Moore — I  quite  agree  with  some  of  the  remarks  made,  especially  with  those  of  Dr. 
Bray.  The  Education  Committee  has  a  great  work  to  do  and  if  this  is  left  over  to  that 
committee  it  will  probably  be  brought  in  the  last  day,  in  the  afternocm  ;  and  as  this  question 
is  one  of  the  most  important  things  that  will  be  brought  before  the  Council  at  this  session 
it  is  very  necessary  it  should  be  taken  up  by  a  special  committee,  and  that  a  time  be  fixed 
when  the  Council  should  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the  purpose  of  considering  it, 
so  that  every  member  of  the  Council  can  put  himself  on  record  and  that  it  cannot  be  said 
iiereafter  that  we  paid  little  or  no  attention,  and  that  the  members  of  this  Council  have  been 
only  stumbling-blocks  in  the  way  of  Interprovincial  Registration.  I  was  on  the  committee 
api)ointed  to  meet  the  other  committees,  and  we  were  told,  and  it  was  stated  in  the  papers, 
that  the  men  from  Ontario  were  the  stumbling-blocks,  and  that  the  great  Medical  Council  of 
Ontario  that  claimed  to  be  so  much  and  to  be  doing  so  much  for  educational  purposes  were 
really  the  stumljling-blocks.  Let  us  have  it  before  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  of  this 
Council  where  our  Hansard  will  show  our  friends  and  the  profession  at  large  that  we  are 
willint'  to  come  as  soon  as  possible  to  what  may  bring  about  the  happy  event  of  Inter- 
provincial Registration,  Dominion  Registration,  I  think,  is  out  of  the  question  ;  Sir  John 
Thompson  gave  us  an  o])inion  on  that  some  years  ago,  and  he  said  it  would  be  really  an 
infraction  of  the  British  North  America  Act.  But  if  we  can  obtain  Interprovincial  Regis- 
tration on  anything  like  a  fair  basis  I  think  we  ought  to  have  it ;  and  I,  as  one  member  of 
the  Council,  am  willing  to  go  slowly,  and  willing  to  stop,  and  willing  to  go  back  a  little,  but 
I  am  not  willing  to  go  wrong.  And  if  we  can  obtain  Interprovincial  Registraticm  S()  that  a 
diploma  or  degree  obtained  from  this  Council  shall  be  valid  all  over  this  great  Dominion  of 
ours,  I  think  it  would  be  (me  of  the  happiest  things  that  has  happened  for  a  long  time  ;  there- 
fore I  am  willing  that  it  should  go  to  a  committee. 

Dr.  Thorburn— There  is  nothing  so  important,  nothing  upon  which  we  should  be  more 
•careful,  nothing  so  conducive  to  the  prosperity  of  the  profession  and  its  standing,  not  only 
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in  the  Dominion,  but  throughout  the  lands  dominated  over  by  the  Anglo-Saxon  race,  than 
that  we  should  have  one  common  standard,  or  as  nearly  so  as  possible  ;  that  we  should  always 
aim  to  be  an  educated  class  of  people.  That  the  mere  fact  of  our  living  on  this  side  of  the 
street  prevents  us  from  passing  over  to  the  other  side  is,  I  consider,  a  sort  of  scandal,  and  I 
think  it  should  be  fully  investigated  from  every  point  of  view  ;  and  I  quite  agree  with  Dr. 
Moore  and  those  other  gentlemen  that  a  special  committee  should  be  appointed,  and,  when 
•  they  report,  the  question  should  then  be  submitted  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole ;  and  I  am 
confident  there  is  nothing  we  can  occupy  our  time  with  that  is  of  more  importance. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — In  seconding  this  motion  I  told  my  friend.  Dr.  Armour,  that  I  did 
so  for  the  sake  of  bringing  the  question  before  the  Council,  but  not  with  the  intention  of 
binding  myself  to  the  conditions  of  that  resolution.  There  is  one  condition  in  the  resolution 
which  says  that  all  the  provinces  must  adopt,  practically,  the  curriculum  of  this  Province. 
If  we  are  going  to  get  Interprovincial  Registration,  it  is  perfectly  evident  there  must  be 
some  give-and-take.  Practically,  if  we  take  this  ground  and  hold  to  it,  we  would,  as  sug- 
gested by  Dr.  Moore,  be  a  barrier  in  the  way.  I  would  not  like  to  retrace  our  steps  very 
far  ;  possibly  we  might  give  a'  little  ;  but  we  had  better,  if  this  is  to  go  on,  try  to  lead  the 
other  provinces  up  to  the  standard  that  we  have  reached — (hear,  hear) — rather  than  to  recede 
to  theirs.  The  difficulty  in  the  w^ay  lies  simply  in  this,  that  the  British  North  America  Act 
has  assigned  to  all  the  provinces  all  educational  legislation.  One  of  two  things  must  be  done, 
it  seems  to  me,  if  we  are  to  accomplish  anything.  First,  the  British  North  America  Act 
must  be  changed  so  as  to  give  the  Dominion  Parliament  power  to  deal  with  this  matter  ;  if 
that  cannot  be  accomplished,  then  we  must  have  concurrent  legislation  on  the  part  of  all  the 
provinces  upon  one  common  ground.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  latter  is  the  only  feasible 
ground  upon  which  we  can  proceed  ;  and  if  any  plan  is  to  be  adopted  whereby  we  shall  ulti- 
mately succeed  in  this  so  desirable  event,  we  must  do  it,  I  think,  by  securing  concurrent 
legislation,  and  that  can  only  be  done  by  bringing  together  the  authorities  governing  the 
medical  profession  of  the  various  provinces.  It  seems  to  me,  if  we  are  to  succeed  at  all,  we 
must  succeed  upon  that  ground.  Let  us,  with  a  special  committee,  make  an  arrangement  for 
meeting  a  special  committee  from  all  the  other  provinces  ;  and  let  these  committees  unite 
upon  a  common  ground,  come  back  and  report  to  the  various  Councils  or  governing  bodies, 
and,  if  agreed  in  then,  go  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  various  provinces,  and  in  that  way,  I 
think,  we  can  succeed,  and  in  that  way  alone.  I  do  not  concur  with  the  remarks  of  Dr. 
Geikie  that  the  school-men  have  got  to  have  a  big  finger  in  the  pie.  I  object  to  that. 
Dr.  Geikie — I  call  the  speaker  to  order.  Dr.  Geikie  said  nothing  of  the  kind. 
Dr.  McLaughlin — Dr.  Geikie  did  not  use  that  language,  but  language  which  was  tanta- 
mount to  that. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  beg  to  be  allowed  to  put  the  speaker  right  ;  he  is  entirely  mistaken.  I 
not  only  did  not  say  so,  but  I  did  not  think  so.  My  remark,  which  Dr.  McLaughlin  mis- 
understood, was  that  in  constituting  the  central  board,  however  it  might  be  constituted, 
great  care  should  be  taken  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  any  one  school  having  an  inch  of 
ascendency  over  any  other,  in  perfect  fairness,  such  as  I  have  always  advocated,  from  A  to 
Z  of  my  educational  course. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — If  I  misunderstood  my  friend,  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  stand 
corrected.  He  made  those  remarks,  it  is  true  ;  but  it  did  seem  to  me  he  also  said  the 
Educational  Committee  was  not  a  proper  committee  to  refer  it  to,  because  there  were  very 
few  representatives  of  the  teaching  bodies  there,  and  it  was  very  important  they  should  be 
on  the  committee  to  which  these  resolutions  may  be  referred. 
Dr.  Geikie — That  is  true. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  object  to  the  representatives  of  the  teaching  bodies  having  too  much 
to  say  up(jn  this  committee  — that  is  my  ground.  What  we  want  to  remember,  in  addition 
to  what  I  have  stated,  is  this  :  there  are  others  who  have  to  consider  this  matter  as  well  as 
the  medical  men  of  this  Province  and  the  other  provinces  ;  the  public  is  interested  in  this 
question,  and  the  public  will  demand,  it  does  seem  to  me,  that  the  phenomenon  of  a  practi- 
tioner in  one  Province  not  being  a})le  to  go  to  anotlier  Province,  and  there  carry 
on  liis  profession,  should  •  be  wiped  out.  It  does  seem  to  me  the  public  will 
demand  that,  as  well  as  our  profession  will.  I  agree  with  those  who  have 
suggested  that  a  special  committee  should  deal  with  tliis  matter.  This  is  not 
a  matter  that  should  go  before  the  Educational  Committee.  If  you  want  to  refer 
it  to  a  committee  at  all,  it  sliould  go  before  the  Legislation  Committee  ;  it  is  a  matter  of 
legislation  in  wliich  we  shall  ultimately  succeed  in  winning  what  we  want  ;  it  is  a  matter  in 
which  the  Legislation  Connnittee  should  deal.  But  in  my  o])inion  we  should  have  a  special 
connnittee  to  deal  with  this  matter,  and  with  those  wh(»  have  expressed  tliat  opinion  I 
entirely  concur. 

Dr.  R(){}KKs — I  am  very  nnich  ])lease(l,  indeed,  that  tliis  (piestion  of  lnterj)rovinc'ial 
Registration  has  been  taken  up  at  the  earliest  possible  time,  at  tiiis  meeting  of  the  Council. 
I   do  not  tliink   that   this   Council  in   the   i)ast   has    been   to   blame  for   not   havinir   Inter- 
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provincial  Registration.  I  am  quite  positive  that  this  Council  has  done  everything  in  its 
power  to  bring  around  the  very  condition  of  things  which  the  mover  of  this  resolution  now 
wishes  to  bring  about.  We  moved  in  1892  in  this  Council  that  a  committee  of  this  Council 
should  be  formed  to  meet  a  committee  from  the  Councils  of  all  the  Provinces  in  Canada,  and 
discuss  and  take  into  consideration  this,  very  matter  of  Interprovincial  Registration  ;  and 
such  a  committee  was  formed.  That  committee  consisted,  if  my  memory  serves  me,  of  Drs. 
Moore,  Bray,  Logan,  Sir  James  Grant  and  myself.  Not  only  did  this  Council  do  that,  but 
our  Registrar  was  required  to  invite  all  the  Medical  Councils  of  the  Provinces  to  send  a 
committee  or  delegation  to  meet  our  committee  in  Ottawa  in  September,  1892.  We  met  in 
Ottawa  ;  we  discussed  this  question  hour  after  hour  there,  our  committee  meeting  the 
committee  from  the  Provincial  Medical  Board  of  Quebec,  and  delegates  from  the  other 
Provinces.  W^e  arrived  at  a  definite  conclusion  ;  we  decided  there  and  then,  by  unanimous 
resolution,  that  it  was  in  the  interests  of  the  medical  profession  of  Canada  that  all  the 
Provinces  should  have  a  Medical  Act,  something  on  the  lines  of  the  Medical  Act  of  Ontario, 
that  is  to  say,  giving  the  Medical  Council  of  each  Province  complete  control  over  the 
medical  educational  matters  in  that  Province.  That  resolution  was  carried  there,  and  it 
was  accepted  by  the  delegates  from  the  various  Provinces  there  represented.  The  Quebec 
Province  representatives  accepted  it,  and  said  that  they  would  have  such  legislation  carried 
in  their  Province  ;  and  at  the  very  next  session  of  the  Quebec  Legislature  they  endeavored 
to  o-et,  in  Quebec,  a  Medical  Act  on  similar  lines  to  that  which  we  have  in  Ontario.  But  one 
of  the  medical  schools  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  went  to  the  Legislature  of  Quebec,  and 
there  opposed  the  proposed  legislation  so  bitterly  that  its  passage  was  defeated,  and  we, 
therefore,  find  ourselves  to-day  just  in  the  same  position  we  were  in  then.  We  have  never 
advanced  ;  but  that  is  not  by  any  means  the  fault  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  nor  is  it  the 
fault  of  this  Council.  We  have  done  everything  in  our  power  to  bring  around  Inter- 
provincial Registration,  and  we  have  failed  because  the  other  Provinces  did  not,  or  would 
not  have  it.  I  will  not  say  we  should  not  go  to  work  again  and  try  to  obtain  it.  Let  us  do 
so  by  all  means  ;  but  it  must  not  be  something  like  the  handle  of  a  jug,  all  on  one  side. 
The  position  of  the  medical  profession  in  Ontario  is  entirely  different  to  the  position  of  the 
medical  profession  in  the  other  Provinces.  We  have  here  a  Medical  Board  which  demands 
that  each  student,  before  receiving  a  license  to  practice,  shall  pass  an  examination  on  all 
medical  subjects  before  our  examiners.  In  Quebec  they  have  no  such  thing  ;  any  man  who 
gets  through  any  school  there,  let  that  school  be  what  it  may,  can  demand  a  license  to 
practice  there  ;  and  so  it  is  in  Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Island,  Manitoba  and  the  North- 
West  Territories,  but  not  so  in  British  Columbia. 

Dr.  Geikie — Do  I  understand  you  that,  no  matter  how  small  an  education  is  given,  that 
a  man  can  ask  for  registration  in  Quebec  ? 

Dr.  Rogers — In  Quebec  Province  the  degree  of  M.D. ,  issued  by  any  school  there 
after  four  years'  study,  entitles  the  holder,  without  further  examination,  to  a  license  to 
practice  medicine. 

Dr.  Dickson — There  is  a  supervision  of  the  examination  at  all  the  colleges  in  Quebec  by 
the  Assessor. 

Dr.  Rogers — Yes,  but  the  assessors  are  powerless,  and  their  work  is  practically  a  farce. 
I  am  simply  pointing  out  the  difference  between  Ontario  and  the  other  Provinces.  We  find 
ourselves  to-day  just  in  this  position — we  cannot  have  a  Dominion  registration,  that  is 
utterly  and  legally  impossible  ;  all  matters  of  education  have  to  be  taken  up  and  controlled 
by  the  Provinces,  and  medical  education  therefore  has  to  be  left  to  the  Provinces.  An  Act 
by  the  Dominion  Parliament  enacting  a  method  of  medical  registration  for  the  whole 
Dominion  would  be  simply  waste  paper.  The  Dominion  Parliament  would  not  pass  such  an 
Act.  So  that  this  matter  must  be  left  to  the  Provinces,  and  we  must  try,  if  we  want  to 
accomplish  it,  to  get  the  co-operation  of  all  the  Provinces  in  this  matter  ;  and  my  belief  is 
that  it  is  a  most  desirable  thing  to  accomplish. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  The  question  before  the  chair  is  the  sub- 
mission of  the  matter  to  a  committee,  not  the  discussion  of  the  original  motion.  If  this 
discussion  is  to  go  on  now,  and  it  is  then  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  to  report, 
we  shall  have  to  go  over  the  entire  discussion  again  when  it  comes  before  the  Council. 

Dr.  Rogers — As  Dr.  Sangster  does  not  want  to  take  up  the  discussion  just  now,  but 
would  rather  take  it  up  some  other  time,  I  beg  to  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  that  the 
question  be  taken  up  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  Thursday  at  two  o'clock,  and  that  all 
motions  bearing  on  this  question  be  taken  up  at  that  time. 

Dr.  Bray — While  that  embodies  part  of  my  idea,  it  was  not  my  idea  exactly  ;  my  idea 
was  to  send  the  matter  to  a  special  committee,  and  let  that  committee  boil  the  thing  down, 
and  have  some  report  to  bring  in,  and  then  fix  a  time  for  the  Committee  of  the  Whole.  I 
did  not  want  it  referred  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole.     I  could  not  second  that  resolution. 

Dr.  Brock — With  the  consent  of  my  seconder  I  will  withdraw  my  motion,  if  the 
Council  will  permit  me  to.     I  agree  to  a  special  committee  being  appointed. 
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Dr.  Logan — I  will  agree  to  that. 

Leave  granted  to  Dr.  Brock  to  withdraw  his  motion. 

Dr.  Douglas  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Roome.  that  this  question  of  Interprovincial 
Registration,  as  brought  forward  by  Drs.  Armour  and  Britton,  be  referred  to  a  special 
committee  of  the  Council,  composed  of  Drs.  Fowler,  Britton,  Geikie,  Moorhouse,  Logan, 
Rogers,  Moore,  McLaughlin  and  Williams. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Fowler — I  accept  that  instead  of  the  motion  I  intended  to  propose. 

Dr.  Douglas — I  think  that  the  discussion  this  morning  has,  perhaps,  not  been  out  of 
place,  but,  at  the  same  time,  it  has  consumed  a  good  deal  of  time,  and  is  a  discussion  that 
will  be  repeated  when  the  question  of  Interprovincial  Registration  is  before  the  Council. 

Dr.  Henry — I  want  to  ask,  have  there  been  overtures  from  the  Provinces  in  connection 
with  this  Interprovincial  Registration  ? 

The  President — No. 

Dr.  Henry — It  seems  to  me  this  morning  we  have  been  wasting  a  good  deal  of  time 
going  over  this.  Some  years  ago — in  1891,  1892  or  1893 — this  question  was  up,  and  there 
was  a  special  committee  appointed  to  meet  with  the  committees  from  the  various  Provinces. 
They  met,  and  it  was  found  then  and  there  that  the  other  Provinces  would  not  agree  unless 
we  would  reduce  our  standard.  I,  for  one,  would  never  go  for  that ;  I  say  our  standard 
is  sufficiently  low  as  it  is,  and  unless  these  Provinces  will  take  what  we  lay  down  it  is  a 
waste  of  time  discussing  this.  I  think  we  should  not  make  any  reduction.  I  have  no 
objection  to  this  going  to  the  committee  and  let  that  committee  see  what  it  can  evolve  ; 
but  unless  the  other  Provinces  have  made  overtures  I  think  it  is  clear  nonsense. 

Dr.  Moore — They  have  made  overtures,  and  since  1892.  There  was  a  committee 
appointed  last  session.  They  wrote  to  the  Council,  and  were  very  much  offended  that  we 
would  not  recognize  their  application  properly.  We  met  there.  The  delegates  from  this 
Council  were  Drs.  Pyne,  Moore  and  Dickson,  and  any  members  of  the  Council  who  attended 
the  British  Medical  Association  meeting,  and  we  were  dragged  over  the  coals  pretty  well 
because  we  hadn't  taken  it  up.  I  do  not  agree  with  Dr.  Henry  that  it  is  not  a  matter  that 
should  be  considered,  because  I  think  it  is  one  of  the  most  important  matters  coming 
before  us.  I  do  not  want  to  take  up  any  time  on  this  ;  I  got  up  only  to  answer  Dr.  Henry, 
and,  in  reply  to  him,  I  want  to  say  that  the  other  Provinces  do  want  it,  and  not  only 
do  they  want  it,  but  they  have  entered  into  an  agreement  between  themselves — Quebec, 
Manitoba  and  the  Maritime  Provinces,  leaving  out  Ontario — to  have  reciprocity.  The 
members  for  Ontario  who  were  there  voted  that  they  should  have  it.  I  would  not  want  to 
stand  in  their  way  at  all. 

Dr.  Thornton — I  cannot  understand  this  motion  before  the  Council,  or  how  we  can 
put  this  motion  to  the  Council.  The  motion  says,  ' '  the  matter  brought  forward  by  Drs, 
Armour  and  Britton."     Did  Dr.  Britton  bring  the  matter  before  the  Council  ? 

The  President — Yes. 

Dr.  Thornton — I  understood  there  was  only  a  notice  of  motion.  It  seems  to  me  this 
is  out  of  order. 

Dr.  Douglas — In  my  motion  I  stated  that  "the  question  of  interprovincial  registra- 
tion as  brought  forward  before  this  Council  yesterday" — I  had  no  reference  to  motions — 
"be  referred  to  that  committee  "  ;  and  I  think  that  is  perfectly  and  eminently  proper. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  think  that  the  name  of  Dr.  Armour  is  not  on  that  committee  ;  and  I 
think  it  is  desirable,  as  he  is  introducing  one  of  the  motions,  that  his  name  should  be  on. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  was  just  about  to  rise  to  correct  that.  There  is  a  large  number  of 
representatives  of  schools — seven  or  eight,  but  I  am  not  afraid  of  them  in  the  Council — and 
I  would  ask  the  mover  to  allow  my  name  to  be  dropped,  and  put  Dr.  Armour's  name  in  its 
place. 

Dr.  Bray — No  ;  keep  both  on. 

The  President  asks  leave  to  drop  Dr.  McLaughlin's  name  and  substitute  the  name  of 
Dr.  Armour  for  it. 

Cries  of  "  No  "  ;  put  them  both  on. 

Dr.  Douglas — The  reason  why,  perhaps.  Dr.  Armour's  name  did  not  occur  to  me  at 
the  same  time  was,  there  was  a  talk  of  this  question  being  referred  to  the  Education 
Committee,  and  Dr.  Britton  is  chairman  of  the  Education  Conunittee,  and  in  that  way,  and 
being  closely  associated  with  it,  his  name  at  once  presented  itself  to  me,  wliile  Dr.  Armour, 
not  being  in  the  same  position,  his  name  did  not  occur  to  me.  I  make  this  explanation 
in  order  that  my  friend.  Dr.  Armour,  will  not  charge  me  with  any  malice.  Therefore,  I 
beg  to  move,  with  the  perniissi(m  of  my  seconder,  tliat  Dr.  Armour's  name  be  added  to  that 
committee,  making  ten  members  on  that  Committee. 

Dr.  Barrick — According  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  when  a  mem])er  submits  a 
motion,  and  it  is  referred  to  a  special  committee,  he  is  to  be  a  member  of  that  committee. 

The  President — Therefore,  Dr.  Armour  is  on  the  committee. 
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Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Henry,  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee ;  that  Drs.  Dickson,  Moore,  Brock,  Armour  and  Campbell  be  a  special  committee 
to  which  to  refer  the  motions  of  Drs.  Armour  and  Britton. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Williams — I  had  drawn  up  this  resolution  before  the  one  that  is  now  before  the 
chair  was  submitted  ;  and  my  object  in  using  those  names  was  to  try  and  get  the  theory  of 
the  most  active  working  committees  we  have  at  present.  Dr.  Britton  is  an  active  man  in 
the  Educational  Committee,  a  man  that  cannot  be  spared  ;  and  there  are  a  number  of  men 
concerned  with  other  committees  that  are  really  in  strong  active  work.  I  thought  these 
men,  as  a  special  committee,  would  not  be  strongly  engaged,  or  could  be  parted  with,  I 
will  say,  from  some  of  the  other  committees  ;  and  they  could  devote  some  considerable 
time  to  getting  this  matter  in  shape,  and  when  they  had  it  in  shape  it  would  have  to  come 
before  the  Council  or  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.  If  you  make  the  committee  too  large  it 
means  they  will  thresh  it  out  before  the  committee,  and  then  come  before  the  Council  and 
in  Committee  of  the  Whole  we  will  thresh  it  out  again  If  you  make  a  small  committee, 
and  let  them  discuss  the  matter  and  get  it  into  concentrated  form,  it  will  take  much  less 
time  than  to  have  it  before  a  large  committee. 

Dr.  Moore — I  do  not  wish  or  desire  to  shirk  work,  but  I  would  be  very  glad  if  Dr. 
Williams  would  allow  my  name  to  be  left  off  and  would  put  somebody  else's  on  ;  for  the 
very  reasons  he  has  stated,  that  some  of  us  belong  to  quite  a  number  of  committees  and 
have  quite  a  lot  of  work  to  do.  I  am  on  the  Education  Committee,  and  also  on  the  Discip- 
line Committee,  and  I  have  considerable  work  to  do  on  those  committees  ;  and  I  would  like 
to  do  my  work  fairly  and  well.  This  question  will  come  up  in  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
and  I  will  have  my  share  to  say  about  it  then. 

Dr.  Williams — I  would  be  happy  to  accept  the  name  of  any  one  who  is  not  a  very 
busy  man. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  it  is  too  bad  to  waste  time  over  it.  Dr.  Moore  has  been 
associated  with  this  matter  for  a  long  time  ;  and  if  he  goes  on  this  committee,  and  gives  his 
views  there,  it  will  save  considerable  time  in  the  Council. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  think  also  the  matter  is  of  such  great  importance,  one  of  the  most 
important  that  has  come  before  our  Council  this  year,  the  committee  should  be  a  good  large 
committee.     I  think  Dr.  Douglas'  committee  is  all  right. 

The  President  put  the  amendment,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  lost. 

The  President  then  put  the  original  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared 
it  carried,  and  Dr   Armour's  motion  referred  to  the  special  committee. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Dr.  Britton  has  a  motion,  and  he  is  not  here  ;  it  is  parliamentary  for 
some  person  to  move  a  motion  of  that  kind.  I  do  not  wish  to  intrude  myself,  but  simply 
for  the  purpose  of  getting  this  motion  so  that  it  may  come  before  that  committee  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  as  I  feel  certain  Dr.  Britton  would  give  his  consent 

Dr.  Bray — Move  it,  and  I  will  second  it. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Perhaps  Dr.  Rogers  would  mo\e  it. 

Dr.  Rogers  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  that  Dr.  Britton's  motion  be  referred  to  the 
same  special  committee  as  Dr.  Armour's  motion  has  been  referred  to. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried, 
and  the  motion  referred  to  the  special  committee. 

Dr.  Bray  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  that  the  first  order  of  business  for  the 
Thursday  morning  session  be  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Bray — My  reasons  for  naming  the  time  are  these  :  It  is  necessary  that  the  parties 
complained  of  have  due  notification  when  these  reports  will  be  considered  by  the  Council, 
and  it  is  necessary  to  fix  a  time  for  such  consideration,  when  the  solicitors  and  all  parties 
concerned  will  be  notified  to  be  present. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Enquiries. 

Dr.  Hbnry — I  want  to  ask  a  question  in  connection  with  Interprovincial  Registration. 
Has  there  been  any  overture  made  from  the  other  provinces  in  connection  with  that  ques- 
tion directly  to  the  Council  as  a  Council. 

The  Registrar  replied,  through  the  President,  that  no  overtures  had  been  made  to  the 
Council  that  he  was  aware  of  ;  that  the  Council  appointed  a  committee  some  years  ago  ;  that 
the  agitation  for  Interprovincial  Registration  has  been  going  on  now  for  years,  but  there 
has  been  nothing  direct  recently  asking  consideration  of  the  question. 

Dr.  Rogers — Has  there  not  been  agitation  in  the  Dominion  Medical  Association  and  in 
the  Provincial  Associations  ? 
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The  Registrar  replied,  through  the  President,  that  it  has  been  mentioned  at  these 
meetings  that  it  should  be  taken  up,  but  there  has  been  no  direct  communication  to  the 
Council. 

Dr.  Bray — The  year  before  last  our  Council  was  asked  by  the  other  councils  to  consider 
the  matter  ;  and  it  was  brought  up  before  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  and  passed  over  by 
saying  that  until  each  council  has  an  examining  board  similar  to  that  of  Ontario  we  could  do 
nothing.  This  was  brought  up  by  the  Dominion  Medical  Association  at  the  request  of  these 
Provinces,  I  suppose. 

Dr.  Henry — Still  there  have  not  been  any  overtures. 

Dr.  Armour — I  want  to  answer  the  question  Dr.  Henry  has  asked.  The  Dominion 
Medical  Association  in  1896  formulated  a  standard  of  preliminary  and  professional  education 
and  added  to  it  a  resolution  asking  the  several  Medical  Councils  to  give  their  views  on  the 
matter.  The  Medical  Council  of  Ontario  has  not  done  so,  but  the  Medical  Councils  of 
Quebec,  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick  and  Manitoba  have  done  so. 

Reports  of  Special  and   Standing  Committees. 
None. 

Unfinished  Business  from  Previous  Meetings. 
None. 

Miscellaneous  Business. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  have  a  little  thing  I  would  a  good  deal  rather  personally  have  omitted, 
but  which  I  do  not  think  it  is  right  to  omit.  (Reads) :  ' '  Dr.  Geikie,  on  behalf  of  the  Faculty 
of  Trinity  Medical  College,  begs  to  enter  his  emphatic  protest  against  the  exclusion  from  the 
Education  Committee  of  the  representative  of  this  College,  and  of  some  of  the  other  large 
medical  teaching  bodies  of  Ontario,  as  a  wrong  to  the  colleges  in  question,  as  well  as  unjust 
to  the  interests  of  the  medical  education  in  the  Province,  and  calculated  to  do  great  injury 
to  the  Council,  in  the  opinion  of  large  numbers  of  the  more  thoughtful  members  of  the 
profession  throughout  Ontario."  This  is  a  protest  I  make  on  behalf  of  the  Faculty  of 
Trinity  Medical  College.  It  is  so  clearly  a  wrong  that  it  strikes  everybody.  I  just  enter  my 
protest. 

Dr.  RooME — At  the  time  that  committee  had  reported  here  Dr.  Geikie  should  have 
objected  to  some  of  the  names,  and  have  put  this  in  as  a  protest  then  ;  not  now  when  we 
have  got  into  other  business. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  would  have  done  that,  but  I  did  not  choose  to  ask  it.  The  wrong  has 
been  done,  and  I  have  been  spoken  to  about  it  since  it  was  done.  It  continues  to  be  done 
from  year  to  year.  I  do  not  care  personally  a  bit  about  it,  but  still  I  believe  it  is  a  huge 
blunder  and  most  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  Rogers — Is  this  a  notice  of  motion,  or  a  motion. 

Dr.  Geikie — It  is  a  protest. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  think  it  is  a  matter  of  courtesy,  if  not  a  matter  of  right,  in  any  repre- 
sentative body,  that  any  member  may  protest  on  behalf  of  his  constituents  against  any 
action  of  that  body  ;  no  harm  results  from  the  protest  being  entered  by  any  member,  and  so 
noted  in  the  minutes.  No  action  need  be  taken  in  the  matter  unless  some  person  is  pre- 
pared to  move.     It  strikes  me  no  harm  is  done  by  allowing  the  protest  to  be  filed. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  agree  with  Dr.  Campbell ;  and  I  think  I  understand  what  Dr. 
Geikie  means.  He  intends  that  this  shall  appear  in  the  minutes,  so  that  his  constituents 
whom  he  represents,  and  others  of  like  mind,  can  see  he  has  put  in  his  protest  to  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Council.  And  I  must  confess  that  I  think  Dr.  Geikie  has  considerable 
grievance  in  this  matter.  There  is  only  one  teaching  body,  of  which  I  am  a  member,  repre- 
sented on  that  committee.  I  think  the  schools  should  have  a  larger  representation  ;  I  think 
it  is  a  great  error,  a  mistake,  that  they  have  not ;  because  who  knows  so  well  and  so  much 
the  wants  of  the  Educational  Committee  as  teachers  do. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  would  like  to  rise  to  a  question  of  privilege.  As  Dr.  Campbell  hjvs  said, 
it  is  the  right  of  any  one  to  enter  a  protest.  I  feel  that  a  great  wrong  has  been  done  and 
an  exceedingly  unwise  step  taken  by  this  Council  in  excluding  the  representiitive  members 
of  the  Medical  Colleges.  To-day  we  practically  shut  the  mouth  on  the  subject  of  medicjil 
education,  of  medical  educati<mists  who  know  most  about  that  subject ;  and  we  open  the 
mouths  of  all  others,  some  of  whom  know  very  little  about  it.  It  is  contrary  to  all  common 
sense  to  exclude  men  from  a  committee  where  their  knowledge  will  be  most  useful  to  the 
Council,  most  useful  to  the  profession,  most  advantageous  in  the  estimaticm  of  multitudes  of 
the  professifm  who  are  not  here,  for  the  whole  Province  of  Ontirio 

The  President— Your  protest  is  filed,  Dr.  Geikie,  and  tliere  is  nothing  before  the  chair. 

Dr.  Lo<iAN — As  chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  the 
standing  committees,  I  wish  to  say  to  the  Council  that   Dr.  Geikie's  name  was  not  brought

up  before  that  committee  ;  no  one  there  proposed  his  name  upon  that  committee,  and  not 
one  of  that  committee  rejected  his  name.  If  Dr.  Geikie  wished  to  be  appointed  upon  that 
committee  some  friend  should  have  suggested  his  name. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order  ;  we  are  totally  out  of  order  all  along. 

The  President — I  have  decided  there  is  nothing  before  the  chair. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — There  was  an  opportunity  for  Dr.  Geikie  to  air  his  grievances  to  the 
utmost  extent,  and  he  did  not  take  advantage  of  that ;  and  I  submit  that  a  member  cannot 
now  rise  as  a  matter  of  privilege  and  bring  in  this  discussion. 

The  President — Any  further  discussion  on  this  question  is  out  of  order.  Dr.  Giekie's 
protest  will  be  filed  with  the  Registrar. 

Dr.  Pyne  read  a  communication  from  Dr.  J.  T.  Gilmour  as  follows  : 

"Central  Prison  of  Ontario, 

"iT.  T.  Gilmour,  Warden. 

"Toronto,  July  6th,  1898. 

*'  My  Dear  Dr.  Britton, — The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  demands  that  a 
matriculant  must  pass  in  all  the  subjects  at  one  time.  Toronto  University  matriculation, 
which  is  accepted  by  the  other  Arts  and  Sciences,  allows  a  candidate  credit  if  he  passes  in 
a  certain  number  of  subjects,  and,  if  he  fail  in  some,  he  can  take  a  supplemental  examina- 
tion ;  but  not  so  with  the  Medical  Council,  who  demand  all  or  none.  To  my  mind,  this  is 
a  most  vexatious  condition,  and  makes  cramming  imperative.  If  a  matriculant  fails  in  one 
subject  only,  he  is  compelled  to  spend  another  year  on  his  matriculation,  or  leave  his  native 
land  to  study  and  practice  his  profession  ;  whereas  if  he  could  take  that  one  subject  at  a 
supplemental  examination,  as  he  could  in  a  Law  or  Arts  course,  it  would  work  no  injustice. 
The  present  standard  is  not  too  high,  but  this  one  condition  is  most  arbitrary  and  unfair. 
In  all  examinations  after  the  matriculation  the  Council  adopts  the  plan  I  advocate.  Why 
not  make  the  principle  general,  or  simply  accept  the  Toronto  University  matriculation  as. 
required  for  Law  and  Arts  ? 

•  "  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Association,  Dr.  Ferguson,  of  London, 
moved  a  resolution  condemning  cramming  in  the  schools  ;  but  any  action  along  this  line  by 
medical  men  is  a  satire  while  the  Ontario  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  maintains  the 
present  demands  from  matriculants.  The  present  matriculation  is  vastly  different  from  what 
it  was  a  few  years  ago.  I  admire  the  high  standard,  but  with  a  fair  division  of  the  work 
required.     If  you  agree  with  my  views  and  can  aid  in  attaining  them,  I  shall  be  grateful  to 


you.

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  that  the  Council  do  now  adjourn  to  two 
o'clock  p.m.     Carried. 

The  Council  adjourned  to  two  o'clock  p.m. 


AFTERNOON   SESSION. 

The  Council  met  at  two  o'clock  p.m.,  in  accordance  with  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President,  Dr.  Luton,  in  the  chair,  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  r 
Drs.  Armour,  Barrack,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Fowler, 
Geikie,  Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McCrimmon, 
McLaughlin,  Rogers,  Sangster,   Spence,  Thornton,  Williams. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  by  the  Registrar,  and  confirmed  and 
signed  by  the  President. 
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Notices  of  Motion. 

1.  Dr.  Bray — To  introduce  a  by-law  to  provide  for  the  election  of  the  territorial  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

2.  Dr.  Rogers  —For  a  by-law  for  levying  the  annual  fee  to  be  paid  by  members  of  the 
College. 

3.  Dr.  Rogers — That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  1902,  the  only  qualification 
which  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  registration  as  a  matriculant  in  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  shall  be  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  received  from  a 
university  recognized  by  the  Ontario  Medical  Council,  and  after  a  course  of  study  of  not 
less  than  three  years'  duration  ;  that  a  printed  copy  of  the  above  section  shall  be  sent  by 
the  Registrar  of  this  Council  to  each  Medical  Council  in  Canada  and  to  each  university  in 
Canada,  and  to  every  principal  of  a  High  School  or  Collegiate  Institute  in  Ontario. 

4.  Dr.  Brock — That  he  will  bring  in  a  motion  re  medical  registration. 

5.  Dr.  Spence — For  a  committee  to  consider  :  1st,  hospital  abuse  ;  and,  2nd,  lodge 
practice. 

(>.  Dr.  Emory — That  he  will  introduce  a  by-law  to  provide  for  the  election  of  homoio- 
pathic  representatives  to  the  Medical  Council. 

7.  Dr.  Dickson — To  introduce  a  by-law  for  the  appointment  of  a  Discipline  Committee. 

Communications,  Petitions,  Etc. 

The  Registrar  read  a  petition  from  residents  of  the  county  of  Halton  re  Dr.  Carter, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Registration  Committee. 

Motions  of  which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Dr.  Britton — I  rise,  not  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  a  motion,  but  to  make  a  slight 
reference  to  a  resolution  of  which  I  gave  notice  of  motion  yesterday.  Unfortunately,  this 
morning  a  profes^^ional  engagement  that  I  could  not  evade  compelled  me  to  be  late  in  attend- 
ance here,  and  my  motion,  I  suppose,  would  have  gone  by  default,  were  it  not  that  the 
members  of  the  Council  were  very  considerate  toward  me  and,  I-  believe,  referred  it  to  a 
special  committee  for  consideration,  I  simply  rise  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for 
that  consideration  which  they  have  extended  to  me  ;  and  I  might  further  say  that  I  am  the 
more  thankful  because  my  object  was  that  the  motion  should  be  considered  by  a  committee. 

Dr.  Sangster  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Armour,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Council  all 
institutions  which  have  ceased  to  exist,  or  which  at  present  merely  hold  their  charters  in 
abeyance,  no  longer  either  teaching  medicine  or  granting  degrees  therein,  are  not  entitled 
to  continued  representation  in  this  body. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Sangster — Mr.  President,  I  shall  endeavor  not  to  make  my  remarks  extended.  It 
is  a  matter  of  regret  that  one  has  to  take  the  ridiculous  positioii  of  attacking,  or  seeming  to 
attack,  the  rights  and  privileges  of  any  of  my  fellow-members  of  this  body.  It  is  for  me, 
personally,  the  more  regrettable  from  the  fact  that  in  certain  journals,  and  in  the  contentions 
of  this  Council  in  the  past,  it  has  been  sought  to  give  my  remarks  in  that  connection  an 
appearance  of  animus  against  the  teaching  bodies,  or  the  gentlemen  representing  the  teach- 
ing bodies.  I  have  oiice,  and  again  now  I  repudiate  any  implication  of  personal  animosity 
or  personal  disrespect  to  any  of  the  gentlemen  concerned.  My  somewhat  extended  acquaint- 
ance with  a  very  large  number  of  gentlemen  upon  the  teaching  staffs  of  the  various  educa- 
tional Vjodies,  and  my  long  time  acquaintance  with  the  gentlemen  representing  these  bodies 
on  this  Council,  qualify  me  to  express  my  conviction  that  they  are,  one  and  all,  without 
exception,  royal  good  fellows  ;  that  they  are  an  honor  to  the  institutions  they  represent, 
and  an  ornament  to  our  profession.  If  I  have  once  and  again  expressed  my  regret  that 
these  gentlemen  wielded  what  I  thought  was  an  undue  influence  in  the  deliberations  of  this 
body,  my  doing  so  was  the  highest  compliment  I  could  pay  their  personal  ability,  and  to 
their  faithfulness  and  zeal  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  to  their  several  constituencies  ; 
and  while  all  of  them  stand  eminently  in  the  profession,  some  of  them,  as  Dr.  Thorburn, 
Dr.  Geikie  and  Dr.  Fowler,  are  the  proud  owners  of  names  by  which  to  conjure  in  this  Canada 
of  ours.  I  disclaim  all  personal  animus  in  the  matter  ;  and  if  I  attack  the  position  of 
certain  gentlemen  in  this  Council,  or  their  right  to  the  position,  I  do  so  from  the  sense  of 
duty  to  my  constituents.  I  need  not  enter  into  any  extended  history  of  the  introduction  of 
the  appointed  members  into  the  Medical  Council  ;  that  has  been  gone  over  in  the  past,  per- 
haps ad  nauseam.  The  clause  of  tlie  Medical  Act  that  touches  upon  the  matter  is  No.  6,  on 
page  13  of  the  Medical  Register,  which  says:  "The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the 
following  persons  :  Firstly — One  member  to  be  chosen  from  each  of  the  Universities, 
Colleges  and  Bodies  hereinafter  designated,  to  wit  :  The  University  of  Toronto,  the  Queen's 
University  and  College  of  Kingston,   the  University  of  Victoria  College,  the  University  of 
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Trinity  College,  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Kingston,  the  Toronto 
School  of  Medicine,  Trinity  Medical  School,  the  Ottawa  University,  Regiopolis  College,  the 
Western  University,  and  of  every  other  University,  College  or  Body  in  the  Province,  now 
by  law  authorized,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  authorized,  to  grant  degrees  in  Medicine  and 
Surgery,  and  which  established  and  maintains  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  a  Medical  Faculty  in  connection  therewith,"  It  is,  perhaps, 
the  latter  part  of  the  clause  that  is  the  most  important.  With  reference  to  the  former  part, 
I  may  state  that  at  the  time  the  Act  was  originally  instituted,  if  my  recollection  serves  me 
right,  Queen's  University,  the  University  of  Victoria  College  and  the  Toronto  School  of 
Medicine,  with  perhaps  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Kingston — I  am 
not  quite  sure  whether  they  had  obtained  their  charter  before  or  after — were  the  only  teach- 
ing bodies  of  medicine  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  ;  and  that  therefore  presumably  the  other 
bodies  have  obtained  representation  in  this  Council  by  the  latter  part  of  the  clause,  namely  : 
"  And  of  every  other  University,  College,  or  Body  in  the  Province  now  by  law  authorized, 
or  which  may  be  hereafter  authorized,  to  grant  degrees  in  Medicine  and  Surgery,  and  which 
established  and  maintains  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario,  a  Medical  Faculty  in  connection  therewith."  I  may  be  wrong,  and  if  I  am,  my 
friend,  Dr.  Geikie,  will  correct  me,  but  my  impression  is  that  the  Trinity  College  Medical 
School  obtained  incorporation — indeed,  I  remember  distinctly  it  obtained  incorporation 
after  the  first  institution  of  that  Act  ;  and  I  may  be  correct  or  otherwise  in  my  surmise  that 
it  was  by  obtaining  a  separate  charter  that  it  obtained  separate  representation  in  this 
Council.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  however,  at  the  present  moment  the  Toronto  School  of  Medi- 
cine is  a  corporate  body  defunct,  having  no  existence,  or  holding  its  charter  in  abeyance  ; 
it  neither  teaches  medicine  nor  grants  degrees  in  medicine.  It  became  affiliated  with  the 
Toronto  University,  and  until  the  institution  of  a  separate  medical  faculty  in  the  Toronto 
University,  it  continued  in  affiliation  with  the  Toronto  University — it  may  still  remain  in 
affiliation  with  the  Toronto  University  ;  that  affiliation  was  attacked  a  year  or  two  ago  in 
the  Senate  of  the  University  and  steps  were  taken  to  eliminate  the  Toronto  School  of  Medi- 
cine from  representation  on  the  Senate.  The  matter  is  still  in  abeyance,  but  it  is  well 
known  that  steps  were  taken  to  refuse  the  Toronto  School  of  Medicine  representation  in  the 
Toronto  Senate.  I  believe  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Kingston  is 
now  practically  the  medical  faculty  of  Queen's  University 

Dr.  Fowler — Not  at  all. 

Dr.  Sangster — If  I  am  wrong  in  that  I  will  be  corrected  afterwards.  Secondly,  that 
Trinity  College  Medical  School  is  the  medical  faculty  of  the  University  of  Trinity  College. 

Dr.  Geikie — That  is  a  mistake. 

Dr.  Sangster — You  will  correct  me  afterwards.  I  make  the  statement  to  make  my 
position  clear.  These  two  institutions  have  double  representation  in  this  Council,  while 
the  Toronto  University  and  the  Western  University  have  but  a  single  representative.  Now, 
if  the  University  of  Trinity  College  has  no  medical  faculty  of  its  own  it  is  no  longer 
entitled  to  representation  in  this  Council.  If  it  has  a  medical  faculty  of  its  own  then  it  will 
be  pertinent  first  to  ask  what  becomes  of  Trinity  Medical  School.  A  body  cannot  be  at  once 
and  the  same  time,  I  should  say,  the  medical  faculty  of  a  University  and  yet  have  a  separate 
existence.  And  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Kingston  and  Queen's 
University,  are,  I  apprehend,  in  precisely  the  same  position.  My  own  Alma  Mater,  Victoria 
University,  or  the  University  of  Victoria  College,  one  of  the  oldest  teaching  institutions  in  the 
Province,  unquestionably  no  longer  exercises  its  powers  of  teaching  medicine  or  granting 
degrees  in  medicine.  It  has  become  merged  or  affiliated  with  the  Toronto  University  ;  and  I 
think  there  can  be  no  question  that  it  is  no  longer  entitled  to  separate  represenation  in  this 
Council.  We  have  with  us  four  gentlemen  who,  notwithstanding  their  admirable  personal 
qualities  and  very  great  abilities,  are,  in  my  opinion,  no  longer  entitled  to  membership  in  this 
body  ;  and  by  eliminating  them  we  not  only  remove  a  bone  of  contention  in  the  profession, 
much  as  our  personal  loss  might  be  in  no  longer  having  the  value  of  their  services,  but  we 
reduce  the  expense  of  our  Council  meetings  about  four-thirtieths  or  pretty  nearly  one-sixth 
of  what  we  at  present  annually  pay.  I  merely  say  that  much  to  place  the  matter  in  your 
hands.  I  believe,  as  the  mover  of  the  resolution,  I  shall  have  an  opportunity  of  answering 
the  remarks  of  the  members  of  the  Council  before  the  resoluti(m  is  finally  put  to  our  body, 
and  I  will  therefore  at  present  desist  from  saying  more. 

Dr.  Britton — This  is  a  very  important  matter,  so  important  that  I  think  it  would  be 
exceedingly  necessary  that  those  who  are  specially  interested  over  and  above  other  members 
of  the  Council,  should  be  here  to  take  part  in  the  discussion  ;  they  should  be  here  to  eluci- 
date some  points  that  might  require  to  be  cleared  up.  I  notice  that  Dr.  Thornton,  for 
example,  who  represents  the  Toronto  School  of  Medicine,  and  who,  I  think,  took  an  active 
part  in  securing  the  incorporati(m  of  the  profession  in  the  first  instance,  is  not  here.  He 
should  have  an  opportunity  of  expressing  his  views.  I  also  notice  that  the  representative 
of  the  Victoria  University  is  also  absent  ;  and  I  do  not  think  we  ought  to  deal  with  this 
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matter  in  their  absence.  I  think  we  ought  to  show  these  institutions  and  the  gentlemen  who 
represent  those  institutions  sufficient  courtesy  to  postpone  the  debate  upon  this  resolution  until 
their  arrival  ;  and  I  would  ask  for  the  view  of  the  Council  as  to  the  matter.  I  think  it  is  in 
order  for  me  to  move  in  amendment  that  the  matter  remain  in  abeyance  until,  I  would  say, 
to-morrow  morning,  or  whatever  other  time  would  suit  the  mover  of  the  resolution  and  the 
Council,  and  if  that  were  done  then  I  would  be  perfectly  satisfied.  I  think  this  would  be  the 
only  wise  course  to  pursue,  and  therefore  I  beg  leave  to  move  that  the  discussion  of  this  motion 
introduced  by  Dr  Sangster  be  postponed  until  to-morrow  morning,  or  until  such  time  as  those 
members  are  here. 

Dr.  Douglas — I  second  that  motion. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  no  objection  to  acceding  to  the  request  of  Dr.  Britton.  I  wish 
he  had  made  it  when  the  motion  was  introduced. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — He  was  not  in. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  no  objection  to  repeating  what  I  have  now  said  to-morrow 
morning  ;  I  only  stipulate  it  should  be  made  the  first  order  of  business  to-morrow,  under  its 
proper  head 

The  President — To-morrow  morning  the  first  order  of  business  is  to  receive  the  report 
of  the  Discipline  Committee. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  do  not  insist  on  to-morrow  morning,  if  it  be  an  understood  thing  on 
the  part  of  the  Council  that  I  shall  be  allowed  to  go  into  it  any  time  to-morrow,  I  do  not 
care  when. 

Dr.  Fowler — I  think  it  is  a  perfect  waste  of  time  for  this  Council  to  go  into  this  matter. 
I  give  Dr.  Sangster  all  credit  for  his  efforts  to  reduce  the  expense  of  the  College,  and  I  did 
not  take  in  any  way  any  offence  in  what  he  said  ;  but  I  consider  that  this  Council  is  not 
qualified  to  decide  a  matter  of  this  kind.  I  think  it  is  simply  a  legal  question  and  it  should 
be  submitted  to  some  legal  gentleman  for  the  purpose  of  deciding  upon  it.  We  may  talk  for 
hours  and  hours  about  it.  I  am  confident  that  Dr  Sangster  is  wrong,  at  all  events  as  far  as 
the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  is  concerned  ;  but  I  think  it  is  a  waste  of  time, 
and  will  cause  bad  feeling  for  along  discussion  to  be  got  up  on  this  subject  here  when  we  are 
not  able  to  decide  the  matter  satisfactorily. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  would  like  to  say  a  word.  Dr.  Sangster  is  mistaken  in  regard  to  the 
Trinity  Medical  College.  If  you  look  up  the  Consolidated  Statutes  of  1877  you  will  see  there 
is  an  Act  creating  the  Trinity  Medical  School  into  a  separate  corporation  and  giving  it 
distinctly  a  right  to  have  a  representative  on  this  Council  and  on  the  Board.  And  we  are 
still  teaching  I  go  this  far  with  Dr.  Sangster,  that  if  our  charter  were  to  get  into  abeyance 
and  to  be  laid  aside  then  we  would  have  no  right  to  representation  here.  The  University 
does  not  interfere  with  us  ;  they  examine  and  grant  degrees  ;  we  teach.  We  have  examina- 
tions, and  grant  a  diploma,  but  not  a  degree.      We  have  an  Act  of  our  own. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Isn't  it  a  pity  to  continue  this  when  it  will  all  have  to  be  gone  over 
again  to-morrr)w. 

Dr.  Sangster — If  it  is  undesirable  to  have  one  discussion,  as  some  members  say,  it 
must  be  certainly  more  undesirable  to  have  two. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Britton,  seconded  by  Dr.  Douglas,  that  in  view  of  the  temporary 
absence  of  certain  representatives  referred  to  in  Dr.  Sangster's  remarks,  further  discussion 
be  postponed  until  to-morrow  in  order  that  they  may  have  opportunity  for  expressing  their 
views.     Carried.

The  President,  Dr.  Luton,  in  the  chair,  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  :

The  Registrar  read  the  minutes  of  the  jjrevious  meeting,  which  were  confirmed,  and 
signed  by  the  President. 

Dr.  Bray — The  Discipline  Committee  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  have  investigated  all  the  cases  brought  before  that  committee, 
and  thought  it  better  to  bring  in  a  separate  report  for  each  case.  I  will  now  take  up  the 
report  of  the  Disci^jline  Committee  on  the  case  of  Dr.  Albert  William  Sovereen.  (Reads 
report  as  follows)  : 

Report  of  Discipline  Committee. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario  : 

Your  committee,  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  facts  re  the  complaint  of  Thomas  Wasson 
against  Albert  William  Sovereen,  M.D.,  for  erasure  from  the  register  as  a  member  and 
registered  practitioner  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  humbly  beg 
leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

Notices  of  the  charges  which  formed  the  subject  matter  of  the  inquiry  to  be  con- 
ducted, and  of  the  day  appointed  to  hear  the  evidence  in  support  of  such  charge,  was  served 
upon  the  said  Albert  William  Sovereen.  Your  committee  duly  met  in  pursuance  of  such 
notice,  when  the  said  Albert  William  Sovereen  did  not  appear  in  person,  but  was  repre- 
sented by  F.  D.  Davies,  Esq.,  of  the  city  of  Windsor,  his  counsel,  on  the  22nd  day  of 
October,  A.D.,  1897,  at  the  Crawford  House,  in  the  city  of  Windsor,  in  the  county  of 
Essex,  when  witnesses  were  examined  in  support  of  the  petition.  No  evidence  was  offered 
on  behalf  of  the  said  Albert  William  Sovereen.  The  evidence  taken  accompanies  this  report. 
Your  committee,  after  hearing  and  considering  such  evidence,  arrives  at  the  following  con- 
clusions : 

1.  As  to  the  charge  which  alleges  that  the  said  Albert  William  Sovereen  has  been  guilty 
of  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct,  in  a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are  as 
follows:  "  By  travelling  from  place  to  j^lace  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  during  the  years 
A.D.  1896  and  1897,  and  particularly  during  the  month  of  November,  A.D.  1896,  with  one 
or  more  persons  purporting  to  be  or  to  represent  a  company  or  organization  described  as  the 
Kamama  Hindoo  Remedy  Company,  of  Bombay,  British  India,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
such  persons  in  the  design  of  selling  drugs  and  medicines  and  obtaining  money  in  various 
ways  from  persons  suffering  from  different  ailments,  in  the  hope  of  obtaining  cure  or  relief 
therefor." 

2.  As  to  the  charge  which  alleges  that  the  said  Albert  William  Sovereen  has  been  guilty 
of  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are  as 
follows  :  "By  entering  into  the  employment  of  one  or  more  persons  purporting  to  be,  or  to 
represent  a  company  described  as  a  Medicine  Company,  known  as  the  Kamama  Hindoo 
Remedy  Company,  of  Bombay,  British  India,  and  London,  Eng.,  in  order  to  enable  such 
person  or  persons,  under  cover  of  the  name  of  the  said  Albert  William  Sovereen,  a  registered 
medical  practitioner,  to  practice  medicine  within  the  Province  of  Ontario,  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act." 

Your  committee  find  this  charge  proved. 

3.  As  to  the  charge  which  alleges  that  the  said  Albert  William  Sovereen  has  been  guilty 
of  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are 
as  follows  :  "By  travelling  with  the  said  person  or  persons,  under  the  name  of  the  said 
Kamama  Hindoo  Remedy  Company,  and  joining  in  a  false  and  fraudulent  scheme  to  impose 
upon  the  credulity  of  the  public,  and  particularly  such  persons  as  might  be  suffering  from 
any  disease  or  other  ailment,  and  by  utilizing  fraudulent  and  disgraceful  methods  of  adver- 
tising and  drawing  the  attention  of  the  public  in  various  places  throughout  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  and  particularly  in  the  month  of  November,  A.D.,  1896,  at  the  villages  of  Leaming- 
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ton,  Wheatley,  and  other  places  in  the  county  of  Essex,  publishing  the  advertisement  here- 
inafter set  forth,  and  by  allowing  the  person  therein  referred  to  as  Kamama,  jun.,  to  refer 
to  the  said  Albert  William  Sovereen,  as  an  eminent  physician  ;  and  by  examining  and  pre- 
scribing for  numerous  persons  pursuant  to  said  advertisement."

4.  As  to  the  charge  which  alleges  that  the  said  Albert  William  Sovereen  has  been, 
guilty  of  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which 
are  as  follows:  "  By  allowing  the  said  person  or  persons  in  pursuance  of  the  fraudulent 
design  upon  the  public,  as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  in  the  said  advertisement  to  refer  to 
him,  the  said  Albert  William  Sovereen,  as  the  professional  representative  of  the  said  com- 
pany, as  stated  in  the  advertisement  hereinbefore  set  forth." 

Your  committee  find  this  charge  proved.

Dr.  Bray — I  might  say  that  this  Kamama  Junior  was  proved  to  be  a  son  of  Dr.  Kergan 
of  the  famous  Drs.  Kennedy  and  Kergan  of  Detroit,  who  is  not  a  practitioner  at  all  as  far  as 
I  can  find  out.  There  are  a  number  of  documents  attached  to  this  report,  and  letters  from 
Dr.  Sovereen  ;  and  if  the  Council  wish  I  will  read  them.  There  is  a  petition  here,  however, 
that  I  will  read,  asking  the  Council  to  deal  leniently  with  him.  (Reads  petition  as  follows)  : 
"  We  the  undersigned  residents  of  the  Village  of  Delhi,  Norfolk  County,  Ontario,  certify 
that  we  are  personally  acquainted  with  Dr.  A.  W.  Sovereen  who  has  practised  his  profession 
in  this  his  native  village  for  years.  He  has  always  been  found  truthful,  honorable  and 
upright  in  his  professional  transactions,  very  charitable  to  the  needy  poor,  and  we  have 
never  heard  of  his  being  in  any  manner  oppressive  or  exorbitant  in  fees.  And  the  stigma 
of  thief  as  applied  to  him  by  the  Investigating  Committee  of  the  Medical  Council  would  not 
be  considered  here  among  those  acquainted  with  him  without  very  positive  proof."  The 
"thief"  referred  to  in  the  petition  I  might  say  was  not  applied  to  him  by  the  Discipline 
Committee,  but  one  of  the  witnesses,  in  giving  evidence,  said  it  was  the  act  of  a  common 
thief.     I  will  now  read  you  the  letters  from  Dr.  Sovereen,  which  are  attached  to  our  report : 

Dr.  R  A.  Pyne. 

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  to  notify  you  that  I  am  at  present  located  in  this  section,  having 
secured  the  position  as  physician  to  the  miners,  and  my  post-office  address  in  the  future  will 
be  "Rat  Portage,  in  c/o  Mikado  Mines,"  and  I  trust  when  my  case  is  laid  before  the  Council 
as  will  be  reported  by  the  Investigating  Committee,  they  will  leniently  look  over  my  case. 
My  finances  were  such  I  could  not  appear  before  the  committee  last  November  in  person, 
and  properly  defend  myself  against  the  charges  of  "  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  "  laid. 
I  can  assure  the  Council  that  as  far  as  I  was  personally  concerned,  while  I  was  with  the 
Medicine  Company,  I  endeavored  to  do  an  honorable  business  with  all  patients  who  presented 
themselves  before  me  for  consultation  and  medicine,  and  I  did  not  consider  my  charges 
as  exorbitant ;  and  as  far  as  I  knew  at  the  time  I  was  travelling,  my  part  of  the 
business  was  satisfactory  to  all  patients  I  had  under  treatment,  but  after  I  wrote  the  letter 
previous  to  the  investigation,  and  just  before  I  severed  my  connection  from  the  Company  I 
learned  that  at  the  office  in  Windsor  letters  were  received  addressed  in  my  name  and  answered 
and  my  signature  attached,  etc.,  also  monies  received  and  receipted  in  my  name,  etc.  Now 
I  never  authorized  nor  gave  permission  to  anyone  to  use  my  name  in  that  manner.  I  only 
recollect  of  seeing  one  letter  addressed  to  my  name  which  was  from  Mrs.  Calligan,  of 
Cottom.  Ten  days  after  she  took  the  treatment  from  me  for  her  daughter,  she  stated  how  nicely 
her  daughter  was  doing  ;  her  thanks,  and  other  intention  to  get  the  balance  of  the  treatment ; 
therefore  I  was  very  much  surprised  when  1  read  her  evidence  against  me,  and  also  surprised 
when  I  read  in  the  Windsor  Record  :  Mrs.  Calligan's  evidence,  saying  "  At  a  later  visit  the 
doctor  encircled  her  daughter's  waist  and  told  her  her  heart  was  better  now."  Now  the 
child  (age  fourteen,  I  think)  was  just  entering  womanhood  with  symptoms  of  approaching 
menstruation  which  led  to  an  overaction  of  the  heart.  In  ausculting  the  heart's  action,  I 
placed  my  right  hand  between  the  shoulders  (the  child  being  in  a  standing  position)  to  steady 
the  body  and  my  right  ear  over  the  heart.  If  there  were  any  evil  or  carnal  thoughts  in  the 
mother's  mind  at  the  time,  I  can  assure  the  medical  profession  that  I  entertained  none.  My 
only  thought  was,  "Is  there  any  organic  lesion  of  the  heart  ?"  If  that  was  infamous  and 
disgracefnl  then  I  am  guilty  a  thousand  times  on  other  occasions.  In  regard  to  Joel  Whitney, 
who  states  he  had  paid  me  $7.50  and  $6.25  for  treatment  for  himself  and  son,  and  only 
received  two  bottles  of  "  Pink  Wonder,"  etc.,  I  can  only  say  if  he  has  a  receipt  signed  by  me 
and  paid  any  money  over  t(j  me,  he  got  all  the  medicine  he  paid  for.  I  did  not  handle 
"  Pink  Wonder."  If  he  bought  "  Pink  Wonder"  and  other  "Kamama  Hindoo  Remedies  " 
from  other  members  of  the  Company  and  paid  them  money,  I  know  nothing  about  it.  I 
will  swear  positively  that  he  or  no  one  else  ever  paid  me  any  money  but  what  they  got  full  value 
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for  the  same.  In  regard  to  Jonathan  Begg  who  swore  his  case  was  diagnosed  Catarrh  of 
Stomach  and  was  guaranteed  a  cure  for  $25.00,  Begg  told  them  he  would  double  the  sum,  or 
even  make  it  $10,000  to  be  paid  at  any  bank  and  made  payable  when  cured,  etc.  His  statement 
is  false.  I  positively  assert  that  I  have  never  in  my  lifetime  offered  to  guarantee  to  cure  his 
case  or  any  other  case.  I  rejected  his  offer  to  deposit  money,  as  any  honest  physician  would, 
for  I  consider  no  honest  man  would  ever  make  such  a  proposition  to  any  physician  ;  and  if 
my  refusing  to  accept  his  case  is  infamous  then  a  hundred  witnesses  could  have  been  found 
in  Norfolk  County  that  would  swear  to  the  same  thing.  I  told  Mr.  Begg  I  had  no  money  to 
invest  in  medicine  for  me  to  test  how  honest  he  was,  therefore  we  could  not  deal.  His 
neighbors  speak  of  him  as  a  "dead-beat!  "  and  I  do  not  think  he  had  any  honorable  or  sincere 
motive  on  calling  upon  me  for  consultation.  However,  I  feel  that  the  evidence  was  picked 
out  and  fixed  by  Dr.  Oliver,  of  Merlin,  and  greatly  exaggerated,  and  I  also  feel  that  the 
committee  went  beyond  their  duty  as  investigators  when  they  permitted  Drs.  Sampson  and 
Renme  to  express  their  opinion  of  me  for  publication,  branding  me  as  a  thief,  etc. ,  which 
was  published  in  the  Windsor  Record  and  other  papers  in  Western  Ontario,  causing  the 
people  in  that  section  to  look  upon  me  as  guilty  of  some  felony  and  deserve  to  be  imprisoned. 
Since  the  investigation  it  appears  to  me  in  a  different  light  to  what  it  did  before.  I  have 
found  out  that  Kergan  took  the  advantage  of  my  position  financially  and  was  doing  some 
shaky  work  and  many  letters  addressed  to  my  name  to  Windsor  never  came  into  my  hands, 
but  were  opened  and  answered  in  my  name.  I  was  led  to  believe  that  everything  was 
honorable  and  upright  and  that  all  patients,  with  a  few  exceptions,  were  perfectly  satisfied. 
I  felt  I  was  doing  nothing  illegal  in  being  advertised  as  a  "specialist "  so  long  as  I  saw  Dr. 
Graham's  ad.  in  various  papers.  I  trust  that  the  Council  will  take  all  circumstances  into 
consideration  and  deal  liberally  with  me.  I  will  never  again  accept  a  position  to  travel  with 
any  medicine  company.

Dear  Sir,— Yours  of  the  14th  received.  The  letter  I  previously  wrote  with  clippings, 
etc.,  I  intended  to  be  laid  before  the  Medical  Council  at  their  annual  session.  If  it  is 
possible  I  will  be  there  in  person,  but  at  present  I  cannot  see  how  it  will  be  possible  for 
me  to  come.  I  was  on  expense  during  the  winter  ;  my  engagement  commenced  here  April 
1st,  1898.  At  present  I  have  only  the  men  of  two  mines  to  attend,  numbering  between 
fifty  and  sixty.  I  get  fifty  cents  per  month  from  each,  and  charge  extra  for  medicine,  etc. 
It  cost  me  $30,00  to  get  here,  which  took  all  my  April  salary,  I  pay  $3.50  per  week  for  board 
— you  see  I  have  not  much  margin  for  profits — but  I  trust  to  the  leniency  of  the  Council, 
The  prospects  are  good  here  for  the  future,  as  two  more  mines  are  expected  to  open  up  in 
September,  and  I  will  probably  get  their  men  on  my  list.  It  would  cost  me  at  least  $65,00 
to  go  to  Toronto  and  return  here  in  July,  which  would  be  very  burdensome  to  me  at  present. 
Still  hoping  that  the  Council  will  take  every  circumstance  in  consideration  and  deal  leniently 
with  me,  I  remain,

My  finances  are 
such  that  I  might  get  to  Toronto  but  I  would  be  unable  to  return  here,  I  have 
written  two  letters  to  Windsor  to  procure  the  letters  addressed  to  me  by  Mrs,  Callahan — 
written  ten  days  after  her  daughter  began  taking  the  medicine  I  j)rescribed  for  her,  I  can 
only  give  my  word  for  it,  but  in  that  letter  slie  stated  how  nicely  the  girl  was  doing  and  of 
her  intention  to  take  the  balance  of  the  treatment,  etc,  l)ut  up  to  the  }>resent  time  can  get 
no  word  from  Windsor  ;  the  party  having  all  those  papers  in  charge  has  gone  to  Califor- 
nia, I  think,  I  also  wrote  to  Delhi  to  procure  a  certificate  to  be  signed  by  the  leading 
business  men  of  that  village,  who  have  known  me  from  boyhood,  stating  that  I  have  never 
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been  guilty  of  any  immoral  offence  there,  and  the  stigma  of  "thief,"  as  applied  to  me  by  Drs. 
Sampson  and  Reinne,  would  not  be  considered  in  that  community  ;  that  paper  will  be 
forwarded  to  your  address,  which  please  lay  before  the  Council.

I  have  complied  with  the  request  contained  in  the  letter  from  Dr.  Sovereen,  of  23rd 
June,  1898,  in  presenting  the  petition  to  you,  I  might  say  that  the  Hindoo  Remedy 
Company  was  a  very  great  fraud,  as  exposed  ;  they  were  not  Hindoos  at  all,  but  were 
attired  in  all  sorts  of  dresses  representing  the  East,  and  this  man,  who  calls  himself  Dr. 
Kergan,  junior,  was  "  the  great  Kamama  Junior,  He  of  the  Wizard  Hand."  This  case  is 
now  before  the  Council  to  deal  with  it. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  would  like  to  enquire  if  this  evidence  has  been  before  the  solicitor, 
and  if  he  is  perfectly  satisfied  that  the  evidence  is  of  such  a  character  that  we  are  justified 
in  striking  the  name  off? 

Mr.  Bray — Mr.  William  Douglas,  Q.C.,  Crown  Attorney  of  the  County  of  Kent, 
conducted  the  prosecution,  and  he  was  perfectly  satisfied  ;  and  Mr.  J,  Walter  Curry, 
Crown  Attorney  of  Toronto,  has  read  the  evidence,  and  he  is  quite  satisfied. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Douglas,  that  whereas  the  Council  caused 
inquiry  to  be  made  into  the  case  of  Albert  William  Sovereen,  a  registered  medical  practi- 
tioner, alleged  to  have  been  guilty  of  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional 
respect,  and  to  be  liable  to  have  his  name  erased  from  the  register  ;  and  whereas  the  Council 
has  duly  ascertained  the  facts  of  the  case  of  the  said  charges  against  the  said  Albert 
William  Sovereen  by  the  Discipline  Committee  of  the  Council  duly  appointed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  ;  and  whereas  the  said  committee  has  reported  that 
the  charges  are  proved,  and  the  report  of  the  said  committee  and  the  evidence  adduced 
before  them  are  now  before  the  Council,  and  the  Council  has  determined  to  act  thereon  ; 
be  it  resolved  that  the  said  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  with  reference  to  the 
said  Albert  William  Sovereen  be  adopted,  and  that  the  name  of  the  said  Albert 
William  Sovereen  be  erased  from  the  said  Register,  and  that  the  Registrar  be  and  is 
hereby  directed  to  erase  from  the  Register  kept  by  him,  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  the  name  of  the  said  Albert  William  Sovereen  ;  and,  it  is 
hereby  further  directed,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  section  39,  that 
the  costs  of,  and  incidental  to,  such  erasure  be  paid  by  the  said  Albert  William  Sovereen 
to  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  forthwith  after  taxation  by  one  of  the 
taxing  officers  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  for  Ontario.  And  the  Registrar  is  directed, 
after  such  taxation,  to  obtain  the  issue  of  such  execution  or  executions  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  collection  of  such  costs  by  the  said  College. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Mr.  President,  the  power  to  erase  the  names  of  medical  men 
from  the  Register  for  disgraceful  conduct  has  been  assigned  by  the  Government  of  this 
Province  to  this  Council.  I  am  not  aware  that  this  Council  ever  sought  from  Parliament 
that  power,  but  our  legislators  have  thought  fit  to  put  it  in  our  hands,  and  it  certainly 
involves  the  discharge  of  disagreeable  duties  from  which  we  would  shrink  because  of  our 
professional  brethren,  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  we  are  empowered  with  this  authority 
mainly  because  it  is  a  protection  to  the  public — not  to  the  medical  men — of  this  country. 
Ever  since  this  Discipline  Committee  has  had  an  existence  there  has  been,  I  think,  a 
misconception  on  the  part  of  the  public  as  to  the  object  of  the  committee  and  its  work. 
This  work  is  not  to  protect  medical  men  throughout  this  Province,  although  that  may  be 
incidental  ;  the  main  work  of  the  committee  is  to  protect  the  public  from  scoundrels  and 
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from  quackery  and  from  wrong.  I  will  venture  to  say  there  is  not  a  member  of  this 
Council,  there  is  not  a  professional  gentleman  in  this  Province  of  Ontario,  who  could  not 
give  you  incidents  of  gross  wrong-doing  on  the  part  of  these  travelling  medical  men  and 
quack  companies.  Let  me  give  you  just  one  instance  that  occurred  in  the  city  of  Brantford. 
A  medical  man,  whom  I  knew  well,  went  there  and  put  out  his  bills,  declaring  that  he 
was  a  specialist,  among  other  things,  on  diseases  of  the  ear.  The  statement  that  he  was 
a  specialist  on  the  ear  was  untrue.  A  widow  went  in  to  him  because  of  these  advertise- 
ments. He  said  he  would  guarantee  a  cure  for  $50,  but  would  undertake  the  treatment  for 
$25,  and  on  the  completion  of  the  cure  he  would  expect  the  other  $25.  He  commenced  the 
treatment  ;  put  in  strong  caustics  ;  and  ruined  her  car.  He  had  had  her  $25,  and  went 
on  with  the  treatment,  and  she  got  worse.  That  poor  widow,  with  a  couple  of  children, 
visiting  in  Brantford,  had  to  borrow  money  to  get  home  ;  and  after  she  came  home  she 
went  to  a  true  specialist  and  found  that  her  ears  were  hopelessly  destroyed.  Now,  Mr. 
President,  that  man  went  on  with  his  work,  and  ultimately  this  Council  struck  his  name 
off  the  roll.  Was  that  for  the  benefit  of  the  profession,  or  was  it  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public  ?  That  is  but  an  instance  of  the  hundreds  that  could  be  given.  I  say  again  that  the 
great  interests  involved  in  the  work  of  this  committee  is  not  the  protection  of  the  medical 
men  from  these  quacks,  because  the  work  that  the  quacks  do  is  very  often  injurious  to  the 
patient,  and  it  requires  long  and  honorable  and  patient  work  on  the  part  of  good  true 
medical  men  to  undo  it.  I  do  not  propose  to  speak  upon  this  at  any  length,  but  I  would 
like  the  members  of  this  Council,  in  Council  and  out  of  Council,  to  let  it  be  clearly 
understood,  first,  that  this  is  not  a  duty  sought  by  the  profession,  that  it  is  not  a  duty  or 
a  function  that  we  desire  to  perform  :  secondly,  I  would  have  it  distinctly  understood  that 
the  benefit  of  this  work  is  not  for  the  profession,  but  largely  and  almost  entirely  for  the 
public.  So  far  as  this  Council  is  concerned,  I  think  I  could  voice  the  desire  of  every  man 
when  I  say  that  this  Council  does  not  desire  that  this  power  should  remain  in  our  hands.  It 
costs  us  a  great  deal  of  money  to  protect  the  public  ;  and,  in  my  judgment,  the  proper 
place  for  the  exercise  of  this  function  should  be  in  our  courts  of  justice.  It  seems  to  me 
the  country  should  take  this  up,  and  in  the  criminal  courts  let  these  wretched  scoun- 
drels be  dealt  with.  It  is  a  great  pity  that  men  who  have  had  their  education — we  are 
supposing  that  medical  men  are  generally  well  educated — should  condescend  to  do  such 
things  as  this  man  has  done  and  others  have  done.  I  again  say  the  right  place  for  the 
consideration  of  these  matters  is  in  the  courts  of  justice  ;  and  let  them  be  dealt  with  like 
other  criminals  and  wrong-doers  and  frauds. 

The  President — Dr.  Douglas,  do  you  wish  to  speak  on  the  motion  ? 

Dr.  Douglas — If  you  will  allow  me  a  moment.  I  seconded  that  resolution  realizing  the 
responsibility  which  every  member  of  this  Council  feels  is  placed  upon  him  in  taking  the 
course  that  we  apparently  are  forced  to  take  this  morning.  I  think  we,  each  and  every  one, 
feel  the  responsibility  that  is  cast  upon  us  when  we  here  on  the  floor  of  this  assembly 
exercise  the  power  given  to  us  to  erase  the  name  of  a  man  from  the  profession  who  has 
devoted  a  good  share  of  his  life  and  energies — his  early  life  to  his  education  and  his  energies 
probably  subsequently  to  carrying  out  the  work  that  he  fitted  himself  for  in  early  life.  I 
am  sure  we  each  feel  the  responsibility,  and  feel  acutely  the  responsibility  which  is  cast 
upon  us  when  we  decide  to  strike  from  our  Register  the  name  of  any  man  who  has  qualified 
himself,  as  he  must  be  qualified  before  he  can  become  a  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons.  This  is  a  serious  thing  for  us  ;  and  1  quite  conour  with  Dr.  McLaughlin,  and 
I  think  he  has  put  the  case  very  fairly  and  very  fully.  Dr.  McLaughlin  has  related  to  us 
an  incident  in  which  gross  injury  was  done  to  some  one  of  the  community  of  which  we  form 
a  part.  The  error  that  exists  among  the  public  is  the  feeling  they  have  t«jwards  the  Discip- 
line Committee  of  this  Council,  in  believing  that  we  exist  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  our 
own  members  and  not  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  public.  I  do  not  think  that  this  is 
a  motion  which  requires  very  much  discussion.  I  did  not  feel  inclined  to  discuss  it  at  all 
had  you  not  called  on  me  to  speak. 

The  President  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried 
unanimously. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays  to  be  taken. 

The  President  instructed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays  ;  and  the  Registrar 
took  the  yeas  and  nays  and  reported  that  all  present  had  voted  "  Yes." 

Dr.  Bray — The  next  case  your  conunittee  was  called  upon  to  investigate  was  that  of 
Dr.  John  Kirkpatrick.  I  now  present  the  report  of  tlie  committee  in  the  case  of  Dr.  John 
Kirk  Patrick  as  follows  : 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario  : 

Your  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  facts,  re  the  complaint  of  Thomas  Was- 
son  against  John  Kirkpatrick,  M.D.,  for  erasure  from  the  Register  as  a  member  and  regis- 
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tered  practitioner  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  humbly  beg  to 
report  as  follows  :  Notice  of  the  charges  which  formed  the  subject  matter  of  the  enquiry 
to  be  conducted  and  of  the  day  appointed  to  hear  the  evidence  in  support  of  such  charge 
was  served  upon  the  said  John  Kirkpatrick.  Your  committee  duly  met  in  pursuance  of 
such  notice,  when  the  said  John  Kirkpatrick  appeared  in  person  and  was  not  represented  by 
counsel,  on  the  10th  day  of  May,  A.D.  1898,  at  the  Council  Chamber  in  the  Medical  Build- 
ing, south-east  corner  of  Bay  and  Richmond  streets,  in  the  city  of  Toronto,  when  no 
witnesses  were  examined  in  support  of  the  petition,  but  the  admission  which  is  hereunder 
written  was  produced  and  personally  signed  by  the  said  John  Kirkpatrick  : 

To  the  Discipline  Committee  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario : 

I  submit  myself  to  the  action  of  the  Council  and  admit  that  I  am  liable  to  have  my 
name  erased  from  the  Medical  Register  of  Ontario  on  account  of  being  guilty  of  infamous 
and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect.  I  undertake  and  agree  not  further  to 
offend,  and  ask  the  Council  to  suspend  action  on  the  report  of  the  committee  so  long  as  I, 
in  good  faith,  comply  with  the  above  undertaking.  There  has  been  no  inducement  or  pro- 
mise held  out  to  me  for  the  making  of  this  admission.

Dear  Doctor — Thanking  you  for  a  reminder  that  I  am  to  be  summoned  before  the  Discip- 
line Committee  of  the  Medical  Council,  at  which  I  cannot  but  regret  encouraging,  I  think, 
unnecessary  notoriety.  In  my  various  communications  I  had  explained  all  to  you  in  a  letter 
of  July,  1897  : 

1.  That  I  had  returned  to  this  country  in  pecuniary  difficulty. 

2.  That  whilst  in  Bufialo,  without  a  position,  accepted  Munyon's  offer  without  consider- 
ing how  the  profession  might  criticize  me. 

3.  That  I  remained  with  Munyon  until  my  relatives  and  friends  advised  me  to  leave. 
Though  I  did  not  pass  judgment  on   Munyon's  particular  methods,   for  I  could  not  see 

where  it  was  possible  for  me  to  do  so.  I  had  simply  been  in  straightened  circumstances  at 
the  time  and  availed  myself  of  any  opportunity  to  assist  in  the  medical  work  of  examination 
of  patients  who  patronized  Munyon,  gave  my  opinion  of  their  complaint,  and  they  were  left 
to  buy  or  not  buy  his  medicines.  So  soon  as  opportunity  offered,  I  severed  all  connection 
and  have  since  been  struggling  for  an  existence,  and  so  far  as  my  opinion  goes  regarding 
their  mode  of  transaction  of  business,  not  ever  having  had  connection  with  a  concern  of  the 
kind,  I  imagine  they  are  like  all  others,  worked  upon  the  usual  advertisement  and  supported 
in  good  faith.  In  offering  this  explanation,  I  most  respectfully  bow  to  the  members  of  the 
Discipline  Committee  and  beg  to  be  forgiven  for  what  has  been  deemed  a  transgression  ; 
and  in  conclusion  again  kindly  ask  you  to  represent  me  as  far  as  it  lies  in  your  power  to 
save  me  expense  which  I  can  ill  afford.

Dr.  Bray — Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  Dr.  Kirkpatrick  was  informed  by  the 
prosecutor  and  by  his  friends  that  he  was  doing  wrong,  and  he  left  the  employ  of  the  Munyon 
people.  He  was  subpoened  here  as  a  witness  in  other  cases,  and  gave  his  evidence.  With 
this  explanation  I  will  leave  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Medical  men  the  world  over  are  celebrated  for  their  piety,  and  I 
am  sure  every  member  of  this  Council  before  coming  here  this  morning  said,  "  Forgive  us 
our  trespasses  as  we  forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us."  We  have  a  man  here  who  has 
been  transgressing,  and  who  has  expressed  his  sincere  regret  ;  and  I  think,  under  the 
circumstances,  and  particularly  as  he  has,  to  some  extent,  turned  Queen's  evidence,  that  we 
ought  to  forgive  this  man  and  let  him  pass  for  the  present,  at  the  same  time  giving  him  to 
understand  that  if  there  is  any  repetition  of  this  he  is  liable  to  be  brought  before  the 
committee  and  dealt  with  by  them. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  McCrimmon  : 

Whereas,  the  Council  caused  inquiry  to  be  made  into  the  case  of  John  Kirkpatrick,  a 
registered  medical  practitioner,  alleged  to  have  been  guilty  of  infamous  and  disgraceful 
conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  and  to  be  liable  to  have  his  name  erased  from  the 
Register  ;  and 

Whereas,  the  Council  has  duly  ascertained  the  facts  of  the  case  of  the  said  charges 
against  the  said  John  Kirkpatrick  by  the  Discipline  Committee"  of  the  Council  duly 
appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act ;  and 

Whereas,  the  said  committee  has  reported  that  the  charges  are  admitted,  and  the 
report  of  the  said  committee  and  the  admission  adduced  before  them  are  now  before  the 
Oouncil,  and  the  Council  has  determined  to  act  thereon ; 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  upon  application  therein,  and  upon  the  inquiry  herein  before  the 
said  Discipline  Committee  and  upon  the  report  of  the  said  committee,  and  upon  the  facts 
therein  found  and  adopted  by  the  Council,  that  the  name  of  the  said  John  Kirkpatrick,  now 
appearing  in  the  Register  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  remain 
upon  the  Register  for  the  present  in  consideration  of  the  submission  and  subjection  thereto 
made  by  him,  the  said  John  Kirkpatrick,  and  that  action  thereon  be  suspended  until  this 
•Council  may  see  fit  to  take  further  action  thereon. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Henry — Is  he  a  young  man  ? 

Dr.  Bray — Yes. 

Dr.  Henry — I  know  we  had  experience  in  that  in  days  gone  by,  and  we  afterwards  had 
to  erase  the  name.  If  he  is  a  young  fellow,  and  there  is  a  prospect  of  good  behaviour,  I  am 
satisfied  to  let  him  remain  in  suspense  ;  on  the  other  hand,  if  he  is  an  old  sinner  I  would 
like  to  strike  him  off"  at  once. 

Dr.  Thorburn — Was  he  up  before  ? 

Dr.  Bray — No. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  know  Dr.  Kirkpatrick  well.  I  met  him  in  England  as  a  student  ;  and 
I  am  quite  sure  his  decision  to  abide  by  the  result  of  our  deliberations  to-day  is  all 
Tight,  and  that  he  will  carry  out  his  promise  faithfully  and  to  the  letter.  I  am  sure  he  is 
not  naturally  a  (juack,  but  that  it  was  really  a  case  where  the  man  was  driven  into  it  by 
poverty.  I  can  speak  of  him  from  knowledge,  that  he  was  a  good  student,  an  honorable, 
manly  fellow  ;  and  I  am  sure  that  he  regrets  what  he  has  done  more  deeply  than  any  man 
here  to-day  can  possibly  imagine.     His  character  as  a  student  was  always  very  good. 

Dr.  Barrick — It  was  my  pleasure  to  know  Dr.  Kirkpatrick  when  he  was  a  student  at 
Victoria  Medical  School.  I  was  well  acquainted  with  liim.  He  was  an  excellent  student 
and  a  man  of  good  character,  and  had  a  })right  future  before  him.  After  graduating  he  went 
abroad,  and  I  heard  nothing  of  him  for,  I  suj)pose,  twenty-five  years.  At  the  time  tliat  is 
mentioned  here,  his  return  to  Buffalo,  l)efore  joining  Munyon,  he  wrote  me  telling  me  that 
he  had  been  travelling  the  world  over  for  twenty-five  years,  had  returned  to  Buffalo,  was 
dead  broke,  had  nothing  to  do,  and  wished  to  know  if  I  knew  of  any  position  that  he  could 
apply  for  in  order  to  make  a  livelihood.  From  what  I  know  of  tlie  young  man,  and  from 
the  fact  that  he  was,  I  believe,  truly  in  the  position  that  he  said  he  was  in,  in  this  extremity 
and  without  realizing  at  the  time  that  such  practice  was  derogatory,  that  he  did  it  con- 
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scientiously  ;  and  that,  as  stated  here,  as  soon  as  tlie  matter  was  brought  fully  to  his  notice 
he  did  what  every  honest  man  should  do  —got  out  of  it  as  quick  as  he  could.  Under  these 
circumstances  I  think  it  would  be  right  and  proper  to  extend  to  him  that  leniency  to  leave 
his  name  on  the  Register  until  further  notice. 

Dr.  Britton — As  a  general  rule  I  do  not  place  a  great  deal  of  confidence  in  the  pro- 
mises of  the  men  who  have  been  guilty  of  very  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  sense. 
But  I  think  in  this  particular  case  we  have,  to  a  certain  extent,  to  be  guided  by  a  knowledge 
of  the  facts  that  have  already  occurred.  Dr.  Rogers  has  known  this  delinquent  for  a  oood 
many  years,  and  his  testimony  to-day  is  in  favor  of  him,  as  far  as  his  character  is  concerned; 
and  he  also  believes  that  it  was  force  of  circumstances,  pecuniary  embarrassment,  that  drove 
him  into  this  line  of  work.  Of  course  that  is  a  very  poor  excuse  to  offer,  but  here  is  a  fact 
that  still  remains,  when  spoken  to  by  our  Prosecutor  he  immediately  resigned  his  position 
with  the  Munyon  Company  ;  he  gave  up  all  connection  with  this  Munyon  Company,  and  he 
has  expressed  his  contrition  for  having  had  anything  to  do  with  it  ;  he  then  makes  a  promise 
as  to  the  future,  and  I  would  myself  be  inclined  to  accept  his  promise,  because  he  has  not 
been  as  great  a  sinner  as  some  we  have  had  to  do  with  heretofore.  The  ofience,  of  course, 
we  look  upon  as  a  serious  one,  otherwise  we  would  not  have  taken  this  step,  and  he  would 
not  have  been  before  the  Discipline  Committee.  However,  as  I  once  said  here  before  that  in 
the  case  of  certain  sinners  who  are  not  so  bad  as  to  exclude  all  hope  of  restoration  to  decent 
society,  it  is  better  to  try  to  reform  the  sinner  than  to  kill  him  ;  and  I,  for  one,  would  be  in 
favor  of  the  resolution  introduced  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  is,  to  allow  him  to  go  on 
suspended  sentence.  He  understands  perfectly  well  then  that,  without  any  further  trial,  if 
hereafter  he  does  not  show  evidence  that  he  is  keeping  the  promise  he  has  made,  we, 
assembled  here,  may  strike  his  name  off.  without  any  further  notice. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  the  delinquent,  under  the  circumstances,  should  perhaps  have 
some  mercy  extended  to  him,  with  the  distinct  understanding  that  should  he  be  guilty  a 
second  time  of  any  infraction  of  the  code  of  ethics,  or  the  law  of  propriety  which  connects 
the  profession  with  the  public,  should  he  be  guilty  of  even  the  slightest  infringement  of  the 
law,  either  written  or  unwritten,  he  should  be  dealt  with  with  peculiar  severity.  I  do  not 
(|uite  agree  with  Dr.  Britton  that  his  peculiar  and  embarrassing  circumstances  should  be 
taken  as  being  any  mitigation  of  his  offence. 

Dr.  Britton— Pardon  me.     I  said  it  was  but  a  very  poor  excuse. 

Dr.  Sangster— I  agree  with  you  then.  I  think  that  impresvses  us  in  all  of  our  votes  and 
decisions  in  these  matters.  We  feel,  and  we  must  feel,  that  the  over-crowded  condition  of 
the  profession  in  the  country  impels  men  very  frequently  to  stoop  to  things  that  they  would 
scorn  to  touch  if  the  profession  were  less  crowded,  and  if  the  strife  to  live  were  not  so  great. 
I  will  vote  that  we  should  take  a  merciful  view  of  the  case  of  this  gentleman  on  this  occasion  ; 
but  I  would  certainly  hold  up  both  hands  for  his  condign  punishment  if  there  were  any  fur- 
ther tampering  with  Munyon's  Company  or  any  other  company. 

Dr.  Moore — I  would  just  like  to  say  that  this  Council  recognizes  no  code  of  ethics  ;  we 
have  no  code  of  ethics,  and  we  do  not  care  whether  Dr.  Kirkpatrick  gave  offence  against  the 
code  of  ethics  of  some  society.  I  do  not  feel,  for  one,  willing  to  take  that  up  again. 
He  must  be  guilty  again  of  infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct.  It  has  been  stated,  and  stated 
in  the  newspapers,  that  because  a  man  has  violated  our  code  of  ethics  he  was  stricken  from 
the  Register.  We  have  no  cod  e  of  ethics  in  this  Council  ;  we  never  recognized  any,  and  we 
do  not  know  any  such  thing.  We  are  here  under  the  Act,  and  we  will  only  strike  a  man's 
name  off  the  Register  because  he  is  guilty  of  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  profes- 
sional respect  ;  and  if  you  let  this  man  go  on  a  suspended  sentence  before  you  can  strike  his 
name  off,  he  must  again  commit  the  offence — not  offend  against  the  code  of  some  medical 
society.  While  I  am  on  my  feet  I  want  to  say  to  Dr.  Sangster  that  Dr.  Kirkpatrick  knew 
he  was  breaking  the  law,  not  the  code  of  ethics  formulated  by  the  Ontario  Medical  Associa- 
tion, which  has  no  force  in  law  ;  and  we  are  acting  under  the  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature, 
and  called  "  The  Medical  Act."  As  I  have  said  before,  this  man  must  offend  again  in  the 
same  manner  before  we  can  deal  with  his  case  if  we  now  let  him  go  on  suspended  sentence. 
Speaking  of  his  behaviour  in  the  past,  as  soon  as  he  was  notified  he  was  acting  in  a  disgrace- 
ful manner,  or  contrary  to  the  Act,  I  believe  he  immediately  desisted,  and,  in  doing  that, 
he  did  what  any  honest  man  would  do  when  he  found  he  was  doing  that  which  was  wrong  ; 
and  that  is  all  he  could  do.  He  apologized  to  the  committee,  and  admitted  that  he  had 
been  doing  wrong  ;  and  he  says  to  the  committee  that  he  will  not  do  it  again.  I  think  that 
that  is  all  any  sinner  could  do. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  rise  for  an  explanation.     Dr.   Moore  has  ingeniously  made  it  appear 
that  my  remarks  were  directed  to  this  gentleman  on  a  code  of  ethics.     Everyone  knows  we 
have  no  written  c<3de  of  ethics. 
Dr.  Moore — Certainly  not. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  said  that,  if  Dr.  Kirkpatrick  committed  any  infraction  of  the  law  again, 
we  could  deal  with  him.     And  I  might  add,  Avhile  on  my  feet,  in  point  of  fact,  the  men  are 
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judged  upon  an  unwritten  code  of  ethics.  We  have  no  written  description  of  what  is  dis- 
graceful or  infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  respect ;  we  have  nothing  except  our  own 
conscientiousness  of  what  should  be  ethical  and  right. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  would  gather  from  the  report  of  the  committee  that  the  delinquent 
was  but  a  short  time  engaged  with  the  Munyon  Company.  Might  I  ask  Dr.  Bray  for  what 
length  of  time  there  is  evidence  he  was  in  their  employ  ? 

Dr.  Bkay — I  really  can't  say  how  long  he  was. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  gathered  it  that  he  was  not  in  their  employ  as  a  tooter  for  the  company, 
but  that  his  duties  were  rather  those  of  diagnosing  the  cases.  I  understand  the  company 
have  a  variety  of  remedies  for  the  several  diseases,  and  that  he  was  there  simply  diagnosing 
the  cases  to  which  they  might  apply  their  remedies.  For  that  reason  I  am  inclined  to  think 
that  we  should  consider  the  character  of  his  conduct  as  not  being  so  seriously  infamous  as  if 
he  had  been  there  applauding  the  success  of  their  remedies,  and  identifying  himself  to  such 
an  extent  with  them  as  to  bring  him  under  the  onus  of  the  law.  It  seems  to  me,  from  that 
point  of  view,  we  might  consider  his  conduct  as  not  so  serious  as  that  of  many  others  who 
have  been  brought  before  the  Discipline  Committee. 

The  President  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried 
unanimously. 

Dr.  Sangster  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays  to  be  taken. 

The  President  instructed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  Registrar 
took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  :

Nays — Dr.  Henry — 1.     Four  members  absent. 

Dr.  Bray — The  next  case  is  that  of  Dr.  William  E.  Bessey,  who  is  here  with  his 
counsel,  Mr.  Faulds. 

At  the  request  of  the  President,  Dr.  Bessey  and  Mr.  J.  F.  Faulds,  his  solicitor,  took 
their  seats  in  the  front  of  the  Council  Chamber. 

Dr.  Bray  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  in  the  case  of  Dr. 
W.  E.  Bessey,  as  follows  : 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario: 

Your  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  facts  re  the  complaint  of  Thomas  Wasson 
against  W.  E.  Bessey,  M.D.,  for  erasure  from  the  Register  as  a  member  and  registered 
practitioner  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  humbly  beg  leave  to 
report  as  follows  : 

Notice  of  the  charges  which  formed  the  subject  matter  of  the  inquiry  to  be  conducted, 
and  of  the  day  appointed  to  hear  the  evidence  in  support  of  such  charges,  was  served  upon 
the  said  W.  E.  Bessey.  Your  committee  duly  met  in  pursuance  of  such  notice,  when  the 
said  W.  E.  Bessey  did  not  appear  but  was  represented  by  J.  F.  Faulds,  Esq.,  barrister-at- 
law,  his  counsel  and  solicitor,  on  the  10th  day  of  May,  A.D.  1898,  at  the  Council  Chamber 
in  the  Medical  Building,  south-east  corner  of  Bay  and  Richmond  streets,  in  the  City  of 
Toronto,  when  no  witnesses  were  examined  in  support  of  the  petition,  but  the  admission 
which  is  hereunder  written  was  produced,  signed  by  the  defendant  and  witnessed  by  his 
counsel,  J.  F.  Faulds,  Esquire  :

the  year  A.D.  1894,  and  particularly  by  publication  and  circulation  of  a  certain  circular  in 
which  the  said  William  E.  Bessey  was  described  as  "  The  Great  Canadian  Specialist,"  which 
said  circular  contains  statements  and  particulars  of  diseases  and  of  treatment  unfit  for 
general  publication,  and  calculated  to  mislead  and  deceive  the  ignorant  and  particularly 
persons  suffering  from  diseases  therein  named. 

3.  That  the  said  William  E.  Bessey  has  been  guilty  of  infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct  in 
professional,  respect  the  particulars  of  which  are  as  follows  :  By  advertising  in  various 
places  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  particularly  in  the  City  of  Toronto  and  in  the  City  of 
Hamilton,  in  the  County  of  Wentworth,  during  the  month  of  July,  A.D.  1894,  both  in  the 
newspay)ers  and  by  circulation  of  a  certain  circular  purporting  to  describe  the  "  Orificial  " 
treatment  of  diseases,  which  said  circular  also  contains  improper  subject  matter  and  is  such 
that  the  publication  and  circulation  thereof  by  a  registered  medical  practitioner  constitutes 
infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect. 

4.  That  the  said  William  E.  Bessey  has  been  guilty  of  infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct  in 
a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are  as  follows  :  By  advertising  in  various 
places  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  in  the  year  A.D.  1894,  and  at  various  dates  between  then 
and  the  year  A.D.  1897,  particularly  in  the  said  City  of  Hamilton,  during  the  month  of  July, 
A.D.  1897,  by  newspa[)er  advertisements,  and  by  cards  and  circulars,  that  the  said  Williauk 
E.  Bessey  was  a  specialist  in  the  treatment  of  certain  diseases,  and  particularly  advertising 
what  was  termed  the  "  Sthara  "  for  the  radical  cure  of  hernia  or  rupture  without  truss  or 
operation,  and  also  the  radical  cure  of  piles,  fistula  and  other  rectal  diseases. 

5.  That  the  said  William  E.  Bessey  had  been  guilty  of  infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct 
in  a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are  as  follows  :  By  grossly  improper  and 
negligent  treatment  of  one  Frank  Hillnian,  of  233  Borden  Street,  in  the  City  of  Toronto, 
during  the  year  A.D.  1895,  and  by  making  an  impro[)er  and  fraudulent  bargain  for  the  cure 
(^f  the  said  Hillman,  and  for  the  remuneration  of  tlie  said  Bessey  tlierefor. 

6.  That  the  said  William  E.  Bessey  has  been  guilty  of  infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct 
in  a  [)r()fessional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are  as  follows  :  By  grossly  improper  and 
negligent  treatment  of  one  Charles  Peacock,  farmer,  living  near  the  town  of  Clinton,  in  the 
county  of  Huron  and  Province  of  Ontario,  during  the  year  A.D.  189(5,  aiul  by  makin*'  an 
improper  and  fraudulent  bargain  for  cure  of  the  said  Peacock,  and  for  the  remuneration  of 
the  said  Bessey  therefor. 
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7.  That  the  said  William  E,  Bessey  has  been  guilty  of  infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct 
in  a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are  as  follows  :  By  acting  professionally 
for  the  Abbott  Myron  Mason  Medical  company,  of  557  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  City,  at  an 
office  opened  by  the  said  company  at  No,  577  Sherbourne  Street,  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  in 
such  a  way  as  to  enable  the  said  company  and  persons  connected  therewith,  to  evade  the 
provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  by  improperly  aiding  and  assisting  the  said  company 
to  deceive  the  public,  and  particularly  persons  suffering  from  certain  diseases  specified  in 
the  advertisements,  circulars,  etc.,  issued  by  the  said  company,  and  particularly  by  writing 
opinions  for  publication  to  assist  in  the  sale  of  the  drugs  and  remedies  dealt  in  by  the  said 
company,  and  particularly  by  writing  an  opinion  dated  June  18th,  1897,  advertising  the 
"  Vitalia  "  remedies,  and  by  distributing  books  and  circulars  containing  the  said  opinion, 
and  advertising  the  virtues  of  the  said  drugs  and  other  remedies.  And  by  fraudulently,  and 
by  false  pretences,  and  by  improper  and  fraudulent  agreements,  obtaining  moneys  from 
persons  suflfering  from  various  diseases  upon  pretext  of  curing  them,  and  by  endeavoring  in 
various  ways,  and  by  improper  and  unprofessional  means  to  assist  in  the  sale  of  the  said 
*' Vitalia  "  and  other  remedies,  and  obtaining  money  from  persons  answering  advertisements 
or  otherwise  resorting  to  the  said  Bessey,  and  to  the  said  Abbott  Myron  Mason  Medical 
Company  for  relief.

The  President — If  Dr,  Bessey  himself,  or  his  counsel,  have  anything  to  say,  the 
Council  will  now  hear  them. 

Dr.  Bessey  then  addressed  the  Council  as  follows  : 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  this  Honorable  Body  :  I  have  been  about  thirty  years 
a  registered  member  of  this  College,  and  I  come  before  you  this  morning  under  these  unfavor- 
able circumstances.  I  very  much  regret  that  my  actions  have  been  so  construed,  or  miscon- 
strued, as  to  place  me  in  this  light  before  the  profession. 

I,  for  many  years,  was  a  general  practitioner.  My  son  having  become  insane,  I  put 
him  in  the  asylum,  and  it  was  necessary  for  me  to  come  where  he  was.  I  then  took  up 
specialty,  and  I  undertook  to  fit  myself  to  practise  the  specialty  of  rectal  disease,  and 
diseases  of  the  pelvic  organs.  In  building  up  a  practice  I  knew  it  was  no  use  trying  to 
compete  with  the  able  men  in  general  practice,  and,  as  the  demand  on  me  for  money  was 
considerable,  I  did  what  I  supposed  we  were  entitled  to  do,  following  the  example  of  Dr. 
Ryerson  and  Dr.  Osier,  and  others  who  are  eye  specialists  and  advertise,  and  in  that  way 
met  with  what  was  supposed  to  be  incurable  cases  ;  and  I  got  them  to  come  here,  many  of 
them  for  treatment.  I  adopted  from  the  best  of  my  judgment  the  principles  of  orificial 
surgery  after  studying  the  subject  of  recto-flexes,  which  is  a  study  of  syphilide-reflexes  and 
local  disease,  and  the  principle  of  curing  the  constitutional  disturbances.  In  that  way  I  was 
practising  my  specialty.  In  the  course  of  circumstances,  going  to  other  places— I  went  to 
large  cities — I  went  to  Kingston,  and  I  had  three  patients  there  at  that  time  who  met  me. 
This  Dr.  Washington — the  first  case  on  this  list — was  a  man  that  I  knew  very  little  of  ;  I 
knew  very  little  about  him.  I  knew  he  was  in  some  trouble  with  the  Council,  but  did  not 
know  the  particulars.  He  called  upon  me  a  week  before  I  was  going  there,  and  ,'isked  me  if 
I  would  do  him  the  favor  to  collect  some  money  there  for  him,  as  he  couldn't  go  ;  and 
asked  me  if  I  would  take  his  card  to  the  hotel  and  hang  it  up,  and  if  anyone  asked  for  him 
— he  expected  a  lady  there  to  pay  him  some  money— to  give  my  receipt,  and  he  would  give 
Tine  his  receipt  when  he  came  home,  I  was  not  asked  to  represent  him,  and  I  did  not  repre- 
sent him  ;  I  never  represented  him  there  or  anywhere  else.  I  registered  my  name  in  that 
book,  signed  honorably,  and  as  nobody  else,  I  at  once  told  him,  when  he  asked  me  to 
represent  him,  that  I  couldn't  do  so,  |that  it  was  not  in  my  line.  He  was  treating,  I 
think,  throat  and  nasal  affections,  and  1  was  not  very  much  in  love  with — at  least  I  had  not 
a  very  high  opinion  of — the  style  of  treatment  he  was  adopting.  I  was  trying  to  pursue  an 
honorable  course  and  deal  honestly  with  those  who  came  to  me,  I  had  gone  to  four  different 
courses  of  lectures  on  the  subject.  I  say  that  there  is  a  mistake  in  that,  that  Mr,  Wasson 
has  been  misled  in  supposing  that  I  went  around  Ontario  representing  myself  as  Dr.  Wash- 
ington.    Whoever  made  that  statement  made  a  misstatement. 

With  regard  to  the  second  charge,  which  I  admit  as  being  unprofessional,  there  was 
peculiar  circumstances,  I  was  blind,  totally  blind,  with  cataract  of  both  eyes— my  father 
was  blind  at  twenty  years,  I  did  not  expect  to  ever  see  again.  The  question  then  was  how 
to  make  a  living';  and  it  was  suggested  to  me,  by  a  patient  from  the  States,  that  if  I  got  out 
a  circular  for  young  men,  and  had  it  circulated  in  Michigan,  I  could  deal  with  such  cases  by 
correspondence,  keeping  a  typewriter  and  having  a  druggist  put  up  the  stuff  and  send  it 
CO.D.  I  had  no  capital ;  I  had  lost  the  little  money  I  had  when  I  came  to  Toronto  in 
property  speculations  here.     I  thought  it  was  a  good  suggestion,    and   he   advanced  the 
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money,  and  he  circulated  some  of  them  here.  When  I  afterwards  went  to  the  hospital  and 
had  an  operation,  and  recovered  my  sight,  and  saw  this  circular,  which  I  called  ' '  A  yellow 
dog  circular,"  I  said,  "  I  don't  want  to  be  called  'A  Great  Canadian  Specialist,'  but  simply 
a  circular  with  my  name."  I  had  them  burned,  except  one  I  kept  as  a  sample.  How  they 
came  to  get  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Wasson  I  don't  know.  I  acknowledge  that.  It  was 
unprofessional  ;  it  was  not  right ;  but  if  I  had  been,  like  the  rest  of  you,  in  a  position  to 
support  myself,  I  would  not  have  assented  to  it  on  any  account :  and  if  I  had  had  my  sight  I 
would  never  have  thought  of  doing  anything  of  the"_^sort. 

With  regard  to  orificial  surgery,  I  had  a  thousand  of  those  printed — a  copy  of  Dr. 
Bent's  circular  in  Detroit,  or  something  like  it,  in  whose  office  I  spent  six  months  learning 
to  diagnose  diseases  of  the  rectum  ;  and  I  had  taken  a  course  of  special  lectures  at  Prof. 
Pratt's  clinic  in  Chicago,  and  I  had  read  all  the  books — Ham,  Whitehead  and  Kelsey,  and 
the  rest.  And  I  was  considered  a  very  good  general  surgeon  ;  I  was  a  very  good  prac- 
titioner, so  considered  in  Montreal.  I  had  charge  of  the  Board  of  Health  there,  but  on 
account  of  my  son's  ill-health  I  had  to  take  this  treatment.  I  used  the  circular  to  show  it 
was  a  new  and  good  treatment ;  but  when  I  found  it  offended  the  profession  I  stopped,  and 
did  not  circulate  any  more  of  them. 

With  regard  to  the  treatment  of  hernia,  what  I  hold  is  this,  that  any  honorable  medical 
man  has  a  perfect  right  to  close  the  inguinal  orifice  in  a  case  of  hernia  by  any  means  that 
will  produce  adhesion,  if  it  is  not  dangerous  to  life.  If  you  take  Kelsey's  or  Ferguson's 
method,  and  stitch  it  up,  and  get  adhesion,  or  whether  by  subcutaneous  injection  of  a  fluid 
that  will  cause  a  local  inflammation  and  heal  it.  I  adopted  the  method  of  Heaton,  who 
published  a  book  on  that  method,  and  who  used  a  concentrated  solution  of  white  oak  bark 
with  carbolic  acid,  ether,  and  some  things  of  which  I  have  the  formula  here.  I  had  no 
secrets,  and  therefore  it  is  not  a  secret  remedy  that  I  used.  A  man  in  Philadelphia  sent  me 
a  specimen  of  what  he  called  "indica,"  or  something  like  that,  which  he  claimed  did  not 
produce  so  much  inflammation  as  Heaton's  method.  I  happened  to  have  that  with  me  on 
one  occasion  when  I  went  to  Hamilton,  and  I  announced  the  use  of  it.  I  tried  the  use  of 
it,  but  it  was  so  mild  it  produced  no  adhesion,  and  it  was  of  no  use  ;  therefore,  I  discarded 
that.  The  treatment  of  hernia  by  hypodermic  injection  is  the  subject  of  an  article  in  the 
Medical  World  which  only  came  to  me  last  week,  in  which  the  writer  claims  it  is  coming  into 
general  use  ;  and  it  gives  a  number  of  doctors  who  have  modified  and  approved  of  that. 

With  regard  to  the  treatment  of  hernia  without  truss  or  operation,  that  is  quite  another 
thing.  Taylor,  of  New  York,  gives  a  method  of  physio-mechanical  treatment  by  which 
if  you  get  a  case  in  its  early  stages,  or  get  a  young  child,  where  you  have  not  a  large  open- 
ing— where  it  is  an  indirect  opening — by  overcoming  the  pressure  of  the  diaphragm  and 
dropping  down  of  the  viscera,  and  you  stimulate  the  tonic  influences  of  the  upward  section 
of  the  diaphragm  you  suspend  by  what  is  called  the  abdominal  breath,  and  you  lift  the  viscera, 
and  get  rid  of  the  hernia,  if  it  is  only  a  primary  case.  Of  course  in  an  old  case  it  not  would 
be  adapted  to  the  circumstances  at  all.  And  it  is  a  treatment  of  hernia  without  operation 
or  truss.     That  is  what  I  meant  by  that. 

With  regard  to  the  case  of  Hillman,  I  had  established  or  tried  to  establish  a  free 
dispensary  for  treatment  of  piles  and  rectal  disease  at  the  old  Children's  Hospital  on  Jarvis 
Street  ;  and  there  came  to  me  an  old  soldier,  or  something  of  that  kind,  who  had  been  eight 
months  in  a  hospital  with  a  chronic  urethritis  and  gleet,  and  symptoms  of  chronic  syphilis. 
He  had  two  strictures.  I  said,  you  would  have  to  be  taken  in  and  the  man  Jackson,  of  the 
house,  said  he  would  take  him  for  so  much  a  week.  He  said  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hooper,  of 
Berkeley  Street,  would  pay  his  board.  I  said  if  he  will  pay  your  board  I  will  treat  you  for 
nothing.  I  never  made  any  fraudulent  agreement  or  any  agreement  whatever,  and  never 
received  one  cent  from  him  for  anything  I  did  for  him.  I  treated  the  strictures  by  the 
ordinary  methods  of  treating  stricture  ;  I  treated  him  in  the  usual  way,  and  performed  the 
American  operation  for  piles  ;  that  kept  him  in  bed  for  three  weeks  ;  and  I  was  given  no 
pledge  to  pay  his  board,  and  as  soon  as  I  was  through  with  him  I  let  him  go.  I  learned 
afterwards  he  went  to  another  hospital  and  complained  he  had  been  ill-treated  ;  and 
through  a  lawyer  he  asked  for  $100  damages  from  me  ;  and  the  lawyer  told  me  if  I  would 
pay  his  fare  to  England  that  would  be  the  end  of  it.  I  said,  T  am  not  here  to  be  black- 
mailed ;  I  did  my  best  for  this  man  under  the  circumstances,  and  I  do  not  think  I  charged 
him  anything.     That  is  all  I  have  to  say  about  him. 

With  regard  to  the  Peacocke  case,  that  was  a  young  man  of  tliirty-seven  years  of  age 
that  came  to  me  in  a  state  of  mental  aberration  ahnost,  and  told  me  that  he  had  been  mastur 
bating  from  17  to  37  ;  that  he  was  a  bachelor  and  lived  (m  a  farm  adjoining  his  father  ;  and 
he  blamed  his  father  very  severely  for  hindering  him  and  his  brother  from  marrying  ;  and 
he  wanted  to  know  if  there  was  any  salvation  for  liim  ;  and  wanted  to  have  references  ;  and 
I  sent  liim  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Sims.  He  came  back  to  n\e  and  asked  me  if  1  would  treat  hin>. 
I  told  him  to  cure  a  case  like  his  involved  the  necessity  of  instruments  and  urethritic  treat- 
ment, otherwise  there  could  be  no  cure  for  such  a  case  as  his  ;  bec^iiis(;  he  would  continually

masturbate.  He  said  he  couldn't  help  it ;  he  said  he  had,  all  the  time,  thought  that  was  an 
economical  way  of  gratifying  natural  desire.  And  when  I  told  him  it  would  be  necessary 
for  me  to  remove  the  disease  of  his  rectum  as  well,  which  would  involve  a  rectal  operation, 
he  asked  me  the  cost.  I  said  it  depends  on  your  circumstances.  Performing  these  opera- 
tions will  keep  you  here  in  bed  several  weeks,  under  nurse's  care,  and  the  building  up 
afterwards  ;  it  will  be  worth  $200  or  $300.  I  said  can  you  aflford  such  treatment  ?  He  said 
he  had  plenty  of  money  ;  and  he  showed  me  a  bank-book  with  $4,000  or  $5,000  in  it.  He 
said  he  would  have  to  send  to  Ottawa  for  it.  He  sent  to  Ottawa.  I  proceeded  with  his 
treatment.  When  the  money  came  back  he  sent  the  housekeeper  for  it,  and  then  refused  to 
give  me  anything  more  than  just  for  his  board,  and  what  I  had  paid  out  immediately,  until 
he  was  going  away.  We  had  some  delay  in  treating  him  ;  the  mucous  membrane  was  soft, 
stitches  gave  way,  and  they  had  to  be  restitched.  The  gentlemen  here  present  will  under- 
stand what  the  American  operation  is  ;  you  take  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  rectum  from 
above  the  pile-bearing  region  and  turn  it  down,  and  remove  the  hemorrhoidal  deposits 
underneath,  and  when  you  have  done  that  you  turn  it  back  and  stitch  the  mucous  membrane. 
Whitehead  starts  below  and  goes  up. 

The  result  of  not  healing  properly  was  there  was  a  great  amount  of  effusion  there  and 
mucus,  and  stiffness  of  the  muscles  when  he  was  able  to  go  around  and  sit  in  the  garden, 
and  that  kind  of  thing.  He  called  on  one  or  two  practitioners,  and  they  said  you  are  ruined. 
He  couldn't  hold  his  wind,  and  sometimes  he  couldn't  control  the  bowels.  That  kind  of 
operation  requires  after  attention,  after  treatment,  to  avoid  what  always  occurs  in  rectal 
treatment  after  any  rectal  operation,  whether  it  be  treatment  of  piles  by  clamp  or  ligature, 
or  whether  it  be  by  Whitehead's  or  the  American  operation  ;  and  so  I  always  use  an  after 
treatment. 

He  slipped  away  one  afternoon  without  paying  me  ;  and  I  sent  a  writ  after  him,  and 
sued  him  and  brought  him  back  and  had  the  matter  settled.  Then  he  said  he  would  have 
his  revenge  by  complaining  to  the  Council ;  after  which  his  counsel  wrote  to  me  that  if  I 
would  pay  part  of  the  costs  it  would  be  settled  up  ;  which  I  did— I  paid  him  $50.  However, 
when  Dr.  Gunn,  of  Eglinton,  got  hold  of  him  he  pursued  a  policy  of  non-interference  which 
led  to  difficulty  ;  and  the  man  had  an  anular  stricture  which  he  complained  of,  and  which 
has  done  him  serious  harm.  That  sort  of  condition  does  occur  in  various  cases,  which  I  can 
show  by  reference  to  Pi-of.  Pratt,  whose  book  I  have  here,  in  a  short  quotation.  Prof.  Pratt 
was  the  originator  of  that  operation.  I  can  also  show  it  by  Dr.  Matthews,  of  Louisville, 
in  the  Philadelphia  Medical  Journal,  who  will  be  recognized  as  a  writer  on  diseases  of  the 
rectum.  I  have  also  another  authority.  Dr.  Henderson.  I  quote  this  to  show  the  circum- 
stances which  arose  in  Mr.  Peacocke's  case  M^ere  not  peculiar  to  my  handling  of  the  case,  but 
have  arisen  in  the  case  of  the  author  himself,  and  in  the  cases  of  the  other  persons  ;  and 
have  followed  the  operations  of  a  man  like  Dr.  Matthews.  Suppose  some  practitioner  had 
said  to  these  men's  patients  they  had  been  ruined,  then  they  would  have  gone  back  and 
accused  them  of  malpractice.  With  your  j^ermission,  Mr.  President,  I  will  read  these 
quotations  ;  they  are  short.  (Here  Dr.  Bessey  read  from  the  authorities  cited.)  This  is 
what  occurred  in  Peacocke's  case.  The  mucous  membrane  is  sometimes  so  frayable  that  the 
stitches  will  cut  through,  and  the  membrane  retract  in  isolated  places  or  around  the  anus. 
In  many  cases  it  results  in  the  formation  of  a  stricture  ;  and  the  patient  will  be  troubled 
with  the  escape  of  flatus  or  the  efFusicm  of  fecal  matter.  That  is  the  very  condition  Peacocke 
suffered  from. 

The  President  here  invited  Dr.  McKay,  of  IngersoU,  a  member  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  Ontario,  who  entered  the  Council  Chamber,  to  come  forward  and  take  a  seat  on 
the  platform. 

Dr.  McKay  came  forward  and  was  received  by  the  President  and  welcomed  by  the 
members. 

Dr.  Bessey  continued — I  will  now  read  a  short  paper  on  a  new  operation  for  the  radical 
cure  of  hemorrhoids.  (Reads  from  book.)  Now,  in  regard  to  this  other  matter,  the  dangers 
of  lectal  operations,  Dr.  Matthews,  whose  book  on  rectal  disease  is  in  the  hands  of  most  of 
you,  says  the  third  danger  is  the  contraction  of  the  anul  orifice.  That  is  right  from  the  authori- 
ties. And  that  is  the  accident  which  occurred  in  this  man's  case,  because  he  took  himself, 
of  his  own  motion,  out  of  my  care,  in  order  to  economize,  I  suppose — "economy  "  was  his 
constant  theme  and  song — by  avoiding  to  pay  me  for  my  work  ;  and  then  vindictively  he 
has  made  this  complaint. 

I  conscientiously  did  the  best  I  could  for  the  man  ;  his  condition  mentally  is  entirely 
changed,  and  he  is  all  right ;  and,  as  you  will  see  from  these  authorities,  that  local  stricture 
is  only  temporary.  And  I  also  suggested  to  Dr.  Gunn  the  best  method  of  treatment.  Dr. 
Gunn  is  a  very  nice  fellow  ;  he  didn't  want  to  get  involved  in  any  complication,  and  conse- 
quently he  did  the  wisest  thing  in  non-interference. 

Now,  I  come  to  the  second  thing  which  might  be  considered  unprofessional,  but  at  the 
time  I  didn't  consider  it  was.     1  was  hard  up  a  year  ago  or  more,  about  the  spring  time,  and 
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Dr.  Mason  came  to  me  and  said  he  was  the  proprietor  or  representative  of  a  proprietary 
company  who  had  the  South  American  Cancer  Cure.  I  said,  ''You  have  nothing  to  cure 
cancer."  He  said,  "  Yes,  it  will  remove  cancerous  tumors."  I  said,  "  We  don't  think  so  in 
this  country  ;  we  think  there  is  nothing  but  the  knife."  He  showed  me  a  number  of  com- 
munications ;  and  he  showed  me  a  lady  that  was  in  a  carriage,  brought  her  in,  that  said  she 
had  a  cancer  removed  from  her  breast.  I  said,  "  I  suppose  we  may  expect  an  antidote  for 
cancer  just  as  we  have  antitoxine  for  diphtheria,  or  we  are  looking  for  for  tuberculosis  or 
syphilis,  or  any  other  thing  ;  but  I  was  not  aware  any  such  thing  had  been  discovered. 
What  do  you  want  me  to  do  ? "  He  says,  "I  want  someone  to  diagnose  my  cases  for  me.  I 
do  not  want  to  sell  this  remedy  to  people  who  are  not  suffering  from  cancer.  If  there  are 
any  in  town  I  would  ask  you  to  make  a  visit.  I  want  to  know  what  you  will  do  it  for  ?"  I 
said,  "I  cannot  do  anything  without  knowing  the  contents  of  the  remedy."  At  first  he 
demurred.  I  said,  "  I  won't  hg,ve  anything  to  do  with  it  unless  you  do."  In  about  a  week 
ne  called  again  and  gave  me  the  formula — what  he  claimed  to  be  the  formula  ;  and  asked  me 
to  examine  one  or  two  patients,  and  agreed  to  give  me  $2.00  for  each  examination,  and 
$1.00  a  visit.  I  claimed  that  was  not  enough  ;  I  wanted  $2.00.  There  was  a  commercial 
traveller  who  wanted  me  to  go  and  see  his  wife  on  Major  Street,  and  see  whether  it  was 
cancer  or  simply  ulceration.  I  came  over  here  and  spoke  to  Dr.  Pyne.  He  did  not  say 
one  thing  or  another  much  about  it.  However,  I  went  on  making  examinations  for  some 
little  time — a  couple  of  months.  And  I  have  his  letter  here  stating  what  he  would  allow, 
which  will  go  to  show  what  the  arrangement  was  on  which  I  was  to  do  it.  I  went  on  for 
some  time.  I  wrote  him  a  letter  in  this  way  :  "I  am  very  glad  to  hear  that  you  have  dis- 
covered a  remedy  for  cancer  ;  and  I  will  be  very  glad  to  watch  the  clinical  cases  that  you 
have  in  town  ;  and,  if  it  proves  to  be  successful,  -no  one  will  be  more  glad  than  myself  to 
have  some  remedy  discovered  to  cure  this  awful  disease.  He  seemed  to  be  a  very  respect- 
able man,  and  all  that  sort  of  thing.  I  did  not  say  it  did  cure  the  disease,  nor  did  I  ever 
endorse  it  to  that  extent  to  anybody  ;  but  I  watched  the  cases,  and  all  that  I  did  watch 
appeared  to  be  satisfactory,  and  four  or  five  women  professed  to  be  entirely  cured. 

As  soon  as  I  found  that  the  thing  was  likely  to  get  me  into  trouble  with  the  Council  I 
dropped  it  altogether.  Since  then  I  understand  a  regular  registered  practitioner  has  been 
carrying  on  the  same  thing  peacefully  and  without  any  disturbance  at  all.  The  Council  do 
not  disturb  him,  and  it  looks  as  if  other  people  can  do  what  I  can't  do,  with  impunity.  How- 
ever, so  far  as  that  is  concerned,  I  am  sorry,  and  very  sorry,  that  I — for  I  once  occupied  a 
very  enviable  position — have  by  force  of  unfavorable  circumstances  been  brought  into  those 
conditions  where  I  can  be  reflected  upon  in  this  way. 

I  do  not  want  to  come  here  in  any  begging  attitude  asking  for  mercy,  but  I  do  want  to 
come  to  you  as  brethren  in  the  profession  and  ask  you  under  like  circumstances  what  you 
would  do.  I  have  done  the  best  I  could.  I  see  the  error  of  my  way,  and  I  am  perfectly 
willing,  and  will  promise,  that  it  shall  never  occur  again. 

One  thing  I  have  been  a  victim  of,  and  that  is,  I  have  been  villified  and  slandered,  but 
I  have  gone  on  irrespective  of  that  sort  of  thing,  and  those  things  died  away  themselves. 

As  I  remember  Prof.  Vicar  in  Montreal  once  saying,  ' '  You  can  talk  a  man  to  death  as 
certainly  as  you  can  kill  him  with  a  club."  And  an  English  Bishop  in  the  United  States 
recently  said,  "You  don't  need  to  hire  an  assassin,  or  an  Italian  with  his  poignard,  or  a 
Spaniard  with  his  dagger,  to  assassinate  your  enemy  ;  all  you  have  to  do  is  to  think  evil  of 
him  and  you  will  kill  him  in  time."  Such  seems  to  be  the  case  prevalent  in  my  own  case  ; 
and  I  feel  very  much  the  truth  of  Shakespeare  when  he  says  :  ' '  He  that  steals  my  purse 
steals  trash,  but  he  that  robs  me  of  my  good  name  steals  that  which  does  not  enrich  him, 
but  makes  me  poor  indeed." 

I  do  not  want  to  advocate  my  age  nor  my  impecuniosity  ;  but  if  I  cannot  stay  in  this 
profession  as  an  honorable  man,  doing  what  I  conscientiously  believe  to  be  right,  I  do  not 
want  to  stay  at  all.  I  believe  in  that  God  which  overlooks  us,  notwithstanding  the  remarks 
of  our  friend  about  forgiving  our  trespasses.  I  am  religious  enough  to  believe  in  that  good 
Scotchwoman's  faith  when  she  told  her  husband  not  to  despond,  "  For  there  is  a  hand  we 
feel,  but  cannot  see  ;  we  have  always  been  provided  for,  and  we  shall  always  be."  And  I 
believe  that  God  will  take  care  of  me  wherever  I  am  or  whatever  I  do. 

I  leave  myself  and  my  case  in  your  hands  with  this  assertion,  that  so  long  as  the  short 
time  I  may  have  to  live  I  trust  I  will  not  be  a  delinquent  in  the  profession  but  an  honor- 
able member  of  it,  and  one  to  whom  people  can  come  in  confidence  for  succor  or  help  ;  other- 
wise I  do  not  want  to  be  in  it  at  all.  I  want  to  be  able  to  shake  e||ph  (^ne  of  our  members 
by  the  hand,  as  I  would  every  other  brother  in  any  other  society  ;  and  I  want  to  stand  on 
the  dignity  of  an  honorable  man  and  an  honorable  member  of  the  profession.  If  I  have 
made  mistakes,  or  have  been  mi8rei)resented  and  maligned,  that  is  a  thing  of  the  j)ast  ;  in 
the  future  I  will  do  the  best  I  can  to  deserve  the  good  opinion  of  my  fellows,  an*d  to  uphold 
the  honor  and  credit  of  the  profession.  I  fully  apj)reciate  what  someone  said  about  the 
responsibility  of  this  Council,  and  I  sympathize  with  you  under  the  circumstances.    I  believe 
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in  discipline,  and  the  upholding  of  the  honor  of  the  profession,  and  I  detest  quackery  as 
much  as  any  one  can.  So  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  endorse  the  purification  of  the  profession 
to  the  highest  degree.  If  the  Council,  or  any  member  of  the  Council,  think  that  I  am  any 
stigma  or  discredit  to  the  profession,  I  certainly  do  not  want  to  continue  in  it  at  all. 

I  will  leave  the  matter  and  myself  entirely  at  your  mercy,  because  two  of  these  things  I 
acknowledge  are  unprofessional ;  but  under  the  circumstances  I  submit  they  are  excusable. 
The  others  I  say  were  mistakes,  into  which  our  friend,  the  inspector,  has  been  misled. 

Mr.  CuRRiE  then  addressed  the  Council  as  follows  : 
Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Council  : 

There  is  very  little  in  what  Dr.  Bessey  has  said  that  I  am  capable  of  replying  to.  Most 
of  what  he  said  was  entirely  within  the  knowledge  of  medical  men  and  would  not  be  properly 
within  the  knowledge  of  a  member  of  the  legal  profession.  I  simply  desire  to  say  that  the 
charges,  as  read  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Discipline  Committee,  were  served  upon  Dr. 
Bessey ;  that  he  appeared  by  counsel  before  the  committee,  and  was  told  he  either  had  to 
sign  the  submission  to  the  Council,  an  admission  of  his  guilt,  which  has  been  signed  and 
filed  ;  or  that  we  would  go  on  and  prove  the  charges  against  him  seriatim.  The  admission 
was  sought  to  be  signed  for  us  by  the  counsel  representing  Dr.  Bessey,  Dr.  Bessey  not 
being  present.  I  objected  to  that  being  done.  I  said  the  doctor  should  himself  see  the 
admission  which  he  was  to  sign,  and  see  the  full  extent  of  the  admission,  and  ascertain  the 
fact  that  it  really,  when  compared  with  the  charges,  was  a  complete  submission  to  the 
Council,  and  an  admission  of  guilt  in  respect  to  those  charges.  The  committee  was 
adjourned  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  Mr.  Faulds  to  obtain  Dr.  Bessey's  signature  ;  and  the 
submission  was  put  in  in  the  form  in  which  it  appears  in  the  proceedings  ;  and  the  original 
submission  is  put  before  the  Council,  signed  by  Dr.  Bessey  and  witnessed  by  his  counsel, 
Mr.  Faulds.  It  is  in  these  words  :  "  I  submit  myself  to  the  action  of  the  Council  and  admit 
that  I  am  liable  to  have  my  name  erased  from  the  Medical  Register  of  Ontario  on  account  of 
being  guilty  of  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect.  I  undertake  and 
agree  not  further  to  offend,  and  ask  the  Council  to  suspend  action  on  the  report  of  the 
committee  so  long  as  I  in  good  faith  comply  with  the  above  undertaking.  There  has  been 
no  inducement  or  promise  held  out  to  me  for  making  this  admission."  That  was  put  in 
with  the  distinct  statement  that  there  might  be  no  misunderstanding,  that  the  result  of  this 
admission  and  submission  to  the  Council  was  going  to  obtain  for  him  any  more  favorable 
consideration  than  what  the  Council  saw  fit  to  give,  that  he  had  nothing  to  hope  for  in 
making  the  admission  or  to  fear  in  refusing  to  make  it  ;  and  that  we  were  prepared  to  go  on 
with  the  case.  The  admission  is  before  you.  The  charges  have  been  read,  and  it  is  for 
the  Council  to  determine  what  shall  be  done  as  a  result  of  the  position  in  which  the  case 
now  stands. 

Mr.  Faulds  then  addressed  the  Council  as  follows  : 
Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen: 

I  have  only  a  few  words  to  say.  It  would  be  unwise  for  me  to  occupy  any  of  your  time 
after,  what  I  consider,  the  very  able  defence  made  by  Dr.  Bessey.  My  learned  friend,  Mr. 
Curry,  has  spoken  of  the  admission  ;  it  is  quite  true  Dr.  Bessey  signed  this  ;  but  you  must 
remember  that  there  are  a  great  many  charges,  or  several  charges  formulated  against  him  ; 
and  whon  this  document  was  served  on  Dr.  Bessey  he  came  to  me,  and  a  letter  was  written 
by  me  to  my  learned  friend,  Mr.  Curry,  in  which  I  stated  that  Dr.  Bessey  was  quite  willing 
to  admit  that  the  circular  which  he  had  circulated,  claiming  to  be  the  greatest  Canadian 
specialist,  constituted  unprofessional  conduct ;  in  other  words,  that  it  was  infamous  and 
disgraceful  in  a  professional  respect.  I  will  now  read  the  part  of  the  admission  signed  by 
Dr.  Bessey  which  is  material  :  "I  submit  myself  to  the  action  of  the  Council,  and  admit 
that  I  am  liable  to  have  my  name  erased  from  the  Medical  Register  of  Ontario  on  account  of 
being  guilty  of  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect."  Of  course,  that 
is  just  a  general  admission  ;  and  it  must  be  taken  in  connection  with  the  statements  which 
he  has  made  here  to-day.  He  admits  he  has  been  guilty  of  such  conduct,  and  he  does  not 
wish  to  retract  that  admission.  He  simply  throws  himself  on  the  mercy  of  the  Council,  and 
asks  the  Council  to  suspend  action  so  long  as  he  conforms  to  the  legitimate  usages  of  the 
profession.  I  understand,  and  I  do  not  think  it  will  be  denied  by  Mr.  Wasson,  or  any 
person  else,  that  Dr.  Bessey  has  been  carrying  on  his  practice  in  a  strictly  professional  way 
since  he  got  into  trouble  over  these  charges,  and  I  have  no  doubt  he  will  do  so  in  the 
future.  He  is  a  very  old  man,  and  the  only  way  he  has  of  maintaining  himself  is  by  prac- 
tising his  profession  ;  and  if  his  name  were  erased  from  the  Register  I  do  not  know  how  he 
would  make  a  living  at  all.  I  do  think  it  would  be  a  little  harsh  not  to  give  him  an  oppor- 
tunity, not  to  give  him  a  chance  ;  and  I  would  respectfully  ask  this  Council  to  give  him  that 
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opportunity  ;  and  then,  if  he  does  not  behave  himself  properly  in  the  future,  his  name  can 
be  easily  erased.  There  is  one  other  matter  I  would  like  to  mention,  a  matter  of  which  you 
are  all  aware,  that  the  Medical  Act  provides  by  Section  34,  Sub-section  2,  "  that  the  name 
of  a  person  shall  not  be  erased  under  this  section  on  account  of  his  adopting,  or  refraining 
from  adopting  the  practice  of  any  particular  theory  of  medicine  or  surgery."  That  may  be 
applied  to  this  case.  Dr.  Bessey  may  have  had  some  peculiar  ideas  of  practising  in  certain 
lines,  but  the  Act  states  that  the  person's  name  is  not  to  be  erased  from  the  Register  for 
that  reason.     I  will  leave  the  case  with  you. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  offences  connected  with  the  case  under  consideration  appear  to 
have  been  going  on  for  a  great  many  years,  but  no  action  has  been  taken  until  recently.  I 
notice  that  Dr.  Bessey  has  lent  his  assistance  to  the  Abbott  Myron  Mason  Medical  Company 
for  the  cure  of  cancers  ;  and  I  find  a  recommendation  from  Dr.  Bessey  on  behalf  of  the 
company,   which  I  desire  to  read  to  the  Council.      This  is  addressed  to  anybody  ;  it  says  : 

Gentlemen, — In  reference  to  the  treatment  of  cancer,  I  can  only  say  that,  in  common 
with  my  professional  brethren,  I  stand  powerless  and  helpless  to  render  any  efficient  aid  in 
the  relief  of  cancerous  affections. 

I  have  operated  and  assisted  at  operations  for  the  extirpation  of  cancerous  tumors  and 
growths  in  hospitals  and  private  practice  in  Montreal  and  Toronto  many  hundreds  of  times, 
and  I  have  never  seen  a  case  in  which  it  did  not  recur  in  a  more  malignant  form  and  prove 
fatal  in  a  short  time. 

I  have  also  known  and  heard  much  of  the  removal  of  epithelioma,  or  skin  cancers,  by 
means  of  plasters  of  various  kinds,  but  in  this  class  of  cases  I  only  know  of  one  that  has  not 
speedily  returned  and  ended  fatally. 

It  is  a  blood  dyscrasia,  or  germ  disease  (the  germ  of  which  has  been  shown  by  Dr.  W.  H. 
Russell,  of  Edinburgh,  to  belong  to  the  Yeast  family  of  fungi),  and  can  only  be  successfully 
eradicated  from  the  system  by  the  introduction  of  an  antidote  through  the  blood. 

Believing,  as  I  do,  that  God  has  provided  in  nature  an  antidote  for  every  evil,  I  am 
delighted  to  learn  that  a  remedy  has  been  discovered,  of  which  you  are  proprietors,  that  has 
proved  its  efficacy  and  power  to  cure  cancer  in  many  hundreds  of  actual  well-diagnosed  cases 
of  true  cancer,  and  for  the  sake  of  humanity  I  wish  you,  the  discoverer  of  this  wonderful 
remedy  (Vitalia),  God-speed.

Mr.  President,  I  happen  to  know  a  good  deal  about  the  professions  of  this  company 
about  their  accompaniments.  They  have  agents  in  almost  every  part  of  the  country,  and 
they  proclaim  "cancers  cured  without  knife  or  plaster  or  any  other  treatment."  I  have 
come  in  contact  with  one  of  these  gentlemen,  and  I  have  said  to  him,  now,  I  will  get  two 
medical  men  of  my  own  town  to  diagnose  a  case  of  cancer,  and  I  will  give  you  ^1,000  if  you 
will  cure  it,  provided  you  will  give  $500  to  the  poor  people  of  my  little  town  if  you  fail  ;  but, 
just  as  I  expected,  no  proposition  of  that  kind  could  be  entertained.  They  put  up  bottles 
containing  about  a  pint  of  material,  and  send  them  off  (C.O.D.,  $10)  ;  you  can  get  three 
C.O.D.  for  $25.  Now,  I  know  of  a  case  in  which  a  man  read  these  advertisements,  and  he 
spent  every  dollar  he  had,  and  his  neighbors  had  to  buy  a  box  to  put  him  in  and  bury  him 
— he  had  spent  all  his  money  in  buying  this  stuff.  I  can  have  no  sympathy  with  any  man 
who  will  lend  himself  to  a  company  of  that  kind — a  company  that  pretends  to  cure  cancer, 
and  is  gathering  up  money  from  rich  and  poor  all  over  the  country  by  the  hundreds  of 
dollars.  If  I  found  nothing  else  than  that  I  would  feel  myself  content  and  justified  to  ask 
the  removal  of  the  name  of  any  medical  man  from  the  list  who  would  lend  himself  to  this 
nefarious  practice,  for  such  I  regard  it. 

Moved  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  seconded  by  Dr.  Campbell  : 

Whereas  the  Council  caused  inquiry  to  be  made  into  the  case  of  VV.  E.  Bessey,  a 
registered  medical  practitioner,  alleged  to  have  been  guilty  of  infamous  and  disgraceful 
conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  and  to  be  liable  to  have  his  name  erased  from  the  Register  ; 

And  whereas  the  Council  has  duly  ascertained  the  facts  of  the  case  of  the  said  charges 
against  the  said  W.  E.  Bessey  by  the  Discipline  Committee  of  the  Council,  duly  appointed 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  ;  and 

Whereas  the  said  conmiittee  has  rejjorted  that  the  charges  are  admitted,  and  the  report 
of  the  said  committee  and  the  admission  adduced  before  them  are  now  before  the  Council, 
and  the  Council  has  deteruiined  to  act  thereon. 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  the  said  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee,  with  reference  to  tlie 
conduct  of  the  said  W.  E.  Bessey,  be  ado])ted,  and  that  the  name  of  the  said  W.  E.  Bessey 
be  erased  from  the  said  Register,  and  tliat  tlie  Registrar  be,  and  is  hereby  directed,  to 
erase  from  the  Register  kept  by  him,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  oic^he  Ont^irio  Medical 
Act.  the  name  of  the  said  W.  E.  Bessey  ;  and  it  is  hereby  further  directed,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  Section  39,  that  the  costs  of  and  incidental  to  such 
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erasure  be  paid  by  the  said  W.  E.  Bessey  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario  forthwith,  after  taxation  by  one  of  the  taxing  officers  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice 
for  Ontario,  and  the  Registrar  is  directed,  after  such  taxation,  to  obtain  the  issue  of  such 
execution  or  executions  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  collection  of  such  costs  by  the  said 
College^ 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  is  a  painful  thing  for  any  man  to  get  up  and  move  a  motion  of 
that  kind  ;  but  we  must  remember  that  this  Province  has  charged  us  with  a  responsible 
duty,  not,  as  I  said  before,  that  of  protecting  medical  men,  but  protecting  the  public  of  this 
country  against  wrong  and  fraud.  It  is  a  painful  duty  to  ask  the  removal  of  the  name  of 
any  man  from  the  Register  of  the  College  ;  but  we  do  not  want  any  ad  captaiida  arguments 
here  that  because  this  is  their  only  method  of  living,  we  must  not  do  our  duty.  We  must 
remember  he  has  given  advice  to  a  company  that  is  robbing  the  people  of  this  Province  day 
by  day,  and  when  a  man  will  do  that  we  ought  to  remember  it  is  our  duty  to  look  after  the 
interests  of  the  people  of  this  country  and  not  after  the  individual.  We  are  here,  and  I 
repeat  it  that  we  may  all  understand  it,  and  I  would  like  every  man  in  this  country  to  hear 
it,  to  protect  the  unwary  who  are  not  able  to  discriminate  and  know  whether  they  are 
getting  a  genuine  article  or  a  fraud.  And  in  this  case  this  man  is  lending  himself  to  a 
fraud  that  is  doing  much  injustice  to  this  country. 

Dr.  Campbell — In  seconding  this  motion,  I  wish  just  briefly  to  say  that  while  codes  of 
ethics  are  eminently  right  and  proper,  and  while  I  am  myself  personally  prepared  to 
endorse  the  code  of  ethics  of  any  medical  association  to  which  I  may  belong,  yet  in  any 
action  I  may  take  in  this  Council  in  the  matter  of  voting  for  the  removal  of  any  licensed 
practitioner  from  the  Register,  I  know  nothing  of  codes  of  ethics.  I  will  not  vote  for  the 
removal  of  any  man's  name  from  the  Register  simply  because  he  may  have  violated  the 
code  of  ethics  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Association,  or  any  other  association.  I  vote  for  the 
removal  of  a  man's  name  from  the  Register  where  I  deem  he  has  been  guilty  of  felony  or 
fraud  or  guilty  of  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct.  His  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct 
from  a  professional  point  of  view  is  not  because  he  has  done  what  I  should  consider 
infamous  and  disgraceful  professional  conduct  from  an  ethical  point  of  view.  All  I  could  do 
in  a  case  of  that  kind  would  be  to  withdraw  my  own  personal  association  from  any  man  who 
would  so  offend.  But  I  vote  for  the  removal  of  his  name  because  he  has  offended  against 
the  laws  of  the  land  ;  he  has  been  guilty  of  conduct  which  should  deserve,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  will  receive  if  properly  investigated,  the  penalty  inflicted  by  a  court  of  the  land  if  he 
had  been  brought  before  it.  I  agree  with  what  Dr.  McLaughlin  has  said,  that  it  would  be 
better,  far  better,  if  we  could  have  this  very  unpleasant  duty  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
civil  or  criminal  courts.  I  fear,  however,  that  if  that  were  the  case  justice  would  not  often 
be  done.  We  know  that  the  victims  of  the  offenders  in  these  cases  are  men  seldom 
disposed  to  prosecute  in  a  court  of  law,  scarcely  disposed  to  incur  the  trouble  and  expense 
and  annoyance  that  would  follow  if  they  should  attempt  to  prosecute  a  man  who  had  been 
guilty  of  frauds  of  the  description  that  we  consider  here,  and  in  the  great  majority  of  cases 
offenders  w  ould  go  unwhipped  of  justice.  It  is  because  the  Medical  Council,  with  the 
means  at  its  disposal,  is  enabled  to  carry  out  the  work  of  justice  better  perhaps  than  a 
criminal  court  could  do  it,  that  I  think  the  Legislature  has  placed  this  unpleasant  duty  on 
our  shoulders.  It  is  not,  as  has  been  said,  for  the  protection  of  the  profession,  though 
incidentally  that  may  be,  because  the  profession  will  be  relieved  from  the  disgrace  of  having 
such  a  man  practice  medicine  under  its  authority.  But  it  is  not  for  that  purpose  ;  it  is  in 
order  that  we  may  be  enabled  to  protect  the  public  ;  and  if  the  Legislature  should  see  fit  to 
withdraw  this  duty  from  us,  to  relieve  us  from  this  burden  we  have  on  our  shoulders,  I  for 
one  will  not  object.  It  will  relieve  us  from  the  expense  of  many  thousand  dollars  a  year, 
and  from  the  performance  of  very  many  unpleasant  duties.  But  while  it  is  in  our  hands, 
while  they  have  given  us  that  duty  to  perform,  we  must  do  it,  I  think,  without  fear  and 
without  favor,  being  careful  only  to  temper  our  justice  with  mercy,  as  I  think  we  have  in 
all  cases  done.  We  have  never,  to  my  knowledge,  stricken  off  any  man's  name  from  the 
Register  unless  it  has  been  clearly  proven  that  the  man  has  been  guilty  of  fraudulent 
conduct,  taking  advantage  of  his  position  as  a  physician  to  seriously  injure  the  persons  and 
the  purses  of  the  victims  who  may  come  under  him.  The  Legislature  has  given  us  that 
duty  to  do  ;  the  Legislature  has  placed  this  Medical  Council  as  the  guardians  of  the  public, 
it  has  entrusted  us  with  the  duty  of  seeing  that  men  are  authorized  to  practise  who  are  not 
only  intellectually  qualified  and  ethically  qualified,  but  mentally  and  morally  qualified,  and 
that  under  the  authority  given  by  this  Council,  without  which  no  man  can  practise,  there 
shall  be  no  injustice  done  to  the  public  if  we  can  prevent  it.  Our  duty  is  not  only  to  keep 
men  from  entering  the  profession,  but  to  remove  men  from  it  who  have  been  guilty  of  fraud. 
For  these  reasons  I  s<^cond  the  resolution. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  Bray  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 
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The  President  instructed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays  ;  and  the  Registrar 
took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  :

Moved  by  Dr.  Rogers,  seconded  by  Dr.  Campbell,  that  the  Council  do  now  adjourn  to 
two  o'clock,  and  that  the  Discipline  Committee's  reports  be  the  first  order  of  business  at  the 
afternoon  session.     Carried. 

The  Council  adjourned  to  meet  at  two  o'clock  p.m. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  Council  met,  in  accordance  with  motion  for  adjournment,  at  two  o'clock  p.m. 

The  President,  Dr.  Luton,  in  the  chair,  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  :

The  Registrar  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  which  were  confirmed,  and  signed 
by  the  President. 

Dr.  Bray  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  on  the  case  of 
Richard  Allen  Clark,  M.D.,  as  follows  : 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons of  Ontario: 

Your  committee,  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  facts  re  the  complaint  of  Thomas  Wassdn 
against  Richard  Allen  Clark,  M.  D. ,  for  erasure  from  the  Register  as  a  member  and  registered 
practitioner  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  humbly  beg  leave  to 
report  as  follows  : 

Notice  of  the  charges  which  formed  the  subject  matter  of  the  inquiry  to  be  conducted, 
and  of  the  day  appointed  to  hear  the  evidence  in  support  of  such  charge,  was  served  upon 
the  said  Richard  Allen  Clark.  Your  committee  duly  met,  in  pursuance  of  such  notice,  when 
the  said  Richard  Allen  Clark  appeared  in  person,  and  was  also  represented  by  William 
Lount,  Q.C.,  his  counsel,  on  the  10th,  11th  and  12th  days  of  May,  A.D.  1898,  at  the  Council 
Chamber  in  the  Medical  Building,  south-east  corner  of  Bay  and  Richmond  streets,  in  the 
city  of  Toronto,  when  witnesses  were  examined  in  support  of  the  petition.  No  evidence  was 
offered  on  behalf  of  the  said  Richard  Allen  Clark.  The  evidence  taken  accompanies  this 
report.  Your  committee,  after  hearing  and  considering  said  evidence,  arrives  at  the  following 
conclusion  : 

1.  As  to  the  charge  which  alleges  "That  the  said  Richard  Allen  Clark  has  been  guilty 
of  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  the  particulars  of  which  are  as 
follows  :  By  acting  as  doctor  or  medical  adviser  for  certain  persons  alleging  themselves  to  be 
or  representing  'The  Munyon's  Homoeopathic  Home  Remedy  Company,'  at  Number  11, 
Albert  Street,  in  the  said  city  of  Toronto,  during  the  years  A.D.  1896  and  1897,  and  par- 
ticularly during  the  months  of  June,  July,  August  and  September,  in  the  said  years, 
thereby  enabling  the  said  persons  and  the  said  company  to  evade  the  provisions  of  the 
Ontario  Medical  Act. " 

Your  committee  finds  this  charge  proved. 

2.  As  to  the  charge  which  alleges  that  the  said  Richard  Allen  Clark  has  been  guilty  of 
infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  "  By  prescribing  for  all  diseases 
of  patients  answering  the  advertisements  of  the  said  company,  the  various  remedies  sold  by 
or  in  the  name  of  the  said  company." 

Your  connnittee  finds  this  charge  proved. 

3.  As  to  the  charge  which  alleges  that  the  said  Richard  Allen  Clark  has  been  guilty  of 
infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  j)rofes8ional  respect,  '' By  assisting  the  s^iid  persons 
or  company  in  distributing  advertisements  and  circulars  conUiining  statements,  the  circula- 
tion of  which  by  a  medical  j)ractitioner  is  disgraceful  and  infamous  conduct  in  a  i)rofessional 
respect." 

Your  committee  finds  this  charge  proved. 
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4.  As  to  the  charge  which  alleges  that  the  said  Richard  Allen  Clark  has  been  guilty  of 
infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  "  By  being  guilty  of  infamous 
and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect  in  the  treatment  of  persons  resorting  to  the 
said  address,  in  answer  to  advertisements  in  the  name  of  the  said  Munyon's  Homoeopathic 
Home  Remedy  Company." 

Your  committee  finds  this  charge  proved.

Dr.  Bray — Mr.  President,  Dr.  Clark  is  here  with  his  counsel,  Mr,  William  Lount,  Q.  C. 

Mr.  Lount,  Q.C,  then  addressed  the  Council  as  follows  : 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  :  I  am  here  representing  Dr.  Clark 
as  his  counsel.  I  no  not  know  that  he  is  here  at  present  ;  he  was  here  this  morning.  I 
have  only  a  word  or  two  to  say  on  behalf  of  Dr.  Clark,  as  against  the  report  of  the  Discipline 
Committee  just  read,  and  the  report  of  its  finding.  I  desire  to  say  that  Dr.  Clark  entirely 
dissents  from  the  finding  and  the  report ;  and  I  take  the  objection  now,  at  this  stage,  that 
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the  findings  and  the  report  are  based  upon  what  is  alleged  to  be  evidence,  but  is  not  evidence. 
During  the  investigation  I  took  exception  at  the  various  stages  against  the  reception  of  what 
was  oflered  as  evidence.  I  may  have  been  wrong,  or  I  may  have  been  right  in  the  excep- 
tion I  took  ;  but  I  believe  a  vast  amount  of  what  was  offered  and  received  as  evidence  was 
not  evidence  in  law,  and  was  not  such  evidence  as  should  be  acted  upon  either  by  the  com- 
mittee or  by  this  Council.  And  I  now  desire  to  inform  this  Council  that  I  object  to  the 
finding  and  the  report  as  being  contrary  to  law  and  contrary  to  evidence  ;  and  I  desire  to 
urge  upon  this  Council  not  to  exercise  the  powers  that  are  delegated  to  it,  by  removing  the 
name  of  Dr.  Clark  from  the  Register. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Mr.  Lount,  would  you  be  kind  enough  to  state  on  what  ground  you 
object  to  the  evidence,  and  what  evidence  you  object  to.  A  bald  statement  of  the  kind  you 
have  made  makes  it  awkward  for  us  to  act,  without  giving  us  any  statement  on  which  we  can 
act  in  giving  judgment. 

Mr.  LouNT — In  reply  to  Dr.  McLaughlin,  I  am  not  prepared  to  go  over  the  whole  case, 
which  occupied  three  days,  in  pointing  out  such  portions  as  I  considered  not  evidence.  I 
took  my  objection  then,  it  was  formally  taken,  and  it  appears  upon  the  evidence.  More- 
over, in  my  construction  of  the  Act,  the  powers  of  this  Council,  I  take  it,  are  limited  ;  the 
Council  delegates  to  a  committee  to  take  evidence  and  make  a  report  ;  it  does  not  delegate 
that  to  any  other  body  ;  the  committee  have  taken  that  evidence  ;  they  have  reported,  and, 
in  my  judgment,  there  is  an  end  of  any  further  action  in  either  discussing  or  considering 
the  evidence.  It  is  a  matter  for  further  consideration  before  another  tribunal,  which  may  be 
at  the  proper  time  called  upon,  to  consider  the  objection  that  I  have  now  urged. 

Mr.  Curry  then  addressed  the  Council  as  follows  : 

Mr,  President  and  Members  of  the  Council  :  In  respect  to  the  argument  of  my 
learned  friend,  Mr.  Lount,  I  desire  to  say  that  the  evidence  as  offered  to  the  committee 
was  such  evidence  as,  in  my  opinion,  would  have  been  given,  and  would  be  receivable  as 
evidence  before  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  constituted  under  the  High  Court  of 
Justice.  Some  of  the  evidence  admitted  against  Dr.  Clark  was  contended  by  Mr.  Lount  to 
be  outside  the  purview  of  the  committee,  because  it  had  exceeded  one  year  in  point  of  time, 
that  is,  the  acts  charged  were  done  one  year  prior  to  the  inquiry  being  made.  The  section 
of  the  statute  which  limits  the  time  within  which  a  prosecution  can  be  begun  relates  to  pro- 
secution before  a  magistrate  for  contraventions  of  the  Act  itself.  It  does  not  to  my  mind, 
nor  to  the  mind  of  Mr.  Osier,  Q.C.,  who  has  also  been  consulted  in  regard  to  the  matter, 
relate  to  prosecutions  against  members  of  the  medical  profession  for  conduct  of  an  improper 
kind.  The  clause  I  refer  to  is  Clause  55,  under  the  old  Act,  which  says,  "Every  prosecu- 
tion under  this  Act  shall  be  commenced  within  one  j'ear  from  the  date  of  the  alleged  offence." 
This  section  will  also  be  found  in  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  1897,  as  Section  59,  Chap. 
176  ;  it  is  there  in  the  same  words.  This  is  not  a  prosecution  under  the  Act ;  it  is  a  case  of 
an  inquiry  commenced  by  the  Council  under  what  is  now  Section  33  of  the  Act,  and  was 
formerly  Section  34.  "For  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  as  a  medical  practitioner  in  a 
professional  respect."  The  prosecutions  which  are  referred  to  under  the  present  Section  59, 
formerly  Section  55,  are  prosecutions  against  individuals  representing  themselves  to  be 
medical  men,  and  practising  without  a  license,  prosecutions  which  are  commenced  before  a 
magistrate  and  which  are  well  known  under  the  term,  "Prosecution."  That  term  could  not 
possibly  apply  to  an  inquiry  made  by  the  Council,  either  at  the  instance  of  the  Council  itself 
or  on  the  application  of  any  four  duly  registered  medical  practitioners.  The  objection, 
therefore,  which  was  taken  to  a  considerable  portion  of  the  evidence  which  was  brought 
against  Dr.  Clark,  was  that  the  acts  which  rendered  him  liable  to  have  his  name  erased  from 
the  Register,  occurred  prior  to  one  year  before  May  last  when  the  inquiry  was  had  before 
the  committee.  I  contended,  and  the  committee  held  with  me,  that  Section  59  did  not 
apply  to  a  case  of  this  kind,  and  the  evidence  was  put  in. 

If  the  Council  will  pardon  me,  I  will  deal  with  the  evidence  in  the  case  against  Dr. 
Clark  as  shortly  as  I  possibly  can,  so  that  the  members  of  the  Council  may  know  the  nature 
of  the  evidence  which  was  adduced. 

On  the  7th  July,  Mr.  Thomas  Wasson,  your  Prosecutor,  caused  an  information  to  be 
laid  before  the  P(jlice  Magistrate  of  the  city  of  Toronto,  against  one  Dr.  Crippen,  for  breach 
of  the  Medical  Act.  Upon  the  case  coming  on,  the  witnesses  were  unable  to  identify  Dr. 
Crippen  as  being  the  man  who  had  diagnosed  their  ailments  and  prescribed  for  them  the 
Munyon  Homceopathic  Home  Remedies.  Not  being  able  to  obtain  sufficient  evidence  to 
warrant  a  conviction  in  that  way,  I,  liaving  the  conduct  of  the  ])rosecuti()n,  called  Crippen  to 
the  witness  stand,  and  obtained  from  him  the  information  tliat  he  had  then  in  his  ein])loy,  as 
representing  the  Munyon  C<jmpany,  Dr.  Clark. 

The  prosecutor  of  the  College,  Mr.  Wasson,  at  once  interviewed  Dr.  Clark  in  respect  to 
the  position  which  he  occupied  at  Munyon's  place,  at  Nos.  11  and  13  Albert  Street,  in  this 
city,  and  asked  him  if  lie  was  a  duly  registered  medical  practitioner,  and  received  from  liiin 
the  information  that  lie  was  ;  Dr.  Clark  i)ointing  out  his  name  upon  the  register.      Dr.  Kirk- 
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patrick  was  also  spoken  to  at  this  time,  and  as  a  result  of  that  interview,  and  I  believe  of  a 
subsequent  interview  with  Dr.  Pyne,  he,  Dr.  Kirkpatrick,  desisted  from  any  further  deal- 
ings with  the  Munyon  Company.  Dr.  Clark,  however,  continued  in  their  employ  as  a  medi- 
cal practitioner,  prescribing  the  Munyon  Homoeopathic  Home  Remedies  for  patients  whose 
diseasees  he  diagnosed,  under  instructions  from  a  young  woman  named  Day,  who  was  in 
charge  of  the  Munyon  place,  but  who  was  not  qualified  in  any  way  as  a  medical  practitioner, 
and  who  was  neither  a  chemist  or  pharmacist,  nor  entitled  to  dispense  medicine  in  any  way 
or  for  any  reason. 

Patients  came  in  answer  to  numerous  advertisements  which  appeared  in  the  papers, 
which  were  put  in  as  exhibits  in  the  case,  having  been  connected  with  Dr.  Clark  by  the 
evidence  of  Dr.  Evans,  and  also  by  the  evidence  of  Dr.  Kirkpatrick,  who  both  said  that 
time  and  time  again,  at  Munyon's  place,  at  the  Empress  Hotel,  and  other  places  in  the  city 
of  Toronto,  and  walking  along  the  street  between  those  places,  they  had  discussed  with  Dr. 
Clark  these  advertisements,  which  had  appeared  and  were  appearing  from  time  to  time  in 
the  different  evening  and  daily  newspapers  of  the  city  of  Toronto,  and  that  he  was  fully 
aware  of  the  nature  of  the  advertisements  which  were  being  put  out  from  time  to  time,  and 
particularly  of  certain  advertisements  that  were  mentioned  in  the  evidence  ;  one  being  as  to 
the  apparatus  which  they  had  at  the  place,  all  the  newest  things  in  the  shape  of  surgical 
instruments  and  electrical  appliances,  when  they  really  had  nothing  of  the  kind  at  all  about, 
the  place  ;  that  they  had  discussed  these  advertisements  amongst  themselves,  and  that  Dr. 
Clark  knew  that  that  particular  advertisement  had  gone  in,  and  at  the  same  time  he  knew 
that  the  only  thing  they  had  about  the  place  in  the  shape  of  medical  instruments  was  a 
stethoscope,  and  knife,  which  each  of  them  had  in  his  pocket.  Patients  came  in  answer  to 
these  advertisements,  to  11  and  13  Albert  Street,  entering  by  No.  11  into  a  large  room. 
There  were  two  rooms  on  the  west  side,  off  the  large  room  ;  one  was  occupied  by  Dr.  Clark 
and  the  other  by  Dr.  Kirkpatrick.  As  the  patients  came  in,  they  took  their  positions  in  the 
outer  room.  Distributed  about  this  outer  room  on  the  chairs  were  copies  of  a  pamphlet, 
called  "  The  Guide  to  Health."  The  patients,  as  their  turn  came,  were  told  by  the  woman 
Day  to  go  in  and  see  Dr.  Clark,  or  Dr.  Kirkpatrick,  as  the  case  might  be  ;  and,  as  one 
patient  came  out  of  the  room  the  next  patient  in  order  would  be  sent  into  the  room 
that  was  thus  vacated.  The  doctor  then  would  diagnose  the  case  as  quickly  as  possible  (Dr. 
Evans  stated  that  as  many  as  fifty  or  more  in  a  day  would  be  frequently  done  ;  and  also  that 
the  diagnoses  were  of  a  very  meagre  kind),  and  prescribe  as  many  of  Munyon's  Homoeo- 
pathic Home  Remedies  as  the  patient  could  stand.  The  physicians  were  required  to  pre- 
scribe the  medicines  mentioned  on  the  inner  side  of  the  cover  of  this  "Guide  to  Health," 
which  Dr.  Evans  called  his  "  Armamentarium  "  ;  such  were  the  instructions  that  were  given. 
From  this  armamentarium,  after  having  diagnosed  the  disease,  Dr.  Clark  was  to  prescribe 
the  remedies  ;  and  his  duty  was  to  prescribe  as  many  remedies  as  the  pocket  of  the  patient 
would  stand.  Dr.  Evans  swore  that  Dr.  Clark,  besides  diagnosing  the  disease  of  the  patient 
diagnosed  also  the  pocket,  in  order  to  ascertain  what  the  patient  could  stand.  The  evidence 
also  is  thnt  Dr.  Clark  did  not  know  the  component  parts  of  the  medicines  which  he  was 
prescribing  ;  and  that  for  headache  there  was  one  cure,  and  that  that  cure  would  be  pre- 
scribed irrespective  of  the  cause  which  produced  the  headache  ;  that  it  was  a  specific  for  that 
purpose,  and  no  matter  what  the  cause  which  produced  the  headache  might  be,  that  was  the 
remedy  which  would  be  prescribed  under  all  circumstances. 

That  was  the  manner  in  which  the  business  was  carried  on  there  by  Dr.  Clark,  from 
July,  1896,  when  the  information  was  first  laid  against  Dr.  Crippen,  up  until  the  present 
time,  certainly  up  until  the  time  of  the  inquiry,  which  was  held  by  the  committee  in 
May  of  this  year. 

In  addition  to  this  manner  of  prescribing  to  the  patients,  there  was  evidence  also  that 
patients  were  being  corresponded  with  by  Dr.  Evans  ;  that  Dr.  Evans  took  Dr.  Clark  into 
his  confidence,  as  it  were,  advised  with  him  as  to  the  nature  and  kind  of  lettersjthat  he 
was  required  to  send  out,  as  to  their  being  untruthful,  as  to  their  being  letters  promis- 
ing cures  which  he  well  knew  he  could  not  make  ;  calling  his  attention  to  this  fact,  and 
discussing  it  with  him  ;  and  that  Dr.  Clark  well  knew  the  nature  of  this  correspondence 
that  was  going  on  ;  in  fact,  that  in  some  cases  when  the  answers  to  Dr.  Evans'  letters 
came  in  they  were  handed  over  to  Dr.  Clark,  without  consulting  him  (Evans)  at  all  as  to 
the  previous  correspondence  which  he  had  had  with  the  patient,  or  as  to  the  nature  of 
the  symptoms  detailed  in  such  previous  correspondence,  would  undertake  to  send  the 
patient  medicine  different  from  that  recommended  by  Dr.  Evans  ;  that  in  one  case  where 
the  letter  fell  into  the  hands  of  Dr.  Clark,  and,  instead  of  sending  the  medicine  which 
had  been  recommended  by  Dr.  Evans,  Dr.  Clark  sent  what  is  called  "a  family  case" 
of  these  remedies  ;  and  the  husband  of  the  woman  who  desired  treatment,  seeing  he  had 
medicines  for  all  the  diseases  known  to  the  "armamentarium,"  as  it  is  called,  wrote 
back  to  Dr.  Evans  and  said,  "  For  God's  sake,  is  my  wife  afflicted  with  all  the  diseases 
in  the  calendar?"     These  things  are  all  brought    home  to  Dr.  Clark  by  the  evidence  of 
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Dr.  Evans,  who  was  there  present  with  him  at  the  time  this  was  going  on.  There  was 
also  evidence  that  the  people  that  frequented  this  place  were  principally  people  of  the 
poorer  class — people  who  could  ill-afford  to  spend  the  money,  which  was  being  taken  out 
of  them  in  this  reprehensible  manner  and  under  the  cover  of  registered  medical  practi- 
tioners. 

There  was  also  evidence  that  patients  coming  there  with  diseases  which  required  relief, 
and  which  were  not  diseases  of  the  imagination,  were  treated  other  than  by  homceopathic 
remedies,  in  this  way  :  The  doctor,  believing  that  the  patient  apparently  could  not  obtain 
relief  from  these  remedies,  wrote  out  an  allopathic  prescription,  sent  it  out  to  the  outer 
office  to  Miss  Day,  who  sent  a  messenger  of  the  Munyon  people  to  Mr.  Burgess'  drug  store, 
and  there  the  medicine  was  put  up,  and  it  was  labelled,  "Personal  Prescription.  Munyon's 
Homoeopathic  Home  Remedy  "  ;  so  that  the  patient  obtaining  a  cure  in  that  manner,  from 
a  duly  registered  medical  practitioner,  would  come  away  laboring  under  the  idea  that  the 
benefits  which  he  had  received  were  attributal  to  the  Munyon  Homoeopathic  Remedies, 
when  they  were  not.  That,  in  addition  to  these  allopathic  remedies.  Dr.  Clark  always  found 
it  advisable — it  would  do  no  harm — to  also  recommend  and  prescribe  some  of  the  remedies 
of  the  company  for  which  they  were  working.  So  that  we  find  Dr.  Clark  allowing  patients 
to  believe  that  the  remedies  they  were  taking  were  the  homoeopathic  remedies  of  the  Mun- 
yon Homoeopathic  Remedy  Company,  and  obtaining  testimonials  from  them  to  that  extent, 
when  in  fact  it  was  not  so  ;  particularly  would  that  be  the  case  in  two  instances  spoken  of 
in  the  evidence,  one  that  of  a  lad  named  Gerald  Graham,  who  was  treated  by  Dr.  Evans, 
with  the  knowledge  of  Dr.  Clark,  and  advertised  with  the  knowledge  of  Dr.  Clark,  attribut- 
ing his  cure  to  the  Munyon  Homoeopathic  Home  Remedies,  when  in  reality  it  was  not 
attributable  to  those  at  all  ;  and  also  the  case  of  a  reduction  of  a  hernia  ;  the  patient 
supposed  he  had  been  suflfering  from  dyspepsia  or  stomach  trouble,  which  trouble  was 
produced  by  this  hernia,  and  when  it  was  reduced  they  obtained  from  him  also  a  testimonial 
that  the  Munyon  Homoeopathic  Home  Remedies,  which  had  been  given  at  the  same  time 
that  the  hernia  was  reduced  and  the  truss  applied,  were  the  cause  of  the  cure.  These 
improper  acts  were  brought  home  directly  to  Dr.  Clark.  There  was  also  the  ease  of  a  man 
named  Ulrick  Renaud,  who  came  to  be  treated  for  catarrh.  Mr.  Renaud  says  he  did  not 
make  the  arrangement  with  Dr.  Clark,  but  with  Dr.  Crippen  ;  that  he  paid  $14  for  a  two 
months'  treatment,  and  a  cure  was  guaranteed  ;  that  he  paid  altogether,  for  some  instru- 
ments he  got,  $18  ;  that  after  the  first  week  he  was  attended  by  Dr.  Clark,  and  that  Dr. 
Clark  was  the  one  who  attended  him  from  that  time  on  ;  that  at  the  end  of  the  two  months 
he  complained  that  he  was  not  any  better,  and  although  Renaud  claimed  he  had  been 
guaranteed  a  cure.  Dr.  Clark  refused  to  treat  him  further  without  pay,  and  discontinued  the 
treatment.  While  Renaud  was  being  treated  for  catarrh  he  obtained  some  pills,  or  pellets, 
at  the  free  distribution  at  the  Mail  office,  for  rheumatism  or  sciatica  ;  and  Dr.  Clark  asked 
some  days  afterwards  if  he  felt  any  better.  His  evidence  is  that  he  said  he  felt  a  little 
better,  but  he  did  not  attribute  it  to  the  pills  ;  however,  a  short  time  afterwards  there 
appeared  in  a  newspaper  a  testimonial  attributing  his  miraculous  cure  to  the  Munyon  rem- 
edies, that  after  having  taken  a  few  doses  of  these  little  pellets  he  was  at  once  cured  of 
sciatic-rheumatism.  He  called  Dr.  Clark's  attention  to  the  advertisement  at  the  time,  and 
told  him  that  it  was  an  untrue  statement.  Thus,  we  have  the  fact  that  Dr.  Clark  was  well 
aware  of  the  nature  of  the  advertisements  which  were  being  printed  from  time  to  time  in 
these  newspapers  ;  and  I  contend,  as  I  contended  before  the  committee,  that,  being  aware 
of  what  was  being  published  from  day  to  day  in  the  papers  by  this  company,  whose  money 
he  was  taking,  it  was  his  duty  to  say,  "  These  have  got  to  stop,  or  I  stop  working  for  you." 
There  is  evidence  also  that  Dr.  Clark  saw  the  subsequent  advertisements  which  appeared  in 
the  paper,  and  they  are  all  evidence  against  him  of  the  manner  in  which  these  people  were 
carrying  on  their  business  with  his  knowledge.  I  submit  a  man  cannot  shut  his  eyes,  or  put 
his  head  in  a  bag,  and  say,  "I  didn't  know  what  was  going  on,"  and  contend  that  acts 
performed  while  he  was  hiding  are  not  evidence  against  him  afterwards.  And  what  appears 
in  this  document  itself  (The  "Guide  to  Health  "),  which  was  freely  distributed,  and  which, 
the  evidence  shows,  was  in  Dr.  Clark's  room  where  patients  could  obtain  it,  as  well  as  being 
freely  distributed  about  the  office,  is  sufficient  in  itself,  it  would  seem  to  me,  to  warrant  his 
name  being  removed  from  the  Register  for  conduct  which  was  unprofessional  and  disgraceful 
from  a  professional  stand  pointy 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  a  case  which  is  reported  in  the  British  Medical  Journal. 
The  rei)()rt  in  that  journal  says  : 

"The  Council  jjroceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  case  of  Josliua  Hamilton  Hart,  of 
Cliflf  Cottage,  Morley,  near  Leeds,  registered  in  Scotland,  December  31st,  1891,  as  Lie.  R. 
Coll.  Phys.  Edin.  1891,  Lie.  R.  Coll.  Surg.  Edin.  1891,  Lie.  Fac.  Phys.  Surg.  Glasg. 
1891,  who  had  been  summoned  to  api)ear  before  the  Council  on  May  2()th,  1898,  at 
3..30  p.m.,  to  answer  the  following  charge  on  the  complaint  of  Hugh  Woods,  of  11 
Archway     Road,     Highgate,     registered     as    M.B.,  M.D.,   Bac.  Surg.  188(5,  M.A.O.  1887 
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Univ.  Dubl.,  President  of  the  Incorporated  Medical  Practitioners'  Association  :  That  he,  as 
a  registered  medical  practitioner,  had  been  guilty  of  infamous  conduct  in  a  professional 
respect  in  connection  with  certain  quack  remedies  which  were  styled  and  extensively 
advertised  as  '  Munyon's  Homoeopathic  Home  Remedies.'  The  particulars  of  the  com- 
plaint against  him  were  (1)  That  he  associated  himself  with  and  was  a  party  to  the  sale  and 
dissemination  and  advertisement  of  these  quack  remedies.  That  he  acted  as  consulting 
physician  at  the  place  where  such  quack  remedies  were  administered  and  sold,  and  permitted 
his  name  and  qualifications  to  be  advertised  as  those  of  the  consulting  physician  at  such 
place. 

Dr.  Hugh  Woods  attended  on  behalf  of  the  Incorporated  Medical  Practitioners' 
Association,  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Hart  appeared  in  answer  to  the  summons,  with  his  counsel,  Mr. 
W.  H.  Clay.  Dr.  Hugh  Woods  opened  the  case  against  Mr.  Hart,  and  stated  that 
representatives  of  the  Incorporated  Medical  Practitioners'  Association  had  called  at  Munyon's 
business  premises  in  Shaftesbury  Avenue,  and  had  made  inquiries  into  the  nature  of  the 
remedies  advertised  for  sale.  They  saw  a  person  who  declared  himself  to  be  a  registered 
practitioner,  but  who  refused  to  give  his  name  or  any  particulars  with  regard  to  the  remedies, 
except  that  they  contained  vegetable  extracts.  That  person  was  not  Mr.  Hart.  It  was 
most  difficult  in  all  such  cases  to  obtain  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  practitioners  con- 
nected with  such  establishments,  and  the  Association  had  taken  steps  to  obtain  letters 
addressed  to  Shaftesbury  Avenue  by  patients  confidentially  with  a  view  of  getting  the 
signature  of  the  doctor  concerned.  The  result  was  that  a  letter  came  into  their  possession 
signed  by  Mr.  Hart  written  from  Munyon's  establishment,  and  upon  his  notepaper. 

Dr.  Woods  then  called  Dr.  Madden  as  a  witness  to  prove  the  statements  made. 

Mr.  Clay  submitted  that  Mr.  Hart  had  done  nothing  deserving  the  name  of  infamous 
conduct,  and  stated  that  that  gentleman  was  willing  to  sever  his  connection  with  Munyon  if 
the  Council  so  desired. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Hart  then  went  into  the  witness-box.  In  answer  to  Mr.  Clay  he  explained 
that  his  duties  consisted  in  opening  the  letters  addressed  to  Munyon  and  writing  upon  them 
the  organs,  which,  in  his  opinion,  were  affected,  judging  by  the  symptoms  described.  The 
letters  were  then  taken  away,  and  he  had  nothing  more  to  do  with  the  matter.  The  public 
never  saw  him  nor  were  his  name  and  qualifications  published. 

In  cross-examination  witness  refused  to  state  whether  he  thought  the  mere  mention  of 
the  organ  affected  was  sufficient  to  an  intelligent  prescription.  Asked  why  he  called  himself 
M.B.,  M.A.,  witness  explained  that  the  presence  of  the  letters  M.B.  and  M.A.  was  intended 
to  convey  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  British  Medical  Association.  Pressed  on  this  point, 
he  stated  he  had  once  been  a  member,  but  his  subscription  had  not  been  paid  this  year  nor 
last. 

The  Council  considered  the  case  in  camera.  On  the  readmission  of  strangers,  the 
President  stated  the  Council  had  found  Mr.  Hart  guilty  of  infamous  conduct  in  a  professional 
respect,  and  directed  the  Registrar  to  remove  his  name  from  the  Register." 

This  case  is  not  nearly  so  strong,  I  contend,  as  the  case  of  Dr.  Clark  before  the  com- 
mittee, and  now  before  this  Council  for  consideration.  I  would  also  add  that  Dr.  Evans 
said  his  knowledge  as  a  medical  practitioner  was  absolutely  of  no  use  to  him  in  that  way  ; 
that  if  a  patient  came  in,  an  individual  without  any  professional  knowledge  could  have  done 
just  as  well  as  he  (Evans)  did  ;  that  if  a  person  came  in  and  said  he  had  a  headache,  he 
would  give  him  headache  cure  ;  that  was  all  he  had  to  do. 

This,  what  I  have  summarized,  is  by  no  means  all  the  evidence  before  the  committee  and 
now  before  the  Council  in  the  type-written  evidence  ;  but  I  do  not  desire  to  delay  you  by 
reading  all  the  evidence  to  you.  I  do,  however,  desire  to  say  that  the  evidence  given  before 
the  committee  would  warrant  the  committee  in  coming  to  the  conclusion  that  the  conduct  of 
a  duly  registered  medical  practitioner,  of  lending  himself  to  the  Munyon's  Homcjeopathic 
Home  Remedy  Company  to  enable  the  company  to  evade  the  statute  law  of  the  Province, 
of  treating  patients  who  were  unable  to  tell  what  they  were  suffering  from,  by  remedies  of 
which  he  knew  nothing,  and  not  giving  such  patients  the  benefit  of  the  professional  know- 
ledge which,  as  a  doctor,  he  held  himself  out  to  have,  is  conduct  which  is  detrimental  to  the 
community  at  large,  and  which  I  submit  that  this  body  owes,  not  to  itself  in  any  respect  at 
all,  but  to  the  community  at  large  to  stamp  out  and  prevent. 

Mr.  LouNT,  Q.C.,  then  addressed  the  Council  as  follows  : 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  :  I  desire,  in  making  a  reply  to  the 
gentleman  who  has  just  spoken,  and  in  explaining  to  Dr.  McLaughlin  and  the  rest  of  the 
Council  why  I  did  not  attempt  to  analyze  the  evidence  that  was  taken  before  the  committee, 
to  say  that  it  was  absolutely  impossible  for  me  in  the  short  time  that  was  given  for  con- 
sideration of  this  to  make  any  analysis  of  it  whatever.  At  noon  yesterday  I  received,  for 
the  first  time,  a  notice  that  the  matter  would  come  before  this  Council  at  ten  o'clock  to-day. 
Why  that  notice  was  so  lately  served  I  am  unable  distinctly  to  say.  I  understand  from  Mr. 
Wasson  that  he  had  endeavored  to  serve  notice  upon  me  the  day  previous,  but  as  I  was  not 
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at  my  office — this  being  partly  vacation  time — he  was  not  able  to  serve  me.  However,  it 
might  have  been  left  at  my  office,  and,  undoubtedly,  had  it  been  left,  some  person  in  the 
office  would  have  taken  means  to  apprise  me  of  it.  But  it  still  remains  that  I  only  received, 
as  I  say,  at  twelve  o'clock  yesterday,  notification  to  appear  here  at  ten  o'clock  to-day.  I 
can  only  state  that  in  that  short  space  of  time,  with  the  other  duties  that  I  had  to  perform, 
and  which  necessarily  had  to  be  done,  it  was  absolutely  out  of  the  question  for  me  to  devote 
the  time,  even  if  I  had  all  the  time,  to  be  able  to  go  over  a  case  occupying  three  or  four 
days  in  inquiry,  and  to  be  prepared  upon  such  short  notice  to  draw  the  attention  of  this 
Council  to  those  parts,  or  to  that  part,  of  the  case  as  it  then  was  presented  that  occurred  to 
me  to  be  improper  to  consider  as  against  my  client. 

But,  from  what  has  just  fallen  from  the  lips  of  the  counsel  for  the  College,  I  propose, 
with  your  permission,  to  refer  to  that  part  at  any  rate,  and  ask  this  Council,  before  it  passes 
upon  the  question,  to  consider  the  evidence,  not  from  the  report  of  the  committee,  but  to 
take  it  into  their  consideration  and  investigation  the  whole  of  the  evidence,  because  if  this 
Council  is  to  be  of  any  service  as  an  investigating  body  to  consider  evidence,  it  must 
examine  that  evidence.  It  is  a  mere  perfunctory  act  to  accept  the  report  of  the  committee, 
and  to  acknowledge  that  its  finding  is  correct,  then  anything  that  I  may  say  here  is  of  no 
purpose,  because  you  stand  upon  the  finding  of  your  committee.  But  I  say  before  any 
'member  of  the  Council  passes  his  vote  upon  it,  if  he  is  going  to  exercise  his  vote  intelli- 
gently, and  to  pass  upon  the  evidence,  upon  the  truth  of  what  was  sworn  to  before  the 
committee,  he  should  first  read  that  evidence,  analyze  it  and  determine  as  to  the  facts.  It 
is  no  light  matter  to  take  away  a  man's  livelihood  ;  it  is  no  proper  thing  to  deprive  any 
member  of  your  profession  of  the  education  of  his  life  and  his  means  of  earning  when,  as  in 
the  case  of  Dr.  Clark,  he  has  arrived  at  a  time  of  life  when  it  is  impossible  perhaps  for  him 
to  devote  himself  to  any  other  means  to  earn  a  living.  It  is  not  a  criminal  proceeding  that 
you  are  taking,  but  it  is  in  the  nature  of  one  ;  it  is  not  sending  him  to  prison  ;  it  is  not 
depriving  him  of  money  ;  but  it  is  doing  something  very  much  greater  and  very  much  more 
severe,  and  something,  therefore,  which  should  be  considered  calmly  and  carefully  before 
you  do  it.  No  man  should  be  deprived  of  his  liberty  without  a  full  investigation,  and  no 
man  should  be  deprived  of  his  money  or  means  without  a  careful  investigation,  and  no  man 
in  this  honorable  profession  should  be  deprived  of  his  position  in  that  profession  until  it  has 
been  fairly  and  fully  determined  that  he  has  no  right  standing  here,  and  for  his  conduct 
that  he  should  be  removed  from  association  with  the  medical  fraternity.  I  therefore 
ask  for  Dr.  Clark  that  consideration  which  I  have  just  pointed  to  you. 

In  the  case  of  Dr.  Washington,  as  far  as  the  legal  report  shows,  Chief  Justice  Armour, 
at  the  conclusion  of  his  judgment,  says  "that  counsel  appeared  before  the  Council,  and  the 
Council  was  expected  to  have  read  and  understood  the  evidence  before  they  passsed  upon 
their  judgment."  I  venture  to  say,  with  all  deference  to  every  gentleman  in  this  Council, 
that,  apart  from  the  members  of  the  committee  of  investigation,  there  is  not  one  gentleman 
here  has  read  that  evidence,  or  even  any  substantial  part  of  it  ;  and,  therefore,  if  you  have 
not  read  it,  you  are  in  no  position  to  pass  upon  it  excepting  you  would  take  the  report  of 
the  committee.  That  was  the  reason  why  I,  at  the  outset,  declined ;  because,  first,  I  was  not 
in  a  position,  had  not  time  enough  to  educate  myself  to  discuss  it,  nor  am  I  now  in  a  position 
to  discuss  it  excepting  from  the  memory  of  what  took  place  before  that  committee.  I  say 
that  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  I  felt  I  was  not  justified  in  attempting  to  answer  what  Dr. 
McLaughlin  asked  that  I  should  do,  point  out  the  objections  and  the  reasons  why  this 
Council  should  not  act. 

But,  let  me  take  up  seriatim  the  remarks  of  my  learned  friend  and  the  reasons  why  he 
says  Dr.  Clark  should  be  deprived  of  his  [)osition  as  a  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario.  While  I  may  be  obliged  to  question  the  memory  of  my  learned 
friend,  you,  gentlemen,  will  be  able  to  draw  your  conclusions  as  to  which  is  right  in  memory, 
when  you  come  to  examine  the  evidence.  It  is  stated  that  Dr.  Clark  had  a  full  knowledge 
of  the  advertisements  which  were  from  time  to  time  appearing  in  the  various  public  news- 
papers of  the  day,  regarding  the  Munyon  remedies  ;  it  is  also  stated  that  Dr.  Clark  had  a 
knowledge  of  that  little  pamphlet  called  "The  Guide  to  Health  ;"  and  it  is  alleged,  on 
behalf  of  the  charge  against  Dr.  Clark,  that  because  he  knew  of  what  appeared  in  the  public 
newspapers,  advertisements  of  the  Munyon  Company,  and  what  appeared  in  the  "Guide  to 
Health,"  he  therefore  was  guilty  of  disgraceful  and  infamous  conduct  as  a  medical  man.  I 
take  exception  entirely  and  absolutely  to  the  proposition  tliat  that  rendered  him  in  any  sense 
guilty  of  either  of  those  accusations.  I  take  it  upon  two  grounds,  if  not  more.  I  propose  to 
say  that  it  will  not  be  foinid  in  the  four  corners  of  the  evidence  that  it  was  brought  home  to 
Dr.  Clark  that  he  had  a  knowledge  of  any  ])articular  advertisement.  There  wore  many 
advertisements  of  different  f(jriiis,  l)ut  as  to  whicli  particular  one  his  attention  was  drawn  to 
there  was  no  evidence.  Af^to  the  fact  that  he  took  any  of  these  newspapers  or  read  any  of 
these  advertisements  there  was  no  evidence.  As  to  the  fact  wliether  or  not  he  was  aware  of 
the  contents  of  tliese  advertisements  there  was  no  evidence.     There  were  some  flimsy  asser- 
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tions  made  by  a  man  called  Dr.  Evans,  who,  from  his  own  evidence  and  under  cross-exam- 
ination, showed  himself  to  be  a  blackmailer  ;  showed  himself  to  be  an  infamous  man  ;  showed 
himself  to  be  a  man  without  credit,  whose  word  ought  not  to  be  accepted.  Read  his  evidence 
through  ;  read  his  cross-examination  ;  read  the  letters  that  he  wrote  to  Mr.  Munyon  and  the 
Munyon  Company  demanding  money  to  hold  his  position,  or  offering  for  money  to  work  for 
one  side  or  the  other,  and  you  find  a  disgraced  man,  one  unfit  to  be  heard  and  one  whose 
evidence  ought  not  to  be  received  in  any  court  of  justice  or  in  any  inquiry  whatever.  That 
is  the  man,  and  the  only  man,  who  pretended  to  speak  of  the  knowledge  of  Dr.  Clark  ;  a 
man  who  had  been  discharged  by  the  Munyon  Company  on  four  different  occasions  for 
improper  and  disgraceful  conduct ;  a  man  who,  when  he  had  been  discharged  finally,  wrote 
and  demanded  pay,  blackmail  pay,  otherwise  no  silence  ;  the  man  who  afterwards  fomented 
and  put  on  this  prosecution,  because  he  admits  in  one  of  his  letters  he  Avould  do  all  he  could 
to  bring  the  Munyon  Company  to  disgrace  ;  not  because  he  was  an  honorable  man  and 
desired  to  see  that  this  company  that  was  acting  improperly  should  be  brought  to  judgment, 
for  he  had  gone  back  into  their  employment  four  different  times  and  never  saw  in  those 
periods,  any  reason  why  he  should  complain  of  them.  He  took  their  money  and  went  in 
their  pay,  and  did  not  see  anything  wrong  in  them  until  he  had  been  finally  discharged  and 
until  he  was  finally  unable  to  procure  any  money  consideration  or  to  hold  his  position. 

I  repeat  that  in  what  would  be  called  substantial  proper  evidence,  the  kind  of  evidence 
that  takes  away  a  man's  character,  that  kind  of  evidence  that  takes  away  a  man's  livelihood, 
the  kind  of  evidence  that  would  convict  a  man  of  crime  or  would  deprive  him  of  his  means 
or  property,  there  is  not  to  be  found  proof  that  Dr.  Clark  had  a  knowledge  of  the  contents 
of  those  advertisements.  But,  conceding  that  it  is  so,  while  I  do  not  admit  it,  but  for  the 
purpose  of  argument  I  say  admit  it  to  be  so,  what  is  the  heinous  offence  that  is  to  be  called 
"infamous  and  disgraceful?"  These  are  words  that  have  no  legal  definition;  they  are 
words  that  have  no  medical  definition.  As  a  man  stated  this  morning,  when  the  matter 
was  discussed  as  to  the  ethics  of  your  profession,  there  is  no  written  law  of  ethical  conduct  in 
your  profession.  There  is  an  unwritten  law  which  is  in  the  mind  of  each  individual  mem- 
ber, but  you  are  not  harmonious,  you  are  not  one,  you  are  not  united  as  to  what  are  the  ethics 
in  your  profession  ;  you  differ,  and  as  you  differ,  how  is  it  possible  for  any  person  to  lay  down 
the  doctrine  of  the  ethical  conduct  which  is  to  govern  or  control  the  members  of  your 
profession  ? 

The  offence  is  what  ?  Dr.  Clark  was  employed  simply  to  discharge  one  duty  ;  that  was, 
when  persons  came  to  that  establishment  to  hear  what  they  had  to  say  regarding  their  condi- 
tion ;  and,  as  any  other  medical  man  would  do,  diagnose  and  say  what  the  disease  was  or 
what  the  condition  was.  Having  done  that,  his  other  duty  was  to  prescrijje  some  one  of  the 
remedies  which  appear  in  the  front  page  of  "The  Guide  to  Health,"  tabulated  as  being 
various  cures,  such  as  Blood  Cure,  Bladder  Cure,  Catarrh  Cure,  Constipation  Cure,  Cough 
Cure,  and  so  on.  I  am  no  scientist  in  medicine  ;  I  know  nothing  about  it  ;  I  do  not  want 
to  know  anything  about  it  until  the  time  comes  when  I  shuffle  off  this  mortal  coil  by  drying 
up  and  blowing  away  in  a  decent  manner  ;  and  in  the  meantime  I  want  to  have  nothing  to 
do  with  you  gentlemen  or  with  your  medicines,  except  in  the  sense  I  am  doing  with  you 
now.  It  would  be  an  idle  discussion  for  me  here,  and  I  suppose  I  would  be  laughed  at 
because  I  am  an  inexperienced  man  that  knows  nothing  of  the  subject,  to  discuss  it  with  you 
gentlemen,  who  know  all  of  the  subject ;  but  I  venture  to  say  there  is  a  difference  between 
you  gentlemen  as  to  treatments  and  methods  of  treatment.  I  venture  to  say  your  doctrines 
and  treatments  and  prescriptions  are  not  all  alike  ;  that  you  are  as  varied  and  different  as 
lawyers  are  different  with  regard  to  the  troubles  they  have  to  deal  with. 

Let  me,  however,  conclude  my  discussion  with  regard  to  the  advertisements,  Assuming 
these  advertisements  did  come  to  Dr.  Clark's  knowledge,  his  position  there  was  simply  that 
of  a  person  employed  to  diagnose  disease  and  recommend  a  treatment ;  that  was  his  employ- 
ment ;  he  had  nothing  whatever  else  to  do  with  that  establishment  ;  he  had  no  more 
control  over  it  than  you  have.  He  had  no  right  to  control  it.  He  was  in  the  same  position 
as  a  doctor  employed  by  some  of  these  societies  or  associations,  such  as  the  Sons  of  England 
or  any  of  these  various  societies  ;  he  is  employed  to  treat  the  disease;  but  he  has  nothing 
to  do  with  their  advertising  ;  he  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  conduct  of  the  business  ;  he  has 
no  right  to  interfere  ;  his  interference  would  be  an  impertinence,  and  he  would  be  ordered  to 
mind  his  business.  The  evidence  of  Miss  Day  is  positive,  that  Dr.  Clark  had  nothing  what- 
ever to  do  with  the  advertisments,  had  no  control  over  them,  couldn't  control  them  ;  they 
were  beyond  his  control.  And  I  submit  when  he  is  employed  for  a  specific  purpose,  having 
no  connection,  no  relation,  no  right  to  interfere  with  or  control  the  other  branches  of 
that  establishment  of  which  he  is  not  a  member — if  he  was  a  member  it  would  be  a  different 
thing — but  was  a  mere  servant,  that  h  is  not  responsible  and  cannot  be  lield  responsible  in 
law  or  fact  for  those  advertisements.  ^ 

It  is  stated  by  my  learned  friend  and  it  was,  I  think,  stated  by  some  medical  gentlemen 
that  gave  evidence—  and  it  may  be  the  opinion  of  the  gentlemen  of  this  Council  or  some  of 
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them — that  after  having  knowledge  of  these  advertisements,  he  ought  to  have  immediately 
gone  out  and  left  the  Munyon  employment.  That  may  be  what  you  would  call  a  high 
sense  of  honor,  or  a  high  sense  of  duty — I  do  not  say  it  is,  but  you  may  call  it  so.  But 
what  is  to  bring  him  under  the  legal  definition  of  being  infamous  and  disgraceful  because 
he  remained  doing  his  duty,  the  duty  he  was  required  to  do,  and  nothing  else,  the  only  duty 
he  had  to  do  ?  Is  it  to  be  said  he  is  infamous  and  disgraceful  because  he  did  not  leave  that 
employment,  knowing  that  that  company  was  putting  out  advertisements  stating  that  there 
were  skilled  physicians  that  would  diagnose  the  cases  free  of  those  who  called  ?  It  was  true^ 
that  there  were  skilled  physicians  diagnosing  the  cases  ;  Dr.  Clark  is  a  skilled  physician,  other- 
wise he  would  not  have  been  a  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 
It  is  assumed  he  was  a  skilled  physician.  He  was  diagnosing  the  cases.  There  was  not  any  fisil 
that  advertisement,  and  there  was  no  wrong.  If  that  advertisement  had  appeared  with  Dr. 
Clark's  name  on  it,  that  he  was  the  individual  who  was  advertising  these  cures,  then  it 
might  be  held  (although  I  do  not  agree  with  it),  under  the  case  of  Dr.  Washington,  that  the 
fact  that  he,  the  doctor,  advertising  in  that  particular  manner,  which  was  offensive  to  the 
profession  generally,  was  either  an  infamous  or  a  disgraceful  act.  But  the  law  does  not,  in 
my  humble  judgment,  go  the  length  of  saying,  nor  is  it  intended  to  say,  that,  because 
somebody  else  had  an  advertisement  stating  that  they  are  skilled  physicians,  that  doctor  is 
in  any  manner  deluding  or  deceiving  the  public,  or  misleading  the  public  as  a  doctor.  It 
does  not  appear  before  the  Council  that  Dr.  Clark  was  deceiving  or  deluding  the  public  , 
nothing  of  that  kind  appeared  ;  and  so  I  submit  upon  the  first  ground  that  is  offered  by  my 
learned  friend,  and  the  first  point  taken  in  the  report,  that  as  evidence  it  was  not  brought 
home  that  he  had  a  knowledge  of  these  advertisements  ;  and,  secondly,  if  it  was  brought 
home.  Dr.  Clark  was  not  violating  any  statutory  law  nor  was  he  guilty  of  infamous  or 
disgraceful  conduct  as  a  medical  man  because  he,  a  servant  there,  remained  a  servant  doing 
his  duty  and  only  his  duty,  and  did  not  leave  because  his  master  chose  to  put  out  an 
advertisement  which  might  be  held  to  be  wrong  or  even  infamous. 

Then  as  to  the  second  ground  which  is  mentioned.  Dr.  Clark  is  accused  of  having 
acted  contrary  to  the  statute  for  the  reason  that  he  diagnosed  cases  and  prescribed  the 
remedies  in  this  "Guide."  Assume  the  fact  to  be  that  these  remedies,  of  which  you,  gentle- 
men, do  not  know  anything,  but  which  remedies  by  the  "  Guide  to  Health  "  are  said  to  be 
the  production  of  the  accumulated  wisdom  of  several  highly  educated  medical  men  both  in 
England  and  the  States,  perform  their  duties,  assume  that  they  procure  cures,  assume 
the  public  were  benefited  by  them,  and  I  say  I  have  a  right  to  assume  that  ;  and  it  is  a  fact 
proven  that  out  of  the  multitude  of  testimonials  which  were  procured,  and  to  which  reference 
was  made  in  the  evidence,  only  three  cases  that  I  have  a  knowledge  of  were  found  which 
could  be  queried  or  questioned,  notwithstanding  the  skilful  detective-hunting  of  your 
detective,  Mr.  Wasson,  in  trying  to  discover  from  the  various  persons  who  had  given  those 
testimonials  whether  they  were  true  or  false.  I  take  it  to  be  an  admitted  fact  that  when  we 
have  a  knowledge  that  every  effort  was  made  to  find  whether  those  testimonials  were  true 
or  false,  and  when  after  a  long  and  patient  inquiry  it  was  found  only  three  could  be  ques- 
tioned, it  remains  proven  that  all  the  rest  were  established. 

If  Dr.  Clark,  after  some  experience,  having  diagnosed  a  case,  found  that  a  remedy 
would  effect  a  cure  for  the  case  diagnosed,  is  it  contrary  to  medical  ethics  that  he  should 
prescribe  it  ?  You,  gentlemen,  have  various  doubts  with  regard  to  the  drugs  and  medicines 
you  do  prescribe  ;  and,  speaking  with  all  deference,  not  wishing  to  speak  disrespectfully — I 
say  in  your  profession,  in  your  practice,  many  of  you  do  not  know  what  you  prescribe,  in  its 
fullest  sense.  You  may  know  many  of  the  medicines,  but  there  are  various  drugs,  and  I 
have  heard  medical  men  say  so,  and  I  think  it  will  appear  probably  in  some  of  the  evidence, 
that  there  are  various  medicines  of  which  you  have  not  thB-  absolute  knowledge,  and  which, 
medicines  you  recommend  because  they  have  been  found  to  be  useful,  found  to  be  beneficial, 
but  their  component  parts  you  are  unable  to  describe.  And  with  regard  to  these  medicines, 
if  Dr.  Clark  found,  having  diagnosed  the  case,  that  they  were  useful,  that  they  efiected 
cures,  and  people  gave  testimonials,  you  will  find  when  you  read  the  evidence  that  Mr, 
Humble,  the  man  who  procured  those  testimonials,  swore  positively  that  he  exercised  great 
caution  and  care  in  the  procurement  of  them  ;  that  they  were  true  in  substance  and  in  fact  ; 
that  the  people  tt^ld  him  exactly  what  these  certificates  contained  ;  that  there  were  none  of 
them  exaggerated  or  falsified.  I  submit  when  you  get  a  record  like  that  you 
have  a  record  of  the  cures  effected  by  these,  and  it  is  then  idle  to  siiy  if  they 
are  not  treated  in  the  regular  scientific  or  medical  way  it  is  improper  to  administer,  tlie 
medicines.  I  submit  with  every  cc^nfidence  when  it  comes  to  be  judiciously  considered  by 
you,  gentlemen,  if  not  by  you,  gentlemen,  at  any  rate  by  a  judicial  court  which  will  consider 
it — but  I  am  hopeful  that  you,  gentlemen,  will,  with  all  fairness  and  with  a  s})irit  judicial, 
consider  and  decide  that  it  is  not,  and  cannot  be,  held  to  be  conduct  either  infamous  or 
disgraceful  to  have  prescribed  those  remedies,   having  found  their  effects  to   be  beneficial.  - 

1  do  not  know  where  the  definition  disgraceful  or  infamous  is  taken  from.     Take  it 
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in  its  ordinary  English  acceptation,  and  I  venture  to  say  that  if  a  gentleman  of  your  profes- 
sion, having  found  a  medicine  curative  in  its  properties  for  certain  conditions  or  diseases, 
applies  that,  these  words  are  not  applicable  to  that  state  or  condition. 

Then  it  is  said  that  Dr.  Clark  was  guilty  of  being  a  party  to  the  testimonials.  I  simply 
have  to  say  to  that,  as  far  as  I  recollect,  there  was  no  evidence  to  show  that  Dr. 
Clark  had  anything  whatever  to  do  with  the  procurement  of  the  testimonials.  It  may  be 
he  saw  these  testimonials  in  the  paper  ;  but  that  was  no  part  of  his  duty  ;  he  had  nothing 
to  do  with  it.  Mr.  Humble  was  a  separate  individual  from  him,  and  Mr.  Humble  did 
procure  testimonials  without  consultation  or  any  consideration  with  Dr.  Clark.  If  Dr. 
Clark  did  have  a  knowledge  of  it  in  any  indirect  way  he  had  no  right  to  control  it  or  inter- 
fere with  it.  You  have  first  to  bring  home  that  Dr.  Clark  either  authorized  those  to  be 
published  or  published  them.  If  somebody  else  did  it,  how  can  you  accuse  him  ?  On  what 
ground  do  you  find  a  man  guilty  of  a  crime  that  somebody  else  committed  because  he 
happened  afterwards  to  know  of  it  ?  That  is  the  situation  you  are  placing  Dr.  Clark  in. 
Because  Mr.  Humble,  through  the  advice  and  the  engagement  with  the  Munyon  Company, 
procured  these  testimonials  and  published  them,  is  it  to  be  said  that  Dr.  Clark  is  to  be 
-answerable  as  almost  a  criminal  because  they  appeared  in  the  papers  and  because  he  did  not, 
when  they  appeared,  sever  his  connection  and  deprive  himself  of  the  living  he  was  making 
in  what,  I  submit,  was  a  perfectly  legitimate  and  honest  employment  ? 

Some  reference  is  made  to  a  case  of  three  testimonials  ;  I  think  one  where  Dr.  Evans 
was  alleged  to  have  the  patient  in  charge,  and  Dr.  Clark  had  to  do  with  it  ;  the  explanation 
of  that  is  simple.  Dr.  Evans  had  the  case  in  charge  and  he  had  to  go  out  of  town,  and 
asked  Dr.  Clark  to  attend  upon  the  case.  The  man  died.  Men  have  died  in  the  hands  of 
€very  medical  man  here  after  perhaps  the  best  efforts  that  could  be  put  forth.  But  because 
a  man  dies  there  is  no  reason  why  another  man  should  be  hung,  unless  he  killed  him  with 
malice.  Dr.  Clark  went  and  examined  this  patient  and  found  him  in  a  dying  state — he  died, 
I  think,  the  day  after  he  saw  him.  I  cannot  understand  in  what  sense  it  can  be  argued  that 
Dr.  Clark  should  be  held  responsible  for  that. 

Mr.  Curry — I  did  not  speak  of  that  case  in  my  argument. 

Mr.  LouNT — It  was  an  actual  deed  of  proper  charity  ;  it  was  a  duty  every  medical  man 
w^ould  be  obliged  to  perform  when  called  upon.  There  is  nothing  wrong  in  that.  As  to  the 
testimonials  that  were  quoted,  I  am  not  prepared  at  this  moment  to  speak  of  them  critically  ; 
I  must  confess  that  my  memory  is  not  capable,  after  some  two  or  three  months,  since  the 
first  of  May  last,  and  never  having  seen  the  evidence,  not  having  a  chance  of  seeing  it,  and 
being  forced  to  draw  upon  my  recollection  of  the  facts — I  say  when  you  look  at  those 
testimonials  it  will  be  found  that  no  reprehensible  conduct  is  chargeable  to  Dr.  Clark  when 
you  come  to  consider  them  carefully.  I  do  not  recall  at  the  present  moment  any  other 
serious  charges  that  were  made  against  Dr.  Clark,  but  I  say  in  conclusion  that  this  severe 
dealing  with  one  of  your  profession  is  only  to  be  after  most  careful  and  patient  investigation, 
an  investigation  which  I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  every  gentleman  here  desires  to  accord. 
I  do  not  for  a  moment  think  there  is  any  one  amongst  you  wishful  to  harm  your  brother 
medical  practitioner  unfairly  or  unjustly  ;  and  while  you  are  perfectly  right  in  your  duty  to 
expel  from  your  profession  any  man  of  it  who  is  guilty  of  a  violation  of  the  Act,  while  in 
the  public  interests  and  in  your  own  interests  that  is  a  duty  paramount,  yet,  at  the  same 
time,  you  have  a  duty  owing  to  those  that  are  accused,  that  of  seeing,  before  you  pass 
judgment  upon  them,  that  every  particle  of  evidence  necessary  to  bring  home  the  guilt 
should  be  fully  and  clearly  established.  And  I  repeat  now,  as  I  said  at  the  opening,  that  in 
my  humble  judgment  there  was  not,  within  the  strict  letter  of  the  evidence,  suflicient  proof 
to  warrant  the  report  of  the  investigating  committee.  Only  one  more  remark  in  regard  to 
what  my  learned  friend  said  in  his  opening,  that  my  objections  were  chiefly  made  on  the 
qjiestion  of  time,  that  the  investigation  should  only  take  place  for  an  offence  committed 
within  the  year,  I  desire  to  say  that  is  not  my  main  objection  or  my  main  objections  ;  that 
was  one  preliminary  objection  that  I  took  at  the  start,  because  at  that  time  1  thought  that  it 
might  have  that  application  ;  but  upon  more  careful  consideraticm  I  came  to  the  same 
conclusion  as  my  learned  friend,  and  I  did  not  press  those  objections  after  that.  But  I 
pressed  other  objections  to  the  reception  of  what  was  termed  evidence,  and  to  the  reception 
of  documents  which  I  thought  had  no  right  to  go  in  ;  and  upon  those  objections  I  say,  if 
they  are  good,  this  Council  should  not  act  upon  the  report  of  the  conmiittee,  because  it  is 
impossible  to  say  just  what  part  of  that  evidence  the  committee  acted  upon  ;  they  may  have 
acted  upon  what  I  hold  to  be  improper  evidence  ;  or  they  may  have  acted  upon  that 
which  was  proper  evidence  ;  I  do  not  know,  and  you  cannot  tell.  That  committee  is  out  of 
office  and  you  cfmriot  inquire  of  it  now.  You  have  got'  the  committee's  report  ;  if  the 
rei>ort  is  based  upon  what  it  ought  not  to  have  been,  as  proved  before  you,  then  such  report 
is  valueless  and  its  findings  ought  not  to  prevail.  I  thank  you  for  having  heard  me  on 
behalf  of  Dr.  Clark. 

Mr.  Curry — Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  :  I  hope  you  will  pardon  me 
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for  a  few  moments.  I  had  not  supposed  that  Mr.  Lount,  in  view  of  his  statement  to  the 
Council,  would  have  questioned  the  summary  of  the  evidence,  or  I  should  have  read  the 
evidence  as  it  appears  before  you  so  that  there  could  be  no  question  about  it.  I  have  gone 
over  the  evidence  very  carefully.  My  learned  friend  was  in  the  same  position  as  I  was  to 
obtain  a  copy  of  the  evidence  ;  he  knew  and  he  was  told  by  the  committee  of  the  Council, 
at  the  time  the  evidence  was  taken,  that  argument  would  be  heard  before  the  Council,  and 
the  evidence  could  be  obtained.  He  was  in  a  position  to  obtain  a  copy  of  the  evidence  from 
the  stenographer  who  took  it ;  he  was  in  exactly  the  same  position  as  I  was  ;  and  he  should 
not  come  here  and  appeal  to  the  sympathy  of  the  Council  because  he  had  not  obtained  a  copy 
of  the  evidence.  If  he  had  said  to  me  he  wanted  my  copy  of  the  evidence  because  he  did 
not  desire  to  pay  the  stenographer  for  a  copy,  he  might  have  had  it  at  any  time. 

Mr.  LouNT — I  spoke  to  Mr.  Curry  yesterday  afternoon,  and  told  him  I  had  not  received 
a  copy  of  the  evidence  ;  that  Mr.  Wasson  had  handed  me  what  purported  to  be  a  copy,  but 
it  omitted  wholly  and  absolutely  the  testimony  that  was  given  in  Dr.  Clark's  case. 

Mr.  Curry — That  does  not  answer  what  I  said. 

Mr.  Lount — I  could  not  possibly,  in  the  short  time,  prepare  myself.  Mr.  Curry  kindly 
invited  me  to  come  up  to  his  house  last  night  and  spend  a  pleasant  hour  or  so  in  looking 
over  his  evidence. 

Mr.  Curry — The  point  I  wish  to  take  is  this,  that  on  May  13th  my  learned  friend, 
Mr.  Lount,  was  informed  by  the  committee  that  he  would  be  allowed  to  address  the  Council, 
and  he  knew  he  could  obtain  a  copy  of  the  evidence  from  Mr.  Downey,  and  I  believe  he  did 
order  a  copy  and  subsequently  countermanded  that  order. 

Mr.  Lount — Permit  me  to  say,  in  answer  to  that,  Mr.  Downey  was  asked  by  telephone 
yesterday  morning  for  the  evidence,  and  the  answer  was  that  the  evidence  could  not  be  got 
— it  had  to  be  put  up  together  ;  that  was  the  information. 

Mr.  Curry — My  learned  friend  has  been  long  enough  practising  law  to  know  he  could 
get  a  copy  of  the  evidence,  and  he  knew  that  this  matter  was  coming  up  in  July.  There  is 
no  use  mincing  matters  ;  he  knew  that,  and  there  is  no  use  appealing  to  the  Council  for 
sympathy  for  that  reason. 

Mr.  Lount  undertook  to  abuse  Dr.  Evans,  calling  him  a  blackmailer,  but  the  evidence, 
as  he  well  knows,  which  appeared  here  against  Dr.  Evans  was  that  he  simply  asked  for  $5.00 
which  he  claimed  to  be  owing  by  Munyon.  Making  a  claim  for  $5.00  is  very  small  evidence 
of  an  attempt  to  blackmail.  Dr.  Evans  claimed  that  that  $5.00  was  owing  to  him  by  Munyon. 
If  the  evidence  given  by  Dr.  Evans  was  so  absolutely  untrue  as  Mr.  Lount  states,  it  was  very 
easily  answered  by  calling  the  defendant,  Dr.  Clark,  and  submitting  him  to  cross-examina- 
tion ;  but  Mr.  Lount  did  not  see  fit  to  do  that. 

In  respect  to  the  evidence  of  Dr.  Evans,  which  Mr.  Lount  says  was  not  corroborated  in 
any  way.  I  will  ask  you  to  permit  me  to  refer  shortly  to  the  evidence  of  Dr.  Kirkpatrick, 
who  Mr  Lount  has  not  seen  fit  to  attack  and  whose  evidence  corroborated  that  of  Dr.  Evans  : 

"  14.  Q. — Did  you  at  any  time  have  any  conversation  with  Dr.  Clark  in  regard  to  your 
conduct  in  being  in  the  employ  of  Munyon's  ?    A. — Yes,  I  have — did  have. 

"  15.  Q. — What  was  the  nature  of  that  conversation  ?  A. — As  to  whether  I  was  occu- 
pying a  safe  position  legally  by  serving  Munyon's. 

"  16.  Q. — Was  there  any  conversation  as  to  whether  he  was  occupying  a  safe  position  ? 
A. — It  was  the  same  tenor— our  position  ;  I  thought  the  position  was  likely  to  be  assailed. 

"17.  Q. — You  discussed  your  position  and  his  position  between  yourselves?  A. — 
We  did. 

"18.  Q. — Did  he  express  any  opinion  as  to  his  conduct  in  being  in  their  employ  and 
the  manner  of  their  conducting  business?  A. — No,  no  more  than  he  coincided  with  the 
doubt  whether  he  should  be  there  or  not. 

That  is  his  conversation  with  Dr.  Kirkpatrick,  so  that  we  have  evidence  on  that  point 
not  only  by  Dr.  Evans,  whom  Mr.  Lount  saw  fit  to  attack  so  bitterly,  but  from  Dr. 
Kirkpatrick. 

"  19.  Q. — For  what  reason  ?  A. — Owing  to  the  investigation  likely  to  take  place  through 
that  Police  Court  incident.     Dr.  Crippen  asked  me  to  go  up  to  Mr.  Lount's  office." 

"33.  Q. — Did  you  and  he  not  discuss  between  you  the  advertising  that  was  being  done  ? 
A. — We  have.      We  have  talked  about  it  together. 

"34.  Q. — Did  you  have  papers  with  the  advertisements  in  at  the  time  yt)u  were  dis- 
cussing it  ?     A. — Yes. 

"35.  Q. — Did  you  read  them  over  in  the  presence  of  each  other?  A. — No,  I  can't  say 
that.     They  were  referred  to — portions  of  them. 

"36.  Q. — How  often  during  the  time  that  you  were  there  was  that  done  (  A. — Not 
constantly. 

"37.  Q.— Occasicmally  ?     A.— Occasionally." 

"40.  Q.  —  For  what  reason  were  you  [)erusing  these  papers  occasionally  ?  A. — 1  read 
the  papers  every  morning,  and  I  cjime  aci'oss  the  advertisement  and  I  lot)ked  at  it.  It  was 
probably  bec;iuse  I  was  connected  with  the  firm.

"41.  Q. — Did  Dr.  Clark  do  the  same?  A.^I  won't  say  'yes'  on  every  occasion,  but 
presumably  he  did. 

"42.   Q. — Do  you  know  that  he  did  on  occasions  ?     A. — Yes,  I  do. 

"43.  Q. — What  did  he  say  to  you  with  reference  to  those  advertisements  ?  A. — I  can- 
not say. 

"44.  Q. — In  what  direction  was  the  conversation  ?  A. — I  don't  know  how  to  answer 
that  ques^ion,  '  In  what  direction  ? '  because,  really,  if  I  read  the  advertisements,  I  saw  a  man 
referred  to  as  having  been  cured,  and  I  paid  so  little  attention  to  it,  because  it  was  im- 
material, apparently.  The  advertisements  didn't  concern  us  greatly  ;  they  were  not  read 
because  we  wished  to  read  or  carry  them  for  any  purpose  of  bragging  about  them,  or  any- 
thing of  that  kind,  or  feeling  elated  over  the  fact  that  this  man  or  that  woman  got  well." 

Then,  as  to  what  he  was  doing,  I  will  read  the  following  : 

"  52.   Q. — ^During  all  that  time  was  Dr.  Clark  there  ?     A. — He  was. 

"53.  Q. — Continuously?     A. — He  was. 

"54.  Q. — You  say  that  your  duties  were  to  diagnose  the  conditions  of  patients  in  respect 
to  their  bodily  health  and  prescribe  Munyon's  remedies  ?     A. — I  do. 

"  55.   Q. — What  knowledge  had  you  of  Munyon's  remedies  ?     A. — I  had  no  knowledge." 

Then  he  speaks  also  of  Dr.  Clark's  knowledge  as  to  that. 

"  59.  Q. — Take,  for  instance,  *  Headache.'  Does  headache  result  in  every  case  from  the 
same  condition  ?     A. — No. 

"60.  Q. — Would  medicine  which  would  have  the  result  of  curing  headache  resulting 
from  one  condition  cure  headache  resulting  from  another  condition  ?     A. — No. 

"61.  Q. — Had  you  anything  but  the  one  class  of  headache  cure?  A. — No,  so  far  as 
I  know. 

"  62.  Q. — And  for  all  headaches  you  prescribed  what  ?     A. — '  Headache  Cure.' 

"  63.  Q.— Just  one  specific  ?     A.— I  did." 

And  then  he  says  he  has  no  knowledge  as  to  that.  He  discussed  that  also  >vith  Dr. 
Clark.  Then  he  speaks  about  Dr.  Clark's  office,  and  knowing  how  the  patients  came  in 
to  him  : 

"332.  Q. — Are  we  to  understand  that  patients  came  in  and  stated  to  you  what  their 
disease  was,  and  upon  their  own  statement  you  prescribed  ?     A.— In  some  instances. 

"333,  Q. — Supposing  a  woman  came  in  and  told  you  she  had  salpingitis  or  ovaritis,  did 
you  examine  her,  or  did  you  give  her  the  female  cure  without  examination  ?  A. — She  is 
not  likely  to  come  in  with  such  large  technical  words. 

"  334.  Q. — If  she  came  in  and  said  she  had  falling  of  the  womb,  what  would  you  do  ? 
A. — Give  her  the  female  remedy. 

"By  Dr.  Bray — 335.  Q. — Without  knowing  whether  she  had  falling  of  the  womb  or 
not?    A.— No. 

"  By  Dr.  Moore — 336.  Q. — If  a  man  came  in  with  gonorrhoea,  did  you  examine  him, 
or  did  you  take  his  word  for  it  ?     A. — Took  his  word  for  it." 

"392.  Q. — You,  from  your  technical  knowledge  as  a  physician,  when  you  diagnosed  a 
patient's  disease,  knew  the  proper  and  sufticient  remedies  for  the  treatment  of  that  disease  ? 
A.— I  did. 

"  393.  Q. — So  that  you  didn't  need  to  experiment  with  remedies  that  you  knew  nothing 
of?    A.— No. 

"394.  Q.  —  What  would  you  say  of  the  conduct  of  a  physician,  duly  qualified  and 
registered,  who,  having  that  knowledge,  would  use  remedies  that  he  knew  nothing  of, 
because  he  was  simply  in  the  pay  of  a  company  selling  those  remedies  ?  A. — I  would  think 
it  was  wrong." 

"413.  Q. — I  find  at  page  20  of  Exhibit  5,  which  you  say  was  your  instruction, 
'  Diphtheria  is  a  form  of  sore  throat  in  which  a  grayish  membrane  appears  on  the  tonsils 
and  in  the  back  of  the  throat.  We  cannot  recommend  Munyon's  Sore  Throat  Cure  too 
highly  for  ordinary  sore  throats,  but  in  cases  of  diphtheria  we  would  recommend  calling  in 
a  physician  at  once  '  ;  so  that  they  are  instructed  by  that  '  Guide  to  Health '  not  to 
treat  cases  of  diphtheria  but  to  advise  the  patient  to  call  in  a  regular   physician.     A. — Yes. " 

"By  Mr.  Curry — 414.  Q. — Exhibit  11  says  'Munyon's  Sore  Throat  Cure  effects  a 
prompt  cure  in  diphtheria  and  every  form  of  sore  throat,'  Taking  this  (Exhibit  11)  and 
that  '  Guide  to  Health  '  (Exhibit  5)  this  advertisement  would  be  misleading  ?     A. — Yes." 

Then,  my  learned  friend  says  that  Dr.  Clark  had  no  control  of  these  advertisements, 
although  they  were  within  his  knowledge,  and  he  was  working  in  the  pay  of  the  company, 
and  that  it  would  be  an  impertinence  on  his  part  to  object  to  them.  Surely  he  was  not  a 
slave  !  Surely  he  had  the  right  to  say,  ' '  I  won't  work  for  you  ;  such  conduct  would  render 
me  liable  to  have  my  name  erased  ;  it  is  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional 
respect,  I  am  not  obliged  to  and  won't  go  on  with  it. "  No  matter  what  his  contract  was  he 
would  not  be  compelled  to  go  on  ;  no  contract  would  compel  him  to  work  for  this  company 
and  to  leave  himself  liable  to  such  a  result.     It  was  within  his  knowledge  ;  he  could  simply

have  said,  "  Gentlemen,  I  sever  my  connection  with  you  ;  your  conduct  is  not  such  that  I  can 
agree  with,  and  my  conduct,  as  a  medical  practitioner,  working  for  you  while  you  are  doing 
this  and  countenancing  it  renders  me  liable  to  be  charged  with  infamous  and  disgraceful 
conduct,  and  therefore  I  will  have  nothing  to  do  with  you  or  your  medicines,  or  the  conduct 
of  your  business."  It  was  certainly  within  his  control,  and  he  was  not  obliged  to  go  on. 
I  submit  that  the  report  of  your  committee  should  be  affirmed. 

Dr.  Bray  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  the  Council  do  now  resolve  itself 
into  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  consider  this  case. 

The  President  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Dr.  Moorhouse  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Britton — I  notice  that  Mr.  Lount  and  the  others  have  left  the  room.  I  would 
suggest  that  it  be  announced  in  the  hall  that  any  persons  interested  are  entitled  to  be 
present. 

This  announcement  was  made,  and  Mr.  Lount  and  Dr.  Gray  returned  to  the  Council 
Chamber. 

Dr.  Roome — May  I  ask  whether  Mr.  Curry  has  read  all  the  important  parts  of  the 
evidence  in  this  case  ? 

Mr.  Curry — By  no  means. 

Dr.  Roome — I  think  it  would  be  well  if  it  was  placed  in  our  hands  so  that  we  may  know 
what  evidence  we  are  acting  on.  I  do  not  think  we  should  give  a  decision  without  knowing 
the  evidence. 

Mr.  Curry — The  portions  of  the  evidence  I  read  were  simply  corroborating  the  state- 
ments I  made.  I  gave  a  general  resume  of  the  evidence  given  before  the  committee  as  to 
the  conduct  of  Dr.  Clark,  and  as  to  the  manner  the  Munyon  business  was  carried  on  and  his 
connection  with  it,  and  as  to  why  he  was  there.  He  was  there  simply  to  prevent  this 
company  or  its  employes  being  prosecuted  under  the  Medical  Act.  The  extracts  from  the 
evidence  which  I  read  were  only  a  few  synopses  of  the  evidence. 

Dr.  Sangster — Are  there  any  portions  of  the  evidence  on  cross-examination  by  Mr. 
Lount  that  breaks  the  force  of  the  evidence  given  before  the  committee  ? 

Mr.  Lount — If  you  will  permit  me  to  makeone  remark,  I  wish  to  submit  that  this 
matter  having  been  discussed  by  counsel  for  the  Council  in  assembly,  and  the  Council 
having  sat  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  there  is  no  right  for  Mr.  Curry  or  myself  to  discuss 
in  Committee  of  the  Whole  any  matters  here  now.  It  is  in  a  different  phase  now.  The 
Committee  of  the  Whole  act  for  themselves  ;  they  can  ask  Mr.  Curry  to  read,  to  save  them- 
selves the  trouble  of  reading  ;  but  Mr.  Curry,  as  a  counsel,  has  no  right  to  make  any 
remark  or  comment  or  reference.  Both  Mr.  Curry  and  I  have  done  our  duty  as  counsel, 
and  this  body  has  dissolved  itself  from  the  position  of  Council  and  is  now  in  committee  to 
consider  the  evidence.  As  I  have  said,  the  only  proper  consideration  of  this  case,  if  it  is  to 
be  considered  on  the  evidence,  is  to  read  the  whole  evidence,  not  any  portions  which  Mr. 
Curry  might  choose  to  read. 

The  Chairman — I  think  Dr.  Roome  was  perfectly  correct  to  ask  information  as  to 
some  part  of  the  evidence  which  we  have  not  heard  yet.     I  think  that  was  quite  in  order. 

Mr.  Curry — If  Dr.  McLaughlin  would  like  some  of  the  cross-examination  of  Dr. 
Evans  by  Mr.  Lount  read  I  will  read  it. 

Dr.  Roome — I  would  like  myself,  before  we  vote  on  the  situation,  to  know  if  there  is 
anything  further  in  reference  to  the  case,  any  more  points  than  what  we  have  got,  to  enable 
us  to  come  to  a  correct  decision. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  seems  to  me  perfectly  evident  that  we  have  sufficient  evidence  to 
show  that  Dr.  Clark  was  connected  with  this  company,  that  he  knew  their  methods,  that  he 
knew  they  were  advertising  ;  there  is  enough  in  that  to  attach  him  to  that  company  and  its 
methods.  And,  so  far  as  my  mind  is  concerned,  if  we  are  satisfid  that  the  company  is  such 
a  company  that  to  work  for  it  and  aid  to  carry  on  its  business  would  come  under  the  liead 
disgraceful  conduct,  our  course  is  clear  ;  I  do  not  think  we  need  any  further  evidence. 
That  point,  to  my  mind,  is  clear,  and  I  am  prepared  to  make  a  motion.  I  think  it  is 
im])ossible  for  any  member  of  this  Council  to  have  any  other  opinion  than  that  Dr.  Clark 
was  associated  with  that  com]jany,  that  he  was  working  for  it,  tliat  he  was  working  under  their 
metliods,  and  the  evidence  of  Dr.  Kirkpatrick  })roves  tliat  he  knew  of  the  kind  of 
advertising.  There  is  other  evidence  there  that  proves  he  knew  of  another  advertisement 
not  spoken  of  by  Dr.  Kirkpatrick,  though  wliether  he  did  know  all  about  these  or  not  I  do 
not  see  concerns  us  much  ;  and,  I  repeat,  he  was  there  working  for  tliat  company, 
harmonizing  witli  its  methods,  and  was  a  servant  of  that  company,  and  as  such  the  full 
resj)onsibility  of  anything  wrong  connected  with  the  company  falls  ui)on  the  shouldei's  of 
Dr.  Clark.  The  methods  adopted,  1  think,  are,  beyond  (juestion,  outside  of  what  any 
gentleman  who  respected  himself  would  have  anything  to  do  with. 
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Moved  by  Dr.  Bray,  that  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  adopt  the  report  of  the  Disci- 
pline Committee. 

The  Chairman  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Douglas — Before  this  report  is  adopted,  I  rise  to  ask  a  question  about  it.     Has 
the  evidence  on  this  inquiry  before  the  committee  been  submitted  to  Mr.  Curry  and  to  Mr. 
Osier,  our  solicitor,  and  is  their  opinion  with  regard  to  the  findings  of  the  committee  con 
firmed  by  the  evidence  as  it  was  given  before  the  Discipline  Committee  ? 

Mr.  Curry — Mr.  Chairman,  in  reply  to  Dr.  Douglas,  I  beg  to  say  that  the  evidence  was 
furnished  to  me  some  ten  days  ago  and  I  have  carefully  gone  over  the  evidence.  I  have 
also  revised  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee,  and  in  my  opinion  the  evidence  warrants 
the  findings  of  the  committee.  I  do  not  know  whether  the  evidence  or  the  report  of  the 
committee  has  been  submitted  to  Mr.  Osier  or  not  ;  they  were  not  submitted  to  me. 

Dr.  Sangster — The  impression  has  been  created,  I  think  the  statement  has  been  made, 
that  the  investigation  before  the  Discipline  Committee,  and  I  think  also  before  the  Council, 
is  held  in  secret.  I  am  credibly  informed,  on  the  other  hand,  that  the  doors  are  open  to 
the  public  or  to  anybody  concerned,  and  that  in  point  of  fact  when  this  investigation  was  in 
process  of  being  carried  on  there  were  a  number  of  reporters  present.  I  think  that  we 
should  be  placed  right  on  that  before  the  public. 

Dr.  Bray — Mr.  Chairman,  I  can  answer  that  question.  There  has  never  been  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Discipline  Committee  held  in  secret ;  it  has  always  been  open  to  the  public,  and, 
as  Dr.  Sangster  says,  there  were  a  number  of  reporters  there  who  commenced  to  take  down 
the  evidence  ;  but  after  a  little  while  they  shut  up  their  notebooks  and  went  away  ;  for 
what  reason  perhaps  somebody  else  could  tell  better  than  I  could.  The  meetings  of  the 
committee  are  open,  as  open  as  this  meeting  is  to-day.  There  has  never  been  one  con- 
ducted in  secret  ;  and  if  anyone  has  been  informed  that  they  have  been  conducted  in  secret 
they  have  been  told  what  is  not  true. 

Dr.  Douglas — And  are  witnesses  called  before  the  committee  at  all  hours  of  the  day 
and  night,  as  I  see  by  the  press  ? 

Dr.  Bray— No.  We  opened  court  at  a  certain  hour  on  each  day;  notice  is  given  to 
everybody — in  this  particular  instance  notice  was  served  on  Dr.  Clark  and  he  appeared  with 
his  counsel,  Mr.  Lount.  We  went  on  for  three  or  four  hours,  and  at  lunch  time  the  meet- 
ing was  adjourned  in  open  court  and  the  time  fixed  for  meeting  again.  For  convenience  of 
the  parties,  as  this  was  so  protracted  and  such  an  expensive  case  (as  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee I  desired  to  make  as  much  speed  as  we  could),  we  sat  longer  hours  than  any  court 
would  sit ;  but  everybody  had  due  notice.  One  night  we  had  to  sit  late  on  account  of  Mr. 
Lount  having  another  engagement  next  morning  and  we  adjourned  the  next  morning's 
session  on  his  account. 

Dr.  Douglas — Did  the  committee  call  anyone  out  of  bed  ? 

Dr.  Bray — No.  There  was  due  notice  given  and  no  advantage  was  taken  of  anybody. 
Mr.  Lount  knew  all  that  was  going  on  ;  he  was  consulted  about  everything. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  rose  to  ask  the  question,  not  because  I  was  in  any  doubt  in  the  matter 
or  that  I  assumed  any  member  of  the  Council  was  in  any  doubt.  During  my  term  of  office 
in  the  Council  I  have  known,  as  probably  evei-y  member  of  the  Council  has  known,  that 
these  investigations  are  conducted  in  the  most  open  manner  ;  but  the  impression  has  been 
created  in  the  country  to  a  different  effect,  and  I  wished  to  obtain  a  full  and  emphatic  con- 
tradiction thereof. 

Dr.  Logan — As  one  of  the  committee  I  wish  to  corroborate  the  statements  made  by 
our  chairman,  Dr.  Bray,  in  reference  to  the  secrecy  of  the  meetings  of  that  committee  ; 
and  I  say  that  the  statements  that  have  appeared  in  the  press  very  frequently  and 
numerously  are  wrong.  There  is  no  truth  in  the  statement  that  we  held  a  secret  chamber 
meeting  ;  our  meetings  were  open  to  any  one  who  chose  to  come  and  hear  what  we  had  to 
say.  We  did  not  meet  at  night ;  it  was  not  a  night  secret  aff lir.  It  was  quite  as  open  as  our 
chambers  are  here  at  this  Council  meeting.  For  that  reason  I  think  the  members  of  the 
committee  should  corroborate  what  our  chairman.  Dr.  Bray,  has  stated. 

Dr.  Moore — In  corroboration  of  what  has  been  said  by  our  chairman.  Dr.  Bray,  and 
my  confrere,  Dr.  Logan,  I  can  say  that  the  meetings  of  the  Discipline  Committee  were  just 
as  open  as  this  Council  is.  We  had  no  desire  to  hold  secret  meetings  or  create  any  star 
chamber.  Another  thing  has  been  said,  and  has  gone  ever  the  country  pretty  largely,  that 
the  witnesses  were  brow-beaten.  Now  I  can  say,  with  all  fairness  and  with  all  justice  to 
both  the  lawyers  who  were  there,  eminent  men,  that  no  witness  was  brow-beaten.  I 
never  heard  witnesses  examined  more  carefully  and  nicely  or  in  a  more  gentlemanly  way 
than  the  witnesses  on  this  occasion  were.  There  was  not  a  word  of  brow-beating  or  any 
attempt  at  it. 

Mr.  Curry — Those  statements  were  made  in  tlie  press  over  the  signature  of  a  servant 
of  the  Munyon  Company,  Mr.  Humble. 
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Dr.  Spence — I  do  not  wish  to  take  up  the  attention  of  this  body  for  any  length  of  time, 
but  I  think  this  is  the  proper  time  for  discussing  this  question.  I  have  purposely  remained  quiet 
while  these  discussions  were  going  on,  and  in  the  case  of  the  last  individual  who  was  dealt  with 
I  gave  a  silent  vote.  I  do  not  wish  to  do  so  again  without  making  an  explanation.  I  think 
this  case  is  a  very  different  one  from  the  one  of  Dr.  Bessey.  My  reason  for  my  vote  on  Dr. 
Bessey's  case  was  not  that  I  took  exception  to  anything  that  was  done,  so  far  as  Dr.  Bessey 
was  concerned.  He,  undoubtedly,  was  guilty,  as  he  acknowledged  ;  and  my  reason  for 
taking  the  ground  which  I  did  then  was  that  he  came  here  and  admitted  the  whole  facts  and 
promised  not  to  do  so  any  more,  and  I  took  him  at  his  word.  But  here  is  a  case  which  is 
entirely  different  from  that  ;  a  case,  so  far  as  our  information  goes,  which  not  only  was  bu 
is  in  connection  with  this  sort  of  affair  that  we  think  is,  so  far  as  professional  respect  is 
concerned,  discreditable  and  disgraceful.  So  far  as  I  am  concerned  I  have  no  hesitation  in 
voting  for  the  erasure  of  Dr.  Clark's  name.  I  simply  got  up  to  make  an  explanation  in 
Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Douglas — I  rise  to  ask  another  question.  I  think  it  is  important  we  should  under- 
stand this  as  thoroughly  as  we  can  without  going  through  all  the  evidence,  because 
we  have  to  trust  to  a  very  great  extent  to  our  counsel  and  the  opinion  and  advice  he  gives 
this  Council.  I  think  there  is  a  point  in  this  connection  with  the  case  that  we  scarcely 
understand  yet,  and  that  is  this  :  Dr.  Clark  was  on  trial  for  what  may  be  termed  his  pro- 
fessional life  ;  his  life  was  at  stake,  as  far  as  being  a  professional  man  was  concerned,  and  if 
the  findings  of  the  committee  were  against  Dr.  Clark,  then  he  knew  i  hat  as  a  professional 
man  his  head  would  fall  in  the  basket.  An  innocent  man  denies,  repudiates  most  strongly 
on  every  opportunity,  whenever  an  opportunity  presents  itself  of  denying  and  contradicting 
anything  that  is  charged  against  him  if  it  reflects  on  his  reputation  or  honor  or  ability. 
Premising  the  question  by  these  few  remarks,  I  simply  want  to  ask,  did  Dr.  Clark  come 
forward  and  give  evidence  voluntarily  and  freely,  and  deny  and  contradict  in  the  strongest 
manner  possible  that  he  had  been  guilty  of  infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  as  a  profes- 
sional man  ? 

Mr.  Curry — I  will  read  you  the  stenographer's  note  as  to  what  took  place  :  ' '  Mr. 
Curry  states  that  the  case  for  the  prosecution  is  closed. 

"Mr.  LouNT,  after  consultation  with  Dr.  Clark,  states  that  he  does  not  call  any  evi- 
dence, and  asks  whether  an  opportunity  will  be  given  to  discuss  the  case  before  the  Council. 

' '  Dr.  Bray  states  that  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  will  be  presented  to  the 
Council  on  a  day  fixed  by  the  Council,  of  which  the  defendant  will  have  due  notice,  and  he 
will  then  be  at  liberty  to  address  the  Council. " 

Dr.  Douglas — When  a  man  is  charged  with  an  offence  so  serious  that  his  means  of 
livelihood  are  likely  to  be  taken  away,  if  he  was  an  innocent  man  what  would  his  conduct 
have  been  ?  We  are  not  at  liberty  to  sit  in  judgment  on  him  because  of  his  silence,  but  we 
are  certainly  at  liberty  to  draw  our  own  inferences. 

Dr.  Williams — Mr.  Chairman,  I  suppose  we  may  call  in  question  some  of  the  language 
of  the  report,  if  we  feel  disposed.  Now,  I  must  take  a  little  exception  to  parts  of  that  report 
on  the  ground  that  it  does  not  clearly  bring  out  that  these  advertisements  were  calculated  to 
lead  to  fraud  on  the  public.  Dr.  Clark  is  clearly  connected  with  these  advertisements ; 
while  there  may  be  a  question  to  what  extent  a  medical  man  has  a  right  to  sanction  adver- 
tisements, when  it  comes  to  advertisements  that  lead  to  fraud  on  the  public,  then,  I  think, 
there  Ciin  be  no  two  opinions.  But  I  do  not  gather  from  this  report  that  this  point  is  made 
absolutely  clear.  It  is  clear,  from  some  of  the  evidence  that  we  have  heard,  particularly 
with  reference  to  that  case  about  the  throat  remedy  for  diphtheria  ;  there  can  be  no  doubt 
in  that.  But  I  do  think  in  preparing  that  report  that  point  should  have  been  emphasized 
more  fully  than  I  think  it  has  been  ;  and  it  should  have  been  made  perfectly  clear  that  these 
advertisements  were  of  a  character  likely  to  result  in  fraud  on  the  public.     (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Curry — In  answer  to  that  I  have  to  say  that  the  charge  is  as  was  charged  in  the 
notice  which  was  served  upon  him  ;  the  wording  of  that  notice  must  necessarily  be  followed. 
The  charge  says  :  "  By  assisting  the  said  persons  or  company  in  distributing  advertisements 
and  circulars  containing  statements  the  circulation  of  which  by  a  medical  practitioner  is 
disgraceful  and  infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  respect.  Your  committee  finds  this 
charge  proved."  That  was  practically  all  the  committee  could  say  in  reporting  to  the  Coun- 
cil. In  fwldition  to  their  report  they  have  sent  forward  the  advertisemen' s,  and  in  the 
exhibits  that  have  been  put  in,  we  have  evidence  of  the  character  of  the  advertisements. 

Dr.  Bkitton — If  T  undersbind  it  aright,  and  if  I  heard  aright,  what  has  been  read  in  tlie 
way  of  selections  from  that  small  pamphlet  called  the  "  Guide  to  Health,"  in  my  opinion  a 
very  much  strcmger  charge  might  have  been  made  against  Dr.  Clark.  T  think  we  would 
have  been  (juite  safe,  on  that  evidence  that  has  been  adduced,  in  making  the  charge  to  this 
effect,  "  that  such  advertisements  were  calculated  to  mislead  and  defraud  the  public  as  to 
the  nature  of  their  troubles,  and  the  results  that  wouhl  follow  through  taking  Miniyon's 
remedies.      But,  if  I  understand  it  aright,  it  is  not  com[)etent  for  us  now  to  make  any  aildi- 
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tion  to  that  charge,  nor  was  it  competent  for  the  committee  to  make  any  change  in  the 
charge,  any  more  than  it  would  be  for  a  jury  to  make  any  addition  to  the  indictment  of  a 
prisoner,  simply  because  that  indictment  covered  a  certain  crime  but  failed  to  cover  some- 
thing further.  However,  there  is  quite  sufficient  testimony  to  satisfy  me  that  charge  No.  3 
has  been  fully  sustained  ;  and  I  personally  feel  that  his  name  should  be  erased  from  the 
Register.  I  am  very  glad  that  a  certain  number  of  questions  have  been  asked  here  in  rela- 
tion to  the  form  that  the  inquiry  took.  I,  personally,  have  been  deluged  with  papers, 
emanations  from  the  public  press,  coming  from  all  parts  of  the  Province,  criticising,  forsooth, 
the  fact  that  this  Council,  the  representatives  of  the  profession,  the  representatives  of  a 
respectable  and  eminent  Ijody  of  men,  should  deal  with  a  man  who  has  gone  out  of  the 
ordinary  way  so  far  as  to  lend  his  aid  to  the  artifices  of  a  company,  part  of  whose  revenue 
comes  certainly  from  fraud  perpetrated  upon  the  public.  These  newspaper  articles,  I  take  it, 
came  from  probably  a  single  source.  I  knew  perfectly  well  that  the  charges  made  in  them 
were  false  ;  I  knew  they  were  all  untrue,  and  I  am  very  glad  these  charges  have  been  shown 
to  be  unfounded  by  the  answers  that  have  been  given  by  the  members  of  the  Discipline 
Committee.  I  did  not  need  to  ask  them  any  questions,  because  I  knew  there  was  no  truth 
in  the  articles.  A  short  letter  appeared  in  one  of  the  public  papers  recently,  written  by 
Dr.  Campbell,  of  London,  in  which  he  referred  to  one  of  these  original  editorials  ;  and  his 
statement  made  was  that  the  only  truth  in  the  whole  editorial  was  that  this  Council  had  a 
Discipline  Committee.  Having  gone  over  these  different  skits  that  have  appeared  in  the 
papers,  I  think  Dr.  Campbell  was  perfectly  correct.  This  man.  Dr.  Clark,  has  had  a  fair 
trial  ;  and  the  evidence  against  him  is  apparently  very  strong  ;  therefore  I  feel  that  I  shall 
have  to  vote  that  his  name  be  erased. 

Dr.  Emory — If  any  gentleman  present  has  not  received  these  papers,  T  have  some  here 
— part  of  those  I  have  received.  I  notice  they  are  all  posted  in  Toronto,  and  all  addressed 
alike. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  received  bushels  in  the  same  way.  I  was  glad  to  receive  from  Dr. 
Campbell  his  letter  ;  and  I  sent  it  back  with  a  letter  of  thanks,  although  I  thought  the 
newspaper  articles,  evidently  emanating  from  a  single  source,  were  hardly  worth  taking 
notice  of.  They  were  all  tarred  with  the  same  stick,  and  all  evidently  with  one  object 
in  view.  I  think  the  case  is  quite  clear,  and  I  would  not  hesitate  in  saying  not  to 
spend  a  minute  more  in  discussing  it. 

Mr.  Curry — I  was  asked  to  read  an  advertisement.  I  will  now  read  Exhibit  9,  which, 
according  to  the  evidence,  was  brought  to  Dr.  Clark's  notice,  which  he  knew  of  at  the 
time.  Before  reading  it,  I  desire  to  call  to  the  mind  of  the  Council  this  fact,  no  matter 
what  evidence  was  adduced  against  Dr.  Clark,  the  committee  could  not  find  any  offence 
proved  other  than  those  with  which  he  was  charged,  and  of  which  he  had  notice  ;  and 
the  committee  simply  took  the  charges  as  they  were  preferred  by  the  prosecutor. 
Though  the  evidence  might  have  warranted  them  in  finding  more  than  they  have  found, 
they  did  not.  This  shows  how  fairly  the  committee  has  dealt  with  the  defendant.  Dr. 
Clark.  This  advertisement  (Exhibit  9)  appeared  immediately  after  the  Police  Court 
prosecution  of  Dr.   Crippen  (News,  July  8th,  1896)  : 

MUNYON'S    BOLD    STATEMENT. 
PROSECUTION  CANNOT   STOP  HIM. 

TALK  is  Cheap.  FACTS  are  stubborn.  No  Malevolent  Prosecutions,  Based  on 
Bigotry,  Prejudice  and  Falsehoods,  can  stand  against  Honest  Actions. 

The  Old  School  of  Doctors  Worried  and  Anxious  to  Down  the  Munyon  Company,  but 
Fail  Signally  in  the  attempt.  The  Toronto  Public  Demand  Munyon's  Remedies,  and 
will  accept  no  substitute. 

Read  the  following  testimonials  : 

CURED  IN  THREE  DAYS. 

Mr.  Eulice  Renaud,  of  14  Seaton  Street,  says  :  '  For  months  I  had  suffered  very 
greatly  with  what  the  doctors  called  sciatic  rheumatism.

The  evidence  of  Mr.  Renaud  was  that  he  had  not  taken  them,  that  they  had  done  him 
no  good  ;  that  he  had  simply  told  Dr.  Clark,  at  the  time  he  inquired  about  it,  that  he  felt  a 
little  better  to-day,  but  did  not  attribute  it  to  the  pellets.  And  then  we  get  this  advertise- 
ment. 

Dr.  Douglas — Did  he  sign  that  testimonial  ? 
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Mr.  Curry — No  ;  the  evidence  is  that  he  didn't  sign  it,  and  didn't  know  it  was  going 
in  ;  and  when  he  saw  it  he  complained  to  Dr.  Clark  about  it,  and  said  it  should  not  have 
been  used. 

Dr.  Thorburn — There  is  no  question  about  Dr.  Clark's  aiding  and  abetting  this  Munyon 
fraud  ;  he  is  an  accessory  to  it,  and  therefore  he  is  quite  amenable  to  the  law. 

Dr.  Bray — Mr.  Curry,  I  think,  has  very  clearly  explained  in  a  very  few  words  the  course 
we  took.  We  had  any  quantity  of  advertisements  there  that  were  very  damaging,  but  Dr. 
Clark  was  not  associated  with  them,  and  we  threw  all  of  them  out ;  it  was  only  advertise- 
ments that  Dr.  Clark  had  knowledge  of,  and  facts  directly  brought  home  to  him,  that  the 
committee  took  any  cognizance  of,  and  that  there  was  any  evidence  taken  on. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  to  adopt  the  report  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken, 
declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  Bray  moved  that  the  committee  rise  and  report  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the 
Discipline  Committee  without  amendment.     Carried. 

The  committee  rose — the  President,  Dr.  Luton,  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  that  the  Council  concur  in  the  report 
of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

The  President  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — What  has  taken  place  renders  it  unnecessary  for  me  to  say  but  very 
little  upon  this  motion.  That  Dr.  Clark  was  intimately  associated  with  this  company 
is  beyond  all  question  of  doubt.  He  was  aiding  and  abetting  the  company,  doing  all  he 
could  do  to  make  it  prosper.  I  understood  the  counsel  who  defended  Dr.  Clark  to  say,  as 
one  of  his  defences,  that  the  success  of  the  remedy  was  a  matter  to  be  borne  in  mind,  and 
because  it  was  successful  in  some  cases  that  was  a  mitigating  circumstance.  But  let  me 
read  one  thing  that  they  propose  to  do  here  : 

"  MUNYON'S  VITALIZER  has  wonderful  success  in  strengthening  and  invigorating 
old  and  young  people,  who  have  become  run  down  through  overwork,  anxiety,  trouble, 
indiscretion,  excesses  and  old  age.  It  cures  lack  of  energy,  premature  weakness,  loss  of 
memory,  lost  powers,  sleeplessness,  nervousness,  fear  of  failure,  nightly  emissions,  night- 
sweats,  desire  to  be  alone,  gloomy  and  sad  feelings,  self-abuse,  weakness  from  youthful 
errors  and  evil  habits,  loss  of  vital  fluids  and  incapacity  for  marriage." 

Then  it  goes  on  to  give  directions  how  this  is  to  be  avoided  : 

"  Bathe  yourself  about  the  hips  night  and  morning  with  cold  water,  and  rub  yourself 
with  a  coarse  towel  or  flesh-brush  until  the  blood  circulates  freely.  Secure  plenty  of  sleep. 
Nature  will  assert  itself  and  inform  you  of  your  returning  strength." 

I  would  like  to  ask  the  gifted  Queen's  Counsel  if  he  has  had  any  evidence  along  this 
line,  either  personally  or  any  other  way,  of  the  eflect  of  this  remedy  ? 

Mr.  LouNT — In  reply  to  the  gentleman  who  has  just  spoken,  I  might  say  I  am  not 
young  enough  or  old  enough  to  require  it ;  but  if  I  am  to  judge  by  the  venerable  look  of 
his  beard,  perhaps  he  is  old  enough. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  is  a  very  great  comfort  for  some  of  us  to  know  that  there  is  a 
thing  like  that,  and  that  the  gifted  Queen's  Counsel  has  a  company  that  can  rectify  such 
troubles. 

Moved  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  seconded  by  Dr.  Alexander  Taylor  : 

Whereas  the  Council  caused  inquiry  to  be  made  into  the  case  of  Richard  Allen  Clark, 
a  registered  medical  practitioner,  alleged  to  have  been  guilty  of  infamous  and  disgraceful 
conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  and  to  be  liable  to  have  his  name  erased  from  the  Register; 
And  whereas  the  Council  has  duly  ascertained  the  facts  of  the  case  of  the  said  charges 
against  the  said  Richard  Allen  Clark  by  the  Discipline  Committee  of  the  Council,  duly 
appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act ; 

And  whereas  the  said  committee  has  reported  that  the  charges  are  proved,  and  the  report 
of  the  said  committee  and  the  evidence  adduced  before  "them  are  now  before  the  Council, 
and  the  Council  has  determined  to  act  thereon  :  Be  it  Resolved,  that  the  said  report  of  the 
Discipline  Committee,  with  reference  to  the  said  Richard  Allen  Clark  be  adopted,  and  that 
the  name  of  the  said  Richard  Allen  Clark  be  erased  from  the  said  Register,  and  that  the 
Registrar  be  and  is  hereby  directed  to  erase  from  the  Register  kept  by  him,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  the  name  of  the  said  Richard  Allen  Clark  ;  and  it  is 
liereby  further  directed,  under  the  provisi<ms  of  tlie  Ontario  Medical  Act,  Seer  ion  39,  that 
the  costs  of  and  incidental  to  such  erasure  be  paid  by  the  said  Richard  Allen  Clark  to 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  forthwith  after  taxation  by  one  of  the 
taxing  ofticers  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice  for  Ontario  ;  and  the  Registrar  is  directed, 
after  such  taxation,  to  obtain  the  issue  of  such  execution  or  executions  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  collection  of  such  costs  by  the  s^iid  College. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Tlie  President  asked  if  there  was  any  discussion  on  the  motion  ;  and  there  being  none. 

The  President  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  tfiken,  declared  it  carried. 
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Dr.  Rogers  asked  that  the  yeas  and  nays  be  taken. 

The  President  instructed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  Registrar  took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  ;

Dr.  Bray — I  now  beg  leave  to  introduce  the  Discipline  Committee's  report  re  one  George 
B.  Gray,  M.D. 

Dr.  Bray  read  the  report  as  follows  :

Report  of  Discipline  Committee. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario  : 

Your  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  facts  re  the  complaint  of  Thomas  Wasson 
against  George  B.Gray,  M.D.,  for  erasure  from  the  Register  as  a  member  and  registered 
practitioner  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  humbly  beg  leave  to 
report  as  follows  : 

Notice  of  the  charges  which  formed  the  subject  matter  of  the  inquiry  to  be  conducted, 
and  of  the  day  appointed  to  hear  the  evidence  in  support  of  such  charges,  was  served  upon 
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the  said  George  B.  Gray.  Your  committee  duly  met  in  pursuance  of  such  notice,  when  the 
said  George  B.  Gray  appeared  in  person,  and  was  also  represented  by  William  Lount,  Q.C., 
his  counsel,  on  the  12th  and  13th  days  of  May,  A.D.  1898,  at  the  Council  Chamber  in  the 
Medical  Building,  south-east  corner  of  Bay  and  Richmond  Streets,  in  the  City  of  Toronto, 
when  witnesses  were  examined  in  support  of  the  petition  ;  no  evidence  was  offered  on  behalf 
of  the  said  George  B.  Gray.  The  evidence  taken  accompanies  this  report.  Your  com- 
mittee, after  hearing  and  considering  said  evidence,  arrives  at  the  following  conclusion  : 

1.  As  to  charge  one,  which  alleges  "that  the  said  George  B.  Gray  has  been  guilty  of 
infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,"  the  particulars  of  which  are  as 
follows  :  By  acting  as  doctor  or  medical  adviser  for  certain  persons,  alleging  themselves  to 
be  or  to  represent  The  Munyon's  Homoeopathic  Home  Remedy  Company,  at  number  11 
Albert  Street,  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  during  the  months  of  August,  September,  October, 
November  and  December,  1897,  and  the  months  of  January,  February,  March  and  April, 
1997,  thereby  enabling  the  said  persons  and  the  said  company  to  evade  the  provisions  of 
the  Ontario  Medical  Act. 

Your  committee  finds  this  charge  proved. 

2.  As  to  the  charge  which  alleges  that  the  said  George  B.  Gray  has  been  guilty  of 
infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect  ' '  by  prescribing  for  all  diseases  of 
patients  answering  the  advertisements  of  the  said  company  the  various  remedies  sold  by  or 
in  the  name  of  the  said  company." 

Your  committee  finds  this  charge  proved. 

3.  As  to  the  charge  which  alleges  that  the  said  George  B.  Gray  has  been  guilty  of 
infamous  and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect  ' '  by  assisting  the  said  persons  or 
company  in  distributing  advertisements  and  circulars  containing  statements,  the  circulation 
of  which  by  a  medical  practitioner  is  disgraceful  and  infamous  conduct  in  a  professional 
respect." 

Your  committee  finds  this  charge,  as  preferred,  not  proved,  but  beg  to  report  that  Dr. 
Gray  assisted  in  obtaining  testimonials  for  advertising  purposes  by  furnishing  information 
to  the  said  company  of  the  names  of  persons  treated  by  him  for  said  company,  well 
knowing  at  the  time  that  the  purposes  of  the  said  company  in  obtaining  said  information 
was  that  each  person  should  be  iAterviewed,  and  a  testimonial  obtained  to  be  advertised. 

4.  As  to  the  charge  which  alleges  that  the  said  George  B.  Gray  has  been  guilty  of 
disgraceful  and  infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  ' '  by  being  guilty  of  infamous 
and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  in  the  treatment  of  persons  resorting  to 
the  said  address  in  answer  to  advertisements  in  the  name  of  the  said  Munyon's  Homoe- 
opathic Home  Remedy  Company." 

Your  committee  finds  this  charge  proved^

Dr.  Bray — I  believe  that  Dr.  Gray  and  Mr.  Lount,  Q.C.,  his  counsel,  are  here. 

The  President  called  on  Dr.  Gray  and  his  counsel,  Mr.  Lount,  Q.C. 

Mr.  Lount,  Q.C. — Mr.  President  and  gentlemen  of  the  Council,  Dr.  Gray  is  here.  I 
represent  him.  I  do  not  know  that  I  should  be  of  any  service  to  my  client  in  repeating 
what  has  been  said  on  behalf  of  Dr.  Clark.  The  charges  against  Dr.  Bray  are  of  the  same 
character  ;  the  findings  are  the  same,  and  the  report  is  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  Dr.  Clark. 

Dr.  Bray — No. 

Mr.  Curry— No. 

Mr.  Lount — Except  in  one  respect,  and  in  regard  to  that  there  is  a  finding  which  I 
may  characterize  as  the  same,  although  they  say  we  do  not  find  the  charge  proven.  I 
desire  the  reporter  to  make  a  note  of  it,  that  it  may  be  considered  as  repeated.  All  that  I 
have  said  on  behalf  of  Dr.  Clark  I  will  repeat  on  behalf  of  Dr.  Gray,  and  1  will  ask  the 
Council  to  consider  I  am  now  saying  on  behalf  of  Dr.  Gray  what  I  said  on  belialf  of  Dr. 
Clark,  so  as  to  save  the  time  of  this  Council,  wliich  I  desire  to  do,  not  by  repeating  myself, 
but  simply  by  urging  you  to  bear  in  mind  what  was  said  on  behalf  of  Dr.  Clark  as  being 
applicable  to  the  case  of  Dr.  Gray. 

Mr.  Curry — Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Council  :  The  evidence  in  the  case 
against  Dr.  George  B.  Gray,  outside  of  tlie  evidence  of  Mr.  Wasson,  as  to  his  being 
employed  at  the  Munyon  premises,  and  the  evidence  of  Dr.  Pyne  as  to  the  fact  that  Dr. 
Gray  is  a  duly  <|ualitied  medical  practitioner  and  that  the  Council  directed  the  in(]uiry 
against  him,  is  the  evidence  of  Miss  Ruth  M.  Day,  the  young  woman  in  charge  of  the  place. 
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who  stated  upon  oath  what  were  the  duties  and  conduct  of  Dr.  Gray  as  to  the  manner  of 
interviewing  the  patients  and  diagnosing  what  were  the  aihnents  of  the  patients  who  came 
there  from  time  to  time  in  answer  to  the  numerous  advertisements  which  were  sent  out  each 
day.  She  stated  in  her  evidence  that  she  furnished  Dr.  Gray  with  this  "Guide  to  Health  " 
upon  his  coming  there  ;  that  his  instructions  were  that  the  remedies  on  the  inside  page  of 
that  book  were  the  remedies  which  he  was  to  prescribe  according  to  the  diseases  which  he 
ascertained  were  the  subject  of  complaint  of  the  patients  who  appeared  from  time  to  time  at 
11  Albert  Street.  That  at  first  he  was  not  an  adept  at  prescribing  these  remedies  ;  and 
when  asked  to  explain  what  she  meant  by  that,  she  said  that  he  did  not  prescribe  them 
freely,  that  as  he  got  more  knowledge  of  the  manner  of  doing  business  in  that  establishment 
he  would  prescribe  the  remedies  more  freely  :  that  is,  that  if  a  person  came  in  there  and  com- 
plained of  headache,  if  there  was  any  other  disease  that  they  could  prescribe  a  remedy  for, 
and  the  person  was  apparently  able  to  pay  for  it,  they  were  to  prescribe  the  other  remedies  ; 
that  as  he  began  to  understand  the  business  and  what  was  required  of  him  he  began  to  pre- 
scribe the  remedies  "  more  freely,"  to  use  her  own  term  ;  that  was  her  own  word  exactly. 
That  is,  that  he  was  able  to  sell  to  the  patients  who  came  in  more  of  the  remedies  of  the 
Munyon  Company  than  he  was  able  to  sell  when  he  first  went  there. 

Also,  she  said  Dr.  Gray  was  to  be  careful  not  to  prescribe  to  a  patient  who  was  able  to 
take  only  fifty  cents  worth  of  the  remedies,  suflicient  to  prevent  him  coming  back  again  ; 
that  he  was  not  to  take  all  that  the  patient  had,  in  the  first  instance  ;  he  was  to  use  his 
judgment  in  regard  to  that  matter  at  that  time. 

Then,  there  was  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Herbert  Burgess,  the  druggist  who  produced  the 
prescriptions,  which  had  been  sent  by  Dr.  Gray,  and  which  were  labelled  by  him  at  his  own 
drug  store  (not  putting  his  own  label),  so  that  there  could  not  be  any  question  as  to  coming 
or  not  coming  from  Munyon 's  Homoeopathic  Home  Remedy  Company ;  that  although  it  was 
an  allopathic  remedy,  vulgarly  so  called,  and  not  homceopathic,  the  patient  would  go  away 
thinking  that  the  cure  "which  he  had  obtained  as  a  result  of  this  prescription  which  had  been 
made  up  at  the  drug  store  was  due  to  the  use  of  the  Munyon  remedies,  and  would  be 
prepared  to  give  a  testimonial  for  it,  believing  it  was  true,  which  testimonial  would  be  used 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Munyon  Company.  Dr.  Gray  permitted  and  was  a  party  to  the  carry- 
ing out  of  that  fradulent  scheme  ;  I  do  not  think  it  is  capable  of  any  other  designation. 

We  have  the  evidence  of  Miss  Day  further  in  regard  to.  the  manner  of  these  pellets  being 
made  up.  They  were  got  by  the  barrel ;  the  solutions  were  yjrepared  by  Dr.  Crippen  in 
July,  1896,  before  he  went  away  ;  there  were  bottles  of  solutions  made  up  and  put  on 
shelves,  labeled,  "  Headache  Cure,"  "  Rheumatism  Cure, "  "Female  Remedy,"  and  cures 
for  all  the  difierent  diseases  that  they  had  listed  in  this  book,  the  "Guide  to  Health,"  in 
the  different  remedies  they  have  here  on  the  second  page  of  the  "  Guide  to  Health."  The 
Munyon  Company  got  in  a  number  of  girls  ;  a  quart  bottle  was  filled  with  the  pellets,  and 
then  an  ounce  of  one  of  these  solutions,  say  headache  cure,  was  poured  into  the  bottle  on 
the  pellets  ;  and  the  pellets  were  shaken  up  in  the  bottle  ;  and  this  quart  bottle  of  pellets, 
saturated  with  this  solution,  was  then  divided  up  and  placed  in  a  very  great  number  of  small 
bottles.  When  the  company  required  double  "X  "  they  took  the  same  solution  they  had 
used  before  and  moistened  the  pellets  a  little  more  ;  this  was  the  double  "X,"  "extra 
strength."  That  was  the  evidence  of  the  manner  in  which  these  medicines  were  prepared. 
Other  than  perhaps  Dr.  Crippen,  whose  knowledge  we  have  no  evidence  of  (I  do  not  know 
what  knowledge  he  has  or  what  professional  reputation  he  has)  until  the  solutions  went  on 
the  pellets  and  the  pellets  went  down  the  throats  of  the  patients,  there  does  not  seem  to 
have  been  anybody  with  any  knowledge  whatever  of  what  the  so-called  remedies  contained  ; 
they  were  simply  prescribed  by  the  doctors  according  to  that  "armamentarium,"  as  Dr.  Evans 
called  it,  and  dispensed  by  ignorant  girls  to  the  patients. 

The  manner  in  which  these  so-ftalled  remedies  were  put  up  was  to  moisten  a  quart  of 
pellets  and  empty  them  out  of  the  quart  bottle  ;  moisten  another  quart  and  empty  them 
out  ;  and  then  fill  the  little  bottles.  After  the  little  bottles  were  filled  they  were  labeled  ; 
and  whether  they  were  properly  labeled  or  not  depended  on  ignorant  girls  who  filled  and 
labeled  these  bottles. 

Then  we  have  the  fact  established  by  Mr.  Humble  (who  has  been  writing  the  articles 
which  have  appeared  in  the  papers  from  time  to  time  against  this  Council)  that  he  was  the 
man  employed  to  go  and  obtain  the  testimonials  or  recommendations  ;  and  that  the  manner 
of  obtaining  them  was  in  this  way  :  the  patient  left  h*s  name  and  address  with  the  doctor, 
who  entered  it  in  a  book  beside  the  number'  of  the  prescription  ;  then  Miss  Day  would 
require  him  to  furnish  the  names  of  the  patients  likely  to  give  testimonials,  and  in  regard 
to  which  likely  testimonials  would  be  obtained  ;  and  she,  having  got  these  names,  furnished 
them  to  Mr.  Humble  ;  and  Mr.  Humble  with  this  list  of  names  (obtained  first  by  Dr.  Gray, 
and  furnished  by  Miss  Day  to  Mr.  Humble)  went  out  and,  without  any  expert  medical 
examination  as  to  whether  the  patient  was  improved  or  not,  asked,  "  How  do  you  feel  ?  "  (in 
some  instances,  some  of  the  people  said  to  have  taken  medicine,   came  here  and  swore  they 
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have  never  taken  it)  and  if  the  patient  felt  better  attributed  the  improvement  to  the 
medicine  without  further  inquiry.  Such  was  the  manner  in  which  these  recommendations 
were  obtained  and  the  business  carried  on. 

All  this  was  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  Dr.  Gray.  It  was  shown  that  he  knew  the 
kind  of  advertisements  that  were  going  on  ;  that  they  were  advertising  they  had  specialists 
there  and  cured  all  kinds  of  diseases  ;  that  they  were  advertising  themselves  as  having  the 
best  apparatus,  the  latest  electrical  apparatus,  and  the  latest  surgical  instruments  ;  and  it 
was  discussed  between  Drs.  Evans,  Clark  and  Gray  while  these  things  went  on  ;  and  Dr. 
Gray  still  continued  in  the  employ.  The  evidence  is  very  much  similar  to  that  in  the  case 
of  Dr.  Clark.  Dr.  Gray  certainly  had  no  knowledge  of  the  remedies  which  he  was  prescrib- 
ing ;  according  to  the  evidence  he  had  no  knowledge  apparently  of  homoeopathy — at  least  he 
was  not  a  licensed  homoeopathist ;  and  he  was  prescribing  these  remedies  without  sufficient 
knowledge. 

The  findings  of  the  committee  are  entirely  borne  out  by  the  evidence,  and  are  such  as 
seem  to  me  would  warrant  the  finding  that  he  has  been  guilty  of  infamous  and  disgraceful 
conduct  from  a  professional  standpoint,  and  to  warrant  his  name  being  erased  from  the 
Register  as  a  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner. 

If  it  is  thought  well  I  will  read  the  evidence  which  has  been  adduced  here  to  the 
Council ;  it  will  not  take  more  than,  I  should  think,  perhaps  an  hour  or  an  hour  and  a  half 
to  read  the  whole  evidence,  and  if  the  Council  desires  it  I  will  read  the  whole  evidence  that 
was  given. 

I  submit  the  report  of  your  committee  should  be  affirmed. 

Dr.  Gray — I  would  like  to  reply,  if  I  may.  I  wish  to  state  that  these  advertisements  to 
which  Mr.  Curry  refers  were  not  used  as  evidence  in  my  case  at  all  ;  the  advertisement 
referring  to  the  electrical  apparatus  I  never  saw,  and  have  never  seen.  I  do  not  know 
whether  there  ever  was  such  an  advertisement. 

The  advertisement  referring  to  Gerald  Graham,  to  which  Mr.  Curry  did  not  refer  in  this 
case,  can  be  easily  explained  also.  I  knew  such  an  advertisement  would  likely  appear 
because  it  was  written  up  by  Dr.  Evans  himself.  I  told  Miss  Day  that  if  such  an  advertise- 
ment did  appear  it  would  certainly  not  receive  my  sanction  ;  and  if  it  ever  appeared  I  would 
have  to  sever  my  connection  with  the  company,  because  Graham  was  not  cured.  Dr.  Evans 
was  still  treating  him  when  he  secured  his  signature  to  the  testimonial  that  he  was  cured. 

Nevertheless,  in  a  few  days  that  advertisement  did  appear.  I  asked  Miss  Day  what 
about  it  ?  and  she  said.  Dr.  Evans  had  sent  the  testimonial  in  to  the  head  office  ;  and  it  had 
been  published  from  the  head  office  by  the  advertising  manager  there,  without  our  knowledge 
and  without  directions  of  the  Toronto  office.  As  soon  as  Miss  Day  saw  the  advertisement 
she  cancelled  it,  telegraphed  I  believe — at  any  rate  wrote  to  the  Philadelphia  office  that  that 
advertisement  was  not  to  be  used,  and  it  has  not  been  used  since. 

With  regard  also  to  the  other  advertisements  to  which  Mr.  Curry  has  referred,  they  were 
not  used  as  evidence,  and  I  know  nothing  at  all  about  them.  Referring  also  to  the  state- 
ment that  I  furnished  names  of  patients,  I  deny  that  entirely.  I  never  furnished  a  single 
name  of  a  patient  to  any  person,  either  to  Miss  Day  or  Mr.  Humble — never.  I  was  not 
required  to  furnish  names,  but  to  see  the  patients  there  and  treat  them  as  I  saw  fit. 

I  did  prescribe  the  Munyon  remedies  and  shall  continue  to  prescribe  them  ;  whether  I 
shall  be  allowed  to  do  so  in  this  country  or  not  is  a  different  thing. 

Certainly  Burgess  swore  that  every  bottle  which  left  his  establishment  was  labelled  with 
one  of  Munyon's  "  Personal  Prescription  "  labels.  On  the  other  hand,  Miss  Day  swore  that 
many  of  them  when  they  returned  to  the  office  did  not  have  this  label  on.  As  an  explanation 
of  the  apparent  contradiction  I  investigated  the  case.  I  went  up  to  Mr.  Burgess  and  found 
he  didn't  put  up  his  own  prescriptions ;  and  if  you  take  the  trouble  you  will  find  his 
prescribing  clerk  will  acknowledge  he  often  put  on  the  bottle  Burgess's  own  label. 

Moreover,  if  you  examine  the  prescriptions  which  bear  my  signature,  you  will  find  they 
are  ointments  ;  and  everybody  knows  you  cannot  very  well  put  four  ounces  of  ointment 
into  a  four  ounce  bottle  with  a  small  neck. 

There  is  not  the  slightest  evidence  I  gave  a  personal  prescription  to  any  patient  ;  and  I 
am  prepared  to  state  I  never  did.  Any  remedy  which  went  out  with  other  than  tlie  Munyon 
label  on  bore  no  label.  Any  patient  that  received  a  remedy  other  than  the  Munyon  remedy 
was  told  it  was  my  own  remedy  ;  that  the  people  knew  about  my  own  remedies,  and  tliat  if 
they  were  cured  they  were  not  cured  by  Munyon  remedies.  There  was  no  attempt  to 
commit  fraud  on  the  public  in  any  way. 

Concerning  the  pellets  coming  in  barrels,  I  do  not  see  any  unprofessional  conduct  in 
that.  If  it  was  better  in  boxes,  they  miglit  have  come  that  way.  It  does  not  make  any 
difference  to  me. 

As  to  the  solutions,  I  do  know  the  exact  components  of  many  of  them  ;  at  the  same 
time  one  cannot  tell  exactly  in  many  cases  the  therapeutic  action.  And  many  of  the 
remedies  are  not  solutions  at  all  ;  they  are  tablets,  and  can  be  analyzed.     I  did  analyze 
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several ;  others  I  have  the  formulas  of,  and  I  shall  be  pleased  to  furnish  them  to  any  person. 

Another  point  is  the  charge  that  this  quart  bottle  was  divided  into  many  small  bottles  ; 
they  have  to  be  divided  into  the  proper  number,  there  is  nothing  else  to  do  ;  and  there  is 
nothing  unprofessional  in  having  your  quart  bottle  divided  into  a  number  of  two-drachm 
bottles. 

The  extra  strength  is  not  made  by  the  addition  of  more  of  the  same  solution.  Miss 
Day  said  they  were  diflferent  remedies,  and  were  contained  in  different  bottles.  I  never  used 
them  ;  I  used  only  the  small  remedies,  and  with  those  I  was  familiar. 

I  knew  Dr.  Crippen  well.  I  obtained  a  great  deal  of  information  from  him.  I  have  a 
perfect  knowledge  of  a  majority  of  the  remedies. 

As  to  the  insinuation  that  the  clerks,  while  putting  up  the  remedies,  gossiped,  you  will 
find  it  distinctly  stated  in  the  evidence  they  did  no  such  thing,  that  they  would  have  been 
discharged  or  reprimanded  did  they  gossip  ;  because  it  would  not  do  to  have  one  bottle  of 
pellets  resaturated  with  some  other  medicine. 

There  was  a  great  deal  of  time  wasted  as  to  the  kind  of  corks  used  in  the  bottles  ;  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  inquired  very  carefully  whether  corks  were  used  or  not,  if  they 
were  always  used,  and  what  time  of  the  day  they  were  not  used,  and  then  the  counsel  for 
the  prosecution  went  still  further  and  wanted  to  find  out  what  kind  of  cork  was  used.  I  really 
don't  see  how  that  is  unprofessional  or  disgraceful  in  any  respect. 

As  to  the  fact  that  I  diagnosed  the  conditions  of  patients  with  regard  to  their  pockets^ 
I  deny  that  in  toto.  I  did  no  such  thing.  If  I  was  at  all  careful  I  was  more  careful  with 
those  who  drove  up  in  their  carriages  or  gave  evidence  of  being  fairly  well  off.  Certainly  in 
such  a  case  one  is  not  so  likely  to  be  careful,  knowing  they  can  afford  anything  you  want  to 
prescribe. 

There  are  many  measures  which  we  may  use  in  medicine,  while  they  may  relieve  or  help, 
which  are  not  absolutely  necessary.  I  defy  any  person  to  prove  that  I  prescribed  any 
remedy  which  was  not  indicated  by  the  symptoms  present.  Since  I  have  been  with  the 
Munyon  Company  I  have  answered  over  six  thousand  letters  ;  that  has  been  my  duty,  and  not 
one  of  those  letters  has  been  produced.  I  have  been  over  a  year  answering  letters,  and  have 
answered  over  six  thousand.  Why  wasn't  one  of  these  produced  ?  There  was  a  letter  brought 
there  and  submitted,  not  as  evidence,  but  for  identification  ;  but  I  never  wrote  it,  so  that  it 
made  no  difference. 

I  could  have  proved,  and  would  have  proved,  had  it  not  been  mentioned  by  the  com- 
mittee that  it  would  be  better  to  wait  till  the  meeting  of  the  Council  before  making  any 
defence.  I  can  prove  scores  of  patients,  in  fact  there  is  not  a  day  that  I  didn't  receive  word 
from  a  patient  that  was  suffering,  in  my  opinion,  from  some  incurable  disease  and  in  the 
meantime  they  were  or  had  been  treated  by  some  other  company.  In  these  cases  I  invari- 
ably gave  my  opinion  that  they  should  not  spend  their  money  in  the  way  they  were  doing 
for  I  couldn't  cure  them  ;  if  they  wished  to  get  some  other  medicine,  to  get  it  in  some  other 
way.  I  could  bring  hundreds  of  letters — for  instance  in  the  case  of  varicocele,  and 
thousands  of  other  cases  in  which  it  was  supposed  cures  could  be  wrought  by  internal 
means.  In  the  case  mentioned  in  Dr.  Clark's  case,  patients  coming,  you  inquired  whether 
I  examined  or  not.  I  must  confess  the  first  case  I  saw  I  did  not  examine  ;  the  second  case  I 
did.  He  had  been  treated  by  a  Toronto  physician  for  two  months  for  gonorrhoea.  The 
patient  never  had  gonorrhcjea  ;  the  only  thing  the  matter  was  a  collection  of  sebaceous  matter 
below  the  foreskin.  He  said  there  had  been  a  discharge  ;  I  suppose  he  had  run  the  risk  of 
the  infection  and  naturally  supposed  he  had  gonorrhoea.  You  cannot  find  any  patient  who 
ever  came  there  who  complained  of  the  manner  in  which  I  investigated  his  case.  Indeed, 
there  have  been  two  or  three  complaints  lodged  against  me  that  I  went  into  the  cases  too 
thoroughly  ;  patients  came  for  some  little  ailments  and  imagined  they  would  just  have  to 
come  and  say  they  had  headache  and  they  would  get  the  headache  cure.  While  speaking  of 
that  headache  cure,  I  may  say  I  never  prescribed  it  ;  it  was  one  remedy  I  knew  nothing 
about.  I  do  not  believe  in  the  use  of  headache  powders,  and  I  have  never  used  it  and  have 
never  prescribed  headache  cure  in  a  single  case. 

A  great  many  other  things  could  be  gone  into,  but  I  really  don't  see  why  I  should  go 
into  them. 

There  is  no  use  in  believing  what  Dr.  Evans  said.  I  do  not  wish  to  accuse  him  of  per- 
jury, because  that  really  presupposes  he  had  some  knowledge  of  the  truth,  and  I  do  not 
believe  he  ever  did,  I  would  like,  however,  that  the  letters  which  have  been  written  by 
Dr.  Evans  would  be  read  to  the  committee.  There  are  a  number  of  letters  which  I  have 
in  my  possession  in  which  he  accuses  members  of  this  Council  of  infamous  and  disgraceful 
conduct.  In  one  case  he  says,  *'The  hounds,"  referring  to  the  Council  or  to  the  Discipline 
Committee,  "  are  after  one  of  the  doctors  now  in  this  room."  Certainly  if  he  makes  such 
statements  about  the  doctors  here,  which  are  totally  unfounded,  I  see  no  reason  why  you 
would  believe  him  when  he  makes  them  about  me.  A  similar  statement  has  been  made 
about  the  Registrar  of  this  College,  that  he  falsified  the  Register  in  scores  of  cases  and  is 
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largely  responsible  for  the  names  that  have  been  entered  thereon.  These  statements 
he  has  made  over  his  own  signature.  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  make  any 
comment  at  all  upon  his  evidence  ;  if  it  be  necessary,  then  I  would  say  that  I  deny  the 
two  statements  he  made  ;  one  was  that  I  had  informed  him  I  was  a  legally  qualified  homoe- 
opathist.  Instead  of  stating  that  to  him,  I  told  him  positively  I  was  not ;  that  I  had  no 
legal  qualification  as  a  homoeopathist.  Indeed,  a  few  days  before  he  was  dismissed  from 
the  Munyon  Company  he  advised  me,  as  I  apparently  knew  something  about  homoeopathy, 
to  pass  the  necessary  examinations  here  and  qualify  as  such.  Nevertheless,  when  he  came 
before  the  committee  he  swore  positively  I  had  told  him  I  was  a  legally  qualified  homoe- 
opathist. He  also  said  that  instead  of  prescribing,  for  example,  a  dollar  and  a  half's  worth 
of  medicine  at  once,  I  would  prescribe  fifty  cents'  worth,  and  when  they  came  back,  another 
fifty  cents'  worth,  and  when  they  came  back  a  third  time,  another  fifty  cents'  worth.  That 
in  itself  is  certainly  rather  peculiar.  But  he  attempted  to  make  it  appear  that  my  idea 
was  to  lead  them  on,  instead  of  prescribing  $1.50  worth.  Yet  by  this  method,  having  them 
come  four  times,  fifty  cents  each  time,  I  would  prescribe  $2.00  worth  ;  whereas  if  I  struck 
too  heavy  the  first  time  it  would  be  only  $1.50.  That  I  deny  also.  There  is  one  patient 
I  saw  a  few  days  ago  who  has  been  cured  by  Munyon's  Epilepsy  Cure.  She  certainly  had 
epilepsy,  and  she  was  given  Munyon's  cure  and  she  is  now  well.  She  had  been  treated 
for  some  two  years,  and  with  no  improvement ;  she  was  getting  worse  ;  the  attacks,  instead 
of  being  occasional  attacks,  were  coming  on  regularly  every  two  weeks  ;  instead  of  that  she 
has  now  been  three  months  without  any.  When  she  came  she  was  suffering  severely  from 
indigestion,  and  for  some  weeks  I  treated  her  with  indigestion  and  dyspepsia  cures  before 
giving  the  epilepsy  cure.  If  I  did  what  Dr.  Evans  said,  I  prescribed  a  course  of  treatment 
and  advised  the  patient  instead  of  having  the  epilepsy  treated  at  once  to  have  the  dyspepsia 
cured. 

I  wish  to  state  now  I  have  severed  my  conne'ction  with  the  Munyon  Company  ;  I  did 
so  some  time  ago.  Over  six  weeks  or  two  months  ago  I  wrote  to  Prof.  Munyon  personally, 
stating  I  intended  to  •  resign.  Apparently  he  did  not  get  that  letter,  as  it  is  only  a  short 
time  since  I  received  this  from  him  :  "It  seems  a  great  pity  that  the  Medical  Council  take 
this  narrow  view  of  an  honorable  profession.  I  believe  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when 
physicians  will  be  as  broad  and  liberal-minded  as  the  men  of  any  other  profession.  If  we 
had  been  guilty  of  any  wrong-doing,  or  were  we  deceiving  or  misleading  the  people,  then 
the  Council  would  have  been  justified  in  their  action  ;  but  you  know,  and  I  know,  that  our 
remedies  will  cure,  and  that  our  business  methods  are  strictly  honest  in  every  particular. 

(Signed)        "  J.  M.  Munyon." 

Whether  he  believes  it  or  not,  I  do  not  know,  and  I  do  not  care.  I  do.  And  I  defy 
any  person,  as  I  have  already  said,  to  point  to  one  patient  of  the  thousands  I  have  seen,  or 
the  thousands  of  letters  I  have  answered,  or  to  bring  a  patient  who  says  I  have  defrauded 
him  of  a  single  cent.  If  they  be  brought  forward  I  am  certainly  willing  to  make  any  resti- 
tution to  them  I  possibly  can.  In  regard  to  the  case  this  morning,  in  which  the  Council 
apparently  desired  to  be  lenient,  and  ordered  that  the  name  remain  upon  the  Register,  it 
was  stated  that  when  Dr.  Kirkpatrick  was  informed  he  had  been  guilty  of  infamous  or 
disgraceful  conduct,  or  that  he  was  likely  to  have  his  named  erased,  he  immediately 
desisted.  That  may  be  true  ;  it  altogether  depends  upon  what  you  mean  by  "immediately." 
He  was  informed  in  July,  and  he  remained  in  the  employ  of  the  Munyon  Company  until 
January  of  the  following  year.     Moreover,  he  did  not  desist,  but  he  was  dismissed. 

If  that  point  was  sufficient  to  temper  your  justice  this  morning,  I  wish  to  state  this  this 
afternoon,  that  as  soon  as  I  found  the  Council  looked  upon  my  position  as  an  unprofessional 
one  I  resigned  ;  not  immediately,  certainly,  because  that  would  have  been  an  impossibility. 
There  are  still  hundreds  of  letters  up  there  which  I  should  answer,  but  which  I  certainly  do 
not  intend  to  answer.  Nevertheless,  as  soon  as  I  possibly  could,  I  severed  my  con- 
nection with  the  Munyon  Company,  without  being  told  by  the  prosecutor  or  by  any  other 
person.  In  addition  to  that  I  may  state  that  I  am  willing  at  any  time,  if  the  Council  see  fit 
to  permit  my  name  to  remain  upon  the  Register,  to  allow  the  committee  to  deal  with  my 
case  summarily.  Moreover,  •  in  order  to  facilitate  their  action,  I  shall  pay  the  expenses  of 
the  meeting  of  this  Council.  In  that  way  you  will  not  have  to  wait  a  year.  For  example, 
if  you  allow  my  name  to  remain  on  the  Register  I  might  innnediately  oftend,  and  nothing 
can  be  done,  I  understand,  until  a  year  from  the  present  time.  However,  as  I  stated,  I  am 
willing,  if  I  offend  in  any  way  whatsoever,  to  have  the  Discipline  Connnittee  investigate  my 
case,  and  when  they  report  to  the  Council,  I  am  willing  to  pay  the  expenses  of  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Council  (of  course  the  expenses  will  have  to  be  the  same  as  allowed  at  the 
regular  meeting)  in  order  that  they  might  })revent  fraud  ui)on  the  publi.  if  1  have  been  guilty 
of  such.  Moreover,  I  may  add  that  there  are  at  present  a  number  of  conii)anies  intending  to 
counnence  operations  in  Canada  ;  I  have,  during  the  past  week,  been  interviewed  by  a  num- 
ber of  American  physicians  who  intend  to  open   here  as  soon  as  they  possibly  can.     There 
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are  also  some  physicians  why  have  left  the  country  who  intend,  they  tell  me,  to  return  as 
soon  as  this  Council  ceased  sitting,  and  to  at  once  resume  operations  here.  If  these  people 
have  been  guilty  of  infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct,  or  if  they  have  imposed  upon  the  public, 
it  is  certainly  the  duty  of  this  Council  to  prevent  their  action  going  further  ;  therefore,  when 
I  am  willing  to  pay  the  expenses  of  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  Council  can,  when 
dealing  with  my  case,  if  I  again  offend,  deal  with  these  other  concerns. 

While  I  deny  entirely  the  charges  as  made  by  the  Discipline  Committee — and  by 
the  way  I  may  state  that  that  committee  did  meet  at  night,  although  I  am  not  at  all  respon- 
sible, and  know  nothing  at  all  about  the  articles  which  appeared  in  the  paper— that  it  did 
meet  until  half -past  eleven,  although  Dr.  Logan  said  they  did  not  meet  at  night  ;  that 
referred  to  Dr.  Clark's  case.  In  my  case  they  did  meet  until  eleven  o'clock.  I  see  no 
reason  why  they  should  not  have  gone  entirely  through  the  case  that  night.  I  was  quite 
willing,  and  should  be  willing  to  have  them  meet  at  any  time. 

Dr.  Bray  I  understood  you  to  say  the  Discipline  Committee  met  at  half -past  eleven 
o'clock.     We  met  at  eight  o'clock. 

Dr.  Gray — You  met  at  eight,  and  sat  until  half-past  eleven. 

Dr.  Bray — I  stated  that. 

Dr.  Gray — That  does  not  make  any  difference.  I  am  quite  satisfied  with  the  treatment 
of  the  Discipline  Committee  in  every  way  ;  that  committee  allowed  every  opportunity  to 
make  a  defence,  but  I  preferred  to  make  any  defence  I  wished  to  make  before  the  Council 
itself  ;  and  for  that  reason,  and  no  other,  have  I  deferred  until  the  present  time.  It  was 
not  that  I  considered  myself  guilty  and  wished  to  get  out  of  it  as  best  I  could.  I  may 
state  further,  I  was  aware  some  hours  before  Mr.  Wasson  served  me  with  notice  that  such 
notice  was  to  be  served.  Had  I  felt  at  all  I  was  guilty  I  could  have  evaded  that  notice  of 
meeting;  and,  as  you  are  aware,  by  not  having  received  notice  of  the  meeting  of  the  Dis- 
cipline Committee  they  could  not  have  acted  upon  my  case.  I  preferred,  however,  to  have 
my  conduct  investigated  thoroughly  ;  and  I  did  expect  that  they  would  bring  forward  some 
evidence  there  that  would  be  worthy  of  rebuttal,  but  they  did  not.  There  is  really  not  in 
that  evidence  the  slightest  sign  of  any  unprofessional  conduct  on  my  part.  I  repeat,  there- 
fore, I  did  not  furnish  names  or  testimonials.  I  did  not  attempt  to  extort  money  from 
patients  under  false  pretences.  I  did  not  attempt  to  take  more  money  from  them  than  their 
symptoms  would  warrant  me  in  taking.  I  did  not  know  anything  about  the  advertisement 
concerning  the  electrical  apparatus.  The  advertisement  as  to  the  diphtheria  cure,  I  may 
state  further,  is  denied  by  the  Munyon  Company.  In  all  probability,  although  I  do  not 
know,  it  was  put  in  the  papers  by  Dr.  Evans  ;  in  any  case  he  had  a  chance  to  do  so,  and 
those  who  have  knowledge  of  him  would  immediately  suppose  he  did  take  advantage  of  the 
chance  offered  to  mutilate  advertisements  in  any  way  he  saw  fit.  In  any  case  I  have  care- 
fully gone  over  every  advertisement  appearing  in  the  name  of  the  Munyon  Company,  and  I 
cannot  find  that  advertisement  to  which  Mr.  Curry  has  so  frequently  referred,  that  Munyon's 
Sore  Throat  Cure  will  cure  diphtheria.  If  it  appeared,  therefore,  it  did  not  have  the  sanction 
of  the  Munyon  Company. 

Dr.  Bray — How  do  you  know  it  did  not  have  the  sanction  of  the  Munyon  Company,  if 
you  did  not  have  anything  to  do  with  it  ? 

Dr  Gray — There  is,  as  you  will  find  in  the  evidence,  a  file  kept  of  every  advertisement ; 
and  when  that  was  returned  by  Mr.  Lount  I  looked  over  it  to  find  if  any  such  advertisement 
had  ever  appeared  ;  I  have  looked  over  it  several  times,  and  I  cannot  find  any  such 
advertisement.     That  was  since  the  investigation  by  the  committee. 

Dr.  Britton — In  what  particular  line  have  you  been  trained  as  an  eminent  specialist  ; 
and  what  position  have  you  had  sufticient  to  warrant  you  or  those  with  whom  you  were 
connected  calling  you  an  eminent  specialist  and  inviting  the  public  to  come  to  you  ? 

Dr.  Gray — I  do  do  not  know,  in  the  first  place,  of  any  advertisement  which  stated  I  was 
an  eminent  specialist.  As  I  said,  I  have  had  charge  of  the  correspondence,  and  there  it  merely 
said,  you  send  your  letter  in  and  you  will  have  an  answer — nothing  more.  It  spoke  of 
Munyon's  doctors  ;  and  surely  I  am  a  doctor.  The  specialty  I  have  is  therapeutics  ;  I  have 
studied  it  in  all  its  branches.  I  had  an  opportunity  while  house  surgeon  in  Grace  Hospital 
to  see  the  application  of  their  homoeopathic  medicines.  I  tooK  a  degree  at  the  University 
of  Toronto.  I  pride  myself  upon  my  knowledge  of  drugs  ;  I  consider  myself  a  specialist. 
Whether  an  eminent  specialist  or  not  I  wouldn't  like  to  say.  U])on  any  other  subject  I 
know  possibly  less  than  the  majority  of  physicians  ;  upon  the  application  of  remedies  to 
disease  I  consider  myself  a  specialist. 

Dr.  Bray— Did  you  diagnose  any  cases  while  you  were  with  the  Munyon  Company  ? 

Dr.  Gray — The  cases  which  came  there  came  from  friends.  I  would  cure  a  patient  only 
through  mail,  practiaally. 

Dr.  Bray — I  understood  you  examined  patients  that  came  there  at  certain  hours  of  the 
day,  that  you  changed  at  certain  hours  of  the  day. 
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Dr.  Gray — No.  I  examined  patients  that  came  there.  As  I  stated,  I  do  not  think  I 
saw  one  patient  that  came  there  in  answer  to  an  advertisement.  They  came  there  because 
I  had  cured  some  of  their  friends  ;  and  I  certainly  examined  them. 

Dr.  Bray — I  am  asking  you  now  broadly,  during  your  long  connection  with  the  Munyon 
Company,  have  you  examined  and  diagnosed  cases  other  than  those  you  had  communication 
with  ? 

Dr.  Gray — Never,  except  the  communication  may  have  been  indirect.  I  do  not  know  of 
any  case  in  which  I  examined  any  patient  and  diagnosed  his  case  unless  there  had  been  either 
direct  or  indirect  communication  with  them  before. 

Dr.  Bray — We  have  evidence  you  did  occupy  the  room  occasionally,  and  as  patients  came 
in  they  were  sent  in  to  you.  Did  you  diagnose  their  complaints  or  did  you  send  them  to 
somebody  else  ? 

Dr.  Gray — That  was  right  after  I  went  there  ;  and  if  you  look  up  their  advertisements 
you  will  find  there  was  a  free  distribution.  If  patients  came  in  there  and  said  they  wanted 
kidney  cure  I  told  them  I  was  not  there  to  give  away  kidney  cure  ;  that  if  they  wanted  kidney 
cure  they  could  go  to  the  office  and  get  kidney  cure  ;  that  if  they  wanted  me  to  treat  them  I 
would  have  to  treat  them  in  my  own  way.  I  have  ordered  patients  out  of  the  office  because 
they  wanted  to  treat  themselves  as  they  saw  fit. 

Dr.  Bray — ^That  is  not  an  answer.  Patients  were  coming  in  to  you  ;  what  were  you 
there  for  ? 

Dr.  Gray — Patients  did  not  come  in  to  me  except  during  the  first  few  weeks  I  was  there. 

Dr.  Bray — During  the  first  few  weeks  you  were  there.  We  have  Miss  Day's  evidence 
that  you  prescribed  remedies  from  the  time  you  went  there,  more  freely  as  you  went  along  ; 
did  you  prescribe  those  remedies  without  diagnosing  ? 

Dr.  Gray — I  did  not. 

Dr.  Bray — Did  you  diagnose  ? 

Dr.  Gray — Certainly.  I  was  there  long  enough,  and  I  saw  patients  ;  but  I  do  not 
recollect  any  particular  case. 

Dr.  Bray — Miss  Day's  evidence  must  be  untrue. 

Dr.  Gray — Not  at  all  ;  but  I  do  not  recollect  any  particular  case. 

Dr.  Bray — I  did  not  ask  any  particular  case. 

Dr.  Gray— I  thought  you  did. 

Dr.  Bray — We  had  evidence  before  us  to  show  there  were  fifty  or  sixty  patients  a  day 
examined  by  one  doctor  ? 

Dr.  Gray — ^Certainly. 

Dr.  Bray — Did  you  never  examine  one  of  these  patients  ? 

Dr.  Gray — Yes. 

Dr.  Bray — And  diagnose  their  case  and  prescribe  for  the  patient  ? 

Dr.  Gray — Yes. 

Dr.  Bray — How  did  you  diagnose  the  case  if  you  knew  nothing  about  it — you  might 
prescribe  the  medicine  after  finding  out  what  was  the  matter. 

Dr.  Gray— I  said  I  knew  possibly  less — I  was  not  a  specialist  in  that. 

Dr.  Rogers — Do  I  understand  you  to  say  you  were  told  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Discipline  Committee  it  would  be  better  to  make  your  defence  now  than  before  the 
committee  ? 

Dr.  Gray — Not  exactly.  In  the  case  of  Dr.  Bessey,  his  counsel  attempted  to  make 
some  defence  before  the  committee  ;  and  the  chairman  told  him  any  defence  could  be  made 
here,  better  here  ;  that  the  committee  merely  made  a  report  of  the  evidence  ;  that  it  was 
not  necessary  to  make  a  defence.     Any  defence  I  could  have  made  would  be  by  evidence. 

Dr.  Rogers — You  did  not  bring  any  evidence  before  the  connnittee. 

Dr.  Gray — Not  at  all. 

Dr.  Rogers — What  was  your  reason  ? 

Dr.  Gray — Because  my  intention  was  to  make  any  defence  I  could  here. 

Dr.  Rogers — Did  the  chairman  tell  you  that  ? 

Dr.  Gray — Not  at  all. 

Dr.  Brixton — You  have  in  a  general  way  specifically  denied  statements  that  have  been 
made  under  oath  by  Dr.  Evans  and  others.  This  is,  to  a  large  extent,  your  defence  to-day. 
You  have  gone  far  enough  to  say  tha^  it  was  an  impossibility  for  Dr.  Evans  to  commit  per- 
jury, ])ecause,  in  your  opinion,  he  never  had  a  knowledge  of  the  truth,  and  tlierefore  would 
never  know  when  he  was  violating  the  truth.  Why  did  you  not  bring  forward  evidence  to 
show  that  what  he  said  was  incorrect,  and  wliat  others  said  was  incorrect  ?  When  you 
knew  you  had  so  much  at  stake,  and  when  you  knew  tliat  at  this  meeting  of  the  Council 
there  was  not  the  power  given  to  examine  witnesses  under  oath,  that  they  could  only 
coiTx^  before  the  Discipline  Committee  ? 
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Mr.  LouNT — Permit  me  to  interpose.  I  apprehend  that  these  gentlemen  are  pursuing 
these  questions 

Dr.  Bray — Does  Mr.  Lount  appear,  or  does  Dr.  Gray  ? 

Mr.  Lount — I  have  appeared.  You  must  recognize  the  fact  that  I  appeared  before  Dr. 
Gray  spoke.  Dr.  Britton,  who  has  just  asked  the  question,  no  doubt  thinks  it  is  correct  to 
ask  it ;  but  the  conduct  pi  the  case  was  in  my  hands,  and  the  discretion  as  to  whether  or  not 
witnesses  were  to  be  called  was  with  me.  I  controlled  the  case,  and  it  was  upon  my  own 
advice,  and  through  my  opinion,  that  nothing  further  was  done  in  the  way  of  offering 
evidence  at  that  investigation.     Further,  I  desire  to  say 

Dr.  Britton — Pardon  me,  Mr.  Lount,  for  interrupting  you.  If  that  is  true  what  Dr. 
Gray  says  now,  or  what  he  has  just  recently  said  is  untrue  ;  he  says  that  he  declined  to 
bring  forward  evidence  on  his  own  belialf,  because  he  understood  from  what  was  said  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Discipline  Committee  that  here  was  the  best  place  to  put  in  his  defence, 
and  not  there.  I  have  no  doubt  that  what  you  state,  Mr.  Lount,  is  correct  ;  the  only  infer- 
ence I  am  to  draw  from  that  is  that  Dr.  Gray  has  stated  what  is  incorrect. 

Mr.  Lount — I  do  not  think  you  will  find  it  in  the  report  that  Dr.  Gray  declined  to  offer 
evidence  for  that  reason.     I  think  you  will  find  he  understood  he  could  call  evidence  here. 

Dr.  Britton — No  ;  he  understood  he  might  put  in  a  defence  here. 

Mr.  Lount — What  is  in  the  stenographer's  notes  ? 

The  Stenographer  read  as  follows  :  ' '  But  I  preferred  to  make  any  defence  I  wished  to 
make  before  the  Council  itself  ;  and  for  that  reason  and  no  other,  I  deferred  until  the  pre- 
sent time."  And,  "In  the  case  of  Dr.  Bessey  his  counsel  attempted  to  make  some  defence 
before  the  committee  ;  and  the  chairman  told  him  any  defence  could  be  made  here,  better 
here  ;  that  the  committee  merely  made  a  report  of  the  evidence  ;  that  it  was  not  necessary 
to  make  a  defence.  Any  defence  I  could  have  made  would  be  by  evidence.  Dr.  Rogers — 
You  did  not  bring  any  evidence  before  the  committee.  Dr.  Gray — Not  at  all.  Dr.  Rogers 
— What  was  your  reason  ?  Dr.  Gray — Because  my  intention  was  to  make  any  defence  I 
could  here." 

Mr.  Lount — That  is  quite  different. 

Dr.  Britton — Might  I  ask  you  if  that  is  correct  ? 

Mr.  Lount — What  the  stenographer  has  just  read  is  correct.  But  the  way  you  inter- 
preted it,  that  he  said  he  declined  to  go  into  his  defence,  is  not ;  he  did  not  use  the  word 
"decline." 

Dr.  Britton — That  is  correct,  as  he  stated  it. 

Mr.  Lount — Yes. 

Dr.  Britton — I  must  ask  Dr.  Bray  a  question,  then.  Is  it  correct,  Dr.  Bray,  that  you 
gave  the  understanding  then  it  would  be  better  to  put  the  defence  in  here  ? 

Mr.  Curry  reads  from  the  Bessey  case  :  ' '  Mr.  Faulds  asks  the  committee  to  recommend 
the  Council  not  to  have  the  name  of  Dr.  Bessey  erased  from  the  Register  in  view  of  the  fact 
that,  as  can  be  shown,  the  doctor  has,  since  he  has  been  discharged  by  the  court,  been 
carrying  on  his  business  in  a  professional  way,  and  also  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  is  a  very 
old  man,  over  sixty  years  of  age,  and  is  in  almost  destitute  circumstances  ;  that  his  only 
means  of  earning  a  livelihood  is  the  practice  of  his  profession  ;  and  also  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  he  has  made  this  voluntary  admission  ;  and'  submits  that  while  Dr.  Bessey  has  made 
mistakes  he  has  not  been  guilty  of  any  intentional  misconduct.  Dr.  Bray  states  that  the 
committee  has  no  power  to  finally  deal  with  the  case.  Mr.  Faulds  states  that  the  committee 
can  recommend  to  the  Council.  Dr.  Bray  states  that  the  matter  will  be  laid  before  the 
Council  at  its  next  meeting  in  July,  and  Dr.  Bessey,  or  his  counsel,  will  be  informed  when  the 
report  of  the  committee  will  be  brought  before  the  Council,*  and  the  defendant  will  have  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard  by  the  Council." 

Dr.  Britton — That  is  not  bringing  forward  witnesses ;  so  what  he  has  stated  is  quite 
incorrect. 

Dr.  Gray — Did  I  say  that  Dr.  Bray  informed  me  I  would  be  permitted  to  bring  wit- 
nesses here  ? 

Dr.  Bray — I  did  not  inform  you  so. 

Dr.  Gray — Certainly  I  did  not  say  it.  But  Dr.  Bray  did  say  I  would  be  given  the 
privilege  of  making  a  defence  here.  A  defence  does  not  necessarily  mean  the  production  of 
witnesses. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  what  I  stated  in  this  case  was  practically  the  same  as  in  the  other. 

Dr.  Gray — Certainly.  You  merely  stated  that  Dr.  Bessey  and  his  counsel  would  be 
permitted  to  make  a  defence. 

Dr.  BRiTTON-^Dr.  Gray,  you  have  not  yet  answered  my  question.  Why  was  it  that 
under  those  extraordinary  circumstances — the  most  important  time  of  your  life — when  the 
decision  of  that  committee  might  make  or  mar  you  for  all  time  to  come,  you  did  not  bring 
forward  evidence  which  you  say  to-day  you  had,  for  the  pur}>ose  of  rebutting  all  this  testi- 
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mony  that  was  brought  against  you  ;  but  have  left  it  to  the  present  hour  to  state  to  us  that 
these  things  were  all  absolutely  untrue  ? 

Dr.  Gra.y — Mr.  Lount  has  apparently  opened  the  way  for  me.  I  referred  the  evidence 
I  had  to  Mr.  Lount.  I  told  him  I  had  evidence  ;  that  there  were  those  in  the  employ  of 
Munyon  who  could  corroborate  my  statements.  I  told  him  that  Mr,  Burgess'  statement 
was  absolutely  incorrect  ;  and  I  also  offered,  and  more  than  that,  I  wished  to  go  into  the 
witness-box  in  my  own  defence  ;  and  I  was  advised  in  every  case  by  Mr.  Lount  not  to  put 
in  the  evidence  I  had,  and  not  to  go  into  the  witness-box. 

Dr.  Britton — You  submitted  it  to  him  ;  and  he  weighed  the  testimony,  and  advised 
you  not  to  put  it  in.     Is  that  correct  ? 

Dr.  Gray — He  did,  certainly. 

Dr.  Bray — In  answer  to  what  Dr.  Gray  has  stated  here  about  my  advising  him  in  one  way 
or  another,  the  stenographer's  report  shows  there  was  nothing  at  all  said,  except,  "Mr. 
Lount  states  he  is  not  going  to  put  in  any  evidence."  I  presume  the  reason  there  was 
nothing  stated  there  was  this  was  the  last  case  we  had,  and  I  had  already  stated  they  would 
be  notified  to  appear  at  this  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  I  considered  it  not  necessary  to 
repeat  my  former  statement. 

Dr.  Gray — There  was  another  reason  I  might  state.  Miss  Day's  statement  is  entirely 
contradictory  to  Mr.  Burgess'  ;  and  I  concluded  that  was  quite  sufficient  ;  and  I  presume 
Mr.  Lount  thought  it  was  quite  sufficient  and  could  be  a  reason  for  not  admitting  the 
evidence  I  had.  Certainly  I  considered  that  evidence  was  quite  applicable  to  the  case.  I 
did  not  use  a  single  one  of  these  "personal  prescriptions."  I  could  not  bring  any  evidence 
to  prove  Dr.  Evans'  evidence  was  not  true,  and  Mr.  Lount  advised  me  that  was  not  advis- 
able ;  he  said,  you  are  on  your  defence,  and  they  will  merely  think  you  are  lying,  intending 
to  get  out  as  well  as  you  can  ;  Dr.  Evans  has  sworn  to  certain  things  ;  and  there  is  no  use 
your  going  in  and  swearing  the  direct  contrary.  I  may  state  further,  I  considered  it  an 
injustice  to  me  that  evidence  was  not  put  in  ;  at  the  same  time,  the  case  was  in  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Lount,  and  I  submitted  to  his  superior  judgment. 

Dr.  Sangster — Dr.  Gray  puts  himself  in  a  bad  position.  He  declined  to  give  evidence 
at  the  time  under  oath  upon  the  ground  that  he  would  not  be  believed  ;  and  he  comes  here 
to-day  and  makes  a  simple  denial,  not  under  oath,  and  expects  this  Council  to  believe  it. 

Dr.  Bray — The  Discipline  Committee  in  coming  to  its  conclusions  only  considered  what 
had  reference  to  Dr.  Gray  ;  only  such  evidence  as  affected  him. 

Dr.  Douglas — Dr.  Gray  says  he  has  severed  his  connection  with  the  Munyon  Company, 
and  has  produced  a  letter  indicating  that  he  has  severed  his  connection  with  that  company  ; 
a  short  time  previous  to  that  he  said  that  he  would  continue  to  prescribe  these  remedies, 
whether  in  this  country  or  some  other.  I  would  simply  ask  him  to  have  those  statements 
harmonize,  if  he  expects  us  to  take  a  lenient  view  of  his  case. 

Dr.  Gray — I  merely  wish  to  say  that  the  Munyon  remedies  are  compound  homoeopathic 
remedies,  and  until  I  find  something  better  I  intend  to  use  compound  homoeopathic 
remedies  in  certain  cases  in  my  practice  ;  that  is  what  I  mean.  I  do  not  intend  you  to 
understand  I  mean  to  remain  in  the  employ  of  the  Munyon  Company  ;  that  is  not  what  I 
me^in.  I  say  I  am  not  in  the  employ  and  will  not  again  be  in  the  employ  of  the  Munyon 
Company,  but  I  shall  continue  to  use  the  Munyon  remedies,  because  I  consider  the 
Munyon  remedies  good,  and  the  theory  upon  which  they  act  is  a  good  theory.  I  may 
state  further  I  spoke  to  Dr.  Pyne  about  submitting  evidence  ;  and  it  was  indeed  mentioned 
to  me  by  Mr.  Curry  that  the  committee  would  listen  to  any  defence  which  I  would  wish 
to  make.  Dr.  Pyne  at  least  remembers  speaking  to  Mr.  Curry  about  it  ;  and  Mr.  Curry 
advised  me  to  see  Mr.  Lount  first  before  submitting  any  statement  to  the  committee. 

Mr.  Curry — I  desire  to  say  in  answer  to  Dr.  Gray's  statement,  that  I  refused  to  have 
any  conversation  with  the  gentleman  at  all.  I  said,  "  You  must  consult  your  counsel."  I 
would  not  advise  the  man. 

Dr.  Gray — That  is  exactly  what  I  said. 

Mr.  Curry — I  told  Dr.  Gray  I  did  not  want  to  discuss  any  matter  with  him  at  all,  but 
for  him  to  see  his  counsel,  to  see  Mr.  Lount. 

Dr.  Gray — That  is  what  Mr.  Curry  said.  He  said  the  committee  would  be  willing  to 
hear  me. 

Mr.  Curry — I  certainly  say  that  is  not  so,  absolutely. 

Dr.  Gray— Why  did  Mr.  Curry  come  to  me  ? 

Mr.  Cikry — I  did  not  go  to  Dr.  Gray  ;  I  had  no  conversation  with  him  beyond  telling 
him  when  he  spoke  to  me  that  I  would  not  talk  to  him,  for  liim  to  consult  Mr.  Lount. 

Dr.  Gray — Mr.  Curry  came  to  me  and  said,  "  If  you  wisli  to  make  any  statement  to 
the  committee  make  it  now."  Then  ho  asked  me  if  I  had  seen  Mr.  Lount,  and  advised 
me  to  see  him  at  once.  Dr.  Pyne  also  said  the  committee  would  hear  any  statement  I 
wished  to  make. 
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The   President — This  is  out  of  order. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Bray,  seconded  by  Dr.  Douglas,  that  the  Council  do  now  go  into 
Committee  of  the  Whole  to  consider  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  in  the  case 
of  George  B.  Gray.     Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  Dr.  McCrimmon  in  the  chair. 

The  Chairman  read  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee. 

Dr.  Bray  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  in  the  case  of  George  B. 
Gray  be  adopted.      Carried. 

Dr.  Bray  moved  that  the  committee  rise  and  report  the  adoption,  without  amendment,  of 
the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  in  the  case  of  George  B.  Gray.     Carried. 
The  committee  rose,  the  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Britton  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Barrick,  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  on  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  be  concurred  in  by  the  Council. 
Carried. 

Dr.  Sangster — Mr.  President,  ordinarily  I  would  move  the  resolution  which  it  is 
my  painful  duty  to  move,  without  remarks  ;  but  there  are  circumstances  connected  with  this 
case  that  constrain  me  to  depart  from  that  rule.  This  is  in  many  respects  a  peculiar  case  ; 
and  I  therefore  shall  ask  the  privilege  of  addressing  the  Council  upon  it  after  the  resolu- 
tion has  been  read. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Sangster,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thornton  : 

Whereas  the  Council  caused  inquiry  to  be  made  into  the  case  of  George  B.  Gray,  a 
registered  medical  practitioner  alleged  to  have  been  guilty  of  infamous  and  disgraceful 
conduct  in  a  professional  respect,  and  to  be  liable  to  have  his  name  erased  from  the  Register  ; 

And  whereas  the  Council  has  duly  ascertained  the  facts  of  the  case  of  the  said 
charges  against  the  said  George  B.  Gray  by  the  Discipline  Committee  of  the  Council,  duly 
appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act ; 

And  whereas  the  said  committee  has  reported  that  the  charges  are  proved  and  the 
report  of  the  said  committee  and  the  evidence  adduced  before  them  are  now  before  the 
Council,  and  the  Council  has  determined  to  act  thereon  ; 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  said  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  with  reference  to 
the  conduct  of  the  said  George  B.  Gray  be  adopted,  and  that  the  name  of  the  said  George 
B.  Gray  be  erased  from  the  said  Register,  and  that  the  Registrar  be  and  is  hereby 
directed  to  erase  from  the  Register  kept  by  him  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act  the  name  of  the  said  George  B.  Gray  ;  and  it  is  hereby  further  directed 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  Section  39,  that  the  costs  of,  and 
incidental  to,  such  erasure  be  paid  by  the  said  George  B.  Gray  to  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  forthwith,  after  taxation  by  one  of  the  taxing  officers  of  the  High 
Court  of  Justice  for  Ontario. 

And  the  Registrar  is  directed  after  such  taxation  to  obtain  the  issue  of  such  execution 
or  executions  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  collection  of  such  costs  by  the  said  College. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  said  there  were  circumstances  peculiar  to  this  case  that  necessi- 
tated some  remarks.  I  regret  exceedingly  having  to  move  for  the  professional  death  of  any 
brother  practitioner  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario.  Dr.  Gray  has 
appeared  before  us  and  has  argued  his  case  cleverly,  and  he  has  conveyed  to  me  the  impres- 
sion that  he  is  an  unusually  sharp  and  acute  person.  I  need  not  say  that,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  most  of  us,  this  "  Onion  Company,"  or  Munyon  Company,  sends  an  alliaceous  odor  to 
heaven,  and  I  cannot  conceive  that  a  man  of  Dr.  Gray's  acuteness  did  not  know  from  the 
outset  that  he  was  travelling  outside  the  limits  of  legitimate  practice  when  he  became  con- 
nected with  it.  Their  unscrupulous  mode  of  doing  business  is,  I  think,  evidenced  by  the 
manner  in  which  they  have  artfully  procured  the  insertion  into  the  newspapers  of  the  Pro- 
vince a  number  of  unscrupulous  misstatements  regarding  this  Medical  Council  and  its  mode 
of  conducting  and  carrying  on  its  Discipline  Committee  work.  I  have  the  highest  admira- 
tion for  our  newspaper  press  ;  I  believe  the  newspaper  press  of  Canada  is  one  of  the  guard- 
ians of  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  public.  We  know  that  every  newspaper  is  a  business 
enterprise,  and  we  do  not  assume,  and  never  have  assumed,  to  interfere  in  its  mode  of  conduct- 
ing the  business  connected  with  its  advertising  columns.  We  may  object,  as  we  do  and 
have  a  right  to  object,  to  any  practitioner  being  a  party  to  any  advertisement  being  put  even 
into  the  advertising  columns  of  the  newspapers  with  an  obvious  intent  to  defraud  the  public. 
But  so  long  as  advertisements  are  confined  to  the  advertisement  colunms  of  our  newspapers 
we  have  no  right  and  no  wish  to  criticise  the  conduct  of  the  journals  of  the  Province.  But 
when  newspapers  insert  into  their    editorial    columns,   as    quasi-editorial  matter  what  is 
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notoriously  an  advertisement,  paid  for,  and  sent  to  them  with  a  vicious  object  and  intended 
to  deceive  the  public  into  the  belief  that  it  is  thoroughly  an  editorial  of  that  newspaper, 
then  I  think  we  have  a  right  to  stand  up  and  draw  the  line  and  express  our  conviction  that 
respectable  newspapers  ought  not  to  lend  themselves  for  that  purpose — (hear,  hear) — I  do 
not  know  from  whom  the  first  one  of  these  so-called  editorials  emanated.  It  was  said  that 
it  emanated  from  my  erstwhile  opponent,  Dr.  Goldwin  Smith  ;  but  I  freely  expressed  my 
conviction  that  Dr.  Goldwin  Smith  never  wrote  that  editorial — (hear,  hear) — and  if  his  name 
has  been  paraded  through  the  country  in  connection  with  it,  and  editors  of  newspapers  have 
been  approached  and  offered  $15.00,  $20.00  and  $25.00  to  insert  these  infamous  articles  as 
though  they  were  self -written  editorials,  I  say  we  have  a  right  to  object  to  that.  I  am  glad 
to  know  that  the  great  Toronto  dailies  have  not  condescended,  so  far  as  my  knowledge 
extends,  to  lend  themselves  to  an  object  so  utterly  contemptible. 

I  claim  that  this  Council,  by  and  through  its  Discipline  Committee,  is  carrying  on  a 
most  unpleasant  and  a  most  expensive  series  of  investigations,  purely  and  solely  for  the  good 
of  the  public,  for  the  protection  of  the  public.  (Hear,  hear).  We  do  not  seek  the  work  our- 
selves ;  evidence  of  that  is  afforded  on  every  side.  We  know  for  instance,  to  the  cost  of 
the  profession,  that  there  is  scarcely  a  druggist  in  the  country  that  does  not  dispense  medi- 
cines and  prescribe  for  those  coming  into  the  store  describing  themselves  as  ill,  but  we  have 
never  taken  any  action  upon  such  cases.  We  know  that  the  advertisements,  in  what  I  may 
call  the  legitimate  columns  of  newspapers  and  journals,  are,  some  of  them,  of  a  very  improper 
character  ;  and  yet  we  have  not  tried  to  interfere  with  them.  There  is  hardly  a  day  but  one 
may  read  advertisements  in  the  newspapers  and  in  the  journals  of  the  country,  even  in  such 
respectable  journals  as  the  Young  English  Woman^s  Journal  or  the  Young  E7iglish  Woman's 
Magazine — I  do  not  know  which  is  its  proper  designation — not  one  but  scores  of  them — asking 
for  the  sale  of  pills  for  female  obstructions,  which  are  warranted  to  remove  all  such  obstruc- 
tions. And  we  think,  if  the  work  which  is  now  done  gratuitously  and  at  great  expense  by 
our  Discipline  Committee,  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Government,  or  of  a  committee 
of  the  Government,  that  probably  steps  would  be  taken  to  abate  that  nuisance.  I  have  taken 
that  ground  in  {he  past ;  three  years  ago,  when  I  first  came  to  the  Council,  I  asked  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  meet  the  Government  and  to  discuss  with  them  the  whole 
action  of  discipline  trials  and  public  prosecutions,  but  upon  the  principle  that  nothing  good 
cometh  out  of  Nazareth,  my  suggestion  was  pooh-poohed  and  voted  down.  Yet,  I  am  sure 
it  would  have  been  a  step  in  the  right  direction  ;  and  it  would  be  a  step  in  the  right  direction 
now. 

Certainly  if  the  newspapers  of  the  Province  are  really  persuaded  that  we  are  doing  this 
work  for  the  protection  of  ourselves  and  not  with  the  object  of  protecting  the  public,  as  soon 
as  that  fact  becomes  patent,  I  would  strongly  urge  this  Council  to  go  to  the  Government  and 
say  we  not  only  no  longer  desire,  but  we  absolutely  refuse  to  do  that  work  any  longer,  and 
ask  you  yourselves  to  do  what  is  purely  police  work  and  to  protect  the  public  from  gross 
imposition.     (Hear,  hear). 

I  do  not  believe  that  the  newspapers  really  have  any  impression  that  the  Medical 
Council  can  be  down  so  low  as  that.  I  claim,  and  I  believe  we  all  claim,  that  the  interests 
of  the  })rofession  run  parallel  with  the  interests  of  the  public,  and  that  they  are  largely 
identical,  and  that  we  deserve  praise  rather  than  blame  for  the  faithful  manner  in  which  this 
Council  has  tried  under  much  obloquy  and  at  heavy  expense  to  do  the  work  that  really 
ought  to  belong  to  the  department  of  the  Attorney-General. 

I  have  much  pleasure,  a  painful  pleasure  if  you  will,  in  moving  the  resolution  that  has 
been  stated  to  the  Council. 

Dr.  Thornton — As  seconder  of  that  motion,  I  would  just  say  that  I  will  not  occupy  the 
time  of  the  Council  but  for  a  few  minutes.  Nothing  could  be  more  painful  to  me  than  the  duty 
I  have  to  discharge  ;  but  when  the  Legislature  of  this  Province  has  entrusted  this  Council 
with  an  Act  placed  on  the  statute  book  and  invested  it  with  certain  powers,  under  which  we 
are  bound,  as  members  of  the  Council,  to  discharge  the  duties  not  so  particularly  toward  our- 
selves as  toward  the  public,  it  matters  not  what  the  result  may  be  in  the  discharge  of  our 
duties,  I  am  not  going  to  consult  my  feelings  for  one  moment;  I  am  simply  going  to  conform 
to  the  law  and  carry  out  the  Act  that  was  placed  on  the  statute  books.  If  this  were  simply 
a  matter  between  those  with  whom  we  are  dealing  and  ourselves,  it  would  be  very  different ; 
but  where  we  have  a  {>ublic  duty,  a  very  strong  public  duty,  to  discharge,  I  cannot  for  one 
moment  shrink  from  that  duty,  and  therefore  I  second  this  motion. 

The  President  put  the  motion  and,  im  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  cjirried. 

Dr.  Bray  asked  that  the  yeas  and  nays  })e  taken. 

The  President  instructocl  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays  ;  and  the  Registrar 
took  the  yeas  and  nays,  as  follows  :

Reports  of  Standing  and  Special  Committees. 

Dr.  Thorburn  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Property  Committee,  appended  to 
which  were  reports  of  the  inspectors  of  boilers,  elevators,  and  so  on. 

Dr.  Thornton — Have  you  a  report  from  an  architect  on  the  condition  of  the  walls  ? 

Dr.  Thorburn — The  only  weak  point  we  knew  of  was  the  cornice.  'We  have  not  an 
architect's  report.  The  offices  are  all  pretty  well  occupied,  though  at  a  low  rental.  A  pro- 
position came  in  a  day  or  two  ago,  but  it  looks  like  a  proposition  from  an  agent.  It  is  a 
letter  from  a  man  named  Robins,  and  was  not  replied  to.     It  reads  as  follows  :

"Dear  Sir, — Possibly  you  will  recollect  the  person  you  showed  your  building  to  a  short 
time  ago.  You  said  that  if  I  thought  of  purchasing,  to  put  an  offer  in  writing.  I  have  not 
thought  much  about  it  since  the  war  commenced,  but  I  know  of  capital  seeking  investment, 
and  as  your  building  is  not  completed,  I  would  like  to  know  what  the  building  could  be 
bought  for.  It  will  take  a  lot  of  money  to  complete  the  building.  By  jBnishing  up  top  flat, 
and  if  price  is  not  too  large,  I  think  it  could  be  made  a  paying  investment,  and  the  location 
is  a  good  one.     Let  me  hear  from  you,  giving  figure  it  can  be  purchased  at,

Consideration  of  Reports. 

Dr.  Thorburn  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Property  Committee  be  adopted. 

Dr.  Thornton— Before  that  report  is  adopted  I  want,  as  a  member  of  the  Property 
Committee,  to  say  something  about  it.  It  may  seem  strange  to  you  that  I  did  not  embody 
what  I  have  to  say,  or  something  to  that  effect,  in  that  report  ;  but  I  could  not  get  it  there 
— there  is  a  majority  in  that  committee  against  me.  I  supi)ose  I  could  bring  in  a  minority 
report,  but  I  do  not  propose  to  take  a  long  way  around.  That  report  says  the  building  is  in 
a  good  state  of  repair.  I  think,  if  any  of  you  look  at  the  walls  and  radiators,  you  will  agree 
with  me  when  I  say  I  would  be  willing  to  put  in  "a  fair  state,"  but  "a  good  state  "  I  could 
not.  There  are  a  great  many  cracked  walls,  etc.  In  former  years  we  have  stated  "a  fair 
state  of  repair,"  and  as  such  I  am  willing  to  let  it  go. 

With  regard  to  the  walls  cracking  and  falling,  I  think  this  building  should  be  examined 
by  an  architect,  and  the  report  given  by  that  architect  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Registrar 
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or  Chairman  of  the  Property  Committee,  guaranteeing  to  us  that  the  building  is  in  a  safe 
condition.  I  heard  nothing  about  this  cornice  last  year,  though  I  was  on  the  Property  Com- 
mittee, and  I  looked  out  of  windows  and  tramped  about.  I  understand  when  this  brick 
work  fell  it  was  very  nearly  proving  disastrous  to  some  people  passing.  We  may  have  an 
accident,  when  half  a  dozen  lives  will  be  sacrificed,  and  this  Council  will  be  sued  for 
$50,000.00.  I  think  it  is  a  most  important  thing  that  we  safeguard  ourselves  in  this  par- 
ticular respect. 

Dr.  Thorburn — The  offending  cornice  has  been  removed,  so  that  there  is  no  danger  of 
that  troubling  us. 

Dr.  Thornton — I  do  not  know  as  an  individual  member  of  the  committee  whether  my 
opinion  would  be  good  on  that.  I  think  somebody  competent  on  those  matters  should 
examine  and  report,  the  same  as  is  done  with  the  boilers.  It  is  necessary  to  have  some 
evidence  we  can  go  on,  just  as  a  patient  has  when  he  comes  to  Dr.  Thorburn,  or  any  other 
member  of  the  Council ;  he  expects  a  statement  he  can  rely  on  and  trust  his  life  to. 

There  is  another  clause  in  the  Property  Committee's  report — I  don't  know  whether  you 
could  sing  it  to  the  "  Old  Hundred  "  or  not,  but  it  has  been  there  long  enough,  and  is  long 
enough,  that  is,  that  the  receipts  of  the  building  amount  to  so  much  "which  is  in  excess  of,"  or 
"  a  little  less  than  another  year's  receipts."  Perhaps  the  reason  is  good  ;  and  perhaps  it  is 
not.  All  the  years  I  have  been  on  the  Property  Committee  I  have  not  been  sure  that  we 
have  any  business  to  deal  with  the  finances  of  this  undertaking  at  all  ;  it  almost  seems  to  me 
it  should  go  to  the  Finance  Committee,  but  if  we  are  to  make  any  statement  of  that  kind  in 
the  Property  Committee  report,  I  want  a  statement  that  every  medical  man  in  this  Province, 
when  he  reads  it,  can  tell  what  the  financial  condition  in  connection  with  this  building  is 
(it  is  not  brought  down  clearly),  that  is,  if  every  member  of  the  profession  will  take  the 
trouble  I  have  ;  I  have  papers,  and  I  can  tell  you  the  financial  standing  of  the  Council  and 
property  and  everything  else,  I  think,  from  the  year  1870  or  1874,  or  something  like  that — of 
course,  the  building  was  not  in  existence  at  that  time,  and  it  is  not  everyone  will  t^ke  that 
trouble.  If  we  are  going  to  have  a  statement  touching  the  finances  let  us  have  the  whole 
thing. 

Dr.  Sangster — Mr.  President,  might  I  ask  through  you  whether  Dr.  Thornton  was  not 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Property  Committee  at  which  this  report  was  concocted  ;  and  whether 
he  attempted  to  get  his  views  expressed  in  the  report  ? 

Dr.  Thornton — I  was  at  the  meeting  of  the  Property  Committee  at  which  this  report 
was  made  out  ;  and  I  objected  to  that  clause,  but  a  majority  of  the  committee  agreed  to  it. 

Dr.  Thorburn — You  object  to  the  whole  thing  ? 

Dr.  Thornton — I  mean  in  regard  to  the  finances.  If  we  touch  this  thing  at  all  we 
should  bring  it  out  clearly  because  there  are  some  very  important  facts  the  profession  should 
know  in  connection  with  the  financial  condition  of  this  building.  I  do  not  know  that  under 
the  motion,  unless  you  consider  it  right  and  proper,  that  the  finances  should  be  brought  in 
in  this  report,  that  we  should  discuss  this  here.  But,  as  I  have  from  year  to  year,  I  take 
the  liberty  of  saying  that  there  are  some  things  that  should  appear  in  the  finances,  if  taken 
in  connection  with  the  property,  that  are  worthy  of  notice  ;  and  that  is,  during  the  ten 
years  we  have  had  this  building  on  our  hands  it  has  been  a  loss  to  us  of  somewhere  from 
^38,500.00  to  thirty-nine  thousand  some  hundred  dollars.  There  are  other  members  of  the 
profession  that  have  made  up  these  losses  on  a  business  calculation,  and  they  difl:er  somewhat 
from  mine  ;  the  reason  they  differ  is  that  the  money  invested  in  the  building  they  have 
valued  at  five  per  cent,  while  since  we  got  the  three  and  a  half  per  cent,  interest  on  the 
mortgage,  I  have  only  valued  it  at  3^  per  cent. ,  and  that  is  where  the  difference  comes  in. 

There  are  other  things  to  consider  in  the  finances  of  the  building,  and  that  is,  that 
during  the  first  five  years'  occupancy  of  this  building  the  receipts  have  been  $3,449.42,  and 
for  the  last  five  years  they  were  $3,461.97.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  fact  that  nearly  the 
whole  building  was  occupied  a  year  ago  by  the  Foresters  there  would  have  been  a  decrease 
in  the  receipts.  Then  if  you  look  at  the  maintenance  of  the  building  you  will  find  you  have 
a  yearly  average  of  $3,413.13,  and  for  the  last  five  years  $4,138.13  or  $725.00  a  year  more  the 
last  five  years  than  the  first  five  years.  This  is  only  a  natural  thing.  And  I  go  further  and 
predict  that  in  the  future  your  maintenance  will  be  more  than  in  the  past,  because  every  old 
building  costs  more  than  a  new  one. 

I  do  not  bring  these  matters  up  for  the  sake  of  discussing  or  annoying  anybody  at  all, 
but  when  going  before  my  constituents  1  liave  been  asked  from  time  to  time,  what  is  the 
necessity  for  a  tax  being  levied  on  us  by  the  Council  ;  and  I  say  to  them,  one  of  the  things 
is  the  loss  on  the  building,  we  have  got  to  make  it  up.  They  say,  "  Have  you  got  to  occupy 
such  a  stately  building  up  there,  that  we  have  got  to  be  taxed  for  it? " 

I  do  not  take  into  consideration  for  the  moment  the  portion  of  the  building  we  occu])y  ; 
and  the  portion  of  the  building  we  occupy  has  nothing  to  do  with  tliat  statement  whatever  ; 
that  whole  loss  is  outside  of  it.     I  liave  always  maintained,  and  still   maintain,  that  this 
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Council  has  a  right  to  the  property  for  its  own  purposes  ;  but  it  has  no  right  to  property  for 
purposes  other  than  the  purposes  of  the  Medical  Act. 

Now  to  get  back  to  where  I  started,  if  we  are  going  to  put  that  clause  or  a  clause  to 
that  effect  in  that  report,  and  we  are  going  to  adopt  it,  for  mercy's  sake  let  us  have  a  clause 
in  that  will  convey  some  idea  of  the  tate  of  affairs.  I  have  not  brought  up  an  amendment 
because  I  Avant  to  hear  what  others  think  about  it. 

Dr.  Campbell — Important  matters  are  suggested  by  the  report,  apparently,  and  for 
that  reason  I  now  move  that  the  further  consideration  of  this  report  be  postponed  until 
to-morrow. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  second  that  motion. 

The  President  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  this  Council  do  now  adjourn 
till  eight  o'clock  this  evening.     Carried. 

The  Council  adjourned. 
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The  Council  met  at  eight  o'clock  p.m.,  in  accordance  with  the  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President,  Dr.  Luton,  in  the  chair,  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  : 
Drs.  Armour,  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Fowler, 
Geikie,  Griffin,  Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McCrimmon, 
McLaughlin,  Rogers,  Roome,  Sangster,  Taylor,  Thornton,  Williams. 

The  Registrar  read  the  minutes  of  the  jjrevious  meeting,  which  were  confirmed  and 
signed  by  the  President. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  gave  notice  to  introduce  a  by-law  to  appoint  an  auditor  and  fix  his 
salary. 

Reading  of  Communications,  Etc. 
None. 

Motions  of  which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Dr.  MooRK — I  think  we  agreed  that  the  next  order  of  business  after  the  Discipline 
Committee's  reports  were  disposed  of,  was  to  be  Dr.  Sangster's  motion  ;  but  I  see  we 
are  in  the  same  position  again,  that  the  members  whom  we  want  to  be  here  are  not  here. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  was  asked  this  afternoon  by  Dr.  Thorburn,  who  stated  he  could  not 
possibly  be  here  to-night,  to  defer  the  introduction  of  my  resolution  till  to-morrow  morning. 
I  had,  I  confess,  some  slight  objection  to  doing  so,  although  I  was  anxious  to  meet  Dr. 
Thorburn's  wishes.  I  stated  he  had  better  see  Dr.  Britton,  by  whom  the  former  postpone- 
ment had  been  introduced,  and  if  they  could  assure  me  that  I  would  be  at  liberty  to  take 
up  that  subject  to-morrow  morning,  or  early  to-morrow,  I  had  no  objection  personally  to  let 
it  lie  over  until  then.  If  we  do  not  go  on  with  it  now,  I  think  it  should  be  distinctly  under- 
stood, and  I  should  rely  upon  that  assurance,  that  I  would  have  an  opportunity,  and  a  full 
opportunity,  of  taking  it  up  to-morrow. 

Dr.  Moore — I  think  Dr.  Sangster  ought  to  have  that  assurance. 

Dr.  Bray  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Douglas,  that  the  first  order  of  business  on  Friday, 
8th  inst.,  at  two  o'clock  p.m.,  be  the  consideration  of  Dr.  Sangster's  resolution  re  College 
representatives.     Carried. 

Dr.  Bray  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  that  the  by-law  for  conducting  the  elections 
of  the  territorial  representatives  be  read  a  first  time.     Carried. 

The  by-law  received  its  first  reading. 

Dr.  Bray  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  that  the  Council  go  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole  to  consider  the  by-law.     Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  Dr.  McLaughlin  in  the  chair. 

The  Chairman  read  the  first  clause  of  the  by-law,  and  the  different  territorial  represen- 
tatives on  the  Council  nominated  the  returning  officers  for  their  respective  districts. 
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On  motion,  Clause  1  of  the  by-law  was  adopted  as  amended. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  2  of  the  by-law  which  was  amended  by  filling  in  the  words 
*'  two  o'clock,"  and,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  amended. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  3  of  the  by-law. 

Dr.  Sangster  moved  that  the  word  "forthwith  "  be  added  to  this  clause.     Carried. 

Dr.  Sangster — Would  it  not  be  well  to  specify  that  the  voting  papers  shall  be  filled  up 
with  ink  and  not  with  pencil. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  think  it  has  been  decided  that  pencil  is  legal. 

Dr.  Douglas — It  might  be  added  as  a  direction  to  use  pen  and  ink,  but  I  do  not  think 
you  could  throw  a  ballot  out  that  was  marked  in  pencil. 

Dr.  Rogers — It  might  be  added  as  a  direction  ;  if  you  put  "  not  pencil,  but  ink  "  there, 
you  would  throw  the  ballot  out. 

Dr.  Sangster  —  I  think  that  intimation  as  to  pen  and  ink  should  be  in  the  circular. 

On  motion,  Clause  3  was  adopted  as  amended. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  4,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  5. 

Dr.  Henry — I  would  like  to  have  the  hour  changed  from  two  o'clock  to  four  o'clock. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  two  o'clock  is  the  better  hour.  Some  candidates  may  wish  to 
count  the  votes  and  catch  the  last  train  home  ;  and  if  they  wait  until  four  o'clock  they  miss 
their  train. 

Dr.  Henry  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Douglas,  that  the  hour  be  changed  to  four  o'clock. 

Dr.  Rogers — The  returning  officer  usually  has  a  box  at  the  post-office,  and  at  two  o'clock 
they  go  there  and  take  the  letters  containing  the  ballots  out.  Possibly  other  voting  papers 
come  there  afterwards,  and  h.e  would  not  take  them  out  ;  but  to  change  that  you  would  have 
to  change  the  whole  by-law,  because  it  says  "voting  papers  are  to  be  in  at  two  o'clock." 

Dr.  Armour— There  are  seventeen  districts  this  applies  to  ;  and  while  it  might  be  an 
advantage  to  Dr.  Henry,  it  might  be  a  disadvantage  to  somebody  else. 

Dr.  Henry — I  do  not  see  how  it  can  be  any  difference  or  disadvantage  to  anybody  else. 
I  remember  in  my  last  election  I  think  three  or  four  ballots  came  in  after  the  poll  was  closed, 
three  for. me  and  one  for  the  other  man. 

Dr.  Armour — I  myself  had  ballots  come  in  in  the  last  election  after  the  poll  closed,  and 
they  were  in  my  favor.  However,  I  would  not  think  of  putting  it  on  an  hour  later  ;  I  think 
there  should  be  ample  time  to  count  the  ballots  and  get  away  that  day. 

Dr.  Die  A  SON — I  think  Dr.  Henry  could  overcome  the  difficulty  by  notifying  those  who 
live  in  that  direction  that  the  mail  will  be  likely  late  coming  in,  and  ask  them  to  send  in  in 
time. 

Dr.  Roome — I  do  not  think  two  hours  would  make  any  difference  in  the  count ;  it 
might  making  some  difference  in  the  candidate  getting  home.  It  is  more  important  to  get 
all  the  votes  in  than  to  get  the  candidate  home.  I  would  not  want  to  go  home  beaten  by 
two  or  three  votes  if  I  could  win  by  staying  all  night. 

Dr.  Rogers — They  have  fourteen  clear  days  to  send  their  votes  in  ;  if  a  man  did  not 
vote  for  me  until  the  last  day,  I  would  take  it  for  granted  he  did  not  intend  to  let  me  have 
the  vote. 

Dr.  Griffin — It  makes  no  difference  what  hour  you  put  it  at,  there  will  be  always  some 
late. 

The  Chairman  put  Dr.  Henry's  amendment,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared 
it  lost. 

On  motion,  Clause  5  was  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  Clauses  6,  7  and  8,  which,  on  motion,  were  severally  adopted  as 
read. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  on  that  letter  of  instructions  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  the 
insertions  on  the  voting  paper  should  be  in  ink,  not  in  pencil. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  9,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  the  preamble,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Bray  moved  that  the  committee  rise  and  report.     Carried. 

The  committee  rose,  the  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Bray  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  that  the  by-law  for  holding  tlie  general 
elections  for  temtorial  representatives,  })e  read  a  third  time,  passed,  numbered,  signed  by 
the  President,  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Pliysicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontiirio.     Carried. 

Dr.  Emory  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  that  the  by-law   be  taken  as  read.     Carried. 

The  by-law  received  its  third  reading. 
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By-Law  No.  84. 

By-law  to  provide  for  the  election  of  the  territorial  members  of  the  Medical  Council  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

Whereas,  power  has  been  granted  to  the  Meaical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  to  make  by-laws  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner  of  holding  the 
elections  under  the  provision  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  R.S.O.,  1897,  c.  176,  s.  6,  56  Vic, 
c.  27,  s.  2  (1-2),  and  amendments  thereto,   be  it  therefore  enacted  as  follows  : 

1.  That  this  by-law  shall  only  apply  to  the  election  of  territorial  representatives  of  the 
divisions  named  in  schedule  "A,"  and  appended  to  the  amended  Medical  Act  of  1893,  and 
for  appointing  returning  officers  for  the  ensuing  elections  of  territorial  representatives  to 
serve  in  the  Medical  Council  for  the  time  allotted  for  them,  in  accordance  with  the  amend- 
ments to  the  Medical  Act,  as  made  in  1893,  that  is  to  say  : 

No.  1.  For  the  Counties  of  Essex,  Kent  and  Lambton,  Dr.  J.  P.  Rutherford,  Chatham, 
Ont.

2.  That  any  member  of  the  Council  presenting  himself  for  election  as  the  representative 
to  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  for  a  territorial 
division  must  receive  a  nomination  of  at  least  20  (twenty)  registered  practitioners  resident  in 
such  division  ;  and  that  such  nomination  paper  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  returning  officer 
of  the  division  not  later  than  the  hour  of  two  o'clock,  p.m.,  on  the  8th  November,  1898,  the 
second  Tuesday  in  November,  1898.  In  the  event  of  only  one  candidate  receiving  such 
nomination,  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  returning  officer  to  declare  such  candidate  duly 
elected  ;  and  to  notify  the  Registrar  of  the  College  by  sending  him  such  declaration  in 
writing. 

3.  That  the  Registrar  of  the  College  shall  send  to  every  registered  member  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  (excepting  only  those  who  are  registered  as  the 
homoeopathic  members  thereof),  a  voting  paper  (in  accordance  with  the  residence  given  on 
the- Register)  in  form  of  schedule  "  A,"  attached  to  this  by-law,  and  a  circular  directing  the 
voter  to  write  his  0)r  her  name  as  the  voter,  and  his  or  her  place  of  residence,  and  the  county 
in  which  his  or  her  place  of  residence  is  situated,  and  to  fill  up  said  voting  paper  on  form  of 
schedule  "A,"  attached  to  this  by-law,  as  directed  in  circular  to  be  enclosed.  The  Registrar 
shall,  50  (fifty)   days  before  the  time  for  receiving    nominations  for    the  elections,   which 
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time  is  the  8th  of  November,  1898,  send  a  post-card  to  every  registered  medical  practi- 
tioner, excepting  the  homoeopathic  members  in  the  Province,  in  accordance  with  address  in 
hands  of  Registrar,  giving  the  dates  up  to  which  nominations  for  representatives  to  the 
Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  will  be  received.  The  Registrar 
shall  advertise  in  the  medical  journals  published  in  Toronto  during  October,  1898,  the  fact 
that  elections  for  the  Medical  Council  are  to  be  held,  stating  the  time  that  nominations  will 
be  received  up  till,  and  the  time  of  holding  the  election.  Also  a  voting  paper  shall  be  sent 
to  every  registered  medical  practitioner  entitled  to  receive  the  same  on  the  third  Tuesday, 
the  15th  of  November,  1898,  and  that  every  member  of  the  College  not  having  received  a 
voting  paper  on  the  15th  November,  1898,  when  a  candidate  has  been  properly  nominated 
for  the  division  shall  send  by  post  to  the  Registrar  his  name  and  address,  and  the  Registrar 
shall  forthwith  forward  a  voting  paper  to  the  member  so  applying.  The  voter  is  to  be 
directed  in  the  circular,  which  is  to  accompany  the  voting  paper,  to  send  by  post  or  mail  the 
voting  paper  properly  filled  up,  giving  the  name  and  residence  of  the  person  for  whom  he  or 
she  votes,  enclosed  in  an  envelope  which  shall  be  forwarded  along  with  the  circular  and  vot- 
ing paper.  The  envelope  in  which  the  voter  is  to  place  his  or  her  voting  paper  shall  have 
the  name  and  address  of  the  returning  officer  appointed  to  act  in  the  territorial  division  in 
which  the  voter  resides. 

4.  That  the  Registrar  of  the  College  shall  mail  the  voting  paper  to  the  members  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  who  are  legally  entitled  to  vote,  according  to 
their  addresses  in  the  possession  of  the  Registrar  on  the  third  Tuesday,  the  15th  November, 
1898,  the  postage,  etc.,  all  of  which  is  to  be  paid  by  the  College,  and  that  the  Registrar 
shall  forward  to  any  member  making  application  a  voting  paper  for  his  division,  after  the 
15th  of  November,  upon  application.  That  the  Registrar  shall  place  a  stamp  upon  each  of 
the  enclosed  envelopes,  which  are  to  be  used  by  the  members  of  the  College  in  sending  their 
voting  paper  to  the  returning  officer  for  the  division.  That  the  returning  officer  shall  receive 
the  votes  sent  to   him  up  to  the  hour  of  two  o'clock  p.m.  on  the  29th  of  November,  1898. 

5.  That  the  returning  officer  in  each  division  at  the  hour  of  two  o'clock  p.m.  on  the 
29th  of  November,  1898,  shall  open  the  envelopes  and  carefully  count  and  examine  the 
voting  papers,  and  make  a  record  of  the  entire  number  of  votes  cast,  together  with  the 
declaration  of  the  name  of  the  person  and  address  who  has  received  the  greatest  number  of 
votes,  who  shall  be  declared  elected  as  the  representative  of  the  division,  and  in  case  two 
or  more  candidates  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  the  returning  officer  shall  give  the 
casting  vote  for  one  of  such  candidates,  which  shall  decide  the  election  ;  and  then,  at  the 
hour  of  two  o'clock  p.m.,  on  the  29th  of  November,  1898,  when  the  returning  officer  opens 
the  envelopes  he  has  received  and  counts  the  votes,  all  or  any  of  the  candidates  in  the 
division,  or  their  agents,  may  be  present,  if  duly  appointed  and  authorized  to  act  in  writing 
on  behalf  of  any  candidate,  and  see  the  envelopes  opened  and  the  votes  counted,  and  they 
shall  be  permitted  to  examine  all  voting  papers  to  satisfy  themselves  as  to  the  voting  papers 
being  properly  filled  up,  and  that  the  persons  signing  the  voting  papers  were  duly  registered 
members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  and  entitled  to  vote  at  the 
election  of  territorial  representatives  in  the  Medical  Council  of  the  CoUege  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

6.  The  returning  officer  in  each  division  shall  not  open  any  envelopes  he  may  receive 
as  returning  officer  until  the  hour  of  two  o'clock  p.m.,  the  29th  November,  1898,  and  that 
the  returning  officers  respectively  shall  seal  up  and  return  all  the  voting  papers  connected 
with  the  election  to  the  Registrar  of  the  College  within  six  (6)  days  from  the  time  appointed 
for  holding  the  election,  which  time  is  two  o'clock  p.m.  on  the  29th  of  November,  1898. 

That  the  returning  officer  shall  reject  all  voting  papers  that  are  not  properly  filled  up 
in  accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  circular  which  is  to  be  sent  with  each  voting 
paper. 

The  returning  officer  shall  return  all  envelopes  received  after  two  o'clock  p.m.  on  the 
29th  of  November,  1898,  stamped  as  returning  officer  of  the  division,  to  the  Registrar  of 
the  College,  unopened  and  marked  "too  late." 

That  the  Registrar,  on  receiving  declaration  from  the  returning  officer  declaring  a 
candidate  has  received  the  largest  number  of  votes  in  the  division,  shall  forthwith  inform 
the  candidate  declared  elected  that  he  lias  been  chosen  to  re})resent  said  division  in  the 
Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  and  the  Registrar 
shall  inform  each  memV)er  so  elected  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Council  after  the  said  election  shall  have  taken  place. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  Registrar  to  attend  the  said  meeting  of  the  Council,  and 
to  have  with  him  there  and  then  all  the  papers  and  documents  sent  to  him  by  the  returning 
officers,  in  order  that  they   may  bo  submitted  to  the  Council,  and  the  representatives  so 
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named  by  the  returning  oflficers  as  duly  elected  shall  form  the  territorial  representatives  to 
the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

8.  It  is  hereby  enacted  that  the  returning  officer  of  each  division  is  to  be  named  by  the 
Council  or  Executive  Committee  and  appointed  by  the  Council,  and  in  case  any  returning 
officer  appointed  either  refuses  to  act  or  is  incapacitated,  that  the  Registrar  shall  fill  such 
vacancy  by  appointing  some  member  of  the  College  residing  in  the  territorial  division  on 
reconmiendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council. 

That  the  fee  for  acting  as  returning  officer  shall  be  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  for  each 
division. 

9.  The  form  of  voting  paper  sent  to  each  member  of  the  College,  and  the  form  of 
circular  to  be  used  at  election  of  territorial  representatives  to  the  Medical  Council  is  to  be 
the  same  as  that  on  schedules  "  A  "  and  "  B  "  appended  to  this  by-law.

Carried. 

Dr.  Rogers  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Campbell,  that  the  by-law  be  taken  as  read  a 
third  time. 

The  by-law  received  its  third  reading.

By-Law  No.  85. 

To  provide  for  the  election  of  the  homteopathic  members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

Whereas  power  has  been  given  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  to 
regulate  the  time  and  manner  of  holding  the  election  under  the  provision  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act,  R.S.O.  1897,  c.  176,  s.  6  ;  56  V. ,  c.  27,  s.  2  (1-2),  and  amendments  thereto, 
be  it  therefore  enacted  as  follows  : 

1.  This  by-law  shall  only  apply  to  the  election  of  the  homoeopathic  members  to  the 
Medical  Council  of  Ontario. 

2.  That  the  Registrar  shall  send  to  every  registered  homoeopathic  member  of  the  Council 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  a  voting  paper  and  circular  directing  each  to  write 
his  name,  his  residence,  etc.,  on  the  15th  November,  1898. 

3.  That  on  or  before  a  certain  time  to  be  named  in  the  circular  sent  to  each  voter,  the 
voter  shall  send  })y  post  or  mail  to  the  Registrar  of  the  College,  so  that  the  Registrar  shall 
receive  the  same  on  or  before  the  29th  day  of  November,  1898,  the  said  voting  paper 
enclosed  in  an  envelope,  which  is  to  be  sent  to  the  voter,  with  the  voting  paper  filled  up 
properly  with  his  name  and  residence,  and  the  person  or  persons  for  whom  he  voted. 

That  R.  A.  Pyne,  M.D.,  Registrar  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario, 
is  hereby  appointed  returning  officer  for  the  said  homoeopathic  elections  to  take  place  on  the 
29th  November,  1898,  at  the  hour  of  two  o'clock  p.m.,  and  in  case  a  tie  occurs  the  return- 
ing officer  is  to  give  the  casting  vote,  which  will  decide  the  election. 

5.  The  said  returning  officer  shall  carefully  preserve  the  voting  papers  sent  to  him,  and 
shall  upon  the  day  appointed,  at  the  hour  of  two  o'clock  p.m.  on  the  said  day,  open  and 
examine  the  said  papers  sent  to  him,  and  carefully  count  the  votes  and  make  a  record  thereof 
of  the  votes  cast,  and  shall  inform  by  letter  the  five  homoeopathic  candidates  having  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  that  they  are  elected  as  the  homoeopathic  representatives  in  the 
Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario.  And  the  said  return- 
ing officer  shall,  after  counting  carefully  the  votes  contained  in  the  envelopes,  preserve  the 
voting  papers  and  all  other  documents,  envelopes,  etc.,  sent  to  him  connected  with  the  elec- 
tion of  the  homoeopathic  members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  and 
present  the  same  to  the  Medical  Council. 

6.  The  returning  officer  shall  not  open  any  paper  or  document  he  may  have  received  as 
returning  officer  for  the  homoeopathic  election  after  two  o'clock  p.  m.  on  the  29th  day  of 
November,  1898. 

7.  The  returning  officer  shall  not  count  any  voting  paper  that  is  not  properly  filled  out 
in  accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  the  circular  which  has  accompanied  the  voting 
paper  when  sent  to  the  voter. 

8.  The  returning  officer  shall  permit  any  candidate,  and  the  agent  of  any  candidate  duly 
appointed  and  authorized  in  writing  to  act  on  behalf  of  any  candidate,  to  be  present  at  the 
counting  of  the  votes,  and  who  shall  be  permitted  to  satisfy  himself  as  to  the  voting  paper 
being  properly  filled  up  and  that  the  person  signing  the  voting  paper  was  a  duly  registered 
member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  and  entitled  to  vote  at  the 
election  of  the  homoeopathic  representatives  in  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  and  who  may  examine  any  or  all  of  the  voting  papers. 

9.  The  form  of  voting  j^aper  and  circular  for  the  homoeopathic  elections  is  to  be  the  same 
as  that  on  schedules  "  A  "  and  "  B,"  to  this  by-law  appended. 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario  to  inform  the  said  elected  members  of  the  time  and  j)lace  of  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario.

Dr.  Brock — The  Register  is  now  becoming  so  defective  that  I  have  a  motion  here  to 
remedy,  to  some  extent,  its  defects  before  the  elections  take  place. 

Dr.  Brock  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Logan,  that  the  members  of  the  Council  be,  and 
are  hereby  requested,  to  forward  to  the  Registrar  such  changes  as  have  occurred  in  their 
division,  and  that  the  returns  be  sent  in  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Armour — I  think  it  would  be  better  to  send  it  in  at  a  fixed  date. 

Dr.  Brock — The  intention  is  that  when  we  come  in  asking  the  Registrar  to  give  us 
information  he  will  have  in  his  hands  the  information  we  will  require.  I  do  not  propose  to 
print  it,  it  is  only  so  that  we  can  get  the  information  from  the  Registrar. 

Dr.  Rogers — Why  should  not  a  new  Register  be  printed  ? 

Dr.  Armour — We  need  it  very  much.  I  think  it  is  very  necessary  that  we  should  have 
a  reissue  of  the  Register,  the  present  one  is  altogether  out  of  date  ;  it  was  at  the  time  of  the 
last  elections  ;  it  was  very  imperfect  at  that  time,  and  it  is  much  more  so  now.  The  date  of  the 
last  Register  is  1892  ;  six  years  have  elapsed  since  then,  and  there  have  been  many  changes, 
a  great  many  deaths  have  occurred  and  many  members  have  been  added  to  the  Register 
that  are  not  on  the  printed  Register,  and  they  should  be  on  before  the  election  comes  on.. 
I  hope  the  Council  will  be  able  to  make  provision  that  the  Register  be  reissued,  and  with  a 
view  to  that  I  will  suggest  that  Dr.  Brock  amend  his  resolution  by  stating  some  fixed  time 
when  the  members  will  be  expected  to  return  as  correct  lists  as  they  can. 

Dr.  Brock — Shall  I  add  to  that  that  the  Registrar  is  empowered  to  print  a  new 
Rejiister? 
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Dr.  Barrick — What  did  the  last  one  cost? 

The  Registrar — The  last  one  cost  $800.00. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  it  would  be  a  diflScult  thing  for  the  members  of  the  differept 
territorial  divisions  to  report  to  the  Registrar  the  changes  that  have  occurred  in  their 
different  districts.  I  think  it  would  be  a  much  easier  thing  for  each  member  to  report  to 
the  Registrar  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  his  constituents.  ' 

Dr.  Rogers — That  is  what  Dr.  Brock  means. 

Dr.  Sangster — Dr.  Brock  asks  for  the  changes. 

Dr.  Logan — As  seconder  of  that  motion,  I  understood  Dr.  Brock's  object  to  be  simply 
to  accumulate  reliable  material  for  our  next  Register  in  one  sense. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  agree  with  Dr.  Sangster,  it  would  be  a  much  easier  matter  for  each 
representative  to  send  in  the  names  of  all  the  members  within  his  division.  We  cannpt 
possibly  hunt  up  all  the  changes  that  have  occurred  since  our  last  Register  was  printed. 

Dr.  Campbell — Can  the  Registrar  tell  me,  are  there  any  copies  of  the  old  Register  on 
hand  ? 

The  Registrar — There  are  not  many  now  ;  they  are  pretty  well  exhausted. 

Dr.  Rogers — They  have  not  got  a  hundred  Registers  now.  There  are  really  n,ot 
enough.     How  long  will  it  take  to  get  a  Register  out  ? 

The  Registrar — It  would  take  some  little  time.  I  suppose  I  could  get  it  out  by  the 
end  of  September. 

Dr.  Dickson — We  would  have  to  supply  the  information  asked  for  promptly. 

The  Registrar — Yes,  I  would  have  to  have  it  at  once.  I  have  a  great  many  changes 
accumulated,  deaths  and  so  on.  But,  of  course,  changes  take  place  that  I  do  not  know  of. 
The  last  time  we  had  about  5,000  copies  of  the  Register,  and  they  cost  about  $800.00. 

Dr.  Hanly — It  would  be  impossible  for  me  to  obtain  the  names  of  those  in  my  divisioii, 
stretching  as  it  does  from  Rat  Portage  to  Mattewan,  in  the  wilds  of  Canada.  I  practicaliy 
know  nothing  about  it. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  presume  Dr.  Brock  might  change  his  motion  to  read,  as  Dr.  Sangstftr 
suggests,  that  each  territorial  representative  shall  send  a  list  of  the  members  of  his  own 
division,  so  far  as  he  can.  Dr.  Brock  does  not  mean  all  the  changes  that  have  occurred  in 
the  Register. 

Dr.  Dickson — It  would  be  of  no  value  to  send  the  changes  that  have  occurred.  All 
you  want  is  the  names  and  residences  of  those  who  are  now  in  the  division. 

Dr.  Brock — Yes. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  think  it  would  be  well,  if  that  is  to  be  done,  that  it  should  be  done  in 
time  so  that  the  Register  might  utilize  it  for  the  election.  I  think  we  can  say  it  might  be 
done  by  the  1st  of  August  as  well  as  after  the  Ist  August ;  if  done  in  that  time  it  would  be 
of  some  use. 

Dr.  Armour — What  is  the  regulation  with  regard  to  a  deceased  member  on  the  Register? 
Is  the  Registrar  instructed  to  remove  his  name  when  he  is  dead  ;  or  has  he  the  authority  to 
remove  the  name  ? 

The  Registrar — Yes  ;  I  am  supposed  to  erase  the  name,  if  he  is'  deceased. 

Dr.  Rogers — Does  the  Registrar  not  know  the  condition  of  every  division  in  Ontario, 
on  account  of  having  these  registered  letters  prepared. 

The  Registrar — I  think  I  have  a  very  correct  list  now. 

Dr.  Rogers — It  is  going  to  cost  some  of  us  a  good  deal  of  trouble  to  get  those  lists  right 
off.  I  think  I  know  my  division  pretty  well,  but  I  would  not  like  to  send  it  out  as  a  list 
unless  I  was  sure  of  it.     My  impression  is  that  the  Registrar  has  a  perfect  list  now. 

Dr.  Logan — If  that  is  the  case,  it  strikes  me  Dr.  Brock's  motion  is,  after  all,  the  best 
to  observe.  If  you  are  sure  you  have  already  a  very  large  and  correct  list,  and  the  localities 
of  each  member,  what  is  the  necessity  for  asking  each  man  to  give  his  residence  ?  The 
changes  are  really,  after  all,  what  we  want. 

Dr.  Henry — They  are  changing  all  the  time. 

Dr.  Brock — There  are  a  number  of  medical  associations  throughout  the  Province,  and 
at  the  meetings  of  these  associations  it  will  be  quite  easy  to  obtain  from  the  members  of 
those  associations  the  changes  that  have  occurred.  In  my  own  division,  when  we  meet  in 
Berlin,  or  Gait,  or  Guelph,  there  are  (juite  a  number  of  men  from  all  sections,  and  by 
asking  them  we  can  obtain  the  changes  that  have  occurred.  It  could  be  done  very  easily. 
I  could  obtain  mine  in  a  few  days. 

Dr  Barrick — If  the  collecting  of  this  annual  fee  is  done  as  it  shouhl  bo  done,  tht^ 
Registrar  must  know  the  addresses  of  the  medical  men  who  are  registered  and  who  have  to  j^y 
that  fee.  There  must  be  a  communication  of  that  kind  going  on  every  year ;  and  it  seems  to  me 
the  Registrar  is  in  a  position  to  know,  and  to  find  ou%  and  keep  posted  on  the  addresses  of 
the  medical  men  who  are  entitled  to  pay  that  fee,  as  a  matter  of  course.  Tliose  unist  he 
sent  to  them  every  year,  and  therefore  it  seems  to  me  that  the  Registrar's  office  muet  be 
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well  posted  on  the  addresses  of  the  members.  And  this  Announcement  has  to  be  sent  to 
every  registered  practitioner. 

-  .  The  President — It  often  happens  that  a  man  leaves  the  division,  perhaps  goes  to 
feurope  or  the  United  States  for  two  or  three  years  ;  and  the  first  thing  you  know  he  has 
switched  back  into  liis  old  place  again,  and  the  Registrar  does  not  know  it ;  that  goes  on 
year  after  year,  and  the  Registrar  has  no  knowledge  of  his  presence  there  at  all. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  conceive  it  is  not  a  matter  of  great  difficulty  to  get  these  addresses. 
The  Registrar,  when  he  has  to  address  the  profession,  does  so  with  great  amount  of  doubt 
■whether  his  communication  is  going  to  reach  the  parties.  There  is  a  great  amount  of 
change  and  counterchange.  Perhaps  the  greatest  difficulty  would  be  experienced  in  the  city 
of  Toronto  in  getting  the  addresses  of  the  practitioners. 

I  could  send  to  a  dozen  friends  in  my  division  asking  them  to  supply  me  with  a  correct 
list  of  the  medical  men  in  named  sections  ;  and  a  dozen  or  twenty  letters  on  my  j^art  would 

•  elicit  all  the  information  I  want  in  regard  to  my  division  ;  and  by  sending  that  list  to 
Dr.  Pyne  he  would  know  the  addresses  of  the  practitioners  in  No.  12.  If  every  other  terri- 
torial re})resentative  would  do  the  same  thing   I   think    there    would  be  no  difficulty  in 

fetting  a  fairly  correct  list  of  the  names  and  residences  of  the  men  practising  in  the  whole 
'rovince  of  Ontario.     I  do  believe  more  difficulty  would  be  experienced  in  obtaining  the 

•  residence  of  the  gentlemen  living  in  Toronto  than  in  the  country  territories. 

Dr.  Brock — I  will  amend  my  motion  to  read  as  follows  :  "Dr.  Brock  moved,  seconded 
by  Dr.  Logan,  that  the  Registrar  shall  publish  a  new  Register  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  and  issue  the  same  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  1898." 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Barrick — You  always  seem  to  be  getting  the  cart  before  the  horse.  We  have  a 
Finance  Committee  ;  and  we  had  placed  on  our  desks  here  the  estimates  for  the  next 
year  ;  and  we  have  not  heard  the  report  of  that  committee  yet.  We  do  not  know  the 
state  of  our  finances  ;  we  do  not  know  the  condition  of  our  bank  account ;  and  I  think 
before  entering  into  an  expenditure  of  $800.00  we  ought  to  consider  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee.  I  think  that  before  we  conmiit  ourselves  to  an  expense  of  tliat  kind 
we  should  be  sure  we  have  the  funds  to  carry  it  out. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  contend  we  must  have  a  Register,  as  much  as  we  must  have  a  building. 
We  cannot  carry  on  the  affairs  of  this  College  without  a  Register.  And  really  I  question  if 
we  are  not  violating  the  Medical  Act  the  way  it  is  ;  I  think  the  Act  says  that  it  shall  be 
published  from  time  to  time,  not  longer  than  five  years  apart.  If  we  have  not  got  the  funds 
.  we  simply  must  get  the  funds  ;  we  must  have  a  Register.  An  election  is  coming  off,  and 
we  must  have  a  Register.     I  am  quite  sure  Dr.  Barrick  would  not  want  to  block  the  thing. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  am  not  going  to  block  it.     But  is  it  not  the  intelligent  way  to  do  it  ? 

Dr  Rogers — Surely  we  can  trust  our  Registrar  ;  T  will  go  his  bond,  twice  over,  for 
•double  the  amount. 

.     The  President  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried.

Dr.  Barrick — There  was  a  special  committee  appointed  last  year,  if  I  recollect  right,  to 
revise  the  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Dr.  Bray — They  are  working  at  it.

The  Registrar  read  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting,  which  were  confirmed  and 
signed  by  the  President. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Spence — That  at  a  future  meeting  he  will  introduce  a  by-law  to  amend  the  by-law 
for  the  election  of  the  territorial  representatives  in  order  to  secure  vote  by  ballot. 

Dr  R(JOME — That  he  will  move  at  a  future  meeting  of  this  Council  that  a  special  committee 
of  three  be  appointed  to  place  this  building  upon  the  market  and  endeavor  to  dispose  of  it 
during  the  coming  year  if  a  satisfactory  price  can  be  obtained. 

Dr.  Hanly — That  he  will  move  at  a  future  meeting  that  the  Registrar  have  prepared

Dr.  Brock — That  he  will  move  at  a  future  meeting,  re  the  action  of  the  Council  in 
expelling  certain  members  of  the  profession. 

Reading  of  Communications,  Petitions,  Etc.,  to  the  Council. 
None. 

Motions  of  which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Dr.  Spence  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Henry,  that  the  following  committee  be  appointed 
to  consider  :  1st,  Abuse  of  Hospitals  ;  2nd,  Lodge  Practice. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Spence  I  gave  notice  of  a  motion  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  cbn- 
sider  the  question  of  hospital  abuse  and  lodge  practice  and  contract  practice.  I  do  not  know 
that  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  spend  any  time  discussing  these  things,  as  they  will  likely 
come  up  again.  I  would  like  to  say,  however,  that  we  had  a  great  deal  said  yesterday  in 
reference  to  the  abuse  of  advertisements  in  connection  with  things  that  are  outside  of  the 
medical  profession  ;  and  the  chief  thing  that  was  urged  there  and  the  chief  reason  why 
we  acted  there  was  on  account  of  the  suffering  which  was  entailed  upon  the  people,  and 
not  the  suffering  which  we  of  the  medical  profession  are  subjected  to.  I  want  to  say  that 
this  is  exactly  the  same  thing,  only  in  a  different  way.  The  hospitals,  we  are  quite  aware,  do 
great  and  good  work  ;  they  are  doing  the  very  opposite  to  those  advertising  schemes  ;  they  are 
giving  their  services  free,  alike  to  the  rich  and  poor.  It  was  held  here  yesterday  that 
these  advertising  fakirs  take  money  not  only  from  the  rich  but  from  the  poor  ;  and  I 
tell  you  that  these  institutions  give  to  the  rich  and  poor  alike  ;  and  to  me  it  seems,  whilst 
it  is  a  great  injustice  to  the  people  to  have  their  money  taken  from  them  in  the  way 
described  to  you  yesterday,  it  is  equally  an  injury  to  the  people  and  I  think  a  greater 
injury  to  us  than  that  we  receive  in  the  other  way,  namely,  by  pauperizing  the  people  ; 
we  are  taking  the  independent  spirit  from  the  people  of  this  country  and  province  by 
extending  charity  from  the  hospitals,  by  having  in  our  daily  papers  such  advertisements  as 
that  we  have  celebrated  physicians  connected  with  our  institutions,  by  day  and  night,  for  the 
purpose  of  attending  those  that  are  injured  and  otherwise.  The  other  is  a  great  injury  ;  but 
this  is  equally  great ;  and  to  my  mind  it  is  time  this  Council  considered  this  matter,  I 
do  not  wish  to  go  into  debiil  ;  that  can  be  done  in  committee  and,  if  necessary,  be  done  here 
again.  I  simply  ask  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  this  abuse  of  the  hospitals 
and  also  the  question  of  lodge  ])ractice.  This  is  the  first  time  I  have  risen  here  for  the 
purpose  of  saying  anything,  and  I  ho})e  you  will  grant  me  this  indulgence.  1  would  name 
as  a  committee  Drs.  Barrick,  Emory,  Henry,  Sangster,  Geikie,  Thornton  and  tlie  mover. 

Dr.  Henry — I  notice  that  Dr.  Spence  has  said  that  many  people  able  to  pay  for  the 
services  given  take  advantage  of  the  hospitals  ;  and  I  know  in  my  section  of  the  country 
some  men  worth  from  eight  to  ten  thousand  dollars  come  here  to  be  treated  free  at  the 
hospitals. 
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Dr.  Britton — I  rise  to  speak  specially  in  relation  to  the  first  matter  referred  to  in  this 
resolution,  the  abuse  of  hospital  charity  ;  it  is  a  matter  concerning  which  I  spoke  on  a 
former  occasion  in  my  annual  address,  as  President  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Association.  I 
quite  agree  with  Dr.  Spence  that  the  custom,  as  it  exists  at  present,  has  a  tendency  to 
pauperize  and  degrade  many  people  in  the  community,  and  not  only  of  this  com- 
munity but  throughout  the  Dominion  the  evil  prevails,  especially  in  the  out-door  depart- 
ments of  the  various  hospitals  of  the  city  ;  and  I  have  no  doubt  it  exists  elsewhere,  and 
that  there  are  scores,  hundreds,  thousands  of  people  who  go  to  seek  advice  and  to  get  medi- 
cine gratuitously,  who  are  quite  able  to  pay.  In  the  first  place,  it  is  an  abuse  of  the  hospital ; 
in  the  second  place,  it  is  treating  very  unfairly  medical  men  outside  of  the  hospital  staffs ;  and, 
in  the  third  place,  it  is  imposing  upon  those  gentlemen  of  ability  who  are  members  of  the 
various  hospital  staffs,  and  who  are  giving  their  services  gratuitously  by  keeping  them  there, 
hour  after  hour,  giving  their  best  advice  to  people  who  do  not  deserve  to  get  it  as  a  charity. 
In  my  address,  of  which  I  have  spoken,  I  quoted  from  the  New  York  Medical  Record  this 
statement :  "  It  is  stated  by  no  less  an  authority  than  the  Medical  Becord  that  the  number 
of  persons  who  received  free  medical  and  surgical  relief  at  the  hospitals  and  dispensaries  of 
New  York  during  the  past  year  amounts  to  49.7  per  cent,  of  the  entire  population ;  and  that 
fully  70  per  cent,  of  this  number  were  quite  able  to  pay  a  medical  practitioner  at  least  a 
moderate  sum  for  his  services."  I  do  not  know  that  in  Ontario  the  percentage  will  be  as 
high  as  that,  or  that  it  will  be  as  high  in  Toronto  ;  but  I  am  not  sure  of  it,  it  may  be  higher. 
I  have  had  several  conversations  with  medical  men  attached  to  the  different  hospitals  of  the 
city,  and  I  find  that  they  one  and  all  coincide  with  my  view  that  the  evil  is  very  extensive, 
and  that  something  should  be  done  for  the  purpose  of  remedying  it.  There  is  a  certain 
reason  why  some  of  the  hospital  authorities  might  not  be  disposed  to  criticise  this  matter  to 
the  same  extent  that  we  would.  As  you  are  all  aware,  hospitals  receive  their  grants,  govern- 
mental and  municipal,  in  part  according  to  the  number  of  patients  that  are  treated  during 
the  year  ;  and  I  think  it  is  fair  to  infer  from  that  that  we  may  not  and  should  not  build  too 
much  hope  on  the  effort  that  the  boards  of  trustees  of  the  hospitals  would  make  for  the 
purpose  of  restricting  this  evil.  I  think  it  very  necessary,  therefore,  that  the  profession 
itself  should  inquire  very  minutely  into  the  matter  in  order  to  determine  to  what  extent  the 
evil  goes  ;  and  also  to  arrive  at  some  conclusion  as  to  the  easiest  way  of  minimizing  it.  I 
do  not  believe  it  can  ever  be  entirely  removed  so  long  as  there  are  people  in  this  world  who 
are  hypocrites,  and,  I  suppose,  until  the  millennium  dawns,  that  there  will  be  hypocrites 
gaining  access  to  the  hospitals,  and  receive  in-door  or  out-door  treatment  without  paying  for 
it  when  they  know  perfectly  well  they  are  quite  able  to  remunerate.  I  may  say  that  at  the 
recent  meeting  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Association  a  resolution  was  passed  empowering  me 
to  nominate  a  committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  selected  from  the  various  hospital 
staffs,  and  five  from  the  outside  profession,  with  power  to  add  to  their  numbers  in  like 
proportions,  for  the  purpose  of  investigating,  for  the  purpose  of  doing  the  work  that  has 
been  now  suggested  by  the  mover  of  the  resolution  to  be  done  by  a  special  committee.  This 
committee  is  to  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Association.  I  do  not 
know  that  there  is  any  objection  to  having  a  committee  appointed  by  this  Council  for  the 
same  purpose.  I  do  not  think  the  work  can  be  done  too  well  ;  and  we  must  remember  that 
in  the  multitude  of  counsel  there  is  wisdom.  I  do  not  know  that  it  would  be  competent 
for  this  special  committee  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  large  committee  to  which  I  have 
referred,  representing  the  Ontario  Medical  Association ;  but,  however,  it  can  do  no  harm  for  us 
to  have  a  special  committee  for  the  same  purpose.  So  far  as  lodge  practice,  the  second  matter 
of  importance  in  this  resolution,  is  concerned,  we  are  not  competent  legally  to  deal  with  it ; 
we  are  not  so  empowered  by  the  Act.  I  do  not  know  that  we  ever  shall  be  empowered, 
but  I  might  refer,  if  the  Council  will  permit  me,  to  a  resolution  of  which  Dr.  Barrick  gave 
notice  very  recently  to  the  effect  that  a  plebiscite  be  taken  at  the  same  time  that  our  next 
general  election  is  held,  which  will  be  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  November.  Dr.  Barrick 's 
suggestion  in  his  resolution  was,  that  a  note  be  enclosed  in  each  voting  paper  and  the 
question  be  asked  each  member  of  the  profession  in  the  country,  ' '  Are  you  in  favor  of  lodge 
practices  ? "  which  would  be  an  easy  way  to  get  at  the  opinion  of  the  profession  itself.  I 
have  nothing  more  to  say,  excepting  this,  that  I  would  heartily  support  the  first  part  of  the 
resolution  ;  and  I  think,  inasmuch  as  Dr.  Barrick's  resolution  is  to  be  disposed  of  yet,  and 
is  on  the  lines  I  mention,  that  it  might  not  be  out  of  place  for  Dr.  Spence  to  be  willing  to 
withdraw  the  second  part  of  his  resolution  and  allow  the  first  part  to  go  to  the  Council. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  quite  agree  with  the  remarks  that  have  been  made  by  Dr.  Britton  and 
the  mover  of  the  resolution  ;  I  think  both  those  gentlemen  are  right,  that  this  hospital  evil 
is  very  great,  and  none  would  be  more  thankful  to  have  it  removed  than  the  medical  men 
connected  with  the  several  colleges.  It  is  a  difficult  matter  to  get  at,  for  the  main  reason 
that  Dr.  Britton  properly  put  forward  the  desire  on  the  part  of  the  trustees  to  swell  the 
number  of  their  patients.     At  the  same  time  I  think  this  committee  will  be  able  to  devise 
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some  scheme  perhaps — we  will  never  get  rid  of  it  altogether,  I  am  not  so  sanguine  as  that — 
to  lessen  it  to  some  extent.  It  has  a  pauperizing  effect  on  the  people,  and  a  largely  pauper- 
izing effect  on  the  profession,  actually  keeping  away  from  the  medical  men  patients  who  are 
-abundantly  able  to  pay,  quite  as  able,  and  more  able  in  many  cases,  than  those  who  are 
willing  to  go  to  their  medical  man.  Some  scheme  might  be  devised,  such  as  making  the 
people  sign  a  paper  that  they  are  absolutely  unable  to  pay  for  the  aid  they  received,  or  some- 
thing of  that  kind.     I  am  greatly  in  accord  with  the  motion. 

Dr.  Thorburn — While  I  quite  agree  with  my  professional  brethren  in  regard  to  the 
K-ibuses  that  happen  every  day  in  our  public  institutions,  I  think  we  have  no  authority  to 
investigate  this  matter  at  all  ;  it  does  not  belong  to  this  Council.  We  are  here  as  a  legis- 
lature, and  it  is  not  competent  for  committees  of  this  Council  to  investigate  and  report  on 
these  things  that  are  outside  of  us  entirely.  I  think  if  we  do  this  we  are  going  beyond  our 
authority. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  have  only  a  few  words  to  say  in  regard  to  this  matter.  I,  like  Dr. 
Thorburn,  am  heartily  in  accord  with  the  ideas  expressed  in  that  resolution.  I  think  there 
is  undoubtedly  hospital  abuse  all  over  the  Province  of  Ontario  ;  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
that  and  lodge  practice  have  been  very  injurious  to  the  profession  of  medicine.  But  I  agree 
with  Dr.  Thorburn  ;  I  believe  that  this  question  should  be  taken  up  by  voluntary  medical 
associations,  such  as  the  Ontario  Medical  Association  or  the  Canadian  Medical  Association. 
I  do  not  think  that  this  Council  was  constituted  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with  questions  of 
this  kind.  We  have  an  enormous  amount  of  work  of  our  own  to  do,  and  I  think  it  is  not  the 
place  to  discuss  this  question  or  take  up  the  time  by  appointing  a  committee  to  do  it.  While 
I  am  in  sympathy,  and  heartily  in  sympathy,  with  it,  and  I  would  like  to  see  lodge  practice 
and  the  abuse  of  hospitals  done  away  with,  I  think  we  should  not  interfere  with  it.  I 
think  we  will  find  some  person  in  the  community  raising  the  question  whether  we  are  not 
going  outside  of  the  powers  given  us  by  the  Legislature. 

Dr.  Brock — After  hearing  the  remarks  of  the  several  members  of  the  Council  upon  this 
subject  with  regard  to  the  first  portion  of  the  motion  respecting  hospitals,  I  may  state  the  hos- 
pitals with  which  I  am  coiniected  are  entirely  free  from  any  abuse  of  the  kind  mentioned.  The 
hospitals  I  refer  to  receive  municipal,  governmental  and  private  support.  The  patients  are 
admitted,  and  can  only  be  admitted,  on  the  signature  of  a  liiedical  man  ;  and,  so  far  as  I 
know,  no  abuse  in  that  way  has  ever  occurred  with  us.  Some  may  say  the  hospitals  are  small, 
but  they  contain  over  a  hundred  beds  and  are  probably  two  as  large  hospitals  as  are  to  be 
found  in  any  city  of  its  size  in  the  world.  There  are  no  abuses  connected  with  our  hospitals. 
Every  member  of  the  medical  prosession  in  the  city  of  Guelph  has  a  right  to  attend  his 
patients  in  that  hospital  ;  and  consequently  it  lies  within  ourselves  whether  any  abuses 
should  exist.  We  have  no  out-door  patients,  and  I  think  we  are  perfectly  free  from  any 
danger  in  the  future  of  pauperizing  the  public  by  giving  free  treatment  to  those  who  are  able 
to  pay. 

With  regard  to  lodge  practice  and  the  plebiscite,  when  you  take  that  plebiscite,  what 
are  you  going  to  do  with  it  ?  What  results  will  follow  ?  It  depends  altogether  on  the 
action  of  the  medical  profession  itself.  Motion  after  motion  has  been  brought  up  in  the 
various  associations  respecting  lodge  practice  and  respecting  life  insurance  examinations ;  and 
these  motions  have  been  rejected  very  often,  or  the  association  found  they  couldn't  bring 
the  medical  men  into  line.  Numbers  of  medical  men  use  the  following  arguments,  espe- 
cially in  life  insurance  :  "  Why  should  we,  when  a  number  of  small  insurance  companies 
are  willing  to  take  poor  people,  in  such  a  way  impose  a  large  medical  fee  which  will  prevent 
those  poor  people  getting  life  insurance  ?  "  My  only  answer  to  that  would  be  that,  generally 
speaking,  when  you  pay  a  small  fee  you  run  a  great  risk  in  insuring  in  those  companies.  I 
do  not  think  it  necessary  to  make  any  more  remarks,  but  I  cannot  understand  myself  how 
we  are  going  to  improve  upon  the  present  state  of  affairs  except  by  our  own  individual 
action. 

Dr.  Henry — This  question  of  lodge  practice  has  been  up  for  a  great  number  of  years. 
I  brought  it  up  myself  several  times,  and  I  am  convinced  that  this  Council  cannot  deal  with 
it,  for  the  simple  reason  it  all  rests  on  whether  the  Council  considers  it  disgraceful  for  medical 
men  to  give  their  services  to  those  societies  ;  the  whole  point  hinges  on  that.  If  we  consider 
it  disgraceful,  I  do  not  see  why  we  cannot  discipline  those  men  as  we  did  yesterday  those 
men  who  were  acting  for  Munyon.  The  whole  point  rests  upon  wliat  we  consider  it.  I  do 
ijonsider  it  un[U'ofessional  and  disgraceful  for  men  to  hire  themselves  out  for  a  small  sum  to 
lodges  and  private  parties  to  do  their  work  ;  and  I  think  it  is  quite  competent  for  this 
Council  to  take  cognizance  of  it  and  deal  with  it.  The  profession  expects  this  Council,  which 
is  the  guide  of  the  prof(3Ssion  of  the  Province,  to  place  on  record  its  disapproval  of  anytliing 
of  that  kind  ;  and  I  think  we  can  do  it  safely,  and  very  safely.  The  point  is,  do  we  con- 
sider it  disgraceful  {  1  do  not  think  there  is  a  gentleman  in  this  n)om  who  will  not  say  it  is 
disgraceful  to  hire  out  your  labor  to  private  individuals  or  to  societies  of  tha,t  kind. 
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Dr.  Sangster — I  think  the  subject  brought  forward  by  Dr.  Spence  is  a  very  important 
one  ;  and  I  think  the  committee  should  be  granted.  I  think  the  evils  connected  with  lodge 
practice  are  not  merely  evils  from  a  professional  standpoint,  but  very  largely  evils  from  a 
public  standpoint ;  and  I  am  quite  sure  that  the  abuses  of  hospital  privileges  are  a  crying 
evil  in  this  country.  Our  profession  is  gradually  becoming  in  a  starved  or  semi-starved 
condition  ;  we  are  trenched  upon  at  all  sides.  The  druggists  are  taking  practice  from  us 
daily  all  over  the  land  ;  and  there  are  also  patent  medicines  affecting  us.  Societies  like  that 
we  dealt  with  yesterday  are  permitted  to  come  in  here  and  practically  enabled  to  scatter 
dishonest  advertisements  over  the  land  under  protection  of  subsidies  paid  to  our  newspapers. 
Men  and  women  who  are  perfectly  competent  to  pay  for  medical  attendance  are  persuaded 
to  go,  and  do  go,  to  the  hospitals.  In  my  own  territory,  this  winter,  one  of  my  constituents 
complained  that  a  man  that  had  to  go  under  a  surgical  operation  for  which  he  had  fixed  the 
day  for  performing,  and  the  fee  for  which  would  have  been  S50.00,  suddenly  slipped  through 
his  fingers,  being  persuaded  to  come  to  the  hospital  where  he  would  get  the  operation  free. 
Those  are  evils,  and  undoubted  evils.  I  do  not  agree  with  Dr.  Thorburn  that  they  are  out- 
side of  the  purview  of  this  Council.  We  are,  as  he  says,  a  legislative  body  ;  but  if  we  are 
any  good  at  all,  we  are  to  look  after  the  material  interests  and  the  ethical  interests  of  our 
constituents.  Medical  men  are  being  reduced,  by  these  various  ways  that  I  have  alluded  to, 
to  such  condition  that  they  can,  in  many  cases,  no  longer  live  comfortably,  but  have  to 
secure  a  living  by  means  that  they  themselves  confess  to  be  dishonorable  ;  and  surely  it  is 
the  province  of  this  Council  to  at  least  appoint  a  committee  which  is  not  asked  to  seek 
legislation,  which  is  not  asked  to  trench  upon  the  province  of  these  hospitals,  but  simply  to 
investigate  and  see  whether  any  means  can  be  reached  to  mitigate  the  evils  that  are  com- 
plained of.     I  am  strongly  in  favor  of  the  motion  moved  by  Dr.  Spence. 

Dr.  Moore — Mr.  President,  I  am  really  sorry  to  hear  what  has  fallen  from  the  lips  of 
Dr.  Sangster.  I  am  sorry  to  have  it  go  forth  that  the  medical  profession  of  this  Province 
are  in  such  an  extreme  condition  ;  that  they  are  so  poverty-stricken  that  they  have  to  resort 
to  means  that  are  not  honorable  ;  that  they  have  to  resort  to  practices  that  they  themselves 
admit  are  not  honorable.  But,  in  reply,  I  am  glad  to  say  that  in  eastern  Ontario  that  state 
of  affairs  does  not  prevail,  that  in  eastern  Ontario  the  medical  men  are  not  so  poverty-stricken 
that  they  have  to  resort  to  means  that  are  dishonorable. 

Dr.  Sangster — Haven't  you  tried  some  of  them  by  the  Discipline  Committee  ? 

Dr.  Moore — That  is  some  time  ago.  Dr.  Sangster  was  speaking  of  the  present  time. 
They  do  not  exist  now. 

Dr  Britton — One  swallow  does  not  make  a  summer. 

Dr.   McLaughlin — There  are  black  sheep  down  there  as  well  as  elsewhere. 

Dr.  Moore — We  are  not  saying  we  have  no  black  sheep  ;  but  Dr.  Sangster  applied  his 
remarks  practically  to  the  Province  as  a  whole.  I  am  sorry  also  to  hear  that  Dr.  Henry 
thinks  every  man  who  does  lodge  practice  ought  to  be  disciplined  ;  and  I  hope  you  won't  put 
that  duty  upon  the  Discipline  ('ommittee,  because  if  we  were  to  discipline  these  men  and 
erase  their  names,  we  should  have  hardly  enough  members  left  to  elect  a  Council  from.  If 
you  went  into  the  town  of  Brockville  you  would  only  find  two  physicians  in  that  town  who 
are  not  doing  lodge  practice.  Regarding  these  hos])ital  abuses,  I  have  to  agree  exactly  with 
what  has  fallen  from  the  lips  of  Dr  Brock.  No  such  thing  occurs  in  the  town  of  Brockville, 
where  we  have  two  hospitals  there  of  about  a  hundred  beds  each.  Every  free  patient,  or  a 
pay  patient,  that  is  admitted  there,  must  be  admitted  upon  the  certificate  of  one  of  the 
attending  physicians,  or  one  of  the  governors.  Those  hospitals  are  sustained  by  the  public 
exchequer  here,  and  by  municipal  grmts.  and  by  private  subscription  ;  and  we  have  no  such 
thing  as  any  patient  coming  in  who  is  able  to  pay  and  who  does  not  pay.  If  he  is  able  to 
pay,  we  see  that  he  does  pay  ;  it  is  part  of  our  business  to  see  that  he  does  pay.  We  take 
mighty  good  care  we  do  not  attend  a  patient  there  for  nothing  when  he  is  able  to  pay  ;  and 
probably  that  is  the  reason  we  are  not  so  poverty-stricken.  I  think  these  abuses  spoken  of 
are  not  abuses  that  exist  through  the  hospitals  in  many  towns  in  the  country  except  where 
they  have  an  out-door  department.  There  I  can  see  where  the  abuses  may  come  in,  and 
probably  do  come  in,  to  a  lai^e  extent ;  and  I  say  these  out-door  departments  do  not  do  as 
much  good  as  they  might  do.  I  do  not  believe  in  furnishing  a  stall  at  the  corner  to  feed 
people  on  medicine.  I  believe  in  giving  them  shelter  and  proper  attention  when  they  come 
into  the  hospital  ;  but  to  say,  we  will  have  a  free  dispensary  here,  and  come  who  may,  while 
we  do  not  know  whether  they  are  rich  or  poor,  is  a  mistake.  I  do  not  think  we  have  any 
power  to  deal  with  this  motion,  ^t  is  very  well  to  put  our  opinions  on  record  ;  but  I  do  not 
see  why  we  should  waste  time  over  it ;  it  costs  about  sixty-two  dollars  an  hour  to  the  profes- 
sion for  our  wind,  and  therefore  I  won't  say  anything  more  about  it. 

Dr.  Spence — After  conferencje  with  Dr.  Britton,  I  beg  leave  to  move,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Henry,  that  the  following  be  a  committee  aT)pointed  to  consider  the  abuses  of  hospital  privi- 
leges :  Drs.  Barrick,  Emory,  Henry,  Sangster,  Geikie,  Thornton  and  the  mover  ;  and  that 
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said  committee  seek  conference  with  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Ontario  Medical  Asso- 
ciation. •  '' 

Dr.  McLaughlin— The  original  motion,  before  moved  by  Dr.  Spence,  is  still  before  1.he 
house.     He  must  get  the  consent  of  this  Council  to  alter  it  before  he  can  change  a  word. . 
The  Council  granted  leave  to  Dr.  Spence  to  change  his  motion. 

Dr.  Henry — I  won't  support  the  motion  if  it  is  changed  from  the  original  motion.     I 
want  to  ttike  up  that  lodge  practice  motion.  • 

Dr.  Brixton — I  have  read  the  motion  as  amended,  and  I  will  second  it. 
The  President  stated  Dr.  Spence's  altered  motion. 

Dr.  Henry — The  greatest  grievance  I  see  is  in  lodge  practice.     In  the  country  we  do' ■ 
not  feel  the  abuse  of  hospitals.     I  want  the  question  of  lodge  practice  disposed  of.  '   ■    • 

Dr.  Thorburn — Will  the  members  of  the  committee  proposed  to  be  appointed  by  the 
motion  give  their  services  free  1  ■        ■ 

The  President — I  presume  so.  "       . 

Dr.  Williams — Mr.  President,  as  I  understand  the  business  of  this  Council,  we   are 
here  to  transact  business  under  a  certain  law,   and  we  can  not  go  beyond  what  that  law  • 
lays  down  as  our  power  and  our  rights      Before  we  proceed  to  take  up  lodge  practice  or' 
hospital  practice,  or  anything  of  that  kind,  I  must  call  upon  you  to  rule  under  what  section  of  • 
the   Act   you  are  taking  that  matter  up.     If  there  is  no  such    section   that  applies  to  it  i 
then  we  are  unquestionably  stepping  beyond  our  legitimate  duties,  and  whenever  we  do 
that  we  get  ourselves  into  trouble.     I  submit  that  unless  you  can  point  to  the  clause  of  ' 
the  statute  that  gives  us  that  power  we  have   no   right   to   do    anything  more  than  say,  ■ 
"We  do  not  approve  of  that  kind  of  practice."  '; 

The  President — I  can  point  to  no  rule  that  permits  this  ;  therefore  I  must,  of  neces--- 
sity,  rule  this  matter  out  of  order. 

Dr.  Spence— I  certainly  take  exception  to  the  ruling  of  the  chair.     I  think,  whilst  it; 
may  be  true  that  there  is  no  law  for  this,  there  is  certainly  no  law  against  it,  and  we  can,  • 
according  to  the  statute,  so  long  as  we  do  not  conflict- with  it  at  all,  introduce,  aipiy  matter* 
we  may  think  fit  to  consider.     I  am  only  a  new  member  here,  but  I  know  sufficient  about 
business  transactions  of  other  institutions  to  understand  this,  and  therefore  I  certainly  take  • ' 
exception  to  the  ruling  of  the  chair,  and  will  call  for  a  vote  in  opposition  to  the  ruling  of 
the  chair  on  this  point. 

The  President — Is  it  your  pleasure  that  the  ruling  of  the  chair  be  sustained  ? 
On  a  vote  being  taken,  the  President  declared  that  the  Council  had  sustained  the 
ruling  of  the  chair.  • 

Dr  Spence  asked  for  yeas  and  nays. 

The  President  instructed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  Registrar  ' 
took  the  yeas  and  nays,  as  follows  : 

Yeas — Drs.  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Emory,  Fowler,  Geikie,  Hanly,  Henderson, 
Logan,  Luton,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McCrimmon,  McLaughlin,  Rogers,  Roome,  Taylor, 
Thorburn,  Thornton,  Williams. 

Nays — Drs.  Armour,  Barrick,  Britton,  Henry,  Sangster,  Spence. 
Twenty  yeas,  six  nays,  four  members  of  the  Council  absent. 

Dr.  Dickson  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  that  the  by-law  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Committee  on  Discipline  be  now  read  a  first  time. 

The  President  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 
The  by-law  received  its  first  reading.  ' 

Dr.  Dickson  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  that  the  by-law  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Committe  on  Discipline  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  and  read  a 
second  time. 

The  President  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declai'ed  it  can-ied. 
Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Dr.  Roome  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Dickson  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,   that  the  by-law  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Committee  on  Discipline  be  read  a  second  time.     Carried.  ^ 
Sections  1,  2  and  3  of  the  by-law  were  read  and  on  motion  adopted. 
Dr.  Dickson  moved  that  the  first  blank  in  Section  4  be  filled  with  the  name  of  Di-. 
J<jhn  L.  Bray,  of  Chatham      Carried. 

Dr.  Dickson  moved  that  tlie  second  blank  be  filled  with  the  name  of  Di*.  George. 
Ijogan,  of  Ottawa.     Canied. 

Dr.  Dickson  moved  that  the  third  blank  be  filled  with  the  name  of  Di*.  V.  H. 
Moore,  of  Brockville. 

Dr.  Sanjjster — I  l)eg  to  express  my  dissent  from  the  tihird  name.  I  maintain,  and 
1  have  maintained,  and  always  shall  maintain,  that  the  Discipline  Committee,  being  a 
committee  whose  functionn  are  to  try  members  of  the  profession  for  misconduct  in  a 
Ijrofessional  sense,  should    be    composed    of  representatives  of  the    profoHsion.     I  do  not 
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wiijh  to.  make  an  amendment,  or  to  more  than  enter  my  protest  against  a  member  of  one 
of  the  educational  bodies  being  on  that  committee. 

•  The  ChairmaNt-I)o  you  wish  to  make  an  amendment,  Dr.  Sangster  ? 

Dr;  Sangster— No. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  LoGAN^Mr.  Chairman,  as  my  name  has  been  mentioned  on  that  committee  I 
wish  to  say  to  Dr.  Dickson,  who  has  moved  the  resolution,  that  it  is  my  present  intention 
not  to  seek  for  representation  again  in  this  Council,  and  I  would  therefore  ask  Dr. 
Dickson  to  be  kind  enough  to  substitute  the  name  of  one  of  our  men  in  place  of  mine. 
I  would  suggest  the  name  of  Dr.  CI.  T,  Campbell. 

.  .Dr.  Dickson— It  was  without  consultation  with  Dr.  Logan  that  I  proposed  his  name  to 
fill  the  second  blank.  I  proposed  it  from  the  fact  that  he  has  so  long  occupied  the 
position  that  I  feel  he  has  acquired  a  knowledge  of  the  procedure  of  the  committee,  and  it 
would  be  desirable  to  continue  him,  as  it  is  desirable  to  continue  the  others  who  have 
acted  with  him  on  that  committee  because  of  the  importance  of  the  committee.  I 
think  it  undesirable  that  that  committee  should  be  changed  except  for  special  reasons, 
and  I  think  as  long  as  the  members  of  that  committee  occupy  their  positions  and 
{ierfqrm  their  services  as  efficiently  as  they  have  in  the  past  they  should  be  retained 
on  the  committee.  There  are  very  few  members  who  desire  to  serve  on  that  committee.  I 
know  I  should  be  very  loth  to  accept  a  position  on  it  myself.  I  felt  it  was  largely  from  the 
necessity  to  have  capable  men  and  men  of  experience  on  that  committee  that  the  three 
gentlemen  wlio  have  been  on  it  before  should  remain  on.  However,  I  have  no  objection, 
if  it  Ls  the  desire  of  Dr.  Logan,  that  his  name  should  not  be  placed  on  the  committee. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  regret  very  much  to  hear  Dr.  Logan  intimate  the  possibility  of  his 
not  returning  to  the  Council,  and  his  desire  to  be  relieved  from  service  on  the  committee, 
because  no  better  man  can  or  could  be  on  the  committee,  and  I  should  be  very  sorry  to 
have  him  go  off.     I  would  like  Dr.  Logan  to  reconsider  his  decision. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  quite  agree  that  Dr.  Logan  should  reconsider  his  decision,  and  I  think 
he  might  be  induced  probably  to  withdraw  from  it. 

Dr.  Logan — ^I  feel  grateful  to  those  who  have  expressed  their  views  in  reference  to  my 
^tness  for  the  position  I  have  so  long  occupied  on  the  Discipline  Conmiittee,  but  I  have 
considered  this  matter  for  some  time,  and  I  have  fully  made  up  my  mind,  unless  I  see 
some  further  reasons  for  changing  it,  not  to  again  seek  for  representation  in  this  Council, 
therefore  I  think  it  would  be  quite  wrong  of  me  to  consent  to  have  my  name  put  on  that 
important  committee  at  this  time,  as  it  would  give  the  Council  some  trouble  to  change  their 
by-law  ;  in  fact,  they  couldn't  change  it,  and  I  would  therefore  request  you  to  take  my 
name  off. 

Dr.  Rogers  moved  that  Dr.  Campbell's  name  be  substituted  for  the  name  of  Dr. 
Logan. 

Dr.  DioksoN — I  have  no  objection.  I  think  Dr.  Campbell  will  make  a  very  efficient 
successor  to  Dr.  Logan. 

Dr.  Dickson  moved  that  the  connnittee  rise  and  report.     Carried. 

The  committee  rose,  the  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Dickson  moved  tliat  the  by-law  appointing  the  Disci])line  Committee  be  now  read 
a_  third  time,  passed,  numbered  and  signed  by  the  President,  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

The  President  i)ut  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 
Tl^e  by-law  received  its  third  reading. 

By-Law  86. 

Under  and  by  virtue  of  the  powers  and  directions  given  by  Sub-section  2  of  Section  35 
of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  1897,  Chapter  170,  the  Council  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  enacts  as  follows  : 

li  The  committee  appointed  under  the  provisions  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  sub- 
section shall  consist  of  three  members,  three  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

2,  The  said  committee  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
appointed,  provided  that  any  member  of  such  committee  appointed  in  any  year  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  a  member  of  such  committee  notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  herein, 
until  all  business  brought  before  them  during  the  year  of  office  has  been  reported  upon  to 
the  Council. 

:  .  .  3.  The  committee  under  said  section  shall  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Discipline, 
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4.  Dr.  J.  L.  Bray,  Chatham,  Ont.  ;  Dr.  CI.  T.  Campbell,  London,  Ont.,  and  Dr.  V.  H. 
Moore,  Brockville,  Ont.,  are  hereby  appointed  the  committee  for  the  purpose  of  said  section 
for  the  ensuing  pear. 

Adopted  as  amended  in  Committee  of  Whole.

Dr.  Rogers  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  that  the  following  shall  constitute  a 
section  of  the  regulations  of  this  College  under  the  heading  of  "  Matriculation,"  viz.: 

"On  and  after  July  1st,  1902,  the  only  qualification  which  shall  entitle  to,  or  which 
shall  in  any  way  admit  to  registration  as  a  matriculant  in  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario,  shall  be  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  received  from  a  university  recog- 
nized by  the  Ontario  Medical  Council,  and  after  a  course  of  study  of  not  less  than  three 
years'  duration. " 

Resolved  further,  ' '  That  a  printed  copy  of  the  above  section  shall  be  sent  by  the 
Registrar  of  this  College  to  each  Medical  Council  in  Canada,  and  to  each  university  in 
Canada,  and  to  every  principal  of  a  high  school  or  collegiate  institute  in  Ontario." 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Rogers — In  bringing  this  question  of  a  standard  of  matriculation  before  the 
Council,  I  confess  that  I  do  so  with  a  great  deal  of  difl&dence  ;  but  after  some  years  of  con- 
sideration, and  after  resolution  upon  resolution  by  the  members  of  my  own  division  in 
favor  of  an  Arts  degree,  I  feel  that  it  is  due  to  them  that  we  should  at  least  consider  this 
question  and  vote  upon  it.  I  have  brought  the  motion  before  you  to  facilitate  matters  ;  I 
have  had  two  or  three  copies  made  which  I  have  sent  through  the  Council  so  that  the 
members  might  understand  it.  The  question  is  not  to  have  a  B.A.  degree  adopted  and 
brought  into  force  at  once,  as  the  only  standard  of  matriculation  ;  that,  I  feel,  would  not  be 
fair.  It  would  not  be  fair  to  the  students  ;  it  would  not  be  fair  to  the  teaching  bodies  ;  it 
would  not  be  fair,  probably,  to  the  universities ;  but  if  we  give  four  years'  notice,  which  this 
resolution  proposes  to  give,  that  in  four  years  from  the  1st  of  July  of  this  year  this  Council 
will  adopt  a  degree  in  Arts  as  the  only  standard  of  matriculation,  I  do  not  think  that  any 
one  can  object  to  it  on  the  score  of  insufficiency  of  notice.  lam  under  the  impression  that 
the  profession  of  medicine  all  over  the  Province  of  Ontario  is  strongly  in  favor  of  raising 
the  standard  of  matriculation  to  an  Arts  degree,  as  soon  as  this  Council  can  feel  it  is  con- 
venient to  do  so.  I  believe,  and  I  have  some  reason  for  my  belief,  that  if  the  profession 
to-morrow  were  asked  to  vote  on  that  question,  or  if  a  plebiscite  were  taken  on  it,  fully 
seven-tenths  of  the  members  of  the  profession  would  vote  in  favor  of  our  adopting  an  Arte 
degree  as  a  standard,  and  the  only  standard,  for  matriculation.  Probably  I  have  said  in  the 
past,  but  I  do  not  intend  to  put  it  forward  as  a  plea  to-day,  that,  having  an  Arts  degree  as 
the  only  standard  of  matriculation  would  certainly  stop  the  overcrowding  of  the  profession. 
I  do  not  think  that  this  Council  has  anything  to  do  with  the  question  of  the  over-crowding 
of  the  profession,  and  I  do  not  think  we  can  safely  put  that  forward  as  a  plea  for  adopting 
such  a  standard  of  matriculation.  That  it  would  have  that  effect  I  think  there  is  no  doubt, 
and  the  profession  think  so  ;  but  we,  as  a  Council,  and  I,  as  a  member  of  this  Council,  can 
not,  and  do  not,  advocate  the  adoption  of  this  standard  for  that  purpose.  I  advocate  it, 
though,  for  the  following  reasons  :  First,  I  believe  it  would  have  a  beneficial  effect  on  the 
people  of  this  Province.  I  believe  if  the  medical  profession — one  of  what  is  known  as  the 
learned  professions  of  Ontario — were  to  adopt  as  the  standard  of  entrance  into  that  profes- 
sion an  Arts  degree,  it  would  have  the  efiect  of  making  the  other  professions,  such  as  law  and 
divinity,  adopt  it  also  ;  and  I  am  under  the  impression  it  would  lead  the  young  men  of  our 
country,  who  are  going  to  higli  schools  now,  to  try  to  reach  for  the  goal  which  the  profession 
of  medicine  stfited  was  necessary  to  enter  their  gates.  I  am  quite  satisfied  that  the  effect 
would  be  that  a  large  number  of  young  men  in  our  Province  would  strive  to  reach  an  Arts 
qualification,  an  Arts  diploma,  and  in  that  way  the  youth  of  our  Province  would  become 
better  educated,  and  would  assume  more  of  the  educational  position  which  is  taken  l)y  the 
peoj)le  of  Germany  and  France  to-day.  N<nv,  without  making  my  remarks  too  long,  I  am 
satisfied  tliat  tlie  adoption  of  tliis  standard  of  matriculation  would  have  a  very  beneficial 
effect  on  the  educational  standard  of  the  whole  Province  of  Ontario.  I  think  also  one  of 
the  strongest  arguments  whicli  can  })e  advanced  in  favor  of  adopting  tlie  standard  of  an  Arts 
degree  for  matriculation,  is  tlie  effect  it  would  liave  on  our  own  profession  ;  and  I  am 
satisfied  that  every(me  will  admit  that  if  we  could  educate  our  profession  so  that  its  mem- 
bers would  have  a  better  menbd  training  at  the  outset,  then  they  would  be  able  to  grasp 
the  difficult  study  of  medicine  better  than  they  can  when  they  have  such  a  limited  educa- 
tion as  we  demand  now  from  our   matriculates.      I  am  satisfied  also  that   the  efiect  of  this 
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would,  to  a  large  extent,  do  away  with  the  very  disagreeable  duty  which  was  ours  yesterday 
to  carry  out,  that  is,  the  erasing  of  members  names  from  the  Register  for  infamous  conduct. 
It  may  seem  strange,  but  I  want  to  t«ll  you  that  in  the  whole  history  of  the  British  Medical 
Council  there  has  never  been  known  a  man's  name  to  be  cut  off  the  Register  for  infamous 
conduct  when  he  held  a  degree  in  Arts,  when  he  was  an  Arts  graduate  ;  and  not  only  that, 
but  in  Ontario  we  have  never  had  a  single  Arts  graduate  come  before  us  for  discipline. 
Now,  with  such  an  effect,  that  in  the  whole  history  of  the  British  Medical  Council,  in  the 
thirty  or  forty  years  they  have  been  carrying  on  this  disciplinary  work,  it  has  never  been 
known  that  a  man  who  held  an  Arts  degree  was  brought  before  them  for  disciplinary  enact- 
ment, it  certainly  constitutes  a  strong  argument  in  favor  of  our  adopting  an  Arts  degree  as 
the  standard  of  our  matriculation.  Again,  when  we  realize  the  position  of  the  medical 
profession  towards  the  population  to-day,  and  realize  the  position  the  profession  had  a  hun- 
dred years  ago,  or  a  great  many  years  ago,  when  the  profession  was,  as  we  know,  more 
respected  than  it  is  to-day  ;  when  they  were,  with  the  lawyers  and  the  clergymen,  the  only 
educated  men,  they  were  looked  up  to  and  respected  more  than  they  are  now  ;  to-day  our 
standard  of  general  education  is  only  that  of  the  ordinary  every-day  citizen.  The  education 
which  our  medical  students  are  forced  to  take — the  general  education — is  no  higher  as  a  rule 
than  the  educaticm  of  dry -goods  clerks  and  others  of  that  class  in  the  community  ;  but 
twenty  or  thirty  years  ago  the  education  of  a  doctor  and  a  lawyer  was  very  much  in  advance 
of  tlie  mercantile  and  agricultural  class,  and  I  maintain  that  if  to-day  we  want  to  bring  our  pro- 
fession to  the  standard  it  occupied  nearly  a  hundred  years  ago,  we  have  to  raise  the  require- 
ments of  matriculation  in  order  to  elevate  our  profession  in  the  eyes  of  the  community,  and 
therefore  I  hope  that  this  Council  will  seriously  consider  the  matter  and  adopt  this  motion, 
I  want  to  say  another  thing  ;  I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  if  this  motion  were  carried 
it  would  be  a  help  to  the  universities  in  Ontario  to  a  large  extent.  I  think  the  universities, 
if  they  had  a  vote  here,  would  sanction  this  resolution,  because  it  would  compel  more  of  our 
young  men  to  have  the  refining  influence,  to  have  the  polishing  influence  which  will  be 
gained  by  going  through  a  university  course  ;  and  I  am  quite  satisfied  that  the  universities 
of  Ontario  would  be  largely  benefited  if  we  adopted  this  standard  of  matriculation.  I  see 
that  my  time  is  very  nearly  gone,  and  I  do  not  want  to  carry  on  the  argument  any  further, 
but  I  will  simply  read  the  resolution  and  claim  the  right  of  reply.  It  is  moved  by  Dr. 
Rogers,  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  and  resolved,  that  the  following  shall  constitute  a 
section  of  the  regulations  of  this  College  under  the  heading  of  matriculation,  namely  :  "  On 
and  after  July  1st,  1902,  the  only  qualification  which  shall  entitle  to  or  which  shall  in  any 
way  admit  to  registration  as  a  matriculant  in  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario  shall  be  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree,  received  from  a  university  recognized  by  the 
Ontario  Medical  Council,  and  after  a  course  of  study  therein  of  not  less  than  three  years' 
duration.  Resolved  further,  that  a  printed  copy  of  the  above  section  shall  be  sent  by  the 
Registrar  of  this  College  to  each  medical  council  in  Canada,  and  to  each  university  in 
Canada,  and  to  every  principal  of  a  high  school  or  collegiate  institute  in  Ontario." 

Dr.  Bar  KICK — I  am  not  in  favor  of  that  resolution,  for  two  or  three  reasons.  In  the  first 
place,  I  think  it  is  unwise  to  be  tinkering  with  the  matriculation  every  year  ;  in  the  second 
place,  I  think  it  is  unwise  because  this  Council,  I  understand,  appointed  a  committee, 
or  is  going  to  appoint  a  committee,  to  take  up  the  matter  of  Interprovincial  Registra- 
tion, and  that  would  be  the  proper  place  to  discuss  and  report  upon  this  important 
question  ;  and,  in  the  third  place,  I  dissent  from  it  because  I  think  it  is  discounting 
the  future  too  much.  We  have  an  election  coming  on  very  soon  now  ;  and  we  should 
leave  to  the  Council  of  next  year,  at  least,  the  dealing  with  a  matter  of  this  kind  that  is 
not  to  come  in  force  for  four  years.  These  are  three  points  upon  which  I  dissent  from 
that  :  First,  and  the  most  important,  I  believe  this  everlasting  tinkering  with  the  matricu- 
lation is  not  a  judicious  thing.  In  the  second  place,  now,  especially,  when  there  is  a  com- 
mittee to  confer  with  the  other  Provinces,  to  endeavor  to  bring  about  a  system  of  Inter- 
provincial Registration,  I  think  this  is  a  subject  that  should  eminently  come  before  that 
committee.  And  I  repeat,  in  the  third  place,  I  think  it  is  unwise  for  this  Council,  in  its  last 
session,  almost  at  the  eleventh  hour  of  the  last  day,  to  discount  the  future,  and  to  bind  the 
Council  that  may  come  next  year. 

Dr.  Dickson  -In  seconding  the  motion  before  the  Council  I  did  so  believing  that  it  was 
in  the  interests  of  the  profession,  and  believing  that  a  large  percentage  of  the  profession 
feel  that  it  is  desirable  in  the  near  future  to  raise  the  standard  of  preliminary  education. 
I  think  if  we  can  get  the  feeling  of  the  members  of  this  Council  who  do  not  possess  a 
degree  in  Arts,  that  nine-tenths  of  them  would  say,  I  wish  that  such  a  regulation  had 
been  in  force  when  I.  was  about  to  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine.  Either  it  would 
have  excluded  me  from  undertaking  the  work,  or  it  would  have  qualified  me  more 
thoroughly  for  undertaking  it,  and  I  would  be  a  better  physician  and  a  more  capable  man 
to-day,  more  capable  to  compete  with  those  who  are  in  the   advance  and   leading  in  the 
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profession.  To  my  mind,  as  was  said  by  Dr.  Rogers,  it  would,  in  a  great  measure, 
remedy  many  of  the  evils  which  seem  impossible  for  us  now  to  remedy  by  almost  any 
means  that  we  have  at  our  disposiil,  either  as  a  Council  or  as  a  profession.  The  evils  of 
lodge  practice  I  certainly  believe  it  would  materially  affect,  because  I  do  not  think  that 
after  a  man  had  spent  sufficient  time  to  obtain  his  degree  and  devote  himself  to  study 
for  that  length  of  time,  and  afterwards  the  time  necessary  to  obtain  his  medical  educa- 
tion, he  would  stoop  to  give  his  services  for  the  paltry  sums  that  these  fraternal  organ- 
izations expect  him  to.  Then,  again,  in  obtaining  an  Arts  degree  to-day,  I  claim  that 
from  the  very  curriculum  and  the  optional  courses  of  study  which  permit  men  to  reach 
a  degree  in  Arts,  that  the  student  is  being  prepared  in  a  large  measure  with  the  pre- 
liminary education  which  he  received  in  the  past  during  his  medical  course,  so  that  when 
he  enters  upon  the  study  of  medicine  proper  he  has  acquired  such  a  knowledge  of  many 
of  these  branches  that  if  he  is  compelled  to  pass  an  exgimination  on  them  in  his  medical 
course  it  will  require  comparatively  little  time  to  meet  the  requirements  ;  and  he  can 
devote  more  time  to  the  practical  subjects.  I  think  in  that  way  it  would  be  a  gain  to 
the  student.     I  will  have  great  pleasure  in  supporting  the  motion,  which  I  have  seconded. 

Dr.  Britton — The  fact  that  I  represent  one  of  the  largest  educational  institutions 
in  the  country,  the  University  of  Toronto,  I  hope  does  not  preclude  my  taking  a  broad 
view  of  a  question  of  this  character.  I  hope  it  will  be  conceded  by  every  member  of 
this  Council  that  during  the  years  I  have  sat  here  I  have  considered  matters  relating  to 
the  profession  from  a  professional  standpoint  ;  and  the  few  words  that  I  shall  say  now 
will  be  inspired  by  a  motive  as  broad  as  that.  First  of  all,  I  might  say  that  this  reso- 
lution is  a  little  like  that  tremendous  meteor  that  I  read  of  the  other  night,  and  witnessed 
here  in  Toronto,  that  landed  up  somewhere  in  or  near  Collingwood.  It  was  brilliant  for 
a  moment ;  but  it  was  very  soon  doomed  to  end  in  a  piece  of  stone  buried  in  the  ground ; 
very  brilliant  for  the  moment,  and  then  quite  lost  to  the  eye,  as  I  hope  this  resolution  will 
be  inside  of  live  minutes.  It  has  been  said,  we  have  tinkered  with  the  matriculation 
standard  ;  well,  we  have  made  certain  changes  in  it,  although  I  do  not  know  that  the  word 
"  tinkering  "  would  properly  apply.  I  myself  have  been  as  anxious  as  anyone  for  the  eleva- 
tion of  the  standard  ;  and  I  would  just  refer  to  three  instances  that  occurred  in  connection 
with  these  changes  that  were  made.  A  number  of  years  ago  a  good  many  of  us  interviewed 
the  Honorable  the  Minister  of  Education,  down  in  the  old  departmental  buildings,  as  to  a 
certain  change  we  proposed  making  at  that  time.  The  Minister  gave  us  all  the  information 
that  he  could  ;  and  he  said,  "Gentlemen,  I  hope  you  will  not  go  too  far."  Secondly,  a  few 
years  ago  we  elevated  the  standard  again  from  what  it  was  at  that  time  ;  and  I  myself 
did  what  I  could  in  that  direction,  believing  it  was  not  too  high,  that  we  were  not  going 
too  far.  Thirdly,  every  one  in  the  Council  knows,  and  those  who  were  members  of  the 
Legislative  Committee  at  the  time,  as  well  as  the  members  of  the  Education  Committee 
at  the  time,  can  corroborate  my  statement  that  we  were  called  together  ;  that  we  met  a 
committee  of  the  House  ;  and,  that  certain  matters  were  brought  up  for  our  considera- 
tion ;  that  it  was  suggested  to  us  that  we  lower  the  standard,  and  make  matriculation 
in  any  university  in  Ontario  a  qualification  for  registration  in  this  College.  I  said,  on 
that  occasion,  that  I,  for  one,  before  I  would  personally  submit  to  dictation  to  that 
extent,  would  resign  my  position  as  representative  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  leaving 
that  institution  to  appoint  a  representative  to  take  my  place,  if  they  could  find  one,  who 
was  willing  to  be  trampled  upon  to  that  extent.  However,  the  matter  was  finally  settled 
in  this  way,  that  we  had  to  throw  aside  the  high  standard  we  had  selected,  and  take  the 
old  one  which  had  been  in  force  before.  Not  only  that,  but  I  believe  that  had  some- 
thing U)  do  with  bringing  about  certain  other  changes  instituted  by  Parliament,  or  rather 
by  certain  members  of  the  Cabinet :  and  we  had  to  swallow  the  leek.  We  had  to  promise 
that  we,  in  Council,  as  far  as  we  could,  would  carry  out  suggestions  made  to  us  in  rela- 
tion to  other  matters  which,  to  a  certain  extent,  degraded  the  standard  generally.  Now, 
we  are  not  legislating  for  the  profession  only.  One  gentleman  has  said,  "in  the  interests 
of  the  profession  " — he  did  not  say  so  in  so  many  words,  but  it  was  equivalent  to  that — 
"that  it  would  keep  its  ranks  from  increasing  to  the  extent  they  have  been  increasing 
year  after  year" 

Dr.  Rogers— Who  said  that,  I  would  like  to  know? 

Dr.  Britton— I  will  repeat  the  words  of  Dr.  Dickson,  as  Dr.  Rogers  asks  me  ;  he 
said 

Dr.  Henry — It  is  a  correct  statement  that  the  profession  is  crowded  to  the  extreme. 

Dr.  Britton — That  may  be.  Dr.  Dickson  said,  if  a  plebiscite  were  t^vken,  nine  out 
of  ten  of  the  members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  would  siiy, 
I  am  sorry  that  such  an  enactment  did  not  exist  at  the  time  I  entered  upon  the  study 
of  medicine,  because  I  would  have  had  to  take  one  or  two  courses— relincjuish  the  study 
of  medicine,  or  rather  change  my  intention  to  pursue  some  other  calling  ;  or  I  would 
have  been  compelled  t^  hike  a  degree  in  Art« 
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Dr.  Dickson — If  you  will  allow  me  to  explain.  Dr.  Britton  manifestly  misunderstood 
me,  because  I  did  not  claim  that  my  being  excluded  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  pro- 
fession in  lessening  the  numbers,  but  it  would  be  to  my  advantage  that  I  was  being 
excluded,  inasmuch  as  I  was  not  likely  to  be  an  efficient  practitioner. 

Dr.  Britton — If  you  will  pardon  my  personal  reference,  I  will  take  myself  as  a  sample 
of  thousands  of  young  men  in  this  country  who  are  seeking  a  higher  education,  and  who  are 
seeking  it  under  various  privations.  I  do  not  say  it  is  in  the  interests  of  the  country  that 
young  men's  attention  should  be  diverted  from  agricultural  pursuits  and  from  mechanical 
work  to  mental  labor,  that  is,  to  too  great  an  extent ;  but  I  do  say  that  there  should  be 
liberty  for  all  subjects  in  this  Dominion  of  ours  and  in  this  Province  of  Ontario  ;  that  we,  in 
a  cortain  sense,  stand  here  as  the  guardians  of  the  public.  I  was  not  born  with  a  silver  spoon 
in  my  mouth  ;  I  started  at  the  lowest  round  of  the  ladder  ;  I  started  out  in  life  very  early  ; 
I  had  to  hew  my  own  way,  and  from  the  age  of  fifteen  my  intention  was  to  study  medicine. 
Now,  if  such  a  condition  of  affairs  as  is  proposed  by  this  motion  had  existed  at  that  time^ — 
that  is,  if  I  had  been  compelled  to  take  a  degree  in  Arts  prior  to  entering  upon  the  profes- 
sional study  of  medicine — I  should  have  been  excluded  from  the  pursuit  of  my  chosen  call- 
ing. Instead  of  saying,  as  Dr.  Dickson  prophesies  that  nine  out  of  ten  would  say,  ' '  I  am 
sorry  such  a  thing  did  not  exist  when  I  matriculated,"  I  would  affirm  that  had  such  a  condi- 
tion existed  when  I  attempted  to  matriculate,  it  would  have  been  the  great  disaster  of  my 
life.     There  are  scores  and  hundreds  of  medical  men  throughout  this  country 

Dr.  Rogers — Do  I  understand  you  have  not  a  degree  in  Arts  ? 

Dr.  Britton — No,  I  have  not. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  always  thought  you  had. 

Dr.  Britton — No  ;  I  left  the  Arts  course  for  financial  reasons  and  took  up  the  study  of 
medicine.  There  are  many  men  throughout  the  country,  who  are  an  honor  to  the  profession, 
who  never  had  an  Arts  degree — men,  perhaps,  who  matriculated  long  ago  when  the  Council 
had  an  examination  of  its  own  and  when  the  matriculation  was  a  very  inferior  affair.  While 
I  stand  up  for  a  high  standard,  I  do  say  that  the  course  of  professional  study,  the  method  in 
which  information  is  given,  the  mode  of  conducting  examinations,  and  the  amount  of  clinical 
work  are  of  ten  times  more  moment  than  the  matriculation  standard.  (Hear,  hear.)  I  shall 
always  give  my  hand  and  voice  in  the  direction  of  having  a  high  matriculation  standard — I 
mean  as  high  as  the  circumstances  of  the  people  will  properly  afford  without  unjustly  or 
unduly  bearing  upon  the  poor  man's  son.  We  do  not  want  to  drive  men  out  of  this  country 
to  another  country  where  they  say  that  all  men  are  free  and  equal.  We  are,  or  should  be, 
free  and  equal  in  this  country  ;  and  so  far  as  I  am  j)ersonally  concerned  I  shall  use  every 
endeavor  to  see  that  the  poor  man's  son  has  the  same  opportunity  that  I  had  to  take  up  the 
study  of  medicine  and  make  the  practice  of  that  profession  the  work  of  his  life.  I  am  not 
sorry,  but  rather  a  thousand  times  glad,  that  I  was  not  compelled  to  graduate  in  Arts  before 
pursuing  my  course  in  the  study  of  medicine. 

Dr.  Moore — Mr.  President,  I  have  no  desire  to  do  anything  but  to  elevate  the  standard 
of  matriculation  ;  at  the  same  time,  I  think  it  would  be  a  very  inconvenient  thing  just  now 
to  pass  a  resolution  of  this  kind.  It  is  only  the  other  day  this  Council  seemed  to  be  almost 
unanimous  in  the  desire  to  have  Interprovincial  Registration.  Now,  one  of  the  greatest 
barriers  there  is  towards  Interprovincial  Registration  to-day  is  the  high  standard  of  matricu- 
lation exacted  in  this  Province.  We  all  seem  to  be  desirous  to  bring  about  Interprovincial 
Registration,  and  if  this  Council  to-day  puts  upon  its  books  that  in  1902  we  will  exict  a 
degree  in  Arts,  what  greater  barrier  or  what  greater  stumbling-block  could  be  put  in  the 
way  ?  It  will  then  be  said,  and  truly  said,  that  we  did  not  desire  Interprovincial  Reijistra- 
tion,  and,  to  prove  that,  that  we  had  placed  upon  our  rules  and  regulations  to-day  that  in 
1902,  instead  of  coming  down  a  little  to  meet  the  requirements  of  our  brethren  in  the  other 
provinces,  we  had  raised  our  standard  to  a  degree  in  Arts.  I  think,  if  Dr.  Rogers  would 
do  himself  justice — he  has  said  what  he  had  to  say  and  taken  up  the  time  of  the  Council — 
he  would  quiet  y  withdraw  that  resolution  and  let  us  go  on  to  other  business. 

Dr.  Bray— Dr.  Moore  has  taken  the  wind  out  of  my  sails,  to  a  great  extent,  by  saying 
what  he  has  just  said.  While  I  am,  and  always  have  been,  in  favor  of  a  high  standard,  not 
only  of  preliminary,  but  medical  education,  I  think  if  this  Council  requires  a  B.  A.  degree 
before  a  student  can  matriculate,  it  is  taking  too  great  a  jump  all  at  once.  I  was  going  to 
say  something  about  Interprovinci^,!  Registration,  but  as  Dr.  Moore  has  touched  on  that,  I 
will  say  very  little  about  it,  any  more  than  if  you  want  to  shake  a  red  rag  in  the  face  of  a 
bull,  you  will  shake  that  in  the  face  of  the  other  provinces,  and  leave  it  for  them  to  say, 
"You  are  exclusive  ;  you  don't  want  us."  We  have  had  trouble  enough  before,  and  the 
blame  has  been  placed  on  us  ;  do  not  do  it  again.  Every  gentleman  present  has  expressed 
the  opinion  that  Interprovincial  Registration  is  what  we  want,  but  by  this  you  would  kill  it 
altogether.  So  far  as  I  know,  no  country  in  the  world  has  this  high  standard  of  matricula- 
tion ;  I  may  be  wrong.     But  I  can  say  that  no  English-speaking  country,  at  any  rate,  requires 
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it.  Why,  then,  should  we,  in  this  Province  of  Ontario,  exact  a  higher  standard  than  coun- 
tries that  have  existed  for  years  and  have  high  standards  of  medical  and  preliminary  educa- 
tion ?  Speaking  of  crowding  the  profession,  I  hav^  expressed  myself  that  this  Council  has 
nothing  to  do  with  encouraging  or  discouraging  men  to  enter  the  profession.  The  function 
of  this  Council  is  to  see  that  when  men  do  enter  the  profession,  they  come  up  to  the 
requirements  of  this  body  ;  that  is  all  we  have  to  do.  I  do  not  want  to  take  up  your  time 
any  more  than  is  absolutely  necessary,  but  I  want  it  clearly  understood  that  I  am,  and  always 
have  been,  an  advocate  for  higher  education.  But,  as  has  been  said  by  Dr.  Britton,  when 
we  attempted  to  raise  the  standard  b^fo^e  we  had  trouble  enough  with  the  Legislature,  and 
we  d>  not  watit  any  more.  We  do  not  want  to  invite  trouble.  Let  us  go  by  degrees  and 
take  it  step  by  srep,  and,  when  the  proper  time  comes  and  the  people  of  the  country  are 
prepared  for  it,  1  will  go  in  heartily  to  raise  our  standard. 

Dr.  Geikie — From  the  exceedingly  high  standing  Dr.  Rogers  tpok  himself  when  he  was 
going  through  his  Arts  course  and  obtaining  his  Arts  degree,  I  take  it  for  granted,  although 
I  do  not  know  specially,  from  the  way  he  sp«^aks  that  he  took  a  very  high  degree  in  Arts — 
I  don't  know  in  what  university  ;  and  I  am  in  thorough  sympathy  with  his  warm  feeling 
towards  this  motion  of  his  I  was  only  surprised,  indeed,  that  he  did  not  go  a  step  further 
and  say  that  during  the  three  years  of  what  constitute  an  Arts  course,  each  year  should  have 
added  to  the  ordmary  Arts  curricula  a  course  in  Hebrew,  in  Arabic  and  in  Sanscrit.  No 
douitt,  the  additional  three  years'  study  of  these  languages  would  have  been  exceedingly 
advantageous  in  helping  us  to  understand  anatomy,  physiology,  and  a  good  many  subjects 
clost-ly  c  innected  with  them.  I  t  link  Dr.  Rogers  deserves  credit  for  modesty  in  requiring 
only  an  Arts  degree,  and,  taking  him  as  the  proud  holder  of  a  very  high  Aits  degree,  I  do 
not  think  we  need  wonder  at  the  warmth  with  which  he  advocated  the  subject.  As  far  as 
I  am  concerned.  I  ht  artily  agree  with  the  remarks  which  have  fallen  from  my  wise,  sensible, 
straightforward  friend.  Dr.  Britton — excu.-e  my  saying  that  part  of  it,  but  it  is  true.  Dr. 
Britton  is  square  in  his  dealing's  and  square  in  his  utterances,  and  these  are  always  charac- 
terized, or  near  y  always  characterized  by  common-sense. 

Dr.  Britton — Please  stop.  Doctor. 

Cries  of  *'  Go  on." 

Dr.  Geikie — I  am  not  in  favor  of  destroying  every  prospect  of  Interprovincial  Regis- 
tration, therefore  I  cannot  support  the  motion  ;  and  I  cannot  think  without  impatience  of 
such  an  unwise  motion  as  that  coming  from  my  very  learned  friend.  Dr.  Rogers.  If  you 
want  to  destroy  utterly  all  prospects,  now  and  for  our  lives  at  any  rate,  of  Interprovincial 
Registration  just  pass  that  motion,  and  you  will  most  effectually  put  an  end  to  it.  If  you 
want  to  bring  serious  questions  into  the  Ontario  Legislature  regarding  the  continued  existence 
of  this  Counci',  just  adopt  that  resolution  and  you  will  have  serious  questions  enough. 
There  is  not  a  member  in  the  Legislature,  or  there  are  very  few  members,  who  would  not  at 
once  say.  Didn't  we  tell  you  what  things  we're  coming  to  ?  Didn't  we  tell  you  that  that  close 
coi-poration  was  determined  to  make  itself  more  close — I  don't  say  I  think  so,  but  I  say  that 
that  is  the  way  legislators  talk.  And  they  are  our  masters,  we  must  remember  that.  They 
would  say,  Didn't  we  tell  you  you  have  been  building  up  a  wall  gradually  and  in  1902  you 
are  to  have  so  high  a  wall  that  no  poor  man's  son  can  have  a  ghost  of  a  chance  ever  to  be  a 
doctor  ;  and  no  poor  man  who  has  no  father  can  ever  have  a  chance  of  entering  the  medical 
profession.  If  that  course  were  pursued  it  would  be  highly  injurious  to  us.  I  have  always 
stood  up  for  a  high  standard  of  education  ;  and  if  a  man  asks  me,  would  it  be  well  to  take 
such  and  such  a  course  of  study  prior  to  entering,  I  invariably,  when  I  find  it  is  in  his  power 
to  do  so,  say  yes,  and  advise  him  to  make  himself  as  well  fitted  a  man  as  he  possibly  can, 
by  every  educational  means  in  his  power,  for  the  arduous  duties  of  the  profession. 
But  I  speak  what  is  absolutely  the  truth,  that  if  such  a  condition  as  this  had  prevailed 
it  would  simply  have  excluded  eleven-twelfths  of  our  best  men  in  the  profession.  If  every 
one  of  us  here  were  students  now,  and  that  rule  were  applied,  we  would  have  within  this 
room  more  than  my  exceedingly  learned  friend,  Dr.  Rogers,  and  perhaps  Dr.  Sangster. 
There  may  be  others — there  may  be  Dr.  Dickson. 

Dr  Dickson — No. 

Dr.  G  F.IK  IE — I  suppose  our  members  would  be  nearly  all  at  something  else  and  Drs. 
Rogers  and  Sangster  would  be  the  Medical  Council  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  to  propose 
then  not  a  B.A  as  a  stindard,  but  some  other  Ba,  Ba,  Ba,  three  or  four  times  over  ;  and 
they  would  be  alone  in  their  glory,  within  the  very  high  w;ill  that  they  had  chosen  to  erect. 
I  regret  to  take  up  your  time  about  a  matter  that  I  look  upon  at  this  juncture  as  sheer  non- 
sense and  the  proposal  of  which  I  consider  indicates  a  want  of  common  sense. 

Dr.  Williams  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  the  subject  of  matriculatitm  seems  to  be 
a  live  question  at  all  times.  It  has  been  a  live  question  as  long  as  I  have  been  a  member  of 
the  Council,  and  I  presume  it  is  likely  to  continue  so.  It  seems  to  me  to  be  the  idea  of 
some  that  nothing  has  been  done  towards  elevating  the  standard  of  matriculation  ;  but  thak 
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is  not  really  so.  If  you  go  back  to  the  time  when  Dr.  Bray  and  myself,  and  possibly  some 
others  entered  the  Council  the  only  matriculation  was  to  have  one  of  the  High  School  masters 
in  Toronto  take  the  students  into  some  private  room,  give  them  just  such  examination  as  he 
thought  fit,  pass  those  that  in  his  judgment  were  fit  to  pass,  and  set  the  others  aside.  It  was 
a  star  chamber  examination  ;  nobody  knew,  not  even  the  Council,  what  it  was  to  be  ;  nobody 
knew  what  was  exacted  ;  and  what  was  the  examination  of  that  day.  A  step  was  taken  to 
adopt  one  of  the  leading  examinations  of  the  country  ;  and  those  steps  have  been  taken  time 
after  time.  The  first  one  was  what  was  recognized  as  the  intermediate  examination,  and 
from  that  time  to  the  present  time  the  Council  has  taken  one  step  after  another, 
endeavoring  to  keep  on  the  regular  legally  provided  examinations  of  the  country  ;  and 
they  have  endeavored  to  keep  pace  with  the  progress  of  the  educational  institutions  of 
the  country.  We  admit  that  what  was  twenty  years  ago  a  good  matriculation  standard 
is  not  a  good  matriculation  standard  to-day,  because  the  educational  advantages  of  the 
country  have  gradually  made  progress.  But  we  get  up  within  the  last  few  years  to  not  accept- 
ing simply  matriculation  in  Arts  but  requiring  that  there  should  be  one  year  additional  put 
upon  that.  Why,  back  twenty  years  ago  we  have  thought  that  a  matriculation  of  the 
university  (]uite  a  high  standard  ;  but  now  we  have  got  so  far  beyond  we  accept  the  matricu- 
lation with  a  year  on  top  of  it. 

Dr.  Rogers — The  Departmental  Matriculation  is  the  Junior  Arts  Matriculation. 

Dr.  Williams — If  you  look  at  our  Announcement  you  will  find  we  do  not  accept  a 
university  matriculation,  but  accept  it  if  they  proceed  to  a  year's  study  and  take  the 
examination  at  the  end  of  that  year. 

Dr.  Rogers — The  Junior  Matriculation  of  the  Department  of  Education  is  only  matri- 
culation in  Arts. 

Dr.  Sangster — That  was  the  standard  that  was  required  by  the  Council  the  last  time 
they  changed  the  matriculation  standard  ;  but  that  was  departed  from  when  we  went  before 
the  Legislature. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  think  that  was  restored  last  year.  I  think  that  we,  last  year, 
restored  the  standard  we  had  when  the  matriculation  was  lowered. 

Dr.  Williams— Section  1,  sub-section  4  of  the  Regulations  for  1896-97  says  :  "A  cer- 
tificate from  the  registrar  of  any  chartered  university  conducting  a  full  Arts  course  in 
Canada  that  the  holder  thereof  matriculated  prior  to  his  enrolment  in  such  university,  and 
passed  the  examination  in  Arts  prescribed  for  students  at  the  end  of  the  first  year,  shall 
entitle  such  student  to  registration."  As  I  understand  it,  that  is  the  position  we  were  will- 
ing to  accept  with  reference  to  the  universities,  and  we  know  exactly  what  position  our  step 
in  advance  brought  us  into  at  that  time.  We  know  that  it  brought  public  opinion  down  upon 
us  ;  we  know  that  it  brought  the  press  down  upon  us  ;  we  know  that  it  brought,  through 
the  influence  of  these  things,  the  Government  down  upon  us,  and  we  know  that  the  Govern- 
ment clipped  our  wings.  It  gave  us  to  understand,  in  the  most  emphatic  terms,  ''If  you 
make  progress  at  too  great  a  rate,  we  will  be  obliged  to  cut  your  wings  and  take  the  power 
of  fixing  the  matriculation  out  of  your  hands  entirely."  That  is  the  position  we  occupy 
to-day.  Now,  supposing  we  adopt  this  course,  what  will  be  the  outcry  ?  Will  you  not  find 
it  placarded  in  the  city  of  Toronto,  by  some  of  the  newspapers,  that  the  Medical  Council  are 
seeking  to  build  a  stone  wall  around  those  who  have  got  into  the  profession  and  seeking  to 
keep  everybody  else  out,  so  that  they  cannot  get  in.  Will  not  the  public  be  aroused  by 
that  ;  and  will  not  the  influence  of  the  same  Legislature  and  its  members  be  brought  to 
bear  on  the  Government  ;  and  will  not  the  Government  that  clipped  your  wings  once 
clip  them  again  ?  and  you  will  have  no  wings  by  the  time  you  come  back  to  this  Council 
another  year.  I  believe  that  will  be  the  eSect  of  passing  such  a  resolution  as  that.  While 
I  am  fully  in  harmony  with  making  progress  just  as  the  advancing  education  of  the  country 
will  admit,  I  think  it  is  a  most  unwise  thing  to  bring  ourselves  into  conflict  with  public 
opinion  in  the  country  and  into  conflict  with  the  press,  and  consequently  into  conflict  with 
the  Legislature  and  the  Government  that  is  obliged  to  be  ruled  by  it  ;  and  I  am  satisfied 
that  that  would  be  the  result.  Even  though  I  might  think  in  some  years  from  now  an  Arts 
course  was  wise,  it  will  only  be  when  the  educational  institutions  of  the  country  have  so  far 
progressed  that  we  will  be  able  to  take  that  position.  I  think  that  is  perhaps  the  most 
serious  aspect  of  the  afiair  ;  1  think  that  is  the  aspect  that  would  lead  to  the  wings  of  the 
Council  being  clipped  so  that  they  would  flutter  no  more  for  some  considerable  time.  Then 
it  has  been  mentioned  that  it  would  efi'ectually  stop  Interprovincial'  Registration.  I  admit 
that  I  believe  that  that  is  true  ;  that  one  of  the  greatest  hindrances  has  been  the  standard  of 
matriculation,  and  just  how  that  shall  be  got  at  in  a  satisfactory  way.  If  when  you  interview 
members  from  other  provinces  and  talk  about  Interprovincial  Registration,  you  want  to  take 
a  large  step  forward  of  what  we  have  already  found  a  hindrance,  what  is  to  be  the  effect  ? 
You  are  simply  set  aside  and  written  down  by  these  men,  and  by  the  public  press  in  conse- 
quence, as  being  men  who  want  to  wall  themselves  around  by  a  stone  wall,  and  they  will 
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simply  set  you  aside  as  people  wishing  to  live  after  the  manner  of  the  people  in  China,  and 
think  you  may  stay  to  yourselves  and  they  will  take  care  of  themselves.  I  believe  that 
would  be  one  of  the  most  serious  effects  that  could  be  brought  about.  Dr.  Rogers  suggests 
that  this  step  would  be  a  benefit  to  the  puldic.  Well,  that  is  an  open  question.  If  the 
public  could  be  benefited  by  this  Council  being  wiped  out  and  by  having  free  trade  in 
medicine,  then  I  concede  that  it  would  be  a  benefit  ;  but  if  the  public  is  benefited  by  this 
Council  having  an  existence  and  by  this  Council  demanding  that  medical  men  shall  have  a 
good  substantial  education,  which  we  believe  is  true  ;  if  they  are  to  be  benefited  by  that, 
then  they  are  not  to  be  benefited  by  passing,  or  wishing  to  pass,  an  Act  that  will  lead 
to  our  being  completely  wiped  out  and  destroyed.  Under  these  circ  umstances,  I,  for  one, 
think  it  was  an  unwise  thing  to  introduce  that.  It  may  be,  as  Dr.  Rogers  and  some  others 
say,  that  the  medical  men  might,  if  polled,  be  largely  in  favor  of  it  ;  but  those  medical  men 
have  not  the  responsibility  resting  upon  their  shoulders  ;  they  are  speaking  simply  from  the 
standard  of  medical  men,  and  we  are  obliged  to  look  at  it  from  the  standard  of  the  public 
as  well  as  from  the  standard  of  the  medical  men  ;  and  when  we  consider  both  these  points, 
are  we  in  a  position  to  say  that  we  believe  the  adoption  of  it  would  be  in  the  interests  of  the 
general  public,  or  in  the  interest  of  the  profession  either  ?  We  hold  that  the  interest  of  the 
profession  is  wrapt  up  in  that  of  the  public,  and  the  very  moment  you  put  the  professional 
men  in  the  position  of  antagonism  to  the  public,  that  moment  you  have  done  them  daniage  ; 
and  I  believe  those  medical  men  who  think  they  would  be  benefited  by  such  a  course  would 
be  making  one  of  the  most  serious  mistakes  of  their  lives  in  doing  this.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances, I  feel  that  I,  for  one,  shall  vote  against  the  resolution. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  agree  with  very  much  of  what  Dr.  Williams  has  said.  1  do  not  think 
the  present  time  is  prudent  for  bringing  forth  a  resolution  of  that  kind.  I  think  it  would 
be  fatal  to  our  efforts  to  obtain  Interprovincial  Hegistration.  I  think  Dr.  Williams 
was  not  quite  correct  in  reciting  the  requirements  at  present  for  matriculation,  because, 
while  he  recited  one  of  them,  he  omitted  the  main  requirement,  which  still  remains  in  force. 
The  requirements  of  some  three  years  ago  were  that  "any  person  who  presents  to  the 
Registrar  of  the  Medical  Council  a  certificate  that  he  has  passed  the  examination  conducted 
by  the  Education  Department  on  the  course  prescribed  for  matriculation  in  Arts,  including 
chemistry  and  physics,  and  approved  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  shall  be 
entitled,  on  payment  of  the  lawful  fees  in  that  behalf,  to  registiation  as  a  medical  student 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  2  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act."  That  we  set  aside  three  years 
ago  and  adopted  the  requirements  that  Dr.  Williams  referred  to  ;  but  when  we  went  to  the 
Legislature,  when  we  were  drawn  to  the  Legislature  by  the  throat,  we  had  to  rescind  our 
requirements,  and  anybody  who  presented  that  minor  requirement  should  be  permitted  to 
matriculate  ;  and  that  requirement  remains  in  force  at  present.  I  think  a  very  great  deal 
may  be  said  in  favor  of  our  present  standard. 

Dr.  Williams — I  wish  just  to  correct  a  misapprehension  that  Dr.  Sangster  has  evi- 
dently got  into.  I  was  wishing  to  state  what  was  the  requirement  that  we,  of^  our  own  free 
will,  were  wanting  to  adopt ;  and  I  was  wanting  to  show  the  eftect  of  our  adopting  that, 
that  it  was  to  bring  us  to  the  standard  he  is  referring  to.  But  what  we  of  our  own  free  will 
adopted  was  what  I  referred  to.     And  we  were  clipped  to  that  extent. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — I  do  not  wish  to  detain  you  or  to  take  up  the  time  of  the  Council ;  I 
only  wish  to  say  a  few  words  in  connection  with  this.  I  can  assure  you,  and  the  Council, 
and  Dr.  Rogers,  especially,  that  there  is  no  man  has  the  interests  of  higher  education  more 
sincerely  at  heart  than  I  have.  But  I  think  Dr.  Rogers  has  been  a  little  premature  in  his 
motion.  I  would  be  very  glad  to  see  it  carried  out,  but  I  feel  it  would  be  exceedingly 
unwise  for  us  to  press  this  matter  at  the  present  juncture  for  several  reasons.  One  of  the 
first  is  that  this  is  the  last  session  of  this  Council  ;  that  is  one  great  reason.  Secondly,  as 
has  been  alluded  to  by  others,  the  great  desire  of  the  various  provinces  to  have  Interprovin- 
cial Registration  ;  and  I  think  this  would  be  one  of  the  greatest  blows  we  could  give  to  that 
movement.  If  we  were  asked  which  would  be  the  better  for  us,  to  raise  the  standard  of  matricu- 
lation to  B.  A.,  or  to  have  Interprovincial  Registration,  I  think  we  will  all  agree  that  Inter- 
provincial Registration  would  be  the  most  desirable  at  present.  I  quite  agree  with  Dr. 
Rogers  as  to  the  elevating  influence  of  a  degree  in  Arts  ;  for,  as  he  says  very  rightly,  in  the 
British  Association  they  have  had  no  trouble  whatever  with  men  that  have  passed  with 
degrees  in  Arts.  Why  ?  Simply  because  the  higher  education  has  refined  these  men  ;  it 
h;is  made  their  aspirations  of  a  purer  nature  ;  and  they  are  not  liable  to  be  affected  by  grosser 
influences,  and  consequently  are  not  the  central  figures  in  such  exhibitions  as  we  had  yesterday. 
1  had  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Conjoint  Board  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons,  in  which  ho  said  to  me  that  the  best  way  they  found  in  Great  Britain  that 
they  could  refine  and  ennoble  the  profession  was  by  elevating  their  matriculation  standard. 
I  had  that  letter  not  later  than  six  months  ago  ;  and  ho  was  pressing  upon  our  educational 
institutions  in  Canada  to  raise  our  standard  of  matriculation.     I  immediately  wrote  back  to 
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him  that  our  standard,  as  adopted  by  this  Council,  was  a  great  deal  higher  than  that  which 
they  adopted  in  Great  Britain.  He  acknowledged  this.  The  country  is  not  ripe  for  this 
movement,  from  the  fact  that  I  think  we  are  rather  in  an  unstable  condition  ;  that  is,  we  are 
not  so  very  secure.  The  Legislature,  as  has  been  very  justly  pointed  out,  is  the  master  of 
the  situation,  and  we  are  its  servants.  They  may  step  in,  as  they  did  three  years  ago — a 
most  lamentable  spectacle,  where  we  raised  our  standard  up  to  the  Senior  Matriculation  Art 
Examination. 

Dr.  Britton — Excuse  me  ;  I  think  Dr.  Moorhouse  is  somewhat  incorrect  when  he  says 
at  that  time  we  raised  it  to  the  standard  of  Senior  Matriculation.  That  was  not  so.  We 
raised  it  to  this  standard,  the  Departmental  Arts  Matriculation,  the  Junior  Matriculation — 
the  Departmental  Arts  Matriculation,  with  honors  in  English  and  Science. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — Or  an  examination  in  Arts  at  the  first  year. 

Dr.  Britton — Yes,  or  that. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — The  result  was,  the  Legislature  came  in  and  clipped  our  wings,  and 
put  us  where  we  were  before.  If  they  did  that  with  that  slight  raise,  what  would  they  do  if 
we  raised  it  to  B.  A.  ?     1  think  we  would  be  cutting  our  own  throats. 

Dr.  Spence — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  wish  to  give  a  silent  vote  on  this  question.  I 
wish  to  say  that  I  see  as  much  in  favor  of  culture  and  refinement  in  the  medical  profession 
as  any  man  in  the  Council  or  out  of  it.  I  must  say  1  do  not  agree  with  all  that  has  been  said 
in  favor  of  it  being  absolutely  necessary  to  obtain  an  Arts  degree  as  the  only  thing  which 
will  qualify  one.  I  may  say,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  that  1  took  two  years  in  Arts  ;  I 
matriculated  in  Arts — spent  two  years  in  Arts  ;  and  I  then  went  on  with  medicine,  with  the 
intention  of  taking  my  Arts.  But  I  fell  in  for  the  honor  department  in  medicine,  and  I 
found  it  was  all  I  could  do  to  keep  my  position  there,  and  consequently  I  dropped  the  Arts. 
Now,  I  want  to  say  to  this  Council,  and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  it  outside,  that  it  does 
not  make  one  particle  of  difference  whether  you  are  studying  dry  bones  or  physics,  or,  as 
Dr.  Geikie  said,  Sanscrit,  you  are  cultivating  your  mind  whatever  you  are  doing.  And  I 
say,  if  I  had  spent  the  two  years  which  I  had  spent  in  Arts  in  the  prosecution  of  practical 
work  in  medicine,  I  would  have  had  just  as  refined  a  mind  as  I  have  to-day.  It  does  not 
make  one  particle  of  difference.  Education  does  not  mean  getting  knowledge  ;  it  means 
simply  a  training  of  the  mind  ;  and  you  can  get  that  outside  of  Arts  as  well  as  inside.  I 
have  no  hesitati(m  in  saying  that  men  who  have  the  highest  positions  in  the  country  know 
quite  well  that  many  of  our  people  who  come  from  the  country,  and  who  have  never  seen 
inside  a  university,  have  just  as  good  an  education  and  just  as  refined  minds  as  many  of  us 
who  have  passed  through  our  universities  and  got  our  degrees  in  Arts.  Therefore,  to  me, 
the  question  is  not  simply,  what  we  are  going  to  have  as  one  of  the  things  that  would  qualify 
a  man  to  enter  upon  the  study  of  medicine,  but  what  is  necessary  to  fit  that  man  for  enter- 
ing upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  a  medical  practitioner.  I  do  not  say  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  have  as  high  a  standard  as  possible,  but  I  think,  under  the  circumstances,  we  have 
that  now.  I  submit  that  nine  out  of  ten  cannot  be  got  on  this  board  who  would  maintain 
that  it  is  a  very  great  pity  this  proposed  regulation  was  not  in  force  at  the  time  they  came  in, 
as  Dr.  Britton  and  other  gentlemen  have  submitted. 

Dr.  Britton— I  did  not  submit  that  to  be  the  case  ;  I  tried  to  controvert  that. 

Dr.  Spence — That  is  what  I  say,  I  am  corroborating  what  Dr.  Britton  said.  I  submit 
the  very  action  this  Council  took  this  morning,  and  I  submit  it  with  all  deference,  to  prevent 
a  free  discussion,  to  prevent  appointing  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  considering  lodge 
practice,  is  the  very  thing  that  is  going  to  damn  that  kind  of  thing.  For  I  submit  that  is  the 
kind  of  thing  we  have  to  consider,  and  not  that  of  education  so  far  as  lodge  practice  is  con- 
cerned. We  had  a  disagreeable  duty  to  perform  yesterday  in  cutting  off  the  heads  of  c  r  am  of 
our  members  ;  and  I  submit  that  one  of  the  gentlemen  who  presented  himself  here  had  as 
much  of  a  refined  mind  as  any  of  us,  and  still  he  was  the  man  who  transgressed  the  law  and 
regulations  of  this  Council.  I  submit  it  is  not  education  such  as  you  propose  that  would  do 
away  with  that ;  and,  therefore,  admitting  the  standard  at  the  present  time,  I  take  all  Dr. 
Britton  and  Dr.  Geikie  has  said  to  be  absolutely  true,  and  that  the  Legis'ature  would  not 
endorse  our  action  if  we  go  as  far  as  Dr.  Rogers  has  stated.  I  wish  simply  to  say  that  edu- 
cation would  not  be  a  panacea  for  all  the  evils  we  are  complaining  of. 

Dr.  Thornton — From  the  position  I  took  in  this  matter  some  years  ago,  it  might  be 
expected  that  I  would  support  this  motion  to-day,  and  I  wish  to  explain  myself.  As  a  can- 
didate I  brought  this  subject  prominently  before  the  electors,  and  received  no  small  amount 
of  support  from  the  fact  that  I  took  the  position  of  asking  for  a  higher  standard  of  matricu- 
lation. I  seconded  Dr.  Sangster's  motion,  which  was  for  the  senior  leaving  standard  ;  and 
if  we  could  have  it  from  one  end  of  the  Dominion  to  the  other  I  would  hold  up  both  hands 
for  it  to-day  ;  but  I  am  not  going  to  be  so  unwise  or  so  short-sighted  as  to  ask  for  that 
which  we  cannot  possibly  maintain.  I  do  not  come  to  this  Council  to  do  anything  of  that 
kind,  and  the  vote  that  I  shall  have  to  give  in  connection  with  this  motion  is  perfectly  con- 
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sistent,  I  think,  with  the  course  I  have  taken.  If  any  of  my  constituents  had  said  to  me 
before  the  election,  or  say  to  me  now,  we  want  a  university  degree,  or  a  degree  in  Arts,  as 
a  matriculation  standard,  I  would  tell  them  plainly  I  never  would  vote  for  it  in  this  Council 
because  we  cannot  maintain  it.  We  have  had  a  sample  of  that  in  the  past ;  we  have  not 
even  as  high  a  standard  as  I  would  like  to  see,  and  the  position  we  took  the  other  day  warns 
us  to  be  more  careful  than  in  the  past.     I  shall  vote  against  it. 

Dr.  Douglas — I  do  not  wish  to  prolong  this  discussion.  I  think  the  question  has  been 
very  amply  and  ably  discussed,  and  very  fully  threshed  out  ;  however,  as  the  representative 
of  one  of  the  leading  educational  institutions  in  this  Province,  I  feel  that  I  would  not  be 
doing  my  duty  if  I  did  not  express  myself  in  some  way  in  regard  to  the  resolution  of  Dr. 
Rogers.  I  believe  in  a  higher  education.  I  believe  in  developing  that  higher  education 
until  you  make  a  man  useful,  but  not  until  you  put  that  man  in  such  a  position  that  he  will 
not  be  self-sustaining.  I  was  very  pleased  with  the  remarks  of  Dr.  Williams,  in  fact  with 
the  remarks  of  all  the  speakers  ;  but  particularly  Dr.  Williams,  beginning  away  back  when 
the  old  matriculation  system  was  in  force  in  this  country.  I  remember  that  time  ;  I  came 
to  Toronto,  and  went  before  a  high  school  teacher  and  passed  my  matriculation  examination. 
From  that  time  we  have  travelled  steadily  on  until  the  standard  is  fairly  well  up.  I  have 
no  objection,  and  would  have  no  objection,  if  public  sentiment  and  if  public  opinion  would 
go  with  us  that  distance,  to  see  our  matriculation  examination  elevated  to  that  standard 
where  none  should  matriculate  except  after  the  completion  of  a  two  years'  Arts  course.  I 
say  advisedly  that  I  would  like  to  see  the  elevation  of  our  matriculation  standard  to 
that  point,  if  public  opinion  and  public  sentiment  would  go  with  as  that  distance.  In 
the  case  of  a  young  man  starting  out  to  study  medicine,  is  it  the  best  thing  he 
can  do  to  spend  three  or  four  years  of  the  best  part  of  his  life  in  studying  Arts 
and  in  comj^leting  an  Arts  course  ?  That  is  not  my  way  of  thinking.  My  idea  is 
exactly  what  Dr.  Spence  has  said,  and  the  same  advice  have  I  given  to  many  stu- 
dents. I  have  said,  ' '  Go  half  way  through  your  Arts  course,  complete  two  years  of  an 
Arts  course."  The  method  of  our  universities  to-day  is  that  the  first  two  years  of  an  Arts 
course  you  learn  something  of  everything,  while  in  the  last  two  years  you  go  into  special 
lines  and  take  your  honor  course  and  you  cut  as  you  please.  The  young  man  who  goes  thus 
far  in  his  Arts  course  I  think  has  has  sufficient  preliminary  education  and  training  that  if 
he  is  a  failure  subsequently  in  the  study  of  medicine,  the  man  himself  is  responsible  for  it. 
I  wish  to  repeat  the  remark  that  once  you  go  beyond  a  certain  point  in  your  preliminary 
education,  the  success  of  a  man  subsequently,  either  at  college  or  once  he  goes  out  into  the 
world,  depends  upon  the  man  himself.  Two  years  fits  a  man  very  well  in  an  Arts  univer- 
sity for  beginning  life  in  a  special  line.  But  how  much  better  for  that  man  to  add  that  two 
years  to  a  post-graduate  course — (hear,  hear) — in  some  leading  post-graduate  institution 
in  this  country,  in  the  United  States,  in  Great  Britain,  or  on  the  Continent,  than  spending 
his  two  years  in  preparing  an  honor  course  in  Arts.  (Hear,  hear.)  I  must  vote  against  the 
resolution  of  my  friend  Dr.  Rogers. 

Dr.  Brock — Mr.  President,  I  am  very  sorry  to  rise  at  this  late  hour,  but  it  would  be 
an  impossibility  for  me  to  vote  on  this  question  without  making  a  few  remarks.  The  man- 
ner in  which  this  subject  has  been  received  shows  its  importance.  There  have  been  solid 
arguments  used  here  both  for  and  against ;  the  subject  has  been  ridiculed,  evidently  with 
the  hope  that  using  that  sort  of  argument  might  destroy  the  desire  of  the  members  of  this 
Council  to  raise  the  standard  of  education.  Some  fifteen  years  ago  the  division  which  I  repre- 
sent was  then  the  largest  division  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  having  probably  four  or  five 
hundred  members  in  its  constituency — three  or  four  hundred  members  anyway.  A  reso- 
lution was  brought  in  and  passed  at  Mount  Forest  demanding  that  the  standard  should  be 
raised  to  the  B.A.  degree.  No  one  spoke  against  it.  The  profession  all  seemed  to 
require  that.  (Hear,  hear.)  Since  then  I  have  learned  a  great  deal  ;  I  have  been  in  this 
Council,  and  I  am  now  a  member  of  it.  I  believe  the  arguments  used  this  morning  are 
such  that  it  would  not  be  expedient  for  this  Council  at  this  time  to  pass  this  resolution  ; 
but  I  agree  almost  entirely  with  every  word  my  friend  Dr.  Dickson  has  said.  I  doubt  very 
much  if  his  remarks  are  not  such  as  to  meet  with  the  ap])roval  of  nearly  every  medical  man 
scattered  throughout  the  country.  I  know  it  would  be  well  for  me  had  I  been  able  to 
obtain  a  B.A.  degree;  I  find  in  pursuing  my  practice,  amongst  my  brother  practitioners, 
that  the  men  who  have  been  school  teachers  are  anumgst  our  most  successful  practitioners 
in  every  respect.  That  may  be  only  in  my  own  locality  ;  but  I  believe  if  you  could  examine 
the  (luestitm  from  that  standpoint  you  would  find  that  the  course  of  study  })ursued  by  those 
school  teachers  has  aided  theui  all  in  tlie  practice  of  their  ])rofession.  I  would  like  to 
sj)eak  on  this  subject  for  some  time  were  it  not  so  late  ;  [  will,  liowever,  simply  ask  my 
friend  Dr.  Rogers,  and  his  seconder,  to  withdraw  this  resolution,  and  not  take  a  vote  on  it 
at  present. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I   want  to  give  an  opinion  of  a  very  eminent  scholar,   the  late  Hon. 
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Thomas  Moss,  on  the  question  of  an  Arts  course  to  a  student  :  "Some  years  ago  I  had  an 
interest  in  a  young  man  who  was  going  to  study  medicine.  I  consulted  him  in  reference  to 
taking  an  Arts  course  ;  "  and  he  said  to  me,  "Dr.  Thorburn,  I  tell  you  if  this  youth  is  a 
brilliant  young  man,  if  he  is  going  to  be  an  honor  man,  give  him  an  Arts  course  ;  but  if  he 
is  an  ordinary  every-day  young  man,  put  him  to  medicine  at  once." 

Dr.  Rogers — I  only  want  a  few  minutes  to  reply,  and  I  shall  leave  the  resolution  with 
you  to  refer  it  to  the  Education  Committee,  or  take  a  vote  on  it.  I  hardly  think  it  would 
be  fair  to  take  a  vote  on  it  with  this  depleted  Council  ;  it  would  not  be  fair  to  the  resolution 
or  to  me.  If  that  is  proposed,  I  shall  have  to  take  some  other  method  of  prolonging  the 
discussion,  or  ask  for  an  adjournment.  I  want  to  reply  as  briefly  as  I  can  to  some  of  the 
speakers.  I  do  not  advocate  adopting  the  standard  of  a  B.A.  degree  to  come  into  force  at 
once.  It  would  seem,  however,  that  the  speakers  were  not  aware  of  the  contents  of  the 
resolution,  although  it  has  been  read  three  times  already  Nobody  ever  advocated  that  this 
resolution  is  to  be  carried  out  and  put  in  force  to-day  ;  it  is  only  a  resolution  put  on  the 
books  of  this  Council,  to  come  into  effect  four  years  from  to-day,  and  if  it  became  necessary 
you  could  change  it  in  the  future  before  it  comes  into  force. 

Dr.  Geikie — It  is  not  for  election  purposes  at  all. 

Dr.  Rogers — No.  It  is  a  very  strange  thing,  but  every  time  any  member  of  this  Coun- 
cil attempts  to  increase  the  matriculation  requirements,  then  every  time  there  has  been  one 
member  of  this  Council  at  least,  who  is,  of  course,  a  very  highly  educated  man — a  man  who 
is  thoroughly  honest  in  everything  pertaining  to  medicince,  the  worthy  Dean  of  Trinity,  who 
always  fairly  clamors  to  raise  the  standard  of  matriculation  !  !  I  have  never  heard  that 
worthy  gentleman  speak  on  this  question,  but  he  said  he  is  striving  to  build  up  matriculation 
standard.  We  all  know* that,  but  I  notice  some  of  the  members  are  laughing!!  We  all 
know  that  he  is  the  Dean  of  a  school,  and,  consequently,  we  are  all  aware,  or  we  think  we 
are  aware,  why  he  wants  to  keep  the  standard  down  as  low  as  possible  ;  because  he  wants 
just  a  little  grist  brought  to  his  mill.  He,  of  course,  is  not  interested  ;  he  has  no  interest 
at  all  ;  he  never  had  any  interest.  But  it  is  a  strange  thing  he  almost  becomes  what  one 
would  call  hysterical  every  time  the  question  of  raising  the  standard  of  matriculation  in  this 
Council  is  brought  forward.  He  clamors  and  raises  a  great  deal  of  hubbub,  and  he  says,  in 
effect,  if  you  attempt  to  raise  the  standard  of  matriculation,  you  will  hurt  my  school,  you 
will  stop  the  grist  to  my  mill,  so  please  don't  do  it.  I  want  to  say  just  two  or  three  words  in 
regard  to  some  of  the  speakers,  like  my  friends  Dr.  Williams  and  Dr.  Britton,  and,  I  think, 
Dr.  Barrick,  though  I  am  not  sure,  about  the  fearfulness  of  this  Council  in  attempting  to 
raise  the  standard  of  matriculation.  Why  ?  Because  Mr.  Ross  a  few  years  ago  raised  his 
hand  up,  and  said,  thus  far  you  shall  go,  but  no  further.  And  who  was  it,  I  wonder,  that 
got  Mr.  Ross  to  do  that  1  I  wonder  if  the  schools,  the  teachers,  the  representatives  of  the 
schools  of  this  Province  were  not  the  ones  that  induced  Mr.  lloss  to  do  that  ? 

Dr.  BuiTroN — Mr.  President,  I  stand  up  here  to  object  in  the  strongest  terms  possible 
to'any  member  of  this  Council  being  allowed  by  you  to  attribute  any  motives  of  that  kind  to 
representatives  of  schools,  or  to  allow  any  man  to  make  a  misstatement,  by  saying  repre- 
sentatives of  the  schools  were  the  parties  who  instigated  Mr.  Ross  to  take  that  course. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  did  not  say  that ;  I  said,  "  I  wonder." 

Dr.  Geikie— I  join  in  the  objection  made  by  Dr.  Britton. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  say,  every  word  I  uttered  was  parliamentary.  I  have  not  used  one  word 
that  could  be  taken  exception  to  as  being  unparliamentary. 

Dr.  Britton  ^Dr.  Rogers  has  apologized  for  using  that  particular  expression  with 
reference  to  teaching  institutions. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  did  not  apologize  for  it. 

The  President — There  appears  to  be  a  misunderstanding  as  to  what  Dr.  Rogers  said. 
I  will  now  ask  the  stenographer  to  read  the  remarks  of  Dr.  Rogers. 

The  Stenographer  read  :  "And  who  was  it,  I  wonder,  that  got  Mr.  Ross  to  do  that? 
I  wonder  if  the  schools,  the  teachers,  the  representatives  of  the  schools  of  this  Province  were 
not  the  ones  that  induced  Mr.  Ross  to  do  that." 

Dr.  Rogers — I  will  stand  by  those  words  as  parliamentary,  and  I  will  not  withdraw 
one  word,  and  I  will  not  apologize  for  it.  I  have  not  used  one  syllable,  not  one  word  but 
what  is  parliamentary 

Dr.  Britton — Mr.  President,  do  you  rule  tliat  it  is  correct  that  a  member  who  expresses 
a  suspicion  in  that  way,  reflecting  to  that  extent  upon  me,  and  others  ?  for  a  man  who 
"wonders"  expresses  a  suspicion.  Do  you,  Mr.  President,  r\ile  that  that  is  parliamentary 
language  ? 

The  President — It  is  very  questionable  whether  the  language  Dr.  Rogers  used  implied 
suspicion. 

Dr.  Britton — Dr.  Rogers  said,  "I  wonder."  That  is  equivalent  to  saying,  "  I  have 
a  suspicion.'' 
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Dr,  Rogers— I  object  very  strongly  to  Dr.  Britton  getting  up  and  interrupting,  and 
putting  words  in  my  mouth  which  I  never  used.  The  President  has  ruled,  and  I  deny  that 
I  even  hinted  a  suspicion  against  any  university  representative.  If  Dr.  Britton  takes  it  in 
that  way,  I  will  withdraw  all  suspicion  from  him,  and  from  every  university  member  of  this 
Council.  I  did  not  use  the  words  "of  this  Council,"  but  "of  this  Province."  I  have 
always  found  the  representatives  of  the  schools  of  this  Province,  the  moment  they  fear  their 
schools  are  going  to  be  injured,  get  up  immediately  and  object  ;  they  interrupt  you  so  that 
you  cannot  speak.  It  is  utterly  impossible  in  this  Council  to  speak  because  you  will  be 
interrupted  in  that  way.  It  is  unjust,  and  it  renders  free  and  fair  discussion  impossible.  I 
brought  this  question  up  fairly  and  honorably  before  this  Council.  I  gave  notice  of  it.  I 
let  Dr.  Britton  speak  to  his  heart's  content,  and  I  never  interrupted  him  or  any  other  repre- 
sentative. I  am  not  irrevocably  committed  to  the  standard  named  in  this  resolution.  I  am 
not  so  sure  that  the  adoption  of  this  standard  would  be  right  ;  but  I  say  we  have  a  right  to 
give  four  years'  notice,  and  if  you  find  in  that  four  years,  after  you  have  given  this  notice 
about  your  matriculation,  that  this  standard  is  not  the  best,  it  is  almost  puerile  to  say  you 
cannot  cancel  the  section  and  change  the  standard.  You  have  only  given  notice  that  in 
four  years  you  will  do  it ;  but  if  in  two  or  three  years  you  want  to  change  it,  you  can  change 
it.  To  say  we  are  going  to  adopt  this  B.A.  standard  now  is  absurd,  because  the  motion 
itself  shows  that  is  not  the  case,  but  it  permits  the  Council  to  adopt  this  standard  in  four 
years,  if  we  wish  it.  I  object  in  the  strongest  possible  language  I  can  bring  here  which  is 
parliamentary,  to  the  fact  ihat  in  the  past  and  in  the  present,  every  time  a  motion  to  raise 
the  standard  of  matriculation  is  brought  here — I  say  it  not  with  any  personal  objection 
to  the  representatives  from  the  schools— but  they  try,  there  is  no  doubt,  both  in  the 
Committee  of  Education  and  in  the  Council,  to  balk  the  attempt,  and  thus  override  the 
well-known  wishes  of  the  medical  profession  of  Ontario.  The  feeling  has  got  into  the 
profession  all  over  Ontario  that  the  schools  are  stifling  matriculation  advancement  ;  it  is 
here  to  stay  ;  and  any  territorial  man  who  would  go  to  the  profession  to-day,  and  say 
he  does  not  want  to  raise  the  matriculation  standard,  and  does  not  believe  in  it,  I 
believe  he  can  be  beaten  by  a  very  much  inferior  man  who  will  advocate  raising  the  standard. 
Every  time  we  attempt  anything  like  raising  the  standard  of  matriculation,  or  increasing  the 
curriculum  of  studies,  what  do  we  find  ?  We  find  that  because  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross,  in 
1896,  stopped  us,  therefore  we  dare  not  do  it  again.  Does  this  Council  not  know,  or  is 
it  not  a  fact,  that  we  have  a  petition  signed  by  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty  old  medical 
men  of  this  Province  to  the  Government,  and  this  petition  was  signed  chiefly  on  account 
of  Mr.  Ross'  interference  ;  that  the  petition  was  laid  before  the  Government,  and  the 
Hon.  Mr.  Ross  practically  said  he  would  never  interfere  with  matriculation  again.  I 
believe  Mr.  Ross  daVe  not  interfere  with  this  Council  again  with  regard  to  matriculation, 
and  I  use  the  word  "dare"  advisedly.  He  said  he  would  not,  and  he  said  it  was  done 
in  1896  because  there  were  a  large  number  of  students  who  could  not  pass  their  matricu- 
lation, and  that  he  and  the  Government  thought  it  was  a  hardship,  and  he  interf  -red 
then  simply  because  he  wanted  to  clear  the  slate  once  for  all.  The  slate  was  cleared 
then,  at  that  time  ;  and  a  year  ago  this  last  winter  he  said  he  would  never  interfere  with 
matriculation  again.  Therefore,  that  bugaboo,  that  we  dare  not  interfere  with  or  raise 
our  matriculation,  or  the  Government  would  clip  our  wings,  as  Dr.  Williams  says,  is  not 
borne  out  by  the  facts. 

Dr.  WiLLiAiMS — There  was  a  pretty  full  committee  in  the  presence  of  the  Hon.  Mr. 
Ross  when  Dr.  Rogers  understood  he  used  that  language  ;  and  I  believe  I  am  safe  in 
saying  that  not  another  member  of  the  committee  present  understood  Dr.  Ross  to  state 
he  would  not  again  interfere. 

Dr.  Britton — I  corroborate  what  Dr.  Williams  says  in  the  matter. 

Dr.  Barrick — So  can  I. 

Dr.  Geikie — So  can  I. 

Dr.  Rogers — My  recollection  is  good,  and  I  am  satisfied  others  would  bear  me  out 
that  that  is  what  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross  said.  But  I  will  go  a  little  further  :  that  when  the 
time  comes  for  this  Medical  Council  to  shape  its  course  always  so  that  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross 
will  be  satisfied  ;  when  the  time  comes  that  the  med>cal  profession  and  this  Council  are 
such  great  nonentities  in  the  medical  affairs  of  this  Pi-ovince  that  they  dare  not  do  anything 
towards  regulating  the  standard  of  pre-medical  and/ medical  education  without  the  consent 
of  the  Hon.  G.  W.  Ross,  then  I  think  that  we  should  wipe  out  the  Medical  Act  altogether, 
and  let  the  Government  run  our  affairs  ami  })(«ir  the  necessary  expense.  I  want  to  say 
another  word  in  regard  to  Tnterprovincial  Regis|»ration.  Is  it  possible  we  will  ever  have  it  .^ 
I  emphatically  state  that  when  that  time  conv^s,  even  supposing  you  ])a8s  this  resolution, 
you  could  ftmind  your  matriculation  in  any  w/iy  to  suit  the  exigencies  of  the  case.  1  think, 
too,  it  is  not  imperative  for  us  to  have  this  [resolution  rescinded  in  order  to  secure  Inter- 
provincial  Registration.     However,  I  have  nOj  wish  or  desire  to  force  on  this  Council  any 
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resolution  the  members  do  not  seem  to  like,  and  as  a  great  many  members  now,  at  this 
dinner  hour,  have  left,  on  the  consent  of  my  seconder  I  beg  to  withdraw  the  resolution. 

Dr.  Moore — I  rise  to  a  question  of  privilege.  I  am  sorry  to  hear  Dr.  Rogers  make  such 
sweeping  assertions  as  he  has,  that  the  school  men  or  college  representatives  have  at  all 
times  and  under  all  circumstances  opposed  the  raising  of  the  standard  of  matriculation.  The 
older  members  of  this  Council,  who  were  members  of  it  before  Dr.  Rogers  became  a  member, 
will  remember  that  I,  years  before  he  was  a  member  of  this  Council  at  all 

Dr.  Rogers — Excuse  me.     I  didn't  say  "all,"    I  said  "some." 

Dr.  Moore — I  moved,  and  moved  unsuccessfully,  on  two  occasions  to  raise  the  standard  ; 
and  I  say,  more  than  that,  from  that  day  to  this  I  have  never  interfered  with  the  raising  of 
the  standard  of  matriculation.     I  think  Dr.  Williams  can  bear  me  out  in  that. 

Dr.  Rogers — That  is  quite  so. 

Dr.  Geikie — From  the  time  I  have  been  a  member  of  this  Council — twenty-one  years, 
I  think,  now — I  have  always  been  in  favor  of  a  reasonable,  proper,  gradual  advance  in  gen- 
eral education.      When  the  matriculation  was  next  to.  nothing 

Dr.  Campbell — I  rise  to  a  question  of  order.  Under  our  rules  the  debate  is  concluded. 
The  mover  was  the  only  one  who  had  a  right  to  speak  and  make  his  final  reply. 

The  President — Dr.  Campbell's  question  of  order  is  well  taken. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  think  a  question  of  privilege  is  always  in  order,  and  I,  as  a  school 
representative,  rise  to  this  point  :  Dr.  Rogers  accuses  school  men  of  always  opposing 
progress.  The  only  answer  I  can  make  to  that  is,  I  have  never  opposed  progress  on  the 
Committee  of  Education,  only  just  where  I  saw  it  was  going  to  conflict  with  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  Council  ;  and  school  men  are  better  qualified  to  judge  these  points  than  men  who 
are  not  school  men.  Dr.  Rogers  is  not  a  school  man.  School  men  know  the  difficulties, 
and  are  better  able  to  judge  on  these  points. 

Dr.  Dickson — As  seconder  of  the  motion,  I  would  like  to  say  I  have  no  objection  to  it 
being  withdrawn. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  have  no  objection  to  a  higher  standard. 

The  Council  granted  leave  to  Dr.  Rogers  to  withdraw  his  motion  ;  and  the  motion  was 
withdrawn. 

Dr.  Brock  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  that  the  Council  do  now  adjourn  to  2.30 
o'clock  p.m.     Carried. 

The  Council  adjourned  to  2.30  o'clock  p.m. 


AFTERNOON   SESSION. 

The  Council  met  at  2.30  o'clock  p.m.,  in  accordance  with  the  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President,  Dr.  Luton,  in  the  chair,  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  : 
Drs.  Armour,  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emery,  Fowler. 
Geikie,  Griffin,  Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McCrimmon, 
McLaughlin,  Rogers,  Roome,  Sangster,  Spence,  Taylor,  Thorburn,  Thornton,  Williams. 

The  Registrar  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  which  were  confirmed  and  signed 
by  the  President. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Sangster — Are  notices  of  motion  in  order  before  the  motion  of  which  I  gave 
notice  ? 

The  President — I  believe  it  was  understood  yesterday  that  the  motion  of  Dr.  Sangster 
would  be  proceeded  with  as  the  first  order  of  business  of  the  day,  therefore  Dr.  Sangster 
has  the  floor. 

The  President  read  Dr.  Sangster's  motion  as  follows  :  Moved  by  Dr.  Sangster, 
seconded  by  Dr.  Henry,  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  all  institutions  which  have  ceased 
to  exist  or  which  have  at  present  nierely  held  their  charter  in  abeyance,  no  longer  teaching 
medicine,  or  granting  degrees  thereiii,  are  not  entitled  to  continued  representation  in  this 
body. 

Dr.  Griffin — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  The  point  of  order  I  wish  to  make  is  that  this 
motion  is  not  in  order,  and  I  would  ask  the  ruling  of  the  chair  on  that  point.  On  a  question 
of  privilege  I  wish  to  protest  against  the  words  of  Dr.  Sangster,  as  reported,  that  Victoria 
University,  which  I  represent  on  this  Council,  has  ceased  to  be  a  corporate  body  and  no 
longer 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  You  can  only  deal  with  one  thing  at  a 
time.  If  Dr.  Grifiin  has  a  point  of  order  to  state,  let  him  state  it,  and  let  that  be  settled 
before  he  goes  on  to  a  point  of  privilege. 
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The  President — Dr.  McLaughlin's  point  is  well  taken. 

Dr.  Griffin — The  point  I  wish  to  raise  is  whether  this  motion  is  in  order  or  not.  It 
strikes  nie  that  it  is  a  legal  question — a  question  upon  which  this  Council  has  no  right  to 
pass,  and,  if  it  did  pass,  that  the  motion  would  have  no  weight  whatever  and  would  be 
without  effect. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  no  objection  to  let  that  point  prevail,  and  shall  seek  another 
opportunity  of  bringing  the  matter  before  the  Council. 

The  President — Do  you  ask  to  have  the  motion  withdrawn  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — No.  I  said  I  have  no  objection  to  the  President  ruling  in  Dr.  Griftin's 
favor,  because  I  shall  seek  another  opportunity  of  bringing  it  in  in  another  form  before  the 
Council. 

The  President — Inasmuch  as  this  resolution  undertakes  to  do  something  that  I  believe 
to  be  without  our  power  to  do,  when  the  Legislature  by  enactment  has  said  that  these 
members  have  a  right  here,  for  us  to  undertake  to  say  that  they  have  not  a  right  here  would 
be  disposing  of  a  legal  question.  1  think  a  question  of  that  kind  would  not  be  in  order,  and 
I  so  rule. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  rise  to  a  matter  of  privilege.  The  gentleman  who  asked  as  a  matter 
of  privilege  said  that  in  my  remarks  on  the  day  I  spoke  to  that  motion  I  declared  that 
Victoria  University,  my  own  Alma  Mater,  had  no  longer  a  corporate  existence.  I  ask  that 
the  stenographer  read  my  remarks  in  order  to  settle  whether  I  made  use  of  such  words 
or  not. 

Dr.  Griffin — I  merely  judge  from  the  newspaper  reports  which  I  read  ;  unfortunately 
I  had  no  other  way  of  finding  out. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  also  rise  to  a  question  of  privilege.  It  was  stated  by  Dr.  Sangster 
that  I  was  holding  my  position  illegally,  and  I  have  been  challenged  more  than  once  since 
those  remarks  were  made  by  parties  in  the  street.  I  maintain  his  remarks  tend  to  weaken 
my  position  as  a  citizen  and  as  a  member  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  Sangster — Is  Dr.  Thorburn  speaking  from  newspaper  reports  ? 

Dr.  Thorburn — No  ;  from  hearsay.  Did  not  Dr.  Sangster  say  the  institution  I  repre- 
sented was  not  entitled  to  representation  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — Should  not  be  entitled  to  it. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  am  here  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  and  I  intend  to  remain  here  until 
that  Parliament  sees  fit  to  discharge  me,  and  I  do  not  think  it  is  fair  for  one  gentleman  to 
make  statements  to  damage  another's  reputation  unless  he  is  justified.  1  happen  to  know 
something  about  this  Council,  of  which  we  all  seem  very  proud,  and  of  which  we  may  well 
be  proud  ;  I  happen  to  be  one  of  the  originators  of  this  Council,  one  of  the  two  only  now 
living.  We  had  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  in  getting  this  Council  organized  ;  and  now,  at 
the  first  opportunity  you  have,  you  wish  to  decapitate  the  representatives  of  the  faculty.  I 
do  not  think  it  is  fair,  because  without  the  Toronto  School  of  Medicine  you  would  not  be 
here  to-day.  At  the  inception  of  this  Council  we  took  the  question  up,  and  we  were 
supported  by  Kingston,  by  Dr.  Dickson  who  is  now  dead,  and  our  late  treasurer,  Dr. 
Aikins,  and  poor  Henry  Wright,  who  is  not  able  to  be  with  us.  We  fought  this  thing  for 
years,  until  we  got  the  Act  passed  ;  and  many  a  hard  fight  we  had  for  it,  and  much  opposi- 
tion was  heaped  upon  us  ;  but  we  have  all  lived  to  see  the  profession  enjoy  the  privilege  of 
an  institution  that  no  other  country  in  the  world  has  an  equal  to.  Some  years  ago  a  com- 
mittee on  legislation  was  appointed  to  go  to  the  Assembly  to  ask  for  certain  changes,  or 
some  additions  to  our  powers,  and,  without  authority,  they  expressed  a  desire  to  the 
Government  that  certain  representations  should  cease  to  exist.  They  failed  in  that,  and  not 
only  in  that,  but  they  added  another  to  the  number 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think. Dr.  Thorburn  is  going  beyond  the  question  of  privilege  ;  he 
is  discussing  other  matters. 

Dr.  Thorburn — The  principal  thing  Dr.  Sangster  said,  to  which  I  took  exception,  was 
that  I  had  no  right  to  be  here — that  the  school  which  I  represent  is  not  entitled  to  repre- 
sentation. I  say  it  is  as  much  so  as  any  other  right  Parliament  can  make  ;  it  is  in  the 
original  charter,  which  has  never  been  annulled,  and  I  intend  to  sit  here  as  long  as  that  Act 
remains  unchanged. 

Dr.  Geikie,  on  a  question  of  privilege — In  1887,  when  I  first  was  chosen  to  represent 
my  corporation  in  the  Medical  College,  my  position  was  questioned,  and  the  Council  felt  so 
certain  the  objection  was  right  that  I  was  UAd  Trinity  University  was  represented  and  with 
it  our  College.  I  at  once  left,  and  put  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  best  counsel  in  tlie 
city,  and  the  Medical  Council  i)ut  it  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier.  It  was  not  very  k)ng 
before  Mr.  Osier  intimated  that  what  I  told  the  President,  just  before  I  left,  was  (juite 
correct,  that  I  had  as  good  a  right  as  he  or  any  other  member  had  to  be  here.  I  have  V)een 
here  by  Act  of  Parliament  ever  since,  and  I  intend  to  stay  here.  Ours  is  an  active  teaching 
College,  as  you  all  know. 
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Dr.  Fowler — It  is  a  matter  of  great  unpleasantness  to  be  told  almost  bluntly  that  we  are 
in  a  position  of  imposing  upon  the  good  nature  of  this  Council  ;  intruding,  in  fact,  and  have 
no  right  whatever  to  be  here  at  all.  I  represent  a  college  which  received  its  charter  long 
before  this  College  was  instituted  ;  and  we  agreed  to  allow  our  powers,  the  right  to  give 
the  power  to  practice  in  Ontario,  to  stand  in  abeyance  in  consideration  of  our  being  given 
the  right  of  representation  in  this  Council.  Give  us  back  this  power  and  we  will  be  very 
glad  to  allow  Dr.  Sangster  and  others  to  run  the  affair  themselves. 

Dr.  Griffin —  I  would  also  like  to  speak  to  a  matter  of  privilege  which  I  had  not  the 
opportunity  of  doing  when  I  raised  the  point  of  order.  My  standing  in  this  Council  has 
also  been  impeached  by  Dr.  Sangster,  and  I  would  like  to  protest  against  it.  I  follow  the 
representative,  the  late  Dr.  Rosebrugh,  who  held  the  position  as  representative  of  Victoria 
University  here  for  a  great  number  of  years,  and  I  am  not  aware  that  his  standing  was  ever 
called  in  question.  There  is  no  doubt  whatever,  according  to  my  reading  of  the  Act,  and 
according  to  the  reading  of  other  gentlemen  here,  that  /Victoria  University  is  entitled  to  a 
representative  on  this  body.  Victoria  has  surrendered  none  of  its  powers  ;  it  holds  its 
charter  to-day,  and  it  always  has.  True,  it  is  connected  in  a  tentative  way  with  Toronto 
University  ;  but  that  may  be  severed  at  any  moment  and  there  are  indications  that  dissolution 
may  not  be  very  far  distant.  At  the  same  time  Victoria  still  holds  all  its  powers,  and,  while 
it  holds  them  in  abeyance,  Victoria  has  a  very  large  number  of  graduates,  some  eight  or  nine 
hundred,  that  recognizes  her  as  their  Alma  Mater,  scattered  throughout  this  country,  and  some 
no  doubt  on  the  other  side  of  the  line.  These  graduates  have  a  right  to  representation  here, 
and  the  authorities  of  Victoria  University  insist  that  their  rights  shall  be  acknowledged  ;  they 
insist  that  the  rights  of  their  representative  to  sit  in  this  body  is  a  legal  right,  one  that  they 
have  always  held  and  always  claimed  and  will  always  exercise  under  their  Act  of  incoporation. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  a  notice  of  motion  to  give  that  I  confess,  although  not  a  very 
timid  man,  I  almost  hesitate  to  give.  I  gave  notice  of  motion  the  other  day  in  a  way  that  I 
thought  would  not  incite  any  bitterness  in  the  discussion  of  it.  There  is  a  wide  feeling 
throughout  the  country  in  regard  to  it.  My  motion  that  has  been  ruled  out  of  order  simply 
asks  that  the  matter  should  be  discussed  in  Council  and  settled  once  and  for  all  so  far  as  this 
Council  can  settle  it.  I  do  not  think  the  terms  in  which  I  introduced  the  resolution  were 
such  as  to  warrant  the  ascription  of  animosity  that  has  been  made  to  me  incidentally  this 
afternoon  ;  and  I  ask  the  gentlemen  of  the  Council  present  whether  my  remarks  on  that 
occasion  excited  or  warranted  the  bitterness  with  which  the  motion  has  been  received.  How- 
ever, I  can  bring  the  matter  up  in  a  form  in  which  you  cannot  rule  it  out  of  order.  Amongst 
the  gentlemen  who  profess  to  feel  so  much  confidence  in  their  positions  I  must  confess  there 
is  a  marvellous  desire  to  have  it  ruled  out  of  order. 

I  give  notice  that  I  will  at  a  future  session  of  the  Council  move  that  it  is  not  in  the 
interests  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  that  educational  institutions 
not  teaching  medicine  or  granting  degrees  therein  shall  continue  to  have  representation  in 
this  Council  ;  and  that  legislation  be  directed  to  the  removal  of  the  existing  injustice  in  that 
respect  shall  be  sought  for  on  the  first  expedient  occasion. 

The  President — That  will  be  quite  in  order. 

Dr.  Douglas  gave  notice  that  at  a  future  meeting  he  will  introduce  a  by-law  to  fix  the 
time  and  place  for  holding  examinations  and  appointing  examiners. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  gave  notice  in  regard  to  the  appointment  of  Thomas  Wasson  as 
Prosecutor  for  the  Council. 

Reading  of  Communications,  Petitions,  Etc.,  to  the  Council. 
None. 

Motions  of  which  Notice  had  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Dr.  Rogers  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  that  the  by-law  levying  the  annual 
assessment  be  now  read  a  first  time.     Carried. 

Dr.  Rogers  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  that  the  Council  go  into  Counnittee  of 
the  Whole  and  read  the  by-law  a  second  time.     Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Dr.  Sangster  in  the  chair. 

The  Chairman  read  the  first  clause  of  the  by-law. 

Dr.  Rogers  moved  that  the  clause  be  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Armour — Mr.  Chairmari,  I  am  opposed  to  this  clause  of  the  by-law  being  adopted  ; 
and  I  am  rather  surprised  that  Dr.  Rogers  should  think  it  necessary  at  the  present  time 
considering  all  that  has  gone  before  to  move  a  by-law  of  that  kind.  He  should  know 
that  although    this    Council    has  existed  for  four  years  now,  that  we    have   the    right  by 
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statute  to  assess  two  dollars  a  year  on  the  profession,  which  would  amount  to  eight 
dollars  in  all,  during  the  existence  of  this  Council  ;  that  this  Council  has  already  assessed 
on  every  member  of  the  profession,  in  Ontario  ten  dollars  since  it  was  elected  in  1894.  So 
far  we  have  assessed,  during  the  four  years  of  the  Council's  existence,  just  ten  dollars 
on  each  member  of  the  profession,  or  an  aggregate  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  on  the 
profession  in  Ontario.  If  this  by-law  should  be  entertained  now  it  will  result  that  during 
the  existence  of  the  present  Council  in  about  thirty  thousand  dollars  having  been  assessed 
on  the  profession.  I  have  no  doubt  that  if  there  was  a  legitimate  requirement  for  this 
assessment,  and  for  these  funds,  the  profession  would  not  particularly  object  ;  but  it 
seems  to  me  clear  enough  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  it,  whatever  there  has  been  in 
the  past.  There  has  been  a  difference  of  opinion  about  that.  I  have  held  all  along  that 
we  could  get  along  without  this  assessment ;  and  we  are  now  in  a  very  much  better  posi- 
tion than  we  have  been  before  for  many  years. 

In  1895  the  Council  had  an  outstanding  indebtedness  of  seven  thousand  dollars  ;  in  1896 
our  floating  indebtedness  was  four  thousand  four  hundred  dollars  ;  in  1897  it  was  three 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ;  and  now,  in  1898,  we  have  an  indebtedness  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  and  a  cash  balance  in  the  bank  of  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine  dollars,  leaving  us 
about  even.  It  would  have  been  very  much  better  if  the  by-law  had  been  left  until  after 
the  Finance  Committee's  Report  had  been  considered  ;  we  could  then  approach  it  in  a  more 
intelligent  manner.  But  I  have  the  figures  in  regard  to  our  financial  report  which  I  will 
require  to  use  somewhat  prematurely  to  meet  and  to  properly  oppose  this  by-law  of 
Dr.  Rogers. 

The  estimated  receipts  for  the  incoming  year  are  : 

Cash  on  hand   $839  00

Registration  fees 1,600  00 

Office  rents,  etc 3,500  00 

Fees  for  professional  examinations 9,800  00 

or,  in  all,  about  $20,800.  Now,  I  might  transpose  that  a  little.  We  have  also  outstand- 
ing assessment  dues  amounting  to  about  six  thousand  dollars  ;  that  is,  without  the  assess- 
ment that  is  proposed  to  be  provided  for  by  this  by-law,  we  have  assessments  to  that 
amount.  If  you  put  it  in  that  way  and  add  the  six  thousand  dollars  instead  of  the  five 
thousand  dollars  proposed  to  be  asssessed — and  I  might  say  the  means  to  collect  it  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Registrar,  and  there  is  no  difiiculty  whatever  in  its  collection,  or  there  is 
supposed  to  be  no  difficulty — that  would  leave  about  twenty-one  thousand  eight  hundred 
dollars  for  the  year,  and  these  estimates  are  very  low.  They  would  be  probably  greatly 
exceeded. 

The  expenditure  for  the  coming  year  we  have  estimated  as  follows  :

In  all  about  §17,500.  And  we  have  to  offset  this,  in  estimating  the  rccei])ts,  $21,800,  leaving 
a  balance  of  several  thousand  dollars  in  favor  of  the  Council  without  the  assessment  of  the 
annual  fee. 

Dr.  R()(;krs — The  Register  has  n<»t  been  incliidtMl  in  tli;it. 
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Dr.  Armour — Yes  it  has,  but  there  is  one  item  of  this  particular  expenditure  that  I 
have  always  opposed  assessing  an  annual  fee  to  meet,  and  that  is,  the  maintenance  of  the 
building.  For  the  past  year  we  have  received  in  rents  $3,437  and  I  estimate  the  portion  of 
the  building  used  by  the  Council  as  worth  about  one  thousand  dollars,  leaving  the  income 
from  the  building  at  $4,437.00.     It  has  cost  us  to  maintain  the  building  as  follows  : 

^General  maintenance $4,379.00 

Interest  on  mortgage 2, 100.00 

Interest  on  invested  capital  :  There  are  some  twenty-eight  thousand  dollars  invested  in 
this  building,  and  taking  that  at  five  per  cent,  would  amount  to  $1,400.00,  making  in  all 
$7,879.00.  The  net  loss  of  carrying  this  building  during  the  past  year  has  amounted  to 
$3,442. 00.  I  think  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  detain  you  longer.  I  hope  that  this  clause  of 
the  by-law  will  not  pass. 

Dr.  Rogers — The  matter  is  so  well  known  to  the  members  of  this  Council,  and  it  has 
been  threshed  out  so  often  in  the  past,  and  we  have  considered  it  so  many  times,  that  it 
seems  to  me  almost  superfluous  to  take  up  the  time  of  the  Council  in  the  last  day  of  our  meet- 
ing to  go  over  all  the  ground  again.  I  have  no  doubt  my  friend  Dr.  Armour  feels  he  wants 
to  place  himself  in  the  position  in  which  he  is  now  by  his  speaking,  but  I  do  not  think  there  is  a 
member  here  but  realizes  that  the  small  annual  fee  of  two  dollars  that  the  members  of  the 
College  pay  is  but  a  mere  bagatelle  to  all  the  privileges  which  they  receive.  Dr.  Armour  in 
his  tabulated  expenditures  did  not  take  into  consideration  one  item,  that  last  night  we  had 
arranged  to  issue  a  new  Register  this  year.  The  last  Register  cost  about  eight  hundred  dollars ; 
and  this  year  every  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  will  receive 
a  copy  of  this  Register.  Some  time  ago  I  said  that  in  other  places,  such  as  England,  they 
charged  about  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  for  a  copy  of  the  Register.  But  that  is  only 
part  and  parcel  of  the  great  body  of  arguments  which  may  be  advanced  and  would  be,  if  we 
had  time.  The  item  is  so  small,  and  yet  to  us  it  means  so  much,  that  rather  than  get  into  the 
financial  straits  we  were  in  two  or  three  years  ago  I  think  the  members  of  this  Council  will 
agree  that  it  is  better  to  keep  up  this  levy  for  a  few  years  longer  until  we  can  wipe  out  much 
of  the  floating  debt  and  get  into  a  better  financial  position.  I  hope,  therefore,  the  by-law 
will  pass  almost  without  dissent. 

Dr.  Thornton — I  object  to  this  clause  of  the  by-law  on  the  same  grounds  as  I  have  be- 
fore, and  I  will  not  take  up  your  time  on  it.  If  there  is  anything  in  connection  with  this 
Council  that  necessitates  the  tax,  and  it  is  beyond  our  power  to  remove  that  cause,  or  if  the 
well  being  of  the  Council  requires  it,  I  am  just  as  willing  to  vote  for  a  tax  of  two  dollars, 
three  dollars,  five  dollars,  or  ten  dollars  as  any  member  of  the  Council,  if  it  is  required.  But 
if  we  have  a  job  on  our  hands  that  is  necessitating  the  tax  and  there  is  little  or  no — I  almost 
think  no  effort — made  to  get  that  off  our  hands,  I  object  not  only  to  paying  two  dollars  but 
to  paying  one  single  cent.     That  is  simply  the  ground  I  take  on  it. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried, 
and  Clause  1  of  the  by-law  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  the  preamble  of  the  by-law. 

Dr.  Rogers  moved  that  the  preamble  be  adopted.      Carried. 

Dr.  Roome  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  that  the  committee  rise  and  report.    Carried. 

The  committee  rose.     The  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Rogers  moved,  seconded  by  Dr  Dickson,  that  the  by-law  for  levying  the  annual 
assessment  be  read  a  third  time,  passed,  numbered,  signed  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Armour  moved  in  amendment,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  by-law  No.  — 
to  assess  the  profession,  be  not  now  read  a  third  time,  but  that  it  be  referred  back  to  the 
committee  of  the  Whole  with  instructions  that  Clause  1  assessing  the  annual  tax  be 
struck  out. 

The  President  stated  the  amendment. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  only  desire  to  say  a  word  upon  that  motion.  I  think  the  members 
of  the  Council  know  that  I  have  always  taken  the  ground  that  no  class  of  people  should  be 
assessed  and  the  moneys  so  gathered  should  not  be  allocated  by  thi)se  who  are  not  the 
representatives  of  the  assessed.  That  has  been  my  ground  ;  it  is  a  plain  and  simple  principle 
that  people  who  are  taxed  should  always  have  a  voice  in  the  disposition  of  the  money  taxed. 
It  was  a  violation  of  that  very  principle  that  led  to  the  revolution  in  the  United  States  and 
made  the  separation  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  from  Britain.  The  people  there  were 
taxed  without  a  voice  in  the  Legislature  to  do  what  they  pleased  with  the  money  that  was 
raised  by  taxation.  Here  we  are  to-day  ;  it  is  true  a  certain  class  is  only  allowed  to  vote  upon 
this  question,  that  is,  along  the  line  of  the  principles  I  am  advocating,  but  beyond  that  every 
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member  of  this  Council  has  a  right  to  say  this  money  shall  be  used  for  this,  that  or  the  other, 
or  any  purpose  ;  and  it  is  because  of  the  violation  of  that  principle  I  object  to  this  by-law 
being  passed.  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  giving  my  money  freely,  giving  it  prodigally,  if 
necessary,  in  order  to  maintain  the  honor  and  dignity  of  the  profession  in  every  way  that  is 
necessary.  Quite  freely  would  I  do  that ;  but  under  the  present  position  of  the  Council  I 
think  the  principle  is  violated.  Perhaps  you  may  not  deem  it  of  any  importance,  but  I  do. 
I  have  taken  that  ground  from  the  first,  and  I  take  it  to-day  ;  and  therefore  I  feel  disposed  to 
vote  against  the  motion  and  in  favor  of  the  amendment. 

Dr.  Williams — I  may  say  I  cannot  but  think  that  Dr.  McLaughlin  is  rather  illogical  in 
the  position  he  takes  ;  he  contends  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  objected  because 
they  had  no  representation.  Now,  it  so  happens  that  the  medical  men  of  this  country  have 
representation  in  this  Council,  and  they  have  a  pretty  good  strong  representation.  The 
only  objection  that  Dr.  McLaughlin  has  is  because  they  are  associated  with  some  others 
whom,  he  thinks,  do  not  represent  the  profession  directly.  Now,  whether  he  thinks  so  or 
not,  we  are  pleased  to  represent  the  general  members  throughout  the  profession,  and  they 
have  a  representation  here,  and  they  have  a  majority  voice  in  the  expenditure  of  all  the 
money  that  is  spent.  I  am  a  good  deal  surprised  that  a  man  of  Dr.  McLaughlin's  expe- 
rience— a  man  who  has  been  in  Parliament  for  some  time — does  not  feel  that  when 
he  goes  into  an  elected  body  in  this  country — a  body  where  we  feel  that  the  majority, 
under  all  circumstances,  shall  rule,  it  is  his  duty  to  fall  in  line  with  the  majority,  enter  his 
protest  against  a  principle  at  any  time  he  likes;  but  as  a  constitutional  man,  living  in  a 
country  where  the  people  rule,  I  think  there  can  be  no  question  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
member  of  the  Council,  when  the  majority  carry  a  question,  to  stand  by  and  liberally  and 
faithfully  and  honorably  support  that  resolution.  I  do  not  think  there  is  room  for  two 
opinions  upon  this  matter.  What  kind  of  a  way  would  we  be  in  with  a  board  of  education 
if,  because  the  minority  did  not  agree,  they  were  to  turn  and  try  to  hinder  the  action  of  that 
body  ?  Take  it  in  any  body  where  we  have  representative  institutions  ;  would  it  not  be  the 
craziest  and  most  unconstitutional  course  that  could  possibly  be  followed  if  the  party  who 
happened  to  be  in  the  minority  should  try  to  hinder  the  action  of  majority  ?  I  certainly 
think  the  time  has  come  when  Dr.  McLaughlin  should  carefully  reconsider  his  position  and 
see  whether  he  is  not  putting  himself  in  a  position  that  he  would  not  himself  be  willing  to 
justify. 

Dr.  Henry — Mr.  President,  I  understand  some  of  the  speakers  to  say  there  were  $10 
collected  from  each  member  of  the  College  in  the  last  four  years. 

Dr.  Armour — Ten  dollars  in  four  years. 

Dr.  Rogers — That  is  not  so. 

Dr.  Henry — I  am  never  opposed  to  paying  the  annual  tax,  though  I  have  always  been 
opposed  to  the  method  of  collecting  it.  If  you  can  dispense  with  that  two  dollar  assessment, 
well  and  good  ;  but  I  do  not  see  where  you  are  going  to  get  the  money. 

Dr.  Rogers — The  statement  of  Dr.  Armour  that  we  levied  ten  dollars  during  this 
Council  is  totally  in  an  error.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Council  have  only  levied  six  dollars, 
four  dollars  was  for  other  years. 

Dr.  Armour — This  Council  levied  a  tax  of  six  dollars,  three  dollars  for  each  of  the 
subsequent  years,  which  makes  now  twelve  dollars,  if  this  is  entertained,  which  during  th  i 
present  Council  has  been  levied  against  every  member  of  the  profession  in  Ontario,  not  fo 
the  four  year?,  but  in  the  four  years. 

Dr.  Bray — It  is  a  pity  Dr.  Armour  did  not  state  why  that  eight  or  ten  dollars  had  been 
levied.  He  did  not  do  that.  He  would  leave  the  Council  to  infer  from  his  remarks  that 
this  Council,  instead  of  levying  two  dollars  a  year,  had  with  this  assessment  levied  three. 
That  is  not  correct  for  their  own  time.  What  Dr.  Armour  should  have  said  was  that 
during  the  time  the  Act  was  in  abeyance  two  years  elapsed,  and  the  Legislature  gave  the 
new  Council  power  to  levy  a  tax  for  those  two  years  that  had  passed.  The  members  of  the 
profession  are  not  paying  any  more  than  they  should  pay.  If  the  Act  had  been  in  force 
during  that  time  they  would  have  paid  two  dollars  each  year  ;  but  when  the  Government 
suspended  the  working  of  the  Act  they  left  it  in  the  power  of  this  Council  to  make  it  retro- 
active, and  to  go  back  that  two  years  and  levy  that  which  this  Council  had  a  perfect  right  to 
do,  and  which  they  have  done.  Consequently  we  are  not  paying  any  more  than  the  two 
dollars  a  year  for  the  three  years  this  Council  has  been  in  existence.  Dr.  Armour's  remarks 
are  misleading. 

Dr.  Armour — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  I  do  not  think  Dr.  Bray  has  any  right  to  say 
■my  remarks  are  misleading. 

Dr.  JiRAY — I  would  like  to  have  a  ruling  on  that  point  of  order. 

The  PRESIDKNT — I  cannot  see  that  Dr.  Bray  is  violating  any  point  of  order  in  saying 
that  what  any  other  member  says  is  misleading,  and  using  the  argument  afterwards  to 
back  it  up. 
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Dr.  Bray — I  am  satisfied  ;  and  I  repeat  it,  that  Dr.  Armour's  arguments  were 
misleading,  and  would  lead  this  Council  and  the  outside  public  and  the  newspapers  to  infer 
that  this  Council  has  levied  three  dollars  instead  of  tw^o.  They  certainly  have  levied  that, 
but  they  levied  it  for  two  years  during  which  the  members  of  the  College  had  not  paid  at 
all.  He  might  just  as  well  say  that  some  men  who  were  back  fourteen  or  fifteen  years 
ought  not  to  pay  fourteen  or  fifteen  dollars,  or  twice  that  amount,  in  one  year.  It  was  an 
honest  debt,  and  that  was  the  reason  they  had  to  pay  it.  That  is  why  I  am  taking  exception 
to  his  remarks.  I  do  not  think  there  is  a  single  member  of  the  medical  profession  in 
Ontario  that  thinks  two  dollars  a  year  too  much.  It  has  been  stated  there  is  no  necessity 
for  levying  this  fee,  but  our  financial  statement  shows  there  is  a  necessity  for  it ;  we  owe 
now  a  thousand  dollars  in  the  bank,  and  how  are  we  going  to  pay  it  unless  we  assess  the 
members?  Two  dollars  is  a  very  small  matter.  Every  other  legislative  body  in  Ontario 
that  has  corporate  existence  has  a  fee,  and  many  of  them  a  larger  fee  than  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario.  I  think  it  is  a  small  thing  indeed  to  quibble  about 
the  payment  of  this  two  dollars.  But  what  I  rose  to  say  was  that  Dr.  Armour's  remarks 
were  misleading,  and  that  the  profession  were  only  paying  what  they  were  justly  entitled 
to  pay. 

The  President  put  the  amendment  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  lost. 

Dr.  Armour  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  President  instructed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  Registrar 
took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  : 

Yeas — Drs.  Armour,  McLaughlin,  Sangster,  Thornton. 

Nays — Drs.  Barrick,  Bray,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Emory,  Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry, 
Logan,  Luton,   McCrimmon,   Rogers,   Roome,   Spence,   Williams. 

Two  absent.  Eight  (collegiate  representatives)  not  entitled  to  vote.  Four  yeas  and 
fifteen  nays. 

The  President  put  the  original  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it 
carried . 

The  by-law  received  its  third  reading. 

By-Law  No.  87. 

*  By-latv  to  levy  annual  fee. 

Whereas  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  that  an  annual  fee  be  paid  by  each  member  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  towards  the  general  expenses  of  the 
College  ;    and 

Whereas  the  Council  is  authorized  by  statute  to  pass  by-laws  for  this  purpose  ; 
Now,  therefore,  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  enacts 
as  follows  : 

That  each  member  of  the  College  shall  pay  to  the  Registrar  towards  the  general  expenses 
of  the  College  for  the  current  year  an  annual  fee  of  two  dollars  ($2.00),  pursuant  to  tha 
provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  1897,  Chap.  176,  Sec.  43,, 
Sub-sees.  1  and  2. 

Adopted  in  Committee  of  Whole.

Dr.  Barrick  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Britton,  that  the  following  question  be  submitted 
to  the  electors  at  the  next  general  election  of  representatives  of  the  Council  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  namely,  "Are  you  in  favor  of  contract  lodge 
practice  ? " 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Barrick — A  motion  somewhat  on  the  lines  of  this,  in  the  hands  of  my  friend  and 
confrere  from  West  Toronto,  was  ruled  out  of  order,  on  the  ground  that  there  was  no  part 
of  the  Act  that  said  such  a  motion  could  be  submitted.  Now,  if  there  is  any  part  of  the  Act 
that  says  this  motion  shall  not  be  submitted,  I  will  submit  it  is  out  of  order.  There  is, 
perhaps,  no  constituency  in  Ontario  that  is  affected  more  by  the  abuse  oi  hospital  practice 
and  lodge  practice  than  the  city  of  Toronto,  and  I  should  have  been  very  glad  to  have  with- 
drawn this  motion  had  the  motion  of  my  confrere  from  West  Toronto  been  acceded  to, 
namely,  the  appointment,  as  he  asked,  of  a  committee  to  consider  a  certain  question.     I  am< 
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very  sorry  that  that  motion  was  ruled  out  of  order,  because  the  whole  matter  of  lodge  prac- 
tice and  hospital  abuses  would  have  been  under  the  consideration  of  that  committee,  and  if 
they  reported  anything  that  was  contrary  to  the  Medical  Act,  it  could  have  been  easily  wiped 
out.  I  am  not  going  to  discuss  the  right  or  wrong  of  the  lodge  practice — that  is  not  the- 
object  of  introducing  this  resolution  ;  but  I  am  going  to  ask  this  Council  to  do  a  thing 
which  I  think  is  the  right  of  every  elector  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  I  maintain  that 
every  elector  in  this  Province  has  the  right  to  express  his  opinion  on  this  question,  and  I 
maintain,  therefore,  that  it  would  be  a  great  injustice  if  this  Council  deprived  them  of  that 
privilege.  All  I  ask  of  you  to-day  is  to  trust  the  electors  with  this  question.  Those  of  you 
who  are  representatives  of  the  territorial  districts  will  have  to  trust  your  electors  before  the 
end  of  this  year  to  send  you  back  here.  If,  then,  you  have  to  trust  them  with  such  a  great 
privilege  and  so  great  a  power,  I  say  that  surely  they  can  be  trusted  to  express  their  opinion 
upon  this  question.  I  ask  the  Council  not  to  commit  themselves  on  this  question  ;  I  ask 
the  Council  not  to  assume  any  responsibility  with  it,  but  merely  to  extend  to  the  medical 
electors  of  this  Province  the  privilege  of  expressing  an  opinion  upon  this  question.  Now, 
it  seems  to  me 

Dr.  Williams — I  would  like  to  ask  Dr.  Barrick  by  what  machinery  or  process  he  pro- 
poses this  shall  get  at  the  electors  and  we  shall  receive  their  opinion—whether  it  is  to  be 
by  some  machinery  of  the  Council,  or  whether  it  is  some  other  ? 

Dr.  Barrick — "That  the  following  question  be  submitted  to  the  electors  at  the  next 
general  election  of  representatives  of  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons." 
Last  year,  in  Toronto,  we  submitted  a  question  to  the  electors  of  this  Province,  and  the 
Council  enacted  that  the  question  should  be  submitted  at  the  general  election. 

Dr.  Douglas — Another  question,  just  before  you  get  through.  In  those  constituencies 
in  which  the  elections  do  not  take  place,  or  rather  result  in  acclamation,  how  are  you  to 
arrive  at  the  solution  of  the  difficulty  ? 

Dr.  Barrick — That  is  a  matter  for  this  Council  to  determine.  If  this  Council  deter- 
mines that  because  a  certain  constituency  elects  a  candidate  by  acclamation,  that  the  electors 
of  that  constituency  are  to  be  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  expressing  an  opinion  on  this 
question,  then  the  Council  must  assume  that  responsibility.  I  simply  put  the  broad  ques- 
tion that  it  be  submitted  to  the  electors  at  the  next  general  election  of  representatives  of  the 
Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  want  to  ask  a  question.  It  seems  to  me  this  matter  will  cost  quite  a 
little  bit  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  election,  as  most  white  elephants  cost 
something  and  are  of  very  little  value  ;  and  I  would  ask  Dr.  Barrick  what  he  proposes  to 
use  this  white  elephant  for  when  he  gets  it  ? 

Dr.  Bray — I  would  ask,  suppose  a  large  majority  of  the  profession  say  they  are  opposed 
to  lodge  practice,  what  is  to  be  done  ?  This  Council  has  no  power  to  prohibit  medical  practi- 
tioners from  acting  as  lodge  doctors,  and  it  seems  to  me  this  is  a  very  useless  thing  to  do^ 
because  after  you  have  sent  out  and  asked  the  question,  and  the  man  has  said  "  Yes  "  or 
"  No  "  (even  if  the  majority  say  they  are  opposed  to  it),  what  machinery  are  you  going  to 
put  in  motion  to  prohibit  it?  The  Council  has  no  power  ;  the  statute  gives  it  no  power  ; 
and  I  maintain,  and  have  always  maintained,  that  the  Ontario  Medical  Association  is  the 
proper  place  for  this  question  to  go  and  to  be  decided  as  an  ethical  question,  and  this  Council 
has  nothing  to  do  with  it. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  do  not  take  upon  myself  to  be  the  judge  of  what  action  this  Council 
shall  take. 

Dr.  Bray — We  have  no  power. 

Dr.  Barrick— I  might  just  draw  Dr.  Bray's  attention  to  this,  that  this  Council  a  year 
or  so  ago  said  that  certain  questions  be  submitted  to  all  the  electors  of  this  Province,  not  at 
the  general  election,  where  the  expenses  would  be  very  trifling,  but  by  sending  out  these 
questions  to  every  practitioner  at  a  great  deal  of  expense.  It  was  not  a  question  then, 
"  What  shall  be  done  with  it  ? "  ■ 

Dr.  Bray — Yes  ;  it  was  understood  what  was  to  be  done  with  it.  It  was  a  petition  to 
lay  before  Parliament.     It  is  not  a  similar  case  at  all. 

Dr.  Barrick  — Every  time  anything  touching  this  question  has  come  up  before  this 
Council  the  sune  action  has  been  taken,  nearly,  as  was  taken  this  morning,  and  therefore  I 
appeal  to  this  Council  that  it  is  a  right  of  every  elector  in  every  division  to  have  the  privi- 
lege of  expressing  his  opinion  on  this  (question.  Nearly  every  year  this  question  comes  up. 
If  we  have  this  question  come  up  before  us  next  year  and  we  find  the  profession  are  over- 
whelmingly in  fav(>r  of  lodge  jjractice,  the  thing  has  got  to  go  on. 

Dr.  MooRK— (io  on  where  ? 

Dr.  Bakrkk— It  has  got  to  go  on.  It  has  got  to  lie  as  it  is.  But  if  the  evidence  is 
overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  it  it  is  not  for  me  to  say  what  the  next  step  shall  be.  liut  the 
very  fact  of  i)uttiiig  a  (question  of  this  kind  shows  this  Council  is  alive  to  this  (luostion  ;  that 
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they  are  desirous,  while  they  represent  the  profession  of  this  Province,  of  getting  an  expres- 
sion of  opinion  of  the  electors  of  this  Province  upon  this  one  question.  This  is  a  question 
that  affects  only  the  elected  representatives  in  this  Council  ;  it  does  not  affect  directly  the 
representatives  from  the  various  educational  bodies  ;  but  I  am  glad  to  see  that  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  Toronto  University  has  seen  fit  to  attach  his  name  here  as  the  seconder, 
believing  that  every  elector  has  a  right  to  express  his  opinion,  which  opinion  may  be  useful 
in  later  years  ;  just  when  and  how  and  what  use  shall  be  made  of  it  rests  with  the  Council, 
I  therefore  ask  it.  I  do  not  ask  you  to  commit  yourselves,  I  do  not  ask  you  to  assume  any 
responsibility,  but  I  ask  you  to  extend  to  the  members  what  I  consider  to  be  the  right  of 
every  elector,  to  express  his  opinion  en  that  ;  and  that  can  be  done  at  the  general  election 
by  a  very  trifling  expense.  It  will  put  us  in  this  position — next  year  somebody  will  come 
here  moving  on  these  lines,  and  say.  What  did  the  profession  say  last  year  ?  If  the  profes- 
sion acts  as  this  Council  acts  the  thing  is  dropped  ;  but  if  the  profession  sees  this  in  a 
different  light,  and  they  pronounce  emphatically  in  favor  of  this,  it  will  be  some  guide  to  the 
territorial  representatives,  because  when  a  member  finds  in  his  constituency  eighty  or  ninety 
per  cent,  have  answered  this  yea  or  nay,  it  will  put  him  in  a  position  to  know  and  to  act  in 
the  direction  of  their  desires. 

Dr.  Bray — Mr.  President,  I  am  not  opposed  to  this  method  of  ascertaining  the  opinion 
•of  the  profession  ;  still  I  think  it  is  not  going  to  result  in  anything.  I  myself  might  say 
quite  openly,  I  am  opposed  to  lodge  practice  and  always  have  been  ;  I  never  had  a  lodge  in 
my  life,  never  took  one.  At  the  same  time  I  am  sure  two-thirds  of  the  profession  in  Ontario 
are  engaged  in  ihat  work.  I  remember  this  coming  up  at  the  Ontario  Medical  Association 
meeting,  where  it  was  denounced  ;  and  at  the  very  moment  that  was  denounced  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Association  was  receiving  about  a  thousand  dollars  a  year  for  lodge  work.  We 
have  had  it  up  in  local  societies  ;  I  have  no  doubt  it  has  been  up  all  over  the  country,  and 
they  will  all  sign  "  roundrobins  "  that  they  will  not  do  it,  but  some  fellow  will  break 
through  it.  At  our  local  association  every  member  signed,  except  myself;  and  I  stated 
there  was  no  necessity  for  me  to  sign  it  because  I  never  had  a  lodge.  It  was  not  three  days 
afterwards  till  a  woman's  lodge  was  being  organized,  and  the  man  who  brought  in  that  peti- 
tion threw  up  all  his  pretensions  and  took  that  lodge  ;  and  his  excuse  was,  if  he  didn't  take 
it  somebody  else  would. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  am  not  at  all  opposed  to  Dr.  Barrick's  proposition  ;  if  it  is  carried  out, 
and  the  question  is  asked,  I  would  certainly  say  I  am  opposed  to  lodge  practice  and  I  have 
always  been.  I  have  refused,  and  I  have  felt  the  effects  of  refusing,  because  others  of  my 
profession  in  my  neighborhood  have  accepted  and  have  enjoyed  the  advantages  because  of 
accepting  it,  and  I  have  suffered  in  consequence  ;  but  I  shall  continue  to  refuse  to  have 
anything  to  do  with  lodge  practice.  I  cannot  see  how  anything  is  to  be  gained  ;  even  sup- 
posing we  got  a  reply  that  95  per  cent,  of  the  profession  are  opposed  to  lodge  practice, 
what  are  you  going  to  do  with  it  ?  Are  you  going  to  the  Legislature  to  have  it  made  a 
penal  offence  ?  I  do  not  think  it  is  possible  to  get  the  Legislature  to  pass  anything  of  the 
kind  ;  and  I  think  we  may  as  well  stop  before  we  incur  any  inconvenience  or  expense  to 
ourselves  or  others.  Before  I  came  to  this  Council  I  was  under  the  impression  that  the 
Council  had  some  mysterious  power  ;  and  when  I  addressed  my  electors  I  spoke  very  strongly 
of  the  necessity  of  something  being  done.  But  since  I  have  come  here  I  have  come  to  the 
conclusion  we  can  do  nothing,  except  that  each  individual  man  will  stand  on  his  own  feet 
and  positively  refuse  to  be  degraded. 

Dr.  Logan — On  this  question  of  lodge  practice,  I  am  fully  in  accord  with  those  who  have 
expressed  their  opinions  against  it.  I  have  had  opportunities  to  take  up  lodge  practice,  but 
I  have  invariably  refused,  and  I  never  have  taken  it  up.  As  far  as  this  motion  is  concerned, 
I  think,  as  far  as  the  Council  can  dispose  of  it,  it  would  be  only  in  the  way  of  expressing 
our  opinion  ;  we  have  no  power  whatever  to  effect  a  compromise  in  the  matter  whatever, 
beyond  a  mere  expression  of  opinion.  But  I  would  suggest  to  those  who  are  members  of 
local  associations,  that  very  much  could  be  done  by  local  associations,  as  well  as  by  the  more 
general  associations.  If  you  make  it  unpopular  in  the  local  associations,  if  you  take  some 
means  of  disapproving  of  this  method,  and  discuss  it  from  time  to  time,  and  propose  some 
punishment  to  a  man  who  would  engage  in  thi^,  as,  I  think,  unprofessional  conduct,  I  think 
you  would  eventually  succeed  in  killing  this  difficulty  out.  I  do  not  see  any  other  way  for 
it.  If  its  death-note  cannot  be  sounded  by  the  local  and  general  associations,  I  am  afraid  it 
is  a  lost  chord. 

Dr.  Thorburn — Personally,  I  am  opposed  to  lodge  practice,  and  have  been  all  my  life. 
I  have,  however,  received  salaries  for  certain  work  ;  and  I  would  like  to  know  how  you  are 
going  to  draw  the  line  between  receiving  a  salary  for  doing  a  certain  work  and  receiving 
^remuneration  for  lodge  practice. 

Dr.  Bray — A  decent  salary  is  a  different  thing. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  see  very  great  difficulties  in  the  way  of  enforcing  a  law  of  that  kind, 
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there  are  so  many  exceptional  cases.  It  has  been  tried  in  England  time  after  time,  and  the 
profession  has  abandoned  the  idea.  I  must  record  my  vote  against  it,  believing,  as  I  do, 
that  these  abuses  or  difhculties  must  be  adjusted  by  moral  suasion  more  than  by  any  force. 

Dr.  Williams — Mr.  President,  I  am  sorry  to  feel  it  necessary  to  call  your  attention- 
again  to  the  statute.  I  think  there  is  not  a  member  of  this  Council  but  fully  recognizes - 
that  the  only  power  this  Council  has  is  what  is  delegated  to  it  by  the  Legislature,  in  the  Act 
organizing  and  constituting  this  Council.  There  is  not  a  solitary  clause  in  this  Act  from  first 
to  last  that  gives  you  authority  to  deal  with  any  matter  outside  of  that  Act  ;  and  whenever 
you  get  outside  of  that  Act,  you  are  getting  in  a  position  that  is  beyond  where  you  have  a 
right  to  travel.  Dr.  Barrick  claims  that  it  is  the  right  of  every  elector  to  be  able  to  pro- 
nounce his  opinion  on  this  matter.  It  is  his  right,  when  Dr.  Barrick  asks  him  ;  but  the 
question  does  not  rest  there.  Is  it  the  right  of  this  Council  to  step  beyond  its  statutory  rights, 
and  ask  that  question  ?  I  submit  that  this  Council  has  no  right  to  go  beyond  the  statute  in 
order  to  submit  this  question  to  the  electors  at  the  next  election.  I  then  must  ask  you,  Mr. 
President,  to  rule  whether  or  not  the  statute  gives  us  power  to  spend  any  portion  of  our 
funds,  or  use  any  machinery,  to  submit  this  question  to  the  electors  ?  If  the  statute  does 
not  give  us  that  right,  then  I  hold  you  have  no  alternative  but  to  rule  that  this  is  a  matter 
beyond  the  control  of  this  Council. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  would  like  to  ask  one  question.  Does  the  statute,  or  did  the  statute, 
give  any  power  to  submit  the  questions  that  were  submitted  to  the  electors  a  year  or  two 
ago? 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  the  questions  that  were  submitted  to  the  electors  were  questions 
that  were  not  beyond  the  statute,  or  beyond  what  this  Council  ought  to  do.  This  Council 
had  a  right  to  present  that  petition  to  the  Legislature,  and  in  presenting  that  petition  they 
had  a  right  to  get  the  signatures  of  the  members  of  the  profession  who  were  in  favor,  or  not, 
of  that  petition.  This  is  a  matter  entirely  different  and  beyond  the  statutory  limit  of  this 
Council. 

Dr.  Barrick — But  the  statute  did  not  say  that  they  could  submit  a  question  of  that 
kind,  and  spend  the  money  doing  it.  Another  question  :  Can  you  point  out  in  the  statute 
any  part  that  this  resolution  conflicts  with  ?  Can  you  point  out  any  portion  of  the  statute 
that  says  we  shall  not  do  this  thing  ? 

Dr.  Williams — You  can  find  plenty  of  portions  of  the  statute  which  show  that  you 
have  nothing  to  do  with  lodge  practice,  and  you  cannot  find  a  line  that  says  you  can  deal 
with  it.  You  can  read  the  statute  from  one  end  to  the  other,  and  you  will  not  find  a  single 
clause  that  will  show  you  have  any  authority  to  deal  with  that  matter  in  any  shape  or  form. 
You  only  have  authority  to  do  what  is  provided  for  you  to  do  in  that  Act.  This  Council  is 
not  a  body  that  can  originate  legislation  ;  the  legislatures  and  the  parliaments  alone  can  do 
that.  Municipal  councils,  boards  of  education,  and  bodies  constituted  by  the  Legislature 
can  only  go  the  length  of  the  Act  that  gives  them  powers.  That  is  exactly  the  position  we 
occupy,  and  the  very  moment  we  step  outside  of  any  statute  there  provided,  that  moment 
we  are  beyond  our  jurisdiction  and  can  be  called  to  task  for  it. 

Dr.  Barrick — Do  you  find  anything  in  the  statute  that  says  that  this  Council  has 
power  to  appoint  a  committee  to  deal  with  the  committees  of  other  provinces  with  regard  to 
the  question  of  Interprovincial  Registration  1 

Dr.  Bray — Yes,  there  is  a  portion  of  the  Act. 

Dr.  W^illiams — We  have  one  clause  in  our  Act  that  gives  us  power  to  deal  with  that 
subject,  and  our  method  of  dealing  with  it  happens  to  be  by  a  committee.  You  will  find 
that  there  is  a  clause  in  that  that  makes  provision  for  Interprovincial  Registration,  or  for 
another  body  coming  into  reciprocity  with  this  body  ;  and  machinery  has  got  to  be  provided^ 
to  carry  that  out. 

Dr.  Rogers — Mr.  President,  before  you  give  your  ruling  I  would  like  to  say  a  Avord. 
I  am  very  sure  we  all  must  congratulate  Dr.  Barrick  on  the  manner  in  which  he  has  brought 
this  matter  before  the  Council.  I  think  he  has  brought  it  fairly  and  very  ably  before  the 
Council,  and  he  has  presented,  no  doubt,  the  views  held  by  a  large  number  of  the  profession 
in  Ontario.  Personally,  I  never  have  engaged  in  lodge  practice  ;•  I  never  would  take  it  ;  1 
think  it  is  not  right  ;  but  I  know,  also,  tliere  is  a  large  number  of  men  who  take  it  and 
who  are  among  our  best  members.  But  however  that  might  be,  or  whatever  the  feelings  of 
the  profession  might  be,  we  must  consider.  Have  we  the  right  to  do  anytliing  with  thi^s  even 
after  the  profession  would  say  it  is  wrong  'i 

Dr.  Barrick — That  is  not  the  question  at  all. 

Dr.  RofJKRs — Even  supposing  we  sent  these  voting  papers  and  got  them  back,  and  every 
member  said,  "  Lodge  practice  is  wrong,"  wliat  good  is  it  to  us  ?  We  have  no  power  to 
legislate  ;  we  liavo  no  power  to  say  a  man  would  bo  guilty  of  bad  conduct  if  he  does  tliis  ; 
therefore  it  seems  to  me,  on  a  little  consideration,  that  Dr.  H.-irrick  should  withdraw  this 
motion.     I  hope  this  discussion  will  have  the  eflect,  in  the  whole  country,  of  proving  to  the

electors,  to  the  medical  men  of  this  country,  that  this  Council,  however  willing  they  may  be 
to  legislate  in  regard  to  lodge  practice,  have  no  power  ;  and  if  the  question  was  to  go  to 
the  Legislature  and  get  power 

Dr.  Barrick — I  do  not  ask  for  legislation. 

Dr.  Rogers — If  it  was  to  go  to  the  Legislature  and  get  power,  it  would  be  another 
thing.  I  think  it  would  probably  do  us  harm  to  pass  this  motion.  A  similar  thing  was 
passed  in  the  Province  of  Quebec 

Dr.  Barrick — Asking  questions. 

Dr.  RoG!ER8 — The  motion  in  the  Medical  Council  of  Quebec  was  that  lodge  practice  was 
wrong.  Taking  that  step  has  caused  a  very  bitter  feeling  among  the  people  against  the 
medical  profession  in  Quebec.  I  think  in  Ontario  we  had  better  leave  that  question  alone, 
and  let  the  medical  men  control  it  as  best  they  can  with  their  own  associations. 

Dr.  Henry — Mr.  President,  I  also  wish  to  say  a  word  before  you  give  your  ruling.  I 
would  just  like  to  say,  it  seems  to  me  strange  that  the  head  of  the  profession  in  Ontario 
cannot  for  a  moment  entertain  anything  for  the  interests  of  the  medical  profession.  All 
Dr.  Barrick,  as  1  understand  it,  asks  is  a  bit  of  paper  put  in  the  envelope  with  the  voting 
paper  and  sent  to  each  medical  man  ;  and,  if  the  view  of  the  members  of  the  profession 
is  in  favor  of  the  abolition  of  lodge  practice,  then  we  can  go  to  the  Legislature  and  ask 
them  to  include  lodge  doctoring  under  the  clause  under  which  we  deal  with  those  un- 
principled doctors  such  as  we  had  to  deal  with  yesterday.  I  think  it  is  only  proper 
courtesy  that  the  medical  men  of  the  Province  should  be  given  an  opportunity  of  ex- 
pressing their  views.  Whenever  anything  is  brought  up  before  this  Council  in  the 
interests  of  the  profession,  the  objection  is  taken  that  it  is  not  legal.  Many  things  are 
done  here  that  are  not  legal. 

Dr.  Spence — I  have  looked  very  carefully  over  the  powers  of  this  Council,  and  I  will 
read  the  only  thing  I  have  been  able  to  find  as  to  the  powers.  It  is  in  Section  31, 
page  22,  which  says,  "The  Council  shall  from  time  to  time,  as  occasion  may  require,  make 
•orders,  regulations  or  by-laws  for  regulating  the  Registers  to  be  kept  under  this  Act,  and 
the  fees  to  be  paid  for  registration,  and  shall  from  time  to  time  make  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  guidance  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  and  may  prescribe  the  subjects  and  modes  of 
examinations,  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same,  and  generally  may  make  all  such 
rules  and  regulations  in  respect  of  such  examinations  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  as  they  may  deem  expedient  and  necessary."  Now,  I  want  to  say  this,  as  far  as  the 
powers  of  this  Council  are  concerned  these  are  the  only  things  we  can  deal  with,  the  only 
things  we  have  power  to  deal  with  ;  notwithstanding  that,  I  have  been  here  for  a  number 
of  days  and  I  find  this  Council  dealing  with  many  things  outside  of  these.  So  far  as  Dr. 
Williams'  contention  is  concerned,  if  he  is  going  to  bind  himself  exactly  to  what  we  are 
limited  to  in  the  statute,  then  we  have  no  power  so  far  as  Interprovincial  Registration  is 
concerned.  Secti(m  26,  page  21,  says,  "  When  and  as  soon  as  it  appears  that  there  has  been 
established  a  'Central  Examining  Board,' similar  to  that  constituted  by  this  Act,  or  an 
institution  duly  recognized  by  the  Legislature  of  any  of  the  f)rovinces  forming  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  other  than  Ontario,  as  the  sole  examining  body  for  the  purpose  of  granting  certifi- 
cates of  qualification,  and  wherein  the  curriculum  is  equal  to  that  established  in  Ontario,  the 
holder  of  any  such  certificate  shall,  upon  due  proof,  be  entitled  to  registration  by  the 
Council  of  Ontario,  if  the  same  privilege  is  accorded  by  such  Examining  Board  or  institution 
to  those  holding  certificates  in  Ontario."  This  is  what  Dr.  VV^illiams  says  you  have  the 
power  to  do,  that  you  have  not  exceeded  your  power  in  that  respect.  I  think  it  is  only  lair 
to  Dr.  Barrick,  and  I  think  it  would  have  been  only  fair  to  me,  if  this  Council  had  extended 
the  common  courtesy  to  two  representatives  of  Toronto,  who  have  not  unduly  made 
themselves  offensive  to  this  Council,  of  granting  the  request  they  asked.  Mine  was  a  simple 
request,  and  Dr.  Barrick's  is  also  a  simple  one,  but  it  is  very  important  to  Toronto  and  very 
important  so  far  as  Ontario  is  concerned.  I  was  shut  off"  and  had  not  time  to  reply  to  some 
of  the  arguments  against  hospital  abuses  this  morning.  I  could  have  shown  up  Guelph. 
The  best  surgeon  in  Guelph  told  me  that  he  had  operated  on  an  individual  in  the  hospital 
there,  and  next  morning  a  gentleman  came  to  his  surgery  door  at  his  house  and  said,  "  How 
is  Johnnie  ?  "  The  surgeon  said,  "Who  is  Johnnie?"  The  gentleman  said,  "  You  ought 
to  know  ;  you  operated  on  him  yesterday."  The  surgeon  mentioned  the  name  of  "John 
Smith,"  and  the  gentleman  said,  "Yes."  The  surgeon  said,  "  Where  do  you  come  from  ?  " 
and  the  reply  was,  "Back  in  the  township."  "You  have  a  farm?"  "Yes."  "  Cro{)S 
good?"  "  Very  good."  "  How  much  land  have  you?"  "  Two  hundred  acres. "  Johnnie 
is  in  and  was  operated  on  for  n^ -thing,  and  yet  these  gentlemen  come  and  tell  you,  and  tell 
the  people  of  this  country,  that  the  medical  profession  is  not  being  imposed  on,  not  only  in 
the  City  of  Toronto,  but  all  over  the  Province  of  Ontario.  This  is  something  that  does  not 
come  up  now  ;  but  I  wanted  to  make  myself  clear  on  this.  I  think  if  you  will  submit  to 
what  Dr.  Barrick  has  asked  you  will  find  the  result  in  a  year  ;  and  I  am  quite  sure  it  will  be 
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satisfactory  to  our  electors  and  to  the  whole  of  the  doctors  throughout  the  Province  of 
Ontario. 

Dr.  Bray — I  do  not  see  that  this  can  do  any  harm  or  will  do  any  harm.  But  what  are 
you  going  to  do  vvith  it  when  you  get  your  elephant  ?  But  let  us  get  the  elephant  ;  it  will 
do  no  harm  to  send  papers,  it  will  cost  very  little  ;  let  us  have  it,  and  then  what  to  do  with 
it  will  be  an  alter  consideration.  If  the  majority  is  very  great  it  would  be  almost  an 
instruction  for  this  Council  to  go  to  the  Legislature  and  ask  for  an  enactment  in  that 
behalf. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  would  like  to  see  something  come  out  of  this,  but  I  do  not  think  any- 
thing can  come  out  of  it  in  this  form.  If  the  question  Mere  submitted  this  way  :  "  Do  you 
consider  it  unprofessional  conduct  ?  "  I  could  understand  when  we  got  90  per  cent,  to 
say  they  regarded  the  accepting  of  lodge  practice  as  unprofessional,  that  it  might  be 
possible  for  our  Discipline  Committee  to  bring  something  to  bear  that  would  be  useful. 
Unprofessional  conduct  is  infamous  conduct,  there  is  no  question  about  that,  and  we  might 
then  be  able  to  get  something  out  of  it  ;  but  if  you  simply  get  the  answer,  "  We  are  not  in 
favor  of  it,''  I  do  not  see  how  you  are  going  to  reach  anything  or  accomplish  anything. 

Dr.  Sangster — Does  Dr.  Dickson  expect  anybody  to  answer  the  question,  "  Do  you 
consider  this  unprofessional  conduct?" 

Dr.  Moore — I  will  not  detain  you  more  than  a  moment  or  two.  I  cannot  see  very 
much  use  in  adopting  this  suggestion  of  Dr.  Barrick's.  Although  we  have  over  two  thousand 
practitioners  in  this  Province,  I  was  almost  going  to  say  you  would  not  get  four  hundred 
answers,  because  all  those  men  who  are  in  favor  of  lodge  practice,  you  may  be  sure,  will  not 
answer  the  question.  You  will  have  all  the  pains  for  nothing  ;  and  when  you  have  got  your 
answer  of  what  value  is  it  ?  You  dare  not  go  to  the  Legislature  and  ask  the  Legislature  of 
the  Province  of  Ontario  to  do  away  with  lodge  practice.  If  you  did  you  would  have  such 
a  storm  about  your  ears  it  would  wipe  the  Medical  Council  out  of  existence. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Let  them  wipe  it  out. 

Dr.  Moore — When  we  have  a  good  thing  we  had  better  take  care  of  it.  We  have  a 
good  thing  and  we  know  we  are  doing  a  good  thing  for  the  profession  and' for  the  public  ; 
but  if  you  ask  the  Legislature  to  make  it  infamous  and  disgraceful  to  do  lodge  practice  you 
will  have  all  the  lodges  and  societies  there  in  force  and  have  this  Council  wiped  out  of 
existence. 

Dr.  Spence — Have  the  Legislature  ever  made  anything  unprofessional  or  disgraceful 
conduct  ? 

Dr.  Moore — The  Legislature  has  left  it  to  us. 

Dr.  Spence — That  is  what  we  are  contending  for. 

Dr.  Williams — Supposing  the  Legislature  left  it  to  you  to-morrow  to  say  whether  or 
not  lodge  practice  is  disgraceful,  do  you  think  you  dare  to  enforce  that  with  the  Discipline 
Committee  ? 

Dr.  Moore — ^No. 

Dr.  Williams — You  would  be  wiped  out.  You  would  not  do  it  if  there  were  a  hundred 
per  cent,  of  our  members  replied  that  they  so  looked  upon  it. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — I  only  want  to  say  a  word  or  two.  I  do  not  think  this  motion  of  Dr. 
Barrick's  at  all  out  of  place.  I  think  we  can  get  the  information  ;  we  can  have  the  sense  of 
the  electors,  and  probably  when  you  come  back  here  next  year  you  will  feel  you  do  not 
want  to  do  anything  with  it.  If  you  do  feel  so,  let  it  drop ;  but  in  the  meantime  matters 
may  turn  up  so  you  can  make  good  use  of  this  information,  and  it  costs  very  little  to  get  it. 
Even  in  cases  where  the  members  were  returned  by  acclamation  it  costs  very  little  for 
postage  to  have  the  returns  sent  in  even  on  that  one  point.  I  think  it  is  a  matter  that  well 
deserves  attention.  It  is  only  by  long  and  continued  agitation  that  great  movements  come 
about,  and  so  I  have  been  hoping  year  after  year  that  somebody  would  evolve  a  plan  by 
which  this  very  great  blot  or  stigma  on  the  profession  might  be  wiped  out.  This  is  a  very 
simple  and  harmless  movement  to  ensure  some  result  of  that  kind  ;  if  it  does  nothing  else  it 
will  let  the  medical  men  know  that  this  Council  takes  cognizance  of  the  evil,  and  will  let  the 
public  know,  and  I  think  the  sooner  we  do  something  in  this  line  the  better.  So  far  as 
what  Dr.  Moore  says  is  concerned,  it  does  not  follow  that,  because  we  have  these  papers 
sent  in  and  have  the  expression  of  ojjinion  of  the  electors,  we  must  go  to  the  Legislature. 
We  are  not  compelled  to;  if  we  see  tit  we  can  go,  backed  by  this  majority  exj)ression,  as 
it  would  be  proved  by  the  returns. 

Dr.  Emory — Do  you  consider  it  un})r()fessional  ? 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — I  do  consider  it  (juite  unprofessional.  I  attended  a  lodge  myself  once 
for  fiv(i  years,  a  small  lodge  of  forty-live  nieinhers,  and  1  know  the  working  of  it  and  tlie 
lieartburnings  and  the  miserahle  work  done  in  those  lodges  ;  and  1  told  them  if  they  gave 
me  twenty  dollars  per  annum  for  each  member  I  would  not  attend  them. 

Dr.  Campbell  — I  think  we  are  all  agreed  that  lodge  practice  is  not  a  good  thing,  in  the 
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way  it  is  carried  out.  Lodge  practice  in  itself  does  not  differ  one  iota  from  any  kind  of 
contract  work,  from  any  kind  of  salaried  work  that  the  physician  may  undertake.  The  evil 
in  connection  with  it  is  that  the  pay  is  not  big  enough.  The  principle  itself  is  not  wrong. 
A  physician  has  a  perfect  right  to  take  a  family  by  the  year  if  he  gets  a  proper  and  adequate 
fee.  And  he  has  a  perfect  right  to  take  a  large  establishment  by  the  year  if  he  gets  a  proper 
fee.  But  the  practice,  no  doubt,  is  wrong  because  the  fee  is  too  small.  I  am  opposed  to  it 
and  have  never  taken  any,  and  I  will  not  take  any.  But  I  am  opposed  to  this  Council 
undertaking  to  do  work  that  will  have  no  possible  effect ;  asking  the  opinion  of  the 
electorate  on  a  question  of  this  kind  when  we  would  not  go  to  the  Legislature  to  ask  for  any 
particular  authority  in  the  matter,  because  the  Legislature  certainly  would  not  make  this  a 
matter  of  unprofessional  conduct  which  would  necessitate  the  striking  of  men's  names  off  the 
roll.  Such  a  thing  would  be  ridiculous.  No  medical  council  would  ever  attempt  it  ;  no 
Legislature  would  ever  sanction  it ;  and  no  judge  would  for  a  moment  sustain  a  motion  to 
strike  a  man's  name  off  because  he  took  patients  at  too  low  a  figure.  I  am  opposed  to  the 
Council  undertaking  work  of  this  kind  ;  and  I  would  move  that  further  consideration  of  this 
motion  be  postponed  for  six  weeks. 

Dr.  Henry — Do  I  understand  Dr.  Campbell  to  say  it  is  right  and  proper  for  a  medical 
man  to  take  a  contract  by  the  year  ? 

Dr.   Campbell — I  think  so,  if  they  take  it  for  a  high  enough  fee. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  we  have  done  a  good  deal  of  harm  this  afternoon  ;  we  have 
by  this  discussion  rendered  hostile  to  this  Council  a  hundred  thousand  men  throughout  this 
Province  ;  w^e  have  set  ourselves  in  an  attitude  publicly  against  that  sort  of  practice  ;  and 
we  are  raising  against  us  the  hostility  of  a  large  number  of  men  in  this  country.  I  will  tell 
Dr.  Bariick  i  am  just  as  hostile  to  lodge  practice  as  he  is  ;  but  I  will  also  tell  him,  you  dare 
not  put  your  finger  upon  it  with  the  Legislature;  you  dare  not  look  at  it ;  and  I  say  the  only 
thing  you  can  do  is  to  quietly,  in  your  medical  associations,  cultivate  the  idea  on  the  part  of 
all  the  medical  brethren  all  over  the  country  that  it  is  not  wise ;  and  let  them  come  to  the  con- 
clusion at  the  same  time,  if  they  will,  that  it  will  be  discontinued  and  they  will  retire  to  the 
practice  of  their  profession  ;  but  no  longer  put  ourselves  in  hostility  with  the  hundred 
thousand  or  two  hundred  thousand  men  that  belong  to  the  societies  in  this  Province. 

The  President — I  have  been  asked  for  a  ruling  ;  and  I  can  only  be  consistent  with  the 
ruling  I  have  given  before  by  saying  that  I  rule  this  out  of  order. 

Dr.  Barrick — Mr.  President,  I  appeal  against  the  ruling  of  the  chair. 

The  President — Gentlemen,  shall  the  ruling  of  the  chair  be  sustained  ? 

The  President,  after  a  vote  had  been  taken,  declared  the  ruling  of  the  chair  sustained. 

Dr.  Barrick  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Dr.  Barrick — It  is  well  to  let  the  medical  men  of  this  Province  know  what  represen- 
tatives are  going  to  deprive  them  of  their  inherent  right  of  expressing  their  views  on  this 
question. 

Dr.  Henry- -That  is  right. 

Dr.  Dickson — But  it  does  not  deprive  them  of  the  right. 

The  President — Any  speech-making  is  out  of  order.  Dr.  Barrick  has  asked  for  the 
yeas  and  nays. 

The  President  instructed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  Registrar  took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  : 

Yeas — Drs.  Bray,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Fowler,  Geikie,  Griffin, 
Henderson,  Logan,  Luton,  Moore,  McCrimmon,  McLaughlin,  Rogers,  Roome,  Thorburn, 
Thornton,  Williams. 

Naya — Armour,  Barrick,  Hanly,  Henry,  Moorhouse,  Sangster,  Spence. 

Nineteen  yeas,  seven  nays  ;  four  members  absent. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Sangster,  that  by-law  No.  88,  being  a  by- 
law to  appoint  an  auditor  and  fix  his  fees,  be  now  read  a  first  time. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Spence — Before  the  motion  is  put  I  would  like  to  hear  what  provision  there  is  in 
the  Act  for  it ;  I  would  ask  for  the  ruling  of  the  chair  on  the  first  reading. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  power  to  pass  this  by-law  is  stated  in  the  preamble  thereto 
which  says,  "  Whereas  power  has  been  given  under  Section  1,  Chapter  176  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Ontario,  1897,  to  make  by-laws  for  the  appointment  of  officers,  etc." 

The  President  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

The  by-law  received  its  first  reading. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Sangster,  that  by-law  No.  — ,  being  a  by- 
law to  appoint  an  auditor  and  fix  his  fees,  be  referred  to  Committee  of  the  Whole  for 
second  reading.     Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.    Dr.  Spence  in  the  chair. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  No.  1  of  the  by-law. 
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Dr.  McLaughlin  moved  that  the  blank  in  Clause  No.  1  be  filled  with  the  name  of  Dr. 
James  Carlyle.     Carried. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved  that  the  clause  in  which  the  blank  had  been  filled  with  the 
name  of  Dr.  Carlyle  be  adopted.     Carried. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  No.  2. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved  that  the  blank  in  Clause  No.  2  be  filled  with  the  figure  of  forty 
dollars.     Carried. 

Dr.  Thorburn  moved  that  Clause  2  in  which  the  blank  has  been  filled  with  the  figure 
of  forty  dollars  be  adopted.     Carried. 

The  Chairman  read  the  preamble. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved  that  the  preamble  be  adopted  as  read.     Carried. 
Dr.  McLaughlin  moved  that  the  committee  now  rise  and  report  the  by-law  as  amended. 
Carried. 

The  committee  rose.     The  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Sangster,  that  by-law  No.  — ,  being  a  by- 
law to  appoint  an  auditor  and  fix  his  fees,  be  now  read  for  the  third  time,  sealed  with  the 
seal  of  the  College  and  signed  by  the  President.     Carried. 

By-Law  No.  88. 

By-law  to  appoint  an  auditor  and  fix  his  fees. 

Whereas,  power  hath  been  granted  to  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  under  Section  14,  Chapter  176  of  the  R.S.O.,  1897,  to  make  by- 
laws for  the  appointment  of  officers  ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  as  follows  : 

1.  This  Council  hereby  appoints  Dr.  James  Carlyle,  Toronto,  Ont.,  as  auditor  for  the 
purpose  of  auditing  the  accounts  of  the  Council. 

2.  The  fees  to  be  paid  to  the  auditor  by  the  Council  for  his  services  as  auditor  be,  and 
are  hereby  fixed  at  forty  dollars  per  annum.

R.  A.  Pyne,  Registrar. 

Dr.  RooME  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Douglas,  that  a  special  committee  of  three  be 
appointed  to  place  this  building  on  the  market,  and  endeavor  to  dispose  of  it  if  a  satisfactory 
price  can  be  obtained. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  RooME — During  the  discussion  this  afternoon  it  was  pointed  out  pretty  forcibly  by 
some  of  the  speakers  that  the  annual  tax  of  $2.00  should  not  be  levied   on  the  profession 
throughout   this   Province  ;  and  others  contended    that    $2.00  was   little  enough    for   the 
purposes  for  which  it  was  being  used.     For  my  own  part,  I  am  favorable  to  the  tax  of  $2.00 
a  year  ;  I  am  also  favorable  to  the  mode  in  which   it  is  collected,  as  I  believe  it  is  the  only 
mode  whereby  this  money  can   be  collected  from  year  to  year.     When  we  go  back  to  our 
constituents,  the  question  is  asked.   You  are  in  favor  of  collecting  $2.00  a  year  from  us — 
what  is  that  $2.00  for  ?     I  think  that  every  man   that  goes  back  should  be  able  to  tell  his 
constituents  where  that  money  is  placed  ;  and  if  you  will  bear  with  me  for  a  short  time,  I 
will  quote  a  few  figures.     In  making  the  comparison,  I  want  to  make  a  fair  comparison  with 
reference  to  this  building  ;  and  I  am  not  going  to  take  any  particular  year,  as  by  so  doing  I 
might  make  an  unfair  comparison,  because  the  years  have  varied  very  much  since  the  build- 
ing was  put  up,  up  to  the  present  time  ;  but  I  am  going  to  group  together  the  first  four 
years  after  the  building  was  completed,  and  take  that  with  the  receipts  and  expenditures  ; 
I  will  also  take  the  past  four  years,  and  compare  those  two  sets  of  four  years  ;  and  will  leave 
it  before  you  to  decide  whether  it  is  not  in  the  interests  of  the  College  and  the  medical  pro- 
fession that  some  steps  should  be  taken  to  dispose  of  this  building.     In  the  first  four  years 
the  receipts  from  the  building,  from  rents  and  so  forth,  were  $15,422.48.     1  do  not  wish 
you  to  understand  that  I  do  not  think  there  should  be  something  allowed  for  the  Council's 
meetings  and  examination  meetings  ;  I  think  that  we  should  allow  for  them  as  well.     Dr. 
Armour  has  stated  he  was  allowing  $1,000.00  ;  I  am  going  to  be  a  little  more  generous. 
I  think  we  could  rent  a  building,  with  room  suHicient  for  the  meeting  of  this  Council  and  for 
examinations,  for  $1,500.00 — $500.00  more  than  Dr.  Armour  was  willing  to  allow.      Adding 
that  to  the  sum  which  was  received  during  those  four  years,  from  the  ditterent  rents  of  this 
building,  we  would  realize  $21,422.00  for  the  four  years  commencing  with  1891.     As  against 
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that,  the  expenditure  of  these  four  years  for  building  maintenance,  was  $15,066.00.  We 
paid  $3,000.00  a  year  interest  on  the  money  in  the  building,  which  must  go  in  with  the 
expenditure.  If  we  put  the  rent  in  the  receipts,  it  is  right  we  should  put  the  interest  in  the 
expenditure  ;  therefore,  during  those  four  years  the  expenditures  were  $27,560.00. 

Dr.  Armour — Is  it  not  usual  to  make  a  charge  for  money  invested  ? 

Dr.  RooME — I  am  going  to  do  that.  That  would  show  that  during  the  four  years 
we  had  lost,  by  holding  this  building,  $6,541.00  ;  during  the  first  years  we  went  behind  that 
much.  That  is  where  the  money  collected  from  the  practitioners  of  this  Province  has  been 
thrown  away.  Taking  the  next  four  years,  the  receipts  from  all  sources  were  $14,092.00. 
Adding  again  $1,500.00  for  the  Council  room  and  examinations,  makes  a  total  of  $20,092.00, 
as  the  sum  received  from  all  sources.  The  building  maintenance  during  the  last  four  years 
was  $16,403.00.  Allowing  $3,000.00  a  year  as  interest  on  the  money  for  the  first  three 
years — the  last  year  we  have  only  had  to  pay  $2,100.00 — adding  that  to  the  sum  which  we 
paid  out  for  maintenance,  brings  it  to  $27,503.00,  which  leaves  a  deficit  for  the  last  four 
years  of  $7,411.00  We  have  two  thousand  five  hundred  odd  practitioners  in  Ontario,  and 
we  have  assessed  $2.00  a  member  upon  them,  and  the  greater  part  of  that  money  is  put  into 
carrying  this  building.  Dr.  Armour  claimed  we  had  no  right  to  assess  that  $2.00  ;  but  if  we 
do  not  raise  money  in  that  way  for  this  Council,  we  must  take  it  out  of  the  poor  student, 
thus  putting  obstacles  in  his  way  ;  and  I  say  it  is  not  right  to  do  so.  The  great  object  of 
this  Council  is  to  protect  medical  practitioners  throughout  this  Province  ;  it  is  not  entirely 
with  reference  to  the  student.  I  say,  these  two  thousand  five  hundred  practitioners  should 
pay  sufficiently  to  pay  our  prosecutor's  expenses  and  the  expenses  of  the  Discipline  Com- 
mittee, and  pay  those  expenses  as  well  as  the  expenses  of  interest  or  rent  for  this  building. 
Those  should  come  out  of  the  $2.00  a  year,  which  we  take  from  the  practitioners  of  this 
Province.  We  are  not  legislating  along  that  line  for  the  students.  But  we  are  endeavoring 
to  protect  those  men  from  quacks,  and  so  on,  who  are  now  practising  in  this  country  ;  and, 
as  medical  men,  we  should  put  our  hands  in  our  pockets  to  raise  sufficient  money  to  meet 
those  expenses,  and  not  exact  them  from  the  student.  That  being  the  case,  I  say  we  have  a 
right  to  exact  this  $2.00  from  every  man  in  the  Province;  but  while  we  are  exacting  that,  it 
is  right  we  should  be  able  to  show  to  them  we  are  using  this  money  fairly  and  properly.  I 
was  sorry  to  hear  yesterday  this  building  was  not  in  a  good  condition.  I  trust  that  that 
statement  is  not  correct.  I  believe  we  have  a  good  building  ;  but  it  has  been  such  an 
expense  to  this  College  that  I  believe  we  should  on  the  first  opportunity  dispose  of  it.  It  is 
said  this  building  is  worth  $100,000.00.  There  is  a  mortgage  of  $60,000.00  on  it ;  that 
would  leave  a  balance  of  $40,000.00  in  our  favor.  If  we  had  that  $40,000.00  drawing  4  per 
cent,  during  those  eight  years,  we  would  have  ten  or  fifteen  thousand  dollars  to  the  good, 
and  we  would  not  have  to  exact  that  $2.00  or  $1.00  from  each  of  the  medical  men,  for  we 
would  have  met  our  expenses  out  of  the  interest  of  our  $40,000.00.  Therefore,  I  say,  we 
have  a  right  to  sell  this  building,  even  though  it  does  not  realize  the  $100,000.00.  I  would 
be  glad  to  get  the  $100,000.00  ;  and  we  would  have  that  to  lay  by  ;  and  the  interest  on  that 
would  pay  our  expenses.  All  we  would  then  need  would  be  sufticient  to  conduct  and  to 
manage  our  prosecutions,  and  that  we  have  a  right  to  charge  our  practitioners  for.  I  do  not 
think  we  have  a  right,  perhaps,  to  raise  from  medical  men  the  total  expenses  of  this  Council, 
as  we  are  here  partly  in  the  interests  of  the  medical  students  passing  through  ;  but  the 
expenses  of  making  the  profession  clean  we  have  a  right  to  pay  every  dollar  of  ourselves,  as 
medical  practitioners.  With  this  statement,  I  think  I  have  put  it  fairly  ;  and  I  think  a  com- 
mittee should  be  appointed — not  to  come  forward  here  every  year,  and  say,  the  proper  time 
has  not  come  for  selling  this  building  ;  perhaps  it  has  not.  We  were  told  four  years  ago, 
when  I  first  entered  this  Council,  that  that  |)roper  time  had  not  come,  that  the  land  was 
increasing  in  value ,;  but  I  say  we  had  no  right  to  wait.  If  we  had  sold  four  years  ago,  we 
should  have  saved  on  the  interest  alone  $11,000.00,  or  more.  I  submit  a  committee  should 
be  appointed  now 

Dr.  RooERS— What  price  should  the  committee  sell  at  ? 

Dr.  RooME — It  is  valued  at  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  If  we  set  a  price  upon  it  it 
will  interfere  very  materially  with  the  committee.  I  would  not  want  it  to  go  out  it  would  be 
sold  at  eighty  thousand  dollars  when  it  is  worth  more  ;  because  that  would  be  depreciating 
it  in  value.     I  think  it  should  be  put  in  the  hands  of  three  good  men. 

Dr.  Thorburn — The  Property  Committee  has  had  this  under  consideration  every  year 
and  I  think  this  motion  reflects  very  much  on  the  Property  Committee.  Ever  since  that 
committee  was  authorized  by  this  Council  to  dispose  of  this  building  we  have  made  every 
endeavor  to  sell  it.  We  have  advertised  it,  and  we  found  we  could  not  get  sixty  thousand 
dollars  for  the  building.  Only  a  short  time  ago  we  offered  the  building  to  Mr.  Ramsay  for 
sixty  thousand  dollars  ;  but  he  said,  no.  You  all  know  we  have  had  very  depressed  times,  and 
that  land  sales  have  been  very  much  reduced  ;  but  I  am  sure,  and  I  am  talking  of  what 
I  know,  in  Toronto  and  particularly  in  this  neighborhood,  land  has  been  increasing  very 
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considerably  this  last  year  and  is  increasing — (hear,  hear) — and  I  know  it  would  be  a  sacrifice 
to  throw  away  this  building.  We  can  point  it  to  a  stranger  with  pride  and  say  this  is  our 
Medical  Hall.  There  is  something  in  having  a  residence.  And  I  would  like  to  recall  to 
you  what  the  case  was  before,  when  we  were  around  basements  and  places  which  were 
particularly  offensive.  I  would  like  to  refer  to  some  of  the  transactions  that  occurred  in  the 
early  history  of  this  College,  and  to  tell  you  of  the  migratory  system  that  was  forced  upon 
us,  and  to  remind  you  of  the  times  when  we  met  in  the  basement  of  the  church  with  rats 
about  us  and  urine  afloating  about.  I  shall  be  very  happy  to  be  relieved  from  the  responsi- 
bility of  arranging  for  the  sale  of  this  building,  if  you  can  get  some  man  that  will  take  more 
interest  in  it.     You  might  give  it  to  some  broker  and  pay  him  a  percentage  on  it. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  heard  it  reported  that  some  American  or  American  company  was 
making  an  offer  for  the  building. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  had  a  letter  from  a  party  who  said  he  had  been  here  and  had  talked 
with  the  Registrar  and  had  gone  about  the  place.  He  wanted  to  know  what  we  had  paid  for 
the  place,  and  about  fitting  up  the  attic  and  so  on  ;  he  said  he  thought  the  time  had  arrived 
when  he  might  make  an  offer.  If  I  had  this  building  personally  I  would  take  no  $80,000.00 
for  it. 

Dr.  Barrick — Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  I  have  been  a  member  of  this  Property  Com- 
mittee for  the  last  four  years.  I  am  glad  to  see  that  some  of  the  members  who  are  great 
sticklers  about  matters  being  out  of  order  are  present  and  I  would  like  them  to  show  me  in  the 
first  place  where  they  had  authority  to  buy  and  build  this  building?  (Hear,  hear.)  Now,  then, 
why  did  they  not  come  forward  and  ask  for  the  ruling  of  the  chair  upon  this  question  ?  You 
are  asking  us  to  appoint  a  committee  to  deal  with  the  thing,  but  I  defy  you  to  point  to  any 
portion  of  the  Act  which  shows  that  you  have  the  power  to  buy  or  to  build.  If  I  am  mis- 
taken, just  point  it  out  to  me. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — The  evil  is  done  now. 

Dr.  Barrick — Therefore  I  say  to  the  sticklers  upon  the  point  of  order,  now  is  your  time 
to  revel. 

The  President — Our  Act  says,  "The  medical  profession  of  Ontario  heretofore  incor- 
porated under  the  name  and  style  of  '  The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,' 
shall  be  a  body  corporate,  with  power  to  acquire,  hold  and  dispose  of  chattel  property  and 
real  estate  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,"  etc. 

Dr.  Barrick — "  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act."  That  is  right.  That  is  for  the  pur- 
pose of  holding  examinations  and  for  the  purpose  of  the  Council's  meetings  ;  but  not  for  the 
purpose  of  going  into  the  real  estate  business.  As  I  said  before  to  the  sticklers  on  points  of 
order,  "  now  is  the  time  to  revel."  But  I  shall  not  ask  for  the  ruling.  We  are  here  to 
discuss  questions  of  principle,  not  to  be  choked  off  by  points  of  order.  I  do  want  to  work 
on  that  plan.  We  are  here  to  discuss  matters  that  come  before  this  Council  ;  and  unless 
you  can  point  out  something  in  the  Act  that  is  directly  opposed  to  what  we  are  doing,  I  main- 
tain we  are  in  order,  and  therefore  I  will  not  ask  a  ruling  on  the  point  of  order  but  will  leave 
that  to  those  who  are  better  posted.  Just  as  a  member  of  that  Property  Committee  I  wanted 
to  bring  this  Council  down  on  their  marrow-bones.  I  heard  all  the  talk  about  the  selling  of 
this  building.  I  proposed  to  this  Council  then  :  I  said,  gentlemen,  we  will  distribute  a  ballot 
and  put  your  price  on  the  building  that  you  will  sell  it  for  ;  and  we.  will  seal  that  up  and 
leave  that  until  the  committee  get  an  offer  ;  and  then  if  we  can  sell  it  at  the  price  you  put 
on  it  we  shall  do  so.  But  there  was  not  a  man  in  this  Council  then,  that  I  remember,  who 
supported  that  proposition.  Now,  then,  with  that  in  view,  last  year,  as  a  member  of  that 
committee — the  mortgage  of  $60,000.00  was  due— ^I  must  tell  you  that  the  Property  Com- 
mittee was  not  idle  ;  that  it  had  meeting  after  meeting,  and  tried  to  get  a  loan  at  some  other 
place — we  were  paying  five  per  cent — but  we  failed  to  secure  that  at  the  full  amount  ;  and  we 
wrote  to  the  company  to  reduce  the  rate  ;  a  very  reasonable  thing,  as  I  thought,  because  the 
price  of  money  was  less.  We  asked  them  to  reduce  the  rate  and  to  extend  the  mortgage,  but 
they  would  do  neither  the  one  nor  the  other  ;  they  would  not  reduce  the  rate  nor  extend  the 
mortgage  even  at  five  per  cent,  or,  if  it  was  not  paid  at  the  time,  we  were  to  pay  six  per  cent. 
Then  was  the  time  that  I  took  the  position  in  that  committee,  and  we  might  have  come  to  you 
then  and  said,  as  Dr.  Roome  says,  let  us  shift  off  this  white  elephant.  I  took  the  position 
in  that  committee  that  unless  the  Canada  Life  would  reduce  that  rate  to  tliree  per  cent, 
they  could  take  the  whole  building.  Then  what  becomes  of  Dr.  Roome's  ^100,000.00 
that  he  is  going  to  get  for  this  building  ?  I  was  prepared  then,  I  am  prepared  now, 
unless  that  rate  is  reduced  to  three  per  cent.,  to  say,  take  the  building.  What  did  they  do  / 
Did  they  do  it  ?  At  the  next  meeting  it  was,  consult  our  solicitor  to  see  whether  there 
was  anything  in  the  way  of  taking  that  course  ;  and  he  said,  gentlemen,  there  is  no 
person  responsible  ;  the  assessment  that  you  get  from  the  medical  men  is  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  on  the  work  of  this  Council — (hoar,  hear) — and  not  for  the  real  estate  business. 
Let  them  take  the  building.     Had  they  taken  that   building   and    had    we   come    before 
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you  and  said,  gentlemen,  they  have  taken  the  building,  what  would  you  have  said 
then?  $40,000.00  gone,  and  $25,000.00  that  you  have  been  counting  interest  on  for  so 
many  years  wiped  out  altogether.  We  have  got  to  look  at  the  thing  as  it  is  ;  and  I 
maintain  the  building  is  worth  a  good  deal  more  now.  We  have  kept  ourselves  in  the 
attitude  of  disposing  of  the  building  for  the  last  four  years.  I  am  very  glad  I  am  not 
on  that  committee  this  year  ;  I  am  very  glad  that  this  Council  saw  fit  to  leave  my  name 
oflf  that  committee,  but  I  maintain  that  the  Property  Committee  has  saved  more  in  the 
expenses  of  this  Council  than  all  the  other  committees  put  together.  We  saved  you  $900.00 
last  year  on  interest  by  taking  that  stand  and  we  saved  you  $900.00  this  year  by  taking 
that  stand.  That  is  what  our  committee  has  done  ;  and  therefore  I  say,  as  a  member  of 
that  commitee,  from  my  knowledge  of  the  building  and  from  my  knowledge  of  the 
increase  of  real  estate  in  this  city,  I  am  very  glad  that  that  shall  pass  over  into  new  hands  ; 
and  if  Dr.  Roome  can  get  his  $100,000.00  or  $80,000.00  or$75,000.00  or  $60,000.00,  I  am 
prepared  as  one  to  get  rid  of  something  that  is  an  annual  expense  to  us.  I  must  again  rub 
in  that  point  of  order  business,  because  I  feel  sore  about  it.  I  have  felt  that  the  discus- 
sions of  this  Council  have  been  obstructed  by  that  point  of  order,  but  I  am  the  last  one  to 
raise  a  point  of  order  when  any  matter  of  importance  is  discussed  before  this  Council. 

Dr.  Roome — I  do  not  think  I  have  taken  up  much  time  of  this  Council  during  this  or 
any  previous  session.  I  have  endeavored  to  keep  myself  to  order,  whether  in  speech  or 
motion  ;  and  I  do  not  know  of  any  in  which  I  was  out  of  order.  But  I  will  ask  for  your 
ruling,  and  if  I  am  out  of  order,  I  will  withdraw  this  motion  and  will  not  make  any  more. 
I  have  not  taken  exception  to  anyone's  motion. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  do  not  ask  for  a  ruling. 

Dr.  Roome — But  you  insinuated  that  I  had  taken  exceptions. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  never  thought  once  of  you.  Dr.  Roome,  in  that  matter,  because  you  did 
not  make  the  objection. 

Dr.  Roome — Another  point  is,  I  said  it  was  estimated  here  at  $100,000.00.  I  am  not 
finding  any  fault  with  the  Property  Committee,  because  I  know  they  have  done  well  in 
reducing  the  interest ;  and  if  they  can  show  any  means  of  increasing  the  rentals  and  making 
this  building  meet  the  expenditure,  all  but  the  interest  on  the  money,  I  would  say  keep  the 
building  ;  but  if  we  are  going  to  lose  $2,000.00  or  $3,000.00  a  year,  I  cannot  justify  myself 
with  the  electors. 

Dr.  Geikie — When  the  Court-house  is  in  full  operation,  this  building  will  rent  twice 
as  well  as  it  has  ever  done. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  question  as  to  the  propriety  of  putting  up  this  building  origin- 
ally has  been  spoken  of  to-day.  I  was  in  this  Council  when  the  Council,  under  the  authority 
of  this  Act,  purchased  the  old  property  upon  which  this  building  is.  We  bought  it  for  what  ? 
For  the  purposes  of  the  Act  ;  for  the  purpose  of  the  Council  meeting  there  and  holding 
examinations.  We  bought  it  exclusively  within  the  jurisdiction  of  that  Act.  But  the 
Council,  after  my  wise  counsels  had  ceased  to  have  any  influence  upon  them  and  I  had  left, 
took  it  into  their  heads  they  would  become  real  estate  speculators  in  the  city  of  Toronto. 
Then  they  jumped  over  the  fence.  I  want  to  tell  this  Council  that  the  Parliament  of  this 
Province  has  ever  been  careful  in  giving  incorporation  to  bodies  of  men,  such  as  we  are,  to 
confine  them  carefully  within  the  limits  under  which  they  are  incorporated.  For  example, 
take  the  Law  Society  ;  they  are  bound  by  their  Act  thnt  they  shall  not  engage  in  any  specu- 
lative building  apart  from  that  which  is  absolutely  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
Law  Society.  The  same  is  true  with  regard  to  the  Dental  Society,  the  same  in  regard  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  the  same  with  regard  to  every  incorporated  body  of  an  educa- 
tional character  that  has  been  incorporated  in  this  Province.  The  moment  the  Council  put 
up  a  building  for  speculative  purposes,  then,  for  the  first  time,  they  stepped  outside  of  the 
limits  of  the  Act.  I  do  not  think  there  is  a  gentleman  in  this  Council  that  will  question  me 
on  that 

Dr.  Logan — Will  you  pardon  me  a  moment  ?  I  happen  to  be  acquainted  with  the  state- 
ment you  have  just  made.  I  was  a  member  of  the  Council  at  that  time,  and  I  wish  to  ask 
Dr.  McLaughlin  if  his  recollection  about  it  was  not  that  we  took  a  solicitor's  opinion  before 
we  undertook  this  building  ?  The  objection  was  made — perhaps  Dr.  McLaughlin  was  the 
one  that  raised  that  objection — that  we  had  no  power  to  put  up  a  building  except  for  our 
own  purposes.  But  we  took  the  opinion  of  our  solicitor  at  that  time,  and  it  was  in  accord- 
ance with  that  opinion  that  we  proceeded  to  put  up  this  building. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  have  now  heard  for  the  first  time  that  legal  advice  was  taken  at 
the  time  the  building  was  put  up.  We  have  heard  a  great  many  of  these  things,  and  I  want 
to  see  it  in  black  and  white.  I  have  taken  advice  from  two  eminent  legal  gentlemen,  and 
both  of  them  say  that  unquestionably  the  Council  went  beyond  its  jurisdiction.  I  have 
talked  to  Sir  Oliver  Mowat  about  it,  and  he  says,  "  No  doubt  of  that  ;  but  they  did  it  with 
good  intention,  no  doubt."     But  I  have  not  yet  heard  any  legal  view  given  contrary  to  what 
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I  say.  What  is  the  use  of  an  Act,  if  that  statement  is  true  which  says,  "  The  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  shall  be,  and  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  from  the 
date  of  its  first  establishment,  a  body  corporate  by  the*  name  aforesaid,  having  perpetual 
succession  and  a  common  seal,  with  power  to  acquire,  hold  and  dispose  of  chattel  property 
and  real  estate  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act "  ?  Is  there  one  word  within  that  Act  indicating 
that  the  purpose  of  this  Council  is  to  enter  into  real  estate  speculation  ?  If  there  is  not,  I 
would  not  give  much  for  the  man's  opinion  that  would  say  we  could  step  outside  of  the 
boundary  and  enter  into  speculation  in  real  estate.  I  doubt  very  much  if  a  legal  opinion 
can  be  got  that  will  carry  out  Dr.  Logan's  recollection  ;  for  I  have  no  doubt  Dr.  Logan  is 
speaking  honestly  of  his  recollection.  I  think  it  is  a  pity,  but  it  is  true — as  Dr.  Williams 
has  told  us  time  and  again  in  regard  to  points  of  order  to-day — we  get  into  trouble  the 
moment  we  step  outside  the  bounds  of  this  Act.  The  biggest  trouble  was  when  we  went 
outside  of  the  boundary  and  put  up  this  building  for  speculative  purposes.  This  building 
commenced  its  active  operations  in  June,  1889,  and  from  that  down  to  the  present,  every 
year  that  this  building  has  been  in  existence  there  has  been  a  deficit,  and  a  large  deficit. 
In  the  first  year,  1889,  there  was  a  deficit  of  $4,329.00;  in  1890,  |3,254.00;  in  1891, 
$3,479.00  ;  in  1892,  $4,150.00  ;  in  1893,  $3,325.00  ;  in  1894,  $3,895.00  ;  in  1895,  $4,414.00  ; 
in  1896,  $3,642.00  ;  in  1897,  $3,041.00.  Now,  it  has  gone  on,  from  year  to  year,  being  a 
losing  concern.  Now,  we  come  to  calculate  the  loss  it  has  been  to  the  profession,  and  I  say 
that  in  1889  the  loss  was  $4,329,  and  we  had  to  put  our  hands  into  our  pockets  to  meet  it. 
I  have  a  right,  in  calculating  the  annual  loss,  to  put  that  at  5  per  cent,  interest,  surely  ;  by 
doing  that  we  have  a  loss  to-day  of  $39,508.00  as  the  result  of  that  speculation.  As  I  said 
before,  it  was  a  most  unfortunate  thing  that  the  members  of  this  Council  stepped  outside  of 
that  Act  ;  but  I  am  willing  to  be  charitable,  and  to  believe  that  they  went  outside  of  it  in 
the  hope  that  they  were  going  to  make  money  for  the  Council  and  for  the  profession  ;  but 
it  is  just  another  illustration  of  exactly  what  Dr.  Williams  has  said,  that  going  outside  of 
the  Act  then,  or  now,  or  any  time,  and  going  beyond  our  jurisdiction,  is  just  about  as  sure 
as  can  be  to  lead  to  trouble.  I  do  not  wish  to  rob  my  friend,  Dr.  Barrick,  of  any  claims, 
but  I  think,  if  he  will  remember,  he  will  say  that  I  was  the  one  that  told  the  Canada  Life, 
or  suggested  to  the  committee,  if  they  did  not  give  us  that  money  for  2h  per  cent.,  they 
could  take  the  building  ;  and  in  addition  to  that,  and  as  a  basis  on  which  I  mentioned  that, 
Dr.  Barrick  will  remember  I  said,  "This  building  on  the  corner  of  Yonge  and  Front  Streets, 
the  Board  of  Trade,  found  itself  in  debt  to  the  JEtna  or  Equitable  of  New  York  some 
$250,000.00,  and  the  Board  said,  'This  is  a  losing  concern  ;  we  can't  do  anything  with  it, 
and  you  will  have  to  either  give  that  money  for  2|  per  cent,  or  take  the  building.'  They  let 
it  go  at  that."     But  our  committee  had  to  take  it  at  3  per  cent. 

Dr.  Emory — I  think  each  member  of  the  committee  thought  he  was  the  one  to  originate 
that. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  they  were  all  converts  to  my  suggestion  before  I  left  them, 
I  am  sure  of  it.  I  have  advocated  all  along  we  ought  earnestly  to  try  and  get  rid  of  the 
building.  I  would  have  been  perfectly  willing  to  hand  it  over  to  the  Canada  Life  •  and  then 
we  could  have  rented  for  less  than  $3,000.00  a  year.  We  are  losing  $3,000.00,  and  more 
than  that,  every  year  ;  and  for  one-half  of  that,  I  will  venture  to  say,  we  could  have  rented 
from  the  Canada  Life  the  space  we  require  to  use.  But  it  would  not  do  ;  we  had  to  hold  on. 
My  friend.  Dr.  Thorburn,  is  wedded  to  this  house,  as  he  was  wedded  forty  or  fifty  years  ago 
to  a  good  lady  ;  and  he  cannot  be  divorced  from  it.  I  cannot  blame  the  good  doctor,  because 
he  has  been  associated  with  the  building  and  he  is  built  up  himself  ;  but  I  think  we  would 
have  been  wise  when  this  matter  was  up  if  we  had  let  the  building  go  ;  and  I  agree  with  Dr. 
Barrick,  unless  we  can  see  daylight  through  the  darkness  a  little  l3etter  than  we  do  to-day, 
that  a  change  is  going  to  take  place.  We  had  better  hand  it  over  to  the  Canada  Life. 
Dr.  Thorburn — They  won't  take  it. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — If  you  refuse  to  pay  the  money  they  must  take  it  under  the  covenant. 
They  will  take  possession  of  it. 

Dr.  Thorburn — There  is  no  collateral  given  to  the  company. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — No  ;  nothing  but  a  plain  mortgage,  and  one  of  the  covenants  of  that 
mortgage  is,  if  the  mortgagors  fail  to  pay  the  principal,  or  fail  to  pay  the  interest,  they  will 
then  give  up  quiet  possession  to  the  mortgagee. 

Dr.  Sangster — Is  it  not  true  that  when  the  solicitor  was  asked  if  the  Canada  Life  could 
come  upon  the  assessment  fees  for  the  indebtedness  of  the  Council,  he  answered  "No  ;  that 
the  assessment  fees  were  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  the  College." 
Dr.  Barrick — That  was  my  impression  at  the  time  ;  that  was  my  notion. 
Dr.  Thorburn — I  know  we  had  several  meetings,  and  we  went  to  the  solicitor  at  his 
office  and  had  a  long  talk  ;  and  it  was  decided  that  he  and  Dr.  Pyne  should  make  a  visit  to 
Hamilton.  The  solicitor  said,  "lam  going  up  there,  therefore  I  will  not  charge  you  for 
making  a  special  visit."  He  and  Dr.  Pyne  went  up  together  and  had  a  long  talk  with  Mr. 
Ramsay,  of  the  Canada  Life,  and  they  ollered  us  the  place  at  three  per  cent. 
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Dr.  Douglas — This  innocent-appearing  motion  of  Dr.  Roome's  seems  to  have  created 
considerable  heat.  The  request  contained  in  that  motion  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to 
sell  this  building  whenever  a  satisfactory  offer  can  be  secured,  safe-guarded  as  it  is  by  the 
last  few  words  in  that  resolution,  should  have  been  carried  in  this  Council  without  very 
much  discusaion,  or  without  going  into  the  merits  or  demerits  of  the  case,  seeing  that  each 
annual  session  of  this  Council  the  finances  in  connection  with  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the 
building  have  been  very  thoroughly  discussed.  I  think  it  was  far  from  Dr.  Roome,  in  mov- 
ing the  resolution — I  assure  you  it  was  far  from  me  in  seconding  it — to  reflect  for  one  moment 
on  the  Property  Committee,  or  to  convey  anything  but  our  appreciation  of  the  efforts  they 
have  put  forth  towards  getting  the  best  terms  and  in  manipulating  the  mortgage  and  the 
finances  left  in  their  hands  in  regard  to  the  building  to  the  best  possible  effect.  There  is, 
and  has  been,  a  good  deal  stated  with  regard  to  the  deficits  that  annually  creep  up,  that  are 
growing  constantly,  in  connection  with  this  building,  and  year  after  year  figures  are  quoted 
here  to  indicate  the  size  and  magnitude  of  these  deficits.  How  figures  change  or  how  people 
who  figure  will  alter  the  amounts,  especially  when  it  refers  to  the  deficits  that  have  existed 
for  years  past,  I  can  scarcely  understand.  I  take  the  statement  of  deficits  as  given  by  Dr. 
McLaughlin  just  now,  and  I  refer  to  the  remarks  of  his  that  were  made  in  the  session  of  1895, 
in  which  he  states  what  the  deficits  during  some  years  have  been  ;  and  I  find  that  Dr. 
McLaughlin  spoke  of  the  deficits  of  1889,  as  reported  on  page  24  of  the  Annual  Announce- 
ment of  1895  ;  and  I  see  that  this  year,  in  giving  us  the  statement  of  the  annual  defits,  it  is 
greater  by  f  1,300,00  than  when  he  estimated  the  deficit  that  year. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — If  you  will  allow  me,  I  will  show  you  you  are  making  a  mistake. 
The  deficit  for  1889  was  $3,769.00  at  that  time,  and  now  there  are  seven  years'  interest  upon 
that,  down  to  the  time  I  made  this  present  calculation.  If  you  will  compare  that  column 
of  deficits  you  will  find  that  it  agrees  with  the  book,  with  the  interest  added  to  it. 

Dr.  Douglas — My  friend  Dr.  McLaughlin  extends  the  deficit  by  adding  five  per  cent,  to 
the  deficits  that  have  been  gradually  accumulating  from  year  to  year.  You  must  take  into 
consideration  that  although  the  erection  of  this  building  might  be  termed  speculative,  yet  it 
was  constructed  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  Council  intended  it,  and  not  for  purely 
speculative  purposes,  and  the  Council,  in  their  judgment,  added  to  it  so  that  they  might 
derive  some  revenue.  Whether  that  was  wise  or  unwise  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  now. 
Whether  it  is  fair  to  add  five  per  cent,  for  seven  years,  in  order  to  increase  the  magnitude  of 
these  deficits  that  it  may  go  before  the  profession  at  large  that  the  building  has  been  a  genuine 
white  elephant,  making  it  grow  just  so  much  the  more  each  year  ;  or  whether,  in  all  charity, 
we  believe  that  our  forefathers  in  this  Council  acted  wisely  and  well,  and  did  what  they 
believed  was  in  and  for  the  best  interests  of  this  profession  in  erecting  a  building  of  this 
kind,  must  be  considered.  I  think  charity  demands  that  we  cast  upon  them  that  mantle, 
and  make  our  deficits  not  any  larger  than  is  needed. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — You,  no  doubt,  are  the  holder  of  a  mortgage  ;  and  I  would  ask  if 
you  have  not  got  in  that  mortgage  in  your  possession  a  clause  saying  if  the  interest  is  not  paid 
up  it  shall  bear  interest  the  same  as  the  principal  does  ? 

Dr.  Douglas — No.     That  is  a  point  between  mortgagee  and  mortgagor. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Every  mortgage  issued  has  that  clause  in  it. 

Dr.  Douglas — At  any  rate,  under  this  resolution  of  Dr.  Roome's,  our  intention  was  to 
leave  the  appointment  of  this  committee  in  the  hands  of  the  President  ;  and  if  he  chooses 
again  to  appoint  the  Property  Committee,  who  have  done  so  well  for  us,  I  think  Dr.  Roome 
will  cast  no  reflection  on  the  President  for  exercising  the  prerogative.  He  has  safeguarded, 
and  safeguarded  to  an  extent  that  no  member  can  deny,  and  I  should  have  withheld  my  name 
as  seconder  of  that  resolution  had  it  not  been  safeguarded  with  that  clause,  "Satisfactory  to 
the  committee." 

Dr.  Logan — I  would  like  if  Dr.  Henderson  would  give  his  recollection  to  the  statement 
I  made  in  reference  to  the  origin  of  the  building.  Dr.  Henderson  was  the  originator  of  the 
idea  of  putting  up  this  building,  and  I  think  he  may  corroborate  me  in  what  I  say. 

Dr.  Henderson — Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  I  think  you  are  putting  rather  too  great 
a  burden  on  my  shoulders  to  carry  just  now,  as  the  building  is  in  such  disrepute  at  this  time. 
I  was  on  the  Building  or  Finance  Committee  at  the  time  the  building  was  first  talked  of.  It 
was  left  to  a  committee  of  Dr.  H.  H.  Wright,  Dr.  Edwards  and,  I  think,  Dr.  Ross,  and  myself. 
There  were  two  schemes  offered  to  the  Council.  One  was  to  lease  a  lot  up  in  the  University 
grounds  ;  we  made  inquiries  about  that,  and  the  least  we  could  get  a  lot  there  was  for 
$500.00  a  year  for  ninety-nine  years,  and  we  would  have  to  put  up  a  building  on  that  after- 
wards ;  so  that  we  would  pay,  in  the  course  of  ninety-nine  years,  about  $50,000.00  for  the 
use  of  the  lot  alone,  and  it  would  not  be  ours  at  the  expiration  or  that  time.  After  thor- 
oughly considering  the  matter  the  committee  thought  it  would  be  better  to  utilize  the  grounds 
we  had  here  ourselves  for  that  purpose.  I  do  not  know  whether  you  remember  the  trouble 
we  had  in  trying  to  get  accommodation  at  our  examinations,  or  in  finding  a  place  to  meet. 
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We  would  go  to  the  City  Hall  for  a  day  or  two,  and  then  would  have  to  go  to  some  other 
building,  perhaps  the  University.  They  kept  the  Examiners  in  there  one  night,  and  they 
refused  to  let  us  have  the  building  any  longer  on  account  of  the  fuss  the  students  raised. 
The  old  building  that  stood  on  this  present  site  was  unsafe,  and  we  were  obliged  to  take 
some  steps  to  find  a  place  for  Council  meetings  and  to  hold  our  annual  examinations.  I  am 
quite  positive  and  clear  that  Dr.  Logan's  recollection  is  correct  when  he  speaks  about  consult- 
ing the  solicitor.  Dr.  H.  H.  Wright  took  the  same  exception  Dr.  McLaughlin  has  taken, 
that  the  Council  had  no  right  to  hold  property  any  more  than  for  their  own  business.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  Mr.  O^ler,  and,  if  I  remember  right,  I  think  you  will  find  in  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting  of  1886  or  1887  that  we  were  advised  we  had  a  perfect  right  to  hold 
property  for  that  purpose.  Dr.  Wright  was  then  perfectly  satisfied  that  we  had  a  right  to  do 
so,  and  the  building  was  gone  on  with.  Real  estate  was  very  much  higher  at  that  time  than 
it  is  now,  and  we  expected  to  realize  very  handsomely  from  the  rents  ;  and  we  would  have 
done  so  if  property  had  continued  at  its  then  values.  I  do  not  think  we  will  lose  anything 
upon  this  building.  I  think  it  is  a  good  investment,  and  I  do  not  think  we  need  feel 
ashamed  of  it.  I  know  the  medical  men  all  through  the  country  seem  to  think  very  highly 
of  our  having  a  building  of  our  own,  and  such  a  building  as  we  have  ;  it  is  one  of  the  finest 
buildings  in  the  city,  and  it  is  well  talked  of  throughout  the  Province.  I  have  never  found 
any  fault  with  it,  if  we  can  only  get  it  in  shape  ;  and  this  year,  from  the  finance  report,  we 
will  be  able  to  pay  off  a  part  of  the  indebtedness,  and  if  things  had  gone  on  as  they  were  it 
would  have  been  partly  paid  for  before  now. 

Dr.  Britton — For  my  own  information  I  desire  to  ask  to  whom  is  it  left  to  determine 
what  the  satisfactory  price  is  ? 

Dr.  Bray — Mr.  President,  Dr.  Henderson  was  asked  to  and  did  give  a  history  of  the 
building.  I  want  to  add  something  to  what  he  has  told  us.  I  was  a  member  of  the  Council 
at  that  time,  though  not  a  member  of  the  Building  Committee.  I  suppose  you  all  know,  and 
if  you  do  not  know,  I  will  tell  you,  we  owned  this  lot  at  that  time  ;  and  there  was  an  old 
church  on  it.  It  was  the  most  miserable  place  in  which  any  body  could  meet  ;  there  was  nothing 
in  it  but  rats  and  filth  and  dirt.  It  became  necessary  to  have  a  place  for  the  purpose  of 
holding  our  meetings  and  for  the  purpose  of  holding  examinations.  The  matter  was  talked 
over  by  the  Council  for  two  or  three  years  and  it  was  finally  agreed  by  the  Council  to  sell 
this  lot  and  the  old  church  that  was  on  it.  An  upset  price  of  eighteen  thousand  dollars  was 
put  on  the  lot  and  building  ;  and  it  was  in  the  market  for  three  years,  but  we  never  got  an 
©O'er  for  it.  About  that  time  the  building  of  this  Court-house  was  talked  of  and  I  think 
there  was  an  ofier  of  tifteen  or  sixteen  thousand  dollars  made.  That  was  taken  into  con- 
sideration ;  the  advice  of  real  estate  men  was  asked — the  advice  of  men  like  Dr.  Aikins,  a 
prominent  and  wealthy  man  at  that  time  ;  Dr.  Thorburn  and  Dr.  H.  H.  Wright;  and  many 
real  estate  men  were  asked  as  to  the  value  of  this  property  ;  and  it  was  reported  to  this 
Council  by  these  gentlemen  that  that  was  a  very  valuable  piece  of  property,  that  it  would 
become  more  so  and  it  would  be  a  mistake  to  sell  it.  Their  advice  was  to  cover  the  ground 
with  a  suitable  building,  not  only  for  our  own  use  for  holding  examinations  and  for  Council 
meetings  and  committee  rooms  and  so  on,  but  that  there  should  be  oftices  to  let  in  the  build- 
ing ;  and  it  was  represented  to  us,  no  doubt  it  would  bring  in  a  revenue  of  ten  per  cent. 
This  was  all  considered,  as  Dr.  Henderson  has  stated. 

Another  proposition  was,  as  he  stated,  to  go  up  in  the  Queen's  Park.  My  proposition 
was  to  ask  the  Government  if  they  would  give  us  a  site  to  build  on  ;  but  I  was  told 
the  Government  would  not  do  any  such  thing.  I  did  not  know  that  the  cost  of  this  lot  in 
the  park  that  it  was  proposed  we  should  take  from  the  University  was  $500.00  a  year  until  I 
was  enlightened  by  Dr.  Henderson's  remarks  of  a  few  minutes  ago.  After  due  consideration, 
and  having  the  best  interests  of  the  profession  at  heart,  as  well  as  those  of  the  Council,  it 
was  resolved  to  erect  this  building  and  wiser  men  than  some  of  the  gentlemen  talking  here 
considered  it  was  the  best  thing  to  do.  That  is  the  history  of  the  building.  It  may  have 
been  a  mistake,  perhaps  it  was,  but  it  was  put  up  with  the  best  intentions  and  with  the 
interests  of  the  Council  and  the  profession  at  heart,  and  if  it  was  a  mistake  that  mistake  was 
condoned  by  all  the  members  of  the  Council  at  that  time.  I  myself  think  now  it  would  be 
well  to  sell  this  building,  but  I  do  not  believe  in  selling  it  at  a  sacrifice.  I  think  if  we  could 
get  an  offer  for  this  building  and  take  the  money  and  go  and  get  a  lot  and  put  up  a  building 
for  the  Medical  Council  and  examination  purposes,  and  have  a  building  for  the  profession,  it 
would  be  a  good  thing.  But  we  have  this  building  and  we  do  not  want  to  sacrifice  it. 
While  I  want  to  get  rid  of  this  building  as  much  as  any  of  you,  I  do  not  think  we 
should  unnecessarily  sacrifice  everything. 

Some  two  or  three  years  ago  I  made  a  commutation  that  this  building  at  that  time, 
with  interest,  cost  us  about  $90,000.00  ;  to-day  I  would  be  perfectly  satisfied  if  you  ct)uld 
sell  the  building  for  ninety  or  ninety-five  thousand  dollars,  if  we  could  get  out  of  it 
even  ;  but  I  do  not  think  it  wise  to  sacrifice  the   building    and    throw    away    twenty    or 
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thirty  or  forty  thousand  dollars,  which  1  am  afraid  we  would  be  doing  if  we  did  as  some 
gentlemen  wish  to  do  here.  I  know  well  enough  it  is  a  very  popular  cry  to  get  rid  of 
this  building  ;  I  know  it  has  been  used  very  extensively  with  the  profession  that  we 
have  this  building,  costing  us  an  enormous  amount  of  money,  on  our  hands  ;  and  I  know 
that  has  been  represented  to  the  profession,  or  rather  misrepresented  to  the  profession  with 
a  hundred  other  things.  To  sell  this  building  at  a  great  sacrifice  I  am  not  prepared  to  vote 
for.  I  am  prepared  to  vote  for  a  committee  or  leave  it  in  the  hands  of  the  building  or  Pro- 
perty Committee.  As  the  Property  Committee  is  constituted  now  it  is  a  representative 
committee  ;  it  takes  in  territorial  representatives  from  all  parts  of  the  Province,  as  well  as 
Dr.  Thorburn  for  the  City  of  Toronto  ;  and  I  think  you  have  no  more  capable  men  to  deal 
with  that  matter  than  the  members  of  that  committee.  Consequently,  while  I  am  not 
opposed  to  Dr.  Roome's  motion  it  would  be  perhaps  just  as  well  to  leave  it  in  the  hands  of  the 
Property  Committee  and  give  them  definite  instructions  to  make  an  effort  to  sell  this  building 
and  get  a  proper  price  for  it.  In  saying  that,  I  do  not  say  that  committee  has  not  made  an 
effort  ;  but  1  think  if  the  property  were  given  to  some  real  estate  agent — I  do  not  mean  to 
advise  the  committee  how  they  should  act,  but  to  try  to  get  rid  of  it  at  a  fair  figure — it 
would  be  a  good  thing  for  this  Council.  I  think  it  would  take  away  some  grievances  that 
exist  and  would  harmonize  the  profession  and  the  Council. 

Dr.  Moore — As  one  of  the  sinners  who  was  guilty  of  being  a  party  to  erecting  this 
building  I  would  like  to  say  a  word  or  two.  Dr.  McLaughlin  has  paid  us  the  compliment 
that  although  we  did  make  a  mistake — it  is  the  first  time  that  he  has  paid  that  compliment — 
when  we  did  it  we  did  it  believing  we  were  doing  what  we  thought  was  best  ;  and  he  has 
followed  that  up,  by  giving  the  opinion  of  Sir  Oliver  Mowat,  our  present  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  to  the  same  effect ;  so  that,  after  all,  we  are  probably  not  so  bad  as  we  might  be. 
Dr.  McLaughlin  has  pitched  into  us  without  gloves  for  the  past  four  years,  for  indulging  in 
real  estate  speculations.  But  now  he  tells  us  that  he  too  was  guilty  of  the  same  crime,  that 
he  was  a  party  to  buying  the  old  church,  an  abandoned  building— a  building  that  was  con- 
demned or  ought  to  have  been  condemned,  and  paying  some  $13,000.00  for  it.  I  presume 
he  will  tell  you  that  they  bought  that  old  church  for  the  purposes  of  this  Council.  If  they 
did  I  cannot  compliment  them  on  their  judgment,  for  if  there  was  a  mean  place  for  men  to 
meet  in  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  it  was  in  that  filthy,  old,  miserable,  rotten,  broken-down 
rat-trap  of  a  church  ;  it  was  full  of  rats  and  cobwebs,  not  a  water-closet  about  it  ;  a  stinking 
hole,  that  we  had  to  enter  in  upon  a  plank  to  escape  the  filth,  I  know  not  of  whom  but  I 
presume  the  neighbors.  Dr.  McLaughlin  was  on  the  Council  when  this  was  purchased,  and 
can  he  say  that  he  did  not  enter  into  a  real  estate  speculation  ?  If  he  had  seen  fit  he  could 
have  gone  to  another  part  of  this  city,  where  property  was  not  nearly  so  expensive,  and 
bought  a  lot  and  put  up  a  building  that  would  have  answered  the  purposes  infinitely  better 
than  that  old  church  did  for  half  the  money.  He  paid  $13,000.00  for  this  lot  ;  for  the  church 
was  not  worth  anything,  it  was  but  a  miserable  pile  of  bricks  that  afterwards  was  given  away 
for  the  pulling  of  it  down.  We  were  in  a  peculiar  position  there ;  this  building  was  not  fit  for 
an  examination  hall,  as  any  gentleman  who  ever  entered  it  can  tell  you.  It  was  almost  impossi- 
ble to  breathe  in  it  ;  it  was  not  fit  to  ask  any  gentleman  or  gentleman's  son  to  go  into,  to  be 
examined,  it  was  such  a  filthy  place.  It  was  damp,  mildewed,  rotten,  stinking,  filthy,  with 
hardly  enough  light  in  it  to  let  let  you  read  a  paper.  We  had  all  colors  and  shades  thrown  on 
us  from  the  windows,  and  I  tell  you  sometimes  the  pictures  were  beautiful  over  those  stained 
windows,  with  the  cobwebs  ;  they  were  magnificent.  We  were  huddled  up  there  around  a 
little  table  as  the  representative,  body  of  the  medical  profession  of  Ontario.  We  had  to  get 
out  ;  it  had  become  uninhabitable,  and  was  practically  so  long  before  we  tried  to  have  any- 
thing to  do  with  it.  We  had  to  do  something.  We  took  advice,  as  we  believed,  from 
men  whose  judgments  were  to  be  relied  upon.  We  first  thought  of  going  up  to  the 
Queen's  Park,  but  we  found  that  was  not  a  paying  speculation.  We  tried  to  sell  the 
church  property  and  get  what  we  paid  for  it  ;  and  we  put  it  in  the  market  at  an  upset 
price  but  we  never  got  a  bid  ;  no  one  was  fool  enough  to  pay  $18,000.00.  The  boom 
came  on  ;  and  we  were  advised  to  put  up  this  building  ;  and  we  put  it  up,  believing 
that  it  would  not  only  pay  but  more  than  pay,  and  that  we  would  realize  a  revenue  ; 
and  if  the  boom  had  continued  it  would  have  yielded  a  large  revenue.  If  that  had  come 
about  and  this  building  was  paying,  is  there  anybody  would  have  said  we  made  a  mis- 
take ?  Wouldn't  they  have  been  patting  us  on  the  back  and  telling  us  what  genuises  we 
were  ?  But  because  it  happened  to  us  that  it  went  the  other  way,  as  it  happened  to 
every  real  estate  owner  in  the  city,  that  property  depreciated,  we  are  blamed  and  told  that 
we  should  not  have  built  it,  or  that,  having  built  it,  we  should  have  sold  it  long  ago.  On 
these  principles  every  man  who  lost  money  on  his  property  in  the  City  of  Toronto  ought  to 
give  it  away  or  appoint  a  committee  to  get  rid  of  it  in  three  months. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  am  quite  in  favor  of  selling  the  building,  if  we  can  sell  it  profitably. 
Because  the  work  of  constructing  the  building  started  about  the  time  I  came  in,  and  I  was 
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not  responsible  for  it,  I,  as  one  who  was  not  directly  responsible  for  it,  heartily  endorse  the 
Council  in  the  course  they  took  in  the  construction  of  a  building  like  this.  Their  inten- 
tions were  good  ;  the  indications  all  were  good,  and  if,  as  Dr.  Moore  has  said,  things  had 
turned  out  as  was  expected,  it  would  have  been  a  very  profitable  affair.  But  it  has  not 
turned  out  quite  as  well,  and  I  have  no  objection  now  that  the  building  should  have  been 
disposed  of,  and  I  have  no  objection  to  the  question  going  to  the  committee  ;  the  only  thing 
I  say  is  we  should  not  put  upon  the  committee  the  further  burden  of  saying  what  should  be 
a  satisfactory'  figure,  and  for  that  reason  I  would  move,  if  anyone  will  second  it,  to  amend 
the  proposition  by  adding  thereto  "The  minimum  sum  to  be  accepted  to  be  $90,000.00.'' 

Dr.  Rogers — I  will  second  that  with  very  great  pleasure. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  see  from  the  Register  that  Dr.  Campbell  was  a  member  of  the 
Medical  Council  from  1882  to  1885,  from  1885  to  1890,  from  1890  to  1895.  This  building 
was  commenced  to  be  erected  in  1886,  and  I  would  like  to  know  upon  what  principle  Dr. 
Campbell  says  he  was  not  in  the  Council  when  the  building  was  commenced. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  was  speaking  from  recollection,  and  my  recollection  was  that  the  first 
appointment  of  the  committee  for  the  erection  of  the  building  took  place  immediately 
before  or  about  the  time  I  entered  the  Council  a  new  member,  without  the  opportunity  of 
exercising  any  influence  one  way  or  another  in  the  Council.  That  was  my  meaning.  It  is 
quite  possible  it  may  have  been  commenced  just  after  I  entered  the  Council;  but,  if  so,  I 
was  a  new  member,  and  therefore  do  not  consider  I  was  legally — I  was  not  morally — 
responsible,  because  it  would  have  been  done  whether  I  opposed  or  approved  of  it.  I  have 
no  recollection  of  taking  any  part  in  any  proceedings  in  connection  with  the  building. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  do  not  say  Dr.  Campbell  was  to  blame.  I  do  not  think  anyone  was 
to  blame.  I  repeat  Dr.  McLaughlin's  statement  here  to-night,  and  I  have  heard  him  make 
the  same  statement  before — it  was  an  error  in  judgment,  nothing  more. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  am  glad  to  hear  that,  because  we  were  always  under  the  impression 
that  it  was  thought  those  specially  interested  were  very  much  to  blame  indeed. 

Dr.  Britton — Something  has  been  said  about  referring  this  matter  to  the  Property 
Committee.     I  myself  would  not  feel  like  overlooking  the  Property  Committee. 

Dr.  Rogers — The  members  of  the  Property  Committee  all  reside  out  of  the  city  except 
Dr.  Thorburn. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  would  rather  not  act ;  for  one  reason,  I  am  very  sure  these  gentle- 
men cannot  come  into  town  every  time  an  offer  is  made. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  am  quite  sure  I  cannot  sell  it  in  Pembroke  ;  and  the  selling  of  this 
property  is  a  very  special  work. 

Dr.  Armour — I  do  not  see  the  necessity  for  the  resolution  Dr.  Roome  has  moved.  We 
have  a  clause  in  the  finance  report  referring  this  matter  to  the  Property  Committee  to 
dispose  of,  and  when  that  report  comes  in  this  will  likely  come  before  the  Council  again. 
And  I  submit  that  the  present  committee  should  be  as  competent  to  deal  with  this  matter 
as  any  committee  Dr.  Roome  could  suggest ;  at  least  I  have  every  reason  to  suppose  so 
until  I  hear  the  names  it  is  proposed  to  put  on  that  committee.  I  think  we  should  just 
pass  on  this  motion  and  have  done  with  it  ;  if  further  discussion  is  required  we  will  have  an 
opportunity,  if  the  movement  should  be  defeated,  when  the  Finance  Committee's  report  is 
being  considered. 

Dr.  Roome — I  did  not  suggest  the  names  on  the  committee  ;  I  was  going  to  leave  that 
to  the  Council  or  to  the  President.  I  thought  that  the  Council  could  better  name  three 
men.  If  the  committee  could  be  selected  from  members  who  live  in  or  near  the  city  of 
Toronto  it  would  be  well.  It  would  not  be  well  to  have  members  on  that  committee  living 
a  long  distance  from  Toronto.  I  will  accept  the  proposition  made  by  Dr.  Campbell  and 
leave  it  in  your  hands  to  appoint  three  gentlemen  from  the  Property  Committee  residing  in 
or  near  the  city  of  Toronto. 

Dr.  Sangster — My  position  on  that  point  is  a  little  different  from  some  others.  I 
thought  there  was  possibly  some  value  attached  to  the  motion,  and  that  it  might  be  useful 
if  it  were  connected  with  the  appointment  of  two  or  three  men  living  in  the  city  of  Toronto 
in  whom  the  Council  have  confidence,  and  these,  by  conference  with  the  Building  Committee, 
might  sell  the  building  ;  but  I  regard  the  rider  that  has  been  added,  that  the  building  shall 
not  be  disposed  of  until  they  got  an  offer  of  $90,000.00,  as  putting  the  sale  of  the  building 
out  of  the  region  of  probability. 

Dr.  Thornton — I  think  I  am  probably  the  first  member  of  the  Council  that  made  any 
move  or  motion  with  regard  to  this  property.  It  was  thought  by  some  I  did  it  for  tlie 
purpose  of  stirring  up  discussion  and  causing  friction.  However,  I  think  that  that  idea  will 
pass  away,  as  I  see  that  some  of  tlie  members  have  got  pretty  nearly  up  to  whero  1  was  four 
years  ago,  not  (juite  ;  and  I  hope  that  in  the  near  future  they  might  <|uite  overtake  me.  I 
only  wish  to  make  a  remark  or  two  because  I  have  ex])re88ed  myself  fully  before  on  this, 
and  there  is  no  use  going  over  the  same  ground  again.     There  has  been  objection  taken  to

the  way  we  estimate  the  loss  on  this  building  ;  I  claim  that  if  we  send  a  man  and  place  him 
in  the  office  here,  and  he  gives  his  services  for  nothing  and  puts  up  the  building,  and  puts 
$28,000.00  into  it,  and  we  mortgage  it  until  we  get  $60,000.00  of  a  mortgage  on 
it,  and  he  runs  it  from  that  time  until  this  day,  the  amount  of  money  he  would 
require  to  get  out  of  it  up  to  this  time — the  extra  amount  after  the  building  was  completed 
— would  be  the  amount  of  loss  on  the  building.  If  that  is  not  a  fair  calculation  I  don't 
know  anything  about  calculation  at  all.  And  when  those  figures  are  made  up  that  indi- 
vidual, working  for  nothing,  and  without  a  cent,  of  salary,  and  paying  the  honest  liabilities 
as  they  occur  from  day  to  day  or  from  year  to  year,  would  find  himself  with  a  balance-sheet 
in  the  neighborhood  of  •$39,000.00  behind  ;  that  is  actually  the  loss  on  the  building.  I  said 
four  years  ago,  I  say  it  now,  I  do  not  want  any  reckless  sacrifice  of  this  building,  and  I  am 
willing  to  stand  by  that.  But  the  loss  on  this  building  four  years  ago  was  twenty-one  or 
twenty-two  or  twenty-three  thousand  dollars,  and  now  it  is  about  thirty-nine  thousand 
dollars  ;  if  you  dilly-dally  on  at  this  rate  ten  years  more,  tell  me  how  much  you  will  have  to 
sell  this  building  for  and  not  make  a  sacrifice  of  some  kind.  If  we  are  losing  at  this  rate 
we  have  got  to  get  out  of  it.  I  said  before  that  this  building  is  beyond  the  requirements  of 
the  profession,  and  I  say  so  still.  I  said  it  was  beyond  the  limitations  of  the  statute  and  I 
say  so  still  ;  but  the  building  is  here,  and  somebody  has  asked  for  charity,  and  I  am  willing 
to  be  charitable  enough  to  say  it  is  here,  and  if  it  was  a  mistake  I  want  to  be  charitable 
enough  to  take  the  best  means  to-day  to  rectify  that  mistake,  and  that  is  all  I  ask.  It  has 
been  said  we  could  not  get  rid  of  the  building  in  any  shape  ;  but  I  say  we  could  have  given 
it  away,  and  I  do  not  agree  with  Dr.  Thorburn  when  he  says  we  could  not.  I  think  there 
will  be  members  of  the  Property  Committee  who  will  remember  I  said  I  was  not  willing  to 
carry  this  building  at  a  loss.  If  they  had  any  proposition  to  offer  that  would  secure  us 
against  loss,  very  good  ;  but  they  could  not  offer  the  proposition.  I  said  next,  if  they 
had  to  carry  it  at  a  loss  it  should  not  be  longer  than  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 
And  Dr.  McLaughlin  made  a  proposition  to  that  effect,  which  was  voted  down  in  committee. 
It  has  been  said  here  we  could  not  give  it  away,  but  I  say  we  would  not  give  it  away. 
I,  with  Dr.  Thorburn,  Dr.  Rogers  and  Dr.  McLaughlin,  interviewed  them,  and  Dr. 
Rogers  said  before  he  would  do  it  he  would  convene  the  Council  at  once.  Is  that  correct  ? 
(A  voice  :  "Yes.")  Then  that  statement  goes  for  nothing.  We  may  appoint  a  committee, 
and  we  may  put  a  minimum  price  that  we  cannot  possibly  get  for  this  building  ;  but  we 
might  just  as  well  save  this  talk,  it  does  not  amount  to  one  fig.  I  find  we  are  all  of  us — I 
won't  say  I  am  free  from  it  myself — inclined  to  take  some  ground  that  will  justify  our  own 
position.  I  think  Dr.  McLaughlin  said,  and  said  correctly,  that  the  building  in  the  first 
place  was  bought  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  ;  and  my  predecessor — and  he  was  a  strong 
man  in  this  Council,  a  personal  friend,  and  I  hope  he  always  will  be — says,  "Thornton, 
nobody  but  a  pack  of  fools  would  have  ever  bought  that  building  in  the  first  place."  He 
says,  having  the  property  on  our  hands,  we  had  to  do  something.  We  made  the  big  blunder 
and  spent  $75,000.00  more,  and  we  have  a  white  elephant  on  our  hands.  Another  member 
who  came  in  after  said,  "  Nobody  but  a  pack  of  asses  would  have  put  this  building  on  this 
corner,  after  having  that  property  on  their  hands  and  being  able  to  dispose  of  it  for  more 
than  they  gave  for  it."  JMr.  President,  sometimes  I  suspect  that  we  are  not  all  as  thor- 
oughly earnest  in  this  matter  as  we  might  be.  But  Dr.  Douglas  asks  for  charity,  so  do  I  ; 
and  I  ask  in  this  Council,  not  for  the  sake  of  effect,  not  for  the  sake  of  going  back  to  talk  to 
the  electors,  not  for  the  sake  of  getting  a  position  in  this  Council,  for  I  would  not  give  a 
snap  whether  I  ever  came  back  or  not  personally,  but  for  the  sake  of  putting  an  end  to  this 
irritation  and  this  friction  in  the  profession,  this  feeling  that  you  have  been  paying  for 
things  that  were  no  earthly  use  to  us,  things  we  should  have  been  rid  of  long  ago  ;  I  just  ask 
you  to  be  charitable  long  enough  to  get  rid  of  it  the  first  opportunity  you  have  that  has  any 
reason  in  it  at  all. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — Dr.  Thornton,  it  has  been  now  moved  by  some  member  here  that 
$90,000.00  be  the  minimum  ;  you  have  said  that  that  means  it  would  be  unsold,  that  the 
wishes  of  the  Council  will  never  be  met  as  long  as  that  clause  is  there.  Will  you  inform  us 
what  you  think  would  be  something  like  the  selling  price  ? 

Dr.  Thornton — I  am  going  to  ask  Dr.  Moorhouse  another  question,  after  the  fashion  of 
the  young  man  with  the  young  lady  who  asked  her,  "  If  I  said,  I  thought  you  would  say  yes 
if  I  asked  you  to  marry  me,  what  would  you  say  ? "  And  she  said,  "If  you  thought  I  would 
say  yes,  what  would  you  say  ?  " 

Dr.  Moorhouse — He  is  finding  fault  with  the  well-expressed  opinions  of  others  ;  he 
does  not  step  in  and  heal  the  breach. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  it  would  be  a  great  mistake  if  this  Council  publicly  fixes  this 
price  on  the  building  ;  it'  would  mean  if  we  have  an  opportunity  of  getting  a  larger  sum  we 
are  debarred.     I  think  it  is  a  mistake  for  Dr.  Campbell  to  put  in  the  figure  of  $90,000.00. 

Dr.  Bray — You  say  you  think  that  would  stop  the  sale  of   the  place  ;  wouldn't  it  stop 
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it  very  much  more  to  say  you  couldn't  give  the  building  away,  or  that  we  should  offer  to 
give  it  away,  as  has  been  stated  here  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin— I  have  not  said  it,  or  proposed  to  say  it.  What  I  say  is,  we  ought 
to  relegate  to  this  Building  Committee  the  power  to  try  and  sell  the  building.  If  I  was  on 
that  committee  I  would  do  everything  I  could  to  get  an  offer,  and  I  would  not,  unless  it  was 
a  good  offer,  accept  it  without  submitting  it  to  the  Council.  I  think  it  should  come  before 
the  Council,  or  there  should  be  a  circular  sent  to  every  man,  saying,  such  an  offer  has  been 
made  ;  and  let  them  give  the  committee  their  opinion.  Let  us  settle  down  to  some  earnest 
attempt  to  sell  the  building,  and  I  believe  we  will  be  able  to  accomplish  it.  I  have  no 
desire  that  this  building  should  be  sacrificed,  I  want  to  get  everything  for  the  profession  out 
of  it  we  can.     I  think  it  is  a  mistake  to  fix  figures. 

Dr.  Rogers — Before  I  say  anything  I  would  like  to  ask  some  of  the  previous  speakers 
who  have  been  so  decided  in  their  opinion  that  this  has  been  a  loss,  how  they  make  up  the 
deficit  ?  I  would  like  to  ask  Dr.  Roome,  in  the  first  place,  does  he  include  in  the  figures  of 
maintenance  of  the  building  the  caretaker 

Dr.  Geikie — Isn't  it  a  pity  to  go  into  these  figures  again  ?  I  will  move  an  adjourn- 
ment. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  have  the  floor,  but  if  you  want  to  adjourn,  I  will  agree  to  an  adjourn- 
ment. The  matter  is  such  a  serious  one  that  I  would  like  to  know  personally  the  figures 
on  which  they  make  up  the  deficit.  I  do  not  think  we  ought,  at  the  first  blush,  to  accept 
the  ipse  dixit  of  a  speaker  that  the  deficit  has  been  so  and  so  every  year.  I  think  if  we  had 
a  building  of  our  own,  used  only  for  our  own  purposes,  we  would  still  have  certain  expendi- 
tures connected  with  the  taking  care  of  that  building  ;  and  I  would  like  to  know  if  the 
expenditure  for  caretaker  and  various  other  items,  such  as  keeping  the  building  in  repair, 
carpenter's  work,  plumbing,  and  so  forth,  is  not  a  necessary  item  in  taking  care  of  any  build- 
ing ?  Without  the  fullest  explanation  of  what  the  expenditure  is  produced  by  or  what  makes 
up  their  figures  in  showing  a  deficit,  it  is  impossible  to  tell  whether  their  figures  are  correct 
or  not.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  I  think,  that  there  has  been  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  some 
of  my  fellow  members  to  offer  a  sort  of  apology  for  the  interest  they  have  taken  in  erecting 
this  building  and  in  keeping  it  to  the  present  time.  I  was  not  a  member  of  the  Council  at 
the  time  it  was  built,  but  if  I  had  been  I  would  say  I  had  done  right  then,  and  the  Council 
has  done  right  ever  since  ;  and  in  saying  that,  I  maintain  that  if  we  allow  a  proper  rent  for 
the  portion  of  the  building  occupied  by  us — not  any  $1,500.00  by  any  means — the  showing 
will  be  entirely  different.  I  say,  you  could  not  rent  in  the  city  of  Toronto  the  accommoda- 
tion we  get  here  for  anything  like  $1,500.00,  nor  for  much  under  three  times  that  amount  ; 
you  would  have  to  multiply  that  estimate  by  three.  If  we  had  an  examination  hall,  that  in 
itself  would  cost  probably  the  sum  which  these  gentlemen  have  spoken  about ;  and  then  we 
have  this  hall  for  meeting  in,  and  the  Registrar's  ofiice. 

Dr.  Thornton — Has  that  examination  hall  ever  been  rented  ? 

Dr.  Rogers — I  say,  if  we  had  to  pay  rent  for  an  examination  hall  such  as  we  have  here, 
and  if  we  had  to  pay  rent  for  a  Council  meeting  room  such  as  we  have  here,  and  if  we  had 
to  pay  rent  for  the  Registrar's  ofiice  and  a  committee  room  such  as  we  have,  I  think  the 
rent  would  come  to  nearer  $4,000.00  a  year  than  what  you  have  estimated.  If  we  say  our 
rooms  have  been  worth  $4,000.00  a  year  to  us,  the  deficit  falls  to  the  ground,  and  we  have 
really  had  value  for  our  money  and  have  had  a  good  return.  Take  another  thing.  It  has 
been  stated  here  in  open  Council,  and  it  has  gone  forth  to  the  public  and  to  the  profession, 
that  really,  as  some  of  the  speakers  have  said,  we  could  not  give  the  building  away — that  is 
to  say,  we  could  not  sell  it  for  $60,000.00.  I  must  express  great  regret  at  least  for  one  thing, 
that  any  member  should  say  he  was  willing  to  give  the  building  away.  I  maintain  that  is 
utterly  wrong.  If  the  Council  will  have  patience  for  a  little  while,  we  will  still  have  this 
ample  accommodation  in  the  building  we  require  ;  that  is  to  say,  examination  hall  and  so 
forth  for  the  work  of  the  College.  We  have  splendid  accommodation,  all  of  which,  I  believe, 
is  worth  nearer  $4,000.00  or  $5,000.00  a  year  to  us  than  the  figures  some  of  the  speakers 
have  taken  ;  and  in  a  very  short  time  property  in  the  city  of  Toronto,  which  has  fallen  from 
the  collapse  of  the  boom,  will  have  recovered  itself,  and  we  will  be  able  to  sell  this  building 
for,  I  believe,  at  least  $100,000.00.  I  do  not  think  that  is  a  wrong  or  overestimate  to  make. 
I  am  satisfied  any  real  estate  dealer  in  the  city  of  Toronto  will  say  to-day  that  you  can  in 
two  or  three  years  sell  this  building  for  $100,000.00.  I  am  willing  to  make  this  assertion  : 
that  you  cannot  find  a  real  estate  dealer  in  Toronto  of  any  experience  but  who  will  say,  if  you 
will  wait  for  two  or  three  years  more  you  will  sell  this  building  for  $100,000.00.  Now,  in 
the  face  of  that,  we  have  a  motion  to  sell  this  for  $90,000.00,  and  not  only  that,  but  to  give 
it  out  that  if  the  committee  really  could  not  get  $60,000.00  for  it,  get  anything  at  all — let  it 
go  even  for  the  mortgage.  I  think  the  profession  of  Ontario  will  have  a  very  peculiar  idea 
of  the  Council  when  they  read  that,  and  the  public  will  have  a  peculiar  idea  of  our  financial 
ability.     I  want  to  protest  against  those  statements,  and  I  repeat  that  the  acconnnodation 
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we  have  received  here  has  been  worth  at  least  $4,000.00  or  $5,000.00  a  year  to  us,  and  the 
building  is  worth  at  least  $100,000.00,  and  if  you  will  wait  and  have  patience  until  this 
collapse  in  Toronto  property  is  over,  we  will  sell  it  easily  for  $100,000.00.  I  hope  I  will 
never  hear  the  statements  again  in  this  building  that  I  have  heard  to-day  ;  I  regret  deeply 
that  such  statements  have  been  made.  I  am  willing  to  say  with  Dr.  Campbell,  if  you  make 
an  upset  price  of  at  least  $90,000.00  (although  it  is  really  a  loss  of  $10,000.00)  to  get  rid  of 
the  matter,  I  am  willing  to  let  it  go  for  that,  although  I  do  think  it  is,  as  I  said,  a  sacrifice 
of  at  least  $10,000.00. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  want  to  ask  one  question  :  A  couple  of  years  ago  this  Council  gave 
instructions  to  the  Property  Committee  to  sell  this  building  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 
Has  the  Council  ever  withdrawn  that  instruction  from  the  Property  Committee  ?  (A  voice  ; 
"  No.")     Therefore,  this  is  inoperative. 

The  President  put  Dr.  Campbell's  amendment  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken, 
declared  it  carried. 

The  PRESiDENr  then  put  the  original  motion  as  amended,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been 
taken,  declared  it  carried  as  amended. 

Dr.  Armour  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  President  instructed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays  ;  and  the  Registrar 
took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  : 

Yeas — Drs.  Bray,  Britton,  Campbell,  Emory,  Fowler,  Geikie,  Grijfin,  Henderson, 
Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Moorhouse,  Rogers,   Roome,  Thorburn. 

iV'af/s— Armour,  Barrick,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Hanly,  McLaughlin,  Sangster,  Thornton. 

Fifteen  yeas,  eight  nays  ;  seven  members  absent  from  room. 

Dr.  Douglas — I  rise  to  a  question  of  privilege.  I  want  to  explain  why  I  voted  against 
the  motion  that  I  seconded,  and'I  think,  as  a  matter  of  justice  to  myself,  I  have  a  right  to 
give  a  reason.  I  voted  against  the  resolution  because  the  Council  in  their  wisdom  saw  fit 
to  add  to  that  resolution  a  clause  I  was  not  in  sympathy  with,  and  for  that  reason  I  voted 
against  the  resolution  I  seconded. 

On  motion  the  Council  adjourned  to  eight  o'clock  p.m.,  the  order  of  business  to  be 
taken  up  where  it  is  left  off  now. 


EVENING  SESSION. 

Friday,  July  8th,  1898. 

The  Council  met  at  eight  o'clock  p.m.,  in  accordance  with  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President,  Dr.  Luton,  in  the  chair,  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  : 
Drs.  Armour,  Barrick,  Bray  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Emory,  Fowler, 
Geikie,  Griffin,  Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McLaughlin, 
Rogers,  Roome,  Sangster,  Spence,  Taylor,  Thorburn,  Thornton,  Williams. 

-    The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  by  the  Registrar,  confirmed  and  signed  by  the 
President. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Roome,  seconded  by  Dr.  Griffin,  that  Drs.  Thorburn,  Barrick  and 
Britton  be  the  members  of  the  special  committee  for  the  sale  of  the  building.     Carried. 

Dr.  Barrick — The  powers  of  that  committee  should  be  defined.  Are  we  to  exercise 
our  judgment,  to  employ  what  real  estate  agent  we  deem  beat  to  place  this  property  in  the 
market  ?  Are  you  prepared  to  pay  a  commission  to  a  man  of  that  kind,  or  are  we  to  do  that 
ourselves  ? 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  the  committee  are  quite  capable  of  using  good  judgment  in  the 
matter  ;  and  I  do  not  think  they  should  be  tied  down  in  any  way  ;  let  them  dispose  of  it  to 
the  best  advantage  they  can,  and  in  the  best  way  they  can. 

The  President — Of  course  it  is  understood  that  the  President  is,  ex-offi,cio^  member  of 
that  committee. 

Dr.  Barrick — Certainly. 

Dr.  Geikie — Certainly  ;  of  all  committees. 

Enquiries. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  two  enquiries  to  make.  The  first  is,  whether  the  Committee  on 
Rules  and  Regulations  have  properly  enquired  into  whether  there  is  any  stated  quorum 
necessary  for  a  full  meeting  of  this  Council  ?  and,  if  so,  what  that  quorum  is  1 

Dr.  Williams — Mr.  President,  I  believe  that  that  matter  has  not  come  specially  under 
the  purview  of  this  committee.     We  were  not  dealing  with  just  what  should  bs  a  quorum  of 
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the  Council,  but  rather  with  the  duties  of  the  Council  and  the  management  of  its  business,  and 
we  have  taken  no  steps  to  see  whether  the  Council  itself  has  a  quorum  outside  of  a  majority 
or  not.  The  statute  fixes  the  quorum,  so  far  as  I  know  ;  but  if  it  says  nothing  about  a  quorum 
then  the  majority  constitutes  a  quorum. 

The  President — Page  XVI,  Sub-section  3,  says,  "All  the  Acts  of  the  Council  shall  be 
decided  by  the  majority  of  the  members  present,  not  being  less  than  nine  in  number." 

Dr.  Sangster — I  wish  to  enquire  of  the  Registrar,  through  the  President,  how  many 
registered  practitioners  are  still  in  arrears  with  their  annual  fees,  and  what  is  the  aggregated 
amount  1 

The  President — Dr.  Pyne  says  he  cannot  answer  exactly,  off-hand. 

Reports  of  Standing  and  Special  Committees. 

Dr.  Geikie  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Complaints. 

Dr.  Geikie — This  man  Doherty  appeared  at  the  examination  with  a  false  moustache  and 
disguised  ;  he  undertook  to  personate  at  the  examination,  and  was  to  receive  $25.00,  and  the 
money  was  paid. 

Dr.  Fowler — Was  the  person  he  personated  found  out  and  punished  1 

Dr.  Geikie — I  do  not  think  so.     I  could  not  tell  you. 

Dr.  Fowler — We  should  keep  a  record  of  it  ;  and  if  he  appears  at  an  examination  he 
should  be  stopped. 

Dr.  Geikie  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Barrick,  that  the  report  be  adopted.     Carried. 

To  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario : 

Gentlemen, — All  the  communications  sent  to  the  Committee  on  Complaints  have  been 
carefully  considered.     The  committee  begs  to  report  as  follows  : 

1.  A  letter  from  Dr.  A.  B.Welford,  of  Woodstock,  Examiner  on  Surgery,  explaining  and 
expressing  his  regret  at  the  delay  which  took  place  in  the  forwarding  of  his  returns  to  the 
Registrar.  The  committee  greatly  regrets  that  the  delay  in  question  occurred,  as  such  delays 
cause  very  great  inconvenience  to  a  large  number  of  students  ;  and  in  this  particular  instance 
one  case  at  least  was  mentioned  where  a  candidate  had  assumed  a  good  deal  of  responsibility 
depending  on  the  returns  being  promptly  sent  in,  and  in  which  the  loss  through  the  delay 
may  be  considerable.  While  sorry  sickness  had  existed  in  the  examiner's  family,  and  that 
he  himself  had  been  indisposed,  the  committee  thinks  that  by  extra  and  earlier  efforts  the 
delay  might  have  been  prevented,  and  would  suggest  that  the  necessity  for  punctuality 
should  be  impressed  hereafter  on  all  examiners  of  the  Council  in  sending  in  their  returns. 

2.  In  the  case  of  Mr.  C.  W.  Walker,  he  must  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  Council 
and  take  the  subjects  on  which  he  recently  failed  at  a  subsequent  examination. 

3.  Mr.  W.  B.  Kayler  must  also  comply  with  the  regulations  of  the  Council  in  this 
respect. 

4.  Mr.  T.  A.  Patrick  must  be  re-examined  in  operative  midwifery,  the  subject  on  which 
he  failed,  and  must  pay  $5.00  for  the  examination,  according  to  the  rule  in  1889,  under  which 
Mr.  Patrick  comes. 

5.  Mr.  W.  E.  R.  Coad  must  take  over  again  the  subject  of  operative  surgery. 

6.  Mr.  A.  M.  Dansmore  must  take  the  subject  of  operative  surgery  over  again. 

7.  Mr.  W.  I.  Struthers  must  take  the  subjects  over  again  in  which  he  failed. 

8.  Midwifery  non-operative  granted  to  Mr.  R.  Crosby  ;  the  rest  of  the  subjects  on  which 
he  failed  must  be  taken  over  again. 

9.  A  case  where  a  wrong  was  done  Dr.  J.  E.  Tamlyn,  where,  however,  the  Council  is 
powerless  to  interfere.     It  is  one  for  a  court  of  law  to  settle. 

10.  Dr.  Caughlin  complains  of  certain  irregularities  in  persons  practising,  and  compares 
necessitous  students  doing  so  in  outlying  districts  as  very  venial  in  comparison  with  the 
unconcealed  quackery  too  common  in  cities  and  towns. 

The  Registrar  to  be  requested  to  acknowledge  Dr.  C.'s  letter,  and  to  inform  him  that  the 
Council  is  carefully  looking  into  all  irregularities  of  the  kind  he  speaks  of. 

11.  Dr.  Smellie,  of  Fort  William  ;  letter.  Committee  recommends  that  it  be  sent  to  the 
committee  which  looks  after  prosecutions. 

12.  Mr.  Brebner,  Registrar  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  sends  a  letter  notifying 
Council  that  a  medical  student,  F.  J.  Doherty,  was  convicted  of  having  personated  a  candi- 
date at  a  matriculation  examination,  and  had  been  paid  $25.00  for  doing  so,  and  had  his  name 
removed  by  the  University  from  the  list  of  second  year  students. 
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The  committee  recommends  that  the  said  F.  J.  Doherty  should  not  be  allowed  to  take 
the  Council  examinations  should  he  apply  for  that  purpose  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Council  on 
account  of  the  serious  offence  of  which  he  was  proved  guilty.  (See  Mr.  Brebner's  letter  and 
the  accompanying  newspaper  account  of  the  evidence  at  the  police  court.) 

13.   Mr.  A.  E.  Stewart  will  require  to  takeover  again  the  subjects  in  which  he  failed. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Dr.  Bray  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  as  follows  : 

Your  Committee  on  Discipline  met  and  organized  by  appointing  Dr.  J.  L.  Bray 
Chairman,  when  they  had  before  them  the  report  of  Mr.  Wasson  in  regard  to  charges  of 
unprofessional  conduct  preferred  by  him  against  Dr.  R.  Sproule,  of  93  Carlton  Street, 
Toronto,  and  referred  to  your  committee  by  this  Council.  We  would  ask  the  Council  to 
instruct  the  Discipline  Committee  to  investigate  said  charges. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Dr.  Bray  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  that  the  report  be  adopted. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Has  not  Dr.  Sproule  left  the  country,  and  gone  away  to  New  Port, 
Vermont  ? 

Dr.  Bray — He  has  an  office  here  yet. 

Dr.  Emory — I  see  an  advertisement  that  he  is  in  New  Port,  and  the  house  he  was  in 
here  is  vacant. 

Dr.  Bray — We  need  not  investigate  him  if  he  does  not  return. 

Dr.  Moore — This  fellow  is  pretty  sharp,  and  he  may,  knowing  the  Council  is  in  session, 
remain  away  and  as  soon  as  the  session  is  over  he  may  think  he  will  be  free  for  a  year  or 
eif^hteen  months.  The  committee  will  not  investigate  the  matter  unless  he  is  here,  and  not 
then  unless  we  are  assured  on  the  advice  of  our  solicitor  we  can  convict  him. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried, 
and  the  report  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Dickson  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  that  the  Discipline  Committee  be 
instructed  to  investigate  the  charges  against  Dr.  R.  Sproule,  late  of  Carlton  Street,  Toronto, 
in  case  he  returns  to  Ontario.     Carried. 

Dr.  Thorburn  read  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Dr.  Thorburn  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  that  the  report  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee be  adopted.     Carried. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario: 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  leave  to  report  that  it  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to 
call  the  Executive  together,  as  it  was  considered  that  there  were  no  matters  of  sufficient 
importance  to  bring  before  them. 

The  elections  that  were  necessitated  were  conducted  in  accordance  with  your  by-laws 
and  the  Medical  Act.  In  one  instance  where  the  returning  officer  resigned,  your  Executive 
appointed  his  successor  by  means  of  correspondence. 

All  other  matters  have  been  attended  to  directly  by  your  President,  and  have  been 
reported  upon  in  the  President's  address.

Dr.  Fow^LER  read  the  report  of  the  Registration  Committee  as  follows  : 
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Report  of  Registration  Committee. 

Samuel  Arthur  Carter  applied  to  be  re -registered,  having  been  convicted  of  attempting 
to  produce  an  abortion  in  the  case  of  a  young  girl.  He  introduced  a  speculum  apparently 
with  that  intention.  He  was  tried  and  convicted,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  one 
year.     Your  committee  recommends  that  no  action  be  taken. 

2nd.  Application  is  also  made  by  Arthur  J.  Rayson,  M.D.,  B.S.C.,  residing  at  Neebish, 
Chippewa,  Michigan,  that  permission  be  granted  him  to  visit  professionally  at  an  island  near 
his  residence,  but  in  Canadian  territory.  He  stated  that  if  this  is  not  permitted  the  inhabi- 
tants of  this  island  have,  in  sickness,  to  send  a  very  great  distance  for  medical  aid.  Your 
committee  recommends  that  he  be  informed  that  the  Council  has  no  power  to  grant  permits 
to  practitioners  not  licensed  to  practise  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

A  petition  was  also  received  from  John  Robert  McCuUough,  of  Sarnia.  As  no  reason 
is  adduced  for  his  name  being  restored  to  the  Register,  your  committee  recommends  that  no 
action  be  taken,

Dr.  Fowler  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  that  the  report  of  the  Registration 
Committee  be  adopted.     Carried. 

Dr.  Thorburn  read  the  report  of  the  Property  Committee,  and  the  reports  attached  to 
it  as  follows  : 

To  th(-  President  and  Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario : 

Gentlemen, — Your  Committee  on  Property  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  inspected 
the  building,  and  have  found  it  in  a  good  state  of  repair. 

Owing  to  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Machell  from  the  Council,  your  President  has  watched 
over  your  property,  not  finding  it  necessary  to  call  the  committee  together  during  the  year. 

Some  little  expense  was  necessarily  incurred  by  the  snow  and  ice  having  knocked  down 
some  of  the  brick  cornice,  nearly  causing  an  accident  to  some  pedestrians  on  the  street.  It 
was  thought  wise  to  remove  the  brick  portions  of  the  cornice,  with  a  view  to  preventing 
some  serious  mishap. 

The  boilers,  elevator  and  machinery  have  been  inspected  and  found  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 

Concerning  the  powers  entrusted  to  the  committee  last  year,  with  a  view  to  selling  the 
property,  we  can  only  report  that  several  parties  have  inspected  the  building  with  a  view  to 
purchasing,  but  no  offer  for  the  property  has  yet  been  received. 

The  revenue  from  the  year's  rents  amounts  to  $3,437.34,  which  is  considerably  less  than 
last  year,  owing  to  the  removal  of  the  Foresters  to  their  own  building.  This,  of  course,  is 
not  taking  into  account  any  allowance  made  for  the  portion  of  the  building  occupied  by  the 
College. 

Our  supplies,  such  as  fuel,  etc.,  have  been  purchased  after  receiving  tenders  for  the 
same,  and,  as  an  exceptional  opportunity  offered,  your  President  took  the  liberty  of  arranging 
for  the  fuel  supply  for  the  coming  year  at  the  lowest  rate  in  the  hietory  of  the  College. 
The  tender  for  the  same  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Registrar,  and  I  trust  will  be  satisfactory 
to  your  honorable  body.

Inspection  Report. 

From  the  Boiler  Inspection  and  Insurance  Company  of  Canada,  to  R.  A.  Payne,  Esq.,  M.D., 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Toronto  : 

We  beg  to  inform  you  that  the  two  steam  boilers.  Bay  Street,  insured  under  Policy  No. 
2715  were  inspected  with  steam  "off"  on  the  13th  inst.,  and,  as  far  as  could  be  ascertained, 
found  in  the  following  condition  : 

Both  boilers  were  opened  and  were  fully  examined,  and  the  following  points  require 
attention  : 

The  back  hand-hole  joints  have  been  leaking  and  the  caps  should  be  removed  and  new 
joints  made.     These  should  be  made  with  rubber  coated  with  a  paste  of  oil  and  blacklead. 

All  ashes  and  soot  should  be  removed  from  underneath  and  behind  boilers. 

Head  should  be  scraped,  cleaned  and  painted  with  oil  and  red  lead. 

Safety  valves  should  be  taken  apart,  cleaned  and  oiled. 

Put  ten  pounds  of  soda  in  each  boiler  and  fill  full  of  water. 

There  are  no  leaks  and  no  over-heating.  The  tubes  in  No.  1  are  pitted,  but  do  not 
require  renewal  as  yet. 

Steam  gauges  are  nearly  correct.

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Property  Committee  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario : 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  leave  to  lay  before  you  my  report  on  the  Medical  Council 
Building. 

The  boilers  have  all  been  thoroughly  overhauled,  cleaned  and  filled  with  cold  water  and 
purged.     They  have  also  been  inspected  and  found  all  right. 

The  lavatories  are  all  in  very  fair  order.  The  plumbing  has  all  been  examined  and 
repaired.  The  ceilings  of  all  of  them  have  been  calsomined  and  all  the  woodwork  varnished 
and  painted. 

The  elevator  is  in  fair  working  order.  Within;  the  last  year  it  has  not  required  any- 
thing to  be  done  to  it,  excepting  the  repairs  for  general  wear  and  tear. 

The  halls,  stairs  and  landings  are  all  in  good  condition. 

A  good  deal  of  work  has  been  done  to  the  offices  in  order  to  suit  the  tenants  who 
occupy  them,  particularly  carpenter  work  and  painting.  They  all  are  now  in  good  con- 
dition, and  are  occupied  with  but  two  exceptions.  These  two  have  been  painted  and  papered, 
and  are  ready  for  occupancy. 

Stands  have  been  placed  on  each  flat  with  buckets  filled  with  water,  in  the  event  of  fire. 

The  main  roof  and  gutters  have  been  repaired.  Early  in  the  spring  some  of  the 
ornamental  brickwork  on  the  roof  fell  to  the  sidewalk  and  narrowly  escaped  injuring  some 
people.  We  were  compelled  to  take  the  other  portions  of  the  brickwork  off  and  put  on 
copper  coverings. 

The  plaster  in  the  examination  hall  that  came  off  by  dampness  has  all  been  replaced 
and  the  leak  stopped. 

I  would  especially  call  your  attention  to  the  smell  that  arises  from  the  stables  of  the 
Veterinary  College.  It  is  particularly  bad  when  the  wind  is  east,  so  that  the  tenants  in 
our  back  offices  cannot  open  their  windows,  and  they  have  given  notice  that  if  the  nuisance 
is  not  abated  they  will  be  compelled  to  seek  offices  elsewhere. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.  Thomas  Wasson. 
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Dr.  Thorburn  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  that  the  report  of  the  Property 
Committee  be  adopted. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Thorburn — We  offered  to  sell  the  building  and  could  not  get  purchasers.  I  think, 
however,  that  the  action  of  the  Council  in  putting  on  a  minimum  price,  which  perhaps  may 
be  a  little  excessive,  will  relieve  the  committee  very  much  of  a  serious  consideration. 

The  President  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried 
and  the  report  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Williams  read  the  report  of  the  special  committee  appointed  with  reference  to 
rules  and  regulations. 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Britton,  that  the  report  be  adopted,  and  that 
he  be  permitted  to  introduce  a  motion  to  carry  it  out  at  once.     Carried. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Coimcil  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario: 

Gentlemen, — Your  special  committee  elected  to  take  into  consideration  and  to  prepare 
a  set  of  rules  of  order  for  the  guidance  of  the  Council  in  its  proceedings,  beg  leave  to  report 
that,  in  accordance  with  your  instructions,  they  have  carefully  considered  the  matters  and 
are  prepared  to  report  by  the  introduction  of  a  by-law  to  amend  By-law  No.  39. 

Respectfully  submitted. 

Adopted.  J.  Arthur  Williams,  Chairman. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Britton,  and  resolved  that  the  mover  have 
leave  to  introduce  a  by-law  amending  By-law  No.  39  ;  and  that  the  proposed  by-law  be  now 
read  a  first  time. 

The  by-law  received  its  first  reading. 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  the  Council  go  into  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  to  read  By-law  No.  39  a  second  time,  clause  by  clause.     Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Dr.  Taylor  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Williams  moved  that  the  by-law  be  read  clause  by  clause.     Carried. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  1,  Section  1. 

Dr.  Williams — Before  moving  the  adoption  of  that  we  might  explain  that  we  had  hoped 
to  be  able  to  get  a  type-written  copy  for  each  member  of  the  Council  ;  but  when  we  had 
managed  to  get  this  one  copy  put  in  shape  we  took  steps  to  ascertain  whether  type-written 
copies  would  be  procurable  or  not  and  we  found  it  would  not  be  possible  to  get  them  this 
week.  We  therefore  determined  to  bring  it  before  the  Council  and  ask  the  members  to 
open  the  last  Announcement  at  "Rules  and  Regulations,"  and  in  the  main  they  will  be 
able  to  follow  the  run  of  the  by-law  by  watching  those  parts. 

Oil  motion  Clause  1  of  S .ction  1  of  the  by-law  was  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  2,  Section  1. 

On  motion  Clause  2,  Section  10  was  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  1,  Section  2,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  2,  Section  11. 

Dr.  Williams  moved  that  this  clause  be  adopted. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved  in  amendment  that  Clause  2,  which  reads:  "The  President 
and  Vice-President  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  members  of  the  Council  by  ballot  with- 
out nomination,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  to  an 
election  ;  provided  that  in  case  of  a  tie,  the  election  shall  be  decided  by  the  member  repre- 
senting the  greatest  number  of  registered  practitioners,"  be  not  adopted  but  that  the  following 
be  substituted  therefor  :  "The  officers  shall  be  elected  after  nomination  by  open  vote,  the 
vote  being  taken  on  the  nominees  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  nominated.  When  only 
one  candidate  is  nominated  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer  to  declare  him  duly 
elected  ;  in  case  of  a  tie  the  presiding  officer  shall  give  the  casting  vote,  provided  that  at  the 
first  meetng  of  a  new  Council  the  tie  should  be  decided  by  the  member  present  representing 
the  greatest  number  of  registered  practitioners."  I  think  the  committee  agreed,  in  case  we 
did  not  adopt  its  recommendations,  that  we  should  take  this  clause  as  the  alternative. 
However,  we  will  have  to  alter  the  last  sentence  there  because  if  that  were  carried  out,  when 
the  Registrar  is  in  the  chair  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  and  he  is  not  a  member  of  the 
Council,  he  could  not  give  the  casting  vote.  We  will  have  to  add  "Provided  that  at  the 
first  meeting  of  the  new  Council  the  tie  shall  be  decided  by  the  member  present  representing 
the  greatest  number  of  registered  practitioners."  The  amendment  I  propose  is  the  same  as 
the  course  pursued  in  Parliament. 

Dr.  Britton — If  I  might  be  allowed  to  ask  Dr.  McLaughlin  a  question  in  reference  to 
this,  I  would  like  to  ask  him  whether  it  is  sufficiently  explicit  there  that  the  one  securing 
the  highest  number  of  votes,  supposing  there  were  three  or  four  nominees,  would  be  the 
one  to  be  declared  elected.  It  does  not  state  it  distinctly  ;  and  some  one  might  raise  an 
objection  to  that  hereafter.     I  think  it  is  wise  to  make  it  more  explicit. 
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Dr.  McLaughlin — The  way  the  election  is  conducted  is,  the  first  one  nominated  is 
voted  on,  and  if  that  man  gets  the  majority  of  the  votes,  that  ends  the  whole  thing  ;  if  not, 
he  is  put  in  the  minority  and  the  next  one  then  is  taken  up.  I  do  not  see  that  any  difficulty 
could  occur  about  that. 

Dr.  Geikie — There  would  not  be  too  many.  The  gentlemen  who  arrange  who  shall  be 
the  presiding  officer  and  who  shall  be  vice-president  each  year  would  be  careful  that  that 
would  not  occur. 

Dr.  Luton — The  amendment  says  that  in  case  of  a  tie,  the  tie  shall  be  broken  by  the 
member  representing  the  largest  number  of  electors.  What  would  be  done  in  case  that 
member  was  not  here  ? 

Dr.  Henry — Take  the  next  one. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — No  man  who  is  not  here  has  a  right  to  vote.  We  must  take  the  one 
present  who  represents  the  greatest  number. 

Dr.  Emory — Supposing  three  or  four  nominations  are  made  for  the  office  of  President, 
and  on  the  vote  on  the  man  first  nominated  there  is  a  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  the 
result  is  a  tie,  shall  the  presiding  officer  then  cast  a  vote  yea  or  nay  and  so  elect  that  man, 
or  would  we  take  the  next  nominee  and  see  if  he  obtained  a  majority  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  the  rule  is,  if  there  is  a  tie  on  the  first  vote,  the  presiding 
officer,  providing  he  is  not  the  Registrar,  shall  give  the  casting  ballot. 

Dr.  Emory — I  do  not  think  that  power  should  be  in  the  presiding  officer.  I  think  the 
Council  should  make  the  election. 

Dr.  Sangster — How  are  we  to  determine  who  represents  the  largest  number  of  con- 
stituents ? 

Dr.  Bray — The  Registrar  can  answer  that. 

Dr.  Rogers — The  Registrar  has  just  stated  that  West  Toronto  has  the  largest  number 
now. 

Dr.  Sangster— Could  the  Registrar  find  out  now  exactly  how  many  electors  there  are 
in  either  division  of  Toronto  ? 

The  Registrar — I  think  so,  because  we  had  an  election  so  recently  in  the  West. 

Dr.  Brock — I  think  I  could  make  a  suggestion  that  would  settle  that  question.  The 
only  time  the  difficulty  would  arise  would  be  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  new  Council,  and  in 
that  case  the  person  who  polled  the  largest  number  of  votes  ought  to  be  the  person  who 
should  cast  the  ballot  or  decide  the  question. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — 1  understand  it  is  not  what  he  polls,  but  the  number  in  his  con- 
stituency. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  the  matter  would  not  be  of  very  great  importance  if,  as  has  been 
stated,  it  is  only  to  refer  to  the  first  meeting  of  the  next  Council  ;  but,  I  take  it,  the  difficulty 
will  arise  every  first  meeting  of  the  Council  every  fourth  year. 

Dr.  Campbell — It  is  hardly  fair  to  assume  there  will  be  a  tie  every  fourth  year.  There 
might  be,  of  course. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  do  not  see  how  you  can  avoid  something  of  this  kind.  Take  the 
suggestion  of  my  friend.  Here  are  two  candidates,  and  there  is  a  tie  on  the  name  of  the 
first  one  nominated  ;  what  we  propose  is  that  the  chairman  shall  give  the  casting  vote, 
except  in  one  instance.  That  would  be  absolutely  right.  If  there  were  twenty  members 
])resent,  and  ten  voted  for  A  and  ten  voted  against  him,  1  assume  that  the  ten  who  voted 
for  A  will  stand  for  A,  supposing  you  bring  out  B,  and  you  cannot  elect  B.  You  will  still 
have  ten  for  A  and  ten  for  B  ;  but  the  presiding  officer  is  in  favor  of  A,  and  he  gives  his 
vote  for  A.  Is  not  that  fair  and  just  ?  I  think  it  certainly  is,  if  you  are  going  to  give  the 
chairman  the  casting  vote,  the  same  as  if  there  is  a  tie  on  any  question  that  comes  up 
the  chairman  will  give  the  casting  vote. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  there  is  a  good  deal  in  Dr.  Emory's  contention.  In  municipal 
bodies,  when  two  men  have  a  tie  and  there  are  more  than  two  nominated,  the  vote  is 
taken  over  again,  and  every  man  is  voted  on.  You  will  find  that  in  every  municipal 
liody. 

Dr.  Henry — What  does  the  presiding  officer  do  ? 

Dr.  Armour — The  presiding  officer  in  municipal  councils  has  a  vote. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — We  are  exactly,  in  this  motion,  where  we  have  always  been  in 
this  Council,  especially  under  the  new  regulations,  and  even  under  our  present  regula- 
tions. If  we  are  electing  a  president,  and  one  half  votes  for  a  man  and  the  other  half 
against  him,  does  not  the  presiding  officer  give  the  casting  vote  ? 

Dr.  Bray — The  presiding  officer,  then,  has  two  votes. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — He  would  have,  as  you  are  now.  But,  according  to  our  by-laws, 
we  propose  that  he  shall  only  have  a  casting  vote  in  all  cases. 

Dr.  Rogers — You  cannot  do  that. 

Dr.  Barrick— Suppose,  as  Dr.  McLaughlin  says,  that  there  are  twenty  men  present, 
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and  ten  vote  for  one  side  and  ten  for  the  other,  then  when  the  other  man  is  voted  for, 
a  half  dozen  other  members  come  in 

Dr.  McLaughlin — If  they  do,  they  have  no  vote.  No  man  has  a  right  to  vote  after 
the  question  has  been  put,   unless  he  has  been  in  and  heard  the  motion. 

Dr.  Barrick — But  he  come  in,  and  hears  the  motion  the  second  time. 

Dr.  Bray — In  a  municipal  body,  if  ten  men  vote  for  a  man  and  ten  the  other  way, 
including  the  mayor,  it  is  declared  lost.     The  mayor  has  not  a  double  vote  then. 

Dr.  Williams — If  you  will  just  leave  the  matter  exactly  as  it  is  on  the  by-law  now 
there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  that  way  ;  it  will  be,  vote  by  ballot  in  such  a  way  that  that 
matter  will  be  settled.  Vote  by  ballot,  without  nomination,  and  every  man  in  the  Council 
is  placed  on  an  equal  footing.  There  is  no  chance  of  going  up  and  "button-holing,"  as 
Dr.  Geikie  talks  so  much  of,  and  shoving  somebody  forward  ;  because  when  we  come  here 
each  man  can  vote  as  he  likes  without  anybody  troubling  him  as  to  who  shall  have  the 
majority  vote.  I  am  personally  strongly  in  favor  of  voting  by  ballot,  and  I  do  not  hold 
that  view  without  some  little  experience  in  the  matter.  And  I  want  to  say  this,  that 
men  may  talk  very  independently  when  they  are  here,  and  they  may  put  on  a  good  deal 
of  bravado  when  they  come  to  give  a  vote ;  but  when  it  comes  to  the  point  there  is  not 
one  of  you  that  does  not  feel  a  little  cringe  in  voting  against  his  friend  when  he  thinks 
he  ought  to  ;  and  the  friend  carries  away  in  his  feelings  just  a  little  unpleasantness, 
when  it  ought  not  to  be  at  all.  Adopt  the  by-law,  and  there  are  no  heartburnings  or 
little  unpleasant  feelings  left  in  your  own  breast  because  you  felt  it  your  duty  to  vote  against 
a  friend.  I  favor  voting  Avithout  nomination  for  this  reason,  because  it  places  every  man 
in  the  Council  upon  the  same  footing — every  man  here.  If  there  are  people  who  think  a 
man  is  a  competent  man  for  the  position,  every  one  who  thinks  that  can  put  in  a  vote 
for  that  man.  He  may  be  a  man  that  has  not  been  thought  of  before,  and  yet  attention 
is  called  to  him  by  a  vote  or  two  being  put  in,  and  right  away  that  man  may  secure,  on 
the  next  ballot,  a  goodly  number  of  votes.  How  common  it  is  in  the  United  States, 
where  they  elect  their  President  on  the  ballot  system,  to  hear  of  the  black  horse  coming 
in  ahead.  Why  is  this  ?  It  is  because,  to  a  large  extent,  the  voters  have  their  attention 
directed  to  the  man,  and  when  they  commence  to  consider  and  study  that  man  they  recog- 
nize that  he  is  independent  perhaps  of  faction  and  one  of  the  best  men  of  the  lot,  and 
hence  that  man  comes  to  the  front.  This  system  of  voting  by  ballot  is  adopted  at  present 
in  a  large  share  of  the  county  councils  of  this  country.  It  is  not  adopted  without  cause  ; 
it  is  adopted  because  it  does  away  with  any  unpleasant  or  ill-feeling  between  members, 
and  because  the  moment  the  vote  is  over  they  have  the  best  of  good  feeling.  You  may 
say  that  the  person  who  is  elected  President  this  year  has  no  less  kindly  feeling  towards 
me  because  I  voted  against  him  ;  but  you  must  recollect  this,  that  gentleman  happened 
to  win,  and  because  he  won  he  could  be  generous,  and  not  hold  feelings  of  that  sort. 
But  supposing  he  had  lost,  and  I  voted  against  him,  do  you  think  he  would  have  felt 
the  same  1  Human  nature  is  the  same  in  a  doctor  as  in  anybody  else.  Would  that  man 
feel  exactly  the  same  towards  me,  being  a  personal  friend  ?  I  trow  not.  If  we  are  honest 
with  ourselves,  we  realize  in  our  own  conscience  that  we  do  not  feel  exactly  the  same 
when  we  are  obliged  in  an  open  vote  to  go  against  an  individual  and  personal  friend. 
Adopt  the  system  that  is  in  the  by-law,  and  it  does  away  with  this  little  trouble  that 
you  have  been  trying  to  remedy  without  success. 

Dr.  Bray — I  take  exception  to  that.  Dr.  Williams  says  when  you  vote  against  a  friend 
you  have  qualms  of  conscience.  This  would  only  increase  them.  I  say  you  are  not  doing 
your  friend  as  much  injury  by  voting  secretly  against  him,  at  the  same  time  allowing  him  to 
believe  you  are  voting  for  him  1  That  would  not  take  any  qualms  away  from  my  conscience  ; 
it  would  only  increase  them.  Dr.  Williams  has  referred  to  the  election  of  the  United  States 
President  ;  I  would  like  to  remind  him  that  there  have  been  forty,  fifty  and  sixty  votes  cast  for 
President,  taking  up  a  week  before  a  result  was  reached.  There  should  be  no  necessity  for 
that.  This  is  a  small  body,  and  a  body  of  gentlemen,  and  I  see  no  reason  on  earth  why  a 
man  cannot  get  up  here  and  vote  for  the  man  of  his  choice,  even  though  it  is  against  his 
friend,  and  1  think  it  will  not  injure  him  a  bit  more  to  do  that  openly  than  secretly.  In  the 
case  of  a  vote  taken  by  ballot,  where  a  candidate  has  been  promised  a  certain  number  of 
votes,  and  he  fails,  that  man  suspects  every  man  that  voted  of  having  voted  against  him.  He 
does  not  know  who  did  it,  but  he  does  know  he  has  been  turned  down  ;  instead  of  knowing 
it  was  one  man  who  did  it  openly,  he  suspects  every  man.  I  tell  you,  gentlemen,  open  voting 
is  the  proper  way  for  this  Council. 

Dr.  Barrick — Mr.  Chairman  and  gentlemen,  I  feel  very  strongly  that  the  by-law 
should  stand  as  it  is.  It  has  been  said  that  if  a  man  button-holes,  and  a  few  people  promise 
to  vote  for  him,  and  then  he  is  left  out,  he  wonders.  Well,  he  will  learn  a  lesson  not  to  do 
such  a  thing  again. 

Dr.  Bray — I  did  not  say  "button-holing." 
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Dr.  Barrick — Call  it  what  you  like.  The  statement  was  made  that  a  number  of  people 
say,  *'  Oh  yes,  I  will  vote  for  you  ;"  and  then  he  wonders  why  it  is  that  he  is  left  out.  Now, 
the  lesson  to  be  learned  is  a  wholesome  one  ;  that  he  should  not  go  around  canvassing,  and 
then  he  will  have  no  disappointment.  The  election  of  the  President  of  this  body  should  be 
one  that  would  express  the  feelings  of  the  majority  of  the  members  present  ;  and  every  mem- 
ber of  this  Council  should  have  the  privilege  of  writing  the  name  of  one  person  upon  his 
ballot  that  he  thinks  he  would  like  to  be  President.  It  will  soon  shape  itself.  After  the 
first  ballot  he  says,  "  If  I  can't  get  that  man,  and  it  is  no  use,  I  can't  get  him,  I  shall  have  to 
take  the  next  one."  What  can  be  a  better  expression  of  the  opinion  of  the  members  of  the 
Ctmncil  ?  "I  prefer  that  man,  but  I  can't  get  him  ;  then  I  must  select  the  next  best  man." 
So  tbat  on  the  second  or  third  ballot  he  selects  the  one  person  that  he  thinks  is  most  suitable 
to  be  President.  Take  any  of  the  large  conferences — the  Methodist  Conference,  for  instance 
— they  hardly  ever  go  beyond  the  third  ballot.  As  Di*.  Williams  has  said,  the  second  ballot 
will  bring  out  a  man,  perhaps,  who  has  not  before  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  members 
present.  There  is  no  system  that  I  know  of  that  suits  me  better,  or  that  1  think  there  are 
more  things  can  be  said  in  favor  of.  What  Dr.  Williams  has  said  is  perfectly  true,  as  far  as 
I  am  personally  concerned,  that  if  I  have  a  friend,  a  personal  frieiid,  who  is  nominated  for 
President — one  whom  I  would  like  to  see  President,  but  my  judgment  tells  me  another  man 
is  better  fitted  for  the  place — there  will  be,  say  what  you  like,  as  Dr.  Williams  has  stated, 
a  feeling  in  spite  of  one's  self.  If  a  man  wins  he  will  forget  it,  but  if  he  loses  there  will  be 
a  something  he  would  like  to  get  rid  of.  He  would  like  to  feel  the  same  as  he  did  before,  but 
he  can't  do  it  ;  there  is  a  feeling  he  would  like  to  shake  off,  but  he  can't.  The  more  I  think 
of  this  system  of  voting  by  ballot  without  nomination  the  more  I  admire  it. 

Dr.  Moore — It  is  not  often  I  have  to  take  exception  to  the  remarks  of  my  friend  Dr. 
Williams,  because  we  have  mostly  always  agreed,  be  it  good  or  bad  ;  but  on  this  occasion  I  have 
to  take  issue  with  him.  Dr.  Williams  has  stated  that  when  you  vote  by  ballot  you  are  all  upon 
the  same  footing.  Now,  gentlemen,  when  we  vote  openly  are  we  not  all  on  the  same  footing? 
Do  we  not  hold  up  our  right  hand  in  the  beautiful  light  of  the  day  and  show  where  we  stand, not 
fearing  who  may  think  ill  or  well  of  it.  I  say,  stand  up  like  a  man  in  the  bright,  open  light 
of  the  day  and  tell  to  your  friend,  "I  do  not  think  you  are  fit  for  the  position  ;"  or  tell  him, 
*'  I  do  think  you  are  fit  for  it,  and  I  vote  for  you."  I  want  to  know  what  is  best  calculated 
to  hurt  a  man's  feelings,  the  action  of  the  man  who  votes  openly  against  him,  or  that  of  the 
man  who  stabs  him  in  the  dark  by  the  secret  ballot,  who  pretends  to  him  that  he  voted  for 
him,  while  at  the  same  time  he  has  given  him  the  knife  ?  Away  with  the  ballot,  in  a  body 
like  this,  gentlemen.  (Hear,  hear.)  It  has  been  stated  it  would  do  away  with  button-holing. 
That  I  do  not  consider  is  right,  because  I  think  it  is  the  very  best  means  in  the  world  of 
giving  a  good  button-holer  a  chance  to  get  his  work  in,  the  very  best  opportunity  in  the 
world  to  the  canvasser  to  get  in  his  work.  The  man  who  can  make  the  most  promises  to  you 
under  the  ballot  is  the  man  who  gains  the  day.  The  one  who  maizes  the  most  promises,  and  tells 
you  he  will  do  thus,  whether  he  will  or  not,  will  be  the  one  who  will  get  your  vote  by  ballot. 
It  has  been  said  it  works  well  in  the  municipal  councils  ;  but  it  oid  not  work  well  down 
east  in  Leeds  and  Grenville.  At  the  last  meeting  it  took  them  four  days  to  elect  a  warden  by 
ballot,  and  then  they  had  to  go  to  a  lawyer  ;  and  they  were  not  satisfied  with  the  advice  they 
got  in  Brockville,  and  they  had  to  come  to  Kingston,  and  then  to  Toronto  ;  and  they  were  ten 
days  b^fore  they  had  a  warden,  and  they  do  not  know  yet  whether  they  have  a  warden  or 
not.     That  is  the  ballot  for  you. 

Dr.  Williams — If  they  did  not  vote  by  ballot,  and  if  it  had  been  open,  would  they  not 
have  stood  by  their  parties  in  the  same  way? 

Dr.  Moore — If  it  had  been  open  voting,  it  would  not  have  taken  but  one  vote  to  select 
who  would  have  been  the  warden.  The  hrst  vote  would  have  selected  him  in  that  instance, 
and  they  are  pretty  nearly  in  the  same  box  now.  And  I  understand  the  same  sort  of  thing 
has  occurred  in  a  great  many  other  places  in  this  Province  under  the  ballot.  I  believe  in  a 
body  like  this  that,  after  nomination,  we  should  vote  openly,  put  up  our  hands  and  say  who 
we  believe  is  the  best  man.  You  cann3t  please  both  sides,  I  do  not  expecr,  to  ;  I  do  not  want 
to  ;  and  if  I  vote  against  a  man  I  do  not  suppose  he  is  going  to  be  my  enemy.  When  I  was 
elected,  everybody  did  not  vote  for  me — I  could  not  expect  it.  You  cannot  expect  to  live 
in  this  world  without  making  enemies  ;  and  the  man  who  has  no  enemies  is  either  a  fool,  or 
else  he  will  be  taken  up  quickly,  or  ought  to  be.  I  do  not  wish  to  take  up  the  time  of  the 
Council  with  any  extended  remarks  upon  this  matter.  I  opposed  this  thing  years  ago,  when 
these  rules  and  regulations  were  brought  in  by  Dr.  Day,  a  very  able  member  of  this  Council, 
and  I  feel  just  as  strongly  upon  it  to-day  as  I  did  then,  and  I  shall  certainly  vote  for  the 
amendment. 

Dr.  Britto>"—  I  just  stood  up  for  a  moment,  to  let  you  know  that  I  do  not  propose 
giving  a  silent  vote  on  this  matter.  I,  myself,  personally,  feel  that  for  me  it  is  a  much  more 
manly  act  to  hold  up  my  right  hand  in  favor  of  the  friend  whom  I  wish  to  occupy  the  posi- 
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tion,  or  to  raise  up  my  hand  in  giving  an  open,  straightforward  vote  against  my  friend,  even 
if  he  be  my  bosom  friend,  in  case  I  think  his  opponent  or  competitor  is  the  more  worthy  of 
the  position  of  President,  and  will  fill  it  better  than  he  ;  and  1  hope  (if  at  any  time  in  the 
future  I  should  be  so  fortunate  as  to  be  one  of  the  nominees)  I  shall  not  hold  any  hard  feel- 
ings in  my  heart  towards  any  man,  I  do  not  care  who  he  is,  who  votes  against  me.  I  prefer 
the  open  voting. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  by-law,  as  I  propose  to  alter  it,  puts  it  precisely  where  it  was 
when  this  Council  met,  except  that  the  wording  has  been  changed  to  improve  it,  and  except 
also  that  we  determine  by  the  one  by-law  how  all  our  elections  of  officers  shall  be  conducted. 
As  it  is  now,  we  have  one  section  for  the  President,  and  another  section  for  the  other 
officers.  I  will  read  it  again,  and  I  hope  it  will  be  satisfactory:  "The  officers  shall  be 
elected,  after  nomination,  by  open  vote  ;  the  vote  being  taken  on  the  nominees  in  the  order 
in  which  they  were  nominated.  When  only  one  candidate  is  nominated  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  presiding  officer  to  declare  him  duly  elected  ;  in  case  of  a  tie,  the  presiding  officer 
shall  give  the  casting  vote,  provided  that  at  the  first  meeting  of  a  new  Council  the  tie  shall 
be  decided  by  the  member  present  representing  the  greatest  number  of  registered  practi- 
tioners." 

Dr.  RooME — It  seems  to  me  there  is  a  good  deal  of  difficulty  when  the  votes  are  taken 
by  open  vote,  and  also  in  reference  to  Dr.  Williams'  proposition  of  a  silent  vote  ;  therefore, 
I  am  going  to  propose  an  amendment  to  the  amendment,  which  I  think  will  meet  with  the 
approval  of  those  present,  except  those  who  are  very  extreme  and  very  anxious  to  show 
to  their  fellow  members  how  to  vote.  I  am  going  to  move  that  all  the  words  after  the 
word  "Council,"  in  the  third  line,  be  struck  out,  and  the  following  substituted:  "After 
nomination,  the  election  will  be  by  ballot,  and  when  only  one  candidate  is  nominated,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer  to  declare  such  candidate  duly  elected.  When  more 
than  one  candidate  is  nominated  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present  shall  be 
necessary  to  an  election  ;  provided  that  in  case  of  a  tie,  the  election  shall  be  decided  by  the 
member  present  representing  the  largest  number  of  registered  practitii)ners  giving  the  cast- 
ing vote.  All  officers  of  the. Council  shall  be  elected  in  the  same  manner."  I  am  in  favor 
myself  of  nominating  the  candidates,  so  that  we  will  know  who  we  are  going  to  vote  for  ; 
then  I  am  in  favor  of  casting  a  ballot.  There  is  no  person,  no  matter  how  loud  we  may 
talk,  if  there  are  two  candidates,  who  does  not  feel  difficulty  in  voting  openly.  It  has  been 
adopted  in  all  societies  except  political  bodies  where  there  two  parties,  and  there  is  no 
object  in  hiding  your  vote.  My  objection  to  voting  by  ballot,  as  in  the  county  councils,  is  be- 
cause I  know  of  a  case  two  years  ago  where  an  open  vote  placed  the  council  in  an  awkward  posi- 
tion ;  we  have  seventeen  aldermen  and  a  mayor,  and  the  mayor  and  one  of  the  aldermen 
had  gone  to  the  Old  Country  in  the  meantime  ;  when  the  council  met  to  strike  their  com- 
mittees, eight  voted  one  way  and  the  remainder  voted  the  other  way  ;  and  they  were  there 
two  weeks,  until  the  other  man  got  back  and  cut  the  knot.  By  having  nominations,  we 
know  who  the  candidates  are  ;  and  by  the  ballot  afterwards  there  is  no  trouble.  The  only 
trouble  we  had  in  years  past  was  to  decide  how  the  ballot  should  be  cast  when  only  one 
name  was  before  the  meeting.  Where  there  is  more  than  one  name  before  the  meeting  it 
requires  a  majority  of  those  present  to  decide  who  shall  be  the  successful  candidate.  Where 
there  are  three  nominated,  whoever  gets  the  majority  shall  be  the  man  elected.  I  think  the 
amendment  to  the  amendment  should  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  Douglas — This  clause  is  creating  a  good  deal  of  discussion,  and  there  seems  to  be 
a  good  deal  of  difficulty  in  arriving  at  a  proper  interpretation  of  the  amendment  that 
Dr.  McLaughlin  proposed  a  few  minutes  ago.  I  announced  myself  as  in  favor  of  the 
report  brought  in  by  Dr.  Williams,  the  chairman  of  the  special  committee  selected  to 
revise  these  rules.  I  believe  in  that  system  of  electing  a  President ;  I  shall  support  the 
resolution,  or  the  revised  rule,  as  introduced  by  Dr.  Williams.  In  the  second  place,  I 
prefer  it  on  account  of  its  simplicity,  and  the  ease  with  which  it  can  be  understood,  and  its 
clearness  and  lucidity.  If  Dr.  Williams'  motion  will  not  carry,  I  think  Dr.  Roome  has 
struck  the  happy  medium.  I  believe  in  electing  our  President  by  ballot  without  nomi- 
nation— (hear,  hear) — giving  every  man  a  fair  show — no  oftence  from  any  one. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  think  that  last  year  this  question  came  up  in  the  amendment  of  this 
very  by-law,  and  while  the  committee  for  bringing  in  an  improvement  on  our  rules  and 
regulations  have  an  undoubted  right  to  bring  in  any  change  they  think  best,  it  is  very 
evident,  if  this  is  a  criterion  of  what  changes  they  have  made,  we  may  expect  to  be  here 
until  to-morrow  morning,  or  we  will  have  to  put  it  off  until  next  year.  I  want  to  say  this, 
that  last  year  we  had  this  very  question  up  and  we  discussed  it  for  two  hours,  and  voted  on 
it,  and  the  committee  and  this  Council  decided  we  should  have  open  voting.  Now,  for  this 
committee  to  come  back  to  the  Council  immediately  afterwards  and  say  we  will  have  ballot 
voting,  while  I  think  it  is  within  their  right,  I  look  upon  it  as  unfortunate.  I  am  personally 
opposed  to  bringing  into  this  Council  such  a  thing  as  ballot  voting  ;  I  have  no  hesitation  in 
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saying  that  in  no  bodies  of  men  in  this  country,  who  would  call  themselves  gentlemen,  is 
there  such  a  thing  as  balloting  for  their  offices.  Neither  Parliament  does  it,  nor  does  the 
Law  Society  ;  in  none  of  these  bodies  where  the  members  are  equal  do  they  have  such  a 
thing  as  a  ballot  for  the  election  of  their  officers,  I  think  the  very  fact  that  last  year  we 
decided  in  favor  of  open  voting  should  have  been  direction  enough  to  this  committee  to  have 
brought  in  their  report  in  favor  of  our  decision  last  year,  and  1  therefore  beg  to  move  that 
the  committee  rise. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  just  wish  to  make  an  explanation  ;  on  this  particular  clause  the  com- 
mittee are  by  no  means  agreed.  The  committee  thought  it  advisable  to  bring  the  clause  in 
in  the  way  the  chairman  wished  it,  other  members  of  the  committee  holding  themselves 
free  to  oppose  it  in  the  Council.     I  am  myself  in  favor  of  the  open  vote. 

Dr.  MooRHOusE — As  so  many  members  of  the  Council  have  put  themselves  on  record 
I  think  1  would  like  to  say  just  a  few  words.  I  have  always  been  in  favor  of  a  ballot  where  it 
is  practicable,  and  I  think  there  is  no  more  practical  case  for  the  use  of  the  ballot  than  this 
present  instance.  I  have  heard  a  great  many  members  speak  about  British  fair  play,  and 
British  open  bluntness,  as  being  unfavorable  to  the  use  of  the  ballot  ;  but  there  are  a  great 
many  dispositions  and  peculiar  temperaments  of  people,  and  I  think,  to  take  it  all  in  all, 
the  ballot  is  the  most  suitable  for  the  general  run  of  humanity.  I  know  I  might  be  placed 
in  a  very  trying  position,  I  might  have  a  friend  very  dear  to  me  who  would  expect  me  to 
support  him,  and  I  might  be  under  obligations  to  him,  and  yet  at  the  same  time  I  might 
think  in  my  own  heart  he  was  not  a  suitable  man  for  the  position.  Still,  when  I  would  be 
put  to  that  trying  point,  I  would  feel  that  I  could  not  for  shamefacedness  oppose  him, 
whereas  if  I  had  a  ballot  I  could  vote  for  whoever  I  pleased,  for  whoever  I  thought  would 
be  the  best  man,  and  without  offending  my  friend.  People  may  say  that  is  stabbing  my 
friend  in  the  dark  ;  but  that  is  not  good  logic.  I  vote  for  a  man  that  is  going  to  do  the 
best  service  for  the  cause  I  am  there  to  represent,  and  that  is  my  duty.  On  the  other  hand, 
it  is  a  selfish  feeling  not  wishing  to  offend  my  friend.  I  am  placed  between  two  dilemmas — 
duty  to  the  cause  I  am  there  to  represent,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  I  do  not  want  to  wound 
my  friend.  But  by  the  ballot  I  am  saved  the  very  trying  ordeal  of  wounding  my  friend's 
feelings.  That,  I  think,  should  be  sufficient  argument  for  the  use  of  the  ballot  in  such 
cases  as  I  speak  of.  E  think  this  is  a  point  that  should  not  be  forgotten.  It  is  very  trying 
to  hold  up  your  hand  against  somebody  that  you  think  you  ought  to  support,  perhaps 
because  you  are  under  some  obligation,  while  you  know  the  other  man  is  the  most  fitted  for 
the  position.  I  might  say  also  I  think  the  amendment  proposed  by  Dr.  Roome  is  superior 
to  the  original  motion  ;  1  think  it  is  better.  It  is  a  nomination  ;  you  nominate  the  man 
openly,  and  then  ballot  upon  that  nomination. 

Dr.  Thorburn — There  is  a  great  deal  to  be  said  for  ballot  voting,  and  a  great  deal  for 
open  voting  ;  under  certain  circumstances  the  ballot  is  preferable.  For  instance,  in  case  of 
an  election  for  members  of  Parliament,  there  may  be  employes  who  have  their  minds  made 
up  but  who  are  under  obligations  to  their  employer,  and  if  they  vote  against  his  wishes 
may  lose  their  positions.  Under  circumstances  of  that  kind  I  think  the  ballot  is  preferable ; 
but  among  men  of  equality,  where  we  are  not  depending  one  upon  another,  but  are  all  on 
an  equality,  I  do  not  see  any  better  form  of  voting  than  the  open  vote.  In  the  case  of  a 
man  coming  to  you,  talking  to  you,  and  you  give  him  either  a  direct  "yes"  or  "no,"  or  let 
him  infer  you  are  going  to  be  his  friend  ;  then  when  the  vote  is  brought  in  by  ballot  and 
you  vote  against  him,  he  feels  very  much  annoyed,  and  he  will  accuse,  perhaps  not  you,  but 
some  other  man  of  a  breach  of  faith,  and  your  friend  feels  very  uncomfortable.  Whereas, 
if  you  come  out  and  strike  from  the  shoulder,  he  sees  you  are  a  man,  and  although  he  may 
regret  your  vote  he  will  acknowledge  you  are  truthful,  and  are  not  afraid  to  say  yes  or  no. 
1  have  much  pleasure  in  supporting  the  system  of  open  voting. 

Dr.  LoGA^N — Mr.  Chairman,  I  wish  to  repeat  the  objections  that  I  raised  to  the  ballot 
on  the  previous  occasion  when  it  was  under  consideration  in  this  Council.  I  am  opposed  to 
the  secret  ballot  for  certain  reasons,  which  I  will  endeavour  to  express.  I  do  not  claim  to 
possess  a  conscience  more  sensitive  than  any  other  member  of  this  Council,  nor 
do  I  say  that  anyone  voting  in  favor  of  the  ballot  has  a  less  sensitive  conscience 
than  I  have  upon  any  matter.  But  while  I  say  this  I  say  also  that  I  cannot  understand,  in 
accordance  with  the  nature  of  my  conscience,  how  any  man  can  entertain  quietness  of  his 
conscience  after  having  known  that  he  deceived  his  friend  or  one  of  his  friends. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — It  is  not  necessary  to  deceive  him. 

Dr.  Logan— With  the  knowledge  that  he  is  deceiving  him,  I  cannot  understand  how 
he  can  (quietly  face  that  man  again  as  one  of  his  bosom  friends.  Perhaps  there  is  some- 
thing wrong  in  the  sensitiveness  of  my  conscience — I  am  not  conscious  of  it,  whether  I 
have  that  obliquity  or  not  ;  but  as  far  as  I  am  able  to  estimate  my  own  conscience  in 
the  matter,   I  think  I  would  prefer,  if  I  have  an  enemy,  to  have  him  in  front. 

Dr.  Thorburn — You  sin,  and  say,  "  I  am  sorry  for  it,"  and  it  is  all  forgiven  ;  and 
then  you  sin  again  and  are  sorry  again,  and  so  on. 
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Dr.  MooRHOusE — Is  it  necessary  that  you  must  offend  your  friend,  or  rather  deceiive 
your  friend  ? 

Dr.  Logan — Most  undoubtedly. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — No,  I  think  I  can  vote  by  ballot  and  not  deceive  any  of  my  friends. 

Dr.  Griffin — At  the  last  session  of  this  Council,  I  remember  very  distinctly,  this 
question  was  discussed  by  the  members  for  a  long  period  of  an  hour  or  more,  probably 
two  hours  ;  and  I  think  almost  every  member  of  the  Council  then  expressed  himself 
either  in  one  way  or  the  other  ;  certainly  they  did  by  the  vote  which  they  gave.  I  do 
not  believe  there  is  a  member  present  who  has  changed  his  mind  in  this  respect ;  I  do 
not  think  there  is  a  member  present  who  thinks  differently  about  this  subject  to-day 
from  the  manner  in  which  he  thought  a  year  ago.  I  am  quite  convinced  everybody  has 
made  up  his  mind  on  this  question,  and  I  really  think  we  might  save  time  by  taking  a 
vote  at  once  and  settling  the  matter.     (Hear,   hear.) 

Dr.  Luton — There  is  one  phase  of  this  question  that  has  not  been  brought  forward 
that  I  would  like  to  bring  before  you.  It  is  this  :  I  might  have  a  friend  who  introduced 
an  important  motion,  and  he  is  very  anxious  his  motion  shall  prevail  ;  he  feels  in  earnest 
about  it,  but  I  do  not  agree  with  him  ;  I  cannot  see  the  thing  as  he  does.  Will  we  have 
a  secret  ballot  then  ?  No.  We  vote  openly  upon  these  other  things,  and  we  do  not  find 
any  great  trouble  about  it.  We  vote  hundreds  of  times  during  the  session-  openly  on 
other  questions  where  we  are  liable  to  give  offence  or  to  feel  qualmish,  if  such  a  thing 
as  that  is  to  give  offence  to  our  friends,  or  we  are  so  qualmish  that  we  do  not  like  to 
vote.  If  we  are  going  to  have  a  secret  ballot  for  the  election  of  the  officers,  let  us  have 
a  secret  ballot  for  every  vote  we  cast. 

Dr.  Henry — I  merely  rise  to  say  that  I  approve  of  the  vote  being  taken  by  ballot 
ecause  I  believe  by  the  ballot  we  will  remove  some  of  the  evils  that  we  have  a  right 
to  complain  about  in  this  Council.  I  believe  I  met  a  good  deal  of  my  defeat — I  attribute 
it  to  that— by  being  manly  and  outspoken  when  I  was  elected  Vice-President  of  this 
Council.  I  said  then  I  objected  very  strongly  to  any  gentleman  canvassing  or  button- 
holing to  be  elected  to  office  in  this  Council.  I  believe  the  ballot  will  do  away  with  that. 
It  is  no  place  for  a  lot  of  gentlemen  to  meet  here,  and  for  weeks  before,  to  canvass  for 
a  position.  When  mf  name  was  mentioned  for  Vice-President  last  year  I  never  spoke 
to  a  man  for  a  vote  ;  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  I  never  asked  a  man  for  a  vote  on 
the  election  this  year. 

Dr.  Luton — If  Dr.  Henry  imputes  to  me,  or  understands  that  I  was  a  canvasser  before 
this  present  election,  I  wish  to  disabuse  his  mind  of  any  such  thing,  because  I  was  not. 

Dr.  -Henry — I  do  not  accuse  Dr.  Luton  at  all  ;  I  do  not  refer  to  our  President. 

Dr.  Williams — I  would  like  just  to  make  one  or  two  remarks  before  the  vote  is  taken. 
It  has  been  stated  by  several  that  the  effect  of  the  process  of  voting  by  ballot  is  to  stab  your 
friend  in  the  dark  ;  but  Dr.  Moorhouse  has  made  it  perfectly  clear,  I  think,  that  it  is  not 
necessary  for  a  gentleman  to  stab  his  friend  in  the  dark.  It  is  the  dishonorable  man 
who  will  make  his  friend  believe  he  is  going  to  vote  for  him,  and  then  he  will  vote 
against  him.  He  need  not,  under  the  ballot,  tell  him  how  he  votes.  He  votes  as  a  gentle- 
man and  votes  as  his  judgment  dictates.  I  would  just  like  to  speak  on  another  matter 
— a  matter  that  Dr.  Rogers  has  mentioned.  He  says  that  among  gentlemen  of  equality 
the  ballot  ought  not  to  be  used,  and  is  not  used.  I  would  like  to  call  Dr.  Rogers'  attention 
to  the  fact  that  I  believe  in  the  bulk  of  the  conference  meetings  among  the  clergymen  of 
this  country  the  ballot  system  is  used  almost  entirely.  Will  Dr.  Rogers  insinuate  that  these 
are  not  gentlemen,  and  gentlemen  equal  to  himself  in  any  position  he  wishes  to  take  them  ? 
I  would  like  to  call  his  attention,  again,  to  the  fact  that  in  almost  all  the  organizations  of 
different  kinds  in  this  country — he  may  say  those  are  not  equal,  possibly,  to  physicians, 
but  I  do  not  happen  to  agree  in  that  line  ;  I  believe  that  human  nature  is  not  very 
different  whether  it  is  in  a  lodge  or  outside  of  a  lodge,  and  it  is  not  the  coat  that  makes 
the  gentleman — gentlemen  as  they  are,  the  members  are  not  above  voting  by  ballot.  And 
I  want  to  call  attention  to  another  thing.  Dr.  Rogers  has  said  that  it  displays  a  very 
great  deal  of  indiscretion,  after  the  vote  of  last  year,  that  this  committee  should  have 
taken  it  upon  themselves  to  bring  in  a  motion  in  favor  of  voting  by  ballot.  I  just  want 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  this,  that  we  were  not  possessed  on  that  committee 
of  the  very  great  intelligence  of  Dr.  Rogers  and  his  very  great  discretion  or  we  wouldn't 
have  ventured  upon  anything  of  that  kind. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  only  want  to  say  a  word.  1  am  desirous  that  this  debate  shouhl 
come  to  an  end,  but  I  have  not  yet  given  my  view  as  to  why  I  desire  the  Council  to  adopt 
my  proposed  amendment.  I  take  the  same  j)osition  as  Dr.  Thorburn  and  Dr.  Logan,  who 
have  expressed  it  so  well,  have  taken,  and  1  will  say  notliing  about  that.  But  there  is  one 
one  other  reason  that  induces  me  to  support  the  open  vote,  and  that  is,  we  are  here  the 
servants  of  somebody  ;  we  have  been  sent  here  to  serve  the  interests  of  certain  people, 
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and  I  say  that  we  have  no  right  to  take  any  act  in  this  Council  that  is  covered  up  and 
concealed  from  those  who  send  us  here  ;  that  those  who  send  us  here  have  a  right  to 
open  up  that  book  that  is  the  record  of  all  transactions  in  this  Council  and  to  know  every- 
thing I  have  said  through  the  stenographer's  report,  and  to  know  every  vote  that  I  have 
given  ;  and  I  have  no  right  to  vote  for  anything  in  this  Council  whereby  my  actions 
shall  be  covered  up. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  am  sorry,  very  sorry,  that  Dr.  Williams  should  have  felt  himself  called 
upon  to  attack  me.  I  did  not  attack  him  ;  I  never  said  a  word  ;  I  certainly  did  not  have 
the  slightest  thought  of  attacking  him,  or  using  an  expression  before  this  Council  that  would 
indicate  that  I  did  not  think  he  was  a  man  of  good  knowledge  and  experience  ;  and  I  am 
sorry  indeed  that  he  felt  called  upon  to  use  the  expression  he  did  in  regard  to  me,  as  to 
what  I  said  about  bringing  in  the  report,  that  inasmuch  as  so  recently  as  last  year  we  had 
decided  in  favor  of  open  voting,  I  regretted  that  the  committee  did  not  feel  inclined  to 
accept  tliat  as  the  verdict  of  the  Council,  and  spare  us  an  hour's  discussion. 

Dr.  Sanoster — I  do  not  care  to  give  a  silent  vote  upon  this  subject ;  I  think  it  is  an 
important  one.  Theoretically,  1  like  the  ballot,  and  could  have  agreed  to  have  conducted 
our  business  by  the  ballot  ;  but  Dr.  McLaughlin  has  voiced  my  opinion  with  regard  to  our 
relations  to  our  constituents  so  clearly  that  I  can  only  repeat  in  his  words  that  I  think  if 
there  were  no  other  consideration  directing  me  to  an  open  vote,  and  I  am  in  a  measure  com- 
mitted to  that  from  my  vote  of  the  last  year,  it  would  be  the  consideration  that  I  have  not 
concealed  from  my  constituents  one  vestige  of  any  vote  that  I  have  taken  in  this  Council.  I 
shall  vote  for  the  open  vote. 

The  Chairman  put  the  amendment  to  the  amendment  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken, 
declared  the  amendment  to  the  amendment  lost. 

The  Chairman  put  the  amendment  to  the  original  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been 
taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved  that  the  amendment  stand  as  Clause  2,  Section  2.     Carried. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  3,  Section  2,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  1,  Section  3. 

Dr.  Williams  moved  that  Clause  1,  Section  3,  be  adopted. 

Dr.  Rogers — While  this  matter  is  up  for  discussion  it  seems  to  me  that  possibly  some- 
thing might  be  done  to  increase  the  Education  Committee  in  number.  I  personally  do  not 
feel  that  we  ought  to  be  in  a  position  every  year  to  have  a  complaint  made  by  certain  mem- 
bers, I  only  throw  out  the  suggestion  ;  I  do  not  make  a  motion,  but  simply  suggest  the 
importance  of  considering  this. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — You  will  find  it  more  unwieldy  and  it  will  be  more  difficult  to  reach 
conclusions  if  you  have  it  larger. 

Dr.  Douglas — I  feel  in  this  matter  the  same  as  Dr.  Rogers.  For  the  last  two  years, 
and  probably  longer,  prior  to  my  time  here,  we  have  heard  energetic  protests  on  the  part  of 
the  representatives  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  Trinity  Medical 
College,  because  the  colleges  were  unrepresented.  If  for  no  other  reason  than  to  remove 
that  source  of  irritation,  I  think  we  might  very  generously  increase  the  number  on  that 
committee  to  eleven  ;  and  in  that  way  I  do  not  think  the  committee  will  be  any  more 
unwieldy  than  with  nine  members,  as  at  present  ;  and  you  will  be  then  able  to  place  the 
Council  in  a  position  to  do  so,  and  the  members  of  the  educational  institutions  in  a  position 
where  they  enjoy  the  work,  instead  of,  as  now,  dispersing  them  on  committees  where  the  work 
is  not  to  their  taste.  I  would  move  that  that  clause  be  amended,  and  that  the  Educational 
Committee  consist  of  eleven  members  ;  and  I  would  ask  the  Council,  in  fairness  towards 
these  men,  and  in  their  generosity,  to  enlarge  that  committee  so  that  for  the  future  these 
institutions  shall  have  a  say  as  to  what  the  educational  standing  or  the  educational  affairs  of 
this  College  shall  be.  I  do  not  speak  in  order  to  reduce  the  number  of  territorial  represen- 
tatives, or  to  alter  the  proportions  between  the  two  ;  but  I  think  if  there  is  one  committee 
in  this  Council  that  should  have  among  its  numbers  the  representatives,  or  a  fair  share  of 
the  representatives,  of  the  educational  institutions — the  nien  who  have  been  teaching  all  their 
lives — I  think  it  is  the  Educational  Committee.  I  feel  strongly — perhaps  the  Council  may 
not  feel  so  strongly  that  way — that  the  Council  have  been  doing  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  the  Trinity  Medical  School  something  of  an  injustice,  and 
they  have  just  cause  for  some  grievance. 

Dr.  Mc>orhouse— I  can  quite  endorse  all  that  Dr.  Douglas  has  said,  and  therefore 
would  second  that  motion.  I  might,  however,  explain  to  Dr.  Douglas  that  in  reality  this 
committee  consists  of  eleven  members,  because  the  President  and  Vice-President  are 
ex-ojfficio  members,  making  the  membership  eleven  ;  but  at  the  same  time  when  this  com- 
mittee is  sitting,  its  members  are  often  members  of  the  various  other  committees,  and  are 
often  absent  from  the  Education  Committee.  I  have  been  now  for  five  years  on  the  Educa- 
tion Committee,  and  I  have  noticed  that  there  have  never  been  more  than  two-thirds  of  the 
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members  of  that  committee  present.  I  think,  therefore,  we  could  afford  to  add  two  more 
members  to  this  committee,  and  we  could  take  in  the  representatives  of  those  colleges  who 
have  entered  protest.     I  very  heartily  support  the  motion  of  Dr.  Douglas  for  that  reason. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  hardly  know  what  the  schoolmen  want.  Last  year  there  were 
four  schoolmen  out  of  the  nine  on  that  committee— three  directly  on  the  committee,  and 
Dr.  Thorburn  was,  ex-offi,cio,  a  member.  It  is  my  judgment  you  had  better  not  disturb  that 
committee,  because  the  feeling  in  the  country  is  that  the  schoolmen  have  quite  enough  to 
do  in  moulding  our  legislation.  There  is  another  thing,  we  have  all  felt,  as  members  of  that 
committee,  that  we  have  difficulty  in  getting  our  committees  together  and  properly  transact- 
ing the  business,  and  why  ?  Because  our  members  are  on  other  and  more  important  com- 
mittees  

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — Not  more  important. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — There  are  some  of  these  of  minor  importance.  My  statement  is  that 
there  were  committees  that  we  could  hardly  get  together  because  they  were  on  other  impor- 
tant committees.  If  you  add  a  couple  of  m»-n  to  this  committee  you  are  going  to  make  that 
difficulty  greater  ;  and  I  advise  the  schoohnen,  in  the  interests  of  the  schoolmen,  not  to  ask 
the  whole  earth.  I  think  you  have  got  enough  of  it,  and  you  had  better  just  stay  where  you 
are,  because  if  more  of  this  goes  on,  depend  upon  it  you  will  create  a  feeling  throughout  the 
country  greater  than  exists  at  the  present  time;  and  probably  there  is  enough  of  it  at  the 
present  time.     I  hope  the  by-law  will  stand  as  it  is. 

Dr.  Williams — It  is  not  the  schoolmen  that  are  asking  for  thi?.  As  I  understand  it,  it 
is  rather  some  of  the  territorial  members  who  suggest  it  should  be  given,  or  rather  that  the 
committee  be  enlarged  so  that  it  could  be  given. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  wanted  to  call  the  attention,  because  next  year  I  have  no  doubt  we  will 
be  told  it  was  an  oversight.  I  shall  vote  in  favor  of  leaving  the  committee  nine,  and  I  shall 
vote  very  strongly  next  session,  if  I  am  on  the  committee  striking  standing  committee?,  not 
to  increase  the  representatives  of  the  schools,  but  to  increase  our  homoeopathic  friends  and 
elected  representatives. 

Dr.  Armour — That  is  a  pretty  sharp  turn. 

Dr.  Rogers — Not  at  all. 

Dr.  Armour — I  understood  a  few  minutes  ago  that  Dr.  Rogers  brought  this  before  the  Coun- 
cil as  a  suggestion  that  this  should  be  made  to  permit  Trinity  College  and  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  to  be  put  on  this  committee.  I  was  unable  at  that  time  to  see  how 
that  result  would  follow  ;  I  do  not  see  that  it  necessarily  follows  that  those  members  who 
have  complained  of  not  being  on  would  then  be  put  on.  I  do  not  approve  of  increasing  this 
committee  from  nine  to  eleven  ;  I  think  it  is  large  enough  to  work,  and  to  be  worked  and 
managed  satisfactorily.     I  approve  of  leaving  it  just  as  it  is. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  think  as  this  committee  is  now  nearly  twice  as  large  as  any  other  of  the 
committees,  it  would  be  very  unwise  to  increase  its  numbers.  What  has  been  complained  of 
^  in  regard  to  the  schoolmen  has  happened  during  the  life  of  this  Council.  The  life  of  the 
next  Council  may  be  something  very  different,  and  perhaps  next  year  they  will  get  on  that 
committee  with  only  nine  members,  and  then  there  will  be  no  complaints  about  it.  I  think 
we  should  leave  the  Council  of  next  year  to  add  to  the  number  if  they  desire.  I  think,  as 
Dr.  McLaughlin  has  stated,  th3re  are  other  committees  that  it  is  very  difficult  to  get  a 
quorum  of,  because  members  are  on  the  Educational  Committee  ;  and  if  you  increase  the 
number  you  will  disable  the  other  committees  still  more.  That  committee  is  now  twice  as 
large  as  any  of  the  others,  and  if  you  were  to  increase  it,  it  seems  to  me  it  would  make  it  very 
unwieldy. 

Dr.  Sangster — Before  a  vote  is  taken  I  just  want  to  point  out  that  if  the  committee 
were  raised  to  eleven,  with  two  ex-offi^cio  members,  you  would  have  thirteen  members,  or  very 
nearly  one-half  the  Council,  on  that  Education  Committee,  which  would  then  be  altogether 
too  hirge.     I  strongly  approve  of  keeping  it  down  to  nine  regular  members. 

Dr.  Douglas — Not  withdrawing  anything  I  have  said,  and  still  feeling  as  strongly  as  I 
have  expressed  myself,  in  deference  to  the  feelings  which  have  been  expressed  by  the  members 
of  the  Cimncil,  I  will  withdraw  my  motion  to  amend. 

Leave  was  granted  to  Dr.  Douglas  to  withdraw  his  amendment. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried, 
and  (clause  1  of  Section  3  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  Clauses  2  and  3  of  Section  3  and,  on  motion,  these  clauses  were 
adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  Clauses  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6  and  7  of  Section  4,  whicb,  on  motion,  were 
adopto'l  as  read. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  would  like  to  know  when  these  regulations  are  supposed  to  go  int» 
force.  Do  they  go  into  force  in  this  Council  as  soon  as  the  Council  has  adopted  them  1  Other- 
wise we  should   be  in  the   position  of  making  rules  and   regulations  not  for   the   conduct  of 
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ourselves,  but  for  the  conduct  of  a   Council   which   may  be  composed   essentially  of  new 
members. 

Dr.  Williams — There  is  a  clause  at  the  end  of  the  by-law  which  repeals  all  by-laws 
inconsistent  with  this  ;  and  the  moment  this  by-law  is  passed  these  rules  and  regulations 
become  law. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  thought  that  myself,  but  the  other  was  suggested. 

Dr.  Luton — In  that  case  it  would  be  necessary  that  the  R.  gistrar  should  supply  the 
President  at  least  with  a  type-written  copy  of  the  new  rules  and  regulations. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — My  impression  is  it  would  be  very  much  better  for  us  not  to  use 
them  for  this  session,  but  to  leave  the  third  reading  to  the  end  of  the  session.  I  thought  that 
was  well,  particularly  as  it  might  be  advisable  to  look  over  these  amendments  and  see  that 
everything  is  right  before  we  pass  them  finally. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  1  of  Section  5. 

Dr.  Armour  moved  that  Clause  1  of  Section  5  be  adopted. 

Dr.  Fowler  moved  in  amendment  that  the  words  "  avoiding  personality"  be  struck 
out. 

The  Chairman  put  Dr.  Fowler's  amendment  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared 
it  lost. 

The  Chairman  put  Dr.  Armour's  motion  to  adopt  Clause  1  of  Section  5,  and,  on  a  vote 
having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried,  and  Clause  1  of  Section  5  was  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  Clauses  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  12  and  13  of  Section  5,  which,  on 
motion,  were  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  Section  6,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  Clauses  1,  2  and  3  of  Section  7,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted  as 
read. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  4  of  Section  7,  as  follows:  "That  amendments  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  rules  as  original  motions." 

Dr.  Williams  moved  that  this  clause  be  adopted. 

Dr.  Armour — That  would  not  do  at  all.  An  amendment  is  a  different  thing  to  an 
original  motion  ;  I  think  under  this  section  you  could  go  on  amending  to  doomsday.  An 
original  motion  can  be  amended,  and  the  amendment  can  be  amended,  but  then  you  have  to 
stop. 

Dr.  Campbell — It  means  that  it  is  subject  to  the  same  rules  as  motions  in  regard  to 
being  written  and  seconded  ;  and  that  it  may  be  referred  to  a  committee,  and  that  sort  of 
thing. 

Dr.  Armour — I  am  afraid  that  is  too  broad  a  statement. 

Dr.  Williams — That  was  copied  out  of  some  other  rules.  I  do  not  at  present  see  that 
there  would  be  any  difficulty,  but  I  have  not  taken  in  the  fact,  if  it  be  a  fact,  that  it 
means  that  amendments  could  be  amended  and  amended,  and  so  on.  I  do  not  think  that  is 
the  intention. 

Dr.  Armour — It  would  place  it  in  the  position  of  a  substantive  motion,  and  that  would' 
not  be  the  case. 

Dr.  Williams — If  there  is  anything  about  it  that  is  harmful,  and  it  is  not  explicit,  we  may 
omit  it  for  the  present,  and  put  it  into  better  shape  ;  or  we  might  strike  it  out  altogether  and 
it  will  do  no  harm. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  have  no  objection  to  it  being  struck  out. 

Dr.  McLaughlin—  1  think  we  had  better  strike  it  out.  If  you  leave  it  there  you  would 
give  the  mover  of  every  amendment  an  opportunity  to  speak  a  second  time  on  it,  because 
that  really  is  applicable  to  a  motion. 

Dr.  Williams — There  is  a  prior  rule,  that  no  speaker  shall  have  a  right  to  speak  more 
than  once  on  a  question,  except  the  mover  on  a  substantive  motion.  An  amendment  is  not 
a  substantive  motion,  and  therefore  the  mover  of  an  amendment  could  not  speak  more  than 
once.  If  there  is  likely  to  be  any  trouble,  I  have  not  the  slightest  hesitation  in  striking  it 
out. 

The  Chairman  struck  out  Clause  4  of  Section  .7. 

The  Chairman  read  Clauses  5,  6  and  7  of  Section  7,  which,  on  naotion,  were  adopted 
as  read. 

Dr.  Campbell — We  spent  the  last  evening  until  nearly  midnight  in  committee  work, 
and  I  think  now  at  this  late  hour  if  we  are  going  to  work  to-morrow,  and  do  our  work  intelli- 
gently and  carefully,  we  ought  to  go  away  and  get  to  rest.  We  cannot  get  through  this 
by-law,  because,  if  my  recollection  serves  me  right,  there  are  some  points  that  will  involve 
discussion.  1  therefore  move  that  the  committee  rise  and  report  progress,  and  ask  leave  to 
sit  again.     Carried. 

The  committee  rose,  the  President  in  the  chair. 

The  report  of  the  progress  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  was,  on  motion,  received,  and 
leave  granted  to  sit  again. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Armour,  that  the  Council  do  now  adjourn  to 
Saturday,  July  9th,  1898,  at  ten  o'clock  a.m.     Carried. 

The  Council  adjourned.

The  President,  Dr.  Luton,  in  the  chair,  called  the  meeting  to  order.

Dr.  Rogers  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  the  following  gentlemen  shall 
constitute  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year,  namely  :  Drs.  Luton,  Roome  and 
Britton. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Sangster — ^I  am  not  going  to  occupy  the  time  of  the  Council  with  any  discussion 
on  this  subject,  it  has  been  discussed  time  and  again.  I  simply  protest  against  the  Council 
departing  from  its  own  by-laws.  The  by- law  requires  that  the  committee  shall  be  a  com- 
mittee of  three,  with  the  President  and  Vice-President  ex-officio  members.  The  question 
was  submitted  to  the  solicitor,  and  the  solicitor  thinks  that  the  two  ex-officio  members 
could  be  elected  on  the  committee,  but  his  opinion  was  given,  as  he  says,  under  the  impres- 
sion that  these  two  gentlemen  were  appointed  ex-ojfficio  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee at  each  year.  The  opinion  of  the  solicitor  was  evidently  given  under  a  mis- 
apprehension, and  is  therefore  of  no  weight. 

Dr.  DocGLAS — I  think  it  is  unfortunate  that  we  should  interpret  the  rules  and 
regulations  in  connection  with  the  Executive  Committee  in  a  different  manner  from  which 
the  other  rules  and  regulations  with  regard  to  the  number  of  members  that  shall  constitute 
the  various  committees  of  this  Council  are  interpreted.  And  although  I  sustained  and 
supported  a  motion  similar  to  this  last  year,  yet  I  feel  that  in  doing  so  I  was  scarcely 
consistent,  and  I  believe  I  would  be  less  consistent  if  I  supported  this  motion  to-day 
without  protest.  There  is  no  reason  why  our  President,  as  President,  shall  not  go  before 
any  body,  that  his  duties  shall  demand  he  should  go  before,  in  his  official  capacity  as 
President.  I  think  it  is  out  of  place,  and  that  this  Council  is  sacrificing  its  dignity,  when 
they  fail  to  have  their  presiding  officer  act  in  his  official  capacity.  At  present  he  goes  there 
as  Dr.  Luton,  a  member  of  this  Council,  but  I  would  like  to  see  Dr.  Luton  there  as 
President  of  this  Council.  He  cannot  now  fairly  occupy  the  dual  capacity  of  President  and 
member,  especially  when  our  rules  and  regulations  say  the  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  three  members,  and  we  name  him  as  one  of  these  members  ;  he  then  will  not,  I 
presume,  feel  that  he  is  justified  in  allowing  himself  to  be  named  as  President  of  this 
Council  in  appearing  before  any  body  before  which  the  duties  of  the  Executive  Committee 
demand  that  he  shall  be  brought.  I  would  like  to  make  the  suggestion  and  will,  if  the 
Council  adopt  the  suggestion,  and  the  mover  of  this  resolution  will  name  two  other  men, 
introduce  a  by-law ;  because  if  the  President  and  Vice-President  of  this  Council  act  in  their 
official  capacity  it  is  necessary  that  a  by-law  appointing  them  shall  be  introduced  making 
them  legally  members  of  this  committee.  But  I  would  be  more  than  ])leased  if  the  Council 
would  give  this  rule  as  to  the  number  that  shall  compose  this  committee  the  same 
interpretation  that  they  give  to  the  other  rules  as  to  the  number  of  members  that  constitute 
the  other  committees.  (Hear,  hear).  That  is,  I  believe,  right.  I  think  it  places  our 
President  in  a  false  position  if  we  do  otherwise,  and  if  wo  do  otherwise  we  send  him  there 
presumably  as  President,  but  under  false  pretences. 

Dr.  Rogers — No.     Dr.   Douglas  should  withdraw  that  word.      It  is  not  false  pretences. 

Dr.  Douglas — If  I  am  out  of  order,  1  will  withdraw. 

The  President—  You  will  withdraw  that  expression,  Dr.  Douglas,  I  believe.

Dr.  Douglas — I  bow  to  the  ruling  of  the  chair.  But  at  the  same  time,  while  1  do  so,  I 
still  maintain  my  own  feelings  with  regard  to  the  position  in  which  this  places  the 
President.  I  regret  that  this  Council  should  act  so  that  it  would  be  possible  that  any 
member  of  this  Council  should  be  able  to  construe  in  any  way  the  actions  of  any  members 
on  our  committees.  We  are  simply  standing  now  on  a  legal  technicality  ;  our  solicitor  says 
it  is  legal  to  do  this.  It  is  legal,  but  when  it  is  not  an  expensive  committee — I  think  the 
chairman  of  the  committee,  in  bringing  his  report  forward,  said  it  was  not  necessary  during 
this  whole  year  to  call  the  committee  together — and  a  committee  whose  duties  only  at  times 
are  onerous  and  seldom  expensive,  I  think  it  is  unfortunate  that  we  should  not  apply  the 
same  interpretation  to  the  rule  in  connection  with  our  Council  that  we  apply  to  the  other 
rules  of  the  standing  committees. 

Dr.  Geikie — At  one  time  the  Executive  Committee  was  a  large  committee,  and  it  was 
extremely  expensive — I  forget  how  much  it  cost.  But  there  were  always,  and  properly  so, 
complaints  made  of  the  very  great  expense  that  was  incurred,  and  that  was  the  reason  why 
it  was  decided  that  the  President,  Vice-President,  and,  I  think,  one  other  member,  should 
form  the  committee.  I  am  sorry  that  the  mover — and  I  was  rather  surprised,  seeing  he  was 
one  of  the  three  gentlemen  who  try  to  carry  every  important  measure  in  the  Council — did 
not  see,  after  all,  that  the  President  and  Vice-President  are  ex-officio  members,  and  just 
propose  Dr.  Britton.  I  think  that  would  solve  the  difficulty.  A  large  committee  is 
undesirable.  I  am  not  connected  with  any  clique,  nor  ever  shall  be,  and  I  abominate 
wire-pulling,  I  hate  it  with  all  my  heart.  The  only  objection  I  see  to  a  large  committee  is 
that  if  we  had  a  large  committee,  perhaps  the  expensive  year  might  again  set  in.  Dr. 
Thorburn  boasted,  and  it  was  a  capital  thing  to  boast  of,  "I  have  not  found  it  necessary 
to  call  that  committee  together."  We  all  hope  the  committee  will  not  meet  at  all  this 
coming  year  ;  but,  if  it  is  required,  it  should  be  on  the  least  expensive  basis.     (Hear,  hear). 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  came  here  this  morning  with  the  anxious  desire  that  Ave  should 
expedite  matters  and  have  as  little  friction  as  possible,  and  I  do  hope  we  will  be  able  to  go 
on.  This  is  the  dying  session,  and  if  changes  of  that  kind  are  proposed,  it  is  better  to  leave 
them  over  to  the  next  session  ;  I  do  not  think  the  dignity  of  the  President  will  be  injured. 
For  my  part,  1  would  rather  be  appointed  by  the  Council  if  I  was  President.  His  appoint- 
ment by  the  Council  as  a  member  of  this  committee  does  not  rob  him  of  all  the  dignity  the 
presidential  chair  gives  him.  Let  this  thing  go  on,  and  let  us  get  home  to-night.  (Hear, 
hear.) 

The  President  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  Hanly  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  that  the  Registrar  have  prepared  and 
sent  to  each  registered  practitioner  a  resume  of  the  more  important  facts  and  evidence 
that  has  come  before  the  Discipline  Committee. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Hanly — I  do  this  by  request,  and  I  think  it  very  important  that  our  electorate 
have  a  knowledge  of  some  of  the  facts  on  which  the  Discipline  Committee  have  given  in 
their  reports.  A  great  number  of  us  are  very  wide  at  sea  as  to  the  actions  of  these 
men  who  are  brought  before  us.  Since  preparing  my  notice  of  motion,  Mr.  Wasson  has 
told  me  a  very  large  amount  of  this  will  be  inserted  and  will  appear  in  the  Announce- 
ment. If  that  is  the  case,  I  do  not  wish  to  go  to  any  expense  or  to  put  the  Council  to 
any  expense,  and  if  I  have  assurance  that  a  sufficient  amount  of  that  will  appear  in  that 
report  to  give  the  general  practitioners  a  rather  complete  knowledge  of  this  matter,  1 
will  be  satisfied  to  withdraw  my  motion  and  not  have  it  go  any  further. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  Dr.  Hanly  is  right  ;  the  prosecutor  was  ordered  to  prepare  a 
synopsis  of  this  evidence  for  publication  in  the  Announcement. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — It  is  not  the  medical  profession  alone,  but  the  public  that  should 
be  made  acquainted  with  this.  I  am  in  sympathy  with  Dr.  Hanly 's  motion,  but  I  think 
Dr.  Brock  has  one  perhaps  a  little  plainer  still  than  Dr.    Hanly's. 

The  President — Dr.  Hanly,  are  you  anxious  or  desirous  that  your  motion  should  be 
withdrawn  ? 

Dr.  Hanly — No.  But  1  am  anxious  that  this  should  be  placed  in  such  a  position 
that  every  practitioner  shall  be  in  possession  of  the  facts,  and  the  public  also  through 
the  practitioners.  Each  practitioner  then  would  be  in  a  position  to  go  before  the  member 
of  the  Legislature  who  is  nearest  to  him,  so  that  the  member  of  the  Legislature  should  know 
what  was  going  on,  and  know  that  we  are  striving  for  the  protection  of  the  public  as  much 
as  for  our  own  protection,  or  perhaps  more  so. 

Dr.  Bray — Dr.  Brock  has  a  motion  which  might  be  read,  and  we  might  deal  with  them 
both  together.  I  am  quite  in  sympathy  with  what  Dr.  Hanly  has  stated.  I  think  circum- 
stances have  arisen  since  the  Discipline  Committee  met  the  last  time  that  necessitate  some- 
thing of  this  kind  being  done  ;  in  every  paper,  in  every  town  and  every  village  throughout 
this  Province,   this  Council  has  been    misrepresented  and  the  Discipline  Committee  feels  if 
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this  evidence  or  a  synopsis  of  this  evidence  could  go  before  the  public  it  would  do  a  great 
deal  of  good.  As  it  is,  a  great  many  of  these  papers  have  published  these  so-called  editorials 
which  would  lead  the  public  to  believe  that  we  are  taking  away  some  rights  of  the  public,  or 
doing  something  of  that  kind  ;  instead  of,  as  the  fact  is,  doing  quite  the  reverse  and  protect- 
ing the  public.  If  there  were  some  means  of  putting  a  material  portion  of  this  evidence  be- 
fore the  public  as  well  as  before  the  profession  I  think  it  would  be  a  good  thing. 

The  Council  granted  leave  to  Dr.  Brock  to  read  his  motion. 

Dr.  Brock — It  is  moved  by  myself,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  "That  this  Council  hav- 
ing had  under  consideration  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee,  and  in  consequence  of  that 
report  the  Council  were  compelled  to  expel  from  the  medical  profession  several  members 
whose  connection  with  the  fraudulent  practice  of  patent  medicine  companies  had  been  proved 
to  their  satisfaction,  do  now  refer  to  the  Discipline  Committee  to  confer  with  the  officers  of 
this  Council  and  take  such  measures  to  enlighten  the  public  as  they  think  necessary." 

Dr.  Campbell— The  only  point  that  strikes  me  is,  while  it  is  highly  desirable  that  this 
information  should  go  to  the  public,  how  are  you  going  to  get  it  there  ?  These  companies 
advertise  in  the  newspapers  ;  and  the  newspapers  are,  of  course,  quite  ready  to  give  their 
advertisers'  side  to  the  public  ;  and  as  we  do  not  advertise,  we  cannot  expect  those  papers  to 
put  this  information  in  that  we  wish  sent  to  the  public  unless  they  are  to  be  paid  for  it. 

Dr.  Brock — I  think  probably  if  this  committee  were  appointed  they  would  prepare  an 
abstract  of  the  evidence,  and  insert  possibly  a  letter  by  a  member  of  this  Council.  A  very 
important  letter  appeared  in  the  London  papers,  which  I  believe  to  a  great  extent  disposes 
of  the  contentions  that  the  papers  have  made  ;  I  think  we  might  insert  such  a  letter  with  that 
synopsis  of  the  evidence,  and  have  struck  off  a  number  of  circulars  which  could  be  given  to 
the  medical  men  themselves  and  let  them  distribute  them  in  their  own  divisions  ;  and  if  any 
one  asked  about  these  matters  the  members  of  this  College  could  hand  one  of  these  circulars 
out  showing  the  nature  of  the  action  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  seems  to  me,  first  of  all,  the  committee  that  should  be  appointed  to 
deal  with  that  motion  should  be  the  Discipline  Committee,  because  that  committee  is  already 
seized  of  all  the  facts  and  knows  intimately  all  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  it  would  be  no  trouble 
to  the  members  of  that  committee  simply  to  pick  out  the  salient  points  of  the  evidence,  and 
give  a  fair,  limited  statement  so  as  not  to  make  the  circular  too  large  ;  and  then  it  would  be 
wise  to  send  a  circular  to  every  registered  medical  practitioner  in  the  Province,  and  we  then 
would  have  2,500  or  3,000  centres  over  the  Province  from  which  this  information  could  be 
given  to  the  public  ;  having  this  evidence  in  their  hands  medical  men  all  through  the  country 
would  be  prepared  to  defend  the  action  of  the  (Council.  I  think  if  Dr.  Brock  will  amend  his 
motion  by  adding  to  it  that  the  Discipline  Committee  should,  be  the  committee  to  which  this 
should  be  referred  that  good  would  be  accomplished  by  sending  this  information.  At  the 
present  time  the  members  of  the  Council  do  not  know  the  evidence  fully.  We  have  not  been 
able  to  get  at  it  all  as  we  ought  to.  although  v^e  have  seen  enough  to  convince  us  that  our 
course  has  been  right.  The  evidence  is  there,  and  it  ought  to  be  sifted  out.  There  is  a  great 
mass  that  is  of  very  little  use,  but  the  salient  points  should  be  taken  out  and  sent,  not  only  to 
every  member  of  the  Council,  but  to  every  medical  practitioner  in  the  Province. 

Dr.  Sangster  —It  is  quite  evident  a  step  in  that  direction  will  cost  a  good  deal  of 
money  unless  the  Discipline  Committee  is  very  closely  fenced  in  as  to  the  amount  of 
matter  that  they  are  to  select  and  print.  If  their  pamphlet  becomes  any  way  large,  and 
three  or  four  thousand  copies  are  to  be  printed  and  sent  to  the  profession,  it  is  going 
to  involve  a  good  deal  of  expense.  I  do  not  think  much  should  be  done  in  that  direc- 
tion. I  think  we  are  only  dignifying  these  parties  by  taking  up  their  cases  specially, 
and  regarding  it  as  our  duty  to  enter  into  a  counter  war  against  them. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — In  view  of  that,  will  you  pardon  me  just  one  word.  It  would  not 
cost  very  much,  I  presume,  to  add  a  couple  of  pages  to  our  Announcement  and  this  could  all 
be  done  in  time  to  be  got  out  in  the  Announcement.  A  couple  of  pages  will  be  sufficient  to 
give  it  all. 

Dr.  Thornton — As  a  member  of  this  Council,  I  will  not  admit  for  one  moment  that  I 
recorded  my  vote  in  the  matter  of  striking  those  names  from  the  Register  on  the  Discipline 
Committee's  reports.  There  was  a  certain  amount  of  evidence  laid  on  my  desk  ;  and  we 
all  know  that  in  hundreds,  or  thousands,  if  y  u  like,  of  pages  of  evidence  there  are 
always  a  few  points  of  evidence  that  must  decide  every  single  case.  In  that  evidence 
laid  on  my  desk  I  found  enough  to  justify  me  in  endorsing  the  report  made  by  the 
Disci|)line  Committee,  and  I  voted  accordingly.  I  think  that  if  in  our  Hansard  we  send 
out  a  report  that  we  have  stricken  out  certain  names  horn  the  Medical  Retrister,  it  should 
not  appear  on  that  report  that  it  was  on  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Committee  alone,  but 
there  should  be  the  points  of  evidence  on  which  the  committee  arrived  at  that  conclusion  ; 
and  it  should  go  with  it,  and  we  require  nothing  more  than  the  Announcement. 

Dr.  MooRHOusK — As  seconder  of  that  motion,  I  would  like  to  say  a  word  or   two.     We 
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know  the  general  run  of  people's  sympathies  is  with  the  accused  or  with  the  condemned  ; 
and  I  think  we  in  justice  owe  it  to  ourselves  to  point  out  to  the  public,  through  the 
general  practitioners,  the  cause  of  our  action.  I  think  this  motion  of  Dr.  Brock's,  which 
I  have  the  honor  of  seconding,  will  meet  the  matter  quite  fully  ;  and  I  also  quite  concur 
with  Dr.  McLaughlin's  suggestion  of  referring  it  to  the  Discipline  Committee.  I  do  not 
see  that  there  is  any  necessity  of  appointing  a  special  committee  for  the  purpose,  because 
no  men  can  be  more  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  whole  facts  of  the  case  in  all  its  bear- 
ings than  the  members  of  this  very  Discipline  Committee,  and  it  would  take  the  members 
of  the  Discipline  Committee  very  much  less  time  to  do  the  work,  and  they  would  do 
the  work  much  better  than  a  new  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose.  I  would  there- 
fore be  very  glad  if  Dr.  Brock  would  see  fit  to  adopt  that  suggestion. 

Dr.  Brock — Certainly. 

Dr.  Logan — It  has  just  occurred  to  me  that  in  addition  to  the  suggestions  already 
made,  and  which  I  think  are  very  wise,  that  a  circular  being  sent  to  the  medical  men  is  not 
perhaps  all  that  could  be  done.  You  are  aware  that  this  committee  has  been  made  very 
celebrated  by  the  large  majority  of  the  press  of  this  country,  and  it  strikes  me  it  would  be 
wise  to  send  a  copy  of  this  circular  that  you  intend  to  get  out  to  each  paper  in  this  Province  ; 
whether  they  choose  to  publish  it  or  not  is  a  matter  of  no  great  consequence,  but  it  would 
prevent  them  at  all  events  from  making  statements  not  founded  upon  facts.  I  would  supply 
them  with  the  facts  that  would  prevent  them  making  statements  of  an  erroneous  character. 

Dr.  Hanly — I  do  not  know  what  is  before  the  House,  Mr.  President. 

The  President — Your  motion,  and,  with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  Dr.  Brock's 
motion  ;  while  they  are  both  independent  motions  they  are  both  before  the  House. 

Dr.  Hanly — I  put  my  motion  in  that  shape,  as  I  thought  it  more  direct,  "  that  the 
Registrar  have  prepared  and  sent  to  each  medical  practitioner;"  and  I  said  also  in  addi- 
tion to  that,  that  this  should  be  prepared  and  put  in  the  annual  Announcement  so  long 
as  it  contained  the  salient  points.  I  did  that  rather  than  propose  sending  it  to  a  com- 
mittee, on  account  of  its  being  more  direct  and  more  easily  performed. 

Dr.  MooRHOUSE — Dr.  Brock  has  altered  his  motion  to  provide  that  this  be  prepared 
by  the  Discipline  Committee. 

Dr.  Hanly — Is  it  to  go  in  a  separate  pamphlet,  or  in  the  Announcement? 

Dr.  MooRHOusE — Leave  that  to  their  discretion. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  the  suggestion  of  sending  it  to  the  papers  is  a  good  one,  but 
that  the  idea  of  putting  it  in  the  Announcement  is  the  proper  one,  because  the  Announce- 
ment is  the  proper  place  for  it  to  go  ;  and  a  copy  of  the  Announcement,  or  that  portion  of 
the  Announcement  containing  this,  might  be  addressed  by  the  Registrar  to  the  different 
papers  that  have  published  these  other  articles  ;  and  even  if  those  newspapers  did  not 
choose  to  publish  it,  they  would  have  our  side  of  the  story  there. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  cannot  see  a  more  fatal  step  for  this  Council  to  take  than  to  send  a 
document  of  this  kind  to  the  various  newspapers.  Newspapers  are  intelligent  organizations ; 
they  know  what  they  are  doing,  and  they  know  what  their  anxiety  for  the  public  welfare 
requires  ;  and  I  do  not  think  this  Council  should  directly  or  indirectly  ask  the  papers  to 
commit  themselves  to  the  defence  of  the  Council,  or  to  meddle  with  this. 

Dr.  DiCKSON^ — I  think  it  would  be  undesirable,  as  Dr.  Sangster  has  stated,  that  we 
should  communicate  directly  with  the  publishers  of  the  newspapers.  There  is  a  vast  number 
of  the  papers  in  the  Province  that  have  had  nothing  to  do  with  this  matter,  and  I  think 
there  is  no  object  whatever  to  be  gained  by  addressing  anything  of  that  kind  to  them. 
While  it  would  appear,  as  has  been  proposed  in  the  Announcement,  it  would  be  quite  an 
easy  matter,  and  a  thing  probably  that  could  be  done  by  any  medical  man  living  in  the 
neighborhood  where  any  of  the  papers  are  published  that  have  descended  to  the  course  that 
some  of  these  papers  have,  to  draw  their  attention  to  what  appears  in  the  Announcement ; 
and  I  think  in  that  way  we  can  have  all  that  would  be  got  by  sending  to  the  press  at  large. 

Dr.  Barrick — There  is  one  thing  that  I  am  perfectly  clear  about,  and  that  is,  whatever 
is  done  in  that  way  can  be  done  more  economically,  and  I  think  more  efficiently  and  with 
greater  dignity  by  putting  it  in  the  annual  Announcement.  We  have  tenders,  which  I  shall 
submit  in  the  report  of  the  Printing  Committee,  at  so  much  per  page  for  that  Announce- 
ment, so  that  w^e  will  know  exactly  how  much  it  will  cost,  without  going  into  the  expense  of 
any  more  tenders  ;  and  the  postage  will  be  just  about  the  same,  whether  we  have  this  informa- 
tion in  the  Announcement  or  not.  So  much  then  for  the  expense.  And  it  would  be  travelling 
off  our  own  line,  as  was  stated  yesterday,  and  pointed  out  how  dangerous  it  was  to  jump 
over  the  fence.  I  think  any  departing  from  our  usual  way  in  giving  information  to  the 
medical  men  would  be  showing  a  weakness.  I  therefore  very  stn^ngly  support  the  idea  of 
having  whatever  is  ]>repared,  prepared  by  whom  it  may  be,  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
medical  men  through  the  Announcement. 

Dr.    Henry — Before  that  question  is  put,  I  merely  rise  to  say   I  am  not  in  favor  of 
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spending  one  cent  in  getting  evidence  of  that  character.  I  did  think  it  would  be  very  much 
better  for  the  Executive  Committee  to  procure  a  good,  clever  man  to  deal  with  that  question. 
For  instance,  the  newspapers  throughout  the  country  and  the  city  of  Toronto  have  been 
villifying  the  Council  in  a  pretty  lively  way  for  the  last  two  or  three  months,  and  we  have 
all  had  our  stack  of  papers  that  the  writing  in  was  paid  for.  I  think  if  you  procure  the 
services  of  a  good,  clever  writer,  it  would  be  much  better  than  going  to  the  expense  of 
publishing  the  synopsis  of  the  evidence  taken  before  the  committee.  I  do,  however,  think 
it  wise  that  every  member  of  the  Council  should  be  in  possession  of  some  part  of  the 
evidence  a  day  or  two  before  the  Council  meeting,  so  that  we  could  deal  more  intelligently 
with  the  question  when  it  comes  up.     I  think  we  are  wasting  a  great  deal  of  time  foolishly. 

The  President  put  Dr.  Hanly's  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it 
lost. 

The  President  then  put  Dr.  Brock's  motion,  as  follows  :  "  Moved  by  Dr.  Brock, 
seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  that  this  Council,  having  had  under  consideration  the  report  of 
the  Discipline  Committee,  and  in  consequence  of  that  report  the  Council  were  compelled  to 
expel  from  the  medical  profession  several  members  whose  connection  with  the  fraudulent 
practice  of  patent  medicine  companies  had  been  proved  to  their  satisfaction,  do  now  refer  to 
the  Discipline  Committee  to  confer  with  the  officers  of  this  Council,  and  take  such  measures 
to  enlighten  the  public  as  they  think  necessary,"  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared 
the  motion  lost. 

Dr.  Sangster  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  it  is  not  in  the  interests  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  that  educational  bodies  which  no  longer 
teach  medicine  or  grant  degrees  therein  shall  still  continue  to  have  representation  in  this 
Council,  and  that  legislation  directed  to  the  removal  of  the  existing  injustice  in  that  respect 
shall  be  sought  for  on  the  first  expedient  occasion. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  would  ask  Dr.  Sangster  to  withdraw  this  motion  for  this  session  as  it  is 
now  so  late,  and  leave  it  for  a  later  session. 

Dr.  Henry — I  would  suggest  that  as  this  question  interests  only  a  few  in  this  room, 
that  the  discussion  be  confined  to  those  gentlemen,  and  that  they  get  through  as  soon  as 
possible.  After  all  the  discussion  on  the  question  yesterday  we  found  the  discussion  was 
useless  and  nothing  could  be  accomplished  by  it.  We  will  not  accomplish  much  with  it,  and 
I  would  like  to  confine  the  discussion  to  those  interested  in  the  question. 

Dr.  Sangster — It  is  not  my  intention  to  make  any  lengthy  remarks,  and  it  is  not  my 
desire  to  make  any  offensive  remarks.  I  desire  to  speak  pertinently,  and  to  speak  kindly. 
I  protest  against  being  placed  in  the  position  of  taking  the  step  that  I  feel  impelled  to 
take  from  any  animus  or  feeling  of  opposition  either  to  the  educational  bodies  or  the 
gentlemen  that  represent  the  educational  bodies  here.  I  tried,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  to 
guard  myself  from  any  misapprehension  on  their  part  when  I  introduced  the  counter-motion 
the  other  day,  and  I  regret  that  some  of  the  gentlemen  who  were  concerned  were  not  present 
when  I  made  those  introductory  remarks.  I  have  stated  that  my  feeling  towards  the 
educational  bodies,  with  one  of  which  I  was  formerly  connected  for  a  number  of  years,  and 
my  feeling  towards  the  gentlemen  now  occupying  positions  in  these  educational  bodies,  and 
my  feelings  towards  the  representatives  of  those  institutions  in  this  Council  are  none  of  them 
anything  but  of  the  kindliest  character.  With  some  of  the  gentlemen  whose  positions  are 
attacked  to-day — Drs.  Geikie,  Thorburn  and  Fowler — I  have  grown  grey. 

Dr.  Fowler — I  protest  against  that.  I  do  not  come  under  this  motion  at  all,  for  the 
institution  with  which  I  am  connected  both  teaches  and  confers  degrees. 

Dr.  McLaughlin— I  insist  upon  order.  These  gentlemen  have  no  right  to  interrupt 
the  speaker  at  all. 

Dr.  Sangster — Mr.  President,  Dr.  Geikie,  and  my  friend  Dr.  Fowler,  and  Dr. 
Thorburn  and  Dr.  Griffin,  and  all  concerned,  and  anybody  concerned  shall  have  the  fullest 
<)[)p()rtunity  of  expressing  themselves  when  I  am  done,  but  while  I  have  the  fioor  of  the 
house  I  claim  the  common  right  of  being  permitted  to  proceed  without  interruj)tion. 
I  was  about  to  remark  that  with  three  at  least  of  the  gentlemen  I  have  grown  grey  in  the 
profession,  and  I  have  always  regretted  that  their  great  energies,  their  eminent  abilities  and 
their  distinguished  fidelity  in  guarding  the  interests  assigned  to  them  had  not  been  enlisted, 
or  were  enlisted  less,  on  behalf  of  the  profession  at  large  than  on  behalf  (^f  the  interests 
which  I  am  personally  constrained  to  believe  are  antagonistic  to  the  interests  of  the  medical 
electorate  at  large.  I  moved  before,  but  in  a  somewhat  different  form,  merely  to  obtain  an 
expression  of  opinion  on  behalf  of  this  Council,  as  to  whetlier  these  gentlemen  should  be 
c(mtinued,  or  had  any  right  to  ])e  continued,  in  their  re})reaentation  in  their  seats  in  the 
Council.  liut  that  motion  was  ruled  out  of  order.  T  miglit,  however,  refer  to  the  fact  that 
a  large  portion  of  the  Council  is  on  record,  namely,  tliat  portion  that  was  a{)pointed  to  meet 
a  connnittee  of  the  Defence  As.sociation  three  or  four  years  ago  to  confer  witli  that  conunittee 
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as  to  whaL  was  necessary  to  heal  up  the  differences  in  the  profession.     A  portion  of  the 
Council  is  committed  on  the  question  that  these  colleges  have  no  right  to  further  repre- 
sentation in  the  profession,   because  on  that  occasion  they  agreed  not  to  oppose  legislation 
directed  to  their  removal  from  this  body.     My  esteemed  friend  Dr.  Geikie,  the  Dean  of 
Trinity,  is  further  committed  on  the  question  by  a  document  which  he  sent  to  the  Legis- 
lature some  three  or  four  years  ago,  in  which  he  claimed  that  his  particular  body  had  a  right 
here,  but  the  other  three  bodies  referred  to  should  no  longer  be  continued  in  their  repre- 
sentation.    My  friend  Dr.  Williams,  whilst  he  is  not  in  the  room,  is  also  committed  in  the 
matter  by  his  letters  to  the  medical  journals.     So  that  we  have  a  basis  to  go  upon.     The 
question  that  I  want  settled   to-day  is   simply  the  question  whether  these   bodies   have 
continued  the   right  to  representation  here  ?   and    secondly,   whether  that   representation 
should  be  continued  ?     A  large  number  of  men  in  the  Province  think  that  their  right  has 
lapsed  ;  I  think  that  their  right  has  lapsed.     A  large  number  of  medical  men  in  the  Province 
demand  that  they  shall  not  be  continued  in  their  seats  in  the  Council.     We  can  point  to  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  which,  in  its  Medical  Act,  has  avoided  the  snare  into  which  we  are 
fallen  by  declaring  that   educational  bodies  that    have   representation   in  the   Council  or 
governing  body  in  the  lower  Province  shall  cease  to  exercise  the  right  to  representation  in 
that  body  whenever  their  charters  lapse  or  are  held  in  abeyance,  or  whenever  they  no 
longer  teach   medicine  or  grant  degrees  in   medicine.     I  regret  that  we  have  not  a  similar 
provision  in  our  own  Act  ;  and  it  may  be,  possibly,  our  duty  to  approach  the  Legislature 
and  obtain  a  provision  in  that  direction ;  and  further,  a  provision  that  no  other  educational 
body  hereafter  called  into  existence  shall  be  able  to  claim  representation  in  the  Medical 
Council.     I  think  that  is  quite  possible.     I  think  there  is  a  simple  act  of  justice  to  the 
profession  involved  in  that,  because  we  have  to  face  the  possibility,  and  I  might  also  say 
the  probability,  that  other  educational  bodies  will,  sooner  or  later,  demand  a  right  to  send 
a  representative  here.     At  present  it  seems  to  me  an  injustice  that  Toronto  University  has 
only  a  single  representative  in  this  Council,  while  Queen's  University  and  Trinity  University 
have  double  representation,  and  while  two  other  institutions  that  have  no  medical  faculties 
at  all,  that  do  not  teach  medicine,  that  do  not  grant  degrees  in  medicine,  should  have  repre- 
sentation here.     Then  there  is  a  hardship  involved  in  the  case  of  the  Western  University  ; 
they  have  only  one  representative  here.     And  unquestionably,  if  you  decide  that  a  university 
can  secure  a  charter  for  its  medical  faculty,  and  then  forthwith  that  medical  faculty  shall 
have  a  right  to  send  a  representative  here,  we  may  anticipate  that  at  no  late  date  we  shall 
have  here  a  representative  of  the  medical  faculty  of  Toronto  University,  a  representative  of 
the  medical  faculty  of  the  Western   University  and  a  representative  of  the  Homceopathic 
Institute,  which  I  see  by  the  press  steps  are  being  taken  to  establish,  and  possibly  also  a 
representative  from  the  medical  faculty  of    that  institute  :  and  innumerable  other  medical 
teaching  bodies  may  want,  and  in  a  similar  way  obtain,  not  only  single  but  double  repre- 
sentation in  this  Council.     Now,  to  me,  and  to  the  profession  at  large,  that  appears  to  be  a 
crying  evil,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that  in  the  near  future  steps  may  require  to  be  taken  to 
abate  or  remove  it.     I  think  there  should  be  no  feeling  involved  on  the  part  of  any  member 
of  this  Council  in  calmly  and  quietly  discussing  the  situation  ;  and  if  these  gentlemen  have 
rights  here  I  would  be  rejoiced  to  see  them  establish  them,  and  to  see  them  remain,  and  if 
they  have  not  a  right  here  I  think  it  would  be  the  part  of  wisdom  for  them  to  withdraw.     I 
think  it  would   be  the  part  of  wisdom  for  this  Council  to  unite  and  present  to  the  public 
and  the  Legislature  a  united,  consolidated  profession  and  Council.     There  is  no  question 
that  the  privileges  of  the  profession  and  of  the  Council  are  being  attacked,  and  will  be 
attacked,  and  our  present  weakness  arises  from  our  divisions.     Now,  it  seems  to  me  that  we 
could  meet  on  a  common  ground  upon  the  system  of  give  and  take,  and  the  unhappy 
differences  that  have  dissevered  us  so  much  in  the  past  might  be  removed  ;  but  certainly  I 
think  they  can  only  be  removed  by  both  sides  conceding  something  in  their  demands.     I 
shall  have,  I  presume,  an  opportunity  of  replying  to  the  remarks  made  on  this  subject, 
I  believe  it  is  my  right,  as  mover  of  the  motion,  and  I  shall  therefore  reserve  what  I  further 
have  to  say  until  the  question  is  about  to  be  put  to  the  house. 

The  President  stated  the  motion.     (Cries  of  "  Question,  question.") 

Dr.  Armour — I  ask  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Dr.  Britton — Mr.  President,  I  do  not  think  that  resolution  should  be  put  without 
discussion 

Dr.   Armour — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.      I  understood  the   President   to   put  the 
question  to  the  meeting,  and  after  that  there  can  be  no  further  debate. 

The  President — I  had  not  put  it  then  ;  I  was  about  to  put  it. 

Dr,  A  RMOUR — I  understood  you  did  put  it. 

The  President — No.' 

Di.  Britton — I  do  not  know  any  reason  why  anybody  putting  forward  a  resolution^ 
whether  it  be  of  minor  or  great  impoitauce,  should  take  objection  to  that  question  being

discussed  in  open  Council  in  as  intelligent  a  way  as  we  can  do  it.     I   do  not  like  to  impute 
any  motives,  and  I  shall  not  attempt  to  do  any  such  thing  ;  even  though  it  were  parliament- 
ary I  would  not  do  it.     But  from  my  point  of  view  to  take  such  a  course  as  that  would  be 
somewhat  inconsistent.     Any  resolution  that  I  have  ever  introduced  here   I  have  been  very 
glad  to  have  the  members  discuss  it,  no  matter  how  much  it  might  be  criticised.     I  am  not 
infallible  in  my  view?.     Anything  I  formulate  in  the  shape  of  a  motion  may  perhaps  at  times 
he  utter  nonsense  ;  it  may  not  be  the  outcome  of  wisdom,  and   I   would   be  only  too  glad  if 
others  set  me  right.     So  I  think  this  motion  should  not  be  dealt  with  in  this  abrupt  manner. 
On  the  other  hand,  I  do  think  it  would  be  a  pity,  at  this  late  stage  of  the  Council,  for  any  one 
to  take  up  too  much  of  the  time  of  the  members.    We  are  anxious  to  get  through  with  our  work, 
and  accordingly  I  shall  say  very  few  word?,  and  I  shall  try  to  say  them  to  the  point.     In  the 
first  place,  we  have  gone  to  the  Legislature  on  two  occasions — I  think  possibly  we  have  gone 
too  often.     We  have  gained  at  times  ;  on  other  occasions  we  have  lost.     We  have  sometimes 
secured  not  only  what  we  desired,  but  we  have  been  loaded  with  somethiug  that  we  did  not 
require,  and  which  we  personally  and  collectively  felt  was  to  some  extent  disastrous  to  the 
profession.     I  do  not  know,  I  do  not  believe  that  the  Legislature  would  listen  to  a  prayer  of 
this  character.     I  am  not  speaking  theoretically  ;  I  am  not  drawing  upon  imagination  ;  but  I 
will  refer  you  to  something  that  occurred  some  )''ears  ago,   and  of  this  fact  I  think  almost 
every  member  of  this  Council  is  cognizant.     There  was  a  bill  before  the  Legislature  intro- 
duced by  Dr.  Meacham,  called  the  "  Meacham  Bill."     On  that  occasion  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee went  to  the  old  Parliament  Buildings  to  interview  the  Bills  Committee,  of  which,   I 
think,    the  Minister  of  Education  was  chairman.     There  was  a  large  number  of  subjects 
embraced  in  that  bill  ;  it  was  essentially  a  radical  one.      I  do  not  mean  by  the  term  "  radical  " 
that  it  was  a  bill  that  would  necessarily,  if  carried  into  law,  promote  the  interests  of  the  pro- 
fession, for  as  a  Legislative  Committee  we  took  exception  to  many  of  its  features.     I  need  not 
mention  its  various  provisions,  but  would  simply  say  that  one  of  them  was  that  there  should 
be  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  representatives  from  the  teaching  and  degree-conferring  insti- 
tutions of  tiie  Province.     The  chairman  of  the   Bills  Committee,   and   the  committee  as  a 
whole,  gave  us  to  understand  that  it  was  quite  out  of  the  question  for  them  to  legislate  in 
the  very  direction  that  is  sought  now  in  this  resolution  of  Dr.  Sangster's.     The  remark  was 
made  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  "  Any  of  these  institutions  may  resume  work  any 
day  of  their  own  accord,  or  circumstances  might  force  it  upon  them."     Now,  gentlemen,   I 
need  not  particularize,  but  I  will  put  it  in  this  general  way  that  I  think  we  will  all  fully 
understand  :    Certain  schools,  each  holding  a  charter,  and  in  that  charter  having  power  to 
confer  degrees  of  fellowship  in  medicine,  which  formerly,   under  the  old  existing  order  of 
thing?,  was  considered  as  equivalent  to  a  license  to  practice  (notwithstanding  the  contentions 
of  my  friend.  Dr.  McLaughlin,  last  year  to  the  contrary,  when  he  said  it  was  not  a  license  to 
practice,  because  the  degree  had  to  receive  the   signature  or  endorsation  of  the  Governor  in 
Council,  and  on  his  contention  it  was  brought  out  by  others  that  the  refusal  of  such  an  endor- 
sation had  only  occurred  once  in  the  history  of  Ontario  medicine,  and  that  was  on  account  of 
impertinence  on  the  part  of  the  applicant)  relinquished  that  power  at  the  time   that  tbey 
entered,  heart  and  soul,  into  the  confederation  of  the  different  institutions,   and  of  the  pro- 
fession for  the  purpose  of  having  a  worthy   profession  and   a   uniform   standard.     It   has 
occurred  in  the  history  of  some  of  the  institutions  in  the  past  that  the  medical   faculty  was 
somewhat  endangered  through  outside  influences  and  political  intrigue  ;  the  very  existence  of 
the  medical  faculty  was  in  danger.     It  is  not  in  my  recollection,  but  we  all  know  it  as  a  fact, 
that  the  old  medical  faculty,  the  first  medical  faculty  of  the  University  of  Toronto,   many 
years  ago,  was  brought  to  a  very  speedy  termination  through  political  manoeuvres.     Now,  we 
will  suppose  that  through  some  unforeseen  circumstances  a  repetition  of  this  should  occut-, 
what  would  naturally  follow  ?     Some  other  institution  holding  its  charter  would  naturally 
fall  into  line  and  resume  work  ;  and  were  we  to  approach  the  Legislature  I  imagine  that  the 
better-thinking  class  of  the  legit-lators  would  say,  "  You  had  better  return  to  your  Medical 
Council  and  go  on  working  as  you  have  been  doing,"     From  the  history  of  wliat  ha-?  trans- 
pired during  the  past  year?,   I  feel   free  to  infer  that  this  would   be  the  answer,  "  Return  to 
your  Council  ;  go  on  working  as  you  have  been  doing  ;  there  is  something  in  the  history  of 
your  profession  during  the  past  few  years  that  makes  us,  as  legislators,  a  little  bit  afraid  that 
this  is  the  first  step  towards  the  accomplishing  of  what  was  threatened  by  the  Defence  Asso- 
ciation, not  in  so  many  word^",  but  in  such  a  way  that  any  one  might  easily  draw  the  inference  ; 
and  therefore  we,  as  U'gialators,  in  the  interests  of  the  public  at  large,  as  well  as  of  the  pro- 
fession itf=elf,  cannot  afl"ord  to  allow  any  such  step  as  that  to  be   taken  successfully.  '     I  will 
now  read  to  you  from  a  celebrated  letter  which  appeared   in  the  year  lSi)2  or  1893,  I  believe. 
I  cannot  give  you  the  exact  date,  as  it  does  not  appear  on  the  title  page.     It  is  denominated 
"  a  circular  letter,"  and  is  addressed  by  the  Medical   Defence  Association  to   the  members  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  and  is  signed  by  ".I.  II.  Songster,  Secre- 
tary," "J.  P.  Arnnour,  Treasurer,"   "  S.  C.    Hiller,"  and  "  Wm.  Coburn,"  Committee  of  the 
10 
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Executive  appointed  to  draft  and  issue  circular  to  the  profession.  So  that  the  authorship  of 
it  cannot  very  well  be  denied,  and  I  presume  that  those  gentlemen  who  appended  their 
names  to  the  circular  would  not  wish  to  deny  the  authorship  of  it,  because,  for  all  that  I 
know,  they  hold  the  same  opinions  still.  I  shall  not  attempt  to  read  this  letter  to  you  in  full, 
but  I  would  like  to ' 

Dr.  Armour — You  had  better  read  it,  had  you  not  ? 

Dr.  Brixton — No  ;  because  I  think  were  1  to  attempt  to  read  it  in  extenso  the  members 
would  get  so  tired  that  I  would  have  no  audience  left. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  members  that  do  not  like  it  would  get  tired. 

Da  Britton — Well,  it  would  be  reading  ad  nauseam. 

Dr.  Armour — I  have  no  doubt  the  profession  would  appreciate  it  if  placed  on  the  record 
of  our  proceedings.     I  would  be  very  glad  if  you  would  read  it  throughout. 

Dr.  Britton — The  profession  throughout,  I  believe,  received  this  letter,  and  I  do  not 
believe  the  profession  endorsed  it  to  any  large  extent,  for  I  have  never  known  of  anything 
special  that  has  come  out  of  it, 

D:.  Armour — We  have  a  finincial  report ;  but  I  do  not  want  to  interrupt  you. 

Dr.  Britton— I  am  pleased  to  answer  any  questions  you  may  ask  me,  and  also  to  carry 
out  any  suggestions  you  may  make,  if  I  think  them  wise.  It  will  not  be  an  interruption  as 
long  as  it  is  done  properly.  I  will  now  read  from  the  letter :  '*  An  idea  prevails  in  the  pro- 
fession that  the  schools  and  universities  hold  their  seats  in  the  Council  by  way  of  a  compact, 
or  as  a  recompense  for  rights  surrendered."  I  think  I  have  shown  you  they  did  surrender 
them.  The  next  statement  is  :  "This  is  not  the  case."  I  have  to  take  issue  with  that ;  I 
do  not  think  that  is  correct.  "  They  clearly  surrendered  no  rights.  They  have  to-day  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  that  pertain  to  British  universities.  They  never  possessed  any 
others.  Their  chartered  rights  and  privileges  are  still  perfectly  intact.  The  claim  in  ques- 
tion, though  now  industriously  and  dishonestly  urged  " — that  is  a  hard  term,  a  very  hard 
term — "was  never  heard  of  till  the  exigencies  of  the  present  dispute  called  it  into  existence. 
They  hold  their  seats  in  the  Council  in  virtue  of  an  unjust  law  to  that  effect,  procured  by 
themselves.  All  idea  of  a  compromise  or  bargain  is  precluded  by  the  very  wording  of  Sec. 
6  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  " — I  am  quoting  the  whole — "  which  confers  upon  them  the 
privilege  in  question,  since  that  clause  gives  the  power  of  appointment  to  seats  in  the 
Council,  not  only  to  schools  and  universities  then" — that  is,  1868 — " in  actual  existence, 
but  also  to  those  thereafter  to  come  into  existence."  There  are  some  other  clauses  in  this 
that  I  might  read,  but  I  may  say  that  I  am  speaking  now  without  any  preparation,  and  I  do 
not  wish  to  take  up  too  much  of  the  Council's  time.  You  know  there  are  other  clauses  here 
that  will  as  directly  as  the  one  which  I  have  read  bear  out  the  contention  that  this  is  the 
first  step  towards  getting  rid  of  what  has  been  called  "appointed  representation "  m  ioto. 
This  is  not  simply  a  blow  at  Victoria  University,  the  Toronto  School  of  Medicine,  Trinity 
Medical  School,  and  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  but  I  say,  sir,  that  I 
believe  it  is,  indirectly,  a  blow  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  the  University  of  Queen's 
College,  the  Western  University,  and  every  other  university  represented  here  ;  and  I,  for 
one,  shall  not  lend  my  hand  or  my  voice  towards  a  step  of  that  character,  I  shall  not  call 
it  stealthy,  for  that  might  be  called  unparliamentary,  but  it  would  be  fair  enough  for  me 
perhaps  to  use  that  expression,  considering  others  that  have  been  uttered  in  the  said  circular. 
I  know  that  in  the  various  letters  that  have  appeared  in  the  public  press,  month  in  and 
month  out,  and  in  some  of  the  journals,  from  members  of  this  so-called  "Defence  Associa- 
tion," this  idea  was  promulgated.  I  admit  that  some  of  the  voluminous  writers  did  not 
make  a  positive  threat  that  the  Defence  Association  was  to  continue  on  until  it  had 
completely  annihilated  all  appointed  representation,  but  I  do  know  that  certain  other 
contributors  did  so  ;  and  I  can  find  those  letters  if  I  am  given  time,  I  may  further  say  that 
not  only  have  letters  of  that  kind  been  written,  but  certain  articles — quasi  scientific,  if  you 
wish  to  call  them  such,  at  any  rate  articles  intended  for  presentation  at  meetings  of  Asso- 
ciations— have  been  written,  in  which  the  ground  has  been  taken  that  this  profession  of 
Ontario  should  be  self-governed.  Now,  I  submit  that  what  I  have  referred  to  proves  the 
correctness  of  my  conviction,  that  this  is  a  step  introduced  in  such  a  quiet,  plausible  way  as 
would  be  calculated  to  lead  the  very  elect  themselves  to  err  and  vote  in  that  direction. 
Introduced  in  this  plausible  way,  it  is  simply  the  first  round  of  the  ladder,  with  the  inten- 
tion of  taking  a  second  step  later  on.  Now,  I  speak  advisedly,  and  I  say  that  just  as  soon 
as  men  in  this  Council  who  are  opposed  to  all  appointed  representation  have  managed  to 
secure  the  annihilation  of  the  privileges  which  certain  teaching  institutions  have,  then  they 
have  g&ined  a  certain  advantage,  from  their  standpoint.  But  I  say  it  would  be  a  disaster  to 
the  profession  ;  I  say  it  would  be  a  disaster  to  this  Council.  I  say  that  it  is  a  great  advan- 
tage to  have  here  the  men  who  represent  these  institutions.  They  have  had  a  great  deal  of 
experience  in  the  way  of  teaching  and  otherwise  that  is  of  great  service  to  us  ;  they  have 
been  here  by  right  of  law  ;  it  was  never  secured  by  fraud.     And  our  legislators,  if  approached 
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asking  for  the  removal  of  these  representatives,  would  never  grant  that  request.  And  more 
than  that,  if  we  approach  the  Legislature  we  do  not  know  what  we  may  get  ;  we  may  receive 
what  we  do  not  want,  we  may  get  a  slap  on  the  back  of  the  head.  I  have  been  told  time 
and  time  again  by  leading  members  of  the  Government,  by  members  of  the  Cabinet,  and  by 
the  Premier  of  Ontario,  not  to  come  too  often  to  the  Legislature  for  medical  enactments, 
that  we  had  better  conduct  our  own  business  in  a  quiet  way,  and  get  along  as  harmoniously 
as  we  can,  and  let  the  Legislature  alone.  In  legislative  matters  these  things  have  to  be 
dealt  with  from  the  standpoint  of  policy.  Every  Legislature  under  the  sun,  I  do  not  care 
where  the  Legislature  exists,  is  founded  upon  policy  ;  and  these  things  cannot  be  looked 
upon  by  the  Legislature  in  the  same  light  as  they  can  be  looked  upon  by  us.  I  have  nothing 
more  to  say.  There  are  others,  perhaps,  who  would  like  to  speak  to  this  question  ;  and  I 
am  reminded  by  Dr.  Armour  that  my  time  has  expired,  and  I  do  not  want  to  inflict  my  views 
or  voice  on  the  members  any  more  than  is  really  necessary. 

Dr.  Brock  moved,  in  amendment,  seconded  by  Dr.  Logan,  that  the  motion  of  Dr. 
Sangster  be  referred  to  our  solicitor  for  his  opinion,  and  that  no  action  be  taken  by  this 
CouncU  until  that  opinion  is  obtained. 

The  President  stated  the  amendment. 

Dr.  GfiiKiE^Before  that  is  put  I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words.  After  Dr.  Britton  has 
so  ably  expressed  the  views  of,  I  may  say,  the  teaching  bodies  of  this  Province  on  this  whole 
question,  it  would  be  unwise  of  me  to  take  up,  or  anybody  else  to  take  up,  much  of  the 
Council's  time  at  this  late  hour  ;  and  I  would  have  said  nothing  about  the  matter,  but  it 
seems  to  be  possible  to  be  wrong  to  give  a  silent  vote.  Dr.  Sangster  has  used  the  name  of 
our  College,  and  in  doing  so  he  made  a  mistake  when  he  said  Trinity  University  had  secured 
an  Act  of  incorporation.  The  University  did  nothing  of  the  kind  ;  they  did  not  offer  any 
objections,  but  it  was  a  voluntary  act  on  the  part  of  the  Medical  Faculty,  and  an  act  that 
was  thought  to  be  in  the  direction  of  the  improvement  of  medical  education,  and  it  has  proved 
to  be  such.  Trinity  College  has  heartily  supported  us  since  we  had  our  Act,  though  of 
course  nobody  could  tell  at  the  time  how  things  would  ultimately  go.  I  merely  want  to 
correct  Dr.  Sangster  in  regard  to  that  statement.  Another  thing  he  said  was  that  I  was  on 
record  in  saying  that  schools  that  were  not  teaching  bodies,  or  while  they  were  not  teaching, 
were  not  entitled  to  representation  ;  that  is  correct  enough  ;  I  hold  that  view,  and  I  dare 
say  I  may  be  on  record  as  having  said  so  ;  but  even  during  this  session  I  have  heard 
enough,  and  during  the  years  since  that  was  written  I  have  found  out  enough  to  know  that 
an  institution  that  to  day  ceases  to  teach  medicine,  or  to  grant  degrees  in  medicine,  may  six 
months  hence  teach  and  graduate,  or  examine  without  teaching,  as  the  case  may  be  ;  that 
a  school  that  has  a  charter  and  has  ceased  to  teach  now,  or  does  not  teach  now,  may  in  a 
little  while  resume  its  teaching  powers.  With  that  fact  in  view  I  am  not  at  all  ashamed  to 
confess  that  my  view  on  the  question  is  modified  and  I  would  be  very  sorry  to  run  the  pen 
across  anybody  that  possess  rights,  which  at  any  moment  they  may  exercise,  to  representa- 
tion in  this  Council.  We  are  not  concerned  very  much  with  regard  to  this  resolution,  even 
if  it  were  adopted,  as  far  as  our  college  is  concerned,  and  for  this  reason  :  the  Medical 
Council  rests  solely  upon  an  Act  of  the  Provincial  Legislature,  and  so  does  Trinity  Medical 
College  ;  and  the  Act  of  Trinity  Medical  College  is  just  as  much  an  Act  as  the  Act  under 
which  we  sit  here  to-day.  The  rights  of  Trinity  Medical  College  are  perfectly  secure. 
And  I  am  quite  certain  that  were  representation  of  the  educational  bodies  upon  this 
Council  denied  the  Council,  the  profession  and  the  public  would  suffer  very  largely. 
The  antagonism  which  has  arisen  between  the  Legislature  at  different  times  and  this 
Council,  has  arisen,  never  before  but  always  since  some  of  the  members  of  this  Council 
showed  a  sort  of  antagonism  to  the  educationists  and  their  wish  to  leave  them  off  the 
Education  Committee  and  Legislative  Committee  and  every  other  committee  from  which 
it  was  in  their  power  to  exclude  them.  This  has  made  the  Legislature  suspicious,  and 
rightly  suspicious,  and  I  agree  with  Dr.  Britton  that  the  very  moment  the  Legislature 
would  be  approached  with  any  such  question  as  Dr.  Sangster's  resolution  would  bring 
up  we  would  be  told  very  plainly  what  the  opinion  of  the  Legislature  was.  I 
will  not  detain  this  Council  further  than  by  saying,  not  repeating  what  I  said  yesterday, 
that  immediately  after  the  passage  of  our  bill  the  right  of  Trinity  Medical  College  as  to 
representation  was  fjuestioned,  some  twenty-one  years  ago  ;  and  the  matter  was  referred 
to  Mr.  Osier,  who  said  the  Council  had  made  a  mistake,  and  that  Trinity  Medical  College 
was  entitled  to  all  the  representation  its  Act  gave  it  ;  and,  moreover,  that  the  Council  must 
send  to  the  excluded  representative  the  fees  for  the  session  from  which  he  was  excluded. 
The  objection  was  never  taken  again,  and  the  fees  for  the  session  in  (juestion  were  trana- 
mitted  ;  so  that  as  regards  Trinity  Medical  College  the  matter  has  been  decided  and  settled  ; 
and  it  would  be  a  deplorable  thing  for  medical  education  in  the  country— a  thing  that  I  am 
sure  the  Legislature  and  the  public  would  not  sanction  ;  and  this  would  be  a  miserable 
rump  of  a  Council  if  educationists  were  excluded  from  it,  just    as  I  consider   the    Edu- 
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cation  Committee  of  this  Council  is  no  Education  Committee  ;  it  is  one  only  so  called  so  long 
as  educationists,  all  except  one,  are  excluded  from  it ;  it  is  a  burlesque,  a  sort  of  farce. 
I  am  sure  the  Legislature  would  not  listen  to  such  a  suggestion  for  one  instant. 

Dr.  Logan — I  rise  to  speak  to  the  amendment  of  Dr.  Brock.  Tae  object  of  Dr.  Brock 
in  the  matt-r  is,  I  think,  to  stop  a  perfectly  ust less  discussion.  If  you  discussed  this  matter 
for  six  weeks  your  discussion  would  be  useless.  It  is  purely  a  legal  question,  and  until  we 
have  the  opinion  of  our  solicitor,  or  of  all  the  solicitors  in  the  citv  if  you  like,  it  is  perfectly 
useless,  and  only  apt  to  waste  our  time  discussing  this  question.  Therefore  I  am  very  glad  to 
have  had  the  oppoitunity  of  seconding  the  amendment  of  Dr.  Brock,  and  I  hope  it  will 
stop  this  discussion  ;  and  after  we  have  had  the  opinion  of  our  solicitor,  whether  that  can  be 
obtained  or  not  is  not  a  very  serious  matter  for  this  session  of  the  Council,  then  your  discus- 
sion will  be  of  some  value. 

Dr.  Moore — Just  a  word  or  two.  I  shall  not  detain  you  long.  I  have  not  any  personal 
grievance  to  air,  nor  am  I  going  to  defend  the  institution  which  I  have  the  honor  to  repre- 
sent ;  it  does  not  require  defending.  But  I  rise  to  defend  a  principle,  and  as  we  have  a  few 
new  members  in  this  Council  to-day,  I  will  just  say,  for  their  information,  because  all  the  rest 
of  you  know,  and  probably  they  may  be  familiar  with  it  too,  that  the  foundation  of  this 
College  came  from  the  schools  ;  and  that  many  years  ago,  through  the  efforts  of  certain 
educationists  in  this  country,  this  College  was  brought  into  existence  ;  and  the  various  colleges, 
such  as  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Toronto  S  ^hool  of  Medicine,  and  I 
think  it  was  Rolph's  School  of  Medicine  then,  and  all  the  other  schools  then  gave  up  their 
rights,  for  what  ]  That  they  might  have  representation  here.  Now,  because  two  or  three 
of  those  institutions  see  fit  to  lie  quiet  a  time — they  are  only  sleeping,  ready  to  be  awakened 
whenever  that  awakening  will  be  in  the  interests  of  the  profession.  They  are  only  asleep,, 
simply  because  they  have  seen  fit  to  lie  in  abeyance  awhile,  while  still  the  Legislature  of 
this  country  keeps  them  on  the  statute  books  and  affords  them  the  rights  they  justly  earned 
many  years  ago  by  teaching  faithfully  and  well  medical  science  in  this  country  ;  while  they 
are  still  upon  the  roll,  we  are  asked  in  this  Council  to  say  to-day  that  these  gentlemen,  their 
representatives,  have  no  right  to  be  here,  and  if  they  are  here  they  are  in  consequence  of  an 
unrighteous  act.  I  think  this  is  going  a  long  way  to  charge  the  Legislature  of  this  Province,, 
the  b  inner  Province  of  this  great  Dominion,  with  passing  an  Act  of  th.it  nature.  Will  any 
man  in  this  Council  say  that  the  interests  of -the  Council  or  profession  are  injured  in  any  way 
by  having  the  representative  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgtons,  my  friend  Dr. 
Fowler,  here  ;  or  the  representative  of  the  Toronto  School  of  Medicine,  my  friend  Dr.  Thor- 
burn  ;  or  the  representative  of  Victoria  College,  my  friend  Dr.  Griffin  ;  or  the  representative 
of  Trinity  Medical  College,  my  friend  Dr.  Geikie?  Or  will  any  man  in  the  Province  say  the 
interests  of  this  Council  or  the  profession  are  injured  by  these  men  of  ability,  of  intellect, 
and  of  long  years'  experience  in  teaching,  the  fathers  I  might  say,  of  the  profession  in  this 
country  ?  1  say,  gentlemen,  that  we  do  that  which  we  ought  not  to  do  when  we  offer  to 
these  men  a  gratuitous  insult — I  can  use  no  other  language  to  call  it  by — in  saying  "  Away 
with  you  ;  you  are  sleeping  ;  you  are  representing  sleeping  institutions."  The  Act  simply 
say?,  you  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  we  have.  Now,  my  friend,  Dr.  Sangster,  said 
that  Queen's  University  has  two  representatives.  This  is  the  first  time  I  knew  that  I 
appeared  like  two.  I  am  the  man  ;  I  am  only  one,  but  probably  my  friend's  spectacles  may 
not  be  thoroughly  or  properly  adjusted.  I  may  look  double  to  him  once  in  awhile,  but  I 
can  assure  him  I  am  only  one  entit3\  We  have  gone  to  the  Legislature  before  ;  now  we  are 
asked  to  go  again.  We  went  in  January,  1887,  asking  the  Legislature  to  lop  off  one  little 
branch,  the  Ottxwa  University,  and  what  did  we  get  ?  We  g')t  a  nice  little  reprimand  in  the 
way  of  putting  on  another  one,  the  Regiopolis  College.  If  we  go  back  again,  what  may  we 
expect  ?  Why,  it  is  only  a  few  years  ago  since  we  went  to  the  Legislature  and  said  we  had 
not  members  enough  ;  and  I  believe  the  very  same  gentlemen  who  are  contending  now  there 
are  too  many  of  us  thought  there  were  notenough  of  us  then.  What  will  the  Legislature  say 
to  us  ?  It  will  say,  ^'  I  guess  we  had  better  wipe  you  out  altogether  ;  you  are  a  quarrelsome 
lot  of  chaps."  My  friend,  Dr.  Sangster,  said  the  cause  of  the  severance  that  did  take  place 
in  the  profession  was  due  to  what  ?  To  the  fact  that  these  gentlemen  were  still  upon  the 
Council.  I  think,  after  hearing  what  Dr.  Britton  read,  and  if  I  remember  the  terms  of  the 
circular  right,  that,  if  there  was  a  cause  of  severance,  it  was  the  real  cause  of  severance. 
But  that  severance  is  a  gap  that  has  healed  up  very  rapidly,  and  it  will  be  very  hard  to  open 
up  any  sore  of  that  kind  again.  It  seems  to  me  to  be  a  very  peculiar  argument  that  because  a 
college  is  not  teaching  it  should  have  no  representation  ;  you  might  as  well  say  to  a  farmer 
'  If  you  don't  work  your  farm  we  will  take  it  from  you." 

Dr.  Fowler — I  will  make  a  very  few  remarks  on  this  occasion.  I  may  state  the 
Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Kingston  is  still  in  active  operation,  its  charter 
is  not  held  in  abeyance  ;  it  is  teaching  conjointly  with  Queen's  University  ;  and  it  confers 
degrees  annually  on  many  of  its  graduates  ;  and  if  this  right  of  representation  in  this  College 
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Oouncil  should  be  by  any  mischance  taken  away  from  ifc,  we  would  claim  the  right,  which 
we  have,  and  should  have,  to  confer  degrees  which  entitle  the  possessors  of  them  to 
practise  in  Ontario.  It  is  a  right  we  still  hold,  and  will  still  hold  ;  and  we  claim,  and 
we  will  claim,  too,  independently  of  any  examination  of  the  Medical  Council,  if  our 
right  to  representation  is  taken  away  from  us,  the  right  to  exercise  this  power  ;  and  I 
believe  the  Legislature  will  grant  it  to  us. 

Dr.  Thorburn — As  one  of  the  parties  aimed  at  by  this  shot  that  has  been  so  power- 
fully spent  by  the  great  protector  of  the  interests  of  the  profession,  and  leader  of  the 
so-called  Defence  Association,  I  do  not  like  to  give  a  silent  vote  on  this  matter.  I  do 
not  intend  to  submit  to  any  injustice,  or  to  any  remarks  that  are  offensive,  either  per- 
sonally or  to  the  institution  which  I  represent.  I  do  that  for  many  reasons.  As  we 
were  the  originators  of  this  Council,  and  as  in  conference  with  other  teaching  bodies  and 
incorporated  bodies,  we  succeeded  in  getting  the  Act  that  gives  this  Council  existence  at 
the  present  time,  if  there  were  no  other  arguments  than  that,  I  think  this  attempt  is  a 
very  mean  one — and  I  use  that  word  in  its  fullest  meaning — after  we  have  surrendered 
all  our  rights,  to  try  to  deprive  us  of  our  representation.  We  are  legally  entitled  to 
representation  here  ;  and,  as  I  said  yesterday,  it  is  my  intention  to  remain  here  until 
the  law  of  chis  land  says  I  shall  go.  Talking  about  the  composition  of  the  Council,  I 
do  not  know  that  the  territorial  representatives  have  any  particular  grievance.  I  have 
been  looking  over  the  membership  roll  of  the  Council  of  the  College  in  England,  and  I 
find  there  are  forty  members 

Dr.  Rogers — Thirty. 

Dr.  Thorburn — My  friend  says  thirty,  but  I  think  it  is  forty  ;  however,  it  does  not 
matter,  the  principle  is  the  same.  Out  of  that  forty,  thirty  come  from  teaching  bodies, 
five  are  appointed  by  the  Crown  and  five  by  the  territorial  representatives  of  England, 
Ireland,  Scotland  and  Wales.  They  think  differently  there  from  the  way  these  gentle- 
men do  here  about  the  composition  of  the  Council  ;  and  I  think  they  ought  to  know 
pretty  well  what  is  in  the  best  interests,  not  only  of  the  medical  profession,  but  of  the 
general  public.  However,  as  it  has  been  so  well  remarked  by  my  friend  Dr.  Britton, 
-evidently  it  does  not  mean  merely  depriving  the  College  of  representation,  but  it  means 
further  than  that,  it  means  the  annihilation  of  this  whole  Council. 

Dr.  Griffin— I  will  not  detain  you  a  moment.  I  will  say,  not  perhaps  to  repeat 
to-day  what  I  said  yesterday  referring  to  this  matter,  nor  to  refer  to  the  large  number, 
nine  hundred  medical  graduates  of  Victoria  University  that  would  be  unrepresented 
without  the  presence  of  a  representative  of  Victoria  University  here,  nor  to  the  other 
rights  which  the  parties  of  Victoria  University  claim  for  their  representative  on  this 
board.  But  I  will  refer  for  a  moment  to  the  question  of  expediency  that  has  been 
brought  up  ;  and  I  wish  to  say  that  if  this  Council  attempts  to  go  before  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  interfere  with  the  rights  of  the  great  denominational  bodies  which  Victoria 
University  and  Trinity  University  represent,  it  will  raise  a  hornets'  nest  about  its  ears 
to  which  that  of  the  lodges  would  be  but  a  circumstance. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  the  amendment  that  has  been  placed  in  your  hands,  Mr. 
President,  is  not  in  order.  If  this  amendment  is  in  order,  then  any  motion  that  conies 
before  this  Council  can  be  thrown  out  by  moving  in  amendment  it  shall  be  referred  to  the 
solicitor.  There  is  no  point  of  law  involved.  Dr.  Sangster's  motion  is  simply  that  we  are 
of  the  opinion  that  it  is  unwise  that  certain  representatives  should  remain  here,  and  ask 
that  legislation  be  sought  in  order  to  correct  that.  Why  on  earth  should  we  send  that  to  a 
lawyer  ?  What  is  there  you  can  send  there  ?  You  might  just  as  well  say,  when  you  come 
to  deal  with  the  auditor,  and  to  fix  his  salary  at  $40,  that  we  should  send  that  motion  out  to 
a  laAvyer  to  find  out  whether  we  have  power  to  give  it  to  him  or  whether  we  ought  to  give  it 
to  him  or  not.  I  submit  that  amendments  must  be  relevant  to  the  motion  in  question.  I 
<im  reading  from  Bourinot. 

The  President — What  pages  of  our  rules  and  regulations  do  you  find  this  in  ? 

Dr.  Logan — There  is  nothing  of  the  kind  in  our  by-la\ys. 

Dr.  McLai'ghlin — Then,  if  there  is  nothing  in  our  by-laws,  you  are  bound  by  our  by- 
laws to  go  by  tlie  rules  of  Parliament. 

The  President — Is  there  any  regulation  that  we  arc  bound  by  Bourinot  ^ 

Dr.  M(;LAU<iHLiN — You  are  bound  by  the  rules  of  Parliament,  if  there  is  notliing  to 
meet  the  case  in  our  rules  and  regulations,  in  our  By-law  39. 

The  President — I  cannot  find  anything  of  that  kind  in  By-law  39. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Well,  it  does  not  matter.  I  submit  that  this  is,  and  has  been,  the 
course  we  have  pursued  lieretofore,  and  if  there  is  nothing  in  our  rules  we  are  bound  to  be 
guided  by  tlie  rules  of  Parliament;  and  I  say  any  anuMulment  wliich  sliouhl  be  submitted 
must  alter  the  conditions  of  the  motion.  Tliis  amendment  does  not  propose  to  do  that ;  it 
isimply  pro])oseH  tliat  we  should   ask  you  to   send  it   to  the  solicitor  and  see  what  lie  thinks 
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a'bout  it.  I  will' Venture  to  say  that  if  that  motion  went  to  the  solicitor  he  would  lauglV 
at  us  for  sending  anything  of  the  kind  to  him.  I  say  there  is  a  plain  motion,  and  there  is 
nothing  in  it  involving  law.  We  have  gone  to  the  Legislature  on  this  very  same  proposition, 
before,  and,  as  has  been  stated,  the  number  of  the  members  has  been  increased.  If  the 
Legislature  has  power  to  increase,  it  surely  has  the  power  to  diminish.  I  submit  that  this, 
amendment  is  not  in  order.  ' 

Dr.  Campbell — Would  you  allow  me  to  call  Dr.  McLaughlin's  attention  to  the  fact  that 
while  a  member  may  in  introducing  a  motion  call  it  an  amendment,  the  fact  may  remain 
that  it  is  a  motion  to  refer  a  proposition  in  a  certain  direction.  Dr.  Brock's  proposition  is 
to  refer  the  motion  of  Dr.  Sangster.  Though  he  has  seen  fit  to  call  it  an  amendment,  it  is 
a  motion  to  refer  the  proposition  that  is  before  this  body  and  would,  I  humbly  submit,  be 
therefore  in  order.  Whether  it  is  exped.ient  or  wise  to  do  a  thing  of  that  kind  would  be  for 
the  body  to  determine. 

Dr.  McLaughlin— I  would  like  to  ask  Dr.  Campbell,  Do  you  refer  a  motion  before  you 
pass  it  ?  ' 

Dr.  Campbell — Certainly.  If  a  motion  is  before  a  body  you  can  deal  with  that  motion 
by  referring  it  in  any  direction  you  like. 

'  Dr.  Sangster — I  believe,  with  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  that  amendment  is  entirely  out  of 
order.  But  we  have  spent  a  good  deal  of  time,  and  I  see  the  clock  is  approaching  twelve, 
and  the  session  ought  to  be  approaching  its  last  hours,  and  I  have  no  desire  to  raise  cavils 
that  will  prolong  this  debate.  Speaking  to  the  amendment,  I  incidentally  wish  to  refer  to 
some  of  the  arguments  that  have  been  made  against  my  motion,  and  then  I  will  not  obstruct  a 
vote  being  taken,  it  being  distinctly  understood  that  members  of  the  Council  5f  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  who  are  present  and  vote  for  the  amendment  vote  to 
stop  the  discussion,  and  practically  vote  to  kill  the  motion.  We  can  take  the  yeas  and  nays 
on  the  atnendment,  which  will  be  practically  the  same  as  taking  the  yeas  and  nays  on  th4 
main  question.  Now,  I  think  a  good  deal  of  unnecessary  quasi  argument  that  is  not  valid 
at  all  and  has  no  force  has  been  introduced  into  the  question.  In  the  first  place,  the  attempt 
has  been  made  to  frighten  us  against  going  before  the  Legislature,  but  grown  men  cannot 
be  frightened  by  bugaboos.  If  the  medical  profession  goes  before  the  Legislature  asking  for 
what  is  right  and  just — and  I  trust  neither  I,  nor  anybody  speaking  for  it,  will  ever  ask  for 
what  is  not  just  and  right — right  and  just  not  only  for  the  profession,  but  right  and  just  for 
the  public  as  well  as  the  profession,  there  is  nothing  in  reason  that  it  cannot  obtain  ;  and  j 
believe  that  the  day  will  come  when  the  profession  of  this  Province  of  Ontario  will 
arise  as  one  man,  and  make  themselves  heard  as  a  profession  by  the  House,  and 
obtain  their  rights.  I,  therefore,  am  not  among  those  who  are  afraid  to  go  to  the 
Legislature.  I  should  be  afraid  if  we  were  to  go  there  upon  improper  grounds, 
asking  for  anything  that  is  not  in  the  interests  of  the  public  as  well  as  the 
profession.  Our  friend,  Dr.  Griffin,  deprecates  his  being  removed  from  the  Council 
because  he  is  the  representative  of  nine  hundred  graduates  in  Victoria  University.  I  am  A 
graduate  of  Victoria  University,  and  I  do  not  consider  Dr.  Grifiin  represents  me  in  the  least; 
and  the  other  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight — I  will  not  say  eight  hundred  and  ninety -nine, 
because  he  is  the  ninth — I  presume  would  take  exactly  the  same  position.  Dr.  Griffin  is 
sent  here  by  the  Senate,  I  presume,  of  Victoria  University  ;  there  may  be  but  one  or  two 
doctors  upon  that  Senate,  and  the  one  or  two  doctors  that  sit  upon  that  Senate  may  or  may 
not  be  elected  by  the  graduates  of  Victoria  University  ;  but  to  say  that  because  one  or  two 
doctors  have  been  sent  to  the  large  body  known  as  the  Senate  of  the  University  of  Victoria 
College,  and  that  that  mixed  body,  containing  one  or  two  doctors,  has  appointed  Dr.  Griffin 
to  the  seat  he  holds  in  this  Council,  and  that  therefore  he  is  to  be  regarded  as  the  repre- 
sentjitive  of  the  nine  hundred  medical  graduates  of  Victoria  University  is,  I  claim,  not  well' 
founded — I  might  use  stronger  terms.  It  is  an  argument  that,  I  think,  the  Council  cannot 
admit.  It  has  been  again  and  again  claimed  that  the  medical  bodies,  when  the  Council  was. 
organized,  gave  up  rights,  and  the  claim  has  been  made  that  they  organized  the  Council. 
My  friend.  Dr.  Thorburn,  claims  that  he  was  one  of  the  originators  of  the  Medical  Council, 
and  Dr.  Moore,  the  representative  of  Queen's  College,  who  is  so  anxious  to  disclaim  any 
dual  or  double  capacity,  also  claims  that  the  educational  bodies  devised  the  Medical  Council, 
originated  it.  That  is  confessed.  We  know  they  did.  But  they  did  it  to  a  very  large 
extent,  without  any  consultation  with  the  profession  ;  and  they  devised  the  Medical  Council 
in  the  interests  of  the  educational  bodies.  It  is  only  now  the  profession  is  largely  awakening 
up  to  the  fact  that  while  they  have  been  lying  upon  their  oars  the  educational  bodies  have 
managed  to  arrange  things  to  suit  themselves.  These  arguments  have  been  advanced  and 
repeated  time  and  again,  and  it  is  only  childish  to  bring  them  forward  again  in  the  Council. 
There  was  a  short  time,  between  1818  and  1827,  when  university  degrees,  like  Britisb 
university  degrees  and  the  commission  of  a  medical  man  in  Her  Majesty's  forces,  either 
naval  or  military,  entitled  a  man  to  practise  in  Ontario  ;  but  from  1827  down  to  the  present 
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date  the  medical  degree  of  any  university  conferred  upon  its  holder  no  right  to  practise  in 
this  Province.  The  Governor  in  Council  retained  the  right  to  say  whether  the  owner  should 
or  should  not  practise  ;  that  is,  the  right  was  vested  in  the  State,  and  not  in  the  university. 
And,  therefore,  we  say  and  we  claim,  that  the  universities  to-day  have  every  right  they 
possessed  before  the  present  Medical  Act  came  into  force.  xV  claim  is  made  that  these 
bodies  can  do  harm  by  their  representation  in  Council,  that  they  are  only  sleeping  for  a 
time,  that  their  charters  are  in  abeyance.  That  may  be,  and  they  may  be  reinstated. 
Under  our  present  law  I  claim  that  if  they  stop  sleeping,  and  take  on  the  active  character 
they  had  when  they  obtained  authorization  to  send  representatives  to  the  Council,  that  that 
right,  if  taken  away  from  them  now,  should  be  restored  to  them.  I  simply  claim  that  while 
the  bodies  they  represent  do  not  teach  medicine,  and  do  not  grant  degrees  in  medicine, 
they  have  no  more  right  to  representation  in  this  Council  than  have  some  bodies  in  the 
Lower  Provinces,  while  their  charters  are  merely  held  in  abeyance.  I  do  not  want  to 
become  in  any  way  excited  in  the  matter,  or  to  say  one  word  that  is  unkind,  and,  without 
saying  anything  more,  I  am  prepared,  if  you  like,  to  have  the  matter  put  to  a  vote. 

Dr.  Brock — Dr.  Sangster,  in  his  opening  remarks,  stated  that  the  object  of  this  amend- 
ment was  to  kill  his  motion.  I  have  no  such  object.  I  wish  to  vote  intelligently  on  this 
question  and  I  would  like  to  have  the  legal  opinion  of  the  solicitor,  because  if  it  is  illegal  for 
those  gentlemen  to  be  here  I  shall  be  very  glad  indeed  to  vote  to  turn  them  out. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  is  not  the  question  ;  the  motion  does  not  involve  the  legality. 
That  was  the  question  yesterday,  but  it  is  not  to-day. 

Dr.  Brock — The  motion  in  amendment  is  to  refer  to  our  solicitor  for  his  opinion  ;  and 
I  consider  we  ought  to  be  able  to  judge  this  question  fn*m  a  legal  standpoint.  Dr.  Sangster's 
remarks  are  that  it  is  also  necessary  from  a  legal  standpoint. 

Dr.  McLaughlin— There  is  no  legal  point  whatever. 

Dr.  Thornton — I  just  wish  to  rise  to  a  single  point  that  has  been  referred  to  year  after 
year  in  connection  with  this  subject.  It  seems  to  me  the  representatives  of  educational 
bodies  in  this  Council  have  changed  front  considerably.  I  was  a  student  at  the  time  the 
formation  of  this  Council  was  on  foot  and  I  was  a  candidate  for  examination  at  the  first 
examination  held  in  the  city  of  Kingston,  and  I  believe  I  had  the  honor  of  responding  to  a 
toast  proposed  on  behalf  of  my  own  college  ;  and  I  think  Dr.  Moore  will  remember,  if  he 
sharpens  up  a  little,  that  there  was  a  great  hubbub  at  the  dinner  given  by  the  faculty  there  on 
that  single  point  than  anything  we  have  had  in  the  Council  on  the  subject  at  all.  The  con- 
tention at  that  time,  if  I  remember  it  or  if  I  was  capable  of  understanding  it,  was  not  that 
the  schools  were  to  have  representation  in  this  Council  ;  their  grievance  was  that  men  were 
coming  from  the  ends  of  the  earth  and  registering  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  for  the  practice 
of  medicine  under  conditions  that  were  detrimental  to  the  schools  in  this  Province.  That 
was  the  bone  of  contention.  No  such  thing  as  representation  in  the  Council  I  ever  saw 
brought  to  the  front  at  all  ;  all  the  grievance  that  they  had  at  that  time  was,  I  understood, 
redressed  by  the  manner  in  which  candidates  are  allowed  the  Register  for  the  practice  of 
medicine  in  this  Province.  We  have  never  attacked  that  position  ;  I  have  never  heard  a 
man  attack  it  in  any  way  or  in  any  sense.  But  they  have  departed  from  the  original  ground 
and  whipped  around  for  another  "  right."  I  contend,  as  a  matter  of  right,  that  the  law  in 
connection  with  the  schools  and  in  connection  with  the  constituencies,  if  you  are  to  have 
representation  from  both,  should  operate  in  the  same  way.  In  a  constituency  you  have  got 
to  get  twenty  names  on  a  nomination  paper  ;  if  they  are  not  there  you  can't  get  the 
nomination.  If  the  practice  of  medicine  ceases  in  a  constituency,  it  ceases  to  be  represented. 
If  a  school  ceases  to  operate  or  to  work,  it  still  sends  its  representative  here  and  manages 
the  practice  of  medicine  just  the  same  as  if  it  was  in  existence.  It  is  unfair,  and  Dr. 
Sangster's  motion  simply  points  it  out.     I  must  support  the  motion. 

Dr.  Moore — I  think  Dr  Sangster  stated  the  members  of  the  prof ession  in  this  Province 
were  never  consulted  about  the  formation  of  this  Council,  that  it  was  all  done  by  the  schools. 
I  just  rise  to  say  he  is  incorrect  in  that  ;  that  Dr.  Henry  Wright  in  this  city  wrote  to  every 
medical  practitioner  in  this  Province  and  got  their  answers  ;  and,  I  might  tell  you,  he  has  the 
answers  of  many  of  them  to-day  in  his  possession. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — As  this  is  a  matter  of  considerable  importance,  I  being  a  schoolman, 
although  I  am  not  put  in  the  category  with  the  three  gentlemen  named,  still  1  suppose  I  miglit 
proba})ly  at  some  future  date  be  placed  in  a  like  position  ;  and  I  would  like  just  to  put 
myself  (jn  record  as  defending  the  school.  I  would  like  to  ask,  first :  For  wliat  purpose  was 
this  Council  instituted  ?  What  was  the  prevailing  reason  of  it  ever  being  put  in  existence  ? 
Was  it  for  any  other  pur])ose  than  tliat  of  raising  the  standard  of  matriculation  in  the 
Province  ?  I  think  not.  I  do  not  think  there  was  any  other  thought  ever  entered  the  minds 
of  the  founders  of  this  Council,  but  just  that  one  purpose,  to  raise  the  standard  of  modic^il 
education  in  this  Province.  We  had  reached  a  painful  state  of  education  by  which  lK)dies 
that  had  no  teaching  capacity  at  all,  such  as  the  late  P]clectic  Board,  were  enabled  to  license 
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men  ;  we  had  the  various  schools  throughout  the  Province  acting  in  opposition  to  one  another  ; 
the  principle  prevailing  that  the  school  that  would  let  the  men  go  through  with  the  easiest 
course  and  gi^'e  them  the  easiest  examination  and  the  shortest  course  would  be  the  one  that 
would  be  most  patronized.  Was  it  not  for  that  reason  tiiat  this  Council  was  instituted  ?  If 
that  is  the  reason,  why  should  not  the  schools  be  represented  upon  this  Council,  and  well 
represented  too  ?  Because  who,  of  all  the  classes  of  men  that  should  sit  at  this  Board  of  the 
Council,  ought  to  be  able  to  recognize  the  different  standards  of  education,  and  the  different 
needs  of  the  profession  better  than  the  very  men  that  are  teaching  ?  They  are  men  who 
started  these  men  out  upon  their  career  as  medical  men  ;  and  who  teach  them  the  course 
that  they  should  follow,  and  the  various  doctrines  of  medicine  ;  these  are  the  men,  I 
think,  to  fix  the  standard.  There  are  other  minor  points  this  Council  has  to  control  as  well 
as  the  discipline  of  the  profession,  in  connection  with  which  we  had  a  painful  duty  to  perform 
yesterday.  I  say  outside  the  teaching  of  these  points  are  very  minor.  Dr.  Sangster  has 
contended  these  schools  did  not  surrender  any  rights.  He  says  the  members  of  the  profes- 
sion received  their  licenses  from  the  Crown,  from  the  Governor  in  Council.  I  admit  of 
course,  that  the  Governor  in  Council  licensed  them,  but  the  degrees  that  these  various 
universities  gave  were  recognized  by  the  Governor  in  Council  as  advisory  and  the  candidates 
were  not  subjected  to  any  further  examination  ;  their  degrees  were  accepted,  and  it  had 
become  a  precedent  and  usage,  and  usage  under  the  British  Government  constitutes  one  of 
the  main  principles  of  law  ;  and  it  prevailed  for  so  long  it  had  become  a  principle.  I  contend 
that  these  universities  did  surrender  and  lay  down  rights  when  they  passed  over  to  the 
Council  and  surrendered  the  power  to  grant  degrees,  which  power  they  had  formerly  held. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  am  tremendously  adverse  to  taking  up  the  time  of  the  Council. 
There  has  been  a  great  deal  said  to-day  in  opposition  and  I  would  like  very  much  to  enter 
into  a  discussion  of  this,  but  I  will  just  refer  to  one  little  matter,  simply  because  it  has 
fallen  from  my  friend,  who  says,  that  because  the  Government  accepted  standards  of 
education  from  the  various  schools  that  gave  licenses  it  became  an  established  precedent, 
something  like  the  British  Constitution.  My  friend  could  not  have  looked  far  to  see  how 
fallacious  that  is,  because  it  has  all  gone  ;  while  the  British  Constitution  does  not  go  :  it 
remains  for  ever.  This  has  all  stepped  out  of  existence  and  the  Governor  in  Council  no 
longer  has  that  power.  Now,  I  want  to  say  this  again,  gentlemen  have  arisen  in  this  Council 
<ind  stated  that  the  bodies  have  or  had  a  licensing  power.  Not  one  of  them  ever  had 
the  power  ;  and  when  that  Act  was  passed  away  back  in  1859,  it  was  considered  the  best 
plan  for  the  people  of  this  country  that  certain  examinations  should  be  conducted  and 
•certain  certificates  of  education  should  be  given  to  the  Governor  ;  and  then  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  a  small  fee  and  the  presentation  of  a  certificate  of  good  character,  the  Governor- 
General  thought  it  wise,  under  the  circumstances,  to  issue  a  license.  But  the  very  fact  that 
the  Governor  held  in  his  own  hands  the  power  to  give  or  withhold  that  license  shows  that 
the  Government  was  not  satisfied  that  that  should  remain  for  ever  ;  and  whenever  the 
necessities  of  the  country  arose  that  it  would  be  better  for  the  people  of  this  country  that  a 
-change  should  take  place,  they  instituted  that  change ;  and  the  old  system  is  gone. 
The  law  read  20  Victoria,  Chap.  40,  Section  7  :  "If  the  Governor  be  satisfied  of  loyalty, 
integrity,  and  good  morals  of  the  applicant  he  may  on  the  receipt  of  said  certificate  under  his 
hand  and  seal  grant  a  license  to  the  applicant."  My  friend  says  it  was  always  acted  upon. 
Not  at  all  ;  it  has  not  always  been  acted  on.  I  could  (^uote,  if  I  had  my  papers  here,  an 
instance  in  Montreal  where  a  man  made  application  and  they  were  not  satisfied  with  him  and 
the  Governor  exercised  his  authority  of  "may"  or  "may  not,"  and  he  did  not  issue  his 
license.  And,  still  farther,  there  is  no  statute  upon  the  statute-book  that  is  not  subject 
to  alteration  just  the  moment  the  public  interests  demand  it.  We  have  an  abundance 
of  illustrations  of  this.  Take  the  License  Act,  under  the  License  Act  of  1874  six  thousand 
licenses  could  be  issued  in  this  Province  ;  and  men  put  up  and  equipped  tlieir  buildings  for 
the  purpose,  as  they  called  it,  of  accommodating  the  public.  Now,  that  was  something  like 
what  my  friend  here  referred  to.  But  what  did  Parliament  do  ?  Did  they  remain  on  that 
ground  ?  No.  They  passed  law  after  law  by  which  three  thousand  of  these  men  were  driven 
out  of  that  business.  Parliament  is  doing  that  constantly  ;  and  not  only  that,  but  Parlia- 
ment has  put  in  its  statute-book  an  Act  to  tell  the  people  that  that  is  the  law  and  the 
practice  of  this  country  ;  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  Chapter  1,  Sec.  40,  says,  "Every 
Act  shall  be  construed  as  reserving  to  the  Legislature  the  "  power  of  repealing  or  amending 
it,  and  of  revoking,  restricting  or  modifying  any  power,  privilege  or  advantage  thereby 
vested  in  or  granted  to  any  person  or  party,  whenever  tbe  repeal,  amendment,  revocaticm, 
restriction  or  modification  is  deemed  by  the  Legislature  to  be  required  for  the  public  good. " 
So  that  when  my  friends  say  they  gave  up  certain  rights  and  privileges,  I  say  they  gave  up  no 
rights  and  privileges.  The'  University  of  Toronto  gives  its  degree  just  as  it  did  in  1859 
and  all  subsequent  years  ;  tliat  was  their  privilege  then,  and  further  than  that  they  had  no 
privilege.   The  Government  might  accept  their  degree,  or  they  might  not ;  at  the  present  time 
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they  choose  not  to  do  it.  This  Council  occupies  to-day  a  phenomenal  position  ;  being  the 
representative  body  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  it  stands  unique  and  alone  as  the  only  body 
that  does  not  have  a  Council  representing  the  members  of  the  profession  ;  the  only  one.  I 
contend  that  we  ought  to  be  placed  in  the  same  position  as  other  professions.  A  great  deal 
has  been  said  about  the  schools,  about  the  high  motive  that  actuated  them  at  the  time  the 
Council  was  founded,  and  I  am  willing  to  admit  that  one  of  the  features  in  the  establishment 
of  this  Council  was  the  elevation  of  the  standard  ;  but  I  am  prepared  to  assert,  and  assert  it 
emphatically,  because  I  was  in  the  profession  at  the  time,  that  the  main  object  of  the 
schoolmen  in  having  this  Council  established  was  to  get  laws  by  which  colleges  in  Montreal 
could  be  shut  out,  by  which  colleges  in  Britain  could  be  shut  out,  by  which  colleges  in  the 
United  States  could  be  shut  out,  as  teaching  bodies  granting  degrees  to  be  accepted  in  this 
country  ;  and  thereby  grist  was  brought  to  the  mills  of  the  schools  of  this  Province.  That  was 
t>ne  of  the  leading  features  that  characterized  the  ground  on  which  this  Council  was  first 
instituted.  I  will  not  deny  that  the  schoolmen  have  been  helping  to  elevate  the  standard  ; 
but  I  submit  they  were  pushed  forward  to  that  by  the  profession  behind  them.  My  friend, 
Dr.  Geikie,  made  a  very  significant  remark  the  other  day  that  exactly  expresses  my  idea.  He 
said,  they  got  a  special  charter  for  Trinity,  and,  with  a  significant  wink,  "Don't  you  forget  it, 
we  are  looking  after  ourselves."  I  think  the  schools  have  been  looking  after  themselves 
admirably.  I  will  not  detain  you  further,  though  there  are  many  points  I  wish  to  see  cleared 
up,  I  will  not  press  my  point  of  order,  for  fear  I  might  be  ruled  against,  and  we  would 
have  a  bad  precedent.    I  will  not  push  it,  although  I  believe  the  motion  is  out  of  order. 

Dr  Dickson — I  do  not  desire  to  give  an  absolutely  silenc  vote  on  this  question,  though 
I  will  not  detain  the  Council  more  than  a  few  seconds.  I  feel  I  cannot  support  the  amend- 
ment, although  it  would  give  me  a  way  perhaps  out  of  what  has  become,  to  some  extent, 
the  disagreeable  duty  of  supporting  the  motion.  In  my  address  to  my  supporters  I  took 
the  ground  very  strongly  that  there  should  be  no  representatives  of  any  institutions  that 
were  not  actively  engaged  in  teaching  medicine  in  this  Council.  But  since  I  have  come  into 
this  Council  I  have  become  acquainted  with  some  of  the  gentlemen  who  stand  in  that 
position,  and  I  have  found  them  to  be  honorable,  upright  and  noble  fellows  indeed,  and  it 
becomes  to  me  a  very  disagreeable  duty  to  carry  out  what,  I  believe,  is  my  duty  to  the 
})rofession  at  large,  that  is,  to  give  my  vote  in  the  direction  of  the  motion.  I  feel  that  in 
justice  to  myself  and  to  my  own  views,  and  in  justice  to  those  whom  I  represent,  that  I 
shall  have  to  vote  against  the  amendment  and  in  favor  of  the  motion. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  would  just  like  to  ask  a  question.     I  see  here  in  the  Act  that  Ottawa 
University  should  have  a  representative.     Have  they  a  representative  here  ? 
.  The  President— Not  at  present. 
Dr.  Barrick— Why  ? 

Dr.  Rogers — They  did  not  feel  inclined  to  send  one. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Sir  James  Grant  would  not  accept  the  position.  I  think  he  felt  his 
position  as  being  a  little  too  delicate. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  beg  your  pardon  ;  they  did  not  appoint  him  this  time.  They  did  not 
appoint  anybody. 

Dr.  Barrick — Have  they  the  power  to  appoint  ? 
Dr.  Rogers — They  have  the  jjower  to  appoint. 

Dr.  Moore — And  Sir  James  Grant  did  represent  them  for  a  good  many  years. 
Dr.  Barrick — Is  Regiopolis  College  entitled  to  a  representative  1 

Dr.  Sangster — Regiopolis  College  is  no  longer  in  existence,  except  on  paper.  After  it 
■ceased  to  be  a  college  I  believe  it  was  converted  into  a  ladies'  college,  and  for  sometime 
after  that,  if  I  am  not  mistaken,  it  was  a  market ;  and  then  it  became  a  large  manufactory 
of  i)atent  medicines.  Its  charter  is  in  abeyance,  and  it  has  voluntarily  taken  the  ground 
that  we  think  these  institutions  should  have  taken,  that  while  its  charter  is  in  abeyance  it 
sends  no  representative  to  tliis  Council.  It  was  in  regard  to  that  that  the  remark  was  made 
that  "The  (\)uncil  went  before  the  Legislature  asking  for  wool  and  came  back  shorn." 
The  Council  went  asking  that  Regiopolis  College  should  be  debarred  from  sending  a  repre- 
sentiitive  here  ;  and  there  were  peculiar  circumstances  connected  with  the  Ontario  Govern- 
ment at  the  time  which  led,  not  only  to  the  refusal  of  the  request,  but  the  insertion  of 
Ottawa  University  among  those  that  were  entitled  to  a  representative. 

Dr.  Barrick-I  believe  that  all  people  who  are  awake  should  be  treated  alike,  and  I 
believe  that  all  people  wlio  are  asleep  should  be  treated  alike.  If  institutions  which  are 
aslee})  have  representation  here  I  maintain  also  that  tlie  attention  of  the  Government  should 
})e  drawn  to  the  fact  tliat  there  are  yet  two  institutions  that  are  asleej),  and  as  a  matter  of 
ju.stice  they  should  be  awakened  and  clothed  and  have  tlieir  representation  here.  Now,  1 
am  sorry  that  .some  way  out  of  this  could  not  have  been  devised.  1  hoped  that  Dr.  Bmek's 
resolution  would   have  opened   the   way.      1    should   be   the   very   last    one   to  say  that  the 
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honorable  representatives  here  who  have  been   mentioned  should  suffer  any  injury  what- 
ever  

Dr.  McLaughlin — Nobody  proposes  that. 

Dr.  Barrick  —I  do  not  think  that  the  territorial  representatives  should  suffer  wrong  ; 
yet  a  territorial  representative  might  be  ever  so  able  and,  as  Dr.  Thornton  has  st<ited,  unless 
he  could  wake  up  twenty  medical  men  in  his  division,  and  get  a  nomination  paper  that 
division  would  be  unrepresented  in  this  Council.  I  am  very  glad  of  one  thing,  that  those 
whose  positions  that  have  been  attacked  by  this  resolution  are  confident  that  they  are  here 
legally  and  constitutionally.  That  is  a  great  comfort  to  me,  because  if  that  resolution  is 
passed  no  harm  can  come  to  them,  because  if  it  comes  before  the  Legislature  the  Legislature 
will  only  say  that  these  gentlemen  are  legally  and  constitutionally  there.  No  harm  can 
come  to  anyone  who  is  here  legally  and  constitutionally.  Now,  that  is  a  great  comfort  to 
me,  that  if  I  should  see  fit  to  vote  for  that  resolution  I  am  doing  harm  to  nobody  because 
they  have  all  said  they  are  here  legally  and  constitutionally  ;  and  I  am  bound  to  believe 
what  they  tell  me.  That  is  a  great  comfort.  And  I  am  sure  in  casting  my  vote,  if  it  should 
turn  out  they  were  not  here  legally  and  constitutionally,  they  could  not  blame  me  for  the 
position  because  they  have  assured  me  that  that  is  the  fact.  I  did  hope,  as  I  said  before, 
that  this  resolution  might  so  have  been  worded  that  it  would  just  put  it  exactly  in  that 
position,  that  without  attributing  or  stating  that  there  was  anybody  here  illegally  or  uncon- 
stitutionally, just  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  the  fact,  and  to  maintain  the 
people  who  are  here  legally  and  constitutionally,  and  to  give  those  people  an  opportunity  tO" 
come  here  who  should  be  here,  from  Ottawa  University  and  Regiopolis.  There  can 
be  no  harm  in  that  way.  And  if  the  resolution  could  have  been  worded  a  little 
different  it  would  have  been  a  comfort  to  me  ;  but  still  I  rest  on  this  one  thing.  I  could  not 
under  any  other  conditions  entertain  at  all  the  idea  of  supporting  that  motion  but  this  fact, 
that  these  gentlemen  have  declared  here  that  they  are  legally  and  constitutionally,  and  if 
they  are  here  legally  and  constitutionally  they  will  remain  here. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  rise  for  information.  I  j^resume  if  you  put  the  amendment  and  the 
amendment  is  adopted  you  will  not  be  able  to  put  the  resolution. 

The  President — No. 

Dr.  Sangster — The  adoption  of  the  amendment  kiL's  the  motion. 

The  President — Yes. 

The  President  put  the  amendment  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it 
carried. 

Dr.  Sangster  asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays. « 

The  President  instructed  the  Registrar  to  take  the  yeas  and  nays  ;  and  the  Registrar 
took  the  yeas  and  nays,  as  follows  :

AFTERNOON   SESSION. 


The  President,  Dr.  Luton,  in  the  chair,  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  answered  to  their  names  : 

Drs.  Armour,  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Douglas,  Fowlerr 
Geikie,  Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McCrimmon? 
McLaughlin,  Rogers,  Roome,  Sangster,  Spence,  Taylor,  Thorburn,  Thornton,  Williams. 

The  Registrar  read  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting,  which  were  confirmed  and. 
signed  by  the  President. 

The  Registrar — I  told  Dr.  Hanly  what  would  be,  I  thought,  an  easy  way  of  bringing 
the  Discipline  Committee  matter  he  referred  to  to  the  attention  of  the  public  and  practitioners, 
that  is,  to  have  a  portion  of  the  evidence,  which  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  Mr.  Curry,, 
appended  to  the   Announcement,  and  a  note  put  in  the   Announcement  to   "  see  pages  so. 
and  so. " 

Dr.  Hanly — That  will  be  perfectly  satisfactory. 

Dr.  Geikie — That  will  meet  exactly  what  is  wanted. 
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Notices  of  Motion. 
None. 

Reading  of  Communications,  Petitions,  Etc. 
None. 

Motions  of  which  Notice  has  deen  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Geikie,  that  Thomas  Wasson  be  appointed 
Prosecutor  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  for  the  ensuing  year,  at  a. 
salary  of  $600.00  a  year. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Was  he  not  appointed  by  by-law  last  year  ? 

The  Registrar — He  was  appointed  by  by-law  last  year. 

Dr;  Thornton — According  to  the  decision  we  had  in  the  first  session  of  the  Council  it 
would  be  necessary  to  have  a  by-law  ;  I  think  that  was  decided  here,  that  an  opinion  was. 
obtained  to  that  effect.  I  think  if  Dr.  Campbell  has  given  notice  of  motion  to  do  this  that 
he  should  be  allowed  to  introduce  a  by-law  now. 

The  President  read  from  the  Register  at  page  16,  Sub-section  13,  as  follows  :  "The 
Council  shall  annually  appoint  a  President,  Vice-President,  Registrar,  Treasurer,  and  such 
other  officers  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary  for  the  working  of  this  Act,  who  shall 
hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council ;  and  the  said  Council  shall  have  power  to  fix 
by  by-law,  or  from  time  to  time,  the  salaries  or  fees  to  be  paid  to  such  officers,  and  to  the 
Board  of  Examiners  hereinafter  appointed.     R.S.O,,  1877,  c.  142,  s.  13." 

The  Council  consented  to  Dr.  Campbell  being  allowed  to  give  notice  of  a  by-law  in  the 
terms  of  his  notice  of  motion. 

Dr.  Barrick  read  the  report  of  the  Printing  Committee,  and  moved  its  adoption, 
seconded  by  Dr.  Bray.     Carried. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and   Surgeons  of 
Ontario : 

Your  Printing  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

1st.  That  the  contract  for  printing  and  publishing  the  Announcement  for  1897-98  was. 
given  to  the  Methodist  Book  and  Publishing  House  at  one  dollar  and  seventy-eight  cents. 
($1.78)  per  page,  and  that  the  work  was  done  satisfactorily. 

2nd.  That  we  solicited  and  received  tenders  for  the  printing  and  binding  of  three  thou- 
sand five  hundred  (3,500)  copies  of  the  Announcement  for  1898-99,  and  that  the  tender  of 
J.  S.  Williams  was  the  lowest,  viz.,  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  ($1.75)  per  page. 

3rd.  We  recommend  the  acceptance  of  the  tender  of  J.  S.  Williams,  at  one  dollar  and 
seventy-five  cents  ($1.75)  per  page. 

4th.  We  received  an  offer  from  our  present  stenographer  to  do  the  stenograjjhic  work 
of  the  Council  of  the  Discipline  Committee  at  the  same  rate  as  last  year,  viz.,  sixty  cents 
per  printed  page  for  furnishing  the  copy  of  the  report  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Council, 
including  reports,  etc. ,  and  twenty  cents  per  folio  for  furnishing  four  copies  of  evidence  and 
exhibits  of  the  Discipline  Committee's  investigations. 

5th.  We  recommend  the  acceptance  of  the  offer  of  Mr.  Downey,  our  present  stenog- 
rapher.    Tenders  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Registrar. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

At  the  request  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President,  Dr.  Roome,  took  the  chair. 

Dr.   Henderson  read  the  Finance  Committee's  report. 

Dr.  McLau(;hlin — When  you  speak  of  these  different  years,  do  you  mean  the  Council 
meeting.  The  last  item,  for  example,  is  from  June,  1897,  to  June,  1898  ;  the  bank  accom- 
modation is  $1,000.00,  compared  with  $3,000.00  at  an  earlier  period. 

Dr.  Thorburn — And  the  rate  has  lx)cn  reduced. 

Dr.  Henderson — Yes. 

Dr.  Bray — That  is  owing  to  the  collection  of  annual  fees. 

Dr.  Geikie — It  is  very  satisfactory  to  see  such  an  improvement. 

Dr.  Henderson  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Barrick,  that  the  report  l)e  adopted. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Armour — There  is  just  one  particular  reference  in  the  report  that  I  desire  to  c;dl 
your  attention  to  ;  I  do  not  see  how  I  could  get  at  it  in  any  other  way  at  the  present  time. 
It  is  in  regard  to  the  Prosecutor.    So  far  as  I  can  learn,  the  Prosecutor  has  received  $317.00,.. 
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without  the  authority  of  the  Council.  I  think  we  should  make  careful  provision  against 
this.  That  is  a  stixnd  I  have  taken  since  I  have  been  in  the  Council,  that  no  money  should 
be  jjaid  without  the  authority  of  the  Council.  We  engaged  Mr.  Wasson  at  a  salary  of 
$600.00  a  year,  I  believe,  in  1895  ;  we  were  to  pay  him  that  absolutely,  and  the  expenses 
connected  with  the  prosecutions  were  to  be  met  by  the  fines  ;  and  should  he  not  secure 
enough  fines  to  meet  these  expenses,  he  was  to  pay  any  additional  expense  out  of  his  own 
pocket.  Then,  two  years  ago,  at  the  session  of  1896,  Mr.  Wasson  found  himself  very  much 
behind  ;  and  the  Finance  Committee  reported  then  as  follows  :  "In  reference  to  the  Prose- 
cutor we  recommend  the  re-engagement  of  Mr,  Wasson,  at  a  salary  of  $600.00  per  annum, 
but  before  proceeding  in  doubtful  cases  he  must  receive  the  approval  of  the  committee 

.  appointed  for  that  purpose  ;  and  in  view  of  his  loss  in  the  past  year  in  connection  with 
prosecutions,  amounting  to  nearly  $400.00,  we  recommend  that  he  be  paid  $200.00,  to 
partially  compensate  him  for  his  loss."     Now,  the  present  year  he  has  been  paid  $317.00,  in 

^compensation,  without  any  resolution  or  authority  from  the  Council,  so  far  as  I  can  learn  ; 
and  I  would  like  a  note  to  be  taken  of  this  and  provision  to  be  made  for  it.     If  the  original 

-conditions  of  his  agreement  with  the  Council  should  be  varied  they  should  be  varied  ;  but  so 
long  as  they  exist  as  they  are,  I  think  Mr.  Wasson  should  be  kept  to  his  agreement.  So  far 
as  I  can  see,  there  is  no  reason  why  he  might  not  as  well  have  been  paid  $3,000.00,  if  the 
funds  Avere  available,  instead  of  $300.00,  without  authority  of  the  Council.  I  hope  the 
matter  will  be  looked  into,  so  that  an  act  of  this  kind  may  not  be  repeated. 

Dr.  Bray — It  is  true  the  Prosecutor  has  been  paid  $317.00,  over  and  above  the 
$600.00,  making  in  all  $917.00  ;  but  Dr.  Armour  must  remember,  and  I  think  every  gentle- 
man who  was  in  this  Council  at  the  time  will  remember,  that  when  this  Committee  on 
Prosecutions  was  appointed,  that  appointment  was  made  with  a  view  of  directing  Mr. 
Wasson  what  to  do  ;  and  although  it  is  not  on  the  minutes  of  the  Council,  I  think  a  reso- 
lution was  passed — if  not,  it  was  intended  to  have  been  passed— to  cover  just  what  I  am 
going  to  say.     Mr,  Wasson  was  appointed  at  $600.00,  and  his  instructions  were  to  bring  all 

"  cases  before  this  Prosecuting  Committee,  and  in  the  event  of  his  failing,  after  being 
instructed  by  this  Prosecuting  Committee,  to  collect  any  fines,  that  the  Council  was  to  pay 
the  costs.  That  is  how  this  came  in.  I  thought  it  was  in  the  Announcement  of  the  year 
before  last,  but  I  find  it  is  not.  However,  I  am  sure  there  are  numbers  of  gentlemen  who 
will  bear  me  out  in  saying  that  was  the  agreement ;  and  I  am  sure  some  members  of 
the  Prosecuting  Committee  will  bear  me  out.  I  say  it  is  not  fair  to  ask  Mr.  Wasson,  if  he 
receives  $600.00,  to  do  the  work  ordered  by  this  committee,  to  be  at  a  loss  and  to  pay 
money  oul  of  his  own  pocket ;  and  I  do  not  think  that  Dr.  Armour  really  means  what  he 
says,  that  Mr.  Wasson  should  be  out  of  pocket.  If  he  was  $400.00  out  of  pocket,  as  he  was 
before,  is  it  fair  or  right,  when  he  is  doing  the  work  for  the  profession,  the  work  ordered  by 
the  Council,  that  he  should  lose  that  much  ?  This  committee  was  appointed  in  order  that 
Mr.  Wasson  might  not  be  free  to  do  as  he  liked.  He  is  under  instructions  from  that  com- 
mittee, and  I  contend  that  when  this  committee  instructed  him  to  do  this  }vork  it  is  not  fair 
he  should  be  at  the  expense  of  doing  it.  • 

Dr.  Barrick — I  can  corroborate  every  word  that  Dr.  Bray  has  said.  I  have  been  on 
that  committee  for  two  years,  and  every  meeting  we  had  that  fact  was  before  our  minds. 
We  wished  in  the  first  place  to  protect  that  Council  against  the  allegation  that  they  were 
]jrosecuting  midwives  and  doing  little  things  that  brought  discredit  upon  the  Council  ;  and 
our  duty  was,  when  a  matter  came  before  us  that  we  thought  was  of  a  trivial  nature,  and 
would  accomplish  little  good,  and  would  bring  opprobrium  on  the  Council,  to  say,  "Leave  that 
alone."  On  the  other  hand,  our  duty  was  to  come  to  Mr.  Wasson's  aid,  and  when  he  would 
say,  "  There  is  a  case  I  want  you  to  consider,"  it  was  our  duty  every  time  to  consider  that; 
and  we  did  consider  it  with  that  clearly  in  view  ;  and  if  we  ordered  Mr.  Wasson  to  proceed, 
then,  after'using  the  fines  to  pay  the  expenses,  if  there  was  a  balance,  that  was  to  be  paid  by 
this  Council.  That  was  clearly  before  us  at  every  meeting.  And  Ave  went  into  those  cases 
very  carefully.  We  had  cases  which  came  before  us  in  which  we  thought  it  was  a  duty  to 
the  public  and  a  duty  to  this  Council  that  he  should  prosecute,  even  though  he  did  not  get 
a  cent ;  clear  cases.  It  was  not  a  matter  of  money,  but  a  matter  of  the  honor  of  this 
Council.  We  sifted  those  cases  very  carefully.  I  am  sure  Dr.  Thorburn  can  corroborate 
what  I  say  in  regard  to  that.  And  in  other  cases  Mr.  Wasson  came  to  us  and  said,  ' '  Now, 
what  shall  I  do  with  this  case  ?  "  And  he  was  instructed  accordingly.  The  understanding 
we  had  Ijefore  us  at  every  meeting  was  that  when  we  advised  him  to  proceed  in  a  case,  if 
the  tines  and  so  forth  did  not  pay  the  expenses,  we  were  committing  this  Council  to  them. 
I  cannot  put  my  finger  on  the  authority  for  that  ;  but  it  was  an  authority  to  this 
connnittee. 

Dr.  Thorburn— I  have  great  pleasure  in  saying  that  what  has  been  stated  by  Drs.  Bray 
and  Barrick  is  literally  correct. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  wish  to  quote  some  of  the  discussion  on  this  subject  when  the  matter 
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was  up  in  the  session  of  1896-97  :  ".Dr.  Barrick — There  is  just  one  thing  I  wish  to  be 
perfectly  clear  upon  ;  I  am  not  sure  whether  I  understand  this  motion  right.  Is  it  the 
understanding  that  in  all  cases  where  the  Prosecutor  assumes  the  responsibility  himself  of 
taking  proceedings  that  he  himself  is  responsible  for  the  expenses  of  those  proceedings,  and 
he  gets  the  fines  in  those  cases  ?  l)r.  Moore — That  is  correct.  Dr.  Barrick — And  that  any 
case  where  he  is  doubtful  where  he  might  say,  '  Here  is  a  case  in  which  I  am  not  sure 
whether  the  fines  will  pay  me  for  my  trouble,'  he  will  submit  to  this  committee,  and  if 
this  connnittee  undertake  to  recommend  the  prosecution,  then  this  committee  commit  this 
Council  to  the  expense  of  those  prosecutions,  and  the  Council  will  get  whatever  fines  come 
from  them  ?  Dr.  Moore — That  is  our  idea  of  what  the  understanding  should  be.  Dr. 
Armour — You  are  under  a  misapprehension  as  to  how  it  is  at  the  present  time.  We  now 
pay  our  Prosecutor  $000.00  a  year  salary,  and  if  his  fines  do  not  amount  to  sufiicient  to 
cover  his  expenses,  then  he  mustmeet  them  out  of  that  salary.  Dr.  Barrick — That  is  what 
I  say.  I  understand  he  gets  $600.00  a  year  apart  from  prosecutions  altogether.  Dr. 
ArmoMv — And  he  pays  his  own  expenses.  Dr.  Barrick — He  gets  $600.00  a  year  and  he 
must  bear  the  expense  of  these  prosecutions,  but  he  gets  the  proceeds  of  the  fines.  This 
proposition  is  that  he  shall  do  the  same  thing,  only  where  he  is  doubtful,  and  thinks  he  is 
going  to  fall  short,  and  it  would  not  be  safe  for  him  to  assume  the  responsibility,  he  will 
then  consult  the  committee,  and  when  the  committee  once  decide  that  they  shall  prosecute, 
they  make  the  Council  liable  for  that  particular  prosecution,  and  the  Council  gets  the  benefit 
of  the  fine,  if  any.  Dr.  Armour — That  is  the  intention,  I  understand,  of  this  proposition." 
So  I  think  the  uiatter  must  have  been  understood  at  the  time  ;  in  1896  anyway. 

Dr.  Armour — Mr.  Chairman,  the  question  is  not  what  the  understanding  is,  but  what 
was  authorized  by  the  Council.  Even  if  Dr.  Barrick  thought  this  should  be  done,  and  I 
thought  so,  without  a  formal  resolution  of  the  Council  there  was  no  one  here  authorized  to- 
pay  that  to  Mr.  Wasson. 

Dr.  RooME — If  you  will  turn  up  page  143  of  the  Announcement  of  1896-97,  I  think  you 
will  it  find  in  the  Finance  Committee's  report. 

Dr.  Armour — That  does  not  set  aside  the  written  agreement  the  Council  had  with 
Mr.  Wasson  about  the  fines  before. 

Dr.  RooME — In  that  same  clause  the  report  makes  provision  that  Mr.  Wasson  be  given 
$200.00.     And  the  committee  was  appointed  that  year. 

Dr.  Armour — But  this  does  not  provide  that  any  person  should  pay  Mr.  Wasson  this- 
$317.00  received  this  year.  He  might  have  come  to  the  Council  and  got  it,  but  there  was 
no  resolution  of  this  Council  authorizing  any  officer  to  pay  Mr.  Wasson  that  money.  I  am 
not  questioning  whether  Mr.  Wasson  should  have  had  the  money  or  not.  That  is  anotlier 
question.  But  I  think  it  should  be  within  the  competence  of  the  Council,  and  I  think  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  Council  to  see  that  all  money  paid  out  should  be  paid  out  on  the  authority 
of  the  Council.  The  other  question  will  come  up  subsequently,  and  you  will  be  able  to 
discuss  the  merits  of  the  prosecutions,  perhaps,  hereafter.     I  will  not  detain  you  longer. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  Dr.  Armour  is  strictly  correct  ;  but  at  the  same  time,  wlien  a 
committee  of  this  Council  which  is  delegated  to  do  certain  things  authorizes  Mr.  Wasson 
to  act,  that  committee  commits  the  Council  to  the  i^ayment  of  expenses  necessarily  in- 
curred. For  instance,  the  Discipline  Committee  is  instructed  to  do  certain  work,  but  there 
is  not  a  wordsaid  about  payment  out.  That  connnittee  acts,  and  orders  money  to  be  spent 
for  the  carrying  on  of  its  work  ;  and,  so  far  as  I  have  known,  the  action  of  the  Discipline 
Committee  in  that  respect  has  never  been  questioned  in  this  Council.  The  Committee  on 
Prosecutions,  to  my  mind,  is  in  exactly  the  same  position  as  the  Connnittee  on  Discipline. 
Dr.  Armour  is  not  throwing  any  discredit  on  Mr.  Wasson,  but  on  the  connnittee  that 
authorized  his  actions.  I  think  everybody  should  try  to  do  by  themselves  as  they  would 
have  others  do  by  them.  I  would  like  to  know,  if  Dr.  Armour  was  in  a  position  of  that 
kind,  doing  public  work  for  a  public  body  and  for  the  public,  would  he  think  it  right 
for  this  Council  to  say,  "You  are  only  entitled  to  $600.00  ;  if  you  spend  $1,600.(X),  it 
is  not  our  business." 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  question  is  one  of  management  or  mismanagement.  No  person 
is  (questioning  the  paying  of  the  money.  I  think  Dr.  Armour  is  right,  that  the  only  way 
for  this  Council,  or  for  any  other  body,  to  be  safe  is  to  have  a  warrant  for  every  expendi- 
ture. I  know,  Mr.  President,  that  in  Parliament  everything  is  voted  on  a  warrant. 
There  is,  of  course,  a  certain  sum  laid  aside  for  unforeseen  things  tliat  may  turn  up.  liut 
this  we  knew  would  come  up,  and  I  think  Dr.  Armour  suggests  the  i)ropor  thing,  that 
there  should  be  a  warrant  for  that  ex])enditure.  If  there  is  no  warrant  to  the  Disci i)line 
Committee  for  its  expenditure,  it  should  have  one  ;  and  if  this  Connnittee  on  Prosecutions 
requires  money  to  carry  on  the  affairs  delegated  to  it  by  tlie  Council,  give  it  autliority  to  use 
that  money.  As  this  by-law  is  being  drawn  up  by  Dr.  Campbell,  1  hope  he  will  a(Ul  a  clause 
that  authority  is  given  to  the  counnitteo  to  expend  what  money  it  thinks  is  necessary  .nid 
right  to  carry  out  the  work  delegated  t<j  it  by  the  Council. 
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Dr.  Bkay— 1  am  not  questioning  the  "riglit  "  at  all.  But  I  say  the  work  has  been  done 
and  Mr.  Wasson  should  receive  the  money. 

The  President  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried 
and  the  report  adopted. 

Report  of  Finance  Committee. 

Council  Chamber,  July  8th,  1898. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario  :  , 

Gentlemen, — We  beg  to  present  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  : 

The  Treasurer's  financial  statement,  certified  by  your  Auditor,  was  placed  before  the 
■Council  on  the  first  day  of  the  present  session,  afi"ording  each  of  its  members  an  early  oppor- 
tunity of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  present  financial  standing  of  the  College. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a  more  favorable  condition  of  its  finances.  The  College 
indebtedness  has  decreased  considerably  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  annual 
assessments  have  been  more  promptly  and  generally  paid  than  in  the  past,  the  rooms  in  the 
building  are  almost  all  occupied,  and  there  is  good  reason  to  hope  that  in  the  near  future 
the  College  will  be  in  a  position  to  materially  reduce  what  debt  still  remains. 

1.  Your  committee  has  dealt  w4th  the  petitions  and  complaints  submitted  to  it  by  your 
body,  and  recommends  as  follows — 

(rt)  Walter  A.  Findlay,  Markham  Street,  Toronto,  asks  for  return  of  registration  fee. 
Recommended  that  his  request  be  not  granted. 

(h)  Dr.  R.  R.  Smith,  London,  asks  to  be  relieved  from  payment  of  assessment  dues 
(current  and  in  arrear).     Recommended  that  his  request  be  not  granted. 

(c)  N.  C.  Lyster,  Cobourg,  asks  for  refund  of  registration  fee.  Recommended  that  his 
request  be  not  granted. 

(d)  H.  F.  Loney,  Oxenden,  asks  for  return  of  amount  of  fine  imposed  upon  him  for 
practising  illegally.     Recommended  that  his  request  be  not  granted. 

(e)  The  communications  of  Drs.  Groves  (Fergus),  Hanna  (Perth),  Brodie  (Claremont), 
Eede  (Leamington)  and  Armstrong  (Fergus)  we  recommend  to  be  referred  to  the  Registrar 
for  reply. 

(/)  Dr.  D.  S.  Oliphant,  Toronto,  asks  to  be  relieved  from  payment  of  assessment  dues, 
owing  to  advanced  years  and  failing  health.  Recommended  that  his  request  be  granted  so 
«oon  as  he  shall  have  complied  with  Council  By-law  No.  73. 

2.  (g)  We  recommend  for  payment  the  account  of  our  Solicitor,  B.  B.  Osier,  Esq.,  for 
services  rendered  to  date,  certified  by  the  Registrar,  $192.45. 

(h)  We  recommend  for  payment  the  account  of  Dr.  Fife  Fowler,  $40.00,  for  services  as 
Deputy  Registrar  at  Kingston  at  the  recent  professional  examinations. 

3.  We  recommend  that  in  future  the  Registrar  ask  for  tenders  in  conneetion  with  the 
■ordinary  College  printing  before  ordering  the  same. 

4.  AVe  recommend  that  the  Registrar  ascertain  the  comparative  cost  of  lighting  the 
building  with  electricity  and  gas,  and  report  the  same  at  such  time  as  the  Council  may 
indicate. 

5.  George  C.  Munroe,  of  Glanworth,  asks  for  refund  of  examination  fee.  Recommended 
that  request  be  not  granted. 

6.  We  recommend  the  re -engagement  of  Thomas  Wasson  as  Prosecutor  for  the  ensuing 
year  at  the  salary  of  $600.00  per  annum,  subject  to  same  conditions  as  last  year. 

7.  We  recommend  the  re-appointment  of  Dr.  James  Carlyle  as  Auditor.

The  above  statement  of  the  Treasurer  corresponds  with  the  books,  leaving  in  the 
rent  ledger  $231.49  in  arrears.

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  leave  be  granted  to  intro- 
duce a  by-law  appointing  a  prosecutor  and  fixing  his  salary,  and  that  said  by-law  be  now 
read  a  first  time.     Carried. 

The  by-law  received  its  first  reading. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  the  by-law  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole  and  read  a  second  time.     Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  Dr.  Thokburn  in  the  chair. 

The  Chairman  read  Clauses  1  and  2  of  the  by-law  which,  on  a  motion,  were  adopted  as 
read. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  3. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved  that  this  clause  be  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Armour — Mr.  Chairman,  I  think  this  is  worthy  of  some  consideration.  We  are 
varying  from  the  agreement  we  have  had,  and  I  think  we  should  be  able  to  justify  ourselves 
in  doing  that.  During  the  past  year  there  has  been  about  seventy  prosecutions,  I  believe, 
and  nine  fines,  nine  penalties  recovered  ;  I  think  that  is  correct.  It  seems  to  me  there 
must  be  some  mistake  when  there  are  so  many  unsuccessful  prosecutions.  If  sixty- 
eight  or  seventy  prosecutions  are  entered  into  and  only  nine  succeed,  there  must  be,  in  many 
cases,  vexatious  and  useless  prosecutions,  and  I  do  not  think  it  is  in  the  interests  of  this 
body  that  useless  or  futile  prosecutions  should  be  entered  into. 

Dr.  Douglas — They  are  investigated  on  authority  of  the  special  committee. 

Dr.  Armour — I  do  not  think  the  special  committee  are  justified  in  investigating 
seventy  cases  that  nine  convictions  should  be  secured  by  this  Council.  The  total  expendi- 
ture last  year  was  f  1,142. 00,  and  we  had  $225.00  of  fines.  I  believe  the  expenses  of  the 
prosecution  of  the  seventy  cases  amounted  to  about  $550,00  or  $560.00,  and  I  suppose  the 
expenses  connected  with  the  successful  prosecutions  would  not  amount  to  half  the  fines 
received.  If  greater  care  had  been  taken  in  the  selection  of  them  there  would  be  no 
necessity  for  us  paying  out  anything  additional  to  the  salary  of  the  Prosecutor.  I  think  at 
the  present  time  we  should  consider  whether  we  should  adopt  this  clause  of  the  by-law  or 
not. 

Dr.  Barrick — That  "seventy  cases  "  may  be  misleading  to  some  of  those  who  have- 
not  given  it  much  attention.  Mr.  Wasson  gets  a  letter  from  some  part  of  the  Province 
calling  his  attention  to  some  abuse  there,  and  when  he  is  travelling  in  that  direction  he 
investigates  that  case.  After  he  has  accumulated  perhaps  twenty,  thirty  or  forty  of  these 
cases  he  notifies  the  chairman  of  the  Prosecution  Committee,  and  a  meeting  of  the  com- 
mittee is  called.  Mr.  Wasson  then  reports  to  the  committee  as  to  case  number  one,  "  I  have 
investigated  that  case  and  find  it  does  not  amount  to  anything ;  "  and  so  he  goes  on  to  the 
next,  case  after  case,  until  the  committee  has  run  perhaps  over  twenty,  and  there  is  nothing 
in  any  of  them,  but  they  count  as  part  of  the  seventy.  The  amount  of  correspondence  Mr, 
Wasson  has  to  do,  very  few  people  have  any  idea  of.  He  gets  a  letter  from  a  doctor  here 
and  a  doctor  there,  "Come  up  and  investigate  this,"  and  he  takes  that  in,  as  I  say,  when 
he  is  in  that  direction.  There  are  some  cases  of  which  the  investigation  costs  a  good  many 
hundred  dollars.  The  committee  takes  the  ground,  if  it  is  a  case  that  clearly  in  the  inter- 
ests of  the  public  and  of  this  Council  should  be  investigated,  that  "this  should  be 
attended  to, "  and  orders  Mr.  Wasson  to  proceed.  There  is  one  thing  that  would  have 
made  this  matter  perfectly  clear  to  everybody,  that  is,  had  Mr.  Wasson,  in  sending  in  his 
report,  cited  the  cases  wherein  this  committee  had  advised  him  to  go  on,  and  stated  the 
expenses  in  connection  with  them,  and  the  receipts,  and  the  balance  this  Council  had  to 
pay,  that  would  have  made  it  perfectly  clear  to  the  Finance  Committee  ;  and  I  have  no  doubt 
another  year  Mr.  Wasson  will  do  that,  and  that  his  report  will  show,  "John  Thompson  ; 
the  committe  advised  me  to  investigate  ;  I  did  investigate  ;  the  expenses  were  so  much,  the 
fines  so  much,  and  there  is  a  balance  of  thirty  or  forty  dollars  which  must  be  paid  by  the 
Council."  While  the  "seventy  cases"  seem  very  big,  some  of  them  were  very  trifling 
things.  ,  Mr.  Wasson  brings  a  list  of  some  thirty  or  forty  cases  at  a  sitting,  some  of  such  a 
trifling  nature  that  he  says,  "  I  have  investigated  this  and  there  is  nothing  in  it."  That  will 
account  for  the  number  of  cases. 
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Dr.  Campbell — There  are  not  so  many  prosecutions,  then  ^ 

Dr.  Barrick — No. 

Dr.  Bkay — I  was  not  aware  that  the  object  of  having  a  prosecutor  was  to  make  money 
for  this  Council.  I  did  not  know  before  that  that  was  the  object.  I  understood  that  it  was. 
to  protect  the  public  from  quacks  that  we  had  a  prosecutor.  I  do  not  care  a  snap  whether 
we  ever  receive  a  dollar  or  not,  but  I  do  say  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Council  to  protect  the 
public  from  quackery  and  imposition,  even  supposing  the  Council  has  to  pay  every  dollar  of 
the  expenses.  This  is  the  first  time  it  has  ever  been  hinted  in  this  Council  that  we  ought  to 
make  the  fines  cover  the  expenses,  and  if  the  fines  couldn't  cover  it  the  balance  would  have 
to  go 

Dr.  Armour — Who  has  made  that  statement  now  ? 

Dr.  Bray — Allow  me  to  go  on.  Dr.  Armour  says  out  of  seventy  cases  there  are  only 
nine  which  were  successful,  and  the  tines  in  those  nine  cases  did  not  half  pay  for  the 
expenses  of  the  others.  That  would  lead  one  to  infer  that  he  meant  the  successful  ones 
were  to  pay  for  the  unsuccessful  ones.  These  delinquents  who  are  prosecuted  are  very 
sharp  fellows — each  year  they  are  getting  sharper — and  they  get  so  close  to  the  line  that  if  they 
are  brought  up  the  magistrate  often  has  to  dismiss  the  case.  These  cases  cost  a  great  deal 
of  money.  Then  there  are  other  cases  which  are  appealed.  Dr.  Barrick  spoke  of  one  case 
costing  a  great  deal  of  money.  I  have  known  a  case  in  days  gone  by  that  cost  .f  150.00.  It 
would  be  a  very  nice  thing,  certainly,  if  the  fines  were  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  and  these 
prosecutions  cost  this  Council  nothing  ;  and  the  time  was  when  that  was  the  case,  when 
these  quacks  were  very  numerous,  and  they  did  not  know  how  to  evade  the  law  as  well  as 
they  do  now.  Convictions  then  were  the  rule,  now  they  are  the  exception.  I  think  there 
is  nothing  more  popular  with  the  profession,  and  the  public  also,  than  the  prosecution  of 
these  fakers  that  go  around  the  country,  attending  the  fairs  and  going  everywhere,  selling 
their  nostrums  and  going  into  houses  prescribing.  Speaking  of  that,  1  am  reminded  of  the 
Viavi  Company,  which  has  women  in  every  town  and  city  in  the  country  going  around  ; 
they  get  the  names  of  ladies  who  have  visited  a  doctor's  office,  and  they  go  to  them  and 
want  to  know  if  they  have  not  some  womb  complaint,  and  all  that  kind  of  thing.  These 
are  the  sort  of  people  that  ought  to  be  prosecuted  ;  but  they  are  very  sharp,  and  they  evade 
the  law.  Mr.  Wasson  no  doubt  has  made  enquiry  into  this  system  of  quackery  that  I  speak 
about.     You  can  never  get  the  fines  to  amount  to  enough  to  pay  for  prosecutions. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried, 
and  the  clause  of  the  by-law  adopted. 

The  Chairman  read  the  preamble  which,  on  a  motion,  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved  that  the  committee  rise  and  report  the  adoption  of  the  by-law. 

The  committee  rose,  the  President,  Dr.  Luton,  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  the  report  of  the  committee 
be  concurred  in      Carried. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  by-law  No.  89  be  now  read 
a  third  time,  passed,  numbered  and  signed  by  the  President,  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario.     Carried. 

By-Law  No.  89. 
Appoint  a  Prosecutor  and  fix  his  salary. 

Whereas  the  power  hath  been  granted  to  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario,  under  Section  13  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  (to  make  by-laws  ap- 
pointing officers  and  fixing  their  salaries,  R.S.O.  1887,  c.  142),  be  it  therefore  enacted  as 
follows  : 

1.  That  Thomas  Wasson  be  appointed  Prosecutor  for  this  Council. 

2.  That  the  salary  of  the  Prosecutor  is  hereby  fixed  at  f  600.00  per  annum,  payable 
monthly. 

3.  That  the  Prosecutor  be  required  to  refer  all  complaints  of  unlicensed  })ractitic)ners 
to  the  Prosecution  Conmiittee  for  their  instructions  thereon  ;  and  that  in  case  of  unsuccess- 
ful prosecution  attending  the  following  out  of  such  instructions,  the  costs  are  to  be  paid  by 
the  Council.  All  fines  paid  to  the  Prosecutor  upon  convictions  are  to  be  used,  as  far  as 
possible,  in  ])aying  the  expenses  of  said  convictions.  And,  further,  that  any  work  dele- 
gated to  the  Prosecutor  by  the  DiHci])line  Committee  shall  include  his  duties  without  any 
additional  siilary.  Witness  fees,  travelling  and  other  expenses  incurred  in  sjiid  work  to  be 
[)aid  by  the  Council.

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Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Barrick,  that  the  members  go  into  Committee 
of  the  Whole  on  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations. 
Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  Whole,  Dr.  Taylor  in  the  chair. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  8,  Section  7,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  9  of  Section  7. 

Dr  Armour  moved  that  the  words  "without  debate  "  be  struck  out,  leaving  the  clause 
in  the  ordinary  Canadian  parliamentary  form. 

Dr.  RooME — If  you  strike  that  out  we  will  be  in  the  same  fix  we  have  been  in  all  along  ; 
if  anything  comes  up  we  will  have  to  waste  half  a  day  on  it.  There  should  be  no  debate 
on  this. 

Dr.  Armour— In  such  a  case,  with  the  rule  you  have  there,  when  any  motion  that  was 
disagreeable  to  the  majority  of  the  Council  was  moved,  all  that  would  be  required  would  be 
for  some  member  to  move  "the  previous  question,"  and  the  mouth  of  every  other  member 
could  be  closed  at  once.  No  motion  could  be  debated  at  all  if  the  majority  were  against  it  ; 
it  would  cut  the  minority  off  from  the  right  to  debate  a  question.  Such  a  rule  should  not 
be  there  at  all. 

Dr.  Campbell — The  object  of  "the previous  question  "  is  for  the  express  purpose  stated 
by  Dr.  Armour.  When  a  matter  has  been  discussed  in  the  body,  and  everyone  has  expressed 
his  opinion  and  said  what  he  wants  to  say,  and  the  thing  is  thoroughly  settled,  the  body 
then  proceeds  to  vote  on  the  question,  if  it  is  so  disposed,  by  voting  for  "the previous  ques- 
tion." If  the  matter  has  not  been  sufficiently  discussed,  the  body  votes  "the  previous 
question  "  down,  and  goes  on  with  the  discussion.  That  is  the  principle  on  which  that  rule 
is  used  in  what  is  called  the  American  practice.     The  English  practice  is  very  difi'erent. 

Dr.  Armour — You  can  debate  the  original  question  fully. 

Dr.  Campbell — You  can  go  on  debating  after  the  motion  is  made.  If  the  motion  is  not 
carried  (and  that  is  the  object  of  it  being  moved,  for  those  who  move  it  vote  against  it),  you 
shove  the  matter  oflF  to  the  next  session.  The  American  use  of  "  the  previous  question  "  is, 
to  my  mind,  the  only  proper  use  to  put  it  to.  I  do  not  believe  in  the  other  way  of  shoving 
a  question  off  to  the  next  year  by  moving  "the  previous  questi(m  "  and  voting  against  it. 
That  is  the  reason  the  committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  previous  question  in  the 
way  they  have. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — My  friend,  Dr,  Campbell,  errs  when  he  says  the  object  of  the 
English  practice  is 

Dr.  Campbell — That  is  one  object ;  there  is  another. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  is  true.  The  circumstances  under  which  the  British  people 
use  that  are  when  a  motion  is  brought  before  the  House  and  they  desire  a  direct  vote 
on  that  motion,  and  when  they  move  "the  previous  question"  amendments  are  shut  off, 
but  discussions  go  on  ;  for  example,  if  Dr.  Sangster  wanted  to  get  a  vote  on  this  question 
he  had  before  us  this  morning,  some  friend  would  rnove  the  previous  question,  and  if 
that  was  carried  no  amendments  could  have  been  brought  into  it,  and  the  Council  would 
have  been  obliged  to  pass  a  vote  on  it.  That  is  the  object  for  which  it  is  used.  Probably 
you  will  all  recall  that  in  the  House  of  Parliament,  a  few  years  ago,  that  motion  was 
brought  in  in  regard  to  Riel.  It  was  moved  and  seconded,  but  it  did  not  end  the  debate, 
for  the  debate  went  on  for  nearly  a  week,  and  every  member  had  to  cast  a  vote.  My 
own  opinion  is  that  it  is  not  safe  practice  to  have  it  as  it  is  proposed  in  this  clause  of 
the  by-law,  although  I  was  one  of  the  committee.  Dr.  Williams  brought  the  by-law  in 
on  his  own  idea  largely,  and  we  were  not  able  to  pass  upon  it  clearly  ourselves.  I  think 
it  is  a  mistake  to  shut  off  debate.  Take  this  case  :  I  bring  in  a  motion,  and  the  rules 
of  this  Council  declare  that  the  motion  must  be  put  from  the  chair  before  it  is  debatable. 
Suppose  some  man  jumps  up,  after  I  have  handed  in  my  motion,  and  moves  the  previous 
question.  You  cannot  debate  on  it,  and  the  very  man  that  moves  the  resolution  is  prevented 
from  saying  a  word  in  favor  of  his  proposition.  I  think  it  would  be  unsafe  to  adopt  that 
rule,  although  it  might  never  be  used.  I  think  it  would  be  wise  to  cut  out  the  words  "  with- 
out debate  '  ;  then  there  is  an  advantage,  because  every  man  must  vote  on  that  question  ; 
he  cannot  get  out  of  it  ;  but  the  members  have  a  right  to  speak  as  much  as  they  please. 

Dr.  Campbell — The  purpose  of  preventing  amendments  is  accomplished  under  "Amend- 
ments "  just  the  same,  even  if  you  do  decide  it  without  debating.  After  the  motion  is  made 
for  the  previous  question,  you  cannot  introduce  an  amendment.  I  think  every  corporation 
and  association  of  men  whose  time  is  limited  and  whose  time  is  expensive,  as  ours  is,  should 
have  some  means  of  guarding  itself  from  the  undue  prolongation  of  debate.  We  ought  to 
be  able,  especially  in  an  association  of  gentlemen,  to  trust  to  the  honor  of  the  members  of 
the  majority  that  they  would  not  abuse  a  power  of  that  kind.  But  I  think  the  majority 
should  have  the  power  of  stopping  the  debate  when  the  matter  has  been  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed, and  discussed,  perhaps,  till  every  one  is  weary. 
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Dr.  RooME — Before  putting  Dr.  Armour's  motion,  let  us  understand  it.  The  clause  as 
read  provides  that  "  when  the  previous  question  is  moved,  it  shall  be  put  without  debate." 
If  the  words  "  without  debate  "  are  struck  out,  that  means  the  question  is  always  discussed 
when  it  first  comes  down,  and  there  is  an  amendment,  and  an  amendment  to  the  amend- 
ment.    I  think  the  vote  should  be  taken  without  debate. 

Dr.  Henry — "The  previous  question  "  shuts  out  debate  completely  for  the  time  being. 
I  think  those  words  are  unnecessary. 

The  Chairman  put  Dr.  Armour's  amendment  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared 
it  lost. 

Dr.  RooME  moved  that  Clause  9  of  Section  7  be  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  10  of  Section  7,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  1  of  Section  8,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  2,  Section  8. 

Dr.  Campbell — The  object  of  this  clause  is  to  get  the  Vice-President  in  training  ;  and 
it  fixes  a  regular  chairman  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.  In  his  absence  the  President  could 
call  on  some  member  to  take  the  chair,  of  course. 

Dr.  Armour — Is  there  not  some  advantage  connected  with  the  present  method  ?  "When 
new  members  come  into  the  Council,  is  it  not  something  of  an  advantage  and  an  introduction 
to  the  Council  to  be  enabled  during  the  session  to  preside  ? 

Dr.  Campbell — They  will  have  an  opportunity  when  the  Vice-President  is  not  in. 

Dr.  Armour — But  it  would  not  be  as  common  as  it  now. 

Dr.  Campbell — No. 

Dr.  Armour— I  think  it  is  worthy  of  consideration. 

Dr.  Geikie — The  President  should  call  upon  the  members  alphabetically. 

Dr.  Logan — I  think  that  that  little  point  of  patronage  is  of  some  little  value  to  the 
member  holding  the  President's  chair  ;  and  his  extending  that  patronage  to  the  various 
members  of  the  Council,  calling  on  them  from  time  to  time,  gives  them  a  little  experience 
and  a  little  prominence.     I  am  somewhat  in  favor  of  it. 

Dr.  Campbell — There  are  advantages  in  connection  with  our  present  system.  The 
work  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  is  a  very  important  work  in  some  cases  ;  in  other  cases 
it  is  a  bare  matter  of  routine,  and  it  does  not  make  much  difference  how  it  is  conducted.  In 
a  number  of  cases,  where  amendments  are  passed  in  committee,  if  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  is  not  pretty  well  experienced  in  the  work,  those  amendments  are  not  so  correctly- 
fixed  into  the  report  as  to  give  the  Registrar  any  correct  record  of  them  ;  and  I  know  that 
reports  in  this  Council  have  gone  through  Committee  of  the  Whole  with  amendments  made, 
and  have  gone  into  the  hands  of  the  Registrar  in  an  incomplete  manner,  and  have  not  been 
correctly  or  properly  reported.  If  you  call  on  members  in  rotation,  and  call  a  young  and 
inexperienced  member  who  has  never  been  there,  he  does  not  want  to  say,  "  I  have  no 
experience  in  that  kind  of  thing  and  I  would  rather  not  act,"  but  when  he  is  called  on 
he  naturally  goes  forward  ;  matters  of  this  kind  come  up  and  he  neglects,  through  inadvert- 
ence, to  note  down  on  the  by-law  or  report  every  amendment  that  is  made,  and  we  get 
the  thing  through  the  committee  and  into  the  Council  in  an  imperfect  shape,  and  it  goes 
on  in  that  imperfect  shape.  That  is  the  objection  to  the  present  method.  But,  of  course, 
there  is  an  advantage,  that  the  present  method  gives  members  a  training  in  the  chair. 
There  is  something  to  be  said  on  both  sides  of  the  question,  and  the  committee  thought 
it  well  to  allow  the  Council  to  discuss  that  matter.  The  committee,  however,  was  of 
opinion  that  getting  the  Vice-President  into  the  chair  a  number  of  times,  as  he  would 
be  under  that  rule,  would  be  a  good  thing,  because  it  is  necessary  that  the  President 
should  be  an  expert  presiding  officer.  If  you  take  the  Vice-President  and  give  him  plenty 
of  opportunity  to  be  in  the  chair  during  the  time  he  is  Vice-President,  he  has  pretty  good 
training,  and  he  is  better  able  to  preside  when  his  turn  comes. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  heartily  agree  with  what  has  been  stated  by  Dr.  Campbell  ;  but  there 
is  nothing  in  our  present  rules  and  regulations  to  prevent  the  taking  place  of  just  exactly 
what  Dr.  Campbell  has  referred  to  ;  and  at  the  same  time  if,  in  some  important  matter,  the 
President  thinks  that  a  very  skilled  chairman  of  the  committee  should  be  appointed,  it  is 
in  his  discretion.  He  can  appoint  the  Vice-President  every  time  if  he  likes,  or  any  other 
member  suitable  to  the  importance  of  the  work  under  the  consideration  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole. 

On  motion  the  clause  was  adopted. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  'A  of  Section  8. 

Dr.  Armour — I  do  not  approve  of  the  clause  as  it  is.  It  is  out  of  the  practice  that  we 
have  followed  here.  W^e  have  to-day  on  one  t>r  two  occasions  discussed  a  by-law  ;  and  it  is 
our  usual  practice  here.  It  seems  to  me  we  would  make  it  impossible  to  c(msider  any 
(juestions  in  a  way  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  consider  it  if  we  should  cut  ott'debato'at  this 
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stage.     I  think  we  should  retain  that  clause  for  further  consideration,  or  else  strike  out  the 
words  "•  without  debate,"  or  the  words  that  signify  that. 

Dr.  Campbell — That  is  principally  a  rule  drawn  up  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  ; 
and  I  am  sorry  that  he  is  now  otherwise  engaged  and  cannot  be  here  to  give  his  arguments  in 
favor  of  it.  The  position  the  chairman  took — a  position  in  which  there  is  some  force — was 
when  a  matter  has  been  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  it  has  been  thoroughly  discussed,  and 
every  man  who  had  an  opinion  to  express  about  it  has  certainly  expressed  that  opinion 
there  ;  and  that  when  it  comes  back  into  the  Council  the  only  thing  to  be  done,  or  that  the 
opponents  of  the  measure  might  want,  would  be  to  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays.  They  would 
move  for  its  reference  back  to  the  committee  and  the  insertion  of  any  amendment  they  might 
wish,  and  then  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays.  There  could  be  no  particular  benefit  gained, 
or  benefit  to  the  objector  himself,  that  he  should  be  allowed  to  go  in  Council  and  there  make 
the  same  speech  he  had  made  in  committee.  And  that  by  this  rule  a  great  deal  of  time 
would  be  saved  to  everybody.  These  were  the  chairman's  arguments  for  the  adoption  of 
the  resolution  in  that  shape. 

Dr.  Spence — If  I  understand  this  clause  of  the  by-law,  it  is  intended  to  shut  off  debate 
after  the  matter  comes  up  before  the  Council.  I  do  not  ,think  that  is  usual.  I  do  not  see 
how  else  it  is  possible  to  put  yourself  on  record  other  than  by  moving  an  amendment  ;  and 
any  man  who  moves  an  amendment  certainly  ought  to  have  a  right  to  speak  to  it.  I  have 
never  seen  any  other  course  followed  in  any  deliberative  body.  You  cannot  only  move  one, 
but  two.  You  cannot  put  yourself  on  record  in  Connnittee  of  the  Whole,  it  is  only  in  Coun- 
cil you  can  do  so  ;  therefore,  to  me  this  cutting  off  of  debate  is  placing  one  in  a  position  in 
which  he  would  not  be  able  to  present  to  his  constituents  the  stand  he  took  when  the  subject 
under  consideration  was  before  the  Council. 

Dr.  Brock — I  think  it  would  be  well  to  leave  the  consideration  of  this  until  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee  is  present. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  was  opposed  to  this  suggestion  of  Dr.  Williams'  when  the  matter 
was  in  committee,  and  opposed  to  it  upon  this  ground  :  the  law  provides  that  a  bill  or  a  by- 
law shall  be  read  a  first  time,  a  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
and  then  read  a  third  time  ;  and  why  ?  In  order  that  such  an  important  matter  as  a  bill  or 
a  by-law  should  receive  the  fullest  possible  consideration  and  discussion.  That  is  the  very 
purpose  for  which  these  arrangements  are  made.  Why  not  take  a  by-law  in  and  have  a  first 
reading  and  finish  it  ?  I  have  told  you  the  reason  ;  in  order  that  there  may  be  ample  con- 
sideration and  ample  opportunity  given  to  the  members  of  the  body  to  consider  and  discuss 
the  question. 

It  is  not  customary  in  Parliament,  when  a  bill  is  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  for  a  person 
who  has  important  objections  to  the  bill  to  state  them.  It  is  very  seldom  done  ;  but  a  mem- 
ber gets  up  and  says,  I  object  to  that,  and  when  the  proper  time  comes,  before  the  House,  I 
am  going  to  state  my  view.  And  there  is  the  time  and  opportunity  members  almost 
invariably  take  to  put  themselves  on  record.  A  member  can  move  that  it  be  referred  back 
to  the  committee  to  do  so  and  so,  and  make  his  objections,  and  put  himself  on  record. 

I  do  not  think  a  man  who  has  ventilated  his  views  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  would 
attempt  to  repeat  his  speech  when  he  got  into  Council,  because  he  has  already  been  fully 
reported  by  the  stenographer.  I  think  if  he  did  he  would  afford  the  Council  one  good  reason 
why  he  should  be  sent  down  to  that  big  house  in  the  west. 

First,  these  suggestions  are  given  to  us  for  full  and  ample  discussion  ;  and,  secondly,  it 
is  contrary  to  parliamentary  practice  and  rules  ;  and  I  think  our  good  sense,  knowing  we 
have  not  the  time  to  give  to  it,  will  prevent  us  wasting  any  time. 

Dr.  RooME — As  a  member  of  the  committee,  I  may  say  that  one  of  the  objects  we  had 
in  suggesting  that  clause  was  to  shorten  discussion  in  the  Council.  In  reference  to  what 
Dr.  Spence  has  stated  as  to  his  fear  that  he  would  not  be  put  on  record  to  go  before  his  con- 
stituents, if  we  are  going  to  live  up  to  parliamentary  rule  we  must  change  this  entirely  ; 
under  parliamentary  practice  a  bill  receives  its  first  and  second  reading  before  it  goes  to 
Committee  of  the  Whole.  We  must  cut  off  the  second  reading,  because  we  thought  it  was 
fully  discussed  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Armour — We  have  provided  for  parliamentary  usage  here  now.  In  this  by-law 
that  we  are  discussing  we  have  provided  that  the  parliamentary  procedure  be  followed. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  was  done  last  night  when  Dr.  Roome  was  not  present. 

Dr.  Roome — When  it  comes  out  after  being  discussed  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  here 
it  is  recorded  by  the  stenographer  so  that  anybody  can  refer  to  it.  In  the  House  of  Parlia- 
ment there  is  no  record  kept  as  there  is  here  ;  and  after  it  comes  out  from  receiving  its  third 
reading  it  is  then  the  privilege  of  anybody  to  move  an  amendment.  But  it  is  not  recorded 
there,  but  is  referred  back  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  with  certain  instructions  to  carry 
out.  You  can  take  a  vote  on  that,  and  that  is  what  is  voted  on  ;  and  you  can  show  how  you 
vote.     In  the  House  of  Parliament  it  goes  back  to  Committee  of  the    Whole,  and  then  it 
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comes  back  from  Committee  of  the  Whole  as  amended  ;  and  then  somebody  else  can  move  a 
further  amendment  if  they  see  fit. 

The  object  of  this  is  merely  to  shorten  the  discussion  here.  It  will  not  lessen  the  efiect 
of  your  arguments  or  what  you  want  to  arrive  at. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  question  before  us  is  discussion  or  no  discussion  after  a  by-law  or 
bill  comes  out  of  Committee  of  the  Whole.  I  was  about  to  suggest,  in  order  to  test  the 
opinion  of  the  committee,  to  reject  these  words,  "  there  shall  be  no  discussion  held  thereon." 
Just  leave  that  out,  and  then  it  would  read,  "When  any  report  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  is  submitted  to  the  Council,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  rule,  there  shall  be  no 
amendment  made  thereto,  but  it  shall  be  either  adopted  or  rejected  or  referred  back  to 
committee  with  instructions  to  amend  or  postpone  to  a  time  to  be  fixed  for  asking  the  con- 
currence of  the  Council. " 

Dr.  Williams — Would  that  allow  it  to  be  adopted  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Yes. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  that  that  is  a  point  that  is  really  very  important  to  this  Council. 
That  by-law  is  read,  and  it  is  then  sent  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  and  it  is  adopted, 
clause  by  clause  all  through.  The  committee  then  reported  to  the  Council  and  it  does 
not  seem  to  me  necessary  that  it  should  be  again  debated.  The  privilege  is  given  to  refer  it 
back  for  the  purpose  of  members  putting  themselves  on  record  if  they  are  against  it,  and  to 
put  themselves  on  record  as  to  which  point  they  want  it  amended  in.  In  Parliament,  I  am 
quite  aware  that  if  a  bill  comes  up  that  way  they  allow  it  to  be  debated  ;  but  you  must 
recollect  that  Parliament  has  months  at  its  disposal  to  our  days  ;  and  where  they  take  six 
months  we  take  six  days.  That  makes  a  great  difference.  I  think  on  that  account  we  must 
adopt  courses  that  will  limit  the  amount  of  discussion  that  is  to  be  had  on  questions,  I 
believe  that  when  a  matter  is  fully  and  thoroughly  discussed  in  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
clause  by  clause,  it  is  sufficient  then  that  persons  opposed  to  it  shall  have  the  opportunity 
to  get  it  referred  back  to  the  committee  with  instructions  to  put  in  what  those  persons  want. 
That  is  the  course  so  far  as  I  know,  that  is  adopted  by  very  many,  at  any  rate,  of  the  county 
councils  and  town  councils  in  the  country ;  that  they  have  it  without  debate,  with  the 
privilege  of  referring  it  back  to  be  amended,  as  it  is  here  proposed  ;  and  I  say  when  you 
consider  the  time  at  the  disposal  of  this  Council,  it  is  better  to  have  it  that  way  than  to  have 
it  an  open  question  as  it  is  in  Parliament. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved  that  the  words  "  there  shall  be  no  discussion  heard  thereon  " 
be  struck  out. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved  in  amendment  that  the  committee  rise  and  report  progress. 

Dr.  Rogers — Will  the  report  be  printed  in  the  Announcement? 

The  Registrar — It  will  be  printed  as  a  report  presented  ;  although  it  is  not  completed 
it  will  appear  in  the  Announcement. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  is  just  what  the  committee  wants  ;  the  committee  wants  this 
to  go  into  the  Announcement  in  order  that  whoever  may  be  the  members  of  the  next 
Council  they  may  see  the  effort  this  Council  has  made  to  improve  its  by-laws.  I  feel  perfectly 
conscious  it  would  not  be  safe  for  us  to  go  on,  with  our  limited  time,  now,  because  errors 
and  mistakes  might  creep  in  ;  and  I  think  it  far  better  that  this  by-law  should  be  printed 
and  go  upon  the  Announcement,  and  let  it  be  carefully  studied  up  during  the  interval 
between  this  and  the  next  session  ;  and  let  the  next  Council  go  on  with  the  work  we  have 
begun,  and  perfect  these  rules  at  the  next  session  of  the  Council. 

The  Chairman  put  Dr.  Campbell's  amendment,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken, 
declared  it  carried. 

The  Committee  rose  and  reported  progress.      The  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  McCrimmon,  that  the  report  of  the  committee 
be  received.     Carried. 

By-Law^  No.  39. 

Mules  and  Megulations  for  conducting  the  Proceedings  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

Whereas  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  are  empowerd 
under  Section  12,  Chap.  176,  R.S.O.,  1897,  to  pass  by-laws  and  make  rules  and  regulations 
for  its  government. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  that — 

Section  1,  Clause  No.  1.  Tlie  Council  shall  hold  one  session  annually  in  the  City  of 
Toronto,  conmiencing  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  July,  at  the  hour  of  two  o'clock  in  tlie  after- 
noon.     The  Executive  may  at  any  time  call  a  special  session.     It  shall  be   the  duty  ol  the 
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President  to  call  a  special  session  upon  receiving  a  requisition  in  that  behalf  and  signed  by 
not  less  than  one  half  of  the  members  of  the  Council.  No  business  shall  be  taken  up  at  a 
special  session  except  that  for  which  the  session  has  been  called,  and  of  which  each  member 
has  been  notified. 

Organization. 

2.  At  the  annual  session  of  the  Council  the  President  (or  in  his  absence  the  Vice- 
President)  shall  take  the  chair  and  declare  the  Council  organized,  when  the  Council  shall 
proceed  to  elect  officers.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  and  the  Vice-President,  the 
Council  shall  appoint  a  chairman  ;  provided  that  at  the  first  meeting  of  a  new  Council  the 
Registrar  shall  call  the  Council  to  order,  read  over  the  names  of  the  members,  and  shall  call 
on  the  Council  to  elect  a  President. 

Section  2. — Officers. 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Council  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President,  Registrar,  Treasurer, 
Auditor  and  Solicitor,  and  such  others  as  the  Council  may  deem  necessary. 

2.  The  ofl&cers  shall  be  elected  after  nomination  by  open  vote,  the  vote  being  taken  on 
the  nominees  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  nominated.  When  only  one  candidate  is 
nominated  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  oflicer  to  declare  him  duly  elected  ;  in  case 
of  a  tie  the  presiding  officer  shall  give  the  casting  vote,  provided  that  at  the  first  meeting  of 
a  new  Council  the  tie  shall  be  decided  by  the  member  [present  representing  the  greatest 
number  of  registered  practitioners.  That  the  salaried  officers  shall  be  elected  after  nomin- 
ation in  the  same  manner  as  the  President  and  Vice-President,  and  shall  hold  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Council. 

3.  That  the  first  business  after  the  organization  of  the  Council  and  the  election  of 
officers,  shall  be  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  nominate  the  standing  committees. 

Section  3. —Committees. 

1.  The  standing  committees  shall  be  the  following  : 

(a)  Registration,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(b)  Education,  consisting  of  nine  members. 

(c)  Finance,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(d)  Rules  and  Regulations,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(e)  Printing,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(/)  On  Complaints,  consisting  of  five  members. 
(g)  On  Property,  consisting  of  five  members. 
(h)  And  the  following  statutory  committees  : 
(i)   Executive,  consisting  of  three  members. 
( j)  On  Discipline,  consisting  of  three  members. 

2.  The  President  and  Vice-President  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  all  Committees  of 
the  Council,  standing  and  special,  excepting  Committee  on  Discipline  and  Executive 
Committee. 

3.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  any  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  providing 
that  said  quorum  be  not  less  than  three  members. 

Section  4. — Rules  of  Order. 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  call  the  Council  to  order  at  the  hour 
appointed,  cause  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  to  be  read,  confirmed  and  signed. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall  call  the  meeting  to  order, 
eor   chairman  pro  tern,  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  latter,  be  chosen  by  the  Council. 

3.  The  President,  or  other  presiding  officer,  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum  during 
each  session  of  the  Council,  and  protect  the  members  in  the  enjoyment  of  their  rights  and 
privileges.  He  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  giving  his  reasons  for  such  decision,  and 
citing  the  rule  applicable  to  the  case,  subject,  however,  to  an  appeal  to  the  Council,  and  in 
case  of  an  appeal,  it  shall  be  put  by  the  President,  or  other  presiding  officer,  in  the  following 
words:     "  Shall  the  chair  be  sustained  1 " 

4.  All  questions  of  order  upon  which  appeal  shall  be  made  from  the  decision  of  the 
President,  or  other  officer,  shall  be  decided  by  a  direct  vote  of  the  Council,   without  debate. 

5.  The  President  shall  declare  all  votes  ;  but  if  any  member  demands  it,  the  President, 
without  further  debate  on  the  question,  shall  require  the  members  voting  in  the  affirmative 
and  negative  respectively  to  stand  until  they  are  counted,  and  he  shall  then  declare  the 
result.     At  the  request  of  any  two  members,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  and  recorded. 

6.  The  President,  or  other  presiding  officer,  shall  not  give  any  but  a  casting  vote,  but  he 
may  express  his  opinion  on  any  subject  under  debate,  but  when  so  doing  he  shall  leave  the 
chair. 
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7.  That  the  President,  or  presiding  officer,  shall  consider  a  motion  to  adjourn  as  always 
in  order,  but  no  second  motion  to  the  same  effect  shall  be  made  until  after  some  inter- 
mediate proceedings  shall  have  been  held.     This  motion  must  be  put  without  debate. 

Section  5. — Members  Speaking. 

1.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  he  shall  rise  in  his  place  and  address 
the  presiding  officer,  confining  himself  to  the  question  under  debate  and  avoiding 
personalities. 

2.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  President,  or  the  presiding 
officer,  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

3.  No  member  while  speaking  shall  be  interrupted  by  another,  except  upon  a  point  of 
order,  or  for  the  purpose  of  explanation.  The  member  so  rising  shall  confine  himself 
strictly  to  the  point  of  order,  or  the  explanation. 

4.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise  transgress  the  rules,  the  President  shall, 
or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order  ;  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  shall  immedi- 
ately sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  upon  any  motion,  except  the  proposer  of  the 
substantive  motion,  who  shall  be  permitted  to  reply  ;  nor  shall  any  member  speak  longer 
than  a  quarter  of  an  hour  on  the  same  question  without  the  permission  of  the  Council, 
except  in  explanation,  and  he  must  then  not  introduce  new  matter. 

6.  Any  member  of  the  Council  may  require  the  question  under  discussion  to  be  read  at 
any  time  of  the  debate,  but  not  so  as  to  interrupt  a  speaker. 

7.  When  the  matter  under  consideration  contains  distinct  propositions,  upon  the  request 
of  any  member  the  vote  upon  each  proposition  shall  be  taken  separately. 

8.  No  member  shall  speak  to  any  question  after  the  same  has  been  put  by  the  presiding 
officer. 

9.  Notice  shall  be  given  of  all  motions  for  introducing  new  matter,  other  than  matters 
of  privilege  and  petitions,  at  a  meeting  previous  to  that  at  which  it  comes  up  for  discussion, 
unless  dispensed  with  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the*  members  present.  Any  matter  when 
once  decided  by  the  Council  shall  not  be  re-introduced  during  that  session,  unless  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  Council  then  present. 

10.  A  motion  must  be  put  in  writing  and  seconded  before  it  is  stated  by  the  President, 
or  presiding  officer,  and  then  shall  be  disposed  of  only  by  a  vote  of  the  Council,  unless  the 
mover,  by  permission  of  the  Council,  withdraws  it.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  unless 
excused  by  the  Council. 

11.  At  the  close  of  the  annual  session,  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read 
over,  adopted  and  signed  by  the  President,  or  other  presiding  officer. 

12.  In  all  unprovided-for  cases,  both  in  Council  and  Committee,  resort  shall  be  had  to 
the  procedure  of  Parliament,  as  the  regular  guidance  on  the  question. 

13.  That  the  Registrar  shall  make  a  list  of  all  resolutions  and  reports  on  the  table,  in 
the  order  in  which  they  were  received,  which  shall  be  considered  ' '  The  General  Orders  of 
the  Day,"  the  order  of  the  same  to  be  as  follows  : 

Section  6. — General  Orders  of  the  Day. 

1.  Calling  names  of  members  and  marking  them  as  present  or  absent. 

2.  Reading  of  the  minutes. 

3.  Reading  of  communications,  petitions,  etc. 

4.  Reception  of  reports  of  committees. 

5.  Notices  of  motion. 

6.  Motions  of  which  notice  have  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting. 

7.  Inquiries. 

8.  Consideration  of  reports. 

9.  Unfinished  business  from  previous  meetings. 

10.  Miscellaneous  business. 

11.  All  resolutions  and  repf)rts  must  be  taken  up  as  they  appear  in  the  Orders  of  the 
Day. 

No  variation  of  the  foregoing  order  of  business  shall  be  permitted,  except  by  consent 
of  the  Council. 

Section  7. — Motions  and  Questions. 

1.  No  motion,  excejjt  to  adjourn,  shall  be  introduced  unless  the  same  be  written  in  ink 
and  contains  the  names  of  the  mover  and  seconder. 

2.  Every  motion  shall  be  read  by  tlie  itiover,  standing  in  liis  place  ;  thereafter  it  shall 
be  handed  to  the  presiding  officer  who  shall  read  and  submit  it  to  the  Council. 
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3.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  other  motion  shall  be  entertained  except  a 
motion  to  amend,  to  commit,  to  postpone,  or  to  lay  on  the  table,  or  a  motion  for  the  pre- 
vious question,  or  for  adjournment,  which  last  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  the 
Council  is  in  Committee  of  the  Whole, 

4.  That  amendments,  whether  in  Committee  or  in  Council,  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
vote  before  the  original  motion,  in  the  inverse  order  in  which  they  are  moved. 

5.  That  a  motion  for  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments  of 
the  main  question. 

6.  That  a  motion  to  postpone  shall  include  a  day  to  be  named  for  the  further  considera- 
tion of  the  question. 

7.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  taken  without  debate  ;  when  it  prevails,  the 
subject  matter  shall  not  be  revived  during  the  session  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
Council. 

8.  The  previous  question,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments  of  the  main 
question,  and  shall  be  put,  without  debate,  in  the  following  words  :  "Shall  the  main  ques- 
tion be  now  put  ?  "  If  this  motion  be  resolved  in  the  affirmative,  the  original  question  is  to 
be  put  forthwith,  without  any  amendments  or  debate. 

9.  Whenever  the  President  or  the  Chairman  shall  conceive  that  a  motion  or  resolution 
in  possession  of  the  Council  is  contrary  to  the  rules  of  Council,  or  inconsistent  with  the 
report  or  other  matter  to  which  it  was  intended  to  refer,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  rule  it  out  of 
order. 

Section  8. — Committees. 

1.  When  a  committee  presents  its  reports,  each  report  shall  be  received  without  motion 
or  debate.  On  reading  the  "Order  of  Business  for  the  Consideration  of  Reports,"  the 
reports  previously  received  shall  be  taken  up  in  the  order  of  their  reception,  and  may  be 
acted  on  directly  by  the  Council,  or  referred  to  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

2.  On  motion  of  any  member,  the  Council  may  resolve  itself  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole  for  the  consideration  of  a  by-law,  report  or  other  matter,  when  the  President  shall 
leave  the  chair  and  the  Vice-President  take  it.  As  Chairman  of  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
he  shall  have  the  same  authority  in  Committee  as  the  President  in  the  chair  of  the  Council. 
In  the  absence  of  the  Vice-President  any  member  may  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officer. 

3.  When  any  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  is  submitted  to  the  Council,  as 
provided  in  the  preceding  rule,  there  shall  be  no  discussion  held  thereon  or  amendment 
made  thereto  ;  but  it  shall  be  either  adopted  or  rejected,  or  referred  back  to  committee 
with  instructions  to  amend  or  postpone  to  a  time  to  be  fixed  for  asking  the  concurrence  of 
the  Council. 

4.  The  rules  of  the  Council  shall  be  observed  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  except  the 
rules  respecting  the  yeas  and  nays,  and  limiting  the  number  of  times  of  speaking,  and  no 
motion  for  the  previous  question,  or  for  an  adjournment  can  be  received,  but  a  member  may 
at  any  time  move  that  the  committee  now  rise,  or  that  the  committee  report  progress,  and 
ask  leave  to  sit  again. 

5.  On  motion  in  committee  to  rise,  or  to  rise  and  report  progress,  the  question  shall  be 
decided  without  debate.  * 

6.  Committees  appointed  to  report  on  any  subject  referred  to  them  by  the  Council,  shall 
report  a  statement  of  facts  and  also  their  opinion  thereon  in  writing,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  chairman,  or  acting  chairman,  to  sign  and  present  the  report. 

7.  All  petitions  and  communications  on  any  subject  within  the  cognizance  of  a  standing 
committee  shall,  on  presentation,  be  referred  by  the  chairman,  or  presiding  officer,  to 
the  proper  committee  without  any  motion  ;  but  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Council,  by  a 
three-fourths  vote,  to  enter  upon  the  immediate  consideration  thereof. 

8.  Every  member  who  shall  introduce  a  petition  or  motion  upon  any  subject  which 
may  be  referred  to  a  select  committee  appointed  to  consider  such  motion  or  petition,  shall, 
during  the  sittings  of  the  Council,  be  one  of  the  committee,  without  being  named  by  the 
Council,  and  shall  be  the  convener  of  said  committee. 

Any  member  of  the  Council  may  be  placed  upon  a  committee,  notwithstanding  the 
absence  of  such  member  at  the  time  of  his  being  named  to  such  committee. 

Section  9. — Duties  of  the  Committees. 

1.  Education  Committee. — The  Education  Committee  shall  have  supervision  of  the 
curriculum,  and  all  matters  pertaining  thereto,  and  to  the  examination  of  those  who  seek 
for  registration. 

2.  Finance  Committee. — The  Committee  on  Finance  shall  have  the  supervision  of  the 
fiscal  concerns  of  the  Council,  and  report  the  condition  of  the  various  funds. 
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3.  They  shall  prepare  a  detailed  statement  of  the  necessary  estimates  of  money 
required  by  the  Council  for  the  year,  and  report  the  same  for  the  consideration  and  action  of 
the  Council. 

4.  They  shall  consider  and  report  on  all  matters  referred  to  them  by  the  Council. 

5.  Registration  Com^nittee. — The  Registration  Committee  shall  examine  and  report 
upon  all  applications  for  registration  as  matriculates,  or  as  practitioners.  That  they  shall 
examine  the  registers  pertaining  to  the  same,  and  all  matters  generally  concerning 
registration. 

6.  Complainti}  Committee. — The  Complaints  Committee  shall  deal  with  all  appeals 
against  the  decision  of  the  Examiners,  and  complaints  against  the  Council  or  its  officers. 

7.  Property  Committee. — The  Property  Committee  shall  supervise  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  College  building  and  its  requirements. 

8.  Bules  and  Begnlations.  — Rules  and  Regulations  Committee  shall  consider  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Council. 

9.  h'rinting  Committee. — The  Printing  Committee  shall  have  supervision  over  all 
printing  required  by  the  Council,  of  whatever  kind. 

10.  Discipline. — That  the  Discipline  Committee  shall  consider  all  complaints  against 
irregular  or  unregistered  practitioners  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  Council,  and 
shall  be  governed  in  their  procedures  by  the  statute  in  that  behalf. 

11.  Executive  Committee. — That  the  Executive  Conmiittee  shall  take  cognizance  of  an 
action  upon  all  such  matters  as  may  require  immediate  interference  or  attention  between 
the  adjournment  of  the  Council  and  its  next  meeting. 

By-Laws. 

1.  Every  Bill  shall  be  introduced  upon  motion  for  leave,  specifying  the  title  of  the  Bill, 
or,  upon  motion,  to  appoint  a  committee  to  prepare  and  bring  in  a  Bill. 

2.  No  bills  shall  be  introduced,  either  in  blank  or  in  imperfect  shape. 

3.  Every  Bill  shall  receive  three  several  readings. 

4.  The  question  that  this  Bill  be  now  read  a  first  time,  shall  be  decided  without  amend- 
ment or  debate  ;  and  every  bill  after  receiving  a  second  reading  shall  be  referred  to  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole. 

5.  Each  clause,  the  title  and  the  preamble,  shall  be  considered  and  passed  upon  in  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  ;  and  the  Bill,  shall  be  read  a  third  time  in  Council  without  debate, 
signed  by  the  President  and  the  Registrar  and  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal. 

6.  The  Registrar  shall  endorse  on  all  Bills  the  dates  of  the  several  readings,  and  be 
responsible  for  correctness  in  case  of  amendment. 

7.  Every  by-law  which  has  been  passed  by  the  Council  shall  be  published  in  the  next 
Annual  Announcement. 

Amendments. 

That  no  amendment  or  addition  to  any  of  the  foregoing  Rules  and  Regulations  shall  be 
made  unless  the  notice  setting  forth  the  proposed  amendment  or  addition  shall  have  been 
given  at  a  meeting  previous  to  that  at  which  the  same  comes  up  for  discussion,  and  all 
resolutions  and  by-laws  of  the  Council  inconsistent  with  the  above  rules  and  regulations  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Dr.  Britton  presented  the  report  of  the  Education  Committee,  and  moved,  seconded 
by  Dr.  McCrimmon,  that  the  report  of  the  Education  Conmiittee  be  now  received  as  read. 
Carried. 

Dr.  Britton  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  tliat  the  Council  resolve  itself  into  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  to  consider  the  report  of  the  Education   Committee  clause  by  clause. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Dr.  Barrick  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Williams — Before  it  is  too  late  I  want  to  bring  your  attention  to  a  matter  that  is 
being  overlooked.  A  letter  from  Dr.  Howitt  in  reference  to  examinations  was  brought  in, 
and  page  159  of  our  Announcement  of  last  year  shows  that  apparently  there  was  an  agree- 
ment entered  into  by  the  Council  that  it  should  be  referred  to  the  Education  Committee  of 
this  year,  and  dealt  with  by  them. 

Clauses  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10  and  11  were  read  and,  on  motion,  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clause  12  and  moved  its  adoption. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  want  to  ask  the  Registrar  in  regard  to  this  young  man,  as  he  is  a  friend 
of  mine.  I  want  an  offici  il  answer  from  the  Registrar  wliether  or  not  it  is  a  fact  that  a 
matriculant  in  medicine  in  any  University  since  1888  has  been  accei)ted  by  this  Council  ? 

The  Registrar  I  think  it  was  in  1888  there  was  n  special  inecting  of  the  Medical 
Council  owing  to  tlie  British  Medical  Act  having  taken  away  the  rights  of  a  British  licen- 
tiate to  come  here  and  register.     Dr.  Williams  and  some  of  the  other  members  will  remem- 
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ber  that  this  special  meeting  was  held  in  the  Rossin  House,  and  all  medical  matriculants  of 
the  diflferent  universities  up  to  that  time  were  accepted,  because  it  was  looked  upon  as  a 
hardship  to  send  these  men  back  to  matriculate  now  that  the  course  they  proposed  to  take 
had  been  cut  from  them. 

Dr.  Rogers — Since  1888  has  any  matriculation  been  accepted  ? 

The  Registrar — No. 

Dr.  Rogers — He  was  given  to  understand  such  matriculation  as  he  has  was  accepted. 

The  Registrar — Never. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  to  adopt  Clause  12,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken, 
declared  it  carried. 

Clauses  13,  14,  15,  16,  17,  18,  19,  20,  21,  22,  23,  24,  25,  26,  27,  28,  29,  30,  31,  32,  33 
and  34  were  read,  and,  on  motion,  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Britton— I  might  say,  although  it  is  not  introduced  in  the  report  (Clause  34),  that 
our  reason  for  not  complying  with  the  request,  or  acting  on  this  suggestion,  is  that  after 
making  inquiry  of  those  connected  with  the  different  schools — some  outsiders — we  found  it 
would  be  impossible  to  complete  the  eight  months'  session  properly  and  have  the  examina- 
tions any  earlier. 

Clauses  36,  36,  37  and  38  were  read,  and,  on  motion,  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clause  No.  39  and  moved  its  adoption. 

Dr.  Britton — These  two  clauses  that  we  suggest  the  introduction  of  are  just  taken 
from  the  Medical  Act,  and  they  are  placed,  as  we  think,  in  proper  position. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion,  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried 
and  Clause  39  adopted  as  read. 

Clause  40  was  read,  and,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Britton  moved  that  the  committee  rise  and  report. 

Dr.  RooME — I  want  to  draw  your  attention  to  Clause  1,  in  reference  to  D.  C.  Wilson. 
There  was  a  change  made,  and  the  examinations  in  1896  did  not  come  on  until  a  month 
after  the  time  at  which  they  were  to  have  come  on.  Mr.  Wilson  failed  in  one  subject 
in  matriculation,  but  was  very  high  in  all  the  others.  These  rules  came  in  force  on  the  15th 
day  of  June,  one  month  previous,  and  the  understanding  was,  that  if  he  passed  in  the  one 
subject  ^ny  time  before  he  came  up  for  his  final  examination,  that  matriculation  should  be 
accepted. 

Dr.  Britton — He  took  the  departmental  examination  in  1896,  and  passed  in  all  subjects 
excepting  algebra,  in  which  he  failed  by  about  twelve  marks.  He  asks  now  to  be  allowed 
to  register  as  the  algebra  paper  in  that  year  was  an  unusually  difficult  and  satisfactory  one. 
He  has  studied  medicine  for  three  years,  taking  the  primary  examination  of  the  Council. 
The  intention  of  the  committee  was  to  accept  his  matriculation  on  condition  that  he  passed 
on  that  one  subject,  the  departmental  algebra,  before  the  regular  examiners,  any  time 
before  the  final  examination,  and  he  would  receive  his  certificate  from  the  Board  of 
Examiners. 

Dr.  RooME — It  is  so  that  he  will  not  lose  his  time  in  registration.  He  takes  his  final 
examination  in  medicine  this  year,  and  he  has  been  three  years  in  medicine.  He  asks  to 
have  this  Council  accept  his  matriculation.  I  thought  that  they  might  have  raised  it  twelve 
points  when  he  passed  so  well  on  all  the  other  subjects  ;  but  they  decided  they  would 
accept  his  examination  on  this  subject  later. 

Dr.  Geikie — He  subsequently  passed  on  algebra  in  arts» 

Dr.  Rogers — What  is  the  report  of  the  committee  ? 

Dr.  Britton — The  report  is  that  his  request  be  not  granted,  and  that  the  applicant  be 
notified  that  he  may  qualify  by  complying  with  the  requirements  of  Subsection  2,  Section  1 
of  the  regulations  of  '97  and  '98,  which  subsection  states  that  "Any  person  who  before 
the  15th  day  of  June,  1896,  had  not  passed  the  exa)nination  in  all  the  subjects  prescribed 
for  matriculation  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  registration  as  a  medical  student  on  sub- 
mitting to  the  Registrar  a  certificate  that  he  has  completed  such  examination  by  passing  in 
the  remaining  subjects  of  such  matriculation,  including  chemistry  and  physics." 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  there  was  an  understanding  that  because  we  had  arbitrarily 
placed  the  month  of  June,  when  the  examinations  did  not  come  till  the  month  of  July,  there- 
fore we  should  extend  that  privilege  to  that  man.  The  intention  of  the  Education  Committee 
is  that  he  shall  have  that  privilege  under  that  clause.  All  that  the  section  of  the  report 
wants  is  to  be  worded  so  that  there  will  be  no  misunderstanding  about  it. 

Dr.  RooME — You  refer  him  exactly  to  this  clause  as  it  is  ? 

Dr.  Williams — No  ;  but  that  he  may  qualify  under  that. 

Dr.  Britton — He  is  qualified  now  to  complete  his  matriculation  examination,  and  as 
soon  as  he  passes  that  he  gets  his  standing. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  it  should  be  made  so  that  there  can  be  no  question  that  the 
intention  of  the  committee  is  fully  caj-ried  out.

At  the  request  of  Dr.  Britton,  the  Council  granted  leave  to  reopen  Clause  1  of  the 
report. 

Dr.  Britton  moved  that  these  words  be  substituted  for  the  words  in  Clause  1,  "that 
on  completing  his  matriculation  examination  before  the  department  he  be  allowed  his 
standing  in  his  primary  examination." 

Dr.  Rogers — That  is  worse  than  it  was.  If  you  say  "that  he  be  allowed  to  pass  the 
subject  on  which  he  failed  before  the  departmental  examiners,"  then  you  will  accept  him  as 
a  matriculant,  dating  from  the  time  of  his  original  examination. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  think  it  means  the  same  thing.  Dr.  Britton  has  said  "to  complete 
his  examination,"  and  "  to  complete  his  examination  "  he  would  do  exactly  what  Dr.  Rogers 
says. 

Dr.  Spencb — How  can  he  do  that  ? 

Dr.  Britton — In  answer  to  Dr.  Spence  I  may  say  that  the  Hon.  Dr.  Ross,  the  Min- 
ister of  Education,  states  that  a  certificate  could  be  given  at  any  time  in  any  special  case, 
stating  that  the  student  had  passed  on  any  one  or  more  subjects. 

On  motion,  Clause  1  of  the  report  was  adopted  as  amended. 

The  Chairman  put  Dr.  Britton's  motion  that  the  committee  rise  and  report  the  adop- 
tion of  the  report  as  amended.     Carried. 

The  committee  rose,  the  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Rogers  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Campbell,  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  on  the  redort  of  the  Education  Committee  be  concurred  in.     Carried. 

Dr.  Britton  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  that  the  report  of  the  Education  Com- 
mittee, as  amended,  be  adopted.     Carried. 

Report  of  the  Education  Committee. 

To  the  Preaident  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario  : 

Gentlemen,— Your  committee  met  on  the  first  day  of  the  session  and  organized  by 
electing  Dr.  Britton,  Chairman,  and  Dr.  Emory,  Secretary.  The  various  communications 
referred  to  the  committee  were  considered  and  in  relation  thereto  the  following  recommenda- 
tions are  offered : 

1.  D.  C.  Wilson,  re  registration  :  That  his  request  be  not  granted  and  that  the  applicant 
be  informed  that  he  may  qualify  by  complying  with  the  requirements  of  Subsection  2,  Section 
1,  of  the  regulations,  1897-1898,  by  passing  in  algebra. 

2.  W.  Henderson  :  That  his  request  be  not  granted. 

3.  Dr.  Burden  :  A  qualified  British  practitioner  asking  for  license  to  practice  ;  that  he  be 
registered  as  a  licentiate  upon  passing  the  intermediate  and  final  examinations  and  paying  the 
necessary  fees  for  all  examinations. 

4.  E.  J.  Lake  :  Must  comply  with  the  regulations, 

5.  John  Brandon  :  That  his  request  be  not  granted. 

6.  G.  E.  McCartney  :  That  his  request  be  granted  on  furnishing  certificate  from 
attending  physician. 

7.  Geo.  C.  McGibbon  :  That  his  request  cannot  be  granted. 

8.  Septimus  Thompson  :  That  his  request  be  granted  on  condition  that  he  furnish  cor- 
roborative evidence  of  correctness  of  marks  as  furnished  to  the  Council. 

9.  A.  F.  Macdonald  :  That  he  must  comply  with  the  requirements  for  matriculation. 

10.  E.  R.  Hooper  :  That  his  request  be  granted. 

11.  A.  A.  Shepard  :  That  his  request  be  granted. 

12.  Fred.  Birkett  :  That  he  must  comply  with  the  regulations  for  matriculation  before 
talking  final  examinations  or  do  as  Johnston  has  done. 

13.  Dr.  Johnston  :  That  he  be  licensed  upon  passing  the  primary,  intermediate  and 
final  examinations  of  the  Council  and  complying  with  the  clinical  requirements  of  the  fifth 
year.

Your  committee  recommend  that  in  the  list  of  text-books  the  latest  (1897)  edition  of  the 
British  Pharmacopceia  be  adopted. 

34.  To  your  committee  was  referred  a  suggestion  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  that  it  would  be  well  to  hold  the  examinations  a  month  earlier. 

It  is  recommended  that  no  change  of  this  character  be  made  for  the  present.

10.  Candidates  who  intend  to  be  examined  by  the  Homoeopathic  Examiner  in 
special  subjects  shall  signify  their  intention  to  the  Registrar  at  least  two  weeks  previous 
to  the  commencement  of  the  examination,  in  order  that  he  may  provide  means  of 
preventing  their  identification  by  the  other  students,  or  by  the  Examiners. 

11.  In  the  event  of  any  candidate  signifying  his  intention  to  the  Registrar  to  be 
examined  and  registered  as  a  homoeopathic  practitioner,  due  notice  of  such  must  be 
submitted  to  the  Registrar,  so  that  the  examinations  may  be  conducted  by  the  parties 
appointed  for  that  purpose  ;  prior  to  the  acceptance  of  such  notice  from  the  candidate, 
the  usual  fees  must  be  paid.  In  the  event  of  any  candidate  presenting  himself  for  such 
examination,  due  notice  must  be  given  by  the  Registrar  to  the  Special  Examiner. 
Candidates  who  intend  to  be  examined  by  the  Homceojjathic  Examiner  in  special  subjects, 
shall  signify  their  intention  to  the  Registrar  at  least  two  weeks  before  the  commence- 
ment of  the  examinations,  so  that  the  examinations  may  be  conducted  by  the  parties 
appointed  for  that  purpose.  Prior  to  the  acceptance  of  such  notice  from  the  candidate 
the  usual  fees  must  be  paid.  In  the  event  of  any  candidate  presenting  himself  for  such 
examination,  due  notice  must  be  given  by  the  Registrar  to  the  Special  Examiner.

Examination  for  all  students  in  medicine,  and  shall  present  evidence  of  having  spent  the 
full  period  of  study  required  by  the  curriculum  of  the  Council  under  the  supervision  of  a 
duly  registered  homo3opathic  practitioner." 

(2)  Such  candidates  must  also  have  complied  with  the  full  curriculum  of  studies, 
prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Council  for  all  medical  students,  but  the  full  time 
of  attendance  upon  lectures  and  hospitals  required  by  the  curriculum  of  the  Council,  may 
be  spent  in  such  homoepathic  medical  colleges  in  the  United  States  or  Europe,  as  may  be 
recognized  by  a  majority  of  the  homoeopathic  members  of  the  Council ;  but  in  all  homoeopathic 
colleges,  where  the  winter  course  of  lectures  is  only  of  four  months'  duration,  certified  tickets 
of  attendance  on  one  such  course  shall  be  held  to  be  equivalent  to  two-thirds  of  one  six 
months'  course  as  required  by  the  Council  ;  and  when  such  teaching  body  has  been 
established  in  Ontario,  it  shall  be  optional  for  such  candidates  to  pursue  in  part  or  in  full 
the  required  curriculum  in  Ontario  R.S.O.  1877,  c  142,   s.  17.

Report  of  Board   of  Examiners. 

To  the  President  and   Members   of  the   Council  of  the    College  of  Physicians  and   Surgeons 
of  Ontario : 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  leave  to  report  that,  as  President  of  the  Medical  Council  and 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  I  inspected  the  schedules  of  the  Examiners  and 
Registrar,  and  therefore  report  on  the  result  of  the  professional  examinations  held  in 
Toronto,  in  October,  1897,  and  in  Toronto  and  Kingston,  in  May,  1898. 

For  the  Primary  Examination  in  October,  1897,  twenty-five  candidates  presented 
themselves,  of  whom  nineteen  passed  and  six  failed.  For  the  Final  Examination  in  October, 
1897,  fourteen  candidates  presented  themselves,  of  whom  four  failed.  For  the  Intermediate 
two  candidates  presented  themselves  and  passed. 

In  May,  1893,  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  candidates  presented  themselves  for 
examination  (Primary),  of  whom  eighty-one  passed  and  forty-two  failed.  For  the  Inter- 
mediate Examination  eighty-two  candidates  presented  themselves,  of  whom  sixty-nine 
passed  and  thirteen  failed.  For  the  Final  Examination  sixty-eight  candidates  presented 
themselves,  of  which  number  fifty-three  passed  and  fifteen  failed. 

The  number  of  each  candidate  with  the  number  of  marks  obtained  on  each  subject, 
both  written  and  oral,  will  be  found  in  the  schedule  of  the  Registrar,  the  number  of  marks 
in  each  case  being  taken  from  the  schedules  of  the  Examiners. 

The  schedule  of  the  Registrar,  so  prepared,  has  been  inspected  by  me  and  certified 
correct. 

The  examinations  were  as  practical  as  possible. 

In  Anatomy,  wet  and  dry  specimens  of  the  whole  human  body  were  used,  viscera, 
bones  and  models. 

In  Histology,  Pathology  and  Therapeutics,  microscopic  and  gross  specimens  were  used, 
while  in  Chemistry,  practical  work  was  required  in  the  laboratory. 

In  Medicine  and  Surgery,  clinical  examinations  were  held  in  the  General  Hospitals  in 
Toronto  and  Kingston. 

In  Midwifery,  Medical  and  Surgical  Anatomy,  subjects,  models  and  instruments  were 
used. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  have  been  requested  to  submit  any  recom- 
mendations or  suggestions  they  might  be  disposed  to  make  in  connection  with  tlie  examina- 
tions, and  any  made  are  aj)pended  hereto. 

I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  one  of  the  Examiners  failed  to  make  liis  returns  in  time 
to  have  a  complete  list  of  the  results  of  tlie  Examinati(ms  published  on  June  30th,  as 
advertised.  Your  Registrar  was  instructed  to  announce  the  results  of  the  Primary,  also  the 
J'inal,  under  the  Fifth  Year,  and  to  state  that  the  results  of  the  Intermediare  and  Fourth 
Year  Final  Examinations  would  not  be  published  until  later,  as  the  i*e8ults  of  the  Examiner 
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in  Surgery  had  not  yet  been  received.     These  results  were  received,  however,  on  Saturday, 
July  2nd,  and  a  list  of  the  successful  candidates  posted  on  the  afternoon  of  that  day. 

Attached  to  this  report  you  will  find  a  recommendation  from  the  Examiners,  asking 
that  the  Examinations  be  held  a  month  earlier  in  the  year.  This  seems  desirable  for  more 
than  one  reason,  as  it  gives  candidates  more  time  to  appeal  to  the  Council  if  they  feel  that 
any  injustice  has  been  done  during  Examination,  and  brings  the  time  of  writing  to  a  cooler 
part  of  the  year.

Dr.  Barrick — I  would  like  to  ask  a  question.  Is  there  any  serious  objection  to  the 
postponing  for  a  month  the  day  for  holding  the  elections  ?  I  mentioned  that  to  draw  your 
attention  to  that  fact,  when  we  were  fixing  the  day  for  holding  the  elections,  we  had  not 
considered  the  propriety  of  a  new  register,  and  when  we  were  considering  the  printing  of  a 
new  register  we  perhaps  did  not  consider  fully  the  length  of  time  that  would  be  required  to 
have  this  properly  revised,  as  everyone  wishes  it  to  be  and  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  electors 
to  be  used  for  the  elections. 

Dr.  Armour — I  understood  Dr.  Pyne  to  say  it  might  be  got  out  about  the  first  of 
October.     That  would  answer  every  purpose. 

Dr.  Barrick — Yes,  if  anyone  wdll  undertake  to  do  that ;  but  I  am  certain  there  is  no 
one  can  do  it.  We  relegate  work  to  our  Registrar,  who  is  always  willing,  as  if  he  was  an 
automatic  machine.     We  must  remember  he  has  got  to  prepare  the  Announcement. 

The  President — Did  I  understand  you  to  say.  Dr.  Pyne,  you  thought  you  would  have 
sufficient  time  to  get  the  register  out  by  the  first  of  October. 

The  Registrar — I  was  not  consulted  at  all.  Dr.  Brock  asked  me  if  I  thought  it  could 
be  done  ;  and  I  told  him  I  thought  it  could.  But  if  I  am  to  get  particulars  from  the  pro- 
fession there  is  certainly  not  time,  because  I  do  not  know  when  I  shall  get  them. 

Dr.  Arimour — It  was  arranged  that  the  members  should  report  to  the  Registrar  by  the 
first  of  August. 

The  Registrar — No,  there  was  no  time  fixed. 

Dr.  Williams — It  would  be  practicable  to  fix  a  time  at  which  members  are  expected  to 
send  in  all  the  information  they  can  get  ;  say  the  second  week  in  August,  or  something  that 
way.     Would  the  Council  all  agree  to  the  second  week  in  August  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — If  it  was  a  month  from  now  I  should  think  it  would  be  sufficient. 

Dr.  Williams — I  would  suggest  that  we  say  the  second  week  in  August ;  and  that  every 
member  get  at  close  as  possible  to  it.     I  think  that  will  be  as  near  as  we  can  do. 

Reports  of  Standing  and  Special  Committees. 

Dr.  Williams  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Interprovincial  Registration-and 
moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  that  the  report  be  now  received.     Carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  and  resolved  that  the  Council 
now  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the  report  of  the  Committee  re  Interprovincial 
Registration.     Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Dr.  Dickson  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Williams  read  the  report. 

Dr.  Williams — We  have  here  what  gives  the  basis  laid  down  or  recommended  in  the 
report  of  the  Canadian  Medical  Association  in  1896,  and  it  seems  to  have  been  ado])ted  by 
these  various  Provinces  in  1897  ;  it  is  given  in  the  "Practitioner"  published  in  October, 
1897.     It  reads  as  follows  : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Interprovincial  Registration. 

"Your  committee  beg  leave  to  report  that,  having  exanuned  the  present  reipiiremonts 
of  the  Licensing  Boards  of  the  several  Provinces,  with  m  view  to  obt-^iining  by  nmtual  oon 
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cession  a  uniform  standard  of  matriculation,  education  and  examination,  would  recommend 
the  following  : 

"I.  Matriculation — The  schedule  of  subjects  shall  comprise  (1)  English  language, 
including  grammar,  composition  and  writing  from  dictation ;  (2)  Arithmetic,  including 
vulgar  and  decimal  fractions,  and  the  extraction  of  the  square  root  ;  (3)  Algebra,  to  the  end 
of  the  simple  equations  ;  (4)  Geometry,  Euclid  Books  1,  2  and  3,  with  easy  deductions  ;  (5) 
Latin  grammar,  translation  from  specified  authors,  or  of  easy  passages  not  taken  from  such 
authors  ;  (6)  Elementary  mechanics  of  solids  and  fluids  comprising  the  elements  of  static 
dynamics,  liydrostatics  and  elementary  chemistry  ;  (7)  History  of  England  and  Canada, 
with  questions  in  modern  geography  ;  (8)  and  any  of  the  three  following  subjects  :  French, 
Greek  and  German,  the  requirements  being  the  same  as  one  in  Latin. 

"Fifty  per  cent,  of  the  marks  in  every  subject  shall  be  necessary  for  a  pass,  and  75  per 
cent,  for  honors. 

''In  lieu  of  the  above  will  be  accepted  a  degree  in  arts  of  an}^  university  in  Her 
Majesty's  dominions,  or  from  any  college  or  university  that  may  hereafter  be  recognized,  but 
no  matriculation  in  arts  in  any  university  will  be  accepted. 

"II.  Professional  Education — (a)  The  curriculum  of  professional  studies  shall  begin 
after  the  passing  of  the  matriculation  examination,  and  shall  comprise  a  graded  course  in  the 
regulation  ])ranches  of  four  yearly  sessions  of  not  less  than  eight  months  of  actual  attendance 
on  lectures  in  each  year,  (h)  The  subjects  to  be  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  materia- 
medica,  therapeutics,  practical  anatomy,  histology,  practical  chemistry,  pharmacy,  surgery 
and  clinical  surgery,  medicine  and  clinical  medicine,  including  diseases  of  the  eye,  ear, 
throat  and  nose,  mental  diseases,  diseases  of  women,  and  children,  medical  jurisprudence, 
toxicology,  hygiene,  pathology,  including  bacteriology,  (c)  That  at  least  twenty-four  months 
out  of  the  graded  four  years  eight  months  each,  be  required  for  attendance  on  hospital 
practice,  to  begin  with  the  second  year  of  study,  (d)  That  proof  of  attendance  on  not  less 
than  six  cases  of  obstetrics  be  required. 

"III.  Examinations — (a)  All  candidates  for  registration  in  the  various  Provinces,  in 
addition  to  having  fulfilled  the  foregoing  requirements,  shall  be  required  to  undergo  examin- 
ation before  examiners  to  be  aj^pointed  in  each  of  the  Provinces  by  their  respective  Councils, 
or  by  means  of  assessors,  as  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  or  by  delegating  their  authority  to 
one  central  body,  as  has  been  done  in  Manitoba.  Such  examinations  shall  comprise  all  the 
subjects  of  professional  study,  shall  be  both  written  and  oral,  and  fifty  per  cent,  of  tbe 
marks  shall  be  required  in  every  subject  for  a  pass.  (b)  The  committee  make  these  resolu- 
tions merely  as  suggestions  for  the  consideration  of  the  Councils  of  the  several  Provinces  as 
a  mutual  basis  of  agreement,  and  desire  that  each  be  requested  to  report  thereon  to  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  association,  and  also  send  one  or  m«jre  delegates  to  represent  them  at 
that  meeting. 

* '  In  order  that  the  Councils  may  be  enabled  to  consider  the  question  with  a  full 
knowledge  of  the  facts,  it  is  also  desired  that  each  Registrar  should  send  to  every  member  of 
every  Council  in  Canada  a  copy  of  the  statutes  and  of  the  regulations  in  connection  with  the 
Council  that  he  represents." — Extract  from  Practitioner  of  October,  1897. 

Dr.  Williams  moved  that  the  committee  rise  and  report  progress. 

The  Committee  rose.     The  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  the  report  be  not  now  adopted 
but  referred  back  to  the  committee  with  instructions  to  revise  and  have  it  printed  in  the 
Announcement. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Thorburn — Does  that  mean  that  the  question  will  be  postponed  until  next  session 
of  our  College  here  ? 

Dr.  Williams — No.  I  will  explain  this  ;  this  report  I  have  presented  is  simply  a  draft 
that  has  been  written  off  in  pencil  as  fast  as  we  could  write  it,  and  it  will  bear  quite  a  little 
revision  and  improvement.  I  would  not  like  it  to  go  into  the  Announcement  in  the  form 
it  is  in. 

Dr.  Thorburn — A  great  number  will  go  to  Quebec.  Will  we  have  this  report  in  our 
possession  at  that  time  ? 

Dr.  Williams — It  will  certainly  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Registrar  so  that  a  copy  can  be 
made.     I  do  not  know  that  tlie  Announcement  will  be  printed. 

Dr.  Pyne — The  Announcement  was  out  about  October  last  year. 

Dr.  Williams — The  Quebec  meeting  is  in  August.  It  will  be  practicable  to  have  a 
typewritten  copy  made,  and  the  members  can  have  it. 

Dr.  Rogers — The  revision  of  the  report  I  suppose  is  just  a  mere  matter  of  the  con- 
struction of  the  sentences  ? 

Dr.  Williams — That  is  all. 

Dr.  Rogers — The  Council  will  understand  that  it  will  not  be  changed  at  all. 
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Dr.  Willi AMS^Cerfcainly. 

Dr.  Armour — We  want  to  be  able  to  say  this  report  was  adopted  by  the  Medical 
Council  of  Ontario. 

Dr.  Williams — There  is  truth  in  what  Dr.  Armour  says.  If  a  report  is  adopted  it  puts 
a  man  in  a  different  shape  in  using  it.  All  the  committee  has  asted  from  the  Council  is  to 
be  trusted  with  it,  to  revise  it  in  its  present  form  ;  they  do  not  ask  to  introduce  new  matter. 
I  think  under  those  circumstances  it  might  be  adopted,  trusting  to  the  honor  of  the 
committee  that  no  new  matter  will  be  introduced. 

Dr.  Spence — I  would  like  to  just  understand  what  position  that  places  this  Council  in. 
I  am  not  quite  clear.  1  think  that  all  the  resolution  there  says  is  you  recommend  the 
appointment  of  a  committee. 

The  President — What  is  recommended  is  this,  "your  committee  believe  that  progress 
<3an  best  be  made  by  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  take  further  action,  and  we  therefore 
recommend  that  the  Council  invite  a  conference  of  the  representatives  from  the'  various 
Medical  Councils  in  Canada  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Canadian  Medical  Association  to 
take  place  in  Quebec." 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  and  resolved  that  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Interprovincial  Registration  be  adopted ;  it  being  understood  that  the 
committee  has  the  right  to  revise  and  put  it  in  proper  shape  as  to  legibility,  grammar  and 
so  forth. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Barrick — Before  that  is  passed  I  would  like  to  know  exactly  the  position  that  puts 
us  into.  A  few  years  ago  there  was  a  committee  appointed  by  this  Council  to  deal  with 
prosecutions,  and  at  that  time  I  drew  the  attention  of  the  committee  to  the  fact  that  we 
might  be  placed  in  a  peculiar  jiosition,  that  if  we  recommended  the  prosecutor  to  take  up 
certain  cases  we  would,  by  that  act,  commit  this  Council  to  the  expense.  Now,  I  want  to 
5^now,  when  we  ask  for  the  calling  of  the  conference,  if  we  assume  the  responsibility  of 
inviting  the  conference  ?  You  cannot  do  that  without  committing  yourselves  more  or  less 
to  the  expense  of  that  conference.  I  want  to  know  to  just  exactly  what  extent  this  Council 
is  committing  itself  in  the  calling  of  a  conference  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin— Mr.  President,  the  conference  is  not  to  be  called  here  in  Toronto  ; 
it  is  to  be  called  at  the  meeting  of  the  Canadian  Medical  Association  in  Quebec  ;  gentlemen 
are  to  be  taken  from  the  general  conference  into  another  room  where  they  can  meet  to  talk 
it  over.     I  do  not  see  what  expense  can  be  involved  from  that. 

Dr.  Spence — I  do  not  see  that  it  means  anything.  To  me  it  simply  does  not  mean 
anything  at  all.  There  is  no  action  taken ;  there  are  no  instructions  given  to  this  committee 
and  we  are  not  committed  to  anything  by  adopting  the  report  or  by  appointing  this  com- 
mittee, so  far  as  I  understand.  They  are  there  in  conference,  and  whilst  each  one  of  us,  or 
nearly  every  one  of  us,  is  in  favor  of  Interprovincial  Registration,  I  do  not  think  the 
appointment  of  the  committee  of  the  action  now  proposed  to  be  taken  by  the  Council  will 
advance  it  one  bit. 

Dr.  Williams — It  is  not  expected  that  very  definite  lines  can  be  laid  down  for  any  per- 
son who  is  sent  to  negotiate  with  another  party.  There  are  always  two  parties  to  any  con- 
tract you  enter  into.  In  this  case,  it  happens,  there  are  six  or  seven  parties  to  the  contract. 
If  you,  by  instructions,  tie  the  hands  of  our  negotiators  to  make  it  perfectly  clear  they  can 
do  nothing.  It  happened  in  Montreal  two  years  ago  that  our  delegates  had  their  hands  tied, 
and  they  could  do  nothing.  Most  of  the  other  Provinces  went  on  and  established  a  basis 
that  seemed  to  have  satisfied  them  ;  and  they  seem  to  have  entered  into  Interprovincial 
Registration  among  themselves,  shutting  us  out  in  the  cold . 
Dr.  Moore — They  did  that  last  year. 

Dr.  Williams — While  the  provision  was  made  in  1896,  or  rather  the  rej)ort  was  made, 
and  they  took  till  1897,  and  then  they  adopted  that  report,  our  connnittee  were  again  shut 
out  because  they  had  no  instructions  and  their  hands  were  tied.  I  think,  and  the  com- 
mittee all  thought,  that  it  was  not  wise  to  tie  up  the  hands  of  your  connnittee.  The  other 
parties  have  laid  what  they  consider  as  their  part  of  the  contract.  While  we  know  what 
ours  has  been  in  the  past  we  are  prepared  to  enter  into  some  negotiations  with  those  parties, 
they  having  laid  down  theirs,  and  in  that  way  we  might,  or  it  will  be  possible  for  our  com- 
mittee to  get  them  to  come  to  an  understanding  so  that  they  can  meet — if  they  succeed  in 
meeting  on  anything  that  is  reasonable  ;  or  whether  reasonable  or  not  reasonal)le,  if  they 
can  meet  on  what  is  looked  upon  as  a  satisfactory  basis  at  all,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  our 
connnittee  to  report  to  this  Council  ;  when,  if  we  wish  to  carry  out  that  agreement  we  can 
then  do  so.  If  they  cannot  get  anywhere  near,  and  they  think  that  it  is  unsatisfactory 
altogetlier,  tlie  next  thing  we  may  do  will  be  to  drop  the  whole  matter.  But  I  have  a  good 
deal  of  faith,  and  I  think  other  members  of  the  Council  liave  faitli  that  the  feeling  is  now 
such,  and  the  basis  for  negotiati(ms  is  laid  down  so  much  clearer  than  ever  it  has  been  before, 
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that  so  inaiiy  steps  have  been  made,  it  will  be  quite  possible  to  t-Jike  n  step  or  two  more  and 
then  the  matter  will  be  an  accomplished  fact. 

Dr.  Barrick — To  put  myself  right,  I  would  just  like  to  ask  one  question.  Does  that 
recommendation  say  that  this  committee  is  to  ',' call  a  conference, "  or  to  "attend  a  con- 
ference "  ?  There  is  a  great  deal  of  difference  between  this  committee  calling  a  conference 
and  this  connnittee  attending  a  conference.  If  you  can  change  that  to  have  them  ' '  attend 
a  conference,"  I  have  no  objection  at  all.  But  if  they  are  to  "call  a  conference  "  then  we 
should  provide  the  means  for  it. 

The  President — The  language  of  the  recommendation  is:  "We,  therefore,  recom- 
mend that  the  Council  invite  a  conference  of  the  representatives  from  the  various  Medical 
Councils  in  Canada  to  take  place  in  Quebec  at  the  August  meeting  of  the  Canadian  Medical 
Association." 

Dr.  Logan — Mr.  President,  as  one  of  the  committee,  I  wish  to  say,  there  is  one  phase 
of  the  case  which,  perhaps,  has  not  been  prominently  brought  forward,  and  that  is  this  ;  in 
the  first  place,  T  understand  it  is  admitted  on  the  part  of  even  the  Medical  Council  of 
Ontario  here,  that  reciprocity  in  registration  would  be  a  desirable  thing  under  certain  condi- 
tions. We  are  willing  to  go  that  far.  And  we  are  aware  that  our  Act  states  positively  the 
conditions  on  which  this  can  be  accomplished  ;  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  we  are  all  deter- 
mined that  these  conditions  shall  be  held  to.  There  is  another  question,  and  that  is  this  ; 
you  understand  that  the  people  of  Quebec  are  not  prepared  to  comply  with  our  conditions  ; 
they  are  not  in  a  position  to  do  so.  But  since  this  agitation  has  been  set  going — I  do  not 
wish  to  be  egotistic,  but  I  think  I  was  the  first  that  moved  in  this  Council  upon  this  sub- 
ject— it  is  now  admitted  throughout  the  entire  Dominion  that  it  appears  to  be  desirable  that 
Interprovincial  Registration  should  take  place.  You  are  dealing  with  a  people  who  are 
apparently  willing  to  accomplish  this  ;  but,  unfortunately,  they  have  had  difficulties  to  con- 
tend with  ;  this  is  the  main  point  I  wished  to  bring  before  you.  The  Quebec  people  have^ 
troubles  of  their  own  which  they  find  hard  to  overcome  ;  and  I  think,  by  appointing  this 
conference  you  will  assist  them  in  carrying  out  improvements  in  that  direction.  (Hear, 
hear.)  At  the  recent  election  which  has  taken  place,  and  previous  to  it,  the  principal  sub- 
ject of  controversy  was  that  of  improving  their  education  in  Quebec  ;  and  I  have  had  con- 
versation with  quite  a  number  of  them,  and  they  are  Avorking  in  the  direction  of  accomp- 
lishing the  very  ends  we  are  desiring  here.  If  you  appoint  this  committee,  you  may  depend 
upon  it,  that  by  having  a  conference  with  them  and  assisting  them  in  getting  over  their  diffi- 
culties, and  you  will  do  that  by  having  a  conferei;ice,  they  will  persist  in  their  present  efforts 
and  by  and  by  they  will  be  able  to  get  up  their  standard  of  education,  and  we  will  have 
Dominion  Registration  in  this  country. 

The  President — I  understand  this  motion  simply  means  that  any  members  of  the 
Ontario  Medical  Council,  or  of  the  profession  generally  in  this  Province,  who  attend  this 
meeting  this  coming  summer  in  Quebec  should  be  appointed  to  introduce  this  question  to  the 
members  from  the  various  Medical  Councils  of  the  Dominion. 

Dr.  Barrick — This  says  "invite  a  conference." 

Dr.  Moore — That  is,  after  they  have  gone  there  at  their  own  expense. 

The  President  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Mr.  President — Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  (question  of  Interprovin- 
cial Registration  has  examined  the  subject  as  fully  as  practicable  with  the  limited  time  at 
their  disposal,  and  beg  to  report  as  follows  : 

The  connection  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Council  with  this  subject  is  not  new.  Section 
26  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation  is  a  constant  reminder  ;  it  reads  thus  :  "26.  When  and  as 
soon  as  it  appears  that  there  has  been  established  a  '  Central  Examining  Board '  similar  to 
that  constituted  by  this  Act,  or  an  institution  duly  recognized  by  the  Legislature  of  any  of 
the  Provinces  forming  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  other  than  Ontario,  as  the  sole  examining 
body  for  the  purpose  of  granting  Certificates  of  Qualification,  and  wherein  the  curriculum  is 
equal  to  that  established  in  Ontario,  the  holder  of  such  certificate  shall,  upon  due  proof,  be 
entitled  to  registration  by  the  Council  of  Ontario,  if  the  same  privilege  is  accorded  by  such 
Examining  Board  or  Institution  to  those  holding  certificates  in  Ontario.  R.  S.  O.  1877,  c. 
142,  s.  26." 

In  its  provisions  it  recognizes  the  fact  that  education  is  constitutionally  a  Provincijil 
matter  not  subject  to  Dominion  legislation,  and  that  consequently  Dominion  Registration  is 
so  far  surrounded  Avith  difficulty  as  to  render  it  practically  impossible.  It  would  involve  the 
consent  of  the  various  Provinces  to  a  change  in  the  British  North  America  Act.  Under 
these  circumstances  Interprovincial  Registration,  as  suggested  in  our  Act,  is  the  only  feasible 
method  ;  hence  all  effort   should  be  in  this  direction. 

The  above  section  also  makes  clear  that  at  this  early  period  the  desiralnlity  of  Inter- 
provincial Registration   was   fully   considered  and  provisions  were  made  that  as  soon  as 
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■equality  of  standing  could  be  secured  the  Ontario  Council  would  necessarily  implement  the 
provisions  of  its  Act  to  that  end. 

In  harmony  with  this,  the  Council  have  on  many  occasions  appointed  committees  to 
confer  with  medical  men  from  other  Provinces.  The  securing  of  a  uniform  standard  in  pre- 
liminary and  medical  education  being  considered  pre-requisite.  It  was  believed  that  this 
could  best  be  accomplished  through  Medical  Acts  which  would  give  the  Councils  in  the 
different  provinces  full  and  complete  control  of  pre-medical  as  well  as  medical  education. 
The  retjuirements  of  our  Act,  above  quoted,  could  then  have  been  fully  met. 

In  1892  a  committee  was  appointed  to  meet  delegates  from  the  Councils  and  Associa- 
tions of  the  Provinces,  and  it  was  hoped  they  would  formulate  a  scheme  for  medical  registra- 
tion that  would  be  acceptable  to  all.  This  committee  reported  at  your  June  session  of  1893  ; 
their  report  led  your  honorable  body  to  believe  that  progress  had  been  made,  and  that  at  an 
early  date  Interprovincial  Registration  would  be  an  accomplished  fact.  That  jmrt  of  the 
report  bearing  on  this  subject  read  as  follows  : 

"The  whole  subject  of  reciprocity  in  medical  registration  between  the  Provinces  was 
fully  and  ably  discussed,  and  all  the  delegates  strongly  favored  the  adoption,  in  each  of  the 
Provinces,  of  a  Medical  Act  on  the  lines  of  the  Medical  Act  in  Ontario  which  gives  the  Medi- 
cal Council  full  control  over  both  pre-medical  and  medical  education,  and  indeed  over  all 
matters  relating  to  the  practice  of  Medicine  in  Ontario. 

"  Also,  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  that  there  should  be  established  in  each  Province  at 
once  a  Central  Examining  Board,  to  examine  all  candidates  for  the  license  to  practice,  and 
further,  when  such  Examining  Boards  were  established  in  the  Provinces,  the  standard  of 
matriculation  and  medical  education  should  be  raised  to  a  uniform  grade,  following  that  of 
Ontario,  and  then  reciprocity  in  medical  registration  between  the  Provinces  would  result  as 
a  natural  consequence. 

' '  The  following  resolution  was  carried  unanimously,  the  committee  and  delegates  all 
voting  for  it  : — 

"Moved  by  Dr.  Rogers,  seconded  by  Dr.  Gibson,  and 

"Resolved, — That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Conference  there  should  be  established  in  each 
Province  in  Canada  a  Central  Exaniining  Board  to  examine  all  candidates  for  medical 
registration  therein. 

"  Resolved, — That  as  soon  as  a  Central  Examining  Board  is  formed  in  each  Province,  a 
committee  should  be  appointed  from  each  Provincial  Medical  Council,  in  order  to  have 
established  a  uniform  standard  of  matriculation  and  of  medical  education  throughout 
Oanada,  and  also  reciprocity  between  the  Provinces  in  regard  to  medical  registration." 

In  each  succeeding  year  a  committee  was  appointed,  but  apparently  no  progress  was 
made  until  1896.  In  this  year  delegates  from  this  Province  who  attended  the  Canadian 
Medical  Association,  laid  a  report  before  your  Education  Committee,  a  report  which  made 
clear  that  the  Association  had  lost  sight  of  all  earlier  efforts.  This  report,  after  expressions 
of  regret  at  the  non-existence  of  Interprovincial  Registration,  and  exj^ressions  of  hope  that  it 
might  be  brought  about  at  an  early  day,  contains  a  clause  which  reads  as  follows  : — "  That 
with  this  end  in  view  it  is,  therefore,  most  desirabla  that  there  should  be  a  uniform 
standard  of  matriculation,  a  uniform  standard  of  medical  education,  and  a  uniform  method 
of  examination  for  the  whole  Dominion."  Your  Education  Committee  advised  that  you 
concur  in  this,  which  ycm  did,  as  it  was  in  harmony  with  all  previous  effort,  and  with  the 
provisions  of  your  Act.  Had  these  steps  been  taken,  Interprovincial  Registration  would 
have  been  an  accomplished  fact. 

With  this  in  view  a  committee  appointed  at  your  meeting  in  June  attended  the 
Canadian  Medical  Association  in  Montreal  the  following  August.  At  this  meeting  a 
departure  in  a  different  line  was  made,  not  in  pursuance  of  the  conclusions  previously 
reached,  hence  the  hands  of  your  committee  were  tied  ;  and  in  so  far  as  this  Province  is 
concerned  nothing  was  accomplished. 

In  this  new  departure  the  very  desirable  and  hitherto  believed  essential  i)re-requisite  to 
the  accomplishment  of  Interprovincial  Registration— the  establishment  of  a  Central  Board  of 
Examiners  for  each  Province — was  departed  from  in  the  Province  of  Quebec.  It  is  now 
liopod  to  secure  an  equal  degree  of  uniformity  by  tlie  a[)pointment  of  assessors,  wlio  are  in- 
de])endent  of  the  teaching  bodies,  and  who  have  a  right  to  be  })resent  and  supervise  the 
examinati<ms.  This  is  after  the  method  adopted  in  England,  yet  it  does  not  give  us  con- 
fidence that  it  will  secure  uniforinity  of  standard  from  all  schools  in  the  Province,  hence  we 
fear  those  who  are  registered  in  Quebec  may  be  of  widely  different  (pialitication.  The 
j>rofession  in  that  Province,  liowever,  seems  to  believe  tliis  the  only  practicable  course  for 
the  Province  of  Quebec.  This  becomes,  then,  a  factor  in  any  negotiations  that  may  bo 
conducted  on  the  line  of  Interprovincial  Registration. 

At  this  same  meeting  of  the  ('anadian  Medical  .Association,  in  1896,  a  connuittee 
.a])pointed  (tnthis  subject  made  a  lengthy  report  and  in  addition  to  tliis  new  departure  as  tu 
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the  method  of  conducting  the  examinations,  laid  down  a  full  preliminary  course  of  study  as. 
well  as  the  medical  course  ;  but  we  do  not  understand  that  the  assessors  have  any  function 
in  connection  with  the  preliminary  examinations,  which  we  believe  is  an  oversight. 

It  is  alleged  that  this  report  was  submitted  to  the  Councils  of  the  different  Provinces  as 
a  basis  for  Interprovincial  Registration,  and  at  the  meeting  of  1897  the  Provinces  of  Quebec, 
Prince  Edward  Island,  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick  and  Manitoba  signified  by  resolution 
their  approval  and  acceptance.     The  following  is  the  report  referred  to 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Interprovincial  Registration. 

Your  committee  beg  to  report  that,  having  examined  the  present  requirements  of  the- 
Licensing  Boards  of  the  several  Provinces,  with  a  view  to  obtaining  by  mutual  concession  a 
uniform  standard  of  matriculation,  education  and  examination,  would  recommend  the 
following  : 

"  1.  Matriculation — The  schedule  of  subjects  shall  comprise  (1)  English  language,  includ- 
ing grammar,  composition  and  writing  from  dictation  ;  (2)  Arithmetic,  including  vulgar  and 
decimal  fractions,  and  the  extraction  of  square  root  ;  (3)  Algebra,  to  the  end  of  simple 
equations  ;  (4)  Geometry,  Euclid  Books  1,  2  and  3,  with  easy  deductions  ;  (5)  Latin  Gram- 
mar, translation  from  specified  authors,  or  of  easy  passages  not  taken  from  such  authors  ; 
(6)  Elementary  mechanics  of  solids  and  fluids  comprising  the  elements  'of  static  dynamics, 
hydrostatics  and  elementary  chemistry  ;  (7)  History  of  England  and  Canada,  with  questions 
in  modern  geography  ;  (8)  and  any  one  of  the  three  following  subjects  :  French,  Greek  and 
German,  the  requirements  being  the  same  as  in  Latin. 

"  Fifty  per  cent,  of  the  marks  in  every  subject  shall  be  necessary  for  a  pass,  and  75  per 
cent,  for  honors.  ^ 

' '  In  lieu  of  the  above  will  be  accepted  a  degree  in  arts  of  any  university  in  Her 
Majesty's  dominions,  or  from  any  college  or  university  that  may  hereafter  be  recognized  ; 
but  no  matriculation  in  arts  in  any  university  will  be  accepted. 

''  2.  Professional  Education — (a)  The  curriculum  of  professional  studies  shall  begin  after 
the  passing  of  the  matriculation  examination,  and  shall  comprise  a  graded  course  in  the 
regulation  branches  of  four  yearly  sessions  of  not  less  than  eight  months  of  actual  attend- 
ance on  lectures  in  each  year.  (6)  The  subjects  to  be  anatomy,  jDhysiology,  chemistry,, 
materia-medica,  therapeutics,  practical  anatomy,  histology,  practical  chemistry,  pharmacy,, 
surgery  and  clinical  surgery,  medicine  and  clinical  medicine,  including  diseases  of  the  eye, 
ear,  throat  and  nose,  mental  diseases,  diseases  of  women  and  children,  medical  jurispru- 
dence, toxicology,  hygiene,  pathology,  including  bacteriology,  (c)  That  at  least  twenty-four 
months  out  of  the  graded  four  years,  each  eight  months  be  required  for  attendance  on  hos- 
pital practice,  to  begin  with  the  second  year  of  study,  (d)  That  proof  of  attendance  on 
not  less  than  six  cases  of  obstetrics  be  required. 

"3.  Examinations — (a)  All  candidates  for  registration  in  the  various  Provinces,  in  addi- 
tion to  having  fulfilled  the  foregoing  requirements,  shall  be  required  to  undergo  examination 
before  examiners  to  be  appointed  in  each  of  the  Provinces  by  their  respective  Councils,  or  by 
means  of  assessors,  as  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  or  by  delegating  their  authority  to  one 
central  body,  as  has  been  done  in  Manitoba,  Such  examinations  shall  comprise  all  the 
subjects  of  professional  study,  shall  be  both  written  and  oral,  and  50  per  cent,  of  the  marks 
shall  be  required  in  every  subject  for  a  pass.  (6)  The  committee  make  these  resolutions 
merely  as  suggestions  for  the  consideration  of  the  Councils  of  the  several  Provinces  as  a 
mutual  basis  of  agreement,  and  desire  that  each  be  requested  to  report  thereon  to  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  and  also  send  one  or  more  delegates  to  represent  them 
at  that  meeting.  , 

"In  order  that  the  Councils  may  be  enabled  to  consider  the  question  with  a  full  know- 
ledge of  the  facts,  it  is  also  desired  that  each  Registrar  should  send  to  every  member  of 
every  Council  in  Canada  a  copy  of  the  statutes  and  of  the  regulations  in  connection  with  the 
Council  that  he  represents." — Extract  from  Practitioner,  October,  1897. 

Were  it  desirable,  the  Province  of  Ontario  could  become  a  party  to  this  agreement 
without  legislation.  The  section  of  the  Medical  Act  above  quoted  (Sec.  26)  would  be  nO' 
barrier.  By  mutual  agreement  those  Provinces  accepting  this  basis  can  adopt  Inter- 
provincial Registration. 

Your  committee  believe  that  progress  can  best  be  made  by  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  to  take  further  action. 

We  therefore  reconnnend  that  the  Council  invite  a  conference  of  representatives  from 
the  various  medical  councils  in  Canada,  to  take  place  in  Quebec  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Canadian  Medical  Association  in  August,  1898. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

J.  Arthur  Williams,  Chairman.. 
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Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  and  resolved,  that  Drs.  Thorburn, 
Dickson,  Moore,  Rogers,  Taylor,  Pyne  and  the  mover  be  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of 
conferring  with  the  members  from  the  medical  councils  of  the  other  Provinces  on  Inter- 
provincial  Registration,  with  power  to  add  to  their  numbers  from  members  of  the  Council 
who  may  be  at  the  meeting  of  the  Canada  Medical  Association. 

The  President  stated  the  motion. 

Dr.  Williams — In  moving  this  committee  I  only  know  of  those  persons  named  who 
intend  to  be  there,  and  I  have  put  down  their  names  as  persons  who  intend  to  be  there. 
The  resolution  gives  the  committee  power  to  add  to  its  numbers,  so  that  all  the  members  of 
the  Council  who  are  there  will  really  become  members  of  the  committee. 

The  President  put  the  motion  and,  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  Moore  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rogers,  that  the  President  do  not  leave  and  that 
Dr.  Dickson  take  the  chair.     Carried. 

Dr.  Dickson  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Moore — I  have  very  much  pleasure  in  moving  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Luton,  our 
President,  who  has  presided  so  pleasantly,  agreeably  and  well,  and  so  impartially  over  the 
deliberations  of  this  Council  for  the  past  five  days.  When  I  nominated  Dr.  Luton  for  our 
President  I  felt  satisfied  that  he  would  discharge  the  duties  of  that  office  with  honor  to  him- 
self and  credit  to  this  Council ;  and  I  think  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  every  member  of  this 
Council  will  bear  me  out  that  my  prophecy  has  been  am2)ly  fulfilled  and  that  he  has 
discharged  those  duties  with  honor  to  himself  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  reflect  honor  not 
only  upon  himself  but  upon  the  position  which  he  occupied. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  much  pleasure  in  seconding  that  motion,  more  especially  as  not 
only  has  Dr.  Luton  deserved  any  honor  we  can  award  him  for  his  impartial  and  upright 
conduct  in  the  chair,  but  from  the  personal  motive  that  Dr.  Luton  is  an  old  student  of  mine 
and  I  have  felt  very  proud  of  him  while  he  has  been  in  the  position  of  our  presiding  officer. 

Dr.  Dickson  put  the  motion  which  was  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  have  very  much  pleasure,  Dr.  Luton,  in  tendering  to  you  the  hearty 
vote  of  thanks  which  has  been  unanimously  passed  by  this  meeting  and  I  desire  to  join  in 
it  with  great  heartiness. 

Dr.  Luton— Gentlemen,  I  would  not  be  human  if  this  expression  of  thanks  and  good 
will  that  you  have  given  to-night  did  not  excite  me  and  make  me  feel  in  such  a  condition  as 
to  be  almost  unable  to  express  to  you  my  gratitude  for  the  vote  of  thanks  and  for  the  kind 
words  that  have  been  said  concerning  me.  I  have  endeavored  to  do  my  duty  impartially 
and  to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  I  am  pleased  to  hear  that  you  think  I  have  done  it  well. 
No  doubt  I  have  made  mistakes  ;  but  the  mistakes  I  have  made  have  been  mistakes  of  the 
head  and  not  of  the  heart.  I  thank  you  cordially  for  your  expression  of  good  will  and  good 
feeling  towards  me.  It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  me  that  Dr.  Sangster  should  second  the 
vote  of  thanks  because,  as  he  has  said,  I  was  once  a  student  of  his  at  the  Normal  School  in 
this  city,  and  I  remember  him  well  and  remember  all  the  circumstances  of  that  age  and  time 
which  have  caused  me  to  entertain  sentiments  of  the  highest  esteem  for  my  friend  Dr. 
Sangster.     (Applause.) 

On  motion  the  Registrar  read  the  minutes  of  the  final  session  of  the  Council,  whicli 
were  confirmed  and  signed  by  the  President. 

Dr.  Moore  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  that  the  Council  do  now  adjourn,  which 
on  a  vote  havmg  been  taken,  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  J.  L.  Bray,  Chairman  of  Discipline  Committee : 

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  leave  to  state  that,  pursuant  to  your  instructions,  I  secured  tlic 
necessary  evidence  against  the  several  registered  practitioners  mentioned  below,  charged 
with  unprofessional  conduct.  I  herewith  submit  statement,  with  synopsis  of  evidence  taken 
in  some  of  the  cases  : 

Dr.  A.  W.  Sovereen's  case  was  investigated  at  Windsor  in  the  latter  part  of  October, 
1897.  He  pleaded  not  guilty  through  his  solicitor,  Mr.  F.  D.  Davis,  but  was  not  present 
himself. 

Mr.  Wm.  Douglas,  Q.C.,  County  Crown  Attorney,  of  the  County  of  Kent,  rei)resentetl 
the  Council. 

The  charge  against  Dr.  Sovereen  was  that  lie  had  travelled  with  the  Kamama  Jr. 
Hindoo  Remedy  Company  as  their  physician.  Tliere  was  a  number  of  witnesses  called,  who 
gave  evidence  against  him. 

In  the  case  of  Dr.  W.  E.  Bessey,  Toronto,  after  securing  all  my.  evidence  I  submitted  it 
to  the  Crown  Attorney,  who,  upon  his  own  resj)onsil)ility,  had  Bessey  arrested  for  procuring 
an  aV)ortion.  Tlie  case  failed  as  there  was  no  room  for  a  doubt  as  to  whctlier  the  woman 
liad  not  committed  the  abortion  on  herself. 
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Tlie  other  charges  against  him  caine  up  for  investigation  before  the  Discipline  Committee 
on  May  the  10th,  1898,  when  W.  E.  Bessey,  through  his  solicitor,  Mr.  J.  F.  Faulds,  pleaded 
guilty,  and  filed  an  admission,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereunder  written. 

To  tlie  Discipline  Committee  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  FJiysicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario: 

I  submit  myself  to  the  action  of  the  Council,  and  admit  that  I  am  liable  to  have  my 
name  erased  from  the  Medical  Register  of  Ontario,  on  account  of  being  guilty  of  infamous 
and  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect. 

I  undertake  and  agree  not  further  to  offend  ;  and  ask  the  Council  to  suspend  action  on 
the  report  of  the  committee  so  long  as  I,  in  good  faith,  comply  with  the  above  undertaking. 
There  has  been  no  inducement  or  promise  held  out  to  me  for  the  making  of  this  admission.

Dr.  John  Kirkpatrick,  of  Chippewa,  had  been  with  Munyon's  HouKjeopathic  Remedy 
Company  ior  a  short  time  as  one  of  their  doctors.  When  notified  by  me  that  the  Council 
would  take  action  against  him  he  left  the  Munyon  service,  and  at  the  investigation  into  the 
charges  against  Drs.  Clark  and  Gray,  was  called  as  a  witness  on  behalf  of  the  prosecution. 

Dr.  John  Kirkpatrick's  case  came  up  for  investigation  on  May  10th,  1898,  when  the 
defendant  })leaded  guilty  to  the  charge,  and  stated  to  the  committee  that  his  connection  with 
Munyon  had  ceased  as  soon  as  he  learned  that  his  conduct  might  be  considered  unprofessional 
or  disgraceful  in  a  professional  respect  ;  that  up  to  that  time  he  was  not  familiar  with  the 
})rovisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act.  He  also  signed  an  admission,  a  copy  of  which  is 
hereunder  written. 

To  tJie  Discipline  Committee  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario :

Be  Dr.  Richard  Allen  Clark.  On  July  7th,  1897,  I  notified  him  that  the  Council  would 
take  action  against  him.  He  said  :  "  All  right,  go  ahead."  He  remained  with  the  Munyon 
Company,  and  is  still  one  of  the  "  eminent  physicians  "  employed  by  the  Muny(m  Remedy 
Company  at  11  All^ert  Street,  Toronto. 

This  case  was  tried  on  May  10th,  1898,  when  Dr.  Clark  pleaded  not  guilty  to  the  charges 
preferred  against  him,  and  was  present  at  the  investigation,  and  was  represented  by  Mr.  Wm. 
Lount,  Q.C.  ;  Crown  Attorney  Curry  for  Council. 

Dr.  George  B.  Gray,  Elora  was  also  charged  as  being  one  of  the  Munyon's  ' '  eminent 
doctors."  He  has  been  employed  by  them  for  over  a  year,  and  is  still  in  their  employ. 
This  case  was  investigated  on  May  12th  and  13th.  Dr.  Gray  was  present  at  the  investigation 
and  pleaded  not  guilty  to  the  charges  as  stated,  and  was  defended  by  Mr.  Wm.  Lount,  Q.C, 
Mr.  J.  W.  Curry,  Crown  Attorney,  representing  the  Council. 

I  herewith  attach  to  this  report  part  of  the  evidence  taken  in  the  Clark  and  Gray  cases- 
In  these  cases  against  Dr.  Clark  and  Dr.  Gray,  a  witness,  one  Dr.  Evans,  who  had  also  been 
employed  by  the  Munyon's  gave  evidence  of  a  very  important  nature. 

(Signed)  Thomas  Wasson,  Detective  C.  P.  and  8,  O. 
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Synopsis  of  Evidence  taken  before  the  Discipline  Committee. 

Tlie  charge  against  Dr.  Allen  Clark,  formerly  at  Ridgetown,  now  of  the  Munyon's 
Company,  Toronto,  were  then  gone  into. 

Dr.  R.  A.  Pyne^  the  Registrar  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  was 
called  and  proved  that  Dr.  Clark  was  duly  registered  as  a  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  and  in  reply  to  Mr.  Curry,  stated  that  Dr.  Clark  was  not  registered 
as  a  homoeopath,  and  not  entitled  to  practise  as  such. 

Thomas  Wasson,  the  detective  of  the  College,  proved  the  service  of  a  copy  of  the  charges 
on  Dr.  Clark.  Mr.  Wasson  also  stated  that  one  Crippen,  an  American  doctor  who  had  been 
in  charge  of  the  Munyon  establishment  in  or  about  July,  1896,  had  been  prosecuted  by  him 
in  the  Police  Court  for  the  illegal  practising  of  medicine,  Crippen  not  being  a  member  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  ;  that  the  charge  was  dismissed  by  the  Magis- 
;trate  because  the  defendant  swore  that  he  himself  did  not  prescribe,  but  he  had  duly  qualified 
medical  men  in  the  establishment,  one  of  whom  was  the  said  Dr.  Clark.  That  he  paid  a 
visit  to  the  Munyon  establishment  and  saw  patients  there. 

D.  H.  Reid  was  the  next  witness.  He  said  :  I  am  an  engineer  ;  I  have  been  to  the 
Munyon  place  of  business  ;  I  used  some  of  Munyon's  pills  for  la  grippe  and  they  seemed  to 
•do  me  a  little  good.  Their  agent  afterwards  called  on  me  and  asked  me  to  give  him  a 
testimonial,  promising  me  if  I  would  do  so,  that  any  time  I  wanted  medicine,  all  I  had  to  do 
was  to  cut  the  testimonial  out  of  tlie  paper  and  take  it  down  to  the  office  and  I  would  get  my 
medicine  free.  I  afterwards  cut  the  advertisement  out  and  took  it  to  the  Munyon  office, 
where  I  was  told  by  the  old  gentleman  in  charge  that  they  did  not  do  business  that  way,  and 
he  would  not  give  me  any  medicine  without  the  money. 

In  cross-examination  the  witness  said  that  it  was  quite  a  while  after  the  giving  of  the 
itestimonials  that  he  went  to  get  the  medicine,  probably  two  or  three  months,  and  that  the 
man  in  the  office  was  not  the  party  who  had  promised  him  the  free  medicine. 

L^lrich  Renaud,  foreman  in  the  Gendron  Bicycle  works,  said  :  I  went  to  No.  11,  Albert 
Street,  in  June  or  July  of  1896  in  consequence  of  an  advertisement  I  saw  in  the  paper  about 
Catarrh,  with  which  I  am  troubled.  The  first  time  I  went  there  was  only  one  doctor,  Dr. 
Crippen.  The  advertisement  I  saw  said  Munyon's  was  a  sure  cure  for  Catarrh.  I  made  an 
arrangement  with  Dr.  Crippen  that  I  was  to  give  $7  a  month  and  he  guaranteed  a  cure 
inside  of  two  months.  I  paid  the  money  in  advance  and  continued  the  treatment  regularly 
for  two  months.  Dr.  Clark  treated  me  most  of  the  time.  I  told  Dr.  Clark  the  last  time  I 
went  that  I  was  not  cured,  and  that  Dr.  Crippen  had  guaranteed  to  cure  me  in  two  months. 
He  and  the  other  doctor  there  had  a  talk  together— I  didn't  hear  what  they  said — and  then 
Dr.  Clark  told  me  they  wouldn't  continue  the  treatment  unless  I  paid  one  month  more  in 
advance.  I  told  him  I  was  getting  worse  instead  of  better,  and  I  wouldn't  pay  any  more 
money.  I  had  already  paid  more  than  $18,  The  treatment  I  got  from  Dr.  Clark  was,  there 
was  a  liquid  injected  through  my  nostrils  down  into  my  throat  ;  the  treatment  made  my  nose 
bleed  every  time,  and  it  would  sometimes  continue  bleeding  for  half  an  hour.  They  also 
i^ent  a  fume  to  my  throat  through  my  mouth  ;  it  was  not  a  liquid.  The  doctor  said  the  cause 
of  my  nose  bleeding  was  that  the  treatment  was  too  strong  and  he  would  get  something 
milder.  My  nose  continued  bleeding  right  along.  That  was  about  a  month  before  I  quit. 
1  don't  think  the  treatment  became  milder.  I  never  signed  a  testimonial,  but  I  saw  one  in 
the  newspaper  ;  it  was  in  'the  Telegram.  I  saw  Dr.  Crippen  and  told  him  about  it,  and  that 
I  never  authorized  him  to  use  my  name.  Dr.  Clark  knew  I  had  not  been  improved.  The 
testimonials  in  the  newspaper  appeared  under  the  ordinary  Munyon  heading.  When  I  spoke 
to  Dr.  Crippen  about  the  testimonials,  he  said,  "  When  I  asked  you  about  how  the  medicine 
.acted,  you  told  me,  all  right.''  I  had  told  him  that  the  pains  came  and  went  ;  that  I  might 
feel  better  to-day,  but  to-morrow  they  would  be  on  again.  He  said,  "  You  may  attribute  this 
to  the  medicine."  I  said,  "  I  can't  say,  because  I  only  took  two  or  three  pills  out  of  the 
bottle.'*  This  was  in  the  early  part  of  the  treatment.  It  was  before  I  had  made  any  state- 
ment as  to  being  improved,  that  I  saw  this  testimonial.  The  testimonial  said  that  I  had 
suffered  very  greatly  with  what  the  doctors  called  Sciatic  Rheumatism,  and  that  1  tried 
several  remedies  but  they  did  no  good  ;  that  I  procured  a  sample  bottle  of  Munyon's 
Rheumatism  Cure,  and  to  my  great  surprise  the  pain  in  my  hip  and  limbs  completely 
disappeared  in  three  days,  and  that  before  1  had  used  one-half,of  the  wonderful  little  pellets. 
That  testimonial  is  a  forgery.  It  is  true  1  took  the  pellets,  but  it  is  not  true  about  the  effect 
of  them.  They  did  not  do  me  any  good.  This  testimonial  was  not  true  and  I  did  not 
uuithorize  it. 

Under  cross-examination  by  Mi-.  Lount,  he  said  :  I  went  there  for  treatment  for 
Catarrh  only.  The  only  doctor  I  saw  there  was  Dr,  Crippen  ;  I  made  my  arransjements 
with  him.  I  didn't  see  Dr.  Clark  then  at  all.  Dr.  Crippen  told  mo  the  treatment  would  be 
fleven  dollars  a  month,  and  guaranteed  a  euro  inside  of  two  months,      I  am  sure  he  used  the 
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word  "  guarantee."  That  was  not  in  writing.  It  was  the  first  clay  1  went  he  said  this.  He 
did  not  make  any  examination  of  me.  I  told  him  the  way  I  felt  and  how  long  I  had  it,  that 
J  had  been  troubled  five  or  six  years.  I  paid  my  money  and  took  the  treatment.  I  got  an 
inhaler  and  some  other  instruments  for  the  treatment.  Dr.  Crippen  gave  me  only  one  treat- 
ment, the  first  treatment.  I  think  Dr.  Clark  took  me  after.  There  were  other  doctors^ 
there.  I  may  have  had  one  or  two  treatments  from  the  other  doctors  but  I  know  I  had  the 
biggest  part  of  it  from  Dr.  Clark  ;  that  was  towards  the  end.  The  money  was  paid  to  Dr. 
Crippen.  I  had  no  money  dealings  with  Dr.  Clark  at  all.  Dr.  Clark  treated  me  as  a  gentle- 
man. I  can't  say  that  I  had  Sciatic  Rheumatism  ;  I  had  pain  in  my  hips  often.  1 
described  that  to  Crippen.  I  took  the  pills  for  the  Sciatica.  I  told  him  about  the  pain  in 
my  hip  and  that  the  soreness  was  very  great  and  made  me  quite  lame.  I  did  not  say  I  had 
tried  several  remedies  but  they  did  me  no  good  ;  T  had  never  tried  any  remedies  of  any  kind 
before  for  the  Rheumatism  except  a  hot  bath.  I  wasn't  any  better  after  taking  the  pills. 
Dr.  Clark  used  me  like  an  ordinary  doctor  would.  He  examined  me  to  find  out  what  was 
the  matter.  He  tried  to  learn  my  disease  and  ascertain  a  cure  for  it.  He  made  a  full  exann- 
ination  by  questioning  me  and  to  know  my  symptoms.  I  didn't  find  myself  improved  at  the 
end  of  the  two  months.  Dr.  Clark  did  not  give  me  a  prescription  to  get  medicine  from  some 
outside  druggist  ;  every  time  he  gave  me  an  order  it  was  to  get  something  from  the  girl 
outside. 

In  answer  to  the  Chairman  he  said,  the  medicine  I  got  from  the  girls  in  the  main  office 
was  already  put  up  in  packages  and  had  Munyon's  name  on  it.  The  medicines  I  got  were 
not  specially  prepared  for  me  ;  they  were  just  taken  out  of  the  case. 

Joseph  Lamb,  foreman  at  the  Queen  Street  Fire  Hall,  was  a  little  angry  because  an 
advertisement  had  appeared  in  the  evening  papers  in  July,  of  1896,  testifying  that  he  had 
been  cured  of  Rheumatism  by  the  use  of  Munyon's  Homceopathic  Home  Remedies.  The 
reason  of  Mr.  Lamb's  ire  was  that  he  had  never  taken  any  of  the  medicine  and  had  never 
authorized  the  use  of  his  name  in  the  testimonial. 

Samuel  Croot  gave  evidence  of  a  visit  to  the  Munyon  establishment  where  he  had  seert 
a  doctor.  Mr.  Croot  said  :  I  told  the  doctor  I  was  troubled  with  Asthma  and  with  my 
heart  ;  the  doctor  said  that  he  would  do  me  good  and  that  he  would  give  me  two  bottles  for 
fifty  cents.     It  was  Dr.  Crippen  I  saw. 

Daniel  Thomas  said  :  I  ain't  in  good  health  ;  I  had  Rheumatism  and  my  heart  troubled 
me  and  I  went  to  see  the  Munyon  doctors  ;  the  doctor  examined  me  and  said  he  would  give 
me  some  medicine  for  $1.25  ;  that  he  was  bound  to  cure  me  ;  he  would  guarantee  a  cure.  I 
told  him  I  hadn't  $1.25  with  me  and  asked  him  whether  he  could  make  me  fifty  cents  worth. 
He  said  he  could  ;  he  made  me  a  lot  of  powders  up  and  said  they  would  do  me  good  and  I 
would  have  to  come  back  in  a  week's  time  and  get  some  more.  When  I  went  back  he  gave 
me  a  prescription  to  get  two  small  bottles  of  pills  and  he  charged  me  twenty-five  cents  a 
piece  for  them.     I  got  the  prescription  filled  at  Love's  drug  store. 

In  cross-examination  by  Mr.  Lount  the  witness  said  he  had  been  treated  by  a  regular 
physician  for  his  heart  ;  that  he  had  never  taken  anything  for  the  Rheumatism  before.  I 
took  most  of  the  pills  in  the  bottles  but  they  didn't  have  any  effect  on  me. 

The  stalwart  form  of  Richard  Coe,  County  Constable  of  York,  now  appeared  on  the 
scene  and  Mr.  Coe  testified  that  in  the  middle  of  March,  1898,  he  had  visited  the  Munyon 
establishment  and  was  ushered  in  o  the  presence  of  what  he  then  supposed  was  the  "cele- 
brated doctor  "  but  it  turned  out  to  be  Dr.  Clark.  There  were  three  or  four  other  patients 
there.  He  expected  to  see  a  celebrated  doctor  from  what  he  had  read  from  the  newspapers 
in  the  Munyon  advertisements.  He  had  read  a  testimonial  from  a  contractor  on  Sorauren 
Avenue  and  relying  on  its  truthfulness  had  spent  his  money  to  his  great  regret  in  vain. 
That  he  had  been  suffering  with  severe  pains  in  his  arm  and  on  the  advice  of  a  friend  bought 
a  bottle  of  Munyon's  Rheumatism  Cure  ;  that  he  sat  up  all  night  and  took  the  medicine  every 
fifteen  minutes  without  any  improvement  ;  that  his  wife  then  went  to  Munyon's  and  bought  a 
bottle  of  the  Double  X  Special  Rheumatism  Cure  and  a  bottle  of  Hazel  Balm  which  did  not 
procure  the  desired  effect.  That  he  saw  Dr.  Clark  and  the  doctor  seemed  <}uite  surprised 
he  was  not  cured.  Mr.  Coe  also  bought  a  25-cent  phial  of  Neuralgia  Cure.  He  said  he 
took  the  Double  X  every  fifteen  minutes  and  the  Neuralgia  Cure  in  between,  every  seven 
minutes,  and  varied  the  performance  by  rubbing  on  Witch  Hazel  Balm.  The  Double  X's 
label  said,  "  Never  known  to  fail  in  from  one  to  three  hours  to  give  relief  ".  He  tried  the 
remedies  for  twelve  or  thirteen  days  but  got  no  relief. 

In  cross-examination  by  Mr.  Lount,  the  witness  said  that  Dr.  Clark  had  given  him  a 
prescription  to  have  filled  at  a  drug  store  after  having  been  told  that  the  witness  was  short 
of  funds,  and  hadn't  the  money  to  get  tlie  medicine.  Dr.  Clark  remarking  "This  is  a  straiglit 
cash  business  here,  nothing  but  only  a  cash  business  ;  you  can  get  the  medicine  at  your 
druggist's."  Dr.  Clark  also  advised  the  application  of  small  pieces  of  tty  blisters  x:>lat;ed  at 
intervals  from  the  hand  upward  on  the  arm. 
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Herbert  W.  Burgess,  the  Yonge  street  druggist,  produced  a  bundle  of  prescriptions  sent 
him  by  the  Munyon  people.  He  .said  that  they  would  be  brought  in  by  an  employe  of  the 
Munyon's,  and  that  the  prescriptions  when  put  up  would  have  Munyon's  label  placed  upon 
it,  with  the  addition  of  the  words  "  Personal  prescription."  That  he  had  arranged  with  the 
lady  in  charge  of  the  Munyon  offices  to  furnish  the  drugs  at  a  price  a  little  above  the  cost  of 
the  drugs  to  him.  That  his  own  label  did  not  appear  on  any  of  the  bottles  or  medicines  ; 
that  anyone  looking  at  the  label  would  imagine  the  medicine  to  be  put  up  by  Munyon. 

Dr.  John  Evans,  at  one  time  one  of  the  "  specialists  "  of  the  Munyon  establishment, 
gave  an  interesting  account  of  the  methods  employed  in  that  place.  He  said  he  was  com- 
pelled by  force  of  his  financial  embarrassment  to  accept  a  position  with  the  Munyons  ;  that 
he  always  felt  that  his  conduct  was  irregular  and  disgraceful  ;  that  he  advised  other  of  the 
medical  men  employed  by  Munyon's  not  to  so  degrade  himself  unless  his  position  was  such 
financially  as  to  leave  him  no  choice.  He  also  said  that  there  were  no  eminent  specialists  in 
the  Munyon  employ,  and  that  the  advertisement  detailing  the  beautiful  and  complete 
equipment  of  their  offices  was  a  deliberate  lie.  He  said  that  his  instructions  were  to  diagnose 
the  ailments  of  the  patients  calling,  and  at  the  same  time  to  diagnose  their  ability  to  pay  ; 
that  because  a  patient  had  not  a  dollar  to  pay  for  the  medicine  he  was  not  to  refuse  to  pre- 
scribe 25  cents  worth.  He  said  that  in  all  serious  cases  he  prescribed  remedies  other  than 
Munyon's  ;  that  he  only  prescribed  Munyon's  remedies  where  he  thought  the  ailments  of 
the  patients  were  either  imaginary  or,  if  real,  not  at  all  serious  ;  he  said  that  he  felt  he  was 
bound  to  prescribe  the  Munyon  remedies,  and  that  in  prescribing  these  other  remedies  he 
was  not  obeying  the  rules  of  the  institution.  He  was  always  in  doubt  as  to  the  Munyon's 
remedies,  but  in  cases  that  did  not  involve  life  and  death  he  prescribed  them,  because  he 
felt  that  he  was  expected  to  prescribe  them,  and  that  he  had  really  no  choice.  He  identified 
a  number  of  the  prescriptions  produced  by  Mr.  Burgess  as  being  in  his  own  handwriting, 
and  others  in  the  handwriting  of  Dr.  Clark.  He  was  asked  as  to  a  testimonial  which  had 
been  advertised  of  the  marvelous  cure  of  a  boy  named  Gerald  Graham,  who  was  alleged  to 
have  been  suffering  with  a  decayed  bone  in  his  leg,  and  said  that  Munyon's  remedies  were 
not  used  in  effecting  this  cure,  but  that  he  had  used  instead  a  salve  prepared  from  a  prescrip- 
tion of  his  own,  and  characterized  the  advertised  testimonial  as  untrue.  He  said  he  had 
drawn  Dr.  Clark's  attention  to  the  untruthfulness  of  this  testimonial,  and  that  Dr.  Clark  had 
justified  it  by  saying  that  while  the  cure  was  not  effected  by  Munyon's  remedies,  it  had 
been  effected  by  Munyon's  doctors,  and  instanced  a  case  where  a  rupture,  which  had  caused 
stomach  and  intestinal  trouble  to  the  sufferer,  had  been  reduced  by  mechanical  means,  and 
was  advertised  as  a  cure  by  Munyon's  in  support  of  his  contention.  That  neither  he  (Evans) 
nor  any  of  the  other  Munyon's  physicians  knew  the  component  parts  of  the  Munyon  remedies; 
that  they  prescribed  them  from  the  directions  in  "  Munyon's  Guide  to  Health,"  knowing 
nothing  of  the  drugs  they  were  so  prescribing. 

Mr.  Burgess  was  recalled  and  further  examined  as  to  the  prescriptions  filled  by  him  for 
the  Munyon  people,  and  stated  that  these  prescriptions  did  not  show  homceopathic  treat- 
ment, but  that  the  casual  observer  would  look  upon  them  as  coming  from  Munyon's,  and 
think  that  they  were,  for  that  reason,  homoeopathic. 

Mr.  Curran  Morrison,  Clerk  of  the  Police  Court,  produced  the  record  of  the  prosecution 
of  Dr.  Crippen. 

Mr.  Lount  put  Dr.  Evans  through  a  severe  cross-examination  and  read  several  letters 
sent  by  Dr.  Evans  to  Professor  Munyon  prior  to  the  service  of  the  notice  of  the  inves- 
tigation on  Dr.  Clark,  which  letters,  Mr.  Lount  contended,  showed  a  willingness  on  the  part 
of  the  witness  to  aid  the  defence  on  certain  conditions,  which  conditions,  however,  were  not 
complied  with,  and  Mr.  Lount  argued  that  this  was  the  reason  why  he  gave  such  strong 
testimony  against  the  Munyon  institution. 

Dr.  Richard  Hearn,  a  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario, 
and  a  homceopathic  practitioner,  characterized  the  conduct  of  the  defendent  as  being 
infamous  and  disgraceful  in  a  professional  respect  He  looked  upon  the  prescribing  of 
homoeopathic  remedies  by  a  regular  practitioner  who  was  ignorant  of  honueopathy  and  of 
the  component  parts  of  the  particular  medicines  prescribed  as  unprofessional,  and  said 
that  he  regarded  the  publicatic^i  of  the  alleged  cures  by  honKeo})athic  treatment  when 
they  had  been  procured  ])y  aUopathic  treatment  as  misrepresentation.  Referring  to 
the  "Guide  to  Health"  the  doctor  said  that  he  would  not  consider  the  classification  of 
diseases  and  their  remedies  as  honueopatliic  treatment  in  any  sense  ;  that  the  word 
homceopathy  as  applied  to  the  Munyon  method  of  treatment  is  a  misnomer  ;  that  it  is  a 
misrepresentation  ;  that  as  far  as  homceopathy  is  concerned  he  would  consider  the  Munyon 
method  a  fraud  ;  that  it  is  certiiinly  not  honuoopathy  ;  that  a  practitioner  who  had  taken 
his  degree  in  allopathy,  but  not  in  homieopathy,  certainly  could  not  with  intelligence  and 
safety  ))ractise  hoin(e<>j)athy  ;  and  would  n<»t  be  all<)we<l  by  law  to  do  so  without  takinu  the 
hoiiuropathic  examination. 
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Dr.  Newton  A.  Powell,  a  member  of  the  college  and  a  coroner,  said  :  I  am  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Ethics  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Association  and  am  acquainted  with  the 
ethics  of  the  medical  profession.  I  look  upon  the  conduct  of  the  defendant,  as  stated  in  the 
evidence  of  the  witnesses,  as  being  mendacious  and  disgraceful.  The  advertisement  which 
says  "Munyon's  Dyspepsia  Cure  positively  cures  all  forms  of  dyspepsia  and  stomach 
trouble "  is  a  lie  within  the  knowledge  of  any  reasonably  qualified  medical  practitioner. 
That  any  medical  practitioner  who  remained  in  the  employ  of  a  company  and  assisted  in 
obtaining  money  from  the  public  by  such  advertisements  would  be  obtaining  money  under 
false  pretences  and  his  conduct  would  be  infamous  and  disgraceful.  That  no  medical  prac- 
titioner is  justified  in  prescribing  medicines  of  which  he  does  not  know  the  component  parts. 

Tlie  case  of  Dr.  George  Blake  Gray  was  next  dealt  with. 

Mr.  Curry  called  Mr.  Thomas  Wasson,  Detective  of  the  College,  to  prove  the  services 
•of  the  charges  upon  the  defendant ;  and  Dr.  R.  A.  Pyne,  the  Registrar  of  the  College,  who 
proved  Dr.  Gray's  registration  as  a  member  of  the  College  and  that  Dr.  Gray  was  not 
entitled  to  practice  as  a  homoeopath.  Miss  Ruth  Day,  the  local  manager  of  the  Munyon 
Home  remedies  in  Toronto,  was  then  examined  by  Mr.  Curry,  and  said  :  I  am  in  charge  of 
the  Munyon's  oftices  here,  and  have  been  since  August,  1896  ;  before  that  I  was  bookkeeper 
for  the  advertising  department  in  Philadelphia.  There  is  no  one  in  control  over  and  above 
me  in  Toronto.  I  am  only  subject  to  the  head  office  in  Philadelphia.  Dr.  Crippen  told 
me  to  employ  Dr.  Gray  ;  he  said,  he  is  a  good  man  for  your  office.  I  wired  Dr.  Gray  to 
come  here.  When  he  came  I  told  him  he  would  be  required  to  act  as  an  office  physician,  at 
^20.00  per  week  foi*  the  first  month,  after  that  at  $25.00  a  week. 

I  told  him  all  I  could  about  what  his  duties  would  be.  I  think  he  understood  he  was  to  use 
Munyon's  remedies  if  they  were  required.  I  handed  him  a  "Guide  to  Health,"  and  a  bottle 
of  each  of  the  remedies.  I  also  referred  him  to  tlie  other  doctors  in  the  place.  We  have 
some  instruments  in  the  office.  I  can't  say  distinctly  what  each  of  them  is  for  ;  we  have  an 
operating  chair— two  chairs  ;  and  also  a  compressed  air  apparatus  for  catarrhal  treatment ; 
it  is  kept  in  the  cellar  ;  the  air  pump  is  in  the  cellar  and  the  tubes  run  upstairs  to  the 
-doctor's  offices  ;  the  cellar  is  a  sort  of  basement  kitchen,  floored,  with  a  fire  in  it.  It  is  the 
air  from  this  basement  kitchen  that  is  used  in  the  catarrhal  spray.  We  have  also  ear  and 
nasal  "speculums,"  and  a  sound.  I  can't  say  whether  it  is  a  scientifically  equipped  office. 
1  know  the  doctors  had  instruments  of  their  own  which  they  offered  to  use.  Dr.  Gray 
didn't  at  once  begin  to  prescribe  our  remedies  ;  it  must  have  been  a  month  or  more  before 
he  began  using  them  as  freely  as  the  other  doctor  ;  at  first  he  prescribed  them  in  a  limited 
way,  at  first  sometimes  he  would  prescribe  one  remedy  for  one  patient,  instead  of  handling 
them  freely.  He  handled  them  very  carefully  in  my  estimation.  His  reason  may  have 
been  that  lie  didn't  understand  the  principle  of  recommending  three  or  four  remedies  to  one 
patient.  In  the  c(;urse  of  a  month  I  noticed  that  he  was  handling  the  remedies  more 
freely  ;  I  noticed  that  by  the  fact  that  his  prescriptions  would  correspond  more  nearly  with 
the  other  doctors  ;  he  seemed  to  fall  in  line  with  the  others.  He  resigned,  but  afterwards 
withdrew  his  resignation  ;  when  he  resigned  he  was  a  consulting  physician  ;  I  asked  him  if 
he  would  take  charge  of  the  correspondence  instead  and  he  said  he  would.  If  one  of  our 
doctors  prescribed  only  twenty-five  of  our  cures  as  against  another  doctor's  thousand  that 
would  be  against  liim.  Tlie  longer  Dr.  Gray  was  with  us  I  felt  better  satisfied  he  was  doing 
his  duty  ;  at  first  his  prescriptions  of  our  cures  were  small,  and  afterwards  he  began  to  use 
them  more  freely.  I  know  he  has  prescribed  other  remedies  than  those  in  our  list  ;  I  don't 
know  what  they  were  ;  lie  had  some  remedies  when  he  first  came  that  he  had  on  hand, 
whicli  he  had  been  using  in  his  practice  ;  he  told  me  so  ;  he  asked  permission  to  use  them. 
They  were  put  up  in  small  bottles  similar  to  those  Munyon's  bottles. 

The  patients  paid  me  for  those  remedies  of  Dr.  Gray's.  I  afterwards  paid  him  for  such 
of  his  remedies  as  were  used  in  that  way,  according  to  the  wholesale  price  lists,  not  accord- 
ing to  the  amounts  received  from  the  patients.  I  think  he  exliausted  such  remedies  as  he 
cared  to  use.  These  prescriptions  for  other  medicines  than  ours  that  you  show  me  are  Dr. 
Gray's  ;  this  one  is  in  the  handwriting  of  one  of  our  female  clerks.  There  would  be  noth- 
ing on  the  receptacles  containing  these  medicines  to  show  they  were  not  Munyon's.  The 
position  of  corresponding  physician  is  answering  correspondence  of  peojjle  writing  detailing 
their  diseases  ;  Dr.  Gray  conducted  that  duty  satisfactorily.  His  duty  is  to  diagnose  the 
case  and  prescribe  sucli  remedies  as  they  require,  or  write  and  tell  them  the  cost  of  a  course 
of  treatment  for  a  certain  length  of  time  ;  he  would  put  on  tlie  letter  the  remedies  required 
and  the  clerks  in  the  office  would  send  them. 

These  pellets  come  to  us  in  barrel  lots.  Miss  O'Connor  saturates  them  after  they  come 
liere.  Dr.  Crippen  left  large  quantities  of  the  soluticjns  to  saturate  them  with  when  he  left. 
I  am  not  a  chemist  or  pharmacist. 
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Druggist  Burgess  was  called  and  produced  a  bundle  of  Munyon  prescriptions. 

In  answer  to  Mr.  Lount,  Q.C.,  Miss  Day,  continued  :  Some  of  Dr.  Gray's  prescriptions 
weiit  to  Druggist  Thompson's  place  ;  he  advertises   himself  as  a  homceopathic  druggist.     I 
have  been  advised  from  the  head  office  that  the  Toronto  business  is  not  profitable.     The 
advertising  expenses  are  very  heavy.     I  asked  Dr.  Gray  to  obtain  testimonials  from  patients  . 
and  he  refused.     Mr.  Humble  is  writing  our  advertisements. 

Miss  Lizzie  O'Connor  entered  the  Munyon  employ  in  June,  1896  ;  her  duties  are  })ut- 
ting  up  the  Munyon  remedies  in  the  bottles  after  she  has  medicated  them.  She  said  :  I  was 
shown  by  Dr.  Crippen  how  to  medicate  them,  how  to  put  the  solutions  on  the  pellets.  I 
don't  know^  what  the  solution  is  composed  of.  The  solution  is  in  glass  bottles  stopped  with 
corks,  not  ground  glass  stoppers  labelled  with  names  of  the  diff'erent  solutions.  I  fill  a 
quart  bottle  with  the  pellets  and  saturate  them  by  adding  an  ounce  of  the  solution  on  to  the 
pellets  ;  if  they  are  not  strong  enough,  then  I  add  another  half  ounce  ;  that  is  the  way  the 
"XX"  strength  is  made.  After  I  saturate  the  pellets  in  the  quart  bottle  I  fill  the  small 
bottles.  A  quart  bottle  \^'ill  fill  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  small  l^ottles.  I  am  not  a 
chemist  or  jiharmacist,  and  I  don't  know  what  the  solutions  are  composed  of.  We  make  u]) 
forty-one  dozen  at  a  time  ;  four  large  bottles  will  fill  the  forty-one  dozen.  We  are  carefuL 
not  to  let  the  different  small  bottles  get  mixed.  I  could  not  tell  if  they  got  mixed  except 
by  the  labels  on  the  bottles,  and  if  they  were  not  labelled  I  could  not  tell  them  at  all.  It 
would  be  a  serious  matter  if  they  got  mixed,  I  don't  know  how  serious. 

Mr.  Curry,  with  a  "don't  care  if  I  do  "  air,  swallowed  the  contents  of  one  of  the  small 
bottles  of  Munyon's  Home  Homoeopathic  Remedies  ;  the  witness  with  a  startled  expression 
and  a  most  anxious  look  on  her  face,  meanw^hile  awaited  the  tragedy  that  ought  to  follow  ; 
but  the  mills  of  the  gods  grind  slowly,  and  thanks  to  his  vigorous  constitution  strengthened 
by  a  long  absorption  of  vivifying  Court  street  atmosphere,  Mr.  Curry  calmly  proceeded  with 
the  conduct  of  the  case. 

Miss  O'Connor  (continuing)  said  :  I  measured  the  solution  in  a  glass  funnel.  The  only 
medication  the  pellets  get  is  from  the  solution  I  put  on.  Before  I  went  to  Munyon's  I 
worked  at  Lyman  Brothers  ;  I  was  labelling  bottles  there.     Before  that  I  went  to  school. 

Dr.  John  Evans  was  called  and  said  :  That  the  class  of  people  who  come  to  Munyon's 
was  chiefly  the  laboring  poor  and  a  few  belonging  to  the  professional  class,  chiefly  ministers. 
Dr.  Gray,  in  conversation,  had  told  him  that  it  would  be  better  not  to  charge  any  patient  an 
outrageously  large  amount  even  if  he  could  afford  to  pay,  because  it  might  discourage  the 
patient  from  coming  back  ;  that  there  would  be  more  money  in  taking  small  amounts  at 
a  time  ;  that  it  would  be  better  to  prescribe  a  small  amount  of  Munyon's  remedies  supple- 
mented from  what  Dr.  Gray  knew  from  his  homoeopathic  experience  would  be  good,  so  that 
the  patient  would  not  be  discouraged  by  getting  large  quantities  of  what  would,  turn  out 
eventually  to  be  useless  and  the  patient  leave  altogether.  Dr.  Gray  had  told  him,  that  he 
(Gray)  had  an  American  degree  in  homceopathy,  from  a  Philadelphian  school.  The  discus- 
sions Evans  and  Gray  had  were  with  reference  to  retaining  their  positions  with  Munyctn's  :. 
if  they  were  unprofitable  servants  they  were  sure  to  be  dismissed.  In  answer  to  the  (jues- 
tion  :  "What  appliances  had  you  for  examination  into  the  diseases  of  women?"  the  wit- 
ness said  :  "  When  I  went  there  first  I  had  nothing,  and  the  only  way  I  could  diagnose  a 
case  of  that  kind  and  prescribe  would  be  to  guess  at  it,  or  do  as  I  liked.  Somewhere 
towards  the  end  of  1896,  or  beginning  of  1897,  we  got  a  small,  cheap  examining  chair,  and 
a  couple  of  specula,  and  a  uterine  sound  I  think.  The  equipment  at  the  Albert  street  place 
was  entirely  useless,  if  I  had  not  my  own  instruments  to  supplement  it  with.  The  chair  or 
operating  table  was  useful.     I  used  my  own  instruments  outside  of  the  chair  and  the  specula. 

We  prescribed  for  rich  patients  more  freely  than  for  poor,  gave  them  what  would  cost 
more  ;  our  duty  was  to  get  as  much  money  as  we  could  ;  and  we  would  j)rescribe  a  course  of 
treatment  or  a  supply  of  medicine  that  would  last  much  longer  for  a  person  that  we  had  any 
reasonable  grounds  for  thinking  was  able  to  pay  more  than  a  poor  person  who  could  not. 

Under  cross-examination  by  Mr.  Lount,  the  witness  said,  that  at  one  time  he  was 
desirous  of  driving  Munyon  business  out  of  the  country,  but  he  was  now  indifferent  ;  that 
he  would  not  now  feel  like  doing  them  a  benefit,  but  at  the  same  time  would  not  want  to  do 
them  an  injustice  ;  that  his  sole  desire  now  was  to  do  what  was  right. 

Dr.  Alexander  McPhedran  and  Dr.  Altcm  H.  Garrett  both  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  conduct  of  the  defendant  could  be  characterized  as  infamous  and  disgraceful  from  a  j)ro- 
fessional  standpoint,  for  the  reason  that  he  had  been  ])roscribing  remedies  of  which  ho  did 
not  know  the  composition,  and  also  for  his  conduct  in  continuing  in  the  employ  of  Munyon 
after  his  attention  had  been  drawn  to  tlic  character  of  tlie  advertising  in  vogue  in  the  insti- 
tution, and  because  of  the  knowledge  that  he  was  recpiired  to  di.i'jnosc  the  abilitvi.f  tli^^ 
patient  to  pay. 
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To  Dr.  J.  L.  Bray,  Cliainnan  of  the  Discipline  Committee. 

Dear  Sir,— I  herewith  submit  to  you  n  copy  of  a  report  appearing  in  the  Britisli 
Medical  Journal  oi  June  4th,  1898,  being  an  extract  from  the  report  of  tlie  General  Council 
of  Medical  Education  and  Registration  in  England,  under  the  heading,  "Disciplinary 
Inquiries." 

The  Council  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  case  of  Joshua  Hamilton  Hart,  of 
■Oliflf  Cottage,  Morley,  near  Leeds,  registered  in  Scotland,  December  31st,  1891,  as  Lie.  R. 
•Coll.  Phys.  Edin.,  1891  ;  Lie.  R.  Coll.  Surg.  Edin.,  1891  ;  Lie.  Fac.  Phys.  Surg.  Glasg., 
1891,  who  had  been  summoned  to  appear  before  the  Council  on  May  2()th,  1898,  at  3.30 
o'clock  p.m.,  to  answer  the  following  charge  on  the  complaint  of  Hugh  Woods,  11  Archway 
Road,  Highgate,  registered  as  M, B. ,  M.D.,  Bac.  Surg.,  1886,  M.A.O.,  1887,  Univ.  Dubl., 
President  of  the  Incorporated  Medical  Practitioners'  Association.  That  he,  as  a  regis- 
tered medical  practitioner,  had  been  guilty  of  infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  respect  in 
connection  with  certain  quack  remedies  which  were  styled  and  extensively  advertised  as 
"•  Munyon's  Homoeopathic  Home  Remedies."  The  particulars  of  the  complaint  against 
him  were  :  1.  That  he  associated  himself  with  and  was  a  party  to  the  sale  and  dissemina- 
tion and  advertisement  of  these  quack  remedies.  2.  That  he  acted  as  consulting  physician 
at  the  place  wliere  such  quack  remedies  were  administered,  and  sold  and  permitted  his 
name  and  qualifications  to  be  advertised  as  those  of  the  consulting  physician  at  such  place. 

Dr.  Hugh  Woods  attended  on  behalf  of  the  Incorporated  Medical  Practitioners' 
Association,  and  Mr.  J,  R.  Hart  appeared  in  answer  to  the  summons,  with  his  counsel, 
Mr.  AV.  H.  Chiy. 

Dr.  Hugh  Woods  opened  the  case  against  Mr.  Hart,  and  stated  that  representatives  of 
the  Incorporated  Medical  Practitioners'  Association  had  called  at  Munyon's  business 
]>ren)ises  in  Shaftesbury  Avenue,  and  had  made  inquiries  into  the  nature  of  the  remedies 
advertised  for  sale.  They  saw  a  person  who  declared  himself  to  be  a  registered  practitioner, 
but  who  refused  to  give  his  name  or  any  particulars  with  regard  t(3  the  remedies,  except 
that  they  contained  vegetable  extracts.  That  person  was  not  Mr.  Hart.  It  was  most 
difficult  in  all  such  cases  to  obtain  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  practitioners  connected 
with  such  establishments,  and  the  association  had  taken  steps  to  obtain  letters  addressed  to 
Shaftesbury  Avenue  by  patients  confidentially,  with  a  view  of  getting  the  signature  of  the 
doctor  concerned.  The  result  was  that  a  letter  came  into  their  possession  signed  by  Mr. 
Hart,  written  from  Munyon's  establishment,  and  upon  his  notepaper. 

Dr.  Woods  then  called  Dr.  Madden  as  a  witness  to  prove  the  statements  made. 

Mr.  Clay  submitted  that  Mr.  Hart  had  done  nothing  deserving  the  name  of  infamous 
conduct,  and  stated  that  that  gentleman  was  willing  to  sever  his  connection  witli  Munyon  if 
the  Council  so  desired. 

Mr.  J,  H.  Part  then  went  into  the  witness  box.  In  answer  to  Mr.  Clay  he  explained 
that  his  duties  consisted  in  opening  the  letters  addressed  to  Munyon,  and  writing  upon  them 
the  organs  which,  in  his  opinion,  were  affected  judging  by  the  symptoms  described.  The 
letters  were  then  taken  away,  and  he  had  nothing  more  to  do  with  the  matter.  The  public 
never  saw  him,  nor  were  his  name  and  qualifications  published. 

In  cross-examination  witness  refused  to  state  whetlier  he  thought  the  mere  mention  of 
the  name  of  the  organ  affected  was  sufficient  to  an  intelligent  prescription.  Asked  why  he 
called  himself  M.B.  and  M.A.,  witness  explained  that  the  presence  of  the  letters  M.B., 
M.A.,  was  intended  to  convey  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  British  Medical  Association. 
Pressed  on  this  point,  he  stated  he  had  once  been  a  member,  but  his  subscription  had  not 
])een  paid  this  year  nor  last. 

The  Council  considered  the  case  in  camera.  On  the  readmission  of  strangers,  the 
President  stated  the  Council  had  found  Mr.  Hart  guilty  of  infamous  conduct  in  a  profes- 
sional respect,  and  directed  the  Registrar  to  remove  his  name  from  the  Register.
